OF th» learned and ingenious Gentle- 
man we have not been able to pro- 
cure many particulars ; but from every 
die with whoiTi we have converfed con- 
cerning him, we are given to iinderftand 
that he is a per Ton at* great worth and 
refp^ability, and in his jprivatexhara^r 
entitled to every mark of regards 

He is a native of Scotland^ and now 
advanced in years, the eldeft Ion of Wil- 
liam Lumiiden, of Jimer Gully, Fifefhire, 
a Gcntlen^an of cafy fortune. At an 
early age he imbibed an attachment, like 
many of his countrymen, to the family 
of the abdicated prince, and in the y4:ar 
,"745 was a£>ive in tlieir favour. Thic ill 
Vuccefs of the attempt (an ei^ent ever to 
be rejoiced at^ obliged Mr, Lumifden with 
anany others to r(;nouDce his native coun. 
try I he accompanied the Pretender to 
Rome, lived in his court, and became 
his private fecrctary. In the -duties of 
thib otHce, and in the purfvits o( litera- 
ture, his life paiTed fo long as his iKtrv'icc 
ceuld be of any ule to lus patron. He 



afterwards was permitted to return tD 
England, where he has fmce refided. 

During his long refidence at Rome he 
employed part of his time in examining 
the Antiquities of that City, and laft 
year gave the PubUck the refult of hie 
obfervations in a volume, entitled «< Re- 
marks on the Antiquities of Rome and 
its Environs ; being a claflical and topo- 
graphical Survey of the Ruins of tint 
celebrated City ; lllultrated with Eq- 
gravings,'** 4to. In this publication he 
pointed out the fourccs from whence 
knowiledge of the Roman Antiquitiet 
was to oe^irawn, and correded many 
jniftailies of various authors. In t\^ 
courfe of his remarks he has obferved 
many of the Roman inilitutioni and cuf- • 
toms> <ivv\, miiitar}', and relieious, a« 
well as the progreisof arU and luxury j 
and his book will be the more valuable 
irom the circumftanoe of the infoads of 
the modem Vandals, who will leave no 
other memoriaj of many of the Anti- 
quities than are to t^ found io Mjr« 
Lumifden's WorJc. 



€OME ACCOUNT or the FAMILY of the L4T^ M£S«rj. SHEARES, 

WHO WERE EXECUTED IN DyBLIN FOR H^OH TREASON. 



rr^HE Grandfather of the two MefTrs. 
I Sheares was a Gentleman cf an in- 
dependent landed property of about eight 
hundred pounds per year, who refided in 
the parifh of St. Fin Barry Cork, and had 
three Tons, Henry, Thomas, and David : 
the cideft (the father of the two unhappy 
criminals) was educated at Trinity Cod- 
]ege, Dublin, without being intended for 
any particular profeflion 1 Uie fecond was 
ileligned for the church, and had good 
views of promotion in that line from his 
father*s intimate friend and neighbour 
Dr. Jcromet Browne, then Biibop of Cork 
ftod Roll i t>ut being a lad of very 



fprtghtly parts, he thought the profjef- 
iion too ferious for him, and requefted of 
his fathejTf vho ^^* very indulgent to hit 
children, <^ to let his brother David 
ibufnp she d^ion^ and give him ft com* 
mi/lion 111 the army.*' It was fo fettled ; 
Thomaf got a commiiTioD, and ferved 
with reputation in what is called *< the 
feyen year?' warj" but marrying a 
Spaniih lady whilft he was in Minorca > 
he retired upon half pay at the peace of 
1763, and died foon after without children. 

David took orders, and was perfe6^1y 
qualified for that profefiion, being a young 
man of good underftanding and great pro- 
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priety ©f mannert ; he however died earjv 
of a conAimptioDy Without being maiTJed. 
Henry, aitcr'his father^t death, fettled 
jn Cork, and foon after married a Mils 
BottciWorrh, a near relation of the lat^ 
and prefent Earl of Shannon. She wa« a 
ladj of very high accomplifhmentjt, and 
the union was formtd on both fides on 
thepureft principles of att'eaion. Though 
a man of fortune, Mr. Shcares was not a 
mere idler t he combined to a good edu- 
cation a moft excellent tafte, and hence 
amufed bimfelf with writing many occa- 
Aonal pieces, which were all well received 
by the public. Some years after his 
marriage, through the inteieft of Lord 
Shannon, he obtained a feat in the Iriih 
Pafiianrient, where he fo dift nguiftiejl 
himfelf as a fpeaker, that he foon ob- 
taincd a penfion on that eftablifhment of 
two hundred pounds per year. He foon 
aftei- joined a Dr. Rogers and Mr. Tra- 
▼erfe, both Gentlemen of vci-y good 
landed property, in the banking bufmefs, 
in Cork ; in which thcjr fuccecdcd very 
^lli and in which he continued till his 
death, which happened about the year 

* Mr. dheares's charafter through life 
was diftinguiOied no lefs for the amiable- 
nefs of his manners, than for his talents 
and integrity : he read much, and wa^ 
aided by his memory and his tatte, to 
•▼aiJ bimiblf of that reading \ipon all 
occaHohs « he was likewife a very pleafing 
and corre^ /peakcr j and in a private 
club, which fie partly eftabliflied in Cork, 
where popular lubjefts were debated, his 
Speeches were long remembered by his 
friends ar pieding memorials of great 
hiftorical knowledge, a ine tafte, and 
graceful elocution. ' 
. He had two fons, the late Henry and 
John Sheares, of whofe intended educa- 
tion he hgd rather a particular idea. His 
pJan was'(and which he f ufued) juit to 
mftmfl them in the clememar)' principles 
of reading and writing, without going 
any forthfr, or makirig any defignation 
of their future profeflions himfelf, till 
fuch time as he could find out the naturr.l 
tendencies of theif mhids. This refine- 
ment of educatiCm, though well intended 
by the^pareat, was one* of the errors of 
/peculation <• he did not fufficientty con-, 
toder that young mlnds*twc -alive to the 
impreilions virhich furround them* j and if 
the earlieft care is not taken,' to ini^il 
into them the piinciples of religion » 
morals, and the ufesH>t literature, their 
rjfing puflions have generally a ftrongcr 
turn to floth, ignorancer itnfuality, £c; 
This wat pr^ty nearly the caie with the 



two Sheares : permitted, an a great dc- . 
gree, to do as they liked, thc^ preferred 
the indiilgences of the kitchen^ and th< 
company of fenrants, to the example of 
fheir father's conduct, and the conver- 
fation of his drawing room : they mixed 
with the loweft boy^ in the fchool, who 
flatterea their rank and fituation ; hence 
they got forward and drcitWe in their 
opinions, negligent in their drefs, 'ana 
contemptuous ^of that regimen whicl^ , 
other boys in their ftylc of life were 
obliged to purfue. When they were 
between eight «nd ten years of age the 
father faw his error, and inftantly fet 
about reforming it : he altered liis plan 
entirely, by having the bed maftcrs in ^1 
branches of fcience to attend them in the 
houie, under his own eye i narrowly in- 
fpe<^\cd what company they kept, and at 
a propter age fent them to the Univerfity | 
where, being lads of good natural parts, 
they acquired a conliderable degree of 
reputation. 

The fether intended both for the bar; 
but dying before that plan could be. put 
into execution, the elder, after finilhinsr 
his ftudies in the college, entered into the 
army, where he Icrvcd ibme time in the 
rack of Lieutenant } but felling out on 
the peace of 1783, he entered himlelf as 
a ftudent in one of the Englifh Inns of 
Court, and followed the proteifion of the 
lawinconjunftionwith his brcther John* 

The talents of both brothers were re- 
fp^ftable: Henry had a^ good fliare of 
knowledge, but was not io fuccefsful in 
bringing it forward as John ^ who, being 
a younger brother, perhaps might have 
exerted himlelf* with greater alliduity : 
however it was, John >aas coaiidered as a 
very rifing barrilicr, who had every thing 
to expert from his profclfion, had he 
purfued it with a proper iefpc6> lor hia 
chara^er. From their childhood bwth 
brothers were attached to each other, aa 
well from (imilarity of lentiments as na* 
tural connexions : they lived in the fame 
houfe together, mixed in the lame parties; 
and as their politics, from boys, were 
ftrongly of a Republican calf, their con- 
vcilation, and their occalioral publica- 
fions, partook of this fpirit. 
• To minds fo prepared, the French Re- 
volution was too great a political aera to 
pafs by without their participation. 
They embarked for France in I/91, and 
ift Paris found a fatal hot bed lor thex 
principles i' Perhaps, what before thig 
tvas but the ebullition of liberty, which 
time and a moi'e extenfive acquaintance 
ivith the nature of men and governments 
might either modsratt or totally fubdue; 
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MOW caught the torching flames of II- 
centioufneis : they imm^iately became 
icquaioted with Briflbt, Robefpierre, s^nd 
the ptUTtotu butcher i of that day, who not 
only inftilled into them the principles of 
their diabolical art, but flattered them 
with being the Rellorers of their Coim- 
try'f Fre^om ; htnpe they acquired all 
the arcana and mylteries of clubs, fra- 
ternisation, afliiiation,&Cv fo ^hat before 
they left Paris, they publickly fpoke of 
the Revolution of Ireland as a thin? not 
only poffible, but very eafy to be efleSed ; 
indeed they were fo imprudent in this 
particular^ that they got feveral hints 
nom the^r inftrudors and partizanf not 
to be fo premature in their declarations, 

Pofleued with thefe principles they 
xttumed to Irels^, and immediately fet 
about their mifllon with all the zeal ^f 
the moft violent Reformers. They tormed 
dubs in feyeral parts of the kingdom, 
employed agents to found the army and 
yeomanry, and were indefatigable them- 
iehres, by their writings iii tnofe papers 
which wei-c favourable to their party ^ to 
fpread the I'eeds of rebellion around. Go- 
Tcmnsent had timely notice of their pro- 
cccdings^ which foon became fo little 



difgilifed, that they fell viftimf as qiticE 
.to their own imprudence as guilt. Their 
papers were I'cixed, which breathed no- 
thing but the molt unequivocal proofs of 
rebellion, whilft their repeated overt adl^ 
confirmed in a great dpgree the doftrine 
bf their publications. The reft of their 
unhappy fate is too recent in the mind^ 
of tbe public to recapitulate, it is fufE- 
cient to fay, theydcl^rved the punifliment 
which the Ws of the country inflifled 
on them j and we fincercly truft the 
example will have proper effe6l in timely 
retraining all thofe under the fame un- 
happy deiufion. 

It wa^ remarked that Lord Carieton, 
in pafling fentence on thefe two unfor- 
tunate young men, was fo much affe^lcfl 
he could fcarcely proceed. No wonder 
the feelings of this worthy Judge fliould 
be fo agitated 1 he had been the townf- 
man and early friend and acquaintance 
of their father, and lived with him in 
the mod faniiliar habits of intimacy : ho 
owcd% (o his enlightened converlation, 
perhaps, fome of his beft habits of think- 
ing ; and the recollection of fuch Icenes^ 
with the awful contrail which ilood be- 
fore, him, muft be heart-rending indeed I 



ANECDOTES RESPECTING PIUS VI. 

AKD THE ENTRY OP THE FRENCH INTO ROME. 

[TnmfUted from an original I^etter from a Correfpondent at Rome, who had an opportunity 
of afgena.ning the truth o( every one of the circumlUnces which he relates.] 



IT was not diflicult to forefee, from the 
period at which the Peace of Tolen- 
tino was concluded,- that the ruin of the 
EfiateoftheCbwcbyt^M approaching, and 
the opinions which were formed with 
refpect to the futui-e events likely to take 
place, were ilrengthened by the open 
avowal which the French made of their 
Intentions both at Paris and at Milan. 
The Peace of Tolentino, dictated to Buo- 
naparte by policy^ from the neceflity 
which he felt of deftroyipar the army of 
the Archduke Charles, had no other ettefl 
than that of advancing, by the very ar- 
ticles of it, the de(iru6lion of Rome, and 
of rendering the Roman (^overn^ent more 
odious. The Pope, oppreflTed with ever]^ 
fpccies of calamity, worrt out with agei 
iorrow, and dilcale, and on the brink of 
the grave, was doomed to fee, in the latt 
moment of his life, his temporal power 
ab«li(hed, his cotmtry again fallen into 
the hands of barbarians, and |iis religion 
deftroyed, by the attacks of modern Pbi- 
lefofbf. Of his greatnefs nothing lo- 
OKUBed bvt a fenle of dignity, which 
' forfook him. 



Compelled to make choice of a Secretary 
of State, he was unfortunately led to give 
that oflice to Cardinal Ddria, one ot tlie 
meanell of mankind. This weak man 
was neither capable of magnanimity in 
life nor death : he appeared to be wholly 
deftitute of that juft pride which enable* 
men to fupporc calamity \ and when ia 
adveriity, he was guilty of the moHabje^ 
humiliation, and would ftoop to kifs the 
hand which offered an infult to the un- 
happy Prince, whofe Minifter he was. 
When the Peace of PrufTia was figned 
and prefented to the Council of ?*ive 
Hundred, the Abbe Sieyes immediately 
▼oted for its ratification, adding, that tlie 
policy of his Government was obvious : 
** They treat Kings," faid he, <* as Ti- 
berius treated the Roman virgins "% he 
firit <lifhonoured and then murdered 
them." The Abbe Sieyes would have 
had every reafon to be fatisfied with the 
manner in which this fyflem of politicks 
has been purfued at Rome, and with the 
mode in which Cardinal Doria aflifted the 
dcfigns of the French to add his unfor- 
tunate mailer to the number of martyrs 
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^th wbich ctie CaHiolk Cl«in:h abound* 
The lith century, fcitiic in inllancet of 
^afe and cowaidly (ubrnKTicn, cannot 
frcxluce one pai*allel to that whiich is dif- 
pbyed in the itttcr of Doiia to the Papal 
Anibartador at Parit. 

The inJults offered to the Papal Scehy 
Gtntral Buonaparte were followed by the 
^ily outrages and injuries of his brother, 
the Amha&dor. It was to the effort* 
C** the latter that \he Sovereign- Pontiff 
vias dclUncd to owe his ruin. Time 
»kuie can bring to light the numbtrleis 
attempts which w«re made to compel the 
HoJy Father to degrade himfclf, and to 
f roltitute hit lacred chara^cr : it is not 
lo imagination to conceive ttje perlc- 
cutions which he has undergone. Hit 
tyrants, the French Drte^ory, arc ia- 
»itick$ in the -propagation of Atheifm, 
and arc indifferent what meaiit they cm- 
ploy to attain their objcA. , 

The different lefts of ChrJftiant were 
permitted to retain juft lb much inilu. 
ence over the Direftory ,as ^enabled them 
to prefcribc the moft ai)iurd things to 
liim J commands th«f mod contradictory 
one to another were laid on him, and as 
it, had been determined that he lh«Hild 
perilh, no effort was omitted to render 
iis fall diflionourable. Thcfe efforts 
vcre aflifted by the conduft of a Miniffer 
who, appointed to take care of tlie tem- 
poral intcrells of Pius VI. was oircry 
■Doment facriticing them at the Dire6lory 
required him. 

In his fituation at Head of the Church, 
liis Holinefs was more fortunate \ h<: 
never Aiffered himfelf to be iuftrufted at 
to his duties as Sovereign Pontiff, and it 
w owing to this circymftance that hit 
ifvligious conduft is marked with firmncit 
and reiblution, while his politics b«?tray 
fo much weaknel's. His hour was, how- 
ever, come. Some anecdotes of the tnan- 
toer in which the lentcnce of" hit tyrants 
Was carried into execution, ^eferve to be 
recorded. But firft luffer me to obferve^ 
Ibat of all pfcople who have e^ifted from 
the beginning of time, the French are 
iMiQucltionabTy the moft bafe, and the 
molt cowardly. I do not intend, by thit 
proportion, to deny that in the field they 
Are poffeffed of courage ; but the man 
who« after having gained a vi^ory, de< 
fcends to the murder of women and chil. 
dien, can furely advance little pretention 
to the title of a brave man. 

All Europe was indignant at that eds A 
of the Pope, the laft he ever iflued, by 
which, when the French wjrc at ihegatet 
of Rome, he commanded his lubjtuts to 
%elcoiiT themj to open their hoaiet for 



their receptil)n> aHd to frcaf tlicm',a« 
friends 5 ailuriDg his fubjc£\s that it war 
with friendly views that they were come, 
and enacHng the penalty q{ death on tholic 
who (hould kiUiit them. All Europe 
reclaimed at t^is uncommon r|>e<3acle, of 
a Soveieign enforcing his lubjefis, bjr 
capital piiniihnicntt, to refpc<?t the ai- 
iailint who came to deftroy him. But 
thaxc who thus exclaimed were not aC« 
quainted with the caulcs v hich produced 
thisedid: they arc ignorant of' the per- 
fiily which the French General Berthier, 
who has been lb mnch ex toik-d, employed 
to obtain admi(non into Rome. This 
General was both nvarici us and coward- 
ly. Eagerly tiellrous ot becoming mattrr 
of the treaiurcs i Rome* he could not 
but perceive, that it wuuld be almolt im- 
poflible lor 15,000 French rroopt ta 
make tUem/elves inttders of a city con- 
taining 106,4.17 louis, where tlie greater 
part of the people were anfied^ and where 
the French charailer was well known* 
from the cruel devaftation which had 
already been made ot Italy. He con- 
ceived it t«ierelor0 more prudent to cm- 
ploy pe'rfidy than force. He declared, 
and cauied Jt to be notified to the Pop^ 
I that the Directory had exprefsly com- 
manded lum to abltain trom all pillage, 
and to luffer the Government of the Pope 
to continue j and that the only object 
which he had in view was to apprehend 
the peribns guilty ot the pretemled mur- 
der ot Duphot. In order, theiefore, to 
carry his inltruitions into effe(5>, and to 
prevent all bloudlhcd, he re(|uired, firit^ 
that the Pope lliould iiiue the edi^ 
above-mentioned, ot which he lent a copy 
to Cardinal Duria ; and lecondly» that 
nothing Ihowld be removed from the Mu- 
Dbuaib, the Libi-aries, or the Gallerietj^ 
btcaule the lecurity of the articles con- 
tained in them was guaranteed by the 
integrity of the French, and by his pro- 
miles. He added, that in cafe of refufal, 
he would not anlwer for the coniequenceft^ 
as he had then orders to obtain poffeHion 
of Rome, and the Eliates of the Churchy 
by foice. 

It was thus that Berthier gained ad- 
•liffion into Rome, and (ecured a rich 
harveft of fpoil. The Pope confidered 
himlelf obliged to give credit to theie 
promifet s he undertook that the ftipu- 
lations on his pare fhould be faithfully 
obfcrved j and fo rigidly did he keep 
^it word, that when a propofal was made 
to carry orf the valuable articles of the 
MyfcHm Clement inumy he oppofed it, and 
thus lecured Uic prey of the French ban- 
ditu, . 
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As icon u the trtiopi had taken poT- 
leOjofi of all the gates of the Caftle of 
St. AngelOy Bcrthier threw off the made t 
and this dilcovery of charaflcr was ac- 
fcmpanicd with thofe circumltances of 
cnicity which lb particularly diitingurih 
the ^:ondu^ of ill French Kepublicans. 
Callguia^s inttru6lions to bis execution- 
ers were, to infli6l the pains of death in 
fuch a manner as that the vi^^iin might 
he Tenable of its approach. Ita frri ut 
morj ftntiant. Berthier was a fit man 
to have executed the orders of thi» tyrant. 
It wjs deemed proper at Rome to i'ct up 
liic Tree of French Liberty. Bcrthier 
had caufed thofe which had been planted 
inunediately on "his arrival to be pulled 
down, as fearing that it might endanger 
his fuccefs to avow too ibon the inten- 
tions of the Directory. He chofe, for 
the time of its being again planted, the 
aooment hi which the Pope, according to 
cuflom* was at the Sextine Chapel, cele* 
bratinghis exaltation to the Papal Chair, 
and receiving the congratulations of the 
Cardinals. It was on the 15th of tt* 
hniary 17^, while his Holinefs was 
ieated on bis throne, that the Tree of 
Liberty was planted in the Capitol, and 
that the precept of Caligula might be 
attended to, a Calvinift, of the name of 
Haller, was feot lo anno«nce to the Pope, 
fymundcd by the wboie Sacred ColUge^ 
''that bts reign wa* at an end.** 

The Sovereign PontiiF Hfted tip his 
eyes to Heaven, dai'ped his hands to- 
cher, and refigned himfelf to his fate, 
i^ foon a» the Pope had received this 
Qptke^ his guards were difinifled, and 
their places ftipplled by a number of 
Frenchmen. , 

A ibort time afterwards the (eals were 
fiaced on the Mufeums and the Galleries j 
and whatever they contained was conhf- 
cated for the benefit of the Great l^aiiun. 
. £1 cannot help here digrefTing to ob- 
serve, that this title, Great 'Nation^ re- 
minds me of the depofition of RaiHat, the 
companion of Cartouche, a man who had 
a th^aiajid times braved death, and who 
had drank the blood ol his vi^ims. 
When this man was racked, he gave in- 
Sannation againlt feveral ot his comrades, 
and declared that their rendezvous wa» 
called the Senate, aAd that they denomi- 
mted themfelves the Qreat ^atiort.'i 

The Grtai Natton, then, the French 
Jtepublick I mean, wiis not contented 
with thefe thefts. The Popchad a Imail 
library which he had colle£led himlelf, 
and which had for a long time been his 
«1^ aauitacnt, Thia^ libiary the 



Trench, DOtwithftanding tl^lr f>flf>g in 
poOelTion of that of the Vatican (the firib 
in the world), feized. The Pope in vara 
. protei^ed, tliough With mildneis, againrft 
this outrage. The books were fold to m 
bookfelier in Rome lor 12,000 crowns. 

The French CommiiTaries entered hra 
private cabinet, and forced him to aHift 
them in their retiearches. 1'hey opened 
his bureau, his waidrohes, and drawers^ , 
they broke open his locks, and fearchcd 
every where, but found nothing excepc 
linen and clothes. At length an Mm 
caught their eyes, and they immediately 
feixed it. 

"What does this contain ?" faid one 
of the CommiflTaries to the Pope. 

** SnufF/' — They opened it f and foun4 
it filled. The Commilfary took a pindi 
of it, ** It is very good," laid he, ** caiTv 
it home for me," added he, turning to hus 
valet, as he gave it into his poHemon. 
' «« What," laid the Pope, ** do yoi^ 
deprive me of my fnufF?"— " Yes," laid 
the Commiffary, " it is very good, 4* 
Ihall keep it myleH".*' 

After fuch an inftance, I know uot 
what I can add tq iiluftrate their condu^ 
Nothing can be more odious, exceptii»^ 
tbe Proclamations which they iifued, ex- 
tolling their clemency, imitating in thl» 
Domitian, ot whom Suetonius teUs us, 
^w contemptius abater etur patieniid hn^ 
minttm nuntytam trtftorem fnUentiamJint 
prefatione elrmentia pronuntiavit. 

The departure of the Pope was a mea- 
iisre rel'olved on : it was known that ie 
was his chief wifli to die at the feet of 
the tomb of the Apoftler. He had often 
exprefl'ed this wiftj, but the favour waa 
denied him On the i«th February, at 
one in the afternoon, while he was at 
dinner, attended by a few fervants, the 
Calvinift Hailcr entered the room with 
his hat on, drew a chair, and leated him. 
lelf by the fide of the Pope. 

** I am come," faid he, " to rsceiv* 
your treafures j you muft Kjrrender them 
tame immediately." 

** I have already given tliem up," faid 
the, Pope, ** to piccurc the Peace of 
Tolentioo, and I have now nothing 
left." * 

•« You have, however, two fine linga 
CB-your finger, which 2 mult have." 

The Po|)e pulled off one of thesis 
** This," laid he, ♦* you may havej the 
otlier muft pafs to my luccefT r." 

" It (hall not pais, .by G— ," faid 
Haller 5 *• you mult give it me imme- 
diately,' if yo«A wilh to prsvent my ufiag- 
foiee." , ^ 

Ths 
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The Pope funtDdettd it to lilm. It 
was the ring of the Fifierman^ an article 
of little mlue, and which was confidered 
as fuch, for on the following day it was 
returned to him. 

When Haller had gotten poiu^ion of 
thefe rin^t, he perceitcd a fmaH box on 
the table. He fnatched it eagerly up. 
<* Ah,*' faid he, " this contains your 
diamonds.** 

*« Open it," faid the Pope. 

The wretch opened it, and 'found it 
filled with IWectmtats, luch as were com- 
monly ferved to the Tope at his deferti 
He took it with him, however, and with* 
out having once pulled off his hat, arofe 
mnd went away. 

In the anti- chamber, he defired one of 
the Prelates who attended his Holiners> 
to- ^o in and bid him prepare for his 
departure. •< We want no more of him 
here, and at fix o'clock, to-morrow he 
inuft be on -his journey.*' 

The Prelate, al^urmed, rcfufed to obey. 
•« Go," faid he, •* and tell him yourfeU.** 
Haller returned to the room, and ordered 
bim to prepare himfelf. 

** I am 8 1 years of age,*' faid the 
Pope, «* and have, from the Itate of my 
health, been in hourly expc^aiion, during 
the laft two months, ot death* I am at 
prefent but in a convalelcent date \ be- 
sides, J cannot 4|uit my people nor my 
4uty ^ I beg I may be permitted to''die 
here.** 

** You fhalJ die clfewhere,** iaid Hal- 
Her J "if you will not fet off by fair 
means, you (hall be compelled. Take 
vour choice.** Having faid this, he left 
him. 

The Pope remained behind with his 
f<Tvant, and for the firft time (hewed 
himfelf violently aife6Vcd with grief and 
terror : he went into his dolet, and re- 
turned in a quarter of an hour ferene 
and calm. « God wills it fo,** faid he, 
'* let us prepare to meet what is defined 
for me." He then applied himfelf to the 
affairs of the Church during the forcy- 
dght hours which he remained there be- 
fore his departure. 

The evening preceding his departure 
he fpent in prayer. When he came down 
ftalrs to fet off, he found at the toot of 
the ftaircafe two deuchments of dra- 
goons furrounding a coach, and two 
commiffariet appoiated to conduft him 
to Sienna. 

.Although this journey took place early 



in the morning, the wretch Haller l^ept 
haraffmg the rope to expedite )iis de- 
parture. <* Quick, quick," faid he, 
" make hafte.'* The unhappy old roan, 
fupported by foitie Icrvants, with his cyti 
fbll of tears, could icnrcely walk, yet 
was he purlued by Halief, whadelired th^ 
attendants *< to make him walk fafter," 
till he got into the eoach. 

Thus was Pius the Sixth driven froiri 
his See* His guards had the inhumanity, 
as he was travelling, to point out to fairti 
the tteeple of St. Peter's. This aft of 
cruelty gave a new pang to the heart of 
the old man \ he ftretched forth his hands 
towards the facred edifice, from whithhe 
was on the point of being feparated for 
ever. His eyes were filled with tears ; 
he was heard to fob, aird the Frcrtch eri- 
joyed the happine.s ot having caufcd him 
the moii leveie aflli^ion. 

At the end of the fiift day it became 
neceffary to Hop to pais the night. Two 
ofhcers wcrt; appointed to guard the 
Pope, and their beds were placed in the 
anti-chamber. There they. brought in a 
proftitute, with whom they pafled the 
night in the mod riotous orgies. 

I Vent y witncffts can dcpofe to the 
truth ot^ this fatt. But the DJreftory 
are not inclined to deny it 5 on the con- 
trary, have they not had the meannefs to 
fuffer the cane ttolen from the Sovereign 
Pontiff, to be prefented to them as a 
trophy ? — have not the Journals an- 
nounced the amval of this trophy at 
Paris ; and is it not at this moment in 
the Hall of AfTcmbly of the Dircaory, 
on the marble table between the windows 
looking into the court yard ? 

The Pope being carried to Sienna, and 
fecluded Irora all perfons, was yet con- 
fidered an obje6l ot fufpicion. He was 
conduced on the 16th May to the 
Chartreufe of Florence alone, and with-^ 
out being fuffered to fpcak to any one. 
There, Joft to the world, he expeas, in 
mtience, the period of his fufferings. 
The moft general report, and it is an 
opinion univerlally entertained, is, that 
he is already poilbned. This is a crime 
which will not aitonifh us, when com- 
mitted by Frenchmen. On the i6th of 
June 1791, they attempted the life of the 
Sovereign Pontiff J he had notice given 
him ot the attempt, and the faA was 
eftablifhed by proof, which the public 
fliall fome day, not far diftant, receive. ,

ON OMISSIONS. 



THERE is no defire io prevalent, fo 
ardent> or fo iniatiablc, in the brcaft 
of a benevolent man, as that of contri- 
butirg towards the general happinefs 
(either in a mcrai or religious lenie) of 
his fellow creatuiTs ; and according to 
the ability wh:ch enables him to purAie 
this beft impulic of his nature, he be-- 
comes cither the partial diipcnler of 
blcilings to the little fpot of earth which 
is fortunate enough to poflcfs him, or the 
univerfai bencfa6\or to his fpecies. Every 
inhabitant of every clune, from t'^e 
burning plains of Atric to the fioren Pole, 
is recogniied by bim as a brother : the 
enlarged and liberal mind of tots man 
confiders the whole human race in this 
point of view ; his philanthropy admits 
no narrow diftinftions, — eftimates not 
the civilization, the learning, the pro- 
grefs in arts and fcitnces, the complexion, 
nor even the value which fuch a people 
or nation bears in the general fcalc \ but 
looks upon man as the obje^l of his 
bounty, for whofe advantage his five 
talents wei'e entrufted to his care, with 
the intention that they (hould be multi 
plied to ten. Not Ibiely Kr Iiis own 
emolument, nor even for the fatij»l:.ci:tii 
of obeying a beloved maltcr, was thw 
grand diepofit made, but tor the general 
benefit ot mankind. Infinite wildom or- 
dained that our mutual wants and ne. 
ceflities ifhould promote our happinefs, 
by biiiding ut all together in one bond 
of atte6lion. The fame beautiful prin- 
ciple governs thfe Howard ot the village, 
or the^univerfe; to do good is bts aim : 
the benevolent bread which cherifhet this 
emanation from Heaven, ft ranger to ri- 
valihip or envy, gloves with tranfport 
and delight at being left behind in the 



chacc, exults in being tranfcendenfly ex-- 
cellcd, and enjoys a triumph in being" 
furj)allcd in this grand, this godlike de- 
fign. The beauties of a mind ibui con- 
ftru(51eJ cannot receive cmbeUifhmenfr 
from eloquence : the bafer paffions are 
excludeti tl^e pure foil j envy cannot ap- 
proach it ; and irom what other compe-* 
tition is /he excluded? 

Perhaps no period ever yet arrived ia 
which the efforts and energies of the 
philafithropift were deemed equally ne-« 
ceifary for the advancement of happinefs 
in the moral world, for the culture of 
virtue, and dell ruction ot vice, as the 
prelent moment. This opinion is not 
peculiar to the few» but acknowledged 
and admitted to be juft by many great 
and good men, who behold and lament 
tlie rapid ftrides which depravity takes 
in this eventuii period ot our hiftory, 
and make no fcruple to confels that our 
national misfortunes are the confequcnces 
of our crimes ; and that, to avert the 
juH vengeance oF an oftended Deity, we 
miiit turn without lofs of time from our 
evil wa)s, reform our lives, and govern 
them by the Uandard of reafon, which he_ 
bountiiully gave us, when he enabled ua 
to diftiiiguim between good and evil. 
l^cv.c. ' vil talents do not fall to the lot of 
every m: n i yet, like the village Howard, 
he may do ,o(.d by difcountenancing evil 
in the little circle around him : it is the 
union of innumerable dff)ps of water, 
unvalued and unfclt when divided, which 
feiiilizcs the otherwife barren ftioies of 
the Nile ; and to the endeavours of the 
individual to amend and correft his 07c»« 
ways, muft we look for the giowth and 
cultivation of general ordcr» peace, and 
profperity. To enforce this conviftion 
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on the Jen/cs, to check and fupprefs what- 
ever is inimical to the happincl's of his 
fellow creatures, becomes the abfolute 
<!uty of a man wfab thus thinks, and 
every neglected hour mult occafion him 
fcJf- reproach. His mind mutt be formed 
of very different materials indeed from 
tht true phiJanthropili, if he ran acauit 
himfcif of a certain degree pf culpability 
in remaining an unmoved fpe6lator of 
Hydra headed enormities, which no lon- 
ger conceal ihemlelves behind the veil of 
iharoey but waUc in o)»en day. 

*' He who is not with us, is againiV us.** 

It certainly requires fomc fliare of nice 
difcr^ination to trace the root of that 
prolific evil, which thrives and fiouriflies 
Deyond all former precedent, which 
fpreads itielf into fo many and intricate 
branches, poifonirg, like the Upas tree, 
all who approach its very atmofphere j 
but yet I have Jlrtlc apprehenfion of being 
contradicted in an ailertion (formed on 
inuch obfervation and mature delibera- 
tion) which I am about to make, and 
which is fan«Elioncd by perfons whofe 
opinions have infinite weight with me- 
The caufc of our prcfcnt dc;Hciencies in 
the mojal world is the effeft of wrong 
education : to this fource do we trace ail 
the unblufliing catalogue of vices which 
our Courts of Juftice daily record j— 
breaches of faith between friend and 
friend; diihonoured wives; and aban- 
doned mothers, delHtute of natural af- 
fection for their own offspring. WilJ 
any jnan helitate in affcnting to this 
truth ? No ; he acknowleges it and la- 
n»ents it { but does he take one flep 
towards remedying the evil even in his . 
own family ? Docs he adopt one meafure 
to flun the torrent which overwhelms Co 
many around him ? N« : *^ His daugh- 
ters muft be educated like other young 
»«nen of rank. His fons mult be men 
of the world.'' I acknowledge they 
•"^i/ to be io, becaufe religion, and a 
knowledge of all the relative duties of 
life, 01/^ Dt to be the foundation on which 
to rear accomplirtiments : added to re- 
ligion, they render virtue more lovely, 
^f^ attractive, more enchanting ; but 
^ivcfted of ber, they prove incalculable 
misfortune to feven women out of ten. 
The fubjcft of accomplifhments opens a 
▼cry wide field for oblervation : our mif- 
fbrtune is, that they are too univerfally 
fought for by young perfons who woulU 
be better calcuhted to perform the duties 
<rf a middle rank in fociety, without 
^^. But I leave the invpftigation gf 



this topic for a future papef, and point 
out in this prefent page the one thing 
neceffary to reform cur morals, and to 
reftore our public and domeflic happinefs 
to its former ftandard. 

Previous however to my doing fo, I 
muft confefs that it appears improbable 
to me that a mother (even did fafhionable. 
life allow her leifure to attend to her 
child's inftru6tion) fhould inftil into 
her daughters, ideas which were never 
inculcated in her own youthful mind 'by 
ber parent. Church, it is true, waf 
conftantly attended ; but the church door 
and the lacred pages were all quitted till 
the Sunday returned ; and J^e purfuet 
the fame methods with her own children! 
very natural, for no amicable inftru6tive 
difcourfc has convinced her of the im- 
portance of religion to her happinefs, 
both here and hereafter. To , excel ia 
every Icmale accomplifhment was a laud- 
al>le ambition, and frequently impreffed 
upon her mind, as not only productive of 
much fatis^fa^ion to herlelf when feated 
at a dillance from the metropolis, b'4t 
abfolutcly neceffary to fecure a great aJ* 
liance. Succeeding hcrfelf in this mo- 
mentous purfuit, (lie exerts all hei«facu}- 
ties to obtain at leafl an equal title for 
her dear girl. Every thing concurs to 
Hilfil her moll fanguine wifhes : inno- 
cent and accomplilhed, this beautiful 
creature enters on the grand theatre gf 
the world i united to a yoi|ng man of 
rank and family, loving and beloved, 
file (bines the conftcUation of the day: 
(he pafles a few (hort years of exquilitc 
happinefs, and a little train of cherubs 
furround her. Other attractions how- 
ever charm him whole education has led 
him to imagine inclination ought to 
govecA a man of the world in his pur- 
fuits, provided appearances are kept up 
in his general conduct. Scrupuloufly 
attentive when he is prefent, he venture? 
more fecurely to puriiie whate\er kind 
of chacc he affeCts, confident that the 
purity of her mind will prelerve her from 
fufpicion which would injure her peace. 
He yet loves her ; but the arts of f 
wortldefs woman at trad him for the 
moment, or perhaps the charms of an 
innocent unfufpeciing creatuic make an • 
involuntary imoreffion, which he con- 
demns, but nevertheleis purlues : «* in- 
clinati-^n ought alone to guide a man of 
thp world." It is true, his refpeCtable 
father inculcated no fuch iicentioua doe- 
trine: ^# gave him elevated notions of 
honour, of temperance, and juilice, and 
enforced them by his owiji example; but 
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did he plant in his youthful heart the 
only invincible oppofer of vice, Religion ? 
Was the knowledge of the omniprcience 
of his Creator iinpreffed on his infant 
mind ? 'Was the defire of pJeafing bim, 
and the fear of offending, flamped on the 
duftile wax, and frequently enforced, as 
neceirary to his happinefs hereafter ? 
Ah no, pitiable young Man ! all the in- 
cumbent eviU in jour life have origifi in 
your fond, your affe6lionate father's 
OMISSIONS. 

Happy and devoid of fufpicion, his 
youne and lovely wife delights herfelf 
with her childreni and is ever to be met 
with at home, unlefs her hufband intends 
her abroad. Her houfe is open to all 
her hulband's intirhatc friends, whether 
he is there or not, and the bold auda- 
cious Lothario becomes infpircd with 
hope. Cautious and fubtle, he at length 
titters an incoherent exclamation df re- 
gret, that any man can be infenfible to 
the treafure he poflTeffes ! He leaves her 
to refltflion, and fecks an opportunity 
to apologize for his phrenzy ; which, if 
fuffered or enuured by his Intended vic- 
tim, fecures his triinnph over her peace 
at fomc future period. • Unperccived by 
hcrfelF, (he approves the refpedful dif- 
tance he aflumes ^ feels forrow to have 
caufed uneafinefs in the breaft of any 
human being j and at laft gives him 
place in her tbou^bis, which in time 
undermines her afFeftion for her hujband j 
the dear and bofom friend of her feducer. 
Ah, pitiable young Woman ! 'tis true 
your fond parents painted the beauties 
of an unfulfied reputation in warm and 
animated colours ; bade you beware of 
the inddious betrayer ; held up the 
purcfl examples of conjugal love and 
fidelity to your imitation, and It lengthened 
the inftiuflive Icflbn by their own ex- 
ample : but did tbey build that rock, 
tliat barrier within your mind, againft 
which the arts of Satan (hall not pre- 
vail ? Did they infpireyou with a hearty 
defire of f leafing^ and a fecret dread of 
offending^ your Creator in your youthful 
heart, to oppofc the torrent of paflions 
and temptations, and repel their very 
entrance there ? Did they implant a 
confcioufncfs of his immediate pi efcrce 
at all times, and in all places, and render 
this conviction familiar to your thoughts, 
thereby aiming you for combat with a 
corrupt world, and infuring you for con- 
qucft ?— Ah no, pitiable, degraded, dif- 



confolatc mourner ! your forrowg arrfc, 
j'o/rr dilgi aces proceed } your bani(hment 
and divorce from your hu(band, your 
reparation from your children, your ic- ^ 
clufion from the refpc6lablc and worthy 
part of the community ; all, all proceed 
from the Omifjfions of your fond and af- 
fcftionate parents. 

I have deCgncdly feleftcd my dramatis 
perfona from that rank in fociety, where, 
if thefe Omijions arc not mdte frequent 
than in others, they are at lent more 
reprehenfible. The milcry which at- 
taches to every individual in this too 
common family picture arifes from the 
fource I have aflTigncd it. I have exempt- 
ed all my characters fiom any natural 
bad propenfities, in order to fieto hovi^ 
eafily the belt of mankind are led aftray, 
unlefs the heart is properly fortified j 
and to prove the inftability and weaknefs 
o( that ftrufture, however laboured in 
the execution, however polifhed and beau- 
tiful to the eye, whofe foundation is /w- 
perfeiily laid. Attend to the foundation, 
and that fecure, the winds may whiftle 
and the tempeft roar, but the temple 
(hall remain uninjured. Stamp conviClioh 
upon the mind, ** that God is about our 
btd, about our path, and fpied out all 
our ways," and temptation to evil is dc- 
(Iroyed ; for confciencc is fo inftanta- 
neous in her reply to our references, fo 
jull in her decifions between right atid 
wron?, that the very approach of evil 
thought is repulfed by the heart, and 
creates revolt as fuddcn as the collifion 
of (ire and water. 

Perfuadcd that an individual private 
reform would not only be attended with 
advantages to ourrdvcs but to fociety at 
large, and anxious to create profelytes to 
my opinion from the thoughtlefs and in- 
conHderate, and to render them more 
competent to fulfil the facred duties im- 
pofed upon them, when they become an- 
* Iwerable for the good or evil incumbent 
upon their offspring, I (liall at times 
renew my endeavours to do that little 
gooil within my power. As *the baro- 
meter afcertains the exaCt ftandard of 
heat and cold by the riic or fall of the 
quickfilvcr, fo will the philanthropift be 
able to decide every month, whether the 
public courfc of excliange during the 
jiteceding four weeks has been it\ favour 
of religion, virtue, and motals, by the 
increafjng demand for The European 
Magazine.

ONE difinal evening in March laft 
I fat by my fire fide abforbed in me- 
ditation on my country^s good, and had 
juft hit upon a project for the paynnent 
of the National Debt, when, unluckily 
for the Nation and myfelf, I waa in- 
terrupted by a violent knocking at my 
hoitfe door, which put all my patriotic 
icbemes to flight, like the vifion of Al- 
nalcar in the fable. The door was no 
(boner opened than in ru(hed my friend 
Clement Atall, who, (baking me by the 
hand, exclaimed, ** Wifh me joy, my 
dear boy f wiih me joy of my admiflion 
into the Honourable Society of Anti- 
^varies. I was ekacd lalt ThuHday— 
nam. com. I aibre you— likely to become 
aa oieful and vakiabie nMmber-r-I fancy 
they will find me rather ornamental than 
nftrol; md at for valuable, of that you 
ikatt be a jvdge if you will accompany 
me iQ-mgu. There will be a great 
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meeting, for I underftand we are to be 
treated with a buft of the remoteft anti- 
quity i the learned are, as iifual, divided 
in their opinions upon it $ fome take it 
to be Bacchus, others Minerva, and 
others a^in Medufa : fo come along, for 
I will take no denial.** A denial I had 
no inclination to give, fo out we fallicd^ 
and during our walk to Somerfet Houfe» 
the reader may not be difpleafed to hear 
fome account of the chara^^er of my 
aiibciate. 

Clement Atall is the fon of a lawver 
of eminence, who fpared no pains in hit 
education, and at his return from the 
Univerfity, fulFered the youth to enter 
rather too ireely into the pleafures of the 
metropolis. At his father^s death, young 
Clement found himfclf poflefled of a good 
ftock of literature, a large portion of 
eocid nature oddly united with an irre- 
Sftible propcafity to ridicolti an un- 
^ bounded 
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bounded hilarity of difpofittoiiy and about 
iix hundred pounds a year. He now 
pave over all thoughts of diftlnguKhlng 
himfelf at the bar> which required ^lore 
dry application than be felt inclined to 
beltow ; where he found a few dauntiefs 
labourers engrofs almoft the whole bu- 
finefs of the Courts $ and where a brazen 
countenance, a head of iron, and a heaft 
of ice, if not the only requifites of emi- 
nence, are at leaft among the moft pro- 
Uiinent. Since that period he has led a 
Ufe which accords exa^lly with his own 
wiih.es. He is of opinion that the world 
is chiefly peopled with fools, and that real 
knaves are not fo numerous as many 
]people imagine i that chara6\er being 
frequently aflumed by men, who adopt 
St in order to iheltcr their follies from 
difcovery : in ihort, he confiders life as 
a jcft which he is determined to enjoy as 
long as he can. Hh unbounded pro* 
penfity to ridicule has made Clement 
many enemies j but, like Yorick, he is 
determined to perfift, notwithftanding the 
repeated admonitions which I, like an- 
other Eugenius, have not failed to be- 
ftow upon him. The company of Atall 
is at times extremely txbilerating, as he 
can, with the flexibility of a Proteus, 
adapt himfelf to the humour of any man 
whofe charafler he efteems, or whoie 
follies he feels inclined to burlefque : 
fuch are his powers, that I have fre- 
quently, upon after- con ilderation, felt 
indignant at the pleafure with which I 
have joined in the laugh againft honeft 
fimplicity, or unfufpefting benevolence. 
The friends of Clement are of opinion 
that the world will at laii be too hard for 
himt in vain he pleads that any man 
may take the fame liberty with him i 
few men are equally flcilled in the icience 
of ridicule j they will therefore have 
recourfe to fomc mode of revenge morfc 
adapted to their own talents, and at the 
&mt time more dark and eflfe6lual. 

When we had afceoded the ftair-ca(e, 
he addrefled me with a mock gravity in 
the following manner ; <* Mr. Wanderer^ 
I have introduced you to this honourable 
Society, partly that their Ccience, libe- 
rality, novelty of. invention* and utility 
of reftarch* might be properlv underttood, 
and partly becaufe they fall under your 
more imoiediate notice, as being flrongly 
ttddi6led to wander, more efpecially at 
the full of the Moon. This I know,*' 
continued he, *« will eJerate them con- 
fiderably in your eftimation. The Moon 
was worfliipped bv the ancient Greeks 
•1 well as the modem Hindoos ^ aod is 



iiud to have ca^ Endymion into-a deep 
fleep that flie might embrace him t you 
will probably fee her beftow thi^ fame 
favour upon feveral more Endymiooa 
before our entertainment is over.'* 

Upon entering the anti-room, Clement 
preferved his ailumed gravity in an ad- 
mirable manner j accofted feveral of the 
members with ceremonious refpe6V, di« 
grefled with ^at parade of learning 
upon one Antiquarian's amber- headed 
cane, complimented another with oriental 
dignity upon the ^rugo of his fnufF- 
box, and in fliort feemtd to be looked 
upon with hiffh refpefi as one ** well 
verfed in the niflory and antiouities of 
tbii» kingdom.** When he had gont 
through the ceremony of bows and fmilef 
with all the importance of a prime 
minifltr, he todk me by the hand, and 
retiring into a comer of the room, whif- 
pered m my car, •* The tedious effort is 
over, but it is a neceflary evil j gravity 
is as neceflary to an Antiquarian as to a 
Phyfician ; without it, the one would 
lo^ his auditors, and the other his pa* 
tients. At prefent there is no neceifity 
to continue the faice j we are not likely 
to be obferved, and I am now plain 
Clement Atall at your fervice.** ** Buc 
(faid I), having brought me into the 
veftibule of the Temple, it is proper that 
you fliould acquaint me, as far as you 
are able, with the charaders of the pil* 
grims who come to worfhip in it.** 
*' That (replied Atall) is my intentions 
I wiU therefore perfonify the Diable 
Boiteaux of Le Sage, and you fliall be 
Signor Don Cleoias.

In the 
iii*fl place oblerve that man with the 
cropt black hair ; that is Charles Level» 
the writer of Republican ibnnets : he 
uled to be a very conftanC attendant, till 
I exprefled my ailonifliment that he who 
adored every thing new in politics (hould 
pretend to continue an Antiquarian. 
The hint flartled him, and for the lake 
of coniiftency he determined either to 
quit his Republicanifm or his Anti- 
quities i the learned world await the de- 
ciiion in tremblin«r anxiety. Step a 
little this way i if be fees me he will aik 
me to fubfcribe to his new poems i nay^ 
perhaps he may inflft upon my reading 
them, and tiiat. would be worle than the 
other.

Words are bis pro- 
Tince } lie has nothing to do with ideas j 
and Co iodefatigabJe is he in his favourite 
purfaif, that he has at latt become a 
^uojT ct pteterea nihil^'^ti oracle out of 
tune— a (enielefs echo— a fhadow of a 
fliade — and though iaft not kaft, an An- 
tiquarian. 

•* You will now (continued Clement) 
caft your eyes towards that uU thin man, 
whofc look betokens impatiencr and fa- 
tigue, and who(e whole appearance brings 
to your imagination the refurre^lion of 
Lazarus. He is a manufacturer of filk 
in the city, and might at one time have 
realised a handfome fortune, had he nq( 
been fuddenly ieited with a Cacoethes 
Antiquitatis, to the great detriment of 
fairafeif, and the grievous annoyance of a 
wife and four finall children. He will 
frequently take a three-legged ftool (with 
the Greek word Tp(irHc carved upon it) 
into a diftant oart of the country, and 
in the depth ot winter feat himfelt in the 
fnow before fome ancient caftle, which he 
will pourtray upon paper with more real 
dcfotion than ever warmed the breaft of 
a foint kneeling at Becket's tomb. I am 
forry to add, that bis bufmefs by no means 
keeps pace with his love of antiquities j 
but that is a trifling confidcration to a 
real lover of wr/ai. His wife frequently 
reprefents to him, with tears in her eyes, 
the ruinous ftate of his finances, and tells ^ 
lihn that his filks are rotting in his 
warehoufe 5 but he feels a pleafure at 
this intimation, as his filks thus tattered 
bear fome refemblance to the banners in 
Weftrainfter Abbey. Do you not ob- 
fcvc with what eagemefs he hands to 
the Preiident his book, containing * Se- 
Jea Views of Ancient Caftles,' which 
be has lately publiflied ? Poor Man ! he 
ccnaSaly thinks himfelf equal to Virgil 
reading his works to Auguftus. 

** The man in brown, who holds a 
paper clofe to his eyes from a pretended 
deleft of fight, not fix months ago gave 
into ail the modiih diifipations of the 
town; but finding his fort\}ne totally 
cxhauftcd, was obliged to look around 
him for fome method of repairing it. 
In this emergence, he caft the eyes of 
afledion on fifty thoufand pounds, which 
was occupied by a widow lady of great 
difcretion, imprefled with fuch a pro- 
digious love of Antiquity, that flic will 
■ot fiiflFer a man of modem manners to 
come neaf her. The Gentleman ^e arc 
now noticjne was not to be difcouraged 
by this refolution ^ but, in order to qua- 
% himfelf for her faciety, rcfolrcd en- 



tirely to new model his manners and 
appearance: for which purpofe he di|i> 
carded his faihionable apparel, and pur- 
chafed a fnuff- coloured fuit with all the 
neceflary appendages. He is at preient 
an obje^ of ridicule to all his acquaint- 
ance, between his modern manners which 
he cannot (hake off, and his ancient man- 
ners which he is equally unable to^ af- 
fume } and, to add to his other mis- 
fortunes, he will be difappointed in tlic 
objeft of his refearch, as I have been in« 
formed from very good authority, that 
the lady, in queition was this morning 
married to Major O 'Crocodile, who, in 
addition to a fuperiority in point of years> 
has juft returned from Egypt, fraught 
with Eaftern learning, and laden with 
mummies, as precious as the franktn- 
cenfe with whicti they are embalmed .^^-^ 
** I beg your pardon ((aid I) for in- 
terrupting you, but 

Who is he in comer clofe y-pent 

Of fober face, with learned duft be* 

fprent ? 
Right well mine eyes arede the myfter 

wight 
On parchment fcraps y-fed and wormidt 

hight." 

«« O then (faid Atall.laugfain&r), ycM 
knowliim, and a Angular charaaer tie Is 
among a colleAion of (ingularities. His 
greateft delight confifts in raking to- 
gether odd vwumes of fcarcc books, not 
confidering that few books are icarce 
which are worth preferving. Incom- 
parable blockhead ! I can fcarce refrain 
from addreffing him to his face in the 
words of the poet you have juft quoted. 
To future ages may thy dulnefs lafl, 
As thou prefer V 'ft the dulnefs of the 
paft.'' 

*« In truth (replied I) your opmion 
coincides with mine, and I carmot help 
exprefling my furprize, that fo many in- 
genious Gentlemen of this Society (houki 
exhauft their fortune, time, and talents, 
in fearching for books which have no- 
thing but age and dulnels to recommend 
them 5 age for which they are indebted 
to accident, and dulnefs for which they 
are indebted to themfelves. How juft 
and how impreflive is the opinion of 
Cicero 1 « I am (fays that accomplifhed 
Orator) one of thofe who admire the 
ancients j but I do not ftfffer their an- 
tiquity to atone for their dulnefs, nor 
am I of opinion that nature is fo tired 
and exhaufted, as to produce nothing 
Worthy of commendation U mcdern 

p » limH/ 
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times.* The book which potGeSks real 
merit muft in time find its proper level $ 
editions will multiply faft, and that ex- 
tenfive circulation which the Antiquarian 
laments, the man of true fcience and 
besevolence contemplates with delight. 
How many writers of' the prefent day> 
Novel-fpinnersy Sonpetteers, Dema- 
goguesy and Botanifts, are fated in a 
▼ery few years to iink into oblivion ; and 
when time fliall throw his dark mantle 
over their voluminous labours, will find, 
alasl nobody but the pale Antiquarian 
to commemorate their exiftence.** 

Atali was about to fecond my remarks, 
^hen looking around him he exclaimed, 
<< Hulh ! Did I not tell you that the 
chafte Cynthia would extend her fopo- 
. rific influence over many a happy En- 
dymion ere long? Do. you not obferve 
with what pun6luality and good- breeding 
each man returns his neighbour's htjw ? 

Now to this iide, now to that thev nod, 
As verfe or prole infufe the arowfy 
Godr 

«* The lucubrations of the prefent 
night feem to be of a very profound na- 
ture (rejoined I) ; for I perceive at Icaft 
half Uie room paying their adorations to 
the goddefs i and, amone the reft, * ev*n 
' Palinurus nodding at the helm :* it is 
high time that they fliould be awakened 
from the fervour of their devotions/* 

The words were fcarce out of my 
mouth, when the Prcfident (lowly aroie 
from his chair, and taking a triangular 
hat from his head, declared that the 
meeting was diffolved. We were ac- 
cordingly preparing to depart, when our 
attention was attra^ed by a confuled 
murmur of dilTentient voices at the upper 
end of the table* The occaiion it feems^ 
was as follows t The fubjefl had beei) 
what my friend Clement had declared, 
namely, a laborious dilTertation on an 
antique head of brafs, accompanied with 
the opinions of feveral learned men as to 
the hero or heroine whom it was meant 
to reprelent.

certainly might be bccaftoncd by th« 
juice of the Fme, " Excellent, (cried 
Crambo) ! Whatever the buft may be, 
every one muft acknowledge that your 
explanation is very epigrammatic — 
quite Martial^ I affure you/' Punfters, 
barrifters, and old women, are never la- 
tisfied unlefs they have the laft word { 
this my friend Atall knew, and there- 
fore made no reply, but Teizing me by 
the arm, afked me if I was ready to de- 
part. We walked down ftairs together, 
and upon repeating mv wonder Uiat he 
who ufed to be ** the joy of the play- 
houfe and life of the park,*' could find 
any pleafure in affociatine with fuch a 
race of living mummies, he replied with 
a loud laugh, << You are not the only 
man whom my converfion, or rather per- 
verfion, has furprized*. I have been 
paraeraphed in the newfpapers, and ri- 
diculed on the ftage. One Gentleman 
has exhibited me in caricature, and an* 
other has favoured kne with an imitation 
of Horace, which I thoueht had merit 
enough to fave ic from Uie flames. It 
feems to be the produ6iion of fome man 
of clafTical tafte. I believe I have it 
about me— Yes, here it is." 

I fhall make no apology to my readers 
for laying it before them s though, from 
fevtfral circumftances, I fufpcfk that thi€ 
<' man of clafTical ufte" is no other than 
the Ingenious Mr. Clement Atall him- 
felf.

A PASSAGE IN LORD KAME*S «« ELEMENTS OF CRITICISM. 

BY WILLIAM HENRY WINTER. 



IT is an evident tnitli, which none but 
the ignorant will deny, that opinions 
however wild or erroneous, or fpccula- 
tioBS however abAird and dangerous, if 
advanced by men who have obtained the 
popular efteeni, will procure numerous 
parti fans and clamorous defenders : he' 
therefore who endeavours to oppofe the 
torrent, or refift the multitude, muft not 
always felicitate hirafelf with hopes of 
conqueft, but Ihould prepare his mind 
for the pofTibility of tlefeat. The con- 
tingency of obtaining an ovation, or a 
triumph, will not frighten the true pa- 
triot from exertion on behalf of his coun- 
try ; nor will the unequal chftnce of being 
able to raife attention, deter an advocate 
for trutl;i from expoling error, or en- 
deavouring to refute the fpcculations of 
tht vilionary. Let the worft happen, I 
fliall not defpair, " /be race ts tiQt al- 
ways to the fwift, nor the battle to the 
Jirong ." if I fail, others have been un- 
fuccefsful before me ; if I fucceed, I may 
applaud myfelf for having employed my 
tmne in the caufe of truth. 

Lord Kame, in his celebrated <« Ele- 
ments of Criticifm,^* Vol. ii. Chap. 14, 
which treats of the fcience of Architec- 
ture, has the following paflage : *' A 
heathen temple has a double ddftinatton. 
It is confidered chiefly as a houfe dedi- 
cated to ibme divinity \ and in that re- 
fpeA it ought to be grand, elevated, and 
magnificent : it is confidered alfo as a 
ftace of worjbip \ and in that refpeft It 
ought to be fomewhat dark or glootiy^ 
btcaufe Mmmefs produces that ^one of 
mind which is fuited to bmmility and de^ 
motion.*" 

As the above propofitions icem to have 
a general application, I fhall uke the 
lilxrty of oftering a few diflentient opi- 
nions, as they relate to the Chrifban 
religion, whidi in my opinion is not 
founded oa a fyftan of gloonioeif or 



terror : but is calculated to infufe intd 
our minds ferenity and chearfulnefs : in- 
flead of dimning and clouding the vifive 
faculties of our fouls, it pofTcUes the op- 
pofite quality of enlarging our views in 
relation to tne dark affairs of this life ) 
and prefents to us a luminous profpe6l 
of that happy ftate, for the righteous and 
the good, in the life hereafter. 

Admitting the principles of this great 
Writer, as advanced antecedently to tht 
chapter whence the above is es^trafied, 
which are that objefVs of vifion create 
within our minds emotions correfpondent 
to their appearance, I think the hypo- 
thefis (for fuch it is) of his Lord^iip 
will appear founded in premature opinion 
and halty conclufion. 

When we behold a venerable Gothic 
ruin tottering with the hand of time, 
whofe majellic fpires once afpired to the 
clouds, but now is crumbled to the duft j 
whofe internal ftrufture formerly excited 
admiration and wonder, but now is hat* 
tered and defaced by timers rude aflail- 
ments ; where the bat fixes her refidence, 
and pelHferous ^inimals claim an afylum^ 
the " tone of mind," which fuch a fcene 
raifes, is melancholy and difcordant t we 
retire from contemplating it, abforbed 
in that dtmnrfs which his Lordfhip af- 
furet us produces humility and devotion 1 
the dark fide of human life crouds upon 
our view, which ill befits us for ferions 
examination : the avenues to ratioci- 
nation, and deliberate enquiry, are ob- 
ftru£lcd by frightful daemons, created by 
our own fuperflitious fancies and un- 
pkafant refle£lions. 

Let us haflen our fleps from fuch a 
fccne to a more " goodly profpcft,'* where 
we are furrounded by diveriified nature f 
on the boughs of overhanging trees the 
feathered choir enchant us with their de. 
le^able warbiin^s : fliU let us proceed ; 
an aperture dildoies to our views a 
I ^ c lau^ 
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murmurmg cafcade, grazing flecks, and 
lowing herds j our mind undergoes a 
delightful tranfition from gloom and 
terror to equability and chearfulncls j 
weibon become calm and unruffled wirhin 
ourfelvcs, and arc ready to bellow afmile 
oi^ benignity upon all mankind. The 
works of our Maker we fiirvey with 
tranquillity and peace ; and perfonify the 
I>eity as a mild, bounteous, and bene- 
ficent father j not as a ** t/arA ot gloonty^'' 
tyrant : we figure him as fmilins; at the 
happinefs which he has pourca down 
upon his creatures j not as delighted 
with beholding them abforbed in " dark 
or gloomy'' miftry : when we arc warmed 
with^the fpirit of philanthropy for the 
crfotWCy are we rightly qualified for the 
adoration and worftiip of the Creator » 

This furely is the time for religious 
exercife : on the one hand we do not 
incline to that gloominefs of temper, fo 
well adapted to the midnight affaflin 5 on 
the other, we have no difpofition to be 
abftraftcd from our refleftions by childifli 
amufements, or unmeaning frivolity : we 
maintain a medium between fadnefs and 
airine{s of diipofition, which gives energy 
to the faculties of our mind, and won- 
derfully aflilU us to difentangle tolerated 
Ignorance and legitimated error. 

But this clear (Tghtednefs ill accords 
with his Lcrdlhip's further wild opinion, 
which is, that when we arc before our 
Maker, contemplating "jubat be bas ueen 
f leafed t9 renjeal to its, we muft be fur- 
roufideJ with dimncfs. Our reafoning 
powers arc by magical influence to retire 
to fome dark recels, there to be filent and 
<juiel'cent fpe£tators of c/finions poured 
into the mindy nubicby if not examinab 'e 
by reafon, are fallacious and dangerous : 
wc are thus taught to aklmire what we 
cannot comprthend, to. worlhip the 
molten calf of fupcrftition, to fall down 
before the Dagon created hy men's hands, 
or pay an implicit reverence to the al- 
coran of Mahomet, or the abfurdities of 
any other impoftor. 

There are Tublime truths in the 
Chriftian religion Y'hich rcafon, antece- 
dent to revelation, could not difcover 5 
fcut, when pointed out to us by the finger 
of God, are in pcrfeft accowance with 
reafon : this no honed man would doubt 
for a moment, or rational raan4»fi>elieve. 

Opinions analogous to thefe which 
liave dropped fjrpm his Xordftiip's pen, 
feem well calculatetl to perpetuate the 
errors of Monkifh fuperftition. If he 
^ene a Chclftian, I am difpofed to believe 
|hat his notion! of Cariiliamtyi the 



principles of which are clear and t^ 
ducible to the commoneft underftandings^ 
militate againft Ma/ fublime fyftem which 
mankind, through the divine oracle«# 
are fo repeatedly called upon tofcrutinize 
and examine. 

Thofc churches, built fome centuries 
back, when *• dimncfs^^ and error ruled 
with the fway of defpotifm, and over- 
ftadowed the land, are certainly raifcd 
after that modeh for which his Lordf)iip 
is an advocate. On our firft entrance 
into thefe fupcrfHtious ftniftures we arc 
feizsd with an unufual terror and panic \ 
as we advance, it is further augmented 
by our fight being obftruf^ed by Hell 
opening his horrid jaws, or Death's heads 
by way of ornament ** on either fide," to 
the right or the left j but let it be re- 
membered that thefe were tricks and 
contrivances of men who fubfifled by 
plundering the poor, the fiipcrftitious, 
and dim Jtgbted j who hurled, by piou» 
anathemas, damnation and hell torments 
at the beads of thofe who dared to refill 
their unjufl peculations and frequent 
exaflions, or who had the impious prc- 
Aimption and temerity to difpute the 
abominable tenet, that " ignorance is the 
mother of devotion." In thefe dark and 
gloomy rcceffcs the " hocus pccus" of 
pricflcraft was played off undifcovercd., 
and to advantage. Did I imagine my felf 
of fufficicnt confequence to give advice 
to the architefls of my country, it wcyld 
be very different firom what Lord Kame 
would have given them, had it been re- 
quired of him. I would humbly rccom- 
mend to their confideration, when thejr 
were about to conftruft a place of reli- 
gious worfhip, to take fedulous care-that 
its internal conflruflion fhould be fo dif- 
pofed, that on our entering it a mild and 
placid ferenity fhould ablorb our fouls ; 
and not that cloom and terrific dejection, 
which we feel on entering a fcpulchre or 
nxaufoleum. 

Of this I am thoroughly convinced, 
that there arc thoufands at this day, who 
have lived a diffolute, abaivdoned, and 
irreligious life, who, when the moment 
of rene£lion has come upon them in their 
career, have had returns of a better 
principle ; but they have been terrified^at 
the thought of religious exercifc, from 
the gloominefs and terror which generally 
is af'cribed to religion. 

Whoever has attended the pulpit of 
methodiftical ranters, and paid attention 
to the harangues of fanaticifm, will 
readily agree with me, that in their un» 
chrlftian conventicles the Deity is de- 
c icribed 
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bribed u i harfh, cmbbed, smd io^orabie 
tyrant, who feels delight in the un- 
hupptDcfs of his creatures, and imiies at 
their mifery in this life, and in the life 
to come : that divine fyftcm of ethics, the 
Chiifiian religion, is pourt rayed as a 
badh and crabbed philofophy: the ere* 
duloas' are frighted to believe it from 
the fear of punishment } the diffoluteand 
wicked retire, mocking a fyftsm which, 
if explained to them by men of integritj^ 
2Xi^ common fcnf(e,v/o\i\^ excite their love 
and obtain their reverence. 

Our Saviour, whole lips never gttered 
other language than that of mildnefs, ha« 
fomewhere laid, " Come unto mp all ye 
who are heavy laden, and I will give you 
itft." Tbts invitation is not accom- 
panied with the threat of eternal damna- 
tion in caie of non-compliance ; he in- 
vited men to love his doflrinet, from 
their own intrinfic excellence, and not 
from the fear of puniihment merited for 
difottedience* 



The puni(hment annexed to ^he io- 
fra^ionof the laws of civil inftiititions 
do not remotely operate to influence good 
m^n in ftri^ly obferving them ; the/ 
walk in the path of re6litudeand virtue* 
becaui'e it is right they (hould : the fword 
of terror is fui'pended to infliier.ee the 
condu6l of the flagitious and abandoned 
only. This is human policy \ perhaps 
It is a juftiflable pious fraud in the mat- 
ter of religion to purfue the lame means; 
I much doubt it. 

Much mieht be advanced that I have 
omitted— I have endeavoured to point at 
a few truths— Like the immortal Mon- 
tefquieu, \ have written with the vlevir to 
make people think $ which, if they do, J[ 
(hall confole myfelf that the opinion of 
Lord Kame, << that places of reiigioiis 
worfliip ought to be fomewhat dark or 
gUomy^ becaufe dinmifs produces that 
tone of mind which is fuited to hami- 
lity and devotion,*^ will meet with t de- 
fcrved refutation* 
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DR. THOMAS BLACKLOCK, 

(prefixed to H10 POEMS PUBLISHED IN SCOTLANB). 



THE life of Dr. Thomas Blacklock 
may, I think, aflert a claim to 
notice beyond that of moft authors, to 
wbofe ftory the public attention has boen 
(ailed by the publication of their work's* 
He who reads his Poems with that in- 
tereft which their intrinfic merit deferves, 
will feel that intereft very much in- 
creaied, when he (hall be told the various 
difficulties which their author overcame 
in their produAion ; the obftacles which 
nature and fortune had placed in his way 
to the pofleflion of thofe ideas which his 
Bund acquired, to the communication of 
thofe which his poetry unfolds. 

He was bom in the year 1711, at 
Annan, in the county of Dumfries, in 
Scotland. His parents were natives of 
the borderiivg Cn^lifli county of Cum- 
berland. His father was by trade a 
bricklayer i his mother the daughter of 
a conliderable dealer in. cattle, both re- 
ipeSab)e in their chara^ers ; and it 
would appear, poflfefled of a confiderable 
degree of knowledge and urbanity ; 
which in a country where education was 
cheap, and property a good deal fubdi- 
vided, was often the cak with perfons of 
their ftatioa. 



Before he was iix months old he loft 
his eye fight in the fmall pox. Thii 
rendered him incapable of any pf thole 
mechanical trades to which his father 
might naturally have been inclined to 
breed him, and his circumftances pre- 
vented his afpiring to the higher pro- 
fefTions. The good roan therefore kept 
his Ton in his houfe, and, with the aflift- 
ance of fome of his friends, foftered that 
inclination which the boy early ihowed 
for books, by reading to amufe him, flril, 
the fimple fort of publications which are 
commonly put into the hands of children, 
and then feveral of our beft authors, fuch 
as Milton, Spencer, Piior, Pope, and 
Addifon. His companions, whom his 
early gentlenefs and kindnefs of difpo- 
fition, as well as their compaflion for hy; 
misfortune, ftrongly^ attached to him, 
were very aiDduous m tdeir good offices, 
in reading; to inftru^ and amufe him. 
By their aififtance he acquired fome 
knowledge of the Latin tongue, but he 
never was at a grammar fchool till at 4 
more advanced period of life. Poetry 
was even then his favourite reading ; an4 
he found an enthufiaftic delight in th^ 
worlu of the beft Englifh poets, and ia 

^ thofe 
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tfcofe of his countrynmn, Allan Ramfay. 
Bven at an age To early as tvirtlve he be- 
gan to write poems, one of which it 
prefervcd, and is ijot, perhaps, interior 
to any of the premature compofitions of 
boys aflilled by the beft education, which 
are only recalled into notice by the future 
fame of their authors. 

He had attained the age of nineteen, 
when his father was kill5 by the acci- 
dental fall of a malt kiln belonging to 
)iis fon-in-iaw. This lofs, heavy to any 
one at ihiit early age, would have been, 
however, to a young man poflcfling the 
ordinary means of fupport, and the or- 
dinary advantages of education, compa- 
f atlvely light ; but to him, thus fuddenly 
deprived of that fupport on which hit 
youth had leaned, deftitute almoft of any 
rcfource which induftry affords to thole 
who have the bieflings of fight, with a 
body feeble and delicate from nature, and 
a mind congenially fufceptible, it was 
juot furprifmg that this blow was doubly 
fevere, and threw on his fpirits that 
del'pondent gloom to which he then gave 
way in the following pathetic lines, and 
which fometimes overclouded them in the 
fubfequent period of his life : 

** Dcje^ed profpeA ! foon the haple(s hoar 
<* May come I — perhaps this moment it im- 

(iends, 
<• Which drives me forth to penury and cold, 
« Naked and beat by all the ftorms ik 

Hcav'n, 
' <* Fricndlcfs and guidelcft to explore my 

way; 
•• Till, on cold earth, this pcor unlhclter'd 

head 
" Reclining, vainly from the ruthlefs Waft 
** Refpite I beg, and in the (hock expire.** 

Though dependent, however, he was 
not dettitute of friends ; and" Heaven re- 
warded the pious confidence, which, a 
^ few lines after, he exprelTes in its care, 
by providing tor him proteftors and pa- 
tvons, by whole afliftance he obtained 
advantages, which, had his father lived, 
might perhaps never have opened to 
bim. 

He lived with his mother for about a 
year after his father's death, and began 
to be diriinguiilicd as a young man of 
uncommon parts and genius/ Thefe 
were at that time unaififtol by learning ; 
the circumftances of his family affording 
him no better education than the fmat- 
tering of Latin which his companions 
had taught him, and the peruial and 
rrcolle£lion of the few Engiifh authors 
which they or hl$ father, in the intervals 



of hit profefnonal labours, had read ttf 
him* roetry, however, though it attains 
its higheft perle6lion in a cultivated foil, 
grows perhaps as luxuriantly in a wild 
one. To poetry, as we nave before 
mentioned, he was devoted from 'hi a 
earlieft days 5 and about this time fcveral 
of his poetical productions began to be 
banded about, which confiderably en- 
larged the circle of his friends and ac* 
quaintance. Some of his compoiitions 
being (hewn to Dr. Stevenfon, an eminent 
phylician of Edinburgh, who was acci- 
dentally at Dumfries on a profelfionaj 
vifit, that Gentleman formed the bene- 
volent d^fign of carrying him to the 
Scotch metropolis, and giving to hit 
natural endowments the affiftance of a 
claifical education. He came to Edin- 
burgh in the year 174.1, andvvas enrolled 
a ftudent of divinity in the univerfity 
there, though at that time without any 
particular view of entering into the 
chyrch. In that univeriity he continued 
. his ftudips under the patronage of Dr* 
Stevenfon till the year 1745, ^^^ ^° ^^^ 
following year a volume of his Pocma 
in 8vo. was firft publiflied. During the 
national difturbances, which prevailed 
during thofe years, he returned to Dum- 
fries, where he refided with Mr. 
M'Murdo, a gentleman who had married 
his fider, in whcfe houfe he was not 
only treated with all the kindnefs and 
affe^ion of a brother, but had an oppor- 
tunity, from the fociety which it afforded^ 
of confiderably increaiing the ftore of bit 
ideas. After the clofe of th? rebellion, 
and the complete reftoration of the peace 
of the coimtry, he returned again' to the 
metropolis, and purfved his ftudics for 
fix years longer. During this lalt ce(i- 
dence in Edinburgh, among other' lite- 
rary acquaintance, he obtained that of 
the celeorated David Hume, who, with 
all that humanity and benevolence for 
which he was diftingui(bed, attached 
himfeif warmly to Mr. Blackioek's in- 
tefefts, and was afterwards particularly 
ufeful to him in the publication of tlie 
4to. edition of his Poems, which came 
out by fubfcription in London in the 
year 17^6. Prcvioufty to this, a fecond 
edition m 8vo. had beisn publilhed at 
Edinburgh in 1754. To the 4to. edition, 
Mr. Spence, ProfeflTor of Poetry at Ox- 
ford, who had conceived a great regard 
for the author, prefixed a very elaborate 
and ingenious account of his life, cha- 
racter, and writings i an account which 
woald h^ve render^ the prefent imperfect 
(ketch et^ually unnecelTary and affuming, 
o hsui 
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, ** His manner of life (fayt that Gentlc- 
n\an) was To uniform, that the hiftory of 
it during one day, or one week, is the 
hiftory of it during the feven years that 
our perfonal intcrcourfe laded. Reading, 
mufic, walking, convtrfing, and difputing 
on various topics in theology, ethics, &c. 
cnvployed almoll every hour of our time. 
It was pleafant to hear him engaged in a 
difpute, for no man could keep his tem- 
per better thim he always did on fdch 
occafions. I have known him frequently 
very warmly engaged for hours together, 
but never could obfervc one angry word 
to fall from him. Whatever nis anta.- 
goniil might fay, bg always kept his 
temper. * Semper paratus et refelletf 
Jine pertinaciat et rcfetii fine iracundia.^ 
He was, however, extremely fenfible to 
what he thought ill ufage, and equally 
fo whether it regarded himfclf or his 
friends. But his refentment was always 
confined to a few fatirical verfes, which 
were genei^Uy burnt foon after. 

" The late Mr. Spence (the Editor of 
the 4to Edition of his Poems) frequently 
urged him to write a tragedy 5 and af- 
fured him that he had mtereft enough 
with Mr. Garrick to get it af^ed. Va- 
rious fubje^ls were propofed to him» 
fevcral of which he approved of, yet he 
never could be prevailed on to begin any 
thing of that kind*. It may feem re- 
markable, but, as far as I know, it wps 
invaiiably the cafe, that he never could 
think or write on any fubjeft propofed to 
him by another. 

** I have frequently admired with what 
readlnefs and rapidity he could fome- 
times make verfes. I have known him 
didate from thirty to forty verfes, and 
by no means bad ones, as luft as I could 
write them \ but the mome/it he was at a 
lofs for a rhyme or a verfe to his liking, 
he ftopt altogether, and could very fel- 
dom be induced to finlfli what he had 
begun with fo much ardour.'' 

This account fufficiently marks that 
eagci fenfibility, chaftened at the fame 
time with uncommon gentlenefs of tem- 
per, which chara6^erifed Dr. Blacklock, 
and which indeed it was irapofllble to be 
at all in his company without perceiving. 
In the fclence ot mind, that is that di- 
, vifion of it which perhjips one would 
peculiarly appropriate to poetry, ac lead

id- it not been ^written at a period fo 

u-iy as to include only the opening 
ents of a life for which it is meant to 

laim the future notice and favour of the 

ublic. 

In the courfc of his education at Edin- 
burgh he acquired a proficiency in the 
learned languages, and became more a 
mafter of the French tongue than was 
common there, from thefocial intercourfe 
to which he had the Rood fortune to be 
Admitted in the houle of Provoft Alex- 
ander, who married a native of France. 
Ax. the univeHityhe attained a knowledjgp 
xA the various branches of philofophy 
and theology, to which his courfc of 
^udy. naturally led, and acquired at the 
fame time a coniiderable fund of learning 
and information in thofe various depart- 
ments of fcicnce and btlUi leilres, from 
which his want of fight did not abfolutely 
preclude him. 

In 1 7 57 he began a courfc of fiudy, 
with a view to give le^ures in oratory 
to young gentlemen intended for the bar 
or the pulpit. On thisoccafion he wrote 

i Mr. Hmne, informed him of his plan, 
jnd requefted his aflfiftance in the profe- 
cution of it. Bnt Mr. Hume doubting 
the probability of its fuccefs, he aban- 
doned the proje£l $ and then, for the tiril 
time, adopted the decided intention of 
going into the church of Scotland. After 
applying clofely for a confiderable time 
to the Itudy of theology, he pafTed the 
vfual trials in the prefbytcry of Dumfries, 
and was by that prelbytery licenced to 
preach the gofpel in the year 1759. As 
a preacher he obtained high reputation, 
2Jo!(i was fond of compolmg fermons, of 
whi^b he has left fome volumes in ma- 
nufcript, as alfo a Treatife on Morals, 
both of which it is in contemplation with 
his iriends to publiih. 

The tenor of his occupations, as well 
as the bent of his mind and difpoHtions, 
during this period of his life, will appear 
in the following plain and unftudied ac- 
count, contained in a letter from a 
gentleman who was then his moil inti- 
mate and conftant companion, the Rev. 
Mr. Jamefjn, formerly Minifter of the 
Epifcopal Chapel ^t Dumfries, after- 
wards of the Englilh Congregation at 
Dantzig, and who now xefides at New- 
cafile upon Tyne. 
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to all thofe lighter fpecies which rather 
4epend on quicknefs of feeling, and the 
readv conception of pleailng images, than 
on tne happy arrangement of parts, or 
the ikilful conftruflion of a whole, which 
are efTential to the higher departments 
of the poetical art. The fim kind of 
^lent is like thofe warm and light foils 
which produce their annual crops in fuch 
abundance $ the laft, like that deeper and 
firmer mold on which the roots of eternal 
fortfts are fixed. Of the firft, we have 
Teen many happy inftances in that fex 
which is fuppofed lefs capable of ftudy 
or thought I from the laft is drawn that 
mafculine ' fublimity of genius which 
could build an Iliad or a faradife Loft. 

All thofe who ever a6lea as his ama- 
xmeniis, agree in this rapidity and ardour 
cf compoHtion which Mr. Jamefon af- 
cribes to him in the account I have co- 
pied above. He never could dilate till 
lie ftood up s and as his blindnefs made 
walking aoout without afliilance incon- 
venient and dangerous to him, he fell 
in&nfibly into a vibratory fort of motion 
of bis body, as he warmed with his fub- 
je6l, and was pleafed with the conceptions 
of Us mind. This motion at laft be- 
came habitual to him, and though he 
could fometimes reftrain it when on cere- 
mony, or in any pqbllc appearance, fuch 
as preaching, he felt a certain uneafinefa 
from the effort, and always returned to 
jt when he could indulge it without im- 
propriety. This is the appearance 
which he defcribes in the ludicrous pic- 
ture he has drawn of himfelf ♦. Of this 
portrait fte outlines aie true, though the 
' general effcft is overcharged. His fea- 
tures were bUrt by the diieafe which de- 
prived him of fight ; yet even with thofe 
di fad vantages, there was a certain placid 
cxpreflion in his phyfiognomy which 
narked the benevolence of his mind, and 
was extremely calculated to procure him 
attachment aiid regard. 

In 1762 he married Mifs Sarah John- 
fton, daughter of Mr. Jofeph Johnfton, 
ihrg^on in Dumfries, a man of eminence 
in his profeflion, and of a character highly 
refpei^cd 5 a conne6lion which formed 
the great folape and bleffing of his liiture 
life, and gave him, with all the tender- 
nefs of a wife, all the Xealous care of a 
guardian and a friend. This event took 
place a few days before his being ordained 
Minifter of the town and parifli of Kirk- 
cudbright, in confequence of a prefenta- 
tion ffom the. Crown, obtained for him 



by the Earl of Selkirk, ft benevolent 
Nobleman, whom Mr. Blacklock's fitu- 
ation and genius had interefted in his 
behalf. But the inhabitants of the pa- 
rifli, whether from that violent avenion 
to patronage y which was then fo uni- 
verfal in the fouthern parts of Scotland, 
from fome political difputes which at 
that time fubfifted between them and hit 
noble patron, or from thofe prejudices 
which fome of them might natundlr 
enough entertain againft a paftor deprived 
of fight, ofi perhaps firom all thole caufes 
united, were fo extremely difinclined to 
receive him as their Minifter, that, after 
a legal difpute of nearly two years, it 
was thought expedient by his friends, as 
it had always been wilhed by himfelf, to 
compromife the matter, by refigning his 
right to the living, and accepting^ mo- 
derate annuity in its ftead. With this 
flender provinon he removed in 1764 to 
Edinburgh ; and to make up by his in- 
duftry a more comfortable and decent 
fubiiftence, he adopted the plan of re- 
ceiving a certain number of young gentle- 
men, as boarders, into his houie, whofc 
ftudies in languages and philofophy he 
might, if neceffary, affift. In this fita- 
atioi^ he continued till the year 17S7, 
when he found his time of life tnd ftatf 
of health required a degree of <juiet and 
repofe which induced hmfi to diicontinue 
the receiving of boarders. In 1767 the 
degree of Doftor in Divinity was con- 
ferred on him by the Univerfity and 
Mftrifchal Qolleg^ of Aberdeen. 

In the occupation which he thus exer- 
cifed for fo many years of his life, no 
teacher was perhaps ever more agreeable 
to his pupils, nor mafter of a family to 
its inmates, than Dr. Blacklock. ^ T^e 
gentlenefs of his manners, the benignitv 
of his difpofition, and that warm intereft 
in the happinefs of others which led hin| 
fo conftantly to promote it, were quali- 
ties that could not fail to procure him the 
love and re|;ard of the young people com- 
' mitted to his charge^ while the fociety, 
which efteem and refp^ for his character 
and his genius often aflembled at his 
houle, aftbrded th^m an advantage rarel/ 
to be found in eftabliftiments of a iimilar 
kind. The writer of this account l^s 
frequently been a witnefs of the family 
fcene at Dr. Blacklock's ; has feen the 
good man, amidft the circle of his young 
triends, ea^r to do him all the little 
offices of kindnefs which he feenfcd (o 
much to merit axid to feel. In this fo-

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ticty ke appeared entirely to forget the 
privation of iight, and the melancholy 
which at other times it might produce. 
He entered, with the chearful playfulnefs 
of a jroung man^ into all the fprightly 
BimtiTe, the fportful fancy, the htl- 
ttoorons jeft that rofe around him. It 
was a iight highly gratifying to phi- 
knthropy, to fee now much a mind en- 
dowed with knowledge, kindled by 
^us, andy above all, lighted up with 
noocence and piety» like Blacklock's, 
could overcome the weight of its own 
calamity, and enjoy the content, the hap- 
pinefs, and the gaiety of others. Several 
of tbofe inmates of Dr. Blacklock*shoufe 
letaioed, in future life, all the vt^armth 
of that imprcifion which his friendfliip at 
this early period had made upon them j 
aad in various quarters of the world he 
had friends and correfpondents, from 
whoon no length of time or diftance of 
place had ever eftransed him* 

Mafic, which to the feeling and the, 
pcnfive, in whatever (ituation, is a fonrce 
•f extreme delight, but which to the 
blind muft be creative, as it were, of 
idea and of fentiment, he enjoyed highly, 
and was himfelf a tolerable performer on 
ienral inftruments, particularly on the 
4ate. He generally carried in his pocket 
< iball fl^gekt^t on which he played 
iui favourite tunes $ and was not dif- 
pleaied when alked in company to play 
or to fing tbem $ a natural feehng tor a 
blind roan, who thus adds a fcene to the 
drama of his fociety. 

Of the happinefs of others, however, 
^ are incompetent judges* Companion- 
fhip and ^mp^thy bring forth thoie gay 
colours of mirth and c£arfulnefs which 
they put on for a while, to cover per* 
haps that fiidnefs which we have no op- 
portnnity of witnefling; Of a blind 
inan*s cmidition we are particularly liable 
to form a miftaken eftimatej we|^ive 
him credit for ail thofe gleams of delight 
which focietjr affords him, without 
placing to their full account thofe dreary 
moments of darkfome folitude to whicn 
the fufpenfion of that fociety condemns 
him. Dr, Blacklock had from nature a 
conftitution delicate and nervous, and his 
nund, as is almoft always the cafe, was 
in a great degree fubjeft to the indifpo* 
fition of his Dody. He frequently com- 



plained of a lownefii and depreflion of 
fpirits, which neithef* the attentions of 
his friends, nor the uncea(ing care of m 
moft afFeftionate wife, were able entirely 
to remove. The imagination we are (o 
apt to envy and admire ferves but to 
irritate this diforder of the mind | and 
that fancy, in whofe creation we fo much 
delight, can draw, from fources unknown 
to common men, fubje£ls of difguft, di& 
quietude, and affli6lion. Some of hit 
latter Poems, now firft pUblifhed,expref» 
chagrrin, though not of^an ungciltle fort, 
at the fuppofed failure of his imaginative 
powers, or at the faftidioufnefs of modern 
times, which he defpaired to pleale : 

** Such were his effoits, fudh his cold re« 

ward, 
** Whom once thy partial tongue pronouncM

Thefe lines are, howeveir, no proof of 
<< exhaufled genius,*^ or <* faded fires.** 
** Abortive hopec,** indeed, muft be the 
lot of all who reach that period of life at 
which they were written. In early youth 
the heart of every one is a poet \ it cre- 
ates a fcene of imagined happinefs and 
delufive hopes $ it clothes the world in 
the bright colours of its own fancy \ it 
refines what is coarie, it exalts what it 
mean \ -it fees nothing but difinterel^ed- 
nefs in friendfliip ; it promifet eternal 
fidelity in love. Even on the diftre&a 
of its fituation it can throw a certain 
romantic ihade of melancholy that leaves 
a man fad, but does not make him un* 
happy. But at a more advanced a^, 
** the hky vifions fade,*' and he futtert 
moft deeply who has indulged them the 
moft. 

One diftrefs Dr .Blacklock was at this 
time firft affliAed with, of which every 
one will allow the force. He was occa-

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£oiulIv fubjcft to deafnefsy which, 
thougn he feldom felt it in any great 
degrcci was fuflicienty in his fituation, 
to whom the fenfe bf hearing was almoil 
the only channel of communication witli 
the external world, to caufe very lively 
uneafinefs. Amidft thel'e indifpofitions 
of body, however, and difqiiieludes of 
mind, the gentlencfs of his temper never 
forfook him, and he felt all that refigna- 
tion and confidence in the Supreme Being 
which his earlieft and his lateft life 
equally acknowledged. In fummcr 1791 
he was feized with a feverifh diforder, 
which at firft fcemed of a' flight, and 
never rofe to a very violent kind 5 but a 
firame fo little robuft as his was not ablfe 
to refirt it, and, after about a week's 
'illnefe, it carried him off on the 7th dijr 
of July 1791. His wife furvives him, 
to feel, anrfidft the heavy affliAion of his 
lofs, that melancholy eonfolation which 
is derived from the remembrance of his 
virtues.

TO thofe who arc employed in the 
Naval Service, tbe oea prefents a 
fubjeA of fuch vaft fublimity as naturally 
tcndv to excite awe and devotion \ and in 
the contemplation of the amazing fcene 
we liave been frequently furpriled that 
the wonders there exhibited have not been 
productive of more difplays of genius 
than we have hitherto noticed. The vaft 
cxpanfc of waters has hitherto been tra- 
vai«d for little more than commercial 



advantages. That they may be viewed 
for better purpofcs, fof the advatacemcut 
of religion, and the benefit of good gt>« 
vernmcnt, the prcfent work will be al- 
lowed a fufficient'prdof. 

The title page informs us where the(e 
Sermons were preached. They arc ten 
in number, and are written with iWce 
and elegance, perhaps more of the latter 
than may be th^'ught proper* for.-^e 
audience before which they were de- 
livered I 
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liveredj but this ohjc^ion, when they 
appear before the public injprint, U no 
iongcr of much weight. They deftrve 
the attention of every one, and will be 
«wi with (atisfa^ion by every wcll- 
wiflier to his country, 'though he mafjr 
have no conneA'ion with the naval Vervic^.

xain. In heat and coW^ the progrcfs of 
vegetation, appearing in the fruits of tlfe 
eaith, and the flowers of the field ; the 
jrarious animals, whether they inhabk 
the air, the earth, or the water, which tU 
appear to have been formed for the coml 
fr>rt, the aid, and fu^enance of man $ nay, 
the ftni6ture, formation, and taculties of 
man himfelf; are general ob^s of 
creation, vhicb, in the great book of 
natui^, lie open to the eyes of every one 5 
and excite all to join in the pious exalting 
exclamation of the royal pfalmift,-— O 
Lord I how manifold are tby workt \ nr 
nuifdom haft thou made ibtm aU'\^^the 
twth is full of hby riches ! 

** Though any part ofthia fublime

'< No opportunity can be moreadapted 
to enforce the pra6tice of fuch contem- 
plation ; than the immediate moment, 
when you are dwelling on that ocean, 
which fcrms the moft ttupendous objeft 
in creation. * in the beginning, when 
darknefa was on the deep, the fpirit of 
God moved upon ihe face of the waters ;

tby proud waves I e flayed, 

•* If thefe wonders of creating power 
have efcaped your notice, be not in future 
blind to fuch elorious means of attaining 
a perfect conviftion of the exiltence of a 
God. One day's ferious examination of 
the objects you behold, will oftentimes 
do more to convince the flubborn infl- 
delity of the atheift, than ail the arga- 
ments which learning itfclf can devife. 
Vou need onlv a miml properly trained 
and difciplined by religion, to confound 
the lelf fufliciency of infidels :— for you 
couid tell them, * that though you had 
been carried by the terapeit up to the 
heaven, and down again to the deep ; 
though your foul had melted away be- 
caufe of trouble ( yet, that the Lord hath 
deUvered you cut of your diltrefs, hath

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** There arc ft# wTio enjoy fuch ta 
advantage as you poflefsy of conftantJy 
dwelling amid fo extenfive a fcene of 
fubiimc meditation t and to which one 
would think that they muft he ftrangers, 
who weaken the principlct of religion by 
impious paradoxes, and attempt to ob- 
tain a name, by impofing their crude 
fyftemt on the world. The firfk, and 
greateft diicoveries in philoibphy have 
been made by thofe, who perfevered with 
unremitted and patient attention to ob- 
lerve the various appearances of natuxv. 
*— Aftronomy> to which the mariner is 
io goeatly indebted, may be traced from 
the humble obfervations of the antient 
Ihepherds of Chaldea, through a long 
gradation of hborioua and learned men 
of every age and nation, -to the fublime 
difcoveries of Newton, the boaft and 
honour of our own country. 

'* Remember the effe^l, which the firft 
fight of the ocean produced upop y6ur 
mind s an object which no one ever for 
. the firft time beheld without aftoni(hment 
.and veneration. Who can obferve this 
abyfs of waters, rolling in the greataefa 
of its ftrength, without experiencing the 
fublimeft fentimeots of devotion ? Tne 
philofopher has in vain attempted to 
afcertain, with preclfion, all its pheno- 
mena. The caulcs of the tides, the 
laltnefs of its waters, and the very com- 
pal's that dire^s your courfe, have not 
perhaps yet been elucidated with thht 
perfection^ which a future period may 
unveil. 

'* With what admiration muft we 
confider that immenfe fluid which fur- 
rounds the globe $ that air which pre* 
ferves the principle of life within us, and 
of which we all freely partake, without 
any fcnfible exertion, that either fatigues 
the body, or diftra^s the mind . Was it 
of a thinner nature, or of one more heavy 
than it at prefent poflefTes, we fhoukl 
inftantly languifh and expire t what wif. 
dom therefore is that, which fo exa^ly 
has mufted its temperature to the fup- 
port of our exiftence 1 

« Observe the clouds continually float- 
ing around you, and affording nourifh- 
ment to the ground. Did the water, 
contained within their bofom, defcend at 
cnce, the world would again be either 
overwhelmed with a deluge, or be par- 
tially afleaed. But God caufeth it to 
fall in fliowers, fo that every plant 
dnnketb tvaicr of the rmin of heaven* 
<< We find the earth filled with every 
. thing that can tend to the comfort of 
man % and containing within itfelf the 



principles of incres^, and fertility. Atf 
around us pafies away, and decays with 
age, but the earth pofleflcs a renovating 
power, which produces without ceflatioB« 
Faithful to^ the huibandnun who cults* 
vates and adorns its fur^e, it deceives 
not his anxious expe<5lation } but returns 
with inttreft the grain, which his provi* 
dent induftry hM fown. The acorn 
fprings from its bofom, at firft a feeble 
plant, bending to every breesc ) until 
from the fecret caufi;s of vegetation, it 
grows into a ftrength that almoft defies 
the ftorm : and, having towered amid 
the foreft, falls to arife with new gIory» 
the naval bulwark of our country. 

'< Nor muft we pafs unnoticed the 
varieties of animated nature, which the 
fea contains. Some of its inhabitants 
even feem to delight in the fury of con- 
tending elements i and, by their ap- 
pearance on the billows, are thought fo 
portend calamity to the mariner. Others 
M(k on the rugecd t>rominences of the 
rock, and find theur food from plants, that 
grow in the depths of the ocean* 

'< The firmament of the heavens abova 
difplays alfo a noble field for contem- 
plation { where other werldsy revolving 
m the immenfitv of fpace,. teach man that 
veneration for his God, which forms the 
bafis of religions— /^^ is mfytech^ non^ 
language t where their voice is stoi beard i 
for tbetr found is goHi out into all lands* 
*< The philofopher, who purfucs na* 
ture in all ner various appeaiances \ wh# 
tiaces an endleCs conhe^lion throunfak 
every part of her extenfive kingdom* th 
order to applv her powers to iw advaa* 
tage of mankind } will acqnire a omr 
curious, and, as it relates to geaeiml 
fociety, a more uieful knowledge of the 
natural world, than thofe who aie en* 
^aged in laborious occupations* But* 
in a religious lenfe, as a means of dii^ 
pofing the mind to a belief in God \ to 
an acknowledgment of his power, and a 
devout awe of his difpenfations ^ what 
view can nature aflord whieh is not 
fufllicient ? At the fame time, it muft be 
obterved, that fome fcenes are more pe- 
culiarly calculated to imprefs the mmd 
with veneration i there are certain pro* 
feflional duties, which prefent uato taoit 
engaged in them, a fublimity of nattune* 
as well as a perfe^^ion of art ; but icl- 
dom, if ever, in the power of others to 
behold. 

*' Ye, who live amid the viciifitudea 
of contending ekments* whofe rspre* 
fentation alone fills the conunonbehc4aary 
thovgh in (afiptyi with dilinay» pais sronr

Kvet In a continual Aiirey of the moft 
fablinie objeA of nature, which is the 
ocean ; and in condu6iing the moft won* 
derfbl work of art, which is the fliip 
that bean yoa through it. Unto you 
IS given to trace the Creator of the world, 
in the fublimeft of its features : you fee 
him in the ocean, you hear him in the 
tempeft, and look for his protection amid 
the winds and wa?es. His power is 
alike felt by you, whether you glow be- 
neath a yertical fun, or (hiver amid a 
froten iea. You not only behold the 
power of God, as it appears in making 
the ftorm fulfil his word $ but in the 
lUiferent climes, to which you are con* 
dnfbd, by ailifeof peiilous adventure. 

'* It is a natural fubjeA of aftonifli- 
meat, that thofe who go down to tbt 
fea in/bips are ever otherwife than re- 
ligious smd devout characters : as tbey 
fee the vwksoftbe Lord^ and bis wonders 
in tbe deep j they could not poflibly refill 
the force of fuch daily evidence, without 
the fatal influence of fome error, early 
received, which aa heedlefs inattention 
augments. No clafs of men, taken as a 
body, has ever (hewn a greater refpeCt for 
itligion, when properly prefented to their 
attention $ and however the vices of a 
few individuals may have drawn unjuft 
afpcrfions on their profefiion \ the re- 
ligioitt difpofitton, and that attention to 
prDpri(t3P of demeanour, which of late 
years bat appeared among you, and been 
io much cheriihed by your refpe^ive 
ccmmaoders | will not fail, if thus con- 
^ tinned and lupporttd, to withdraw the 
only fliade, which malice or ignorance has 
often caftover the noble character 

or A BRITISH SEAMAN. 

** Be careful duly to imprefs on your 
mifid this important truth :— that it par- 
ticularly brhoves you to encourage a 
devout fpirit, and an high fenfe of the 
conlblatory mercies of your religion ; it 
Is the talent whofe increafe will hereafter 
be demanded at your hands. By a de- 
vout fpirit, I mean an elevated, and fu- 
perior mind : a mind, that fhall look 
beyond the common level for thofe caufes, 
the eiieets of which it dail v perceives ^ 
chat ihall pofTefs fupertor calmnefs in the 
day of battle, and refignation in the hour 
ofdeath : a mind, which unmoved by fu- 
perftitious influence, (hall behold the 
l>eity in the fublimeft of his works, fhall 
trace Omnipotence on the billows of the 
deep, and reft aflbrsd j that, though the 
waves of the iea are mighty, and rage 
horribly \ yet that the Lord who dwclleth 
aa high is mightier*^* 



In the fourth Sermon, Mr. Clarke thus 
fets forth the advantages enjoyed by 
Britons under their preient Government : 

«• E?ery true and loyal Briton will 
readily confefs the advantages which re- 
fult from living under a government ; 
where, in every part, appears a gradual, 
regular, wife liibordination : where the 
power that rules is circumfcribed within 
certain limits ; and the duty of thole 
who obey is determined by known laws i 
where no chanee can be made in the 
nature of any claims, which the power 
diat ffovems, and the people who are 
fubjeS to it, mutually poflels ; without 
fome extraordinary caufe to juftify fuch 
an innovation : wnere the fovereign au- 
thority is unmixed with tyrannic or ar- 
bitrary fway 5 where jufiice is executed 
in mercy \ and thofe, who are invefted 
with the dignity of its adminiftrationy 
have not the privilege of making laws» 
according to their paflions or under- 
ftandingsi bat are folely appointed to 
enforce thofe already prepared, by the 
wifdom and experience of the legiflature, 
for the common welfiiire. 

** We enjoy, by this means, a degree 
of fecurity, of public happinefs, and in« 
terior tranquillity, for which a very 
larp;e and oppreffed part of Europe Ian- 
guiflies in vaim Hence it is, that we 
exult as Englifhmen in the honour of our 
character, the excellence of our conftt* 
tution, and a courfe of national profpe* 
rity t while the country, whofe fhoret 
you behold \ and againft whofe infulting 
menaces, you now offer, and have fo long 
offered, a proud defiance ^ contains fcenes 
of confiifion and diforder, of tyranny and 
mifrule, of perfecution and murder \ at 
whofe horrors Europe trembles, and in 
which all Europe would have been in- 
volved i if Britifh honour, Brttifli cou- 
rage, and BHtifh power, had not ffood 
forth to check the progrefs of an am- 
bition, the moft infatiable and cruel. For 
it is not, my brethren, the caufe of your 
country alone which is maintained by 
thutf traverfing the ocean, and difplaying 
this glorious affemblage of naval fnrengthy 
even at the very harbours of the enemy ; 
but the caufe of every part of the civi- 
lized world : nations, yet unborn, fhaJl 
bear your noble exertions rehited with 
ffratitude $ and fliall make the arduous 
labours, you now endure, the frequent 
theme of praife and emulation. 

<* The power of France, arifing, like 
a demon, from the ruins of fbcialhappi- 
nefs, of pubUc juftice, of every thing 
that dignified} adorned, and confoled 
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bumtn Hiiture ; has proved the naft bit- 
ter and fcvere icourg«, which heaven, in 
its ^gtrr, ever employed to chaftife the 
ciitli. It is not an encs^ry combating lor 
giory and renown, like the celebrated 
Eeroes of antient times y yt is not to 
obtain a icttlcineut in a milder region, 
iJ^hich invited the northern hordes, to at- 
tack the more poiiflied and wealthy na- 
tions ; it is not a frantic enthufiafm, like 
the cru fades of former centuries ; wheh 
an intemperate* but honeft zeal for the 
Chr*iiliah Religion, carried the armies of 
Europe, to ijSed their blood and obtsujo 
fruit lefi laurels beneath the walls of 
Antioch, an^ on the plains of Jerufalem i 
but an Evil Spirit atbiril for bjncd, that 
mookc'th at all religion, that feeks /« 
/lui/fi^a pride of all glory ^ artd to hing 
into contempt all the bcmowalle of, tbi 
enrtb,** 

We Aiall add but one more extra^V, 
taken from ttii eighth Sermon, in which 
the fpirit which has delblated Europe is 
thus properly defcribed : 

*• That republican fyftem, which has 
gone forth with fuch inveterate violence, 
is not, as many have imagined, the pro- 
duce of fuperior undtrllandings, or of 
sninds that fcorn the fetters ot prejudice 
and habit $ but the natural produce of 
corrupt!! n and depravity ; engendcrtd 
-amid the lax principle:;, and indolent 
lives, of a too luxmious people. It is a 
demon, which has been viiible at different 
periods, in- the hiftory of every rtgal 
government. When any nation lists 
nilcd up the meafure of its iniquity, wc 
always perceive this republican pefti- 
lence caufmg for a feafon, under the di- 
reS^ioA cif heaven, the fevereii and moil 
bitter puniihmeDt. It thtn comes, like 
a ftorm of thunder, to clear an over- 
lieated and noxicus atmofphertr ; to re- 
novnte the enervate minds of its dege- 
nerate inhabitants. Such was the fitu- 
ation of Jfrae), when/ as liaiah faid,— 
■** it had become a people laden with 
iniquity, a ieed of evil doers ! children 
that are corrupted ! — 7brn did ibe Lord 
kindle a pe%*vt rfe jptrit in tbe mtdji there- 
cf \ tofiUin ike pride of all ^ lory, and to 
bring into contemj>t all the tonourtti>le of 
the earth, 

•* Look around on the different king- 
doms of Eurbpe, and endeavour to iind 
the.fmalleft relemblance to that comfort 
and f'ecurity, ^M^kh is enjoyed in your 
own. In one, the Poor con(k)ered as 
little better tiian beafi-s of burden, are 
fcauered throughout its cold and dreary 
regions, ct|sj>rdfcd by the mott abjcd. 



Ignorance and flavery. In another, railed 
by the madnefs of revolution to a litu- 
ation above their capacity, they involve 
their country in diltr^s, and render its 
•Aaia^er deteftable. Proud and referred, 
amid monopolies of wealth, a third is loft 
In lethargy and fuperliition. Whilft 
England, pladrd by nature in a dtuatioii 
admirably adapted to pieferve its inha- 
bitants from any fudden inroad, appears 
the centre of Liberty, to which all na- 
tions are attrafled. Our Native Land 
contains every enjoyment that this life 
can aifordi and when exigence ttrmi<* 
nates, we all look to it for a graves 
where we may reil in peace. UnaiTumiag 
in appearance, pl^n and open in their 
character, fincere in friendihip, prompt 
in a^ording relief, firm and undifmayed 
in danger, and merciful in vi6\ory ; its 
inhabitants form a diliin^l people from 
the reft of Europe^ At the fame time 
that it dii^lays mildnefs in its govern- 
ment, and impartiality in its laws ; it 
poiTeiTes a temperate atnaofphere, a ic* 
curity from the terrors of tlie hurricanet 
and the ravages of beafts of prey : while 
comii/«erce, from all quarters of the globei 
augments the riches of ^be downing 
City, <wbofe mercbanti are Princes^ wbt^ 
trujffickers are the bonowraide oftbe eartb* 

<' If the inhabitant of the barren 
mountain feels an attachnaent to the fbed, 
which during infancy protected hint from 
the liorm j muft nut the lubje6U of fuch 
a kingucm, as that we have now con- 
lidered, cheri^ a proper icnle of its fu- 
ptriority, and thu» iicightcn a Love for 
their Country, which ib common to the 
human race ? Will they not inceftantly 
exert themiclves to dcteud Its liberties, tjo 
humble any dariiig invader, to deftroy 
the aiti^ces and deligns of the rebellious ; 
fervently exclaiming* aiuid the din of that 
mad republican ipuirt, which now top 
fatally prevails,— v/ I forget tbee^ O m^ 
Coumry ! let my right band forget her 
cunning. 

*' It becomes thofe, who like your- 
felves are the national. D£F£NDiiRS, 
to i'tic the bleifmgs you enjoy in a proper 
light. Poft'efs therefore a due value, for 
the prclcrvation of Englilh Liberty, and 
be not deceived, by beholding obje<^ts in 
failt^and unfavourable colours. Let no 
aOcrtions, which an evil or ignorant mind 
may make, though uttered with the moft 
iolemn confidence, abate a ftedfaft love 
for the government you Support ^ left, 
when too late, like thcjcaptive liht- 
elites, you may fit down ^nd weep, re- 
membering the Sion you have loft. 

•• It 
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" It IS not in the power of any go- 
vernment to attend to the private in- 
tcrcfts of every member of fociety. Its 
jiredominating objeft ralift be the general 
I^Jod of alh; and yet to obtain this, the 
janing interetts or individuals will often 
filterfcrc, producing dilcontent and mur- 
teurs. He theretore, who loves his 
Country, will not, becaule in fome par- 
^ular inifance his welfare has been af- 
fc^cd, be the fiHl to calumniate its 
Jtiftice ; but by pdtiencednd perfcverance 
will CTKleavour, without abufe» to pro- 
cure that reparation which the laws of 
Britain will award t thus I'ubmitting 
himfeJf unto eftabli(he4 ordinances, for 
tbeLord*s fakt, whether it be unto the 
King as fuprtrmi^y or unto governors, as 
unto them, that arc fent by him. 

** Anxions to maintain thole blcflings 
which your anceftors enjoyed, and have 
bequeathed, with fuch intreafe of hap- 
pincl's, to their poftcritv ; let every one 
prcferve a Love tor his Country untainted 
and pure : that, when times of unufual 
<Aanger demand the united exertions of a 



Nation's .Zeal, with all the difmterefted 
virtues of a patriot mind ; in every work 
that you begin, in the fervice of youp* 
King and Cotinti-y, — you may go forth 
with all your heart, and profper. 

*< On that Altar, which our forefathers 
reared to Liberty, the flame of patrioiifm 
ari/es ! Around it, let every age and 
rank alTcmble : the Nobles, and the 
Rulers, and the Elders of the People, and 
take that oath, which the Genius of 
Britain proffers :— W^ sweaR, THAi* 
WE WIT.L REMEMBER ThE LoRD I 

We WILL FIGHT FOR otTR Brethren, 
OUR Sons, our Daughters, our 
Wives, and our Houses I and 

WILL FIRMLY UNITE IN THE PRE- 
SERVATION AND DEPENCB OF HeR, 
who nWELLETH, WITH SO MUCK 
TERRIBLENESS, IN THE ClEFTS OP 
THE RoCK; WHOSE KaMPART, AN»

After thefe inecimens, we believe it 
will be unnecerfary to recommend thefe 
Sermons further to the notice of our 
readers. 
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THE difmiffTon of Lord Townfend 
created fome difcontcnt, and alarmed 
his opponents, who prevailed on him to 
•ccept the office of Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, but without procuring from him 
any cordial fuppott, and he was foon 
afterwards dilmiffcd from his fituation. 
On, this event Sir Robert Walpole re- 
figned, and this was followed by ah 
aJmoft total change in the Adminiftration* 
The refigners immediately became op. 
fofitionitiFs, and by hii' eloquence and 
^fiuence the ' Peerage Bill, a meafurc 
fupported by the Court, was rejeflcd- 

The next period of Mr. Goxe's Memoirs 
is from the year 1716 to i;d^, and in- 
cludes the hidoiy of the rife and progrefs 
of the South Sea It heme, which occa. 
£onfd fo nmth ruin and ccnfufion in the 
kingdom. In the fettling this butinel's 
Sir Kobert Walpole was an a£live agents 
and in the progrefs of it again came into 
adminiArationas Paymafterof the Fcrces. 
His condii^^ at this important crifis was 
moderate, firm, and conciliatitig, and his 
confequencc was univerlally aamittcd by

all parties. On the death of Earl Stan* 
hope, and the accufation of Sunderland, 
the re-cftabli(hment of Townlend and 
Walpole took place ; the former as Se- 
cretary of State, and the latter as Firit 
Lord of the Trcafury. The King ap» 
ptars to have had fo firm reliance on Sir 
kobert, that on an attempt to remove 
him he declared he had once parted with 
him againlt his irxlinatlon, but that he 
would never part with him again fo long 
as he was willing to fcrve him. In this 
period Atterbury's plot occurred, of 
which a diOin^l account is given. In 
1724 Sir Robert Walpole was created « 
Knight of the Balh, and in 1726 was 
inftalled a Knight of the Garter. The 
intrigues of the Court during this time 
are minutely detailed, and the return of 
Lord Bolingbrcke, and his efforts to 
fupplant his anragonitt the Miuiller, 
form not the lead interciting part of this 
work. TheVe arc followed by an ac- 
curate report of the proceedings relative 
to Wood's halfpence, the fimjile narrative 
of whichf dripped of the cxaggu^ttd 
■ c <lreis 
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orefs in which the malignant wit of 
Swift has invciltd it, is rtduccd t« a 
Ihort compafs. 

** There having heen great deficiency 
<jf copper coin in Ireland, the King, in 
virtue of his prei"ogative, granted to Wil- 
liam Wood a patent for coining iarthingt 
and haU{)ence to the value ot ioo,oool. 
Iterling, on certain terms which the 
patentee was bound to follow. William 
Wood, who in the paity language of 
Swift is ridiculed under the denomination 
of a hardware man, and a low mechanic, 
was a great proprietor and renter of iron 
'^orks in England. He had a Icafe of 
all the mines on the crowi| lands in 
thirty-nine counties, was proprietor of 
ftvcral iron and copj>er works, and car» 
ried on to a very confidcrable amount 
Ihanufa^ui^s for the different prepa- 
rations of thofe metals. Among many 
propofals fubmitted to Government, that 
which he delivered was accepted, and 
was confideied by all pcrfons of judgment 
or capacity, not biaifed by party or 
i^ational prejudice, as beneficial to Ire- 
land .\ 

** But the natives did nt)t fee it in fo 
favourable a light, and betore the money 
%vas circulated a great ferment was ex- 
cited. The o(tenfibIe caufes of complaint 
tvcre derived from the confideration that 
the King had treated Ireland as a de- 
pendant kingdom ; that the patent was 
granted to a peribn ^\\q was not a na- 
tive i that the coin was Itamped in Eng- 
land ; and that, as a great profit was 
likely to be derived, the benefit fhould 
have principally accrued. to the public. 
All the attempts of the Duke of Grafton, 
then Lord Lieutenant, to fubduc the 

fjublic averfion, were ineffe^val* The 
pirit of oppofiiion feized all orders of 
men, and even many ('f the King's ferv- 
Unts who held the chief places in his 
adminilt ration. 

*• Inflamed by national zeal, the two 
Houfc« paffed addreffes to the Crown, ac- 
cufing the patentees of fraud and deceit j 
averting that the terms of the patent, 
were infringed both in the quantitv and 
quality oi the coin ) that the circulation 
of the halfpence would be highly preju- 
dicial to the revenue, deftructive of the 
commerce, and of moft dangerous con- 
Icquence to the rights and properties of 
the lubje^ls : the Commons, with an 
nbfurdity and effrontery hardly credible, 
declared, that even had the terms of the 
jiaient been complied with, the nation 
would have fuffered a lofs at lead of r^w^ 
buntirid anU Jijij per a ttt 1 And iiH^ed 



the whole clamour rcfled on partJal of 
ignorant reprelcntations. It was not at 
ti.at time expe^^ed, or dwelt on as a 
matter of fpcculative propriety, that the 
weight of the copp« coin lliould he ade- 
quate to its circulating value j and ihc 
aflertion tiiat Wood had carried on no- 
torious frauds and deceits in the CQipagc, 
as advanced by Swift ; and that the in- 
trinfic was not eqwal to one eighth ot the 
nominal value \ was proved to be falfc 
by an affay made at ihe mint under Sir 
liaac N<wton and his two afi'i;ciarts, 
men of no Icfs honour than capacity ; the 
refult of which was, that in weight, 
goodncls, and finenel's, it rather exceeded 
than fell fliort of the cunditioat of ihe 
patent. 

" But the clamcur, hov^ever cnjuft* 
was railed, and became general ^ and it 
was a neceflary a£t of prudence not to. 
increafe the ferment, by forcing upon a 
nation what was conlklercd as unjult and 
fraudulent. Lord Carteret, who fiic- 
ctcded the Duke of Grafton in the ©ffice 
of Lord Lieutenant, failt-d no leis rlian 
his predtceffor in all his endtavours to 
obtain the introdu^Uon of the coj^per 
money. The patent was furrenderedi 
and tranquillity redored. Wood, as an 
indemnification for the lofs he had luf- 
talncd, received penficns to the amount of 
3000I. a year for eight years.*' Such it 
the public hi^ory ol Wood's patent j the 
private circumltances attending it arc 
related very circumltantially. The ic* 
mainder ot this period is employed in 
relating the tumuLs in Scotland, the 
treaties of Vienna and Hanover, and their 
confequences \ the cabals of the Duchel's 
of Kendal and Lord Bolingbioke to re- 
move Walpole, with the death of the 
King, which introduces the following 
account of his confort, who has hithciio 
been little known to the Engllfli rc^awitr: 

** It has been already obicrved," lays 
Mr. Coxe, "that George the Fiift had, 
by a leU- handed mariiage, efpculed the 
Duchefs of Kendal, at the time his.ual 
. wifei the unfortunate Sophia Dorothy, 
was ftill alive. She was the only child 
of William, Duke of Zcll, by £leanor 
d*Emiers, of the hcule ot Olbrtuie, in 
France ; was born in 1666 \ and her 
hand was couited by the moft powerfid 
Priiices of Germany. His father, Lrntlt 
Auguflus, had once dellgiitd him for the 
Princefs Anne, altclv^a^•da Queen of Eng- 
land i he actually went to bngland, to 
pay his addrelles, and was will received, 
and approved by the whole Court. But 
he was recalled by his lather, who had 
. _ ivi- 
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iMaolf coatliided * nuttch for him with 
his couijn. 

•* Sophia»at the time of their marriage, 
♦fat only (ixteen years of ape, ard was a 
Princcfs of great perfonal charms aiid 
mental endowments 5 vet her attract ions 
did not retain the affe^ions of her huf- 
hind. After (he had brought him a fon 
and a daughter, he negle^^ied his amiable 
confort, and attached himfelf to a fa* 
▼ourite mil^refs. 

•' Such was the fituation of Sophia 
when Count K.onigfmark, a Swedifh no- 
bWman •, arrived at Hanover. He was 
a man of a good fi^ire, and profefled 
gallantry } had been formerly enamoured 
of Sophia at ZeU, and was fuppofed to 
have made fomc imprcflion on her heart. 
On the light of her, his pa(Bon» which 
iud been diminiiked by abfencc, broke 
«it with inciipafing violence : he had the 
imprudence publickly to renew his at- 
tentions ; and, as Gtorge was abient at 
the army, be made his folicitariohs with* 
redoubled ardour* Information of his 
attachment, and of his fucccfs, was ton- 
«eycd to Emelt A«guftu8 ; and one 
evening, a^ the Count came out of her 
apartment, and was croifing a pAiTage, 
he wa» put to death by perlons placed to 
intercept hiro, in the prefence of the 
^iedor J and tradition Hill marks the 
ipot where the murder was committed. 
Sophia was immediately put under arreft ; 
spd though (he folemnly protellcd her 
innocence, vet circumliainces (pokettrong- 
ly againil her. 

** George, who never loved his wife, 

Eve implicit credit to the account of 
r infidelity, as related by his father, 
confented to her Imprilbnment, and ob- 
taincd from the Ecclefiaftical Confiftory 
a divorce, which was pafled on the aSth 
of JDecembcr 1 694. And even her father, 
the Duke ot ZelU whodoatcd on his only 
daughter, does not fecm to have enter- 
tained any doubts of h«r guilt ; for he 
always continued upon the Itriflcll terms 
of fricndlhip with Erneft Auguftuf and 
hin (on in- law, 

** The unfortunate Sophia was c«n- 
fixktd to the caftle of Alden, fituated o^ 
the Oniall river Aller* in the duchy xJ 
2cll. She terminated her ^nifjurabi^ 
exigence, after a long captivity of {ihirty- 
two years, on the 13th of November 
J7»6, in the 6|ft year of her age, only 
irvcn months before the death of George 

^ jBrother of Count Konigfmark, who was accufcd of bavipg fubojue^ aOpiOins to murder 
Tibos. Thynne, and of Couoteli Kenigtmark^ miilrefs of Auguaus the Second, of Poland. 



the Firft ; anJ ihe was announced in tbo 

Eaiette under the title of the Eleflrefa 
>owager of Hanover. 

** During her whole coniinement iha 
bthavcd with no lefs mildnefs than dig-* 
nityj and, on receiving the facrament 
once every week, never omitted, on that 
awful cccafion, making the molt folemn 
afl'cvprations that (he was not guilty of 
the crime laid to her chaige. Subfequent 
circumttances have come to light, which 
appear to jultify her menK)ry } and re- 
ports are current at Hanover, that her 
chara^lerwas bafcly defamed, and that 
(he fell a facrifice to the jealou fy and 
per(idy of the Countcfs of Platen, fa- 
vourite miftrcfs of Emell Auguftus. 
Being enamoured of Count Konigfrnark, 
who flighted her overtures, jcaloufy took 
po(re(rion of her breatt 3 (he determined to 
facri(icc both the lover and the princefs 
to her vengeance, and circumltances fa* 
vourcd herdefign. 

«* The prince was abibit at the army ; 
Emeft Auguitus was a man of warm 
pa(ricins and violent temper, eafily irri- 
tated, incapable of controul. Sophia 
herlelf had treated Count Konigfm^k 
with regard and attention ; and the lover 
was hot-headed, felf- fufficient, priding 
himfelf on his perfonal accomplifbmentSt 
and accuftonted to fucceed in affairs of 
gallantry. 

<< Thofe who exculpate Sophia, aifert 
either that a common vilit was conftrueci 
into an a£l of criminality 5 or, that the 
Countefs of Platen at a late hour fum- 
moned Count Konigfmark in the name 
of the princefs, though without her con- 
nivance i that on beine introducedfi 
Sophia was fuprifed at nis intrufion 1 
that on quitting the anartmeat he was 
diicovered by Emcft Augustus, whom 
the Countefs had placed in the gallery, 
and was ind^ntly a^aijinated by perfons 
whom (lie l^d lubonjed fo^ tnat pu^r- 
poir. 

« It is impofTible at this diftance of 
time 10 difcover and trace the circum^ 
dances of this my (Serious tranfa^ion, on 
Vhich no perfon at the Court of Hanover 
dudi at that time deliver his opinion | 
but the fudden murder of Count KLoni^f- 
mark may be urged as a corroboration 
of this (iat^ent ; for had his guilt, and 
that of Sophia, been unequivocal, would 
he not have been arretted, and brought t* 
a trial, fof the purpofe of proving their. 
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connexion, ind confronting Mm with tht 
vnfbrtunate princeft ? 

** Many perfons of credit at JHanover 
ha<re not Tcnipled, fince thfe death of 
Xfncft Augultus and George the Firft, 
toexprefs their belief that the imputation 
^aft on Sophia was falfe and unjuft. It 
is alio reported, th^t her huiband having 
made an offer of reconciliation^ ihc gave 
this noble and dildainful anfvirer of 
haaghty virtue, unconfcious of ftain : — 
< If what I am accufed of is true, I am 
unworthy of his bed j and if my acp u- 
fliticn is falfe, he is unworthy of me. I 
will not accept his otfers.* 

'< George the 8econd, vtrho dcatpd on 
Jiis mothcr> was fully convinced of her 
innocence. He once made an attempt to 
fte her, and even crofled the Aller on 
liorleback oj^poiite to the Caftle ; but 
vras preventecl from having ^n inttrview 
with her by Baron du Bulow, to whole 
^are the Eleflor her hufband had com- 
mitted her. Had (he furvived his ac« 
fK^lon^ he intended to reitore her to 
liberty, and to acknowledge her as Queen 
l>owagcr. Her memory was fo dear to 
him rh^t hp fccretly Jcepl her portrait in * 
his poflefHon j and the morning after the 
J)cw« of* the death of George the Firft 
hftd reached London, Mrs. Howard ob- 
fi;rved (in the antichamber of the King's 
apartment) a pi^ure of a woman in the 
cne£loral robes, which proved to be that 
itfSophii. ' 

^< George the Second told Queen Ca- 



xoVmtf that in making Tome repain }n 
the palace of Hanover, the bones of Count 
KonigQnark were tbund under the Hoof 
of tne antichamber which led to the 
^partnienl of Sophia. The Queen men- 
tioned this faa to Sir Robert Walpole ; 
and, in various converiations which Aic 
held on this fubjcft, (he appeared fully 
convinced of her innocence ; an opinion 
which the Minift^r himfelf conftantly 
adhered to." ^ 

The fourth period comprehends the 
hiftury of the Minifter from the yeat' 
17S7 to i730» and includes his con- 
firmation in his office by the new King ^ 
a chara6ler of Sir Spencer Corapton ; tije. 
treaty of Seville ; the claims of Spain 
for the reftoration of Gibraltar j the 
hiftory of the Duke of Ripperda j and 
the difagreement of Townfend and Wal- 
pole, which ended in the retiretpent of 
the former.

Parliament j and the ftate of foreign af- 
fairs during tha^ time.

OF a w6rk of fuch a nature as that 
x^w under confideration, a ftagft- 
coachmim, a poftilion, or a pedlar, would 
perhaps be the moft competent critic. 
To thofe who arc confined to the Study 
9md its purlieus, th): Pire6^ are as much 
unknown as the Crois Roads ; and there- 
fore, halving given a tranfcript of Mr, 
Gary's very copious title- page, we fhalJ 
only make a few remarks on what we 
conceive to be the plan of his work, 
!<;avtng the accuracy of its execution to 



the conGderation of thofe who are more 
converfant with the fubje^-. 

Mr. Cary is certainly not a tyro in 
his profefTiop ; we have before had occa- 
fion to notice fome uieful produ^lion^ of 
his pen and grayer •j and his ap()oint>- 
mcnt under Government of Surveyor of 
the Roads for the General Po/l Office 
entitles him, undoubtedly, to much con- 
fidence. Of the credit that Mr. Gary- 
may have acquired by his former la- 
bours, we think ht need apprehend no 
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drmtAtttion tpcm the preftnt elaborate 
work. 

We are told, that it having been found 
ncccflary for official purpofes, that a 
Survey ihould be made ot all thp Mail 
Coach Routea &nd other principal Reads 
throughout the kingdom, Mr. Cary was 
appointed to perform the taik j and as 
this Survey included an a^ual Ad- 
mcafurement of upwards of 9000 miles, 
the accuracy of which was (according to 
ao Aft of Queen Anne) attcltcd upon ♦he 
oath* of thcTeveral 6urvc}-ors employed, 
it was deemed to be a work of too .much 
iitiljry to be withheld from the Public. 

We certainly agree in this opinion j 
and confider Mr. Cory as having very 
fairly vftd the advantage which his pe- 
culiar fituation afforded him ♦. He has 
not, however, confined his work to the 
mere objeft of his appointment. 

The mvthod hitherto ufed of de- 
fcribing the dillances of roads (at Icaft 
as far as has come to our knowledge) has 
beai rather indefinite : for example, in 
tracing the road from Hyde Park to 
Bagiliot, we have found the mca'urcment 
given to Kenlington, Haramcrfyijth, 
Brentford, &c. generally 5 without its 
being COD fidered, that the difference to 
the Traveller in paying his Poft may, in 
towns of ccaifiderabje length, be the turn 
of a mile againft him. In the Volume 
now before us, a precaution, certainly a 
ufeful one, has been obferved ; we mean 
that of giving the diftance from one 
ftationary objcS to another in miles and 
farlcngs : th\w ; from Hyde Park Corner 
the diftance is given to Kcnfington 
Church i thence to the Windlor Caltle 
Inn at Hammcrlmith ; thence to the 
Market Houfe at Brentford, &c. &c. by 
which method the Traveller is made ac- 
quainted with the prccife diftancc, and 
impofition may in many cafes be avoided. 

Attention tias a)fo been paid" in fo 
defcribing the roads that a traveller may 
Dot be led into any miftake by other 
turnpike roads breaking into that on 
Krhich his co^rfc lies 5 for wherever fuch 
inftances occur, wc find that the devious 
road is noticed, and its whole cci/rfe 
<ielcribcd. 

The Gentlemen's Seats pointed out in 
this, Volume exceed in number every 
record of the kmd that wc have before 
inctwith. This parti«ular may be ac- 
ccunted for, as well as its corred^nciV 
prefumed, from the mode in which the

On firft opening Mr. Cary's Book, f 
peculiarity ftruck U3 as too remarkable 
to pafs unnoticed. Reftrifled as oiir ex- 
curfions are, we do (bmetimes foot it a| 
far as Turnham Green or Kew j and our 
furprife was naturally excited, (knowing 
that, according to the mile-ftonts, the 
former place was five miles from London) - 
by finding Turnham Green fettled by- 
Mr. Cary at eight miles two furlongs. 
Perceiving on farther infpc6\ion that thii 
was no typographijCal erratum, we re* 
feiied for feme explication of the diffi- 
culty to the Pieface, where wc found th^ 
Iblution in the following words : ** It 
being judged preferable to give the mea- 
furement from one ftandard only, wc have 
chofen the General Poft Office for that 
purpofe. From this fpot we have di- 
re^ed the whole of our Meafurement on 
the Diie61. Roads, not only becaufe wc. 
have made \'o extenfive a furvey from 
t!;at point, but becaufe it is tntf molt 
centrical in the metropolis.'* 

The Meafuremcnts, which are given 
in Miles and Furlongs, are arranged i^ 
Columns, the firlt and fecond, giving thf 
diftance from one city, town, or village, 
to the next j the third and fourth, the 
total number of miles and furlongs firom 
the commencenvent of the Road«

On the whok, we think the prelent a 
work of prodigious labour, and of ob- 
vious utility.

It contains, how- 
ever, much enteitainmcnt and informa- 
.tion, and it is only to be lamented that 
the noble author was fatisfied vrith the 
rtiult of his firit eoquuies. 

^rhe contents of the Fourth Volume 
pre, {1) The Catalogue oi Engravers, 
with few if «Dy addiUors. (1) The 
Letter to ]thc Editor of Chattcrton* s

Walj>oIe affefts tg 
liave for the €hara£>er of an author*, 
withont the reputation of ^hich he wpul4 
kavc led but an inglorious life. " You 
know,** fays he, *< in England we read 
their works but feldonb, or never take 
sny notice of authors. We think them 
itiracientlv paid i^f their books fell, aji^d 
^f courfe leave them to their colleges and 
obleurity, bv which means yft are not 
troubled with their vanity and imperti- 
nence. In France they fpoil us, but that 
was no bufincfs of mine. I who am aii 
muthor mail own this conduct very fen- 
£ble ) for in truth we are a mod ufeJefs 
tribe/* To this illiberal conceit Mr. 
Hume very properly anfwcrs : «* I have 
m ftrong inclination to fay a few words 
in vindication both of mylelf and of my 
friends, venturing even to comprehend 
you in the number. What new prepoi- 



fcflion has feized you to beat in fo otit- 
rageous a manner your nurfes of Mount 
Helicon, and to join the outcry of the 
ignorant multitude againil fctence anci 
literature? For my part, I can karce 
acknowledge any other grounds of dif- 
tin6tion between one age and auother, 
between one nation and another, tha« 
their different progrels in learning anc} 
the arts. I do not fay between one maa 
and another; becaufe the qualities of th^ 
heart and temper, and natural underftand* 
ing, are nicit cfTential to the perfonai 
charaf>er ; but being, I fuppofe, almott 
equal among nations and ages, do not 
/jtrve to throw a peculiar lultre on any. 
You blame France for its fond admi« 
ration ot men of gen ins, and there may 
no doubt be, in ivarticular inlhinces, a 
gre^t ridicule in tnele alfeflations ; hut 
* the ftntiment in general was equally 
confpicuous in ancient Greece, in Rome 
during its flourifhing period, in modem 
Italy, and even perhaps in England about 
the brginning of this centuiy. If the 
cafe be now oiherwife, it is what wf arc 
to lament, and be alhamcd pf. Our 
enemies will only infer that we are a 
nation which was once at be(V but half 
civilized, and is now lelapfing faft intp 
barb^riAn, ignorance, and fuperftition. 

J beg you ^Hb to confider the great dif« 
crence, in point of morals, between un- 
cultivated and civilized ages. But I find 
I am launchjjng out intenfibly into an 
jmmenfe o^ean of common place ; I cut 
the rnatter thcfefore fhort by dedaiing 
it as my opinion, that if you had beea 
born a j^arbar^an, and had cverv day 
cooked your dinner of horfe fleSi by 
riding on it fifty miles between your 
breech and the fhoulder of your horie, 
you had certainly been an obliging, 
good naturcd, iriendlvman \ but at thf 
fame time, that reading, converfation,

what refcmblts Mrs. Manly's Atalanti*, 
Win probably be read with more avidity 
than any other part of thcfe Volumes. 
It contains the fecret hiitory ot three 
leigDs, and is made up of the fcandal of 
the Court during tt^ofe periods* At 
p. «87, Mr. Walpole fpeaks of Queen 
Aniie conftilting Bifliop Wilktns, who 
he calls the prophet ^ but that prelate 
died in the year 1672, and made ho pre- 
teniiofM to prophecy > the perl'on he is 
cdnfonoded with was Lloyd, fiifhop of ' 
Worceltcr, who Swilt, in a kttcr to 
Mrs. Dinglcy, dated iftjuly 1711, men- 
tions in the following terms : *♦ Yertcr* 
day the old Bifliop of Worcefter, who 
pretends to be a prophet, went to tlie 
Q^cen by appointment, to prove to her 
Xiajefty, out of Daniel and tiic Reve- 
lations, that four years hence there 
^mmld be a war of religion, that the 
King of France would be a prot,eftant, 
and fight on their fide j that tlie pope« 
dom would be delb*oyed, 8cc. He was 
then 90 years old. To the Rcminifcences 
foccced (5) Hieroglyphic Tales, which 
the Poftfcript fays are given for no more 
than their worth, being mere whimiical 
trifles, written chiefly for private enter-, 
tainment, and for private amufement. . 
Thefir are followed by MilcellaneoiTs 
Keces in Profe ; one of which is a ge- 
neral Critlcifm on Dr, Johnfon's writings, 
calcnlated only to injure the Critic's 
own cbarafler at a writer ) the relt are 
trifles unworthy of notice, as are the 
Mifctllancous Verfes. The remainder of 
the Volume is taken up with Letters be- 
tween Mr. Ricliard Welt and Mr. Wal- 
pole, between the years 1735 ^^ '74*- 

The Fifth Volume is entirely new, 
•i»d contains tlie c ^rrefpondence of the 
noble Author with Henry Seymour Con • 
way, from the year 1740 to 1795 j with 
Richard Bcntlcy, Efq. from the year 
2752 to 1756 J with Mr. Gray, from 
^7Sl^^ i7 58,andfome letters inanfwer; 
with John Chute, tfq. fioiu 1753 to 
1771 i with th« Earl of Strafford, from 
»755 to 1790 ; with Lady Mary Lepei 
lady fletvey, from 1758 to 17665 with 
the Cuuuttfs of Aylefoury, from 1760 to 



1779; ' with' Mi's. Hanftali' Mors, firon> 
1784. to 1796 5 an4 fome milcrllaneous 
letters to and from Voltaire, Monfieuf 
Elu de Boaumont» Mr. Brand of Here- 
fordlhirc, t>r. BerKenhout, Lady Ci-aveo, 
I>r. Gem, Mr. Malon, Mr. Pinkerton» 
Mr. Barrett, Mr. Belo«, Mr. Rofcoc^ 
and two anonymous ladies. 

Dr. Johnlon, fpeaking of Mr. Gray's 
Tra*rels, lays, «* he that reads his cpil"- 
tolarv narration wilhes that to travel, and 
tell nis travels, had been more of his 
employment :" and the reader f/f the 
letters to Mr. Bentley will feei rtie fanic 
fentimettt relpe^^ling Mr. Wafpole : 'it 
may be even extended further, to a wiflv" 
that to wiite letters in general had been 
more of his employnnvBt. Though evi- 
dently written with attention, they have 
the appearance of a carelefs eal'e which 
belongs to that .fpecics of compofitiont: 
they contain mucn wit, mnch pun, niuch 
anecdote, fbme icandal, fome political 
information, and fome political wilHonu 
An unbounded affe^ion for General' 
Conway and his family pervades all the 
letters to that Gentleman, and prove that 
the writer, as Dr. Johnlon fays of Gray, 
was a man likely to love much where he 
loved at all ; but that he was faftidious 
and hard to pleafe. The letters to Mrs. 
More affume a graver caft, in fome iti- 
ftances more becoming the age of tjie 
writer. In various parts we find opinions 
highly democratic, which fcem to have 
adhered to hijn until the horrors of the 
Fitnch UfurpatJ-»n ftiewed the dangcis of 
an unqualified popular Government, and 
in fome meafure changed his note. No 
religious impreHTions are difcoverable. 
The correfpondence, however, on the 
whole, will afford great cnterrainraent. 

This Edition is ijnpe;fecl, Irom the 
want of a Life of the Author, ami f»-om , 
the omiiTion of the Letters to the Whigs,- 
mentioned Vol. v. p. 292, which better 
defer ved preiervation than many pieces 
in the prelent Collection.

JL Biography, when foroe circuinfta«cet to mark the fpirit and maimera of tfafe 

of th« life of the l&diyidval kid to the timet i oa this principle wt felea the 
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^owbig cmfovs tntcdote m tlie cafe of 
the Earl of Csftlemtlti, who was tritd for 
fiigh Treaibn in the C^urt of Kinj$*t 
Bcoch, Trinity Term, %%d June i6S09 io 
tlie 3 id year of Charles the Second. 

The two evidedcet brought againft him 
on this trial were Dr. Titus Oatet and 
Mr. Dangerfield, both men of profligate 
charaAers ; but the latter fo ucordidlj 
io, that when be wat called upon as a 
witncfsy theprifoner (Lord Caftkmatn) 
venr jiiftly objeded i^nft him for the 
fDJlowine ita£m i ** That he was con- 
viSed ot felony $ that he brpke prifon, 
and was outlawed upon it $ and that he 
afterwards ftood in the pillory» and was 
burnt in the hand.^^ ' 

The Attorney General admitted all 
this i but in bar pleaded " That Mr. 
Dangerfield had bis Majefty*s free par- 
dooy and that feftored him.** 

The Lord Chief Juftice (Sir William 
Scroggs) obfenred upon this, «« That if 
a man were conviAed of perjury, he was 
periediy clear that no pardon will make 
mm a witnefs } becaufe it is to do the 
fiibjcft wrong : a pardon does not make 
a man an honeft man $ it takes off re- 
proaches, and the law is wife in that ; 
the law will not fuffer endlefs contumelies 
to be heaped upon men, nor to be called 
peijured nifcats, and fuch things ; it is 
onl^ to prefent upbraiding language, 
which tends to the breach of the peace. 
But in my opinion, if a man $ands con- 
. Tidied in Court for perjury, no pardon 
can ever make him a witnefs, and fet 
him upright again i but here we are 
upon a fingle ca(e, Whether a man that 
is itirmiin the band for felony^-^a pardon 
£an fit bim rights or no T In this I am 
doiibtail.'* 

A wi4e difcuffion af^er this took place 
between the Bench, the prii'oner's conn- 
61, and the Attorney General, about the 
admifiibility of this witnefs ; at laft Mr. 
Jnltice Raymond was difpatched by the 
JLord Chief Juftice to the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, to gather the opinion of the 
Judgas there upon this point. When 

{odgc Raymond had returned,, and de- 
ivered his report to the Chief Juliice, 
: the latter delivered their collective opinion 
in the following words i 

** I will tell you what my brethren's 
optttioDS are \ Mr. Juftice RaynK>nd hath 
piit it to them on both accounts. Tit. 
** That he was convifled of felony, an(i 
burnt in the hand for it— That he vras 
outlawed for felony, and hath a general 
.j«fdon5**^Thty therefore i'ay, thatih^ 



are ef opblon that a general pardoo 
^irould not reftofe him to be a witneft 
after an outlawry for felony, becaufe of 
the interefts the lCing*s fubjefls have of 
him 5 but then they fay ftirther. That 
when a roan comes to be burned in th^ 
hand, there they look upon that as amor^ 
gtneilal difcharge than the pardon alone 
would amount to, if he had not been 
burnt in the hand. On the whole, they 
lay. If he had been convi£led of felonv^ 
cmd not humtd in the band, the pardon 
nootdd not fet him upri^h^ : but being 
ConviQed, and burnt tn the hand, the 
burning fets him nprifbt, and he is lui 
admimbfe witnefs.** 

This being laid down as law, Danger- 
field was fwom, and gave in his evi- 
dence ; but the jury, not pretending \fi 
judge of tbefe very nice diflin&ions of 
iaWi feemed to pay very little credit to 
the teftimony of a man convicted of perl 
jur^, tbougb burnt in the band, and ac« 
quitted the prifoner. 

OLIVER CROMWELL. 

Though ambition was the pr^ominant 
feature of this great man*s chara^er ; 
vet, when this psSSion did not clafh with 
his own intereft, he had the honour and 
welfareofhis country at heart. Amongft 
other obje^s of this tendency was the 
reformation of the lamo, « We cannot 
mention the reformation of the law (faid 
he, in a converfation he had with Lieut. 
General Ludlow), but thele lawyers pre-' 
fently cry out, we defi^ to deftroy all 
'propriety ; whereas the law, as it is now 
conftituted, ferves only to maintain the 
lawyers, and to encourage the rich to 
opprefs the jpoor : there is Mr. Coke, 
the Juftice m Ireland (continues he) j 
that man, by proceeding in a furamary 
and expeditious way, determines more 
cauies in a week, than Weftmiiiltcr Hall 
in a year. Ireland is a clean paper in 
this particular, and capable of being 
governed by fuch laws as ihould be found 
moft agreeable to juftice, which may be 
fo impartially adminiftered as to be a 
good precedent for England^ where, when 
they once perceive property to be jvc- 
ferved at an eafy and cheap rate in Ire- 
land, they will never permit themfelves 
to be lb cheated and abufed as now they 
Hre.- 

The above was a refleflion thrown out 
in converlation J but on the eftablifhmeot ' 
of what is calM Bartbones* fartiament^ 
though it confifted of fome ignorant and 
ianaticai members (perhaps the better to 
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ieifff bi» torn. In 4hi« refpeA), thery wm 
t fchem^ &t on foot by Somt oJF tb* 
^clerereft men of thu i'mhM rff«rai tbt 
iyfbm of jurifpnidenct^ and » coipmittce 
appointed for a total rt viilon of the laws* 
Tne laiNrycra tpok fin at tbi« byfine&» 
«n4 ^fCtrttd, << Tbat the Farliarotot 
wanted to reduce the lawa of EoflaiMU 
vrhUh wM the fuarantee of all propertj^ 
accordiBf^ to tbe ftricknefB and model ^ 
fbe Mofaic ftandaid ; and Hunof » In bii 
abu(e of this Farliam^tt falU into tbe 
lame error, though the ia^ wa$ other- 
wif^, a» appears by the Parlianoeotary 
lltftory of thefe tunes. 

In the cour^ of the dehates on tblf 
i^bjeCli we there find it urged, «* That 
Ihe Coxurt of Chancery was the greatett 
ericvance of the whole nation } that fof 
^dilatorinefs, changeablenei's* and a faculty 
of bleeding the people in the purfe vein* 
even to their utter perilhing and de- 
ftru^ion, that Court might compare> if 
not furpafs, any Court in the world. It 
was then affinTled» and proved by people 
of worth and underftanding, that there 
.were depending in that Court twenty, 
three tboufand cau/es^ which had been 
depending from five to thirty five yean^ 
to the utter ruin of many famiiies. That 
hardly any {hip which failed in the fe^ of 
the law, but firft or laft put into tha( 
port ; and if they made any confiderabk . 
bay there, they fuffcred to much lofs^ 
that the remedy was worfe than the 
difeafe. — Paii, Hift* vol. ao. p. 19^. 

When the vote was earned •* for R 
new body, or model of the law,'* a com- 
mittee was cholen to that end, who had 
permiflion to call in to their afiiftance 
men of knowledge, and who had de- 
ferved well of their country, and they let 
apart every Friday in every week to pro- 
fecute this important buHnefs. 

The mode they took was^^reducing all 
the laws under their proper heads : bc« 
ginning with treafon, and then proceeding 
to murder, theft, and the various (ecu- 
rities of property, £?c. &c. But whiJft 
the intelligent part of the Houfe (fom>ed 
into a Committee) were thus laudably 
employed, the majority of the Houk 
(who, it muil be confefled, were compofed 
either of fanatics, or perfons ill initruAed 
ill the arts of Government,) tell into other 
irains of reformation, which not only 
rxpoled them to the derifion of the pub- 
lic^ but Cromwell bimftif began to be 
4iharued of tLeno, j Ite therefore fet his 



craaturM to work* to jpeHbtdc the lieftt 
** TbAt they eould b«of ao frrvicc to the 
li^ionr^ they hiftesod eheretbre to 
CrpiowcU, aloDji wkk Rovie their Speak- 
er, and bv a formal deed refigned back 
into his baada that (ufrene* authority 
which they hid fo lately received fironi 
-liiiB* 

Thus fell the tofonnation of the law 
fbrithat time, and pediapfy radically 
fpcaking* (or ever. That getat andgoed. 
man I«ord Soaiers had this objeft greatly 
at heart, and in tyoi vide a aiodoa in 
the Houie of Loids to oorreft fiune mo- 
ceedings ifk the Common Xmw and in 
Chancery* tbat were both dilatory and 
chargeable; and by thus endeavounng to 
asMbd the vocation which he bad adorned, 
ihewed himielf greatly fupersor to Ijtt)^ 
{tr^udifts { but ibo0 after fbtt he fell 
mto an ill Itate of health, wktch rendering 
him unfit for fu^ Vk aAive £mrioe, tl^ 
affair dropt. 

That the CoiMdOB Lair» the Court of 
Chancery, and Crown l^wa (partsoilariy 
the two laft) want reformation, tvtxf 
candid man out of the proMion (aitd 
fome in it^ readily allow \ yet earea thole 
feem to agh over the grievance* rather 
than attempt to remedy it » the unpro- 
feHTion^ n»en perhaps wak for the headt 
of the law to begm } but tht heads of 
th^ law, whether from hisvtog lb nucH 
bu(inefs of a profellional nature to mlnd» 
or from roingthrou^ lb nuKh drudgery 
before they get at fuch diftinguimed 
honours, don^t then chuie to be the diia* 

Eklators of their own profits, hithertQ 
ave iat fiknt. If this udutary reforma- 
tion is ever to be e&Aed, perlnfa it mu^ 
come from noen v^rJeU in the e^njlituii^nal 
laws of the cwntty^ who are not hufti #» 
tbe^iofiJSoH. The preliminary of thK 
great work will beft be Ihewn by th« 
ai^uments of found ienfe and general 
utility, independent of the nicetiea and 
fubtWties ot law } and when the p«iblt.<^ 
mind ia thuadrftwn o«t to tlJ^k properly 
on the fubjea, the ^p^^nttUdimkt^ 
and the psivmte im$erifii efiawwers^ ipnft 
give way. Mr. Fox» in defpig^t o£ the- 
nrlt legal opinions in Weftminfte^>haUa 
cai riecThis Libel Bill^V/hj i Becaaic it 
drew to its fupport fome of the beft abi- 
lities of both Houies } beeaule it had 
Jsffitce and ccmwtetrkfin^ for its ibttfida- 
tion, and fuch adviciitea «ttfi nit&nately 
prevail.

falie, Miiiiftcrs mtght have an opportu* 
iity of contradi<£Ung them* It, upon 
fiir)hercxaniinationand coofuitation with 
liis friends, he found tha^ it tould any 
wa^ be dose, be wQuld again trouble 
tbur X>ordihips upon the iUbjefl in the 
fliape of a motion. He alluded to the 
caic of Mri A. O'Connor, who, imme- 
<Uately upon his being honourably ac- 
qnittKl, was antfted by feme Bow.ftreet 
efirers io the Court ot Juftice itfelf, and 
that this was done under a warrant from 
UM Secretary of State, dated the i.%A of 
March iaft. As that Gentleman was in 
coiody at the time the warrant was 
«iitcd, it appeared to him a moft extraor« 
riinary proceeding, and one certainly ir* 
r^ttr, and that it might ferve as the 
loundatton of another pro&cption. 

The Lord Chancellor obicrved, that 
the obicrvations of the noble Lord wert 
certainly irregular. . From rcfpcft to the 
AobkLord, who was but a young l^m-' 
ber, he wotlld wiA kim to inquire more 
into tht fiibjca "Man he m»de his^mo- 
. Ifton, nd particularly before he racily 
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tirought forward wy diahge a|alnft . 
part of the A^lnuniftration. He ho[ 
the noble. Lord would paiile, od^ da)r at 
leaf!, and make himlclf . mafte^ of thtl 
fa^s } and U> fa): ftom finding ahy^mattcr 
of refle6(loh agaiilft the: noble $ccreUry 
of State, it would be found that not the 
leaft blame was imputable to himr ^ 

Upon the queftion for going into ^ 
Committee Upon thfe Treating Afti 

Lord Grenville obftrvcdj that he thotlgh^ 
the Aft could never be carried into exe- 
cution in its prefent (hape* He aflcrted 
the right of either Houfe to ititerfere in 
the Conditlition of the olBer, and Was 6i 
opinion that theBilU as now framed, wat 
calculated to produce much incoftve* 
nience. He particularly obje^^ed to 
creating a Committee of the Houfe df 
Commons into a Court of Criipinal Ju- 
dicature. Another gl-ound was, that he 
fhought the puriifliment much too ftvere 
to incapacitate a Gentleman f* the <*rho!e 
Parliament. Upon thofe grounds he 
fliould move that the Bill fhould be tcaA 
this day three months. 

The Duke of Norfolk wiftied that the 
Bill fliouid go into a Committee, that the 
law might not be uncertain lipoii the 
ibbjeft. . 

After a few woi*ds froiii Ae CbMt- 
cejlor, the motlod for committing It thii 
day three months was agreed to..

In the courft of thcfc proceedings was 
the committal* of the Armorial Bearings 
Duty Bill ; and Lord Walfingham hav- 
ing taken the chair, 

The EarJ of Kinndul ftated his dif- 
a|iprobation of certain parts of the Bill, 
and his apprehenfion that the mealiire 
would eventually ttrnd rather to injure 
thefc diftinftions of rank and ftation, 
^hicli fo happily fubfifted in this Coun- 
try. "It was not then his intention fo 
propofe any thing fpecific on the lubjeft, 
as he was aware of the effe6l of an al- 
teration made in the Bill at this period 
of the ieflion ; but in the next it was h^s 
intention to propofe fomethlng for carry- 
ing his ideas into effe^l j and he regueftcd 
tbe Houfe to bear in mind what he had 
then faid refpefting his boftility to the 
Bill. ^ 

Lord GrenvHIe diflfered in opinion 

from the noble 15arl. He entertained no 

^1 apprehenfions ef the e&As of Uie 



meafure^ He apprehended no danger Itf 
thefe gradations of rank and Nation, 
which exifted fo happily in this country, 
arid %6ntri|trtei^ fo- .ibuch to its prof- 
perity. The" Bill came to their. Lord - 
ihlps from the other Houfe of Parliament ; 
it j^ras likely, t^^ be a produ6five fburcf 
df reyenue. He faw.no Itrious objeftion 
to the Bill's pafling. 

The BUI tb«& ;paffcd' the Committee 
wkbocrt -^ farther obfervation, and the 
Houfe refuming, ordered it to be re- 
ported. . 

The fectond reading of the Bill for re- 
gulating the number of Holidays to be 
allowed to the [Clerks in certain Public 
Offices, being Ilkewilc among the Orders 
of the Day, the Bilf was read a fccon*} 
time, and on the queftion for its commit- 
inent being put, . 

The Bilhop of Rochefter i^fe to ex- 
prcis his decided >dirapprobattop of xhc 
meafute. He had hoped the ohjeftions 
on the face of the Bill were fufficient to 
induce their Loidftips to confign it td 
e?erla(^ing refts But now it wai at- 
tempted' to be piiflied on, he deemed it 
. his duty to (fome forward and oppofe 'it. 
If the provifions of the Bill only went to 
enforce the perfonal attendance of. the 
Officers and Clerks, hfe fhouW have no 
objeftion io it.* But the knocking off 
fuch a number of Holidays was not fo 
innocent a meafpre as the'firaoicrs of the 
Bill might, have fuppofed. The HoU- 
days in queftion were of two forts — Firl^, 
thofeenafted by Parliament in the 6tb 
of Edward the Sixth ; and fecondly, 
thofe eftabliftied by ufage, ns thofe tft 
compliment to the Royal Family, and 
other occafions, ; Of the Religious Holi- 
days, befides Sunday, ottly three were left 
untouched. More refpcft in this in- 
ftance was paid to thole Holidays of 
ufage. — But he hoped the Houle would 
confider the importance cf the mea lure, . 
and paufe before they proceeded to carry 
it into effefV. 

The Lord Chancellor obferved, that 
though he -acquiefced. in much of what 
fetl from thfe Rev. Prelate, yet he cbuld 
not gb with him to the extent of reje6^ing 
the Bill. He was ready to confefs tfcc 
Bill In queltion hivolved a very ferious 
and weighty confideration, and the Houfe 
'fhould be cautious in adopting it to the 
full extent. It, however, contained many 
, wholefome reg^latidns, particularly thofe . 
which went to correft the abufe of em- 
ploying deputies.. At any rate he con* 
ceived it proper that the Bill fhould g*

The Earl of Liverpool roic and toolt 
a general view of the inconveniences and 
p-icvtinccs under whUh that defcriptioa 
of commercial men, who applied to tlic 
t^iflatore for this Bill, laboured under 
thc^ prefent regulations. * He ftated the 
Tarious fteps which the oarties had talj-en 
In order to remove tholc inconveniences, 
which all proved inelHcacious, and they 
found thfcmfclvcs conltrained to have re- 
couric to the jntcrfcrciKe of the Legifla- 
tnfc. In this. part of his fpeicch, his 
J-ordihip defcribcd generally the nature 
«f the two Afls which had been obtained 
for the regulation of the points in quef- 
ticn, namely, ihoie of the 7lh of the late, 
and 26th of the prefent King, Still fur- 
tbcr provisions were necelfary. He then 
■adverted to the very refpeftable charafters 
of the perfons who pnncipally promoted 
the meafure, and who, according to every 
conftruftion they could put upon the 
exifting laws, were decidedly of opinion 
that foi'ther IfgiHative provifions were 
neceflary. He pointed out the unfa- 
vourable circumftances under which the 
^ip Owners were now placed, and the 
gieat weight of refponfibility laid upon 
them. He kfiew feveral of the leading 
^nen in this important branch of com- 
merce, two' particularly, who declared 
they muft withdraw fronii it, and fell 
their properties therein, if not relieved 
1>y Parliament. * Surely the Houfe could 
Ao^ think of placing the Sliip Owners on 
llie lame (w^ting with Cairiers* The 



laws of Ho/Iand and otlicr foreign marit^' 
time countries were far more ^vourablc; 
to the Ship Owneirs thaiT thofe.of Greatj* 
Britain would he, even if the Bill Hiouid 
pafs. . Under thefe imprefEons, as well 
as in coniequence of the various appli-; 
cations that were made to him, he deemed 
it his duty to move, « Tiiat the Bill be' 
now read a fecond time . ' * ' 

Lord Thurlow objected to the further, 
progrefs of thu Bill. The cflcntlal p^t 
of the quell ion lay, he objfcrved, in a 
narrow compal's, and rcfpe£led fimply aa 
alteration in the Bilk ot X'ading. The 
queftion fliould not he redded folely in 
a commercial point of vi^ew j the great 
political lecurity and defence of the Na^ 
tion .were involved in it.^ With refpe^jb 
to the idea of diflference between the 
Ship Owners and the Carriers, they were 
in a great degree aifimilated by the two 
AS\s already made on this fubje^, though 
the latter cprtainly were not held liable 
to the full extent. He conUnded. that 
the provifions of the exiiting law were 
fidljy adequate to the removal of cv&r'y 
thing complained of; and under them, 
in this xaip, every thing now, defired 
co^uld be obtained. He alluded princi* 
pally to ipecific contrails between the 
parties. If the Bill could be amelio- 
rated fb as to anfwer any good purpofe, 
or be freed from any of the weighty ob- 
je^ions againd it, he would be fur its 
going to a Committee ; ' but thcic hr 
thought imprafticable, and would there- 
fore lay I^yjt Conttnt to the noble Earl*f 
motion. 

The Lord Chancellctr alfo oppofed the 
Bill. His chief ground of holtility to ic 
proceeded from an apprehenfion of itf 
tending to fubvert the eitablifhed and 
falutary principles of the Common Law. 
l^ecurring to the particulai' queftion be- 
fore the Houle, he obfervcd, that under 
the prefent regulations the Ship Owners 
were not held refponfible to the full ex- 
tent. They were undoubtedly bound 
for all accidents, but were exempted from 
thole which arofe in confequence of tho 
difpenfations of Providence, and from 
thole which miglit proceed frooB the 
enemies of the country. This was the 
long and eftablifhed principle of the 
Common Law, applying to this fubjefl ; 
and that it wa# iully adequate to all the 
ends propofed, was to be learnt from the 
higheft Law Authorities. Lord Halct 
Chief Jutticcs Holt and Lee, and Lord 
Mansfield ) .and no barrifter or attorney 
who unJerftood the "profeflion could en- 
tertain any doubt upon the point.

MY LORD, 

I HAVE the honour to report to 
your Lordfliip^ that in confcqucnce of 
information which I received early yef- 
tcrday mornir;^ of an intended infur- 
rcdlion in the county of Antrim, having 
for its firft objeft the fcizure of the 
Magiftrates, who were to aflemble that 
day in the town of Antrim, I appre- 
hended feveral pcrfons in Bclfaft. I 
did not receive the intelligence early 
enough to prevent the infurgents from 
taking poffetflon of Antrim, and 1 am 
not therefore acquainted wi(h their firft 
proceedings there, but I prevented many 
Magiftrates from leaving Belfaft 5 and 
irrany others, being officers of yeomanry 
on permanent duty, dtd not attend the 
meeting. I ordered the 64th regiment, 
and light battalion, and 100 of the sad 
light dragoons, under Colonel Clavering, 
and Lieutenant-Colonel Lumley, with 
two 5I inch howitzer?, and two cur- 
ricle fix pounders, to prcceed wtth the 
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wnoft difpatch through Liiburn to 
Ancrim ; 1 alfo ordered from the gar- 
rifoQ 250 of the Monaghan militia , 
with Lieutenaot-Colonel Ker, and 50 
of the aid dragoons, together with the 
Beifaft yeomanry cavalry, with Major 
Smith, to proceed under the command 
of Coloael Oorham, with two curricle 
fix pounders, through Carmuney and 
Tempatrick to Antrimy to co- operate 
with the other detachment. The dra* 
200Q8 under Lieutenant-Colonel Lum- 
ley, havine made the attack upon the 
town, without waiting for the light 
battalion, were fired upon from the 
windows of the houfes, and were con- 
fequentiy obliged to retreat, with the 
luu of, 1 am forry to add, three officers 
of tha: excellent regiment, killed and 
wounded, and the two curricle fix 
pounden. Colonel Clavering, on his 
arrtrai near Antrim, finding the^ rebels 
pouring into that town in great force, 
▼ery judicioufly took poft on a hill on 
the Liiburn fide, and reported his fitu- 
mion to M. General Goldie. Irt the 
mean time Colonel Durham* with his 
whole detachment, proceeded to within 
half a mile oi Antrim, and after a can« 
nonade of half an hour, drove the in- 
furgents completely out of the town, 
snd retook the two curricle guns, to- 
gecfa^ with one brafs fix pounder, very 
badly mounted, of which it feems the 
rebels bad two, fuppofed to have been 
fAuggled cqt of Beifaft. The Colonel 
then proceeded, without the lofs of a 
fingle man, through the town (which, 
for obvious reafons, fuffered much) to 
Shane's Cafile and Randleftown, in 
which direftion the principal part of 
the rebels fled. He remains there ftiU 
l«r orders from me. Lord O'Neil, I 
an lorry <o fay, isdangeroufly wounded* 
L wnH a im - Colonel Leilie, of the

FmeiWw, reports to me from Carrick- 
fcrgiMf that Lieutenant Small, with a 
Ji uti i m ent of twenty men of that 
Mrp^ is the barrack at Larne, defended 
tliemlalves moft gallantly againft the 
attack of a numerous body, and main* 
rained their pofls, with the lofs of two 
killed and three wounded, including 
the Lieutenant. I have ordered them 
into head-quarters at Carrickfergus. 
The Glenarm yeomanry (fixty ftrong) 
being alfo threatened by an attack, in 
the coiirfe of the day took pofieifion 
of Glenarhi Caftle, where they will 
maintain thcmfelves, if polfible. Bri- 
gadier-General Knox, having heard of 
a party of the Toomt yeomanry being 



made prifoners by the infurgents, fcnt 
to me very early this morning to offer 
to march, by Toome-bridge, into the 
county of Antrim ; which I have de- 
fired' him to do, in order to liberate 
ColonU Durham's detachment, and en* 
able them to crofs the country on their 
return to Beifaft. 

Although the infurreftion has been 
pretty general in the county, I do not 
find they had much fuccefs i but I have 
not received, as yet, any reports from 
Ballycaftle, Ballymena, Ballymoney, 
PortglenVe, and other places in the 
Northern parts, in which yeomanry are 
Rationed. As my information led to a 
general rifing in the county of Down, 
I have been obliged to call in all the 
fmall detachments of the York fencibles 
to Newton Ardes. Colonel Stapleton 
has every thing in readinefs to move at 
a moment's warning. The yeomanry 
are all on permanent duty throughout 
the counties of Down and Antrim ; and 
I have diftributed arms to 140 loyal men 
in Belfa(\, who will be attached to the 
Monaghan and Fifeihire regiments, and 
thereby become very ufeful. Offers of 
fervice are very numerous. 

I cannot clofe this letter without ex- 
prefling to your Lordfliip my entire ap* 
probation of the conduct of the troops 
of all defcriptions in this part of the 
Northern diftri6t. Their zeal and at- 
tention to their duties cannot be fur- 
paffed, and 1 truft that, when occafion 
offers, they will a£t in that concert 
which is fo much to be wifiied for in 
military fervice. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Lumley, I am afraid, is badly wounded 
in the leg ; Cornet Dunn is killed ; and 
Lieutenant Murphy (lightly wounded ; 
all of the 22d dragoons. I underftand, 
but not officially, that fome yeomanry* 
from Lord Hertford's eftate (I believe 
the Derriaghy) were with the dr^oons 
when they made the unfuccefsful attack 
on Antrim, and they retired to Antrim 
Cattle, where they were relieved by 
Colonel Durham. Colonel Durham 
deferves my warmeft praife for his ju- 
dicious and fpirited condu6^, He fpcaks 
in high terms of the detachment under 
htm, and particulariv the Monaghan 
militia. The Rev. Steele Diokfou was 
taken up the night befoce laft, and fcnt 
prifoner here, where he will be con- 
fined in a place of fafety, as well as 
many others, whom it is now necvffary 
to apprehend. Your Lordlhip m»y de« 
pend upon my individual exertions in 
this uuplealanc coateit j and, as I am 
I a ^ c aoi/ 
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ably fupported, I make no doubt that 
we iball prevent the rebels from gaining 
any advantages, and ultimately oblige 
tbem to return to their.allegiancc. I 
iball write again to-morrow, fhould any 
material event occur.

[A Difpatch from Earl Camden to the 
Duke • of Portland inclofcs the fol- 
lowing Letter from Maj.

Arklow^ June 20, 
Halfpafi Five, AM. 

About three o'clock P. M. yefter- 
day, the rebel army prefented itfelf at 
jny out-poft in very great numbers. 

They approached from Coolgrexny 
Road, and along the Sand hills on the 
ihore, in two immenfe columns, while 
the whole of the inurmediate fpace 
embracing my entire front was crouded 
by a rabble, armed with pikes and fire 
arms, and beariiiig down on me without 
any regular order. ' The potiticn I had 
Chofen was a v^y ftrong one in front 
of the barrack. ' As foon as the enemy 
approached within* a fhort didance, we 
opened a heavy fire of grape, which 
did as much execution a^ itoxn the 
nature of the ground and the ftrong 
fences of which they poiTeFed them- 
ielves, could have been expected. This 
iontmued incelTantly from fix until half 
pad eight o^clock, when the enemy de- 
eded from their attack, and fled in 
diforder On every fide. The numbers 
killed have not been afcertained. Out 
loTs is inconfiderable, and no officer is 
wounded. A principal leader is among 
the (lain. 

Colonel Sir W- W. Wynne, with 
ibme of ihe 4th dragoon guards and 5th 
dragoops,^ and p&ct w his own regiment, 
^od chc yeomanry, charged the rebels 
moft* gallantly, i and routed a ilrong 
^umn of them attempting to gain the 



town by the beach. Colonel Maxwell 
offered his fervices to burn fome boufei 
in hit front, near the end of the a6tion| 
and effc^ed it mod handfomely and 
without iofs. Colonel Skerrott, of the 
Durham fencibies, on whom the brunt 
of the action fell, a^ed in the mofk 
fpirited and determined manner, as did 
alfo Colonel 0*Hara, who commanded 
the Antrin>, and covered the road oit 
my right. The coolnefs and good con* 
dii6l of Colonel Cope, of the Armagh, 
does him infinite credit, and it u with 
the«mofl real fatisfa^tion I add^ that the 
zeal and fpirited condu£t of the yeo* 
manry corps were every thing I could

Blaris with a part of the Argyle fen* 
cibles, 30 cavalry, and fome yeomanryt 
arrived at Ballynahinch as the rebels 
were beginning to colltdJ^.

I HAVE the honour to acquaint 
your Grace, that intelligence arrived 
this day from Maj. Gen. Nugent, ftating 
that on the nth inft. he had marched 
againil a large body of rebels, who 
were poiledat Saintheld. They retired 
on his approach to a ftrong pofition oc 
the Saintheld fide of Ballynahinch, and * 
there made a Ihcw of refiitance, and 
endeavoured to turn his left flank ; but 
Lieut. Col. Stewart arriving from Down 
with a pretty confiderabic force of in- 
fantry, cavalry, and yeomanry, /thef 
foon defil^ed, and retired to a very 
ilrong podrion behind Ballynahinch. 

General Nugent attacked them tha 
next morning at three o*clock, having 
occupied two hills on the left and rij^hc 
of the sown, to prevent the rebels from 
having any other choice than the moun- 
tains in their rear for their retreat ; he 
(cnt Lieut. Col. Stewart to poft himfelf 
with part of the Argyle fcncibles, an4 
fome yeomanry, as well as a detach* 
mci^t of the ^ad light dragoons, in a 

cfituatioft 
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Ifrtnation from which he conM enfiUde 
tl»« rebel line, whilft Co). Leflie, with 
part of I he Monaghao militia, fooie €«• 
^alry, ftnd yeomanry infantry, ihould 
make an i.ttacK upon their front.' Hav- 
kig two howitzers and fix 6 pounders 
Willi the twd detachments, the Major- 
Gcneraiwas enabled to annoy them very 
iDtich from dift'crent parts of his pofition. 
The rebels attacked impetuoufly CoL 
Leilie*s detachment, and even jumped 
into thf road from the Earl of Mjira's 
demefoe, to endeavour tu take one of 
ft» guns, but they were repulfcd with 
daughter. Lieut. CoL Stewart's de- 
tachment was attacked by ,them with 
tbe fame a6tivity, but he repuifed them 
alfo ; and the fire from his howitzer 
and fix pounder foon obliged them to fiy 
in all dire^ions. Their force was, on 
the evening of the izth, near 5000 ; but 
at many pcrfons are prcflcd into their 
fervice, and almoft entirely unarmed, 
she General docs not fuppofc that on 
the morning of the engagement their 
numbers were fo coufidcrablc. 

About four hundred rebels were 
killed in the attack and retreat, and 
the remainder were difperfed all over 
ike country. Parts of the towns of 
SiintBeld and Ballynaliinch were burnt. 
idaj« Gen. Nugent Hates, that both 
officers and men deferve the greateft 
praife for their zeal and alacrity on this 
as well as on all occaiions ; but he par- 
ticularly expreflcs his obli<;ations to 
Lieut. Col. Stewart, for his advice and 
alfiftance throughout the bulinefs, and 
to Col, Leflie for his readinefs to volun* 
tcerthe duty at all times. The ^eo- 
naory behaved with extreme fteadinefs 
aad bravery. Three or four green 
colours were taken, and 6 one pounders, 
9ut mounted, but which the rebels fired 
▼ery often, and a confiderable <{uantity 
of ammunition. Their Chief was 
Munro, a fhop keeper of LiA>urn. 

Maj. Gen. Nugent regrets the lofs of 
Capt, Evatt, of the Monaghan militia ; 
Lieutenant Ellis of the fame regiment 
was wounded i the lofs of rank and file 
tvas five killed and fourteen wounded. 
Several of the yeoman infantry were 
killed or wounded. 

The Major- General expreflet his ac- 
knowledgments to Lieut. Col. Peacock, 
and Major of Brigade Macbinnon, who 
were of the greateft ferrice. 

The Portafcrry yeomanry, on tbe 
sith ind. under the command of Capt. 
Matthews, made a moil gallant defence 
agtinft a Urge body of the rebels who 



attacked the town of Portaferry, the 
yeomanry havine taken pofleffion of the 
market houfe, from which poft they 
rc-pulfed the rebels, who left behind 
thiem above forty dead; maity more 
were carried off. Capt. Hopkins, of a 
revenue cruizer, brought his guns to 
bear on the town, and was of great im* 
portance in defending it<. 

Advices from Maj. Gen. Sir Cbarlea 
Afgill, dated from ICilkenny the iitth 
iaftant, ftate, that on tbe evening of the 
iitn, having heard that a large body of 
the rebels had marched from the county 
of Wexford againft Barris, under the 
command of Mr. Bageoal Harvey, and 
were burning the town, he proceeded* 
to its relief with 400 men, but the rcbcta 
had fled before he could arrive. 

They had attacked Mr. Kavenagh*s 
houic, in which were twtnty-nine m^a 
of the Donegal militia, who, |kotwith<T 
(landing the inceifant fire kept up oa 
them for fume hours, defended them, 
felves in the rood gallant manner* and 
killed feveral of the rebels. Nothing 
could furpafs the determined bravery" 
of thofe few men. 

The rcbeh effcd^cd their efcape intoi 
the county ut Wexford. 

A letter received by Lieut. Gen. 
Lake from Maj. Geli. Johnfoo, dited 
the i3tU inft. at New Rofs, ftates, that 
having received ii\formatton that the 
rebels had fitted out feveral boats and 
other craft for the purpofe of «ffe^ing 
their efcape, he had ienc Lieut. Hill» 
with fuch armed vefleU as could btt 
fpared from Fcthard, where they wore 
collected, with orders to deftroy the 
whole; which Lieut. Hill effe£tc/w(tli 
his ufual fpirir, and without lofs*

fallen in with a hundred of the Rebels,

Lieut, Co!. Stewart, of the Fifth 
Dra£oon$t having been detached to 
Profpcrous on the eve nine of the 19th 
inft. found a body of Rebels pofted on a 
hill on the left of the town, which fled 
into the neighbouring bog on his ap- 
nroach. His advanced guard having 
Dcen fired upon, as he approached, 
from the town, he brought two curricle 
fruns to bear upon it, and fct fire to part 
of the town. Much cattle was left 
behind by the Rebels, which they bad 
pinned up near the mefs room of the 
barracks, together with many pikes and 
drums. Eight of the Rebels were killed. 

Yeflerday morning a detachment from 
Mount Kennedy, under command of 
Lieot. M*Lann, of the Reay Fenciblet, 
sod Lieut. Gere, of the' Mount Ken. 
redy Cavalry, attacked a body of near 
three hundred Rebels, near Ballinarufh. 
—The fire commenced from the Rebels, 
who were pofled behind a hedge on the 
top of a commanding hill. After an 
engagement of about twenty minutes, 
ibey gave way in every quarter, leaving 
twenty dead behind them. 

It appears by letters from - Cork,

StR, 

I EMBRACE the very firft oppor- 
tunity of informing you, that on rhc 
2»d of laft month I came to the refo- 
lution of immediately cvacuaiini; the 
towns of Port-au-Prince and St Marc'*, 
with their dependencies, together with 
the pariOi of Arcaliaye; and it is now 
with great plcafurc I have the honour 
of acquainting you, that this me^furc 
has been carried into complete eff*e^ 
without the fmallcft lofs of any kind, 
and in a manner I flatter myfcl', to give 1 
perfe^ fatisfa^tion, as far as, under the 
circumftances, it was pofFiblc, to all 
the French inhabitants and planter^ 
whether thefe chofc to follow' the for- 
tune of his MajcHy's arms, or to re- 
main in the part of the Colony about to 
be evacu!)ted. 

In confidering the modes of effe6Viog 
thir very dilEcult but important obje^^ 
there feemed to me but two in any de« 
grec practicable; the one, to withdraw 
the fm-:!! Britifh force, and fuch of the 
Colonial troops as it was immediately 
poffible to induce to go with us, in n 
precipitate manner, after blowing up 
the forts ; the other, to ftate fairly my 
determination, and. ailing as events oc- 
curred, to endeavour, in a deliberate 
way, to withdraw the whole of our 
flores and force, and at the fame time to 
attempt to obtain fomc terms for the 
numerous inhabitants, v/ho, either from 
neccllity or choice, wifhed to remain. 

The firft of thefe meafures feemtd 
to me (however fafc to the Britifh) to 
be fo pcjfedily contrary to the I'piric 
of generofity and liberality which has 
ever avtuated the Biitifh Nation, and 
fo certain of being attended with im- 
mediate and ihocking fcenes of blood* 

gitizedbyG00gl^«^ 
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Jhed among the inhabitants, whofe na- 
tural impetuofity of chara^er would be 
cncreafed by contending paffions, de- 
luded hopes, and different interefts, 
that I detcrmtned at once to fet it 
»Ade; and 1 begun the 23d ultimo, 
in ccnfequence of adopting fhe fecend, 
to embark the hea,vy (lores* of e^ery 
defcription ; Hating my full determina- 
tion to all the parties concerned, and 
fending at the fame time a Flag of 
Truce to General Touffaint L'Ouver- 
ture, at Gonaives, to acquaint him 
ivith my rcfolution, and leaving to hit 
option, either to obtain the pofleffions we 
cvecuaied in a ftate of ruin, or itt nfiate 
#/ perffB ordety ppovided he would 
guarantee, in a folemn manner, the 
lives and properties of fuch perfons as 
chofe to remain. 

. Gen. Touffaint immediately agreed 
to the laft propofition, and fent to Port* 
au-I^rince on the 28th inft. a confi- 
dential Offiter, who, having met Lieut. 
Col. Nightingall, Deputy Adjutant 
General, on my part, on the 3oih of 
April the accompanyirg Agreement 
was mutually exchanged and ratified by 
both parties. 

Tne ftipulation in favour of the 
inhabitants and planters afforded them 
the only fecurity in my power to obtain,' 
and with which they were fo entirely 
fatisfied, that although at firft they haci 
iinivcrfally rcfolved to follow the King's 
forces; yet, upon hearing of this agree- 
ment in their favour, many of them 
tvho had actually embarked' relandcd ^ 
and I think I may fafely affure you, 
there are not ten rich proprietors who 
have, 4jltimatelyi upon this occafion 
quitted their properties. 

By the 6th inil. the whole of the 
heavy Britilh ftores of every defcription 
being embarked, and all the French 
brafs guns and mortars, with fuch of the 
*inhabitants as voluntarily wiflied to go, 
and all the merchandize belonging to 
Britiih merchants, 1 ordered the parifli 
of L'Arcahaye to be evacuated, which 
was accordingly done the 7th at noon* 
The 8th, at two oVlock in the morning, 
I withdrew the whole of the force from 
Port-au Prince, and embarked it at 
Fort Bizoton, and on the 9th, in the 
morning, the whole fleet failed to its 
different deftinations. 

I have not heard from Col. Grant, 
who commanded at St. Marc's, but I 
have every reafun to believe he eva- 
cuated that place on the 61 h or 7th of 
this month, and I entertain no doubt 



but that he Is now at the Mole, whtrc t * 
ordered him to proceed with his ganrtfon^ 

You will readily believe, tkat oia 
fuch an occafion much military pre^ 
caution, and much exertion in all the 
departments muft have been neceffary^ 
as well for the honour and fecurity of 
his Majefty's arms, as to enable ine to 
move off within a reafonable period. \ 

Of the condu6^' of the Officers an^ 
men of his Majefty's Britilh ajid Co- 
lonial forces, I have nothing to fay, but 
what tends infinitelv to their credit. 

To the Heads of departments I feel 
myfelf extremely indebted for the zenL 
and activity with which they feconded 
my wilhcs, moft particularly to Lieu- 
tenants-Colonels Nightingall and Little- 
hales, Deputies Adjutant and Quarter- 
Mafler Generals ; and to Capt. Spicer» 
commanding the Royal Artillery 5 no^ 
can 1 here omit doing myfelf the 
pleafure of fienifying to you what very- 
effential aid 1 have received from th« 
zeal and intelligence of Mr. Wigglef- 
worth, his Majcfty's Commiuary Ge- 
neral. 

To the Royal Navy I am under 
every obligation for their cordial aflift- 
ance throughout the whole of this fer* 
vice ; to Captains Couchet and Ogilvie 
of his Majefly*s jhips Abergavenny and 
Thunderer, it is principally owing that 
I was enabled to carry my wiihes into 
early effc6t< 

. Lieutenant Young, of the Navy^, 
thief Agent of Tranfports, conduced 
himfelf in the execution of this arduous 
talk in fuch a manner that I fhould 
neglect a very material, though pleafant 
part of my duty, were I not tofeize thia 
opportunity to recommend him in the 
flrongeft manner to your notice. He 
is a very old officer, but his length of 
fervices has neither impaired his zeal, 
or diniinilhed his activity.

On the i^th, in the evening, there 
was a grand fupper in the Ouden Doole 
(a tavern) where moft of the officers of 
the garrifon were prefent, with General 
Daendels at their head. There were alfo 
fome, Commiflariet belonging to the for* 
mer Government and ancient Corpora- 
tions. A paper was here produced for 
the fignature of thofe preient, of which 
the principal purport was, that the Le« 
giilative A&mblies fliould leave their 
poft. Several arrefts took place on the 
iame night. 

On the followinir morning the Legif- 
iative Aflembly decUued their fittings 
permanent, and procured the alfifhtnce of 
fk^t companies of infantry and a detach- 
ment of cavahry. In the afternoon, at 
^vt o'clock, General Daendels, at the 
head of three companies of infimtry, went 
to the department of war, and afterwards 
to the hotel of Amfterdam, with intent 
to arreft the Executive DireAors, who 
were fuppo(cd to be fitting there. He 
only took Cititen Van Lancen, who was 
fent into confinement at Woerden. Se- 
veral other perfons made their efcape, and 
are fuppofed to be gone to Paris. Two 
DireAors accepted their difmiflion. At 
this moment the French Minifter Dela- 
cit)ix, who, it is fuppofed, had been in- 
rited to dine there, amved, whoexprefTed 
ereat difpleafure agatnft General Daen* 
dels, who anfwered him in a few wordsf 
and then ordered one of his foldiers, for 
the (afety of the Ambaflador, to conduft 
him, with a drawn fabre, to his houh 
General Daendels, thereupon, at the head 
of a large detachment of cavalry and 
infantry, marched to Binnen Hof, where 
he tooK pofl at the Grenadier's Gate, and 
fent Commiflioner Dury with a mef&ge 
to the refpedive Executive Departments, 
which meflage is faid to puq>ort, that 
they fliould difiblve themrelves. Five 
companies next marched from the Binnen 
Hofto the Plain, and drew up under the 
order of General Daendels. Some pcr« 
fons, who were arrefted in the firfl in- 
ftance, have been liberated \ but (icveral 
people who were in office, are ftill under 
a guard at their houfes. It it fidd that 
thofe will remain in office provifionally 
who did not approve of fome of the lata 
meafures, particularly of what happened 
on the 4th of May kft \ and that M«

Her conftitution 
o^ight to have obliged her to obferve a 
ftri^l neutrality, but ihe alvtrays a61ed in 
favour of the enemies of France. The 
French, yrho were friends to liberty at 
Malta, were iU treated and coniined. 

'* In a manifeftoof the lothOft. 179J, 
the Grand Mafter declared that the ports 
of the Iflandfhould be ihut againlt French 
veffeU, and that be ihould i^cognize the 
AmbalTador but as a Charg6 d*Afi*aire8 
of the King, without faying any thing 
of the Republic ; he declared he could 
npt, nor would not liecognize it. 

«*. On the ^th of June, of the prcfcnt 
year, a reqbeft was made by the French 
General for water, which was refufed by 
the Grand Mafter, Who declared ironi- 
cally, that he could not admit but two 
ibips into the port.— Dared he thus in* 
iult a French army, commanded by Buo- 
naparte,^ (ay the Dircftory ?

only about loo millions had been re- 
covered ; and this is the middle of the 
tenth month of the year ! 

There is a deficiency of 6i millions, 
or one tenth of the necefiary 616 millions ! 
Duties upon fix articles have been pro- 
posed, which will cover only one third of 
this deficiency. Such is the melancholy 
ftate of the finances of the French Re- 
public ! 

M. TALLEYRAND'S jytTIFICATlON. 

The French Journals having at firft 
in vain attempted to conteft the authen- 
ticity of the lately publiOied correfpond- 
ence between the agents of the French 
PJreftory and the Anncrican Envoys, have 
at lengtn found themfclves obliged to 
pve up that point, and to acknowledge 



its authenticity. They confider the pub- 
lication of thefc papers, however, as a 
wanton inflUt offered by the Americai^ 
Government to the French Republic, pm 
the fuggeftion of Great Britain ; as if alL 
the extraordinary proceedings of the Di- 
re^ory againtt America, fo ijprcibly ex*» 
pofed in the work of ^r. Harper, did not 
naturally lead to the ftill more exrr^^r- *, 
dinary proceedings' jrcntioned ^n the cor-rV 
refpondcnccj and as if the conduA of 
the French agents, throughout the whok 
of the above fecret negociation, did not 
perfe<?lly correfpond with the ipirit of the 
Government. Moreover, Europe has, 
long been accuftomcd to the moltim-. 
pudent language, and the moit infulting^. 
behaviour, on the part of the Direiilory. 

It would be a taHc equally Ailelefs and- 
faftidious to fellow M. Talleyrand in all- 
his turnings and windings ; all that can • 
be faid, has b<jen laid by Mr. Harper 5 . 
whatever therefore we could offer on thi» » 
fubjeft, would be a mere repetition of hit • 
remarks. Befides, ^& the whole purport 
of the aufwer on the correfpondence is m 
pompous diiblay of the good faith (hewn 
by the Direttory in all its treaties With 
foreign powers, what could we fay more *' 
than what is generally known, to prove, 
that its conduct is conftantly the,v^ry 
reverfe of its fpeechcs j that it infults 
thofe who are beyond its reach ; that it 
cnilhes the weak who can oppofe no re» - 
fiflance ; corrupts all the fources of roo» 
rallty and religion $ tears afunder all * 
bonds of fociai life, and thus fpreadt 
anarchy and defolation far and wide. Ita 
emiflaries having failed in their attempts 
to intereft the mafs of the American 
people in favour of France, M, Talley* 
rand now inveighs againft the Repre* 
fentatives of that people. But in Ame» 
rica, as in England, the Icurrilities of

When called npon to anfw^r why the 
iemen<;e of the law (hould not be pafled 
upon them,' the eldeft brother, Henry, ad* 
drefled the Court in a few, but exprefllv^ 
words i praying that the time for the 
txecution of his fentenpe might be pro- 
loneed. After whieh his brother, John, 
ipokc in a moft imprefiive m>mner j de- 
daring, that it waf not for the purpofe 
of impeaching the teftimony of the perfon 
who profecttted him, or rene£l|ng on the 
Jury who had found him guilty, that in- 
duced him to fay a few words i he was 
iatisfisd that they bad difcharg^ their 
duty confcientioufly, and he would re- 
ceive the fentence oi:' the law with com- 
pofure. He felt himlclf, however, deeply 
affli^ed, that a part of the charge eftab- 
iiihed by their verdift was, that he coun- 
tenanced the fliedding of innocent blood ; 
be, however, hoped, that in the awful 
£tuation in which he then ftood, and in 
the prefence of that God, before whom 
be was ihortly to appear, that he would 
be credited when he declared, in the moft 
folemn manner, that he felt the utmoft 
horror at any meafure that iheuld coun- 
tenance fuch a wicked purpofe, or confign 
even tbofe in oppofition to indifcriminate 
daughter, on their furrender $ it v«ras far 
from his heart to refnfe quarter. He 
was not afraid to die ; and, if the agi- 
tat ion of the public mind required it, let 
the fentence be executed with all the 
fv^iftnefs that might apreafc it. He had 
no indulgence for himielt to folicit ; but 
for a beloved brother (here, in an affcft- 
ing manner, he turned with a moft af- 
feaionate and expreifive look, that ^ke 
theanguifh of his mind, to his brother), 
be hoped the mercy of the Court would 
bexxtended to him 1 he is a fit objeA for 
the Court tocxercife its humanity. He 
here enumerated the diftreffes and inevi- 
table def!ru£lion of an innocent family 
by his precipitate fall. He did not fo- 
licit for him a pardon, which he knew 
could not be granted ; but for a little 
time, to leflen the ftiock which his wife, 
his children j and a mother, who wer^ 
now in England, muft receive by being fq 
fuddenly deprived of all their hopes. He 
delivered himielf in fo pathetic a maimer 



that the Court and (pe6bttort» who t 
moftly compofed ot military men, bne 
who(e hearts, like the tniljr brave, felt 
the foft Impre^on of bumanity> appeared 
tmiverfally dlfloived in tears. 

The unfortunate brothers, during their 
trial* preferved a manly fortitude, taking 
notes, and inftru£ling iheir couniel, with 
the utmoft compofure j but when the 
▼erdi^, GmliVf was pronooncedy all their 
fortitude fbrtook them i their cries, whilft 
embracing each other, exprefled the bit- 
tcrnefs oftheir grief } the fpe^lators, for- 

Stting for a moment the enormity of 
irir crimes, fympathixed in the fuffer* 
ings of the unhappy delinquents. 

On Saturday the (herins attended at 
the prifon, to carry the fentence into 
execution, but at the requeft of the pri- 
foners waited a coniiderable time for an 
anfwer to an application mad^ to Govern- 
ment for a (hort refpite, and promifin^» 
it is reported, ample confeflions. Tne 
iherifts went to the caftle, in order to know 
the pleafure of Govgrnm^t upon this 
fubjea, and returned with an anfwer 
(founded upon th? advice of the privy

It muft have beca 
a £itiguing work tor the Biihop, and the 
whole was not over till near three o'clock. 
His masim was, that thofe who were not 
fit for the iacrament, were not fit lor 
confirmation ) and the Clergy of the vc* 
fpe£^ivc parilhes had pi^vioudy inftruaed 
their young flocks for the puipofc. 

The ancient Cathedral of Cork waa 
built by Saint Fin. Bar. in 630. be being 
the firft Bi(hop of that See i and the pra- 
fent Church was ere£tfd about 1717, and 
is of the Doric order, and is commonly 
called St. Barry. No part of the old 
Chwrch remains but the TowcTf and « 
handfome Gothic door (the only en* 
trance into the Church). The tabric 
has a very airy appearance } being built 
of hewn lime ftone» which at Cork is a 
kind of marble. As no part of the 
Church was rebuilt but the choir, hefe 
are no nave, tranfepts, or lateral ailcs t 
it is in form of a T. As you enter the 
fpacious veftubule under the tower, there 
is a door to the right, which leads into 
the confiftory, and that to the left con* 
du£is you to the vefiry, the organ gal- 
lery, and the belfir^ t in which laft theie 
is a very mufical peal of eight bells, caft 
by RuOhall, of Gloncefler t over the 
Tower there is an odagon fpire, which 
has an odd a^arance, as it does not f^ 
up tapering m a flraight line from ita 
bafe. The infide of &t Church is very 
neat, and lighted with large handfome 
faflied windows, which noayoe drawn up 
when there is occafion to kt in fredi air*

or 

THE RIGHT HON. JOHN DUNNING, LORD ASHBURTON. 



LORD Afliburton was the eldeft Ton 
of Mr Dunning, an attorney in 
Afliburton, who, with a fmall patrimony 
ud tolerable good bufinefs as a pra^ifing 
attorney, liv5 very refpeftably in his 
neighbourhood. It was the original in- 
tention of his father, when the Ton was 
called to the bar, to fettle him in his own 
neighbourhood, where they could alHft 
each other in their different departments $ 
but young Dunning felt the force of his 
abilities before that event took place, and 
wrote to his father, if he would sdlow 
him but one bundrt^ pounds per year for 
fome time, he was in hopes ot puHiing his 
fortune with much more fuccefs in Lon- 
don than the country. The father at 
firft was much averfe to this experiment i 
He at laft confented, and the event jufti* 
fied the grounds of his fon's application. 

There are many people now living 
who remember Dunning s lingular appli- 
cation as a ftudent in the Middle Temple : 
he had chambers up two pair of ftairs in 
Pwnp Court, and it was his cuftom, both 
then and fome years after he was called 
to the bar, to read from an early hour in 
the morning till late in the evening, 
without ever once going out of his cham- 
bers, or permitting the lounging vifits (a 
too conftant praflice) of his fellow ftu- 
dents. He then either dined (or rather 
nude his dinner and fupper together) at 
the Grecian or George's coffee- houfe, and 
bore his part in the good fenfe and plea- 
lantries of the table with very diftin- 
gui/hed abilities. 

From his not frequenting the Courts 
conAantly after he was called to the bar, 
to his extreme modejiy (which, by the 
bye, long practice and fuccefs afterwards 
entirely cured), and perhaps partly to his 
(tabor d<t which neither belpbke fenfe or 
sddrefs, he was three years at the bar 
before he received one hundred guineas | 
the tburth year he received nearly one 
tb^kfand pounds. 



Accident bore a part in this latter rife ; 
Mr. Dunning was known to the late 
Laurence Sullivan, Efq. (long a Dire6lor, 
and many times Chairman and Deputy 
Chairman of the Eaft India Company) 
as a barriftcr of rifing talents in his j^rd- 
felTion, and of a very acute and logical 
underftanding ; through his intered he 
was employed in drawing up a Memorial 
on a difpute between the EngliAi and 
Dutch in the Eaft Indies, relative to fome 
infults which had been offered to the 
Britifh flag by the Commanders of the 
Dutch (hips, and for the detention of 
many of our veflels, which were feized 
and (topped contrary to the treaties which 
fubfifted between the two {Nations. 

This Memorial •, which produced a 
conciliating anfwer and proper redrefs 
from their Hi^h MightinelTes, has been 
often fpoken of as a mafter piece of lan- 
guage and reafoning, and was fo perfectly 
iatisfa^lory botluto Government and the 
Eaft In'dia Company, .that it is faid the 
latter prefented him with a bank note of 
Jh}e hundred pounds '^ but his be(l profits 
in this buAnefs lay in the fame which it 
produced him. Every body who knew 
the tranfa£lion fpoke of it and praifed it } 
he became ofteixiible to the public for 
high talents, and his profeflion afforded 
him a conftant fecurity for having thofe 
talents well employed. 

A little after this Wilkes began to 
make a confiderable figure in the poli- 
tical world ; and was the caufe, either 
direflly or confequently, of drawing out 
many characters to very confiderable 
Situations : Dunning in a degree partook 
of this favourable opportunity ; his 
talents as a lawyer of acknowledged 
merit and conftitutional princi|jlcs were 
well known, and fo many occalions pre- 
fented themfelvcs on trials and cafes of 
various kinds, that the name of Dun- 
ning founded conhderably and difiindly 
in the general cry of Wilkes and Liberty.

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To enumerate the many great caufcs 
which thU eminent lawyer di(tingu|ihcd 
hlmfelf in»' would be entering too deeply 
in the minutiae of profeifion : it Is fuN 
ficient to fay, if he was not the very firft 
man, he was mrft certainly in the firft 
line, in Weftminfter Hall. His praflice, 
fome^ years before herelinquiihcd the bar, 
was computed to be between fevcn and 
eight thousand pounds per year : he had 
three hundred pounds more than once for 
attending the Weftern circuit, and one 
hundred pounds for a fmgle trial at the 
Old Bailey. 

He was appointed Splicitor General 
fo early as 1767, and there was no dou^t 
of his rifmg to the firft honours of the 
bar, if political conne£lions did not draw 
him afide. He went out of office about 
two years afterwards with his friend and 
patron the prefent Marquis of Lanf- 
downe, ard added no further honours to 
his pra5lice than the Recordcrftiip of 
Briftol 'y a place that fcarcely pays the 
expences of the half yearly vifitation 5 
but which has been always cbnfidered a» 
a feather in the cap of a lawyer. 

On the change of Minlftry in 1782 
Mr. Dunning wai appointed* through 
the intereft of his friend the Marquis of 
Lanfdowne, Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancafter ; and, by his Sovereign, created 
a Peer by the title of Baron Aftiburton. 
This laft promotion clofed his labours at 
the bar, which were as honourable to 
liim in point of integrity, as they were 
refplendent in point of ability. His con- 
fiitution, not perhaps origmally good, 
worn down by indefatigable labour m his 
profeftion, yielded to a decline, and he 
^ed the next year after his laft promotion 
on a vifit to bis native place, at the age of 
near fifty- two. 

He has left an only fon behind him, 
about fixteen vears of age, who is 
reckoned by fome of the belt judges a lad 
of very fineular abilities. 
^ All thoic who remember the perfon 
and addrefs of this very celebrated lawyer 
muft agree how unpromifing they were 
of the abilities he poflfciTed: a thicic, 
ihort, uncompa6led man, a fallow coun- 



tenance, turned up nofe, a coDftant ihak* 
of the head, with a heflic cough which 
fo frequently interrupted the ftream of 
his eloquence, that to any other man thi» 
fingle defe6l would be a material impe- 
dunent in his profeftion ; and yet, with 
ail thefe perfonal drawbacks, he no fooner 
opened acaufe which required any exertion 
of talent, than his mind, lilge the fun, 
broke forth in the full meridian of its 
bright nefs : his whole chara^lcr then 
only pafted through the medium of the 
ear j and he muft be bardy coxeomb in* 
deed wjio would not, upon thofe occa- 
fions, wtfli to be fuch a man as Dunning. 

His elocution was at once ftuent, 
elegant, and fubftantial, and partook 
more of the knowledge of conftitutional 
law than that derived from the old books 
and reporters \ not that he was deficient 
in all the depths of his profeftion, when 
an abfolute neceftity called him out (hia 
praife being that of the beft commov 
lawyer as well as the l>eft orator of hit 
time) ; but fpeaking of hi» general elo- 
quence, it partook more of thzfpirit than 
the Utter of laws. 

His di^lton waa of t^e pureft and moft 
ckflical kind J not borrowed from any 
living model of his time, either in the 
fenate or at the bar \ it was hit own 
particular formation \ and if it had any 
fliade, it was perhaps its not being fa 
miliar enough, at times, to the common 
ear : he was, however, mafter of various 
kind of ftiles, and poflefled abundance of 
wit and humour, which often not only 
" fet the Court in a roar," but drew 
fmiles firom the gravity of the Bench. 

His more finiftied fpeeches in the Houfe 
of Commons, and as a pleader before the 
bar of the Houle of Lords, were many 
of them fine models of eloquence : he 
poftefTed the cqpia verborum fo fully that 
he feldom wanted a word • ; and when 
he did, be had mzafineffe in concealing 
it from his auditory, by repeating fome 
parts of his laft fentenccs by way of U- 
iuftration : nobody had this management 
better, as by it he recovered the propei 
arrangement of his ideas, without any 
vifible interruption in his difcourfe. 



* The Writer of this Article has been an occsfionftl attendant In both Houfes of Parliamenl 
and the Court* below for near thirty years \ and fo diflicult it appears fo^ even^tbe firfl- 
rate orators to fptak for any length of time without wanting a luord (that is to fajt, without 
having ibfir tvcnis and matter aiivayi perjedly arranged')^ that he never knew but 
one inftance to the contrary, and that is the prefent Chancellor of the £xcheq;jer i who,

EiUktd this great lawyer, we would per- 
ps M*& that which he (poke at the bar 
of the Qouie of Lords on the late Lord 
Pomfret's Lead Mines. He fpoke three 
lioura and a half in this caufe, and fo 
•powerfully as to obtain a rehearing for 
his client: Lord Pomfret was prefent 
during the whole time, and it was cu- 
rious, as it was creditable to the caufe of 
talents, to kt his Lordihip, one of the 
proudeil of the peerage, bowing fo re- 
JbeftfiiUy to the pleader (as- marks of his 
diorouffh approbation) during the courfe 
of the hearing : he was not fatisfied eren 
with theft acknowledgements ; but when 
Punning ended, he haftily paried through 
the bar, and Shaking him by the hand, 
in all the extacy of admiration, poured ' 
cut fuch compliments on the orator, as 
^Miced him to plead the neceffity of his 
immediately going home /to recruit his 
watte of fpirits. 

Such was Dunning— from one who 
viewed him for many years through the 
walks of public life, and who Icels a 
^leafure in fpeakin^ to the memory of a 
man, whom he thinks has not been fuf- 
^ciently noticed. A nearer view of him 
will be (een in the following flcetch, 
drawn by that raaderly portrait. painter 
the late Right Honourable Ednwnd 
Burke, in a fpeech which he delivered to 
his cooflituents at Briftol, in the year 
1780, on the popilh and penal laws : 

" The ieconder was worthy of the 
plover and the motion — it was Mr. 
Dunning, Recorder of this city. I (hall 
fay the lefs of him, becaufe his near re- 
iatioa to you makes you more particu- 
larly acquainted with his merits -, but I 
ihould appear little acquainted with them, 
or little (enfible of them, if I could utter 
his name on this occafion, without ex- 
preding ray efteem for his chara^lfc-. I 
am not afraid of o£Fending a molt learned 
body, and molt jealous of its reputation 
for that learning, when I fay, he is the 
Srft in his profellion ; it is a point fettled 
by thofe who fettle every thing ellc ; and 
I muft add (what I am able to fay from 
my own long and clofe obfervation^, that 
there is not a man of any profeflion, or 
in any dtuation, of a more ere£t and in- 
dependent fpirit { of a more proud ho- 
nour, a more manly mind, a more firm 
and determined integrity." 

Though in the meridian of this cele* 
brated lawyer* s. fame, he was perhaps as 
little chargeable with the manvaii oonti 



as moft of his profeffion, he originally had 
that degree of diffidence, whicn, though 
not always the proof, yet is ever the 
attendant on great abilities. A (trong 
<onAdent prefumption of acquirements in 
the outfet of any profeiilonal man, how-, 
ever it may conceal temporary embarralT- 
ments, is a check upon alfiduity, and 
confequently on real improvement r 
Dunning*s genius was of the right ftamp ; 
he had an early jprofpeft of the wide 
extent of bis proteluon, the rarious kinds 
of knowledge it required, and powers of 
elocution which were necelfary to fup. 
port it : combining thefe requifites, there- 
fore, with the inexperienced (tate of his 
mind, whilft he felt ambition, he was 
** tremblingly alive*' to difgrace : a re- 
markable inftance of this occurred foon 
after he was called to the bar : 

He had a brief on fome important 
caufe which was tq come on before the 
Hcufe of Commons \ and it being his 
£i*(t appearance before fo large and re- 
fpe^able an audience, he had too much 
love of profeHion, too much ardent deAre 
of tame, not to give it every attention in 
his power. The faft was, he ftudied it 
night and day, infomuch as not only to 
make himfelf malter of the fa6ts and 
points ot law, but of the whole arrange- 
ment of his fpeech. The day at length 
arrives, and our young tyro approachet 
the bar, attended by a numerous train of 
barri Iters and quondam fellow ftudents, 
who had the higbelt expe^ations of his* 
abilities : he at length opens with a low 
tremulous voice, and hardly audible { 
but he Icarce had (inilhed the firft fen- 
tence, when, looking to the brief which 
he held in his hand to refrefh his me- 
mory, appreheniion fprcaJ fuch a mift 
before his eyes, that he conceived it to 
be not his brief, but a Jb$ft of white 
pafert which he caught up in the hurry 
of^ leaving his chambers ; hoping he 
may be deceived, he turned it over and 
over, rubbed his eyes, and looked again j 
but all in vain !^ie thought he faw no- 
thing but the rollL of *wbtte paper t and 
under this imprelTion was obliged to re- 
tire from the bar l^alf ^d with fear and 
appreheniion. ' 

To many a young man this would be 
a final defeat, and confidered as a good 
excufe both by himfelf and friends to 
look to (bme other profe(rion \ but 
Dunning well knew the itate of his own 
diforder, viz. That it was not ignorance 
(which might be incurable), but the 
dread of not appearing anfwerable to his 
own wilhes; wbi^h cuttom and experience 

M % wouU 
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would foon remedy j he therefore pro- 
grdlively returned to the charge> and 
ultimately crowded as much tame and 
honourable advancement into the com- 
pais of a life not long, as the molt am- 
bitious mind could realonably expert. 

Let this be a lefTon to well informed, 
tnoaefi young barrift^s, »* That the force 
of genius, united with perfeverance, will 
overcome all difficulties/* 

Whillt we are upon this point of his 
charafier (for it will well bear a trifling 
drawback) it \% to be noticed^ that in the 
meridian of his t^me he fometimes fell 
into the contiaxy extreme of diffidence j 
and often, in the latitude of crofs* 
examination, indulged himfelf in farcaiins 
on the names and profeflions of indi- 
viduals, on provincial chara^ers, &•. 
together with thoie of whole nations } 
■all of wh?ch were much below his leam> 
ing, his taite, and general manners : nor 
can ^ we ^ any other way account for it, 
than trom that contagion which is ibme- 
times caught from mixing with narrow 
men in the protcllion, who have no other 
way of (hewing their own importance, 
than by endeavouring to railie it on the 
tliHidenc«, the weaknefs, orqiodefty, of 
others. 

He did not always efca|;>e unhurt in 
thefe iailies ; one of the poets of that day 
rallied him on this unmanly pra^ice. He 
got another rub from his triend Coun- 
iellor Lee (better known by the name of 
iionefl Jack Lee) on this account : he 
was telling Lee that he had that morning 

?urchaicd lome manois in Dcvonlhire.— 
wifti,'* faid the other, " you couW 
bring them (i, e* nfannenj to H^ejtminjier 

His acquaintance with Lee began when 
he was early at the bar, and continued 
uninterruptedly till the death of the for- 
j^ner. Lee was a good found confti- 
tutional lawyer ) had a manner of hitting 
his point well, and Ipeaking with a 
bluntnels that appeared very much the 
natural effe£^ of lelt-conviAion. Dun- 
ning (in the language of Lord Mansfield) 
rather <' noted his underitanding** by this 
intimacy, and Lee derived coniequence 
and prail ice from it. The political con- 
neflion between th? Marquis of Lanf- 
downe and Mr. Dunning is well known. 
To this conne6>ion be introduced his 
friend Lee, and he appealed in that 
agreeable junto, which met oncp a week 
At Lanfdowne Houfe, to (hare in the con- 
vivialities and politics of hi« LoriUhip'i 
tabic. 



This intimacy contimied for about 
thirteen years, to all appearances firm and 
unbroken \ when, at theend of that time^ 
on a very late debate in the Houfe of^ 
Commons, Lee (who was then Solicitor 
General), having occafion to fpeak to the 
|>olitical merits of his noble patron,' ob« 
lerved, <* That he had known him for 
many years ; and, durine that time, half 
of what he- faid he could not underftand, 
and the other half he could not readily 
believe.'' This operated like a thunder 
clap to the friends of both parties, but 
no open fracas feemed to take ^lace af- 
terwardf, and it .was whifpered in the 
cirgle of their mutual acquaintance, that 
in the interval of fo l.ng a debate, Lee 
had been fupping in one of the adjoinine 
coffee- houfes, and retqmed to the Houfe 
too much in liquor to be f^nfibk of what 
he faid. > 

No lawyer of his time underftood the 
Englifh Conftitution better than Dunning. 
He knew it in fpirit as well as in law j 
and it was this profound knowledge that 
kept him from countenancing the naany 
theoretical lyftems of Reform that were 
liarted at that time, and by leveral of hit 
friends. When he was (hewn the copy 
of the Duke of Richmond's Bill for aA 
Annual Parliament, and a free right of 
voting allowed to all over the age of 
twenty one^ (women and lunatics ex- 
cepted), he obferved in his dry way, 
<< The beft thing about the Bill was its 
imprailtcability^,^'' 

Being one day at Lord Lanfdowne'^ 
table, where there was prefent a forciga 
Nobleman, who, hearing that Divmirig 
was a very eminent lawyer, preffcd him 
very much to give him a (hort (ketch of 
the Englifli Conftitution. Though x\wi 
abfurdity of fuch a requefl mult llrike 
every Englifhman at firft blufh, yet its 
conftig from fuch very high authority, 
and its being prefTed fo much by Lord 
Lanfdowne, he complied, and in a (hort 
neat delCription of about half an hour 
not only gave the higheft gratification to 
the foreigner, but to all the company. 

From a Gentleman of very accurate 
judgment and refined knowledge, who 
was prelent, we havo the toUowing ac* 
count of it t «< He began by Hating the 
Monarchy of this Country ;is hereditary j 
next (ketchcd the three great br^inches of 
the Conftitution, their power and depen- 
dencies on each other \ then the Courts 
below 5 then the Chief Magiftiacy ; and» 
finally, fomc of the principal rights of the 

fub« 
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iubjeflsi*' in ihort, it wa$ an. elegant 
abridgement of the Conftitution, which, 
coofidcring the vaftnefg of 'the fubjeA, 
and the tmprompiu of the requeft, wa» 
feleftcd with the happieft prccifion and 
judgment*. 

Though fo great an adept in jwrif- 
pnidcDce, he was very little inclined to 
enter into a lawfuit himrelf (a caution 
we have oblcrved rather peculiar to all 
great lawyers) : one night, on hisretufn 
* to his hcufe at Pulh^m, his fteward came 
in to tell him that a neighbouring farmer 
iiad juft cut down two great trees on his 
Itfemifef . «» Well," fa\ • he, «* and what 
did you fay to him ?"-««< Say to him ! 
Why I told him we fhould trounce him 
levercly with a lawfiiit." — " Did you fo ? 
then you mufV carry it on yourlieU j for 
2 Aa'n't trouble my head about it.*' 

He preferved the dignity of a barriff er 
very much in Court, and trequentlf kept 
Lord Mansfield in check, when he icemed 
either to brow beat, or overlook him as 
an advooite. When the Chiet, who had 
great quicknefs in dilicovering the jut of 
a cauie, ufcd to take up a newl paper by 
way of amuHng himlcU, whilft Dunning 
was fpeaking, the latter would make a 
dead nop. This would rcule his Lord- 
' Aip to iay «« Pray go on» Mr- Punning '' 
*« No, my Lord, not tiil yoqr Lordmip 
has finiftied." 

His reputation was as high with his 

, fellow barrifteis as with the public j he 

I Jived very much with the termer, and 

I* had their afieaijn and efteem. When 

Lord rhurlbw gave his firlt dinner as 

Ixrd Chancellor, he called Dunning to 

, his right hand at table, in prttererce to 

I all the great law officers j and when he 

hcfitated to take the place, the other 

called out in his blunt way, <« Why will 

you keep the dinner cooling lor this 

manner ?" 

He had that integrity in his prsi^ice, 
that* on the opening of any caule, which 
be found bv the evidence partook of any 
notorious fraud or chicanery, he woul<i 
throw his brief over the bar with great 
contcnlpt, and refort to his bag^ tor a 
ireib paper. 

Whilft he was in the meridian of hit 
pradice, his father came to the Tres^- 



furer's office in the Middle Temple, to 
be one of the joint lecurities iora itudent 
perh miing his tei ms, &c. When he 
Hgned the bond, the clerk, iceing the 
name, aflced him with :ume eagernefs^ 
whether he was any relation to int great 
Dunning f The old man felt- the praile 
of his k)n witn grear' ieniibility, and 
modelily replied, <' 1 am John Dunning^t 
father, Sir." 

Being aflced one day by a friend, how 
he could polhbly get through luch a vaft 
quantity of bufuies as he was engaged 
in ? he replied very modeitly* ** Why I 
doii^t know h w it4s : I do lome myielf, 
to be lure ; a good deal does of itielf j 
and the left is left undone.** 

His buiinefs extended itfelf to that 
degree at la.t, that he feldom could prj- 
mile himlelf a regular dinner* On thit 
account he for many years (two or three 
days in the week) took an early t\i(^r 
at George's C'oilce-houie, Temple bars 
he had generally a tew lelcCl triends to 
meet him there, x^nd, amongtt the reft» 
^nhur Murphy^ Eliq the well known 
dramatic author, whoip he l^vei with 
in the mqtt familiar habit^ of intimacy s 
here he unbent himfelf trom the fatigues 
ot the day, and on S^iturday noon took 
thtm 4 .wn with )^\tt\ and others to his 
country houle at Fulham, where they 
remained till Moncjay moaning. 

The above coffee houle he con(idered 
as his houle, and the company he kept 
theic generally as his guettsj of courfe 
no bill was called tor, or appeared, and 
at the end ot two or three months, or 
when the landlord wanted a liim of 
money, which he was luie to receive, he 
lent in his account, which, without calU 
ing up the contents, but look ing at t^e 
lum total, was initantly difcharged. 

We have already had occafion ^o ob' 
ferve that this great lawyer liad fome 
little peculiarities ol 5;hara6ter, in regard 
to his occadonal remarks on perfons and 
characters. To this may be added a 
degree of per onal '■janny very incom* 
patible either with his figure, his general 
underlUnding, and great attainments x 
he imagined his perion was agreeable^ 
that he ha:) a taltf tor dreis, and ths^t his 
influence with the ladies was iireGft^ble ; 
under the inflyence ol this lalt impreilion^ 



* Burke, when he was in Paris about twenty years ago, was alH^d by a French Nobleman 
ja a noixed company to give a f^ecioKn of his oratory, whiCh he parried by faying thut <' An 
£ngliih Member of Parliament never made a fpeech but m anfwer to anor ttr fpe«.ch, or to 
provoke an anfwtr." The P«cr WW fausfied with ttti-, though he did not led the abfurdity 

of his •wn requcil. . ^ 

he 
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lie vnt telling Foote one night at 
George's Coffee-lioufe, that a favourite 
g*rl ot his wis fo particularly fond of 
h*m that <he died with a h:tttr ot 4ii8 in 
her hand ! <* Ah, p or girl T' iaid the 
wit, " 1 Ueard flic diedupon the .'• 

He married rather late in life, and this 
fucceedi g the pitjflure of continual bu- 
fineis aiid cccalional free living, fo af- 
fc^ed his nerves, that he .began to feel 
decay much before his time j a debility 
of both mind and body feized him ; as a 
lalt refource he was advifed to try his 
Dative air, and in going down to Devon- 
fliire accidentally met, at the fame inn, 
his old ccl league Wallace, lately At- 
torney General, crming to town on the 
fame melnnchcly errand, to be near the 
belt medical aiTiitar.ce. It was the lot of 
both to be cither Icgial or political anta- 
ronifts through thc'whole courlc of their 
Ityls, in which much keennefs, and much 
dexterity ot argument, were uled on both 
fide* : here, however, they met as- friends, 
baftening to that goal, where the race of 
toil, contention, aid ambition, weie loon 
to have a final clcfe. They fuppcd to- 
gether with as much conviv iality as the 
nature of their conditions would admit, 
and in the morning parted with mutual 
promifes ot vifiting each other early in 
the winter. Theie promifes, however, 
were revtr pcrtcrmed : Dujrining died the 
M8th ot Auguft 17S?, and Wallace did 
not furvive him longer than the ixth of 
l^ovember. Sic traiifit gloria mundi I 

Few lawyers, without any confiderable 
paternal eftale at flartirg, and dying fo 

' young as Dunning did, ever left luch 
a fortune behind him 5 the whole (and 
we fpeak from very good authority) 
amount mg to no Icls than one hundred 
and thirty iboujand pounds ! Nor wa^ 
this the hoard of a mifer I— far from it j 
he always ii\ed like a Gentleman in the 
inoft liheial fcnle cf the word, though, 
ifinom his immcnfe practice, he had no 
time to indulge in the arrangements of 
a regular cftablifhmcnt ; fo that, com- 
puting the twenty -five years he was at 
the bar, his favings mull be at the rate 
oi\five tboufand per year. Some think 
this could not be all tl^e mere profits of 
profefTion ; but that he muft have con- 

, liderably added to his fortune by the 
benefit of loans, &c. and particularly by 
fpecuUtfons on t|ie lafl peace. This, 
kowever, may be mere conjtf^ure, as 
money^ after a certain fum, increaics in a 
wy rapid ratio in the ccurie of many 
years. 



The following letter to a Gentlcma* 
of the Inner Temple was pubiifhed foon 
after Lord Afhburton's death, and 16 
generally admitted to be genuine \ 

LincolnU'lnny March 3, I779» 

DEAR SIR, 

Th£ habits of intercourfe in which { 
have lived with yo"ur family, joined to th^ 
regard which "I entertain for youriclf» 
make me felicitous, in compliance with 
your requefl, to give you fbroe hints con- 
cerning the fludy of the law. 

Our profefTion is generally ridiculed at 
being dry and uninteiefling \ but a mind 
anxious for the difcovery of truth and 
information, will be amply gratified for 
the toil, in invefligating the origin and 
progrels of a jurilprudonce, which bat 
the good of the people tor its balis, and 
the accumulated wiidom and experience 
of ages for its improvement. Nor is the 
ftudy itlelf fo intricate as has been ima- 
gined, more elpecialiy fince the labours 
of fome modern writers have given it m, 
more regular and fcientific form 5 with- 
out indullry, however, it is impoflibleto 
arrive at any eminence in piafticej and 
the man who fhall be bold enough to 
attempt excellence by abilities alone, viciil 
foon find himfelf foiled by many who have 
interior undcrftandings, but better at- 
tainments. On the other hand, tlic mof!; 
paintul plodder can never arrive at ce- 
lebrity by mere reading j a man calcu- 
lated for fuccefs, muft add 10 a nativ« 
genius, an itiftmaive faculty in the dif- 
covery and rctentioii of that knowledge 
only, which can be at once uietul and 
produ6live. 

1 imagine that a confiderable degree of 
learning is ablolutely necelTary : the elder 
authors frequently wrote in Latin, and 
the foreign jurifts continue the practice 
to this day. Befides this, clafhcal at- 
tainments contribute much to the refiner 
mcnt of the undcrftanding, and the em- 
bell ifhment of the ftyle. The utility of 
Grammar, Rhetoric, and Logic, arc 
Known and felt by every one. Geometry 
will afford the moft appofite examples pf 
clofe and pointed realoning ; and Geo- 
graphy 16 fo very neceflary in common 
life, that there is lels credit in knowing, 
than difhonour in being unacquainted 
with it. But it is Hiltory, and more 
particularly that of his own country, 
which will occupy the attention, and 
attraa the regard of the great lawyer. 
A rainute knowledge of the political re- 
volutions, and judicial decifions, of our 
prcdcccfibrs, vy^hether in the more ancient 
^ or 
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ttt modern «ras of ou^ Governinent» Is 
equally ui^ful and intcFeftlng. This 
will include a^ narratire of all the ma- 
terial alterations in the common law, and 
the realbns and exigencies on which they 
were founded. I would alfo recommend 
a diligent attendance on the Courts of 
Juftice, as by that means the praflice of 
them (a circumftance of great moment) 
«ill be eafily ind naturally acquired. 
Befides this, a much ftronger impreifion 
will be made on the mind, bv the Hate- 
mcot of the caufe, and the pleadings of 
the counfel, than from a cold unintereft- 
ing detail of it in a report. But above 
all, a trial at bar, or a Tpecial argument, 
ibould never be negle^ed : as it is ufuai 
on thele occafions to take notes, a know- 
ledp of ihort hand will give fuch facility 
to your labours, as to enable you to fol- 
low the moft rapid jpeaker witn certainty 
tod precifion. Common-place books 
are convenient and ufeful ; and as they 
are generally lettered, a reference may hie 
had to them in a moment. It is ufual to 
acquire fome infight into real bulinefs 
vnder an eminent fpecial pleader, pre- 
vious to a6lual praaice at the bar : this 
idea I beg leave ftron^ly to fecond, and 
indeed I have known but few great men 
who have not poCefled this advantage* 
I here lubjoin a lid of books neceflary 
for your perufal and inftruflion, to whicn 
I have added fome remarks $ and, wiihing 
that yoii»may add to a fuccefsful pra6^ice

AS I am perfuaded the following ac- 
count of mylelf will not only afford 
entertainment to your very numerous 
readers, but poflibly contribute to the 
happinefs of iome among them in future, 
I no longer hefitate to comply with the 
wifhes of (even friends, who, together 
'With myfelf, formafocialclub on thefirft 
Tuefday of eight months in the year, for 
thedifcufTion of every topic which comes 
under our obfervation ; even politics are 
canva&d with candour, liberality, and 
ffood- Humour $ and, though now in the 
fourth year of its reign, not one member 
has ever breathed a momentary wi(h for 
its diflblution. As every individual has 
his town houfe, we take the club in ro- 
tation, and vie with each other in covering 
the table with every thing excellent \ but 
as we profeflediy meet for the pleafures of 
coovcmtiofi, inebriety has never been 



admitted within our foclety. We are all 
men of rank and fortune, and mine, though 
the fm^llcft amongft them, is full two 
thoufand a year. Five of us are married 
men, two are batchelors, and one a wi- 
dower J but one of thele three having 
intimated to the fociety on the laft meet- 
ing that he fhould ihortly become Bene- 
dift, the information led us to difcourfe 
on marriages of iovr, intetefl^ and indif^ 
ference'y l'ubje61s which were difcuflied 
with fo much good fenfe, wit, and vi- 
vacity, that a motion was made to fend 
them, in eight di(tin^ letters (one to be 
produced at every meeting), to your very- 
entertaining Magazine, provided you 
think the jirelent, which is a fort of 
preface to the other feven, worthy your 
fpccdy infertion. 

We bal lotted for the office of intro« 
du6tory writer to the Society, and the lot 
fell to your humble fcivant, who, ac* 

cordinf 
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cording to the rule prcfcribed, was to 
place an impartial, fair, and candid iiate- 
ment of his own particular cale helore 
the club, and afterwards to give hit 
opinion on the thi^cc dirtcrent heads, of 
marriages of lo^ty tmeieft^ and mdif' 
ferencf. 

Gentlemen (faid I), you all kiibw 
that I inherited ir(>m my father a clear 
income of two thou land a year \ and that

the utmoft relpc£l and relerve. Flattered 
as I acknowledge mylelf to have been 
from having excited the regard of an 
amiable and fenfible woman, yet it gave 
me real and fmcere concern to iee health 
and vivacity forfakc her ; but I felt only 
concern : (ne was of a very good family, 
without any fortune whatever, not hand- 
fome, but extremely genteel. The men 
called her a piece of (till life ; but while 
my tongue acquiefced with the term, yet 
my heart fmote me with being ungene- 
rous in fo doing, fince my prelence, my 
indifference, my negle6l, deprived her of 
the power of exerting tliofe talents which 
nature had lavifhly beOowed on her mind. 
The vifible decline of her health, the 
quick tranfition from red to pale, and 
pale to red, made me ferioudy appi?l to 
my own heart, whether I could do wii'er 
than make her a tender of it ; but while 
I was pondering this in my thouglit, the 
Parliament was dilTolved, and I haliened . 
down to — , to become a candidate for 
a feat in the Houfe. Contrary to my 
expectation, a third Gentleman offered 
himfelf; when, perceiving myfcJf lefs 
likely to fuccced thai\ I had imagiBed> 



It came into my head, to fecwtf mj 
election by paying my devoirs to the only 
daughter ot the man, whofe re-eledion 
was certain x in (hort, I made my pro- 
polals to the heirefs of fourteen hundred 
a year, and twenty thoufand pounds of 
her own ; they were accepted by father 
and daughter, and I returned to town ia 
triumph fr«m my double fuccefs, be* 
lievingmyfelf to be the kappied man in 
the world. 

But at the very moment when T pro- 
nounced an audible ** I will,** an ob-> 
trufive idea rufhed acrofs my mind of 
what the unfortunate Mifs — • would 
fuffer at feeing the event recorded in the 
newlbapers : it was, however to me a 
tranfitory reflexion ; for God knowt 
how little there was to upbraid myfelf 
with. 

I continued a married man for iive 
years, during which time my wife pro- 
duced me two girls and a boy, who oc -> 
cartoned the death of his mother in giving 
him life. I (hould be ungratefiil did I 
not acknowledge that I lived happily 
with her : (he was a woman of a mild 
and tractable difpofition, whofe affections 
were entirely mine*) but (he did not form 
a companion for me ; the day hung upon 
our hands if we had not vintorS to en- 
liven us, and a fix weeks confinement 
threw me into a fit of low fpirits, from 
hei having little converfation to chear a 
(ick chamber. 

During the life of my wife I fome- 
times heard, by chance, that my partial 
friend had withdrawn herfclf from the 
world, and indeed from all fociety ; 
never quitted her h. ulie but to vifit that 
friend where wr had originally become 
acquainted ; that (he devoted her hours 
to render home pleafant to thofe relatives 
with whom (he lived, though her pale 
cherk and hollow eye evinced the effort 
(he made to appear chear ful ; that tho 
fiiff fli 'ck upon reading of my marriage 
had neAily deranged her intellefts, but 
after a two years (fruggle, (he had re- 
covered lucr health in fome degree, and 
feemed calmly refigned to. her fate, fince 
(lie believed my happinefs was promoted 
by her doing {o. Yet all this I heard 
from different people, without feeling 
any emotion but aftonifhinent that the 
girl could be fo infatuated, and thus» 
without the (hadow of a hope, exclude 
herfclf from the world, when I knew that 
a woman of her excellent underiianding^ 
and cultivated manners, mult have many 
opportunities of fettling hcrlelf well in 
o the 
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the world by marriage. Only upon fuch 
an Qccafion did ber idea evei enter my 
head. 

After my wife's death I continued a 
widower for the fpace of four years j my 
children were my amufement, but in the 
difoixlers to which they are fiibje^y their 
anxious father experienced many rtrgrets 
that no aflPedionate female had an in- 
tercft in their fate. For the fake of my 
«irU \I turned my thoughts towards a 
Mcond marriage j but I faw many 
pleaiing women without being fatiiBed : 
in faft, I required a mother for my 
children, for that conlideration alone led 
me to think of a fecoad engagement : 
when, riding through St. James^s-ftreet, 
IJbeheid the very woman who for nine 
jrears I had never fcen, or hardly ever 
thought of: a head declined, a chcjek 
pale as afhes, tokt me (he had already 
perceived me 5 Ihe indantly caught hold 
of the lady's arm who accompanied her, 
and hurried down Arlington ftrcet. I 
did not follow her, but found mylelf f6 
occupied with the adventure that I could 
not abftraft my mind from it. It was 
now that I was convinced a man could 
4iot do better than marry a woman who 
4ovcd fo unequivocally. Accordingly I 
frequented the fpot where I fo unexpect- 
edly (aw her, with the determination to 
introduce my fclf to her, but in vain. I 
then applied to our mutual friend, to 
contrive a meeting — a meeting unknown 
to the lady — my God ! what emotions 
did I not witnels, and little lefs exqui. 
iitely feel ! I mud pais over the fcene. 
I told her I would not pr^fume to afk her 
to pity my fituation, from having proved 
mylclr unworthy of her unexampled af- 
^kioD, but joy children Oionld plead for 
me. 

** Nature (re()lied this -charming 
woman) made nk: ingenuous, and yoy 
mull bear with my foible. ' I love you, 
J have done lb fince I firft knew you, I 
muft ^o fo while I live :. nay, as a mar- 
ried man I loved you, I confulted your 
^po& in fecluding myfelf from the 



world J for had we met, your wife might 
have been rendered uneafy by the chang^e 
in my countenance. ~ I prayed God to 
make her as amiable as I would have 
Arove to have been, and you as happy' as 
you hierited. I did not marry, becaufe 
m that cafe it would haye been criminal 
to have thought of you.'* 

I blcfs God, Gentlemen, this woman ' 
has been my wife for five years, during 
which I have taUed almoil perfe^ hap< 
pinefs \ I behold her with, a kind of 
auioration, ihe is every feparate' virtue 
united in one : (he is my companion, my 
advifer, my friend, my fecond felf 5 my 
children a^p loved by her, as if they vcre 
aClually her own j (he loves to hear me 
commend her predeceflfor, and chides me 
if I praile her at the expence of my 
children's mother ) we mix in all public 
parties, ihe from the defire of obliging 
me with her company, I from a reltleiT- 
nefs if (lie is abfent from me. She urges 
me to keep up my friendihips, and apr 
cept of invitations ; but I am perfuaded 
(he drives me out, that at my return I 
may contraft the infipidity and levity of 
n^odern ^onverfatioQ wi^ her own goo4 
leuie and purity. . 

Having related my own adventures. 
Gentlemen, you will not wonder at the 
decifion I give to a marriage where love 
on the woman's fide is io fincere, and 
pronounce it to be the man's own fault 
if happinefs fprings not from fuch a 
union j being convinced that a lenfibb 
man can ncvpr have an equal chance of 
happinefs with any other.

THAT HAVE BEEN MABB ^ 

TO INTRODUCE TIIE CULTURE OF SILK IN THIS COUNTRY. 



THE Society for the Encoxiragement 
cf Arts, ManufatSlures, and Com- 
mcice, continue to offer premitims for the 
produAion of a certain quantity of Silk, 
the gprowth of this country. It cannot 
be doubted that the originad intention of 
the offer wai to encourage the laudable 
attempts of individuals to add a valuable 
article to the produ6la of the country ; 
but it /hould be recollected that attempts 
of tkis kind deferve encouragement lo 
long only as there appears at leait a pro- 
bability of fuccel's : it would be folly to 
think of Introducing the culture ot the 
fugarcanc in this climate; and if, n t-* 
withltamling the little hopes of fucceed- 
ing in fuch a proje^, it baxi a^hially been 
ieveral times attempted, and though con- 
<!u61ed with much care and attention, ^ 
uniformly failed, furely, unlcfs it was 
known that fome material circumitance 
had n' >t been attended to, the offer of a 
^ reward for the renewal of the attempt, 
would only be holding out a temptation 
to others to waite their time and labour 
on an unprofitable iubjefl $ and would 
be particularly improper, as it might in- 
duce fame to renew the attempt from the 
fuppofition that thofe who cffer a reward 
believe the objeft of it attainable. It is 
by no means my intention to caft any 
reaeiVion on the Society, but merely to 
fuegelk the propriety of a frequent re- 
^Uicn of their lilt oi premiums. 

With refpe^ to the Silk-worm, it Is 
certain that with much care it will breed 
and thrive very well in this country; 
bat it appears alnioft equally certain that 
raw hlk, even under the heavy duty it 
now pays, may be imported at a lefs 
ex pence tnan it coiikl be railed h»re in 
any confidcrableauantity. The follow- 
ing account will mew that exertions have 
not been wanting to eftablifh the culture 
of this article among us ; and if all fuch 
attempts, made at a time when rent and 
labour were much lower than at preient, 
have turned out unprofitable, and confe- 
qoentJy betn abandoned, there can be 
little ground for hope that the refult cf 
future trials would be more favourable. 



The iuccefs of H^nry IV. of France^ 

in extending the culture of Silk, whicbi 
bad before been confined to a few didri^s 
in the South of that kingdom, ekcited ih 
James I. a laudable zeal for the propa- 
gation of it in this country. In i6oJ 
he caufed a circular letter of his own 
compoJition to be lent to the Lord Liea- 
tenant of every county, in which he hokl» 
forth the exajiiple of France a* affardiog 
ground to hope for equal fuccefs here ; 
** for neither is the climate of thi* ifle 
fo far diltant cr different in condition 
from that country, elpccially the hither 
parts thereof, but that it is to be hoped 
that thole things which by indulh-y 
profper there, may, by the like indullry 
ufed here, liavc like Iuccefs.** He like- 
wife observes, that from the experience 
of many private perfons, who* had bred 
Silk-worms for their pleafuie, nothing 
had appeared to cau& a doubt that thcjf 
may be nourinied and maintained ia 
England, if provifion was m?de for plant- 
ing of mulberry trees ; and for this pur- 
pofc, the perfons to whom the letter wa» 
direftcd were required, at the quarter 
feffion or Ibme other public meeting, t© 
pcrfuade and require thofe of ability to 
buy^ and diliribute in the county the 
number of ten thoufand mulberry plants, 
which were to be dcllveretl in London Ht 
the rate of three fai things a plant. Tlielc 
plants, or perhaps a tew reared by the 
individuals whom the King menlipn^ as 
having bred Silk-worms for their plea- 
fure, were the firil mulberry trees jplanted 
in this country. 

The King alfo caufed printed in- 
ilruflions to be publiihcd fxir planting 
and propagating the mulberry trees, and 
for breeding and feeding the worms ^ and 
though at firll many perfons were pro- 
bably averfe to fuch a new undertaking, 
by the continuance of the royal fan^ion 
and fi^port, and the confuleration of the 
great advantages reaped by other Eu- 
ropean nations from their Silk manu- 
factures, the pttople, in the courfe of a 
few years, became very earneit for the 
propagatirn 6f Silk- worms, and of the 
white mulberry ta;; for ftiesling t^m. 
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In 1^19 till folly Charles I. granted to 
Lord Afton iht keeping of the garden, 
inulberry trees, and Sillt-wonns, near 
St. Jamet^fc : thij wat probably on thfc 
fpot fiDcc called thfe niulbcrry garden, 
without the fouth- weft ^ite of St. jfame«*t 
^ark, towards Chelfea. - The young 
mulberry trees, even for many years after 
this period, were all raifed from feed 
brought from warmer climates : R. 
Sharrock, in his Hiltory of the Proua* 
gation and Improvement of Vcrttabjesj 
Dublifliedih 1671, fays he hid leeri at a 
Mr. Stephens^s, of LangLrd, a cafe of 
younp mulberry trees, all raifed from 
£nj;li(h feed, which was probably the 
firft attempt of the kind. The method 
of raidnsT it by layers was, however, 
then praAifedk 

\Vhatever fuccefajnTght attend the firft 
attempts, the loyal undertaking, cnm- 
mitted to the care of Lord Altpn, foon 
«teciined 4 And the projefl does not appear 
to liave been revived on an extenfive icale . 
till the year 171S, when a patent was 
gi-antcd to John Appletree, Efq. for 
producing raw filk of the growth of 
England, and for raifing a fund for carry- 
ing on the iame. The undertaking was 
divided into (hares of 5I. each, of which 
1 1, was paid down. Propolals were pub- 
lifhM ; a fubfcription book opened, in 
which feveral hundred names were foon 
entered ; a deed of uolt was executed 
and enrolled in chancery ; directors were 
cholen by the iubfcnbers for managing 
the affairs of the Company, and'Chelfca 
park being thought a proper foil for the 
purpofe, and in a convenient (ituation, a 
leafewas taken of it for 112 years. Here 
upwards of 1009 young mulberry trees 
were foon planted, and extenfive edifices 
erected for carrying on the work ; this 
number of trees was however but a fmall 
part of what the Company intended to 
plant, if they were fuccefsful* 

In the following year Mr. Henry 
Barham, F. K. S. who was probably a 
member of. the Company, publiihed An 
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Effav upon the Silk-vmntf in which he 
thinks «'aH obje^ions and difficulties 
agaiolt this glorious undertaking are 
fhcwn to be mere phantoms and trifles." 
The event, however, proved that the 
Contpany met with difficulties of a real 
and formidable nature \ for thoifgh the 
expe^ation of this Gentleman^ who 
quefironed not that in the enfuing year 
they fhould produce a confiderable quan* 
tity of* raw (ilk, may have "been partly 
anfwered, the undertaking foon began to 
decline, and in the courfe of^ i few years 
came to nothing. It muft, however, be 
admitted, that the violent ftock jobbing 
fpeculationi of the vear 1710, which in- 
volved the (hares of all projc£^s of this 
nature, might produce many thanges 
among the proprietors, and contribute to 
derange the original defign; 

From that period to the pre fcht. there 
has been no public undertaking of the 
kind ; but individuals have continued to 
rear the Silk worm as an objeft of cu- 
riofity, and bave^nerally been fuccefs- 
ful, as it is eaiy to beftow a degree of 
care and attention on a fmall number 
which could not be extended to a large 
concern. Mulbciry trees not being at 
' prelent very common in fome parts of 
the country, attempts have been made to 
feed the worms on other plants t Mifk 
Croft, of York, in x;9t, lent to the 
Society for the Encouragement of Arts, 
Manufa^ures, and Commerce, a fpeci- 
men of Silk, produced by worms fid 
entirely u^on lettuce leaves ; but it can 
hardly be expe^^ed that any fubftitute 
will be found to anfwerequally well with 
the natural food. The great obfUcle to 
the bulinefs, however, is the climate, 
which is too cold and wet ; and though 
expedients may be adopted to obviate 
thefe inconveniences, they would render 
the culture of the article on a large fcaJe 
much too expenfive to be carried on with 
profit.

16 lately overwhelmed the country. He 
was an old and an early friend of the late 
Sir Francis Bernard, Bart, the manly and 
intrepid defender of the rights of the , 
Parent Country againft her rebellious 
children the Colonies. The following 
letter was written by the Chief Juftice to 
chat energetic and eiocj^ient Governors 

London^ March 21, 1767. 

DEAR SIR, 

I HAVE the honour of your Excel- 
lency's letter of the 5th of January fail, 
and return you my moft grateful thank* 
for yuur very obliging congratulations ; 
and do alTure vou, that I am not more 
pleafed, than nattered, to find that you 
retain the leaA remembrance of me. 

The great variety of bufmefs in which 
your Excellency has been engaged, and 
in which you nave acquitted yourfclf fo 
ably, nuift have appropriated all your 
time, and deprived many of your friends 
of the pleafure which will ever accompany 
a correipondence with you. I hope you 
will do me the honour of ranking me in

preitrvation of the lite of a fellow- 
creature, and fnatching him from the 
jawf of death, by a method which everjr 
|>erfon is capable of availing himfelf of, 
Eau'de loce, I Icarn from different parts 
of the country, anfwers ts well as the 
jure caultic alkali fpkrit j and though, 
from its hailing fome dTential oils in its 
<ompofition, it may not be fo powerful, 
*yet, as it muft be given with water, it 
only requires to increafe the dofe in pro- 
portion i and fo long as it retains its 
inilky whitp colour, it is fufficiently e^- 
i^acious. 

From the effeA of a ligature, apptkd 
%ctwcen the part bitten and the heart, it 
is evident that the poifon diffules itfelf 
:Over the body hy the returntna: venous 
^lood I deilroying the irritability, and 
ft&dering the fyltem paralytic. It m 
therefore probable chat the volatile caustic 
-alkali, in refitting the difcale of the poi- 
iboy does not aA fo much as a fpec^c in 
jleftroying its quality, as by countera6)ing 
•the ene^ on tlve fyHem, by tiitnulating 
-the fibres, and prelgrying that ircitability 
irhich it temk to dettroy. 

Case i, Jn ,thc aionth of Auguft 
i7So» a fervant of pitqe was bitten in 
the heel, as he fuppoied, by a fnake ^ 
a»d in a fewminuMi^ was in great agony, 
with convulfions about 4he throat and 
jaws, and continual epnding of teeth : 
*avirg a wiih to try the effe^ of volatile 
alkali in iuch eaks, f, gaipe him about 
forty drops ot.eau de kice ux water, a p. 
ylied /ome of It to the part bitten j the 
•dole was rejpeated eveny eight ''or ten 
iDinutes, till a imall phtaiittll was ex- 
pended : it was near two hcmrs before it 
«could be iaid he wa^ out of dang^u;. A 
nufnbnefs and pricking fenlation wa| 
perceived extending itfelf up to the knee^ 
^^^Itcre a ligature was applied fo tight as 
to ftop the returning venous blood, which 
/cemingly checked the progrefs of the 



up to where the iigadire was made, were 
ftifF and painful for leveral days : and^ 
which appeared ^rery iinjgularf were co- 
vered witii a branny £cale. 

The above was the firft cafe in whidi 
I tried the effe^ of the volatile, and 
apprehending that the efTeatial oils in the 
. compofition of eau de luce, though made 
of the flrong cauAic volatile fpi^ic, would 
confiderably diminiih its powers, I was 
Induced, the next opportunity that of- 
fored, to try the effi:As 0^ the pure vola« 
tile cauftic alkali fpirit, and accordingly 
prepared fome from quick- lifpe and thp 
fal ammoniac of this country. 

Case 1. In July 1781 a woman of 
the Brahmin (:aft, who lived in my neigh* 
bourhood at Chunar, was bitten by a 
cobra de .capello between the thumb and 
fore-£nger of her right hand: prayern 
and luperititious incantationf werje prac- 
tilied by the Brahnuwnv abo^tt her tiil (h^ 
became fpeechleia and xonvulfed> wit^ 
leaked jaws, and a profule difcharge qF 
faliva running from her mouth. On 
being informed of the accident, I imme- 
diateiy lent a fervant with a bottle of the 
volatile^anftic alkali Ipirit, ol vijhich Se 
poured about a tea ipoonfull, mixed with 
water, down her throat, and applied fotne 
of it to the part bitten .: tbe dole waa 
repeated ^ 4bw minutes after, when fhe 
was evidently better, and In aSout half 
an hour was perfe^lly .recovered. 

Case 3. A womnn lervant in the 
family of a Gentleman at Benares w^$ 
bitten in the toot by a cobra de capello s 
the Gentleman immediately appiieJ to 
me for fome of the volatile cauitic aikali, 
which I fortunately had by me. I gave 
her about incty drops in water, and alifo 
applied fome ot it co the part bitten : in 
about feven or eight minutes af.er, fhe 
was quite recovered* I- tin- above caie, 
I was not witnefs to the dcletcri<>us effect 
of the poifon on the patient y bul law the 
ihake alter it was killed. 

Case 4.. Jn July i7»4» *^c wiie of a 
4ervai\t vt miae waj bitten by j? cobra de 
^bapello on the outfide oS ^t little toe of 
her foot. In a tew minote^ flie became 
convulfed, particularly about the jaws 
and throaty with a conLinual gnaihing of 
the teeth. Sbe at iirft compbined of a 
niimbneli jextpkl^g frq^ the woupd 

Q^ vpwar4i. 
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/ upwardly but no ligature was appli^ to 
tne limb. About ifxty dropt of the vo- 
latile cauftic fpirit were yiven to her in 
water, by forcing open her mouthy whifch 
was ftrongly conruired : in about fcven 
minutes the dofe was repeated, when the 
convuirions Jeft her i and in three roorp 
iht becanra feniible, and fpoke to thofe 
who attended her. A few dropi^ of the 
ipirit had alio been applied to the wound<. 
The fnake was killed and bf ought to m^, 
vrhich proved to be a cobra de capello. 

Casb 5 As it is generaiiy beltered 
that the yenom oi a lna,ke is more ir.a- 
Jignant during hot drf weather ti.an at 
any other li^fbn, the following cak;, 

' which cccurrpd in the ni.r n •. i July 
1788, when the v tatlicr wa* extremely 
lioty no rain« excepting a flight fliowef, 
having fallen for many months, may not 
1^ unworthy notipe. 

A fervant belonging to an officer tt 

Juan poor was bitten by a fnaj^e on the 
igf about two inches above the outer 
ancle. Af the accident happened in the 
evening, he could not fee what fpeeits of 
Ihake it was : he iqupediately tied a 
ligature above the part bitten, but was in 
a few minutes in fuch exquifite tortufe 
from pain, which extended up hit body 
and to hif head, that he foon became 
dizzy and fenfelefs. On being infi rnied 
of the accident, I fent my lervAnt wiih a 
phial of the volatile cauitic alkali, who 
found him, when he arrived, quite tor- 
pid, with the faliva running out of his 
mouth, and his jaws fo fait locked, as 
to render it neccflary to uic an inltj ument 
to open them and adminiiter the medi- 
cine. About forty drops of the volatile 
caultic Ipirit were given to him in water, 
and applied to the wound } and the fame 
flofe repeated a few minutes after. In 
about halt an hour he was perfe6>ly re- 
covered. On examining the part bitten, 
I could difcover the marks of three fangs ; 
two on one fide, and one on the other j 
and from the distance they wei-e afundcr, 
I fhould judge it a large ihake. More 
than ten n^inutcs did not appear to have 
elapfed from the time of his being bitten 
till the mt<licine was adminillcred. The 
wounds healed immediately, and he was 
able to atteiKl to his duty the next day. 
though the fpecies of foike was not 
afccrtained, yet I judge from th^ flow of 
faliva from the moiith, convulfive fpaihts 
of the jaws and throat, as well as Ixom 
t))e marks of three fangs, that it muft 
tiave been a cobra de oapeilo j and though 

Jhayp met with Ifive and fix ianes of dif- 
erent fizes ^ (ofl^l of that ^ciet, I 



never obferved th^ marks of more than 
two having been applied in biting, in 
any other cale which came within mj 
knoN^ ledge. 

Case 6. In September 1786, afervani 
belonging to Captain S — -t^», who was 
tlien at Benares, was bitten in the leg 
by a large cobra de capello. He faw tbf 
fnake coming towards him, with his necl^ 
fpread out in a very tremendous roanncft 
and endeavoured to avoid him ) but b^-^ 
fore hv could get out of his way, the 
fnake Seized him by the leg, and (ccured 
his hoid for fome time, as if he had not 
been able to extricate his teeth. Appli* 
cation was immediately made to his mailer 
for a remedy, who fent to confult me | 
bur, before ( arrived, had given him a 
Quantity of fweet oil, which he drank, 
00 foon as I faw him, I difeC^ed the ufual 
dole of volatile caultic alkali tobe givcn» 
which fortunately brought away the oil 
from his ftomach, or it is probable that 
the Simulating effc6l of the volatile fpirit 
would have been fo m^ch blunted by it» 
as to have become ineflicacioiis i a fecon4 
dole wat immediately adminiltered, anci 
fome tiroeaftir a third. The man re- 
covered in the courfe of a few bourc. 
As oil is frequently adminiftered as a 
remedy in the bite of Ihakes, I thijik it 
is necell'ary to caution againlt the ole of 
it with the volatile alkali, as it blunta 
the liimulating quality pf the fpirit, aiK) 
renders it uleleU. 

Of the numerous fpecies of fnakea 
which I have met with, not above ilx 
were provided with poiionous fangs | 
tliough I have examined many which have 
been confidered by the natives as dan- 
gerous, without being able to dii'cover 
any thing noxious in them* 

Tiie following is an inftance of the 
deleteriouv efFedt of the bite of a ihak^ 
called by the natives krait, a fpecies of 
the boa, which I have tiequenily met 
with in this part of the country. 

Case 7, On the 16th September, 
17^8, a man wa^ brought to me who had 
been bitten by a inake, with the marka 
of two fangs on two of bis toes ; he was 
faid to have been bitten above an hour 
before I law him : he was perfetlly fen- 
fibfc, but complained of great pain in 
.the part bitten, with an universal lan«. 
guor. I immediately gave him thirtjr 
drops of the volatile caultic alkali fpirit 
in water, and applied fome of \i to the 
wounds;^ in a tew minutes he became 
eafiei', and in about half an hour was 
carried away by his friends, with a per- 
£^ ^onEdence in bis recovery) without 
y ^ having 
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having taken a feeond dofe of the medi- 
cine, which indeed did not appear to have 
been neceifary $ but, whether from the 
eflfeft of the bite of the fnake, or the 
motion of the docljr on which he wat 
carried, I know not ; but he became lick 
It the ttoma^h, threw up the medicine, 
atxi died in about a quarter of an hour 
lifter. The man faid, that the fnake 
can^ up to bim while he was fitting-on 
the ground i and that he pot him away 
with his hand once, but that he turned 
about and bit him as defcribed t the fnake 
was brought to me, which I exaitoined j 
it was. about two feet and a half long, of 
a lightiOi brown colour on the back, a 
white belly, and annulatcd from end to 
et^, with 208 abdominal, and forty^fix 
fail fcuta. I have met with fcveral of 
them from thirteen inches to near three 



feet in length t it liad two poifonout 
tangs in the upper jaw, which lay naked» 
with their points without the unper lip. 
Jt does not fpread its ntck like the cobra 
de cnpcUo, when enraged $ but is very 
m^ive and quick in its motion. 

I have feen inftances of persons bitten 
by fnakesi who have been fo long without 
afliftancey that when they have been 
brought to me they have not been able to 
fwallow, from convulfion of the throat 
and fauces, which is, I obferve, a con- 
Itant fymptom of the bite of the cobra de 
capello; and indeed I have had many 
perfons brought to me who had been dead 
fome time j but never knew an inftance 
of the volatile caudic alkali failing in its 
effe£l, where the patient has been able to 
fwallow it.

Mrs. Piozzi is the daughter of John 
^alufbury, Efq. by Hefter Maria Cotton, 
his near relation, whofc virtue and ele- 
gance, whofe charms of perfon and con- 
veriation, have been faintly (ketchcd in 
an epitaph by Dr. John ion. $he was 
bom at Bcdvel, in Caernarvonfhire i a 
place formerly belonging to Sir Thomas 
Hanmer, the Editor ot Shakefpcare, and 
her parents had been married four years 
before ihe, their pn)y offspring, came 
into the world. 

During the rpfidenee of her parents at 
Bodvei, Bachygraig, in FUntlinre, the 
family feat, was occupied by her father''s 
widowed mother* This feat is well 
known, from a print given in Grofe''s 
*« Antiquitips,'* and defcribed by Pen- 
nant in bis *< Snowdonia,^* who maJfps 
perpetual referensr to the Saluibury pedi- 
gree as an authentic record. 

Bachygrajg iloufe, according to Grofe> 
wa« buUt by Sir Richard Ciou^h, a rich 
merchaot ot London, and, as it is iaidf 
partner with Sir Thomas Greiham i and 
a M vulgarly reported to h»vc been buUi; 



by the devil in one night, on account of 
the fmall time employed in its ercAion, 
compared with that ufually taken with 
iimiiar (tru^ures. It may perhaps aifo 
divert the town to tell, from Pennant, 
that Colonel Wra. Saluibury, of Ba- 
chymbyd, was commonly known, in 
1646, by t^e name of JCo/aaau Glcifiau^ 
cv Salujbury Biuf Stockings. The family 
however canoe to England with the Con- 
queror, when all the young adventurers 
of conlcquence throughout Europe fol- 
lowed his perfon, and, among others,/ 
Adam de Saltzburch (or Saklbury), foo. 
of Alexander, Duke and Prince of Ba* 
varia, from whom jMrs. Piozzi's father 
and mother both were lineally defcended. 

We learn from another work of Mr. 
Pennant, his " Literary Life," that the 
father of Mrs. Piozzi wgs the original 
caule of all that Gentleman's ftudies. 
*' A prefent," he oblcrves, *< of the 
Ornithology of Francis Willoughby, 
Efq. made to me when I was about ibe 
age of twelve, by my kinfman, the late 
John Saluibury, Efq. of Bachygraig, in 
the countv of Flint, father of the lair and 
celebrated writer, Mrs. Piozzi, firit gave 
me a tafte tor that ttudy, and, incident- 
ally, a lovp for that of natural hiif ory in 
general, wbiph I have iince purfued with 
my conltitutional ardour. ^^ 

About the year 1750, ourAuthorefs 
- - c. 'Camc 
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came to Lorvflon with her psuents, who 
leparated for four years, on her father's 
going to Halifax, in Nova $cotia, with 
the new fet tiers. The care of her edu- 
cation, therefore* £eU entirely to her 
mother. 

Her father's brother was 8ir Thorny 
Salulbury, many years Judge of the 
jHigh Court of Admiralty. He married 
Anna Maria* daughter of iSir Henry 
Penrice, who brought him no children lo 
/Cngrol's her fondnefs, or^to inherit her 
numerous excellencies and iarge eftate j 
fo that ihe loved Mrs. Piozzi as her own 
daughter, aixi deftintd heirefs. This 
lady was a vtroiban of -extenfive acquire- 
ments, and all her acquaintance was^ 
among literary perlbns, who delighted in' 
£lling and adorning the mind ot HcAer 
Xyndi Piozzi. 

It is not from Mailers, commonly fo 
called, that (he has acquired her juft 
portion of celebrity, but from ^he in- 
«ru^ion of her mother and relatives, and 
the ilklflrious chara^lers which it has 
t>een her good fortune through lite to 
mflbciate with. Few women have been 
fo highly favoured in this refpefl, and 
fewer ftill have deriv^ fo ' mucli real ad- 
vantage from fimilar opportunities. 

DoSor Parker, now Reftor of St. 
Jameses, inltru6^ed her ki Latin -y Ho- 
i;artb took roofiderable pains to make a 
connoiCeur of her 5 James Quin, tlie 
fi6tor, taught her to read Milton ^ and 
Ihe fate a baby in Garrick^s lap at the 
^reworks for the peace of Aix Ja-Cha- 
pelle 5 Dr. . Cdlier, of the Commons , 
l>oafted of being her preceptor ; and Sir 
James Marriott profeued Jumfelf her ad- 
mirer J— but, unfortunately, in the hei^t 
of her proficiency, ber aunt, to whom ihe 
owed the majority of thele advantages, 
died, and her urxle, with t^e appro- 
bation of her mother, fixed on Heniy 
T'hnde, Efq. of Southwark, for her 
tiu(band, lo whom (he was married in 
eheyear 1765. 

To this ir;f-ariftocratifD marriage, John 
Saluibury, full of old-faihioned preju- 
dices in faVour of antient familiet, had 
haughtily refufed his confent ; but, 
dyine in 17619 Sir Thomas and Mrs. 
Salu&ury attended their favourite <hild 
to her new habitation, Streatham Park, 
$ui^y I where, and at the Borough, flie 



alternately lived with her huiband a life 
fo completely domeftic, that it is a fm- 
gular fa£^, Ihe never went out to dinner 
with a friend, nor faw the infide of a 
theatre, from the day of her marriage 
trfl her ddeft daughter was of an age to 
accompany her« 

The ccnverfation of Mr. Morphys Dr- 
Johnfon, Mr. Burke, Dr. Burney, and 
a long r/ cetera of wits and Icholars, and 
protelfors of every liberal art, contributed 
to render that liie exceedingly agreeable, 
and to fvjothe the cares <onlequent upon 
the frequent loiTes among her iHimerouc 
little ones i th'e death of her incomparable , 
mother i and the negle6^ of her uncle* 
who toolc a fecond wite 5 and, though he 
"had no children, diiinhJerited his long- 
fondled niece, at a time when Hie had two 
fbns living by the man of his own choice, 
Mr. Thrale, to whom he had otten ex- 
plicitly promifed his whole eilate, in 
addition to her original fortune of 7^m 
Tbou/anU Pounds. 

To divert her uncafinefs, Mr. Thrale 
took her to fee her native country in 
1774, si^d gave her a little tour upon 
the continent in 1775* ^^^ years aher, 
viz. in April 17S1, he diet!, leaving hef 
a widow, with iovn daughters* hy this 
Gentleman /lie had twelve <hildren. 

In the year 17S4., when her ddeft^ 
daughter was neariy of age, (he marridl 
her prefent hufband, Mr. Piozai, and 
with him made a journey over Italy, 
Germany, and France. ** The Florence 
Miicellany*** honoured with the eompo- 
fitions of Mr- Merry, better known by 
his adopted fignature of Dtlla Crnfca^ 
Mr. Greathead, Mr. Parfoos, and icverai 
others, was compiled in the courle of this 
tour, and the plan, as well as the chief 
condu^i of the work, has been attributed, 
we know not with what degi-ee of truth, 
to the i'ubjeA of the prefent fketclu 

On their return from the continent, or 
foon after, Mr. Piozzi built the little 
eleganO villa', which is the.pUce of their 
present refidence. It is lltuatcd on the 
raoft beautiM fpot of the Vale of Clwydd, 
and within a mile from the old manlion 
of fiachygraig, which has been long un* 
inhabitable as a dwell ing-houfe, though 
a fine liru6iure, and a haudi'ome ornament 
to the country. 
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EVERY day renders the affairs of the 
£all Indie^i more and more import- 
ant to be known, and the abilities of the 
Gcnilemen employed by the Company 
have been of late years in many inltances 
ligDally displayed for the information of 
tlie public. The prefent Author has 
^imiflied us with a clear and accurate 
account of the tran(a£lions of the Court 
of Delhi during an interefting and event- 
ful period, and the incidents and occui^- 
rcoces which have mark.«d the decline of 
power of the race of Timour under the 
torbulent reign of the ill-iaied Shah 
Aulum (in all probability the laft of that 
^ily vho will fit on the throne of 
Hindoitaun), a prince who leems to have 
^(crved a better fate than Providence 
has marked out for him. 

Of the various publications relative to 
the Eaft Indies the prefent will aflford not 
the leaft entertainment and information. 
It has the merit of novelty, and appears 
to be written from authentic documents 
colleAed near the fcene where the tran- 
ia£iions occurred. It is alfo correal, 
perfpicuous, and elegant, and muft be 
highly pleafing to thofe who are ac- 
quainted with the country. 

We (ball fele6l the following narrative 
of the revolution which took place a few 
years fince, as a fpecinien of the Work, 
and of the Author*s manner : 

** It was at this period Gholaum 
Caudirfirft formed his refolution to ftrike 
a decifive blow ; he faw the fupinenefs 
•f the Mahntu anoy, and tht deffpcc* 



lefs fbtc of tbe capital, and being totally 
void of principle, and heedlefs of confe- 
quenceSy he formed and executed the bold 
defign pi plundering the imperial palace, 
and dethroning his Sovereign. In order 
to i'acilitate the accomplimment of hia 
plan, he previouily fent Tetters' to his 
former colleague Ilinacel Beg, in which* 
after many apologies for his late beha- 
viour towards that Chief, he faithfully 
promiied for the future to ikare his for- 
tunes. To excite his compliance, he 
laid open the propoied method of accom. 
plifhing this daring cnterprize, and- 
tempted his avaricious fpirit with tijc 
hopes of rioting in the hidden wealth and 
trtafures which were faid to be depofited 
within the royal palace. To thefe pro- 
pofals, however nefarious, Ifmacel Beg* 
though at the expence of his honour* 
fcrupled wot to yield a ready afient ; he 
accordingly quitted the place of his re- 
tirement, and fhortly after arrived in 
the camp of Gholaum Caudir. He was 
received with every maijc of cordiality 
and refpe^, and the two Chiefs, after 
making a fuitable arrangement of their 
force, commenced their march towaida 
the capital. 

** A Mahratta garrlfon, under the 
command of Himmut Bihadur, ftili oc* 
cupied the fort and citj of Delhi. Budel 
Beg Khan, Solemaun Beg, and other 
Lords, wjcre alio at this time about the 
King. The confpirators, on their ar- 
rival at the eailern bank of the river 
Jumma, oppcfite to thcpaiacei difpatched 
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a meflenger to Court, demanding^ In 
iofolent and threatening terms, an im- 
Tnediate admiiEon to the royal prefence* 
ShahAulum, who was well acquainted 
with the perfidious difpofitiona of thefe 
Chiefs, refolutely refufcd them entrance } 
and, relying on the fidelity aiid attach- 
ment of his Nobles, hoped by their exer- 
tions to defeat the traitors* machinations. 
.But alas ! how mk'erabJv was the un- 
fortunate Prince deceived ! Thofc very 
men, inftigated by the dctefted policy of 
the Nazir, entcitd clofely -into the views 
of the Rebel Chiefs ; and, forgetful of 
the confidence and beneficent attention of 
their King during a feriesof thiny years, 
they hefitated not to abandon him in the 
hour of his diflrefs. T,o this defeflion 
was added, likewife, that of Rajah Hlm- 
mut Behadur, who, by a difgraceful and 
precipitate retreat from his poft, lullicd 
' his reputation as a foldif r, aod hit loyalty 
as a iuhje6l. 

** Shah Aulum was thus left in a de- 
fcncelefs flate ; and, every ohftacle being 
removed, Gholaum Caudir Khan and hit 
wicked aflbciate proceeded to the perpe- 
tration of their atrocious defien. Two 
thoufand Rohillas accompanied the trait, 
ors I on their anival at the palace, they 
were met by the Nazir, who introduced 
them into the King*s prefence. Gholaum 
Caudir and Ifmaeel Beg, placing them- 
ft\ve$ on each fide of the throne, per- 
formed the cuftomary reverence t Gho^ 
laum Caudir then reprelehtcd to his Ma- 
jef^y, that, forced by the machinations 
of his enemies, who had flandered his 
reputation by calumnious charges, he 
had coihe to vindicate himl'elt in his 
prefence. 

'* Shah Aulum, in reply, declared 
himftlf iatisfied with Gholaum Caudir 
in every point of view; and, in teflimony 
of his efteem, embraced the traitor, it 
was then hinted to the King, that the 
hour of his ufual repalt being arrived,, it 
would be proper for his Majclty to retire 
into the Haram. On his Majefly*s de- 
parture, the Chiefs, who remained in the 
audience chamber, entered into clofe de- 
bate on the execution of their plot. 
Agreeably to the advice of the Nazir, 
the Treaiurer of the Houfehold, Scaul 
Dofs, was directed to repair to the King^, 
and acquaint him of the neceiHty which 
exilled of a Prince of the Royal Family 
being immediately appointed to attend 
the army in a progrefk through the pro- 
vinces { that Gholaum Caudir would 
charge himlelf with the conduct of the 
war againft the Marhattas i and thatj aa 



a pledge for his own iiohottt and (afety^ 
the command of the citadel and garrifon 
ihould be immediately delivered up to 
fuch perfons as he might chute to no. 
minate. In order, however, to quiet the 
King^s appreheniions, and evince the 
fincerity ot his own intentions, the crafty 
Rohilla, with his own band, framed a 
treaty, in which, as a return for the 
confidence that was repoied in him, the 
traitor folemnly fwore to defend the 
peribn and interefts of the King againflt 
all oppofition. 

** The treaty being properly figneci, 
Se^lul Dofs canied it to the outward in* 
cloture of the Haram, where it was de« 
Jivered to an attendant, who conveyed it 
to his Majefty. The King having pc* 
rufed it, the Treafurer was called in t 
thai Nobleman» faithful to his King, told 
him, that no reliance could be placed on 
the notorious perfidy of the Rdhilla 
Chief. He mentioned the cabals of the 
rebels in terms forrowful and indignant j 
and, as a teftimony of his own loyalty, ^ 
be offered to return and put Gholaum 
Caudir Khan to inftant death. To in- 
duce a compliance with his reoueli, the 
Treafurer urged that there was ftill a fuf- 
ficient force within the palace to fupport 
the a6^, and expel the traitor's troops. 
But the King, by fome unaccountable 
infatuation, rcfufed his fanAion to^tho 
deed, though it was the only probable 
means of extricating himfelf from hit, 
perilous fituation. He reje^led the pro. 
pofal, and dire^ed the Treafurer to re- 
turn to the Rebels, and acquaint them 
with his acquiefcence to the terms of tbe 
treaty. 

** Meanwhile great numbers of the 
Rohillas, who had entered the palace^ 
penetrated in a tumultuous and diforderly 
manner into every part; nor was any 
Iteps taken by their Chiefs to repel the 
outrages they committed. Shah Aulum» 
informed of the circumftance, came forth 
from the Haram, and going to the au. 
dicnce chamber, requeued of Gholaum 
Caudir, that he would, after placing the 
proper centinels within the fort, order 
the remainder of his troops to withdraw. 
The traitor profeOcd obedience 5 but bad 
no fooner reached the outward gate of 
the fort, than, inftead of makinjr the 
propofed arrangement, he gave the hgnal 
tor the remainder of his guards to enter, 
which they inllantly did ; and in a few 
moments the fort and palace, as well as 
the adjoining fort of Selim Ghur, were 
in poffeiTion of the Rebels. 

« The Kingrs guards were now 
r ^ di^tnnedt 
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(iifanned, and their officers put into clofc 
confinement. This additional inAilt 
being reported to the King, he dire^^ed 
an attendant to go to Gholaum Catidir, 
and in ftrong terms to remonftrate and* 
reproach him for his condu6l. *« The 
ink,*' faidthe unhappy Monarch, <*with 
which the folemn treaty was written, is 
Jcaice yet dry, when he breaks his faith." 
The rcmonftrance proved of no avail 5 
fcr the Rebel, having confined every 
perfon who might be able to aflift the 
'^Jng* proceeded to the perpetration of 
aiiditional indignities : entering armed 
into the audience chamber, he infblently 
demanded alignments for the payment 
of his troops, who were then, clamorous 
for their arrears. The King in vain 
pleaded his total inability to afford any 
relief, but told the Rebel to feize upon 
whatever he thought proper within the 
precinfts of the palace. After much al- 
tercation, and a difjg^raceful fcene, the 
unfortunate Shah Auhim was ptrmitted 
.^ return to his Haram, to ruminate on 
his miferable and degraded ftate. 

" The plan now approached its ter- 
mination : early on the enfuing morning 
the Rebels in concert, at the head of a 
numerous band of followers, well armed, 
entered the audience chamber, where 
Shah Aulum was fitting. Completely 
farrounding the throne, thev- ftemly 
commanded the Princes of tnc Roval 
Family who were prefent to retire within 
the Harum ; they obeyed j Gholaum 
Caudir then difpatched a meflenger to 
the fort of Selim Ghur, which is conti- 
guous to the palace, to bring forth 
Beedar Shah, a fon of the late Emperor 
Abumud Shah. The traitor then ap- 
proached the throne, and took up the 
ihickl and fcymetar, which, as emblems 
of royalty, were placed on a cufhion 
before the King : thefe he configned to 
the hands of an attendant, and turning 
toward! Shah Aulum, ftemly commanded 
him to dcfcend. " Better,'* faid the 
aged Monarch j « far better will it be 
for Gholaum Caudir to plunge his dag- 
pr in my bofom, than load roe with fuch 
ujdignity." The Rohilla, frowning, 
put his band to his fword ; but the 
Naiir at the inHant ftepping up, pre- 
▼ented him from drawing it. With un- 
blufbing effrontery he then turned towards 
his Sovereign, and audacioully told him, 
that refifhmce being vain, he would do 
well to coraplv with the traitor's de- 
mand. Abandoned by all, the King 
then rofe from his feat, and retired to 
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the Haram, and, a few minutes after, 
Beedar Shah made his appearance ; he 
was faluted by the Rebels as Emperor of 
Hindoftaun, under the title of Jchaun 
Shah, and the cultomary Kazirs having 
been prefented, the event was proclaimed 
to the citizens of Delhi by the found of 
trumpets and the acclamation« of the 
populace. 

*« In return for thefe important fer- 
vices, the new King delivered to Gho* 
laum Caudir an order upon the revenues 
for thirty-fix lacks of rupees ; a grant in 
appearance confiderable, but in fa£l of no 
real value, as the diftr^£led itate of the 
country, occafioned by the late did urb- 
ances, had totally dried up every fource 
of revenue or emolument $ and the 
Ufurper, though declared fole manager 
of anairs, could hope to procure weuth 
only by extortion. The hmily of the 
dethroned King were now dire^ed to 
retire within the fort of Selim Ghur, and 
thofe of Jehaun Shah to occupy their 
apartments in the palace. Jehaun Shah» 
however, too foon found himfelf an idle 
pageant in the hands of his pretended 
friends. On applying to Gholaum 
Caudir to accompai^ mm on a vif^t to 
the great cathedral, to receive the royal 
inveniture with the accultomed folemnity 
in the eyes of the people, the tyrant 
anfwertd, that the time proper for fuch 
ceremony was not yet come, and that 
bufinefs of gi^eater moment firft demanded 
hfs attention $ in the mean time great 
diftrefs prevailed within the wails of the 
Haram, and the cries of females were 
heard aloud* ^ 

** The next ftep taken by the rebel- 
lious Chiefs was to fend a party of fol* 
diers to the palace of the two aeed 
PrincelTes, Malcha Zimani and Sahiba 
Mahal. Thefe ladies were the widows 
of the deceafed Emperor Mahmud Shah, 
and had, for more than twentv years, 
lived in a manner entirely fecluded from 
the world. As they were known, not 
only to be very rich, but to pofTei's con- 
fiderable influence over the royal family, 
they were now ordered to Court ^ and, 
on their arrival, direfted to vifit the 
Haram, and perfuade the females there 
confined quietly to deliver up their jewels 
and valuable effsfts. The office was 
invidious. 

*« Some perfons in Delhi have not 
fcrupled to affirm, that the Princeflcs 
refuted compliance with the order, and 
pleaded their advanced, age and high rank * 
as reafons for declining the^office i but. 
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on the other hand, they are accufcd of 
having encouraged tlie Ufurper, and to 
have endeavoured, by intrigue, to form 
a feciet treaty to rail'e to the throne a 
relation of their own. Certain it is they 
vifitcd the Haram, but without the fuc- 
ccf« ex))e^ed, and on their return de- 
clined further interference. * This con- 
duft cojitributed only to exafperate the 
tvrant : with inhuman rapacity hecaufed 
tnofe venerable ladies to be/obbed of all 
their property, which the benevolence of 
their Emperor, in more profperous days, 
had beftowcd upon them $ and they were 
afterwards commanded to retire to their 
Own habitation. 

" The thirty-fix lacks of rupees, -at 
before liated, not coming into th^ trea- 
fury, Gholaum Caudir infolently threat, 
cned the new King with his levere dif- 
pleafure, and added, in terms farcaliically 

roignant, that as he had elevated him to 
is prefent dignity, he could, with equal 
i^cility, deprive him of it. Perceiving 
the tyrant^s dritt, Jehaun Shah retired 
into the Haram, and having, partly by 
menaces and alternate foothingSy con- 
ftrained the unhappy women to deliver 
up their jewels and ornaments, and other 
valuables, he font them in trayt to Gho- 
Jaum Caudir. The Royal Family were 
by this means reduced to great diftrefs $ 
the cries within the Haram became'much 
louder, and their fufferings more acute { 
and with forrow we relate, that to fo 
high a pitch was it carried, that fome of 
the inferior order of females a^twUy 
perifhed for want } or, urged by the bit- 
temefs of del pair, railed their hands 
againft their own lives. Ini'enfible to 
the general diflreis. and unl'atiated with 
plunder, Gholaum Caudir Khan, finding 
he had nothing more to expe^l from the 
new King, proceeded to the lall a^ of 
wanton cruelty. He fent for the de- 
throned King and all the Princes of the 
Royal Family to the audience chamber j 
on their arrival, he fternly commanded 
• Shah Aulum to diicover his concealed 
frea:urc6 ; in vain did the King plead 
his degraded f^ate, and the conlequent 
inability to conceal even the imalleft 
article. Inflametl by a continual de- 
bauch, which had thrown him into a 
paroxy/m of mge. the tyrant threatened 
hia Sovcretgn with inftant lois of light. 
«* What !'* exclaimed the fuffcrirg 
Pniice (we quote the literal exprelTions 
of a native aw hor), ** What I will you 
dellroy thofe- e>es, which for a period of 
iixty years ha' e been aHiuuoufly employed 
in peruling the iacrid Koian V* 



" Regardlefs of the pathctk appeal^ 
the Rohilla, with charaderldic inhu- 
manity, commanded his attendants to 
leize the King. Having thrown him on 
the floor, the ferocious rufhan, implantins^ 
himfelf on his bofom, transfixed witn 
a poniard the eyes of his venerable So- 
vereign I On the completion of this 
horrid deed, Gholaum Caudir ordered 
the King to be removed to a diltant 
apartment. The miferable Sliah Aulum» 
pale and bleeding, vras conducted to his 
retrjeat j there, in all the bittemcfs of 
anguifh, to contemplate on his now 
ruiq^ fortunes. Emphatic indeed were 
the exprcfFiont of the lame native author 
in relating the fallen condition of hia 
Sovereign i <* This wretch," exdaima 
the indignant hiftorian i ** this accurfed 
wretch has, in one fatal moment, dark- 
ened the brieht ftar of the auguft Ti- 
moorian family, and buried in the whirl- 
pool of dcfiru6lion the flately veflel of 
imperial authority V* The King how- 
ever evinced, under fuch accumulated 
misfortunes, a firmnefs of mind and re« 
fignation highly honourable to hit cha- 
racter 5 and it may not be unvw)rthy to 
remark, that the natives of Afia in ge- 
neral, probably from the principles of 
"predefiination which they imbibe from 
their youth, are obferved to fuflain them- 
felvea tinder misfortune in a manner 
worthy of imitation by the Epropeaa 
Chrifiian. 

" Shah Aulum, furviving the lofs of 
hit fight, during hit confinement, folaced 
himfelf in contemplative reveries, and in 
compofing elegiac verfes^ defcriptive of 
hit deplorable ftate. 

** But from fuch heart-rending fcenes 
let us haften to relate the remainingr 
aClions of this execrable monfler.*' After 
further a£tt of tyranny and rapacity, be 
was deierted by his followers, fecurcd, 
and brought to his defer ved end, which 
we fhall relate in our Author^s own 
words : 

** Gholaum Caudir, on his arrival in 
the Maihaita camp, wat carried into^he 
prelence of the General \ when, after re- 
peated demands to diicover the place 
where he had depofited the plunder of the 
palace, on his refuting to comply, he was 
delivered over to a punifhment terrible 
indeed i he was firft placed in an iron 
ca^e, conltru^ed for the occafion, and in 
this fltuation was fufpendcd in front of 
the army. After lufiaining the inlults 
and indignities of tlie ibldiers, his. nofe, 
ears, hands, and feet, were cut off) and, 
in this muiibudand miiirrabte coaditicn« 

he 
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1m wa^, bv order of All Bchadur, Tent 
off to Delhi ; but, on the journey, death 
relieved the milerable wretch horn hii 
fbfferings : thus dreadfully atoning for 
the crimes of his i'ava?e and abandoned 
life. The Nazir, on his arrival at Di-ihi, 
was trodden to death under the feet of an 
dephant." '

in opinion with our Author, that a Work 
giving an accurate and complete detail of 
All the important particulars dilplaytd in 
his coroprehen five Title page, was much 
^^ted in our language { and, we are 
concerned to add, is flill wanting. We 
had indeed looked forward to the Work 
now before us with the moft pleaHng 
cxpeAations of findinz this national 
cbifni, in the biftorical fhelves of our 
public libraries, latisfa^orily filled up. 
In an Imperial Quarto Volume, *< com- 
piled from the belt Portuguefe writers, 
^applied by his Excellency Don John 
l>'Almctda Dc Mcllo E Caftro, Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minifter Plenipo- 
tentiary from Her Molt Faithful Majcrty 
^ Queen of Portugal to the Court of 
^ndon, aided by notices obtained in the 
country during the Author's refidence 
w it,'* it might well be imagined that 
^e fljould be made iamiliarly acquainted 
^ith the Gcvernnient, Laws, Ccmmei ce, 
Ans, Manufactures, Military and Naval 
force, Revenue?, Maimers, and Cultoms, 



of the Portuguefe Nation ; and, on the 
very face of the performance, this is f ro- 
miied j for what other con(tru6tion can 
be put on thefe words, <' including an 
Account of the Phyfical and Moral State 
of the Kingdom." That a flight flcetch, 
but not a Itatement delerving the name 
** of an account,** is given, we freely 
acknowledge, and fhall be enabled to 
k\e6k from this flight view of the feveral 
fubje^s difcufled, fome material inform- 
ation for general readers ; and, as a book 
calculated to ^race a Gentleman's lU 
brary, we can lafely recommend it 5 but 
we do not think it can anfwer the pur- 
pofe of the Merchant, Artift, and Manu- 
fa£turer, who want mor«! ample intelli* 
gence, from which they may derive com- 
mercial advantages. With refpeft to the 
manners and cultoms of the Portuguefe, 
it is eflentially neceflary that we mould 
know more ot the genius, political dif- 
pofition, and moral charafler, of the 
people, as a nation, at this crifis, than 
at any former period ; as our relative 
fltuation may require us to make great 
exertions to prelerve their indeperdence, 
and confequent alliance} therefore, what 
we can glean from our Author's bird*s» 
eye view of the whole kingdom, fliall be 
laid beiore our readers ; together with a 
lift of the illuftrating plates, which fome 
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will be apt to priie beyond the literary 
compilation. 

Wc Ihall not follow the example of 
the Author, .who might think it prudent, 
having dedicated his work to the Portu- 
guefe Ambaflador, to flatter his country- 
men by partial rcprefentations of things, 
not as they are, but as they ought to be ; 
for there never was a country, which 
ftood more in need of ftrong remon- 
ftrances to excite them to aflive glory, 
noble emulation, found policy, and ge- 
neral alfidui^y ; in this point of view, 
therefore, the bcft sB. of triendlhip is to 
fpeak the whole truth, and nothin? but 
the truth, that fo, their great political 
and moral errors being freely pointed 
out, the few great and enlightened men 
in that delightful country* capable of 
immenfe improvements, may be induced 
to undertake them at a period which, in 
the courfe of nature, cannot be far 
diflant— the era of a new reign, 

Mr. Murphy's Work is divided info 
TbJi/y Chapters, yet the whole Volume 
confiils of no more than 264 pages ; 
' Chapter IV. is appropriated to a de- 
fcription of the principal Rivers and 
Laxfs 5 of the former, the Tagus being 
the mod confiderable, our Author has 
made an important obfervation, wliich is 
corroborated by the teftimony of every 
Briti/h navigator who has care anchor in 
it: « It might be made navigable from 
Ijjbon to Alcantara, on the frontiers of 
Spain, that is about 50 leagues, for a 
fum confiderably lefs than has been eix- 
pended on fome of the canals of England 
or of Ireland.'* To this opinion a 
Marine Officer on board one of the (hips 
of Lord St. Vincent's fleet fubfcribes, in 
a private letter to a friend in London. 
*• No place could be more advantageoufly 
fjtuated than Li (lion to be the papital of a 
great commercial nation. The Tagus 
is deep, capacious, and navigable at 
prefcnt upwards of 60 miles for vefTels 
of burthen, and might be made fo to the 
extent of upwards of 50 leagues, fo as to 
open an cafy commvmication by water 
with Spain. The climate of the country 
is fine, the air remarkably falubrious, 
and the f^il rich and fertile j but all thefe 
advantages are loi^ on the Fortuguefe."*' 
An^ of the torpor of thefe people, whofe 
country is (o capable of improvement^ 
another inflarce is given by Mr. Mur- 
phy, under the fame head : << There is 
one ciicumftancc relating to this River 
that is worthy of remark : in its courfe 
through Portugal it overflows its banks 
every year, as legularly as the JV//^, and 



inundates the Champagne lands, part!* 
cularly-about Filla Franca and Santertnim 
Thus the foil is rendered fo exceedingly 
fertile, that the farmers have often reaped 
an abundant crop of excellent wheat 
within the fpace of fifty days from the 
time of fowmg the grain j and imme- 
diately after, Indian corn has been fown 
in the fame ground, and became ripe in 
nearly the lame fpacc of time. The 
inundations, however, arc often attended 
with baneful confequenccs ; for when 
the overflow is unufually great, the water 
remains too long on the ground, whereby 
the com is either totaUy deftroycd, or 
greatly injured by mildew. A people, 
even lei's economical than the ancient 
Egyptians, would long fince have pro- 
vided a remedy againft limilar difafters.*' 
In Chapter VIL an accurate defcrip- 
tion is given of the ?orts and ^ayi of the 
kingdom, which renders it the moft ufc- 
Ail part of the Volume to all Britifli 
navigators, but more particularly tP 
Matters of (hips trading to Portugal ; 
and, as Lijbon is the general port, we 
have taken the liberty to tranfcribc the 
concife account df the tar : ** It is 
guarded by two fortreflfes, *viz. 5/. Jk- 
//an and St, Laurence, or the Bugio, 
which arev98o geometrical paces afunder. 
Here are two channels, through which 
vcflcls enter 5 that between the rocks, 
called Trafaria and the Bu^io fortrcfs, ii 
pretty fecurc, being 500 fathoms broa() 
and 9 deep : but the other entrance, be«- 
tween the fortrefs of Sf, Julian and the 
land, is counted very dangerous." For 
this very reafon the depth of water (houkl 
have been given. " Two leagues infidc 
of the Bar is a fortified Tower, called 
Bellcm, founded by King Emanuel, on 
the weftern'fide of the Bay, about a 
league below the city of Lifbon." An 
annexed View of the Bay, and of the 
Tower of BcHem, elegantly engraved, 
further illuftrates the fituation of the 
Bar. 

The wretched flate of Agriculture in 
Portugal prefents a melancholy piffure 
in Chapter VIII, and, amoneft various 
other caufes of its gradual decline, fmce 
the reigns of Sancbo /. and //. and the 
great Siniz L (fyled the Hujbandman^ 
n/iz, from the death of that Monarch, 
A. D. 1315, the following deferve pe- 
culiar notice : ** The want of proper 
laws to be enabled to promote Agri- 
culture, and to nerve the feeble hand of 
the defpifed and opprelTed peafant ^ the 
fubflitution of artificial for real wealth ; 
the growth of feudal privileges ; the 
o diflri> 
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diftrilnition of the hmd Into large cftatet 5 
the number of fervants and vagrants ; 
the derertion of the children of farmers 
to cittea, and their entering on occu. 
pations diftina from hoibandry.'* Of 
the iif$ee laft caufet of the decline of 
Agriculture in Portugal, notwithftanding 
its prefent flourilhing ftatc in England, 
we ough^ to be very vigilant j it it be 
true, that the fame caules will produce 
the fame efie^s in every country : . and 
perhaps the faji has been too little at- 
tended to of late years. " The multi- 
tude of holidays, x\u number of perlons 
entering into religious orders, and the 
coofequent paucity of labourers, are the 
rdult of a bigoted attachment to the 
RomiOi religion, more prevalent in this 
than in any other part orEiirope." 

Theaccount of the Vegetable, Mineral, 
and Animal Produ^ions, which occupy 
Cha]Stcrs IX. and X. will no doubt gra- 
tify the curiofity of Botanifts, Chemitts, 
JukI Natural ifts, thoueh they afford but 
little information for the general reader : 
with refpeft to the animals, the defcrip- 
tion is very fcanty, and affords but one 
article of new intelligence i ** Large 
licrds of fwine are foxtnd in various parts 
of the country, feeding chiefly on grafs 
and acorns ; hence proceeds the excellence 
o£ their flefli, and tne preference given to 
Portuguefe hams in moft parts of Europe, 
particularly in England.'* 

Chapter XI. treats of the Population 
and Imhtjby t the flatement of the firft is 
compiled from Portuguefe writers, who 
differ fo widely on this head, that no 
cx^L tftimate can be formed, efpecially 
as no exa^ furvey has ever been made by 
the Govenmient ; the inedium between 
the opinions of three refpe^able authors, 
cited by Mr. Murphy, appears to be 
2,500,000, including men, women, and 
children. With refpeft to the induftry 
of tbefe people, it is fo clofcly connefted 
with the ftate of Agriculture, to which 
lie is obli^ to recur, that it is aiioniQi<.. 



ing our Author (hould feparate them'{ 
but the art of fpreading modern books is 
arriving at its maximum, at a crilis when 
economy fhoul4 be the ruling principle 
in every thing offered to the Public. The 
following extra6l from this Chapter will 
fully juftify our remark : 

** The grain moft generally cultivated 
in the nation is maize \ nearly two thirds 
of the inhaMtants are fuppolcd to derive 
their principal fuftenancc from this ulc- 
ful produftion, though the culture of it 
appears, from the Itatement of Serhar 
Filla Novat in his Mcmorias EconomicaSf 
to be lefs profitable than that of wheat 
in the diltridl he alludes to. The pro- 
fits accruing from a ^ena of land, that 
is 240 feet in length By 120 feet in 
breadth, under wheat, being 1200 reis; 
and that of the fame quantity of land, 
under maize, only 1600 reis. 

** On the culture of vines, the fame 
Author has the following obfervations : 
A geira of land will rear 1000 vine- 
roots, which, on an average, yield an- 
nually a pipe of wine, commoilly valued 
at 12,000 reis:

** Hence it is not to be wondered at, 
that the Portuguefe negleft the culture 
of grain for that of wine, as it appears 
from this flatement to be nearlv four 
times as produ^ive as either wheat or 
maize." 

The next Chapter, on Commerce ^ opens 
a more pleafing view of the profperity 
of .the kingdom, and fumifhes fome ma- 
terial information for our merchants, 
which we referve for another oppor- 
tunity.

. " One of the principles adopted with 
this view by the civilized world is fro* 
ptrty J intended to acl by its impreflive 
(limuius on all parts pf the community^ * 
and to excite that induftry, which pro- 
duces all the food and all the comforts 
pflife. 

** Common labour (hou Id, procure f)ib« 
fiftence ; labctir, ingenuity, and economy 
(more than common), Ihould lead to 
property : ths: unreftrained exchange and 
tranimilfton of this proj>erty ftiould con^ 
tinue the itimulus, and \^ produ6Hv^ oi 
individual, which, in the aggregate, is 
national profpcrity. 

** That this gentral influence of Pro» 
periy on Indullry is often oblljru6led> 
and in fome inllances, by regulations 
originally intended to alFift it, is a truth 
known to every roan of obfervstion ; 
but the preient Addrefs has folely for its 
obje6l to point out one of thefe inllances, 
the mifapplication of the relief diftri- 
buted to the poor/' Having proved this 
to be the cafe in the moll iatisfa£loiy 
manner, he proceeds to affirm, 

" That the price or reward of the 
labour exerted by an individual cannot 
be fuHicient for the maintenance of a 
large tamily ;" and upon this ground* 
together with an attentive ccniideratioQ 
-^t the (late of labourers, confirmed by 
the cpition of thole who in the admi« 
nifti^iion vf parochial relief have been 
mod converi'ant wich their dillrelTes, he 
is induced to propofe ** That a fixed 
national allowance (liould be made to 
every labourer of w/^,^////iJ^ weekly, for 
ev,ery clrild under ten years of age j not 
as aims \ not as a humiliating badge of 
•incapacity i but as an hooouiable con- 
tribution of the fociety at large towards 
the fupport of the riling generation." 
In further explaining his plan, he de* 
monftrates that the relult of it is exactly 
oppoiite to (he mode of relief now pre- 
vailing; and that, if his lyllem is gene- 
rally adopietl, it will be pi*odu£livc of 
national advantages. The following 
oblervations are io itriking and forcible, 
that they muil carry Conviction to the 
breall of evei y thinking roan \ and their 
utility wiil apologize tor extending this 
article beyond the limits uiually aUotted 
to pamphlets: 

** l^nc attempt to impofe on the wages

He fets out with two 
friends difguifed as "Minftrels, and un- 
difcovered obtains an interview with her 
in the Abbeyi where repofe the afhes of 
bis mother. To this place, David his 
brother, who had gone over totheEnglifh, 
imd who is alio enamoured of Eleanor, 
repairs. Llewellyn avows himl'elf, and 
they are about to join in combat, when 
the fpc^m of their mother rife* from the 
tomb, chides their unnatural Itrile^ and 
enjoins their reconciliation. The brother 
fwears it at the altar, and the fpirit 
traniflies. Lltfwellyn having repaired to 
his camp, a fecond attack is meditated 
by the Engliih, but a parley enfues. 
The Englilh Monarch remits the tribute, 
and pedce and happinefs follow. 

The plot of this play deviates fi*om 
the hidoric fa£t, and the play itfelf ranks 
with that fpecies of mixed drama, in 
Which frrious and comic feenes alternately 
follow and relieve each others There 
are fome poetical efforts in the fenti- 
jiidits and defcriptions j but many are 
inflated, and fome trite and fi^eble. It 
afforded however, on the whole, a pleafin?

August *. Mr. ^John Palmer, of 
t>rury LaHe'Theatre, this evening, in the 
performance of The Stranger, at Liver- 
pool, dropped down on the ft age, and 
inftantly expired. He had dined, on the 
a9th cf July, with MeflVs. Hurlt, Ham- 
merton, and Dem2(i;ia, all btK>))ging to 
the Liverpool Theatre, and appeared to 
be low fpirited 5 but on Wcdnclfiay the 
ift of Auguft he performed the part of 
Young Wilding in The Liar with Kis 
accuftomed vivacity. On the evening 
ofhisdeath he had exerted himielf through 
two a£ls with great effect 5 but in the 
third, as he was about to reply to the 
quelHon of Baron SteinfcH relative to his 
children, hcappeared unui'ualiy agitated ^ 
and, after.uttering the words 

«* Oh 1 God! God ! 
*» There is another ^ and a better world j'* 

be inftantly fell on his back, heaved a 
convulfive Hgh, and immediately expired* 
The audience fuppofed for the moment 
that his fall was nothing more than a 
lludied addition to the part ; but, on 
feeing him carried off in a deadly ftiffnefs, 
the litmoft alionilhment and horror took 
place. He was removed to the fcene- 
room, and lilrgical afliftance immediately 
procured ; his veins were opened, but 
they yitlded\not a fingle drop of bloody 
and every other means of refufcitation 
Was had rcdourfe to without effe£l. The 
medical operations upon the body con- 
tinued about an hour, after which, all 
hopes of recovery having vaniihed, he 
was carried home to his lodgings on a 
bier. Mr. Aickin came on the Itage to 
announce the fad event to the audience, 
but was unable to give utterance to his 
words, and therefore obliged to retire. 
Mr. Incledon then came forward, and 
communicated the melancholy informa* 
tioui which liad the cffcd of inllantly 
clearing the houfc. 

On Monday the 6th he was buried at 

Warton, a village in the neighbourhood 

of Liverpool. The hearfe was preceded 

by mutes on hoifebacki four mourning 

(^ coachca 
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coaches (being the whole the town could 
fuiiiifh), and one glafs coach ; and fol- 
lowed by Meflis. Aickin, Holman, Whit- 
field» Incledony Mattocks, and Wild. 
The chief mourners were Mr. Hurlt, as 
his oldeft acquaintance, and a Mr. Ste- 
vens, his couHn i next came Major Potts, 
Captain Snow (the Gentleman who per- 
formed two feafons fince at Covent ' 
Garden, under the aflumed name of Har- 
grave), Captain Kennedy, Meflfrs. Ham- 
mcrton, Farley, Tomkins, Toms, Emery, 
Demaria (the painter), Clinch, Hollingf- 
worth, and the rtft of the Company. 
There were alio two or three coaches of 
private parties belonging to the town. 
Prayers being read over the body, it was 
committed to a grave fevcn feet deep, 
dug in a rock. The coffin was of oak, 
covered with black cloth,, and on the 
plate was fimply infcribed ** Mr. JohM 
Palmer, aged 53.'' He was» however, 
fome years older ; but the midake arofe 
from no perfon at Liverpool corre^ly 
knowing bis age. 

Mr. John Palmer was the Ton of a 
perfop employed many years at Drury 
Lane Theatre as pit -door- keeper, and 
fome time as dilhibutor of tlie play bills. 
In which iaft capacity he is laid to have 
been at times aflitted by this his fon in 
his boyifh days. He was born, accord- 
ing to one of his biographers, in the 
parifli of St. Luke, Old ftreet, it may be 
conjectured irom circumftances, about 
the year 1741 or 174.2. The fituation 
of his parents was not fuch as to be 
likely to afford him many advantages of 
educailon: his father's coone^l ion with 
the l^eatrc afforded him an eafy accefs 
to "it, though his early efforts were far 
from promihng, and his progrefs towards 
excellence was very flow. The firft no- 
tice we hare of hnti is in the month of 
May 176a, when he performed onie of 
the Oxford Bucks in Footers Lectures 
on Oratory j and, on the 14th of the fame 
pionth* his fuft appearance on the Itage 
is announced in tile charafler of Buck, 
in The Englifliinan in Paris, for his 
. father's benrat. He at that time pof- 
icfled no other re<juifites fcr the ftage than 
a good perfoit, with no fmall ponion of 
confidence. He afterwards went into the 
country, and at Norwich married the 
lady who died only a few months before 
him. In 1764 we find him performing 
with Foote at the Hay market, and C on 
aftct-he was received in a very inferior 
situation at Drury Lane. He continued^ 



however, attached to both houfcs j an<f, 
on the death of his namd'ake (who mar- 
ried Mifs Pritchard) in 1768, feveral of 
that performer's chara61ers were allotted 
to him. He now began to appear in ,A 
more relpe6iable light, and by diligence 
and application, and the death of fome 
capital a^^ors, arrived at what might be 
called a ftate of excellence. No per- 
former had a wider range of charaaers> 
more induftry, or greater fuccefs. In 
1785 he laid the firft Itone of the Royalty 
Theatre, which was opened in June 
1787 J but this plan being oppofcd by 
the Managers ot the Winter Theatres, 
after an ineffefSlual ftruggle, in which he 
added to the pecuniary difBculties he was 
already involved in, he was obliged to 
abandon the fcheme, and return to his 
former ftation at Drury Lane. From this 
period nothing of importance eccurred t 
fie continued to perform his doty with 
as much regularity as his embarraJTments 
would permit, and received the applaufc 
he was entitled to. The verfatility of 
his talents was very uncommon : he per- 
formed equally well in tragedy and co- 
medy, and in many parts of each with 
fupcrior excellence. In the oppofite cha- 
ra6Ver8 of Brafs and Stukeley, Joicph 
Surface and Brufli, Villeroy and the 
Duke's Servant in High Life Below 
Stairs, Glenalvon and Sir Toby Belch, 
Colonel Feignwell and Tobine in The 
Suicide, Sadboy and Serjeant Kite, witU 
a variety of others, he had no equals, 
and hardly any competitors. His lofs 
forms an xra in the hiftory of the Stage, 
and he leaves a vacancy which it will be 
didkult foon to fupply.

The Scene Is in Naples. Count Be- 

nini| a worthy and whimfical old Noble- 

c many 
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man, U tbe fither of Juliana, an amiable 
young lady, who is betrothed to Count 
Florcnzi. Count Flprenzi/a Neapolitan 
Officer, is dittant, in the fervice of his 
country. During his abience his friend, 
Xlarquis Caliart, becomes enamoured of 
Juliana; but convinced, from the attach- 
nacnt of the two lovers, that his own paf- 
iion is hopetefs, he rciblves to endeavour 
the accompliihment of his wiflies by the 
ileftru^on of Count Florenzi. For this 
purpoie be employs four bravos to lie in 
watch for Florenzi, who is every day ex- 

fefted from the army, and to murder 
im. The Count returns, attended by 
his faithful fervant Lealto. The bravos 
begin the attack 5 bur, by the timely 
valour of Lealto and his Maftcr, are 
ciriven away, Caliari, ftung with vexa- 
tioD that his fchemehad failed, determines 
to ruin Lealto, conceiving too that if 
that honelt and zealous fervant were re- 
moved, he ihouU hiive a better chance 
fcr rte;^roying the matter. For this pur- 
polc he introduces one of the bravos into 
the houlc, and employs another villain to 
purloin the picture ot Juliana, and con- 
ceal it upon the perfon of Lealto. In 
the mean time Caliiri endeavours to 
ihake the confidence of Florenzi in bis 
faithful Lealto. At length a fabricated 
letter is fcnt to Lealto, acculing him of 
being in the plot to deftroy his mafter, 
and reproaching him with treachery to 
the gang, in wounding one of the ruffians, 
and defending his malter.' This letter is 
delivered to Lealto by one of the villains 
in tlie prcfence of Florenzi, and the latter 
is induced to requeft that his fervant will- 
read its contents, by the inlUgations of 
Cjiiari. Florenzi, however, will not 
d'iitru'.\ the integpity of X^alto, till one 
of the ruffians propofcs that all the 
fervants (hall undergo a fearch to iee 
who has ftcklen the pi6lurc of Florenzi*s 
millrcrs. This fearch of courfe ends in 
the d i fgrace of poor. Lealto. His mailer 
then confiders him as really guilty, dif- 
miilcs him from his iervice, but offers 
htm a pur(e, which Lealto, cbnfctous of 
his innocence, and animated by honelt 
priiie, refufes. Lealto then goes to the 
hcufe of his beloved Lauretta, the 
daughter of an old cottager of a fclfifli 
chaiacler, who rcjefls him with contempt 
when he finds that he is out of place and 
without money. Wandering in agony, 
Lealto overhears the luffians agi:^^ ta 
meet at night to murder his mailer. 
Lealto exclaims again(t the ^eiign witU 
^ifOjT J and, being difcov^ed b^ tbp 



ruffians, they (eizt him and bear him 
away to the honfe of a confederate, af- 
furing him, that after thev have dif- 
patched his mafter, they will return and 
fnake an end of him. Lealto is thus left 
in the utmoft dldrefs, arifing from the 
confcioufnefs of the fate that impend^ 
over the head of his mafter, and of the 
death that awaits himfelf. Fortunately, 
however, his miftrcfs Lauretta had feen 
the ruffians bear him in, and procuring 
the affiftance of her brother Nicolo, they 
fet him at liberty, and confine the wretch 
who was left to guard him. The mur- 
derers arc in the houfe of Florenzi, juft 
on his bridal night, ftill employed by 
Caliari to deftroy a d^iefted happy rival. 
Caliari himfelf joins them, dilguiled, in 
order to quicken and ftcure their mea- 
furcs. The villains retire into a back 
room, and as foon as their confederate 
has received the fword of Florenzi, pre- 
paiatory to his undreffiuff, tliis con- 
federate is to fay, as the hgnal for'the 
attack, « Tis a dark night, Sir.*' Hav- 
ing uttered thele words, the ruffians iu(h 
in, headed by Caliari, and are on the 
point of murdering Florenzi, but at the 
lame inllant appears Lealto, with a party 
of foMiers, who aim their mufquets, and 
the ruffians drop their fwords. Thus > 
the innocence and fidelity of Lealto are 
manifefted,iand the wickednefs of Caliari « 
is expofed : the latter retires repentantly, 
admitting the juftice of the punifhment 
he expels, and avowing his latal love 
as the caufc of his departure from friend- 
ihip and tixm honour. The piec^ ^f 
courfe then concludes with tl^e happinefs 
of the meritoiious charaftcrs. 

Such is the main (able ; but there is 
an under- plot, arifing from Old Count 
Benini dchring to marry a rich old co- 
quette, the Maichefa Veteria j but bein^ 
rtrjecteJ, he impofes upon her, as a fo- 
reign nobleman, an Iriib fellow, who 
was by turns a chairman and Haymaker j 
and who, getting drunk* at Wapping, 
takes his paiTage on bo^rd a Ihip deliined 
for Naples, conceiving that it was bound 
for Ireland. 

Thi^ piece is not devoid of humour or 
intcreft, though theie is little new in 
either the chSa^tcrs or fable. It w^s 
well performedi and was received with 
applaule. From lome circumfbmces we 
ftfe inclined to believe it a piece ori* 
ginally of foreign maiiufaflurc. The 
muHc, by Dr. Arnold, dcicrved the praiiie

FRIDAY, JUNE 29.

" The example of your firranefs and 
conftancy has been applauded and fol- 
lowed by my fubje^s in every rank and 
condition ot life. 

" A fpirit of voluntary and ardent 
exertion, diftufed through evefy part of • 
the kingdom, has Itrengthened and con- 
firmed our internal fecurity ; the iame 
fentiments have continued to animate my 
troops of every defcription ^ %^^ my fte^^ts 
have met the menaces of Invalioa, by 
blocking up our Enemies in ail their 

principal por^fe^^^GoOg „ q^,^. 
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*« Gentlemen of the Houfc of Com- 
mons, 

•* The exfcnfivc and equifable fcheroe 
of Contribution, by which fo large a pro- 
portion of our expences will be defrayed 
within the year, ha* defeated the ex- 
pc^ation of thufe who had vainly hoped 
to exhauft our means and to deftroy our. 
public credit 

" You have been enabled to avail y^ Ur- 
iel vcs of farther refources, from a ConV- 
mercc incrcafcd in extent and vigour, 
sctwitfadanding the difficulties of War j 
and have had the fingular fatisfa^iun of 
deriving, at the fame moment, large ad- 
ditionzU aid from individual exertions of 
^ Unexampled zeal> liberality, and pt- 
trioliirzi. 

"The provifion which has been made 
for the Redemption oi the Land fax, has 
alio e^ablifhed a fy(iem which, in its 
progreflive operation, may produce the 
aappici\ con(equenccs, by the Increafe of 
our Refources, the Diminution of our 
J5ebt, and the Support of Public Credit. 

** My Lords and Gentlemen, 
\ ** The defigns of thedifafFe6led, carried 
00 in conccrT with our invcteiate ene- 
mies, have been unremittingly purfued, 
tut have been happily and cffe6luairy 
countera.5led in this kingdom- by the 
general zeal and loyalty o^ my fubje^s. 

** In L eland, ihey have broken out in- 
to the moft criminal a6ls of open rebel- 
iion. Every effort^has been employed, 
on my part, to lubdue this dangvrcus 
> fpirit, which is equally holtilc to the 
intcrefts and fafety of eVcry part of the 
Biitiib Empire. I ^annot too ftrongly 
commend the unfiiaken fidelity and va- 
lour of my Regular, Fencihle, and Miliria 
Forces in Ireland, and that determined 
fpirit with which my Yeomanry and 
Volunteer Forces of that kingdom have 
flood forward in the defence of the lives 
and properties of their fellow- fubjefls, 
and in fupport of the lawful Govcrn- 
ment. 

*« The flriking and honourable proof 
of alacrity and public fpirit which i"o

and call for fome Ale, they might witk 
equal juftice fay, </You who keep a 
Coach (hall not drink Aie» you muft 
drink Wine." This was a fort of po- 
litical tranfubflantiation, like Swift** 
Cruft of Bread, which was to be deemed 
and taken as a Shoulder of Mutton. It 
laid hold of a Taxed Cart, and then taxed 
it as a Chaife. 

Sir W. Pulteney thought the principle 
bad { it refttmbled the old fyllem of the 
Faimers Geneial in France : there they 
would not allow a man to do without 
lalt, but they oblic^ed him to ufe a cer* 
tain quantity for the benefit of the re- 
venue. This feemed to approach that 
principle. 

Mr. Rofe faJd, this Bill was mifun- 
derllood: it was a Bill of Relief: it 
introduced no new principle, but relieved 
many perfons who would be fubjcfl ta 
the duties by the exifting A^s.

Lieutenant General Dundat' com* 
manded the center column, rupporte4 
by a column upon the right, under 
Major-Generalt Sir James Duff an4 
LoUus;. a fourth column upou the left 
was coinniandcd by the Hon. Mnjcr-

I HAVE the honour ta inform you, 
that a party of the Wcftmrath regiment, 
ConfiftiDg of two hundred and twenty 
men, ranR and file, with two fix-pound* 
ers, under my command, was ycltcrday 
attacked on our marcU from Ch>ghn>kiltf 
to Bandon, near a vi'lage called Baily* 
narfcarty, by the Rebels, who took up 
the bed pofition on the whole march* 

The attack was made from a height 
on the left of our culumn of march* 
with great rapidity, and withotit the 
leaft previous notice, by between three 
and four hundred mtn, as nearly as I 
can judge, mftRly armed with pike8« 
and very few with fire-arms. We had 
h\irdly time to ft»rm, but very foon re- 
pulfeJ them with a confiderable lofe, 
when they retreated precipitately, but 
not in great confufion ; and when they 
regained the height,, I could jperccive 
that they there joined a coniiderable 
force. 1, with the greateft difficuUy 
and rifque to the Officers, reftraiucd the 
men, and halted and formed the greater 
part of them, when I faw that the enoroy 
wab filing off to the right, under covtc 
of a high bink, with an intent to take 
poflelfion of our guns. 

A detachment of a hundred vc^tn of 
the Caithnefs Legion, under the cotn- 
roand of Major Innes, was on its roarck 
to replace us at Cloghnikilty, hearing; 
our nre, prelfed forward, and veri* 
critically fired upon them whilft wa 
were formin|, and made them fly in 
every dircftioa with great precipiutjon. 
. > At 
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At the faitre moment; a very con- 
fidcrabte ^orce (hewed itfelf on the 
lieightt in our rear. A vaft number of 
pikes appeared t and foire with hats up- 
on them, and other ffgnalt, I fuppofc, in 
order to collect their forces. I ordered 
Tiie guDS to prepare for aAion, and 
^ery fortunately brought them to hear 
npon the enemy with good effect, as 
they diperfrd in a ihort time, and muft 
have left a coofiderable number dead. 
Some were killed m attempting to carry 
away the dead bodret . It is impofiible 
ta afcertain the lofs of the enemy ; but 
m dragoon, who came this morning from 
Cloghnikihy to Bandon, reports that 
their lofs is one hundred and thirty. 

1 feel moft highly gratified by the 
conduct and fpirit of the Officers and 
Men of the Wcftmeath regiment, and 
had only to complain of the too great 
ardour of the latter, which it was al- 
mod kapo^ble to rctlrain. I cannot 
give too much praife, to Msjor Innes, 
Captain Innes, and all the Officers, Non- 
commiifioned Officers, and Privates of 
the CaUhneft Legion, for their cool, 
fteady conduA, and the very effe6iaai 
fupport I received from them. Our lofs 
was one Serjeant and one Private.

YESTERDAY afternoon I hadtha 
honour to difpatch a letter to your 
Lordihip from Eonifeorthy, with the 
tranfaftions of the day, for his Excel- 
lency the Lord Lieutcnant*s inform- 
ation ; and the inclofed copy of a letter 
from Brig. Geo. Moore to Major Gen« 
Johnfon will account for my having 
entered this place without oppofition. 
Gen. Moore, with his ufual cnterprize 
and afiivity, puihed on to this town» 
and entered it fo opportunely as to pre* 
vent it from being laid in alheSi and 
t^e malTacre of the remaining prifoners,

DEAR GENERAL, 

AGREEABLE to your order, I took 

poit on the evening of the t^th, near 

Kook*s Mill, in the park of Mr. Sutton. 

Next day I fent a ftrong detachment, 

^ _ under 
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nuder Lieut. Co!. Wilkinfon, to patrole 
towards Tiotern and Clonmincs, with 
1 view to fcour the country and com- 
municiite with the troops you directed 
we to join from Dancannon. The 
Lreatenant Colonel found the country 
defercediandgot no tidings of the troops. 
I waited for them until three o'clock in 
the afternoon, when, defpairing of their 
arrival, I began my march to Taghmon. 
We had not marched above half a roile, 
when a connderable*body of the Rebels 
was perceived marching towards us. 
I fent my advanced guards conHning 
of thcf two Rifle Companies of thc'6och, 
to ikirmi(b with them, whiift a howitzer 
and lix pounder were advanced to a 

' crol? road above G.off's Bridge, and 
fome companies of light infantry formed 
00 each fide of them, under Lieut. Col. 
Wilkinfon. The Rebels attempted to 
attack thefe, but were inftantly re* 
pulfedy and driven beyond the bridge. 
A large body were perceived at the 
fame time moving towards my lefr. 
Major Aylmer, and afterwards Major 
Daniely with five eompanies of Light 
Infaitry and a (ix-pounder were de- 

• tached againfl them. The 6oth regi- 
tntntp finding no further oppofltion in 
front, had of themfelves inclined to 
their left, to engage the body which 
was attempting to turn us. The a6lion 
here was for a ihort time pretty (harp* 
The Rebels were in great numbers, 
and armed wuh both mulkets and 
pikes ; ^cy were, however, forced to 
give w3^" and driven, though they re- 
I peatedly attempted to form, behind the 
ditches. They at laft difpcrfed, flying' 
towards Ennifcorthy and Wexford. 
Their killed could not be afcertained, 
as they lay fcattcred in the fields over 
a conftderable extent, but they fcemcd 
to be numerous. 1 inclofe a lift of 
ours.* The Troops behaved with 
great fpirit ; the Artillery and Hom^ 
fpetch's Cavalry Were aftive, and fcemcd 
only to regret that the country did not 
admit of their rendering more efTcftuai 
fervice. Major Daniel is the onl^ 
Officer V'hofe wound is bad | it is 
through the knee, but not dangerous. 

The bufinefs, which began between 
three and four, was not over till near 
eight. It was then too late to proceed 
to Taghmon. I took poft for the night 
on the ground where the a^^ioo had 
commenced. As the Rebels gave way. 



I was informed of-thc approach of tho 
id and 29th regiments under Lord 
Dalhoufie. In the morning of the aift, 
we were proceeding to T.^ghmon, 
where I was met by an Oflfcer of the • 
North Cork from Wexford with thci 
inclofed letters. I gave of courfe no 
anTwer to the propofd made by the in- 
habitants of Wexford, but 1 thoiight 
it cuy duty iipmediately to proceed 
here, and to take poft above the town, 
by which means J have perhaps faved 
the town itfclf from fire, as well as the 
lives of many loyal fubjcfta, who werd 
prifoners in the hands of the Rebels. 

The Rebels fled, upon ray approach, 
over the bridge of Wexford, and to- 
wards the barony of Forth. I (hall wait 
here your further orders. Lord Kingf- 
borough has informed roe of different' 
engagements he had entered into with 
relj)e6t to the inhabitants. I have de- 
clined entering upon the fubjeft, but 
have referred his Lordfliip to you oc 
Gen. Lake. 

1 received your pencilled Note durin|f 
the a6tion of the soth : it was impoiSble 
for me then to detach the troops you 
a&ed for ; but I hear you have per-* 
fe£lly fucceeded at Ennifcorthy with 
thofe you had. Mr. Roche who Com- 
mands^ the Rebels is encamped, I hear; 
%bout 6ve miles off. He has fent to Lord 
Kingfl)oroMgh to furrender upon terms. 
Your prefence fpecdily is, upon ever/ 
account, extremely ncceffary.

I HAVE the honour to inform you, 
■ %hat early on the morning of the 13d 
inft. I received infornration that the 
Rebels, amounting to feveral thoufands, 
liad rlcapcd from the coulity of Wex- 
ford, and formed a camp at Kellymount^ 
and were proceeding to Gores-bridgc. 
I infiantly alTcmblcd all the force I 
could collect, and marched towards 
them. I did not arrive in time to pre- 
vent their defeating the detachment at 
that place, and taking 24 men of the 
Wexford Militia pnfoners : they 
marched off rapidly towards Leighlin, 
th^e troops fr< m thence, confiding of a 
fmall party of the 9th dragoons, com- 
manded by Lieut. Higgins, Lieut. C«»l. 
Kochefort s, and Capt. Cornwalli&'s 
yeomanry, killed 60 of them. N»ght 
coming on, I could not purfue them any 
further. By the pofitipn they took near 
Shanohill, I conceived their intentions 
were to form a junftion with the col- 
liers at Caftle-comer. As loon as the 
troops were ftbic to move, I marched 
with 900 men to attack them, and was 
forry to fin- they had burned the whole 
town, and forced the foldiers who were 
in it to retire bef^Jrc my arrival* Hay* 



ing cleared the town with the gons^ 
and attacked them o«i all fidcS, about 
400 were killed, the remainder fled : 
they were commnnded J)y a Prieft called 
Murphy, and their numbers are faid to 
amount to ^coo. Our lof^ is tncon* 
fidcrable. My force confiftcd of Wex- 
ford and Wicklow militia, under the 
command of Lord Loftus and the Hon* 
Col. H 'Ward. The dragoons were 
commanded by M^or Donaldlon, of the 
9ih dragi'ons, and Major B.^roard, of 
the Romney fencibles, with feveral 
yeoman corps from this county anil 
. Carlow, who, as well as the other 
troojs, are entitled tomy warmeft praifc 
for their bravery and alertncf:* on this 
and every occafion. .

I BEG to acquaint you, for the in- 
formation of my Lords Commiflioner* 
of the Admiralty, that when cruizing 
tt the entrance of St. George's Channel 
with the fquadron under my command, 
I receivetl information on the J 9th, that 
the King's troops were toA^mmeoce 
their attach on the Rebels aT Wexford 
on the 2oih or 21ft. 1 immediately 
proceeded off that harbour with the En- 
'dymion, Phcrnix, Glenmorc,MelampusB 
and Unicom, and five cutters which I 
had collected. LieUtenant Carpenter, 
fen. Lieut, of the Endymion, was im- 
mediately difpatched in command of 
the cutters and (hips launches, manned 
and armed with carronades in their 
prows, to blockade the inward entrance 
of the harbour, and to prevent \ht cf- 
cape of the Rebel armed veffels, and 
others, of which they were in pulTtiliony 
to :hc amount of forty or fifty fail. 

On the lift 1 was joined bv the Chap- 
man and Weazle (loops, which, by the 
' light draught of water, anchored much 
nearer in than the frigates could ven- 
ture, and thereby gave more cflftflu^l 
protection to the cutters and launches 
deftined to attack the harbour and foit 
at the entrance of it, which fired on 
them. On the arrival of Captain Keen, 
9f^the Chapman. 1 duc4tcd him to

fiying in all dire^^iuns, two of their 
Centrals, Hay and Roche, taken pri* 
foDcrs. 

As the object of the fquadron remain- 
ing at anchor here is now fully accom- 
piilhed, it is my intention to get to fca 
to-morrow, if polTible; and I am happy 
to be informed, fince the reduction of 
Wfxford, that the appearance of hiB 
Majcfty's fliips and vcfTcls cff* the har- 
V)ur, and the meafurcs purfued by them, 
has been attended by the happieft con- 
fcqucnces, and greatly contributed to 
check the further progrefs of the hor- 
rible roaffacres that have been com- 
iritted in the town of Wexford, dif- 
gr^ceful to humanity. 

There being a number of boats and 
fmall vcffcls along the coaft, belonging 
to theAcbclf, whtch 1 conceived woulc 
be employed in facilitating the efcapc 
^ of the fugitives, I have ordered the 
boats of the fquadron in, and deftroyed 
about 100 of them ; in fomr, pikes were 
found concealed^ 

The public fervicc has griatly bene- 
fited by the judicious arrangements of 
Capt. Keen and Lieut. Carpenter, and 
by the zeal and activity mapifeftcd by 
them and the officers and people em- 
ployed in the different (hips, boats, and

MY LORD, 

FEARING the confequences that 
mfghi rcl'ul' from allowing the Rebels, 
who fled from Wexford, to remain any 
length of time in this county, I preferred 
attacking them with the troops 1 already 
had, to waiting till a reinforcement ar« 
rived. My force amounted to eleven 
hundred men. The Rebels coniifted of 
about five thoufand. I attacked them 
this morning* at fix o'clock, in their po. 
fition on Kile nnel Hill, near Gore'« 
Bridge, and foon defeated them. Their 
Chief, caUed Murphy, a Pried, and 
upwards of one thoufand men, were 
killed. Ten pieces of cannon, two 
fwiveis, their colours, and quantities •£ 
ammunition, arms, cattle, &e. were 
taken ; and I have the pleafure to add, 
that fome foldiers, who were made pri- 
foners the day before, and doomed to 
fuffcr death, were fortunately releafed 
by our troops. 

Our lofs confified of only feven men 
killed and wounded. Tiie remainder 
of the Rebels were purfued into the 
county of Weiford, where they dif- 
perfed in. different (Iire6lioos. [The 
remainder of this letter fpeaks highljr 
of the conduct of all the troops, and 
mentions the names of the officers- who 
particularly diHinguiflied themfelves.] 

Dublin Cafile, June%Z% 
[Accounts from Lieut. Gardiner, of the

ON Friday laft, at fevcn A. M. his 
MajcAy's fquadron under my coipmand, 
CODfifting of the Jafun, r^que, and 
Mermaid, gave chace to a French fri- 
gate off the Saintes ^ at 11 ar night 
the Pique brought her t«i ?6)ion, and 
continued a running fight till the Jaiun 
paffed between the two. A; thi^ in- 
^nt the land near the Point de la 
Trenchc was feen clofc 011 our larb iard 
bow, and before the Ihip could anfwtc 
ber helm, ftie took the ground clofe to 
the enemy, which we immtdiattlv per- 
ceived had grounaed alfo : mod un- 
fortunately, a& the tide rcfe, we hung 
only forwards, and thcrtfort f\wing 
■wjtn our ^crn clofe lu the tnetny's 
broadfide, who, although he was <lif- 
tnailedt did not fail to take advantage 
6f his happy pofuion ; but a well di- 
TcAedfire was kcp. up from a few guns 
abaft, and af halt pAtl two flie ft ruck. 
Our opponent, called La Seine, was 
toromanded by L^'.Capitaine Brrjot ; 
her force 42 guns, i3 and 9 pounders, 
with cannonadet, and Oio nicn, includ- 
ing troctpt ) (he failed from L'lde de 
France three months agO| bound to 
L'Oricnt. 



In the early part of tbe battle I had 
the mortification to be wounded, and 
' was obliged to leave \^t deck \ but my 
misfortune is palliated by the refl^£tioit 
that the fcrvicc did not fuffer by my 
abfcnce, for no man could have filled 
my place with more credit tQ himfelf, 
and benefit 10 the ftate, than my Firft 
Lieutenant, Mr, Charles Inglis, whom 
I beg to recommend in the (Irongeft 
manner fcr his bravery, &kll, and great 
exertions. 

I come now, my Lord, to the painful 
part of my narrative^ which I am ne* 
celfitated to make more prolix than I 
otherwife (hould, from the peculiar cir- 
cumftanCes attending the engagement ; 
and firft I mention the lofs <^\ tht Pique, 
whofe officers and crew dcferved a bet- 
ter fate. Capt. Milne had led her to 
the fight in an officer-iikc mannet, but 
it was his misfortune, the main top- 
maft being carried away, that he was 
obliged to drop a ftern ; ardour urging 
him on to renew the combat, he did not 
hear me hail him to anchor, and the 
(hip therefore grounded on our off.fide, 
near enough to receive the enemy*sihot 
over us, although very awkardiy fitu- 
ated for returning the fire. In the 
morning eveiy attempt was made to 
get the (hips off, but the Jafon was 
alone fucceUtul : I therefore, on find- 
ing the Pique was bilged, dire£led the 
Captain to defiroy her, and to exert his 
abilities and activity to fave the prize \ 
which he, with great difficuliy» got 
afloat yeftcrday evening, after t Vow in|^ 
her euns, &q. overboard. 

The carn^^ge on board La Seine was 
very great; 160 men were kjlled, and 
about 100 were wounded, many of them 
mortally. I inclofe a lift of ihe fuf- 
ftrcrs on board the Jafon 3 and it is 
with great concern that among the killed 
I place the name of Mr Anthony 
Richard Robotier, my Second Lieu- 
tenant, who ditd fighting glorioufly, 
and by whole fall is loft a moft amiable 
m^n and excellent officer. Lieutenant 
Ribt)leau commanded on the main deck 
afterwards, and behaved with gre%t 
fpirit, as did Mr. Lockwood, the mafter, 
and Lieut. S)mes, of the Marines; my 
other officers ef every defcription be- 
haved vaftly vi'ell, and the bravery and 
excellent cofidudt of the crew defervc 
much praife. 

The Pique was exceedingly ibattered 
in her rigging, and. the Jalon has not 
one mail or yard but what is much 
damaged, nor a (hroud or rope but what 
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if «uty wfth Ml the fails torn tc^ pieces* 
if our {hip could have remained in her 
firft pofl:ion, or our con\panion could 
have occupied the (ituation he wilhedg 
the buiinefs muft have been fooner 
fiai'lhed, without fo much injury being 
done aloft. 

It is but jufticc to obfervc, that every 
efibrt was made on board the Mermaid, 
daring our long chace, to approach the 
ettemy, and I feel much indebted to 
Captain Newman for heaving this ihip 
off, as that was the only pofhble means 
to fave her. 'So foonas we were afloat, 
the fquadron under Captain Stopford 
was feen in the ofBng, and being; calied 
in by fignal, was of infinite feirvice.

to the fuccefs of the enterprize. ^Ge- 
neral Sir Charles Grey Cent you, Sir, an 
outtine of the difpofition of the troops^ 
and of the plans, previous to our failing; 
from Margate ; thefe were carried int« 
execution, with a little alteration, which 
I was obliged to make in confequence 
of the whole of the troops not havings 
landed. Soon after we difembarked* 
I detached Major-Genera 1 Burrar'd, 
with four companies of Light Infantry 
of the Guards, the asd and 4^th Gre- 
nadiers, and two (ix-poundcrs, to take 
poiTefrion of the different poftsand paffea 
that it was neceffary to occupy to cnablo 
us to carry our plans into execution* 
In effedting this he met with ttrong 
oppofition from a confiderable body of 
(harp (hooteirs, who were gallantly re- 
pulfed with feme lofs, and by a rapid 
march cut off from ehe town of Oi^end* 
DurHig the time Lieutenfint Browitrigg^. 
of the Engineers, was employed in 
bringing up the powder, and other 
materials to effc^ the deftru6tion of the 
iluiccs of the Bruges Canal, the troops 
were pofted as follows : the grenadiers 
of the nth and 23d regiments, with 
cannon, &c. at the L«wer Ferry, t« 
prevent the enemy croffing from Of- 
tend.

cctfary rrtatiertals were brought up to 
the (luices, by the indefatigable exer- 
tions and extraordinary govd conduct of 
Captains Winthrop, Bradby, and 
W'Kcllar, and LictKetiant Bradhy, of 
clic Royal Navy, whoft ierviccson ifaore 
cannot be too highly praifcd. Ltctit. 
Brownrigg, of the Royal Engineers, in 
about fovir hourt made all hit arrange- . 
ments, and completely deftroyed the 
Huiccsi his mines having in every par- 
ticular the defired eflfe£t ; and the ob- 
jtCt of the exp^itioa thereby attained ; 
mod which» I have the fatisfa^tion to 
«dd, was accompitlhed with the trifling 
Icfsof only 5 mtii killed and wounded. 
Several vdTeU of c^nfidcrable burthen 
were alfo deftroyed in Ihe canal near 
tiie fldicee. No danger even for an in- 
ftint abated the ardour of the Teamen 
•lid foldiert. To their unanimity his 
l^ajefty and the country are indebted 
^r ottr futfcefc* No language of mine 
can do juftice to tbe forces employed^ 
tipon this occalwn ; and, at it is hn- ' 
poffible to na«>e each individual, I beg 
leave to ftate the great exertions of a 
^w. ' To that excellent Officer, Major- 
General Burrard» I (ball feeleverlaAir.g 
obligation : to his counfel, exertions, 
and ability, I am in a great meafureto 
attribute the fucccfs of the entcrprixe. 
His Majefty's Guards, confpicuous upoa 
all occafions, en this fervice have added 
•o their former laurels. To Col. Cal- 
craft, who commanded them; Colonels 
Cunningham and Campbell, of the fame 
corps I Major Skinner, of the 23d regi- 
ment, commanding the Grenadiers $ 
Major Donkin, of the 44th regiment, 
commanding the Light Infantry ; and, 
Capt. Walker, commanding the Royai 
Artillery ; 1 feel myfelf much indtbied 
for their good conduct in the various 
fcfvices in which I employed them. In 
I>icUt. Brownrigg, of the Royal Engi- 
lieers, J found infinite ability and re- 
fource. His zeal and attention were 
eminently confpicuous ; and in my opi- 
nion this Gentleman iMds fair to be of 
^reat future fervie^ to his country. I 
mould not do juftiee to the zeal and 
ipirit of Lieut. Gilliam, of the SulTcz 
Ivlilitia, if 1 did not ftate to you that, 
anxious to be employed in the fervice 
of his country, and to learn his pro- 
fcflion, he applied to the Commanding 
Officer at Dover, the night before vv« 
failed, for permiiTion to join our force. 
He left Dover in a violent gale of 
windi and c^n^e oa hoard the ooorniog 



we got under weigh* I ittiehed htm 
to CuK CampbelKs company of the bat- 
talion of Guards, where he acquitted 
himi«*tf much to his honour. Captain 
Viffcher, Sir Charles Grey's Aid-de- 
Camp, Captain Williamfon, my Aid- 
de-Camp, and Major of Brigade Thor- 
ley, i icnt to attend the Guards* Light 
iofantty, and Grenadiers, in their dif. 
ferent pofitions, a^ well to give their 
affiftance to the rcfpedivc Commanding 
Oncers as to apprize me of any cir- 
cumftance that might occur, fu as to 
rec]uirc my immvdute infcrmation, thej 
being th< r ughly acquainted wfch the 
nature of the expedition. They con- 
ducted tbcmfelves to my {n«)(\ perfc^ 
fatisfaAion, as did Lieut. Cliften, of 
the Royal Artillery* who attended me> 
Capt. CumbcrLndof the Sjti regimeot, 
and Cornet Nixcn < f the ysh Light Dra- 
goons, who a6ted as Aid-de-Cajsp to 
Major- General Burrard. 

In my letter of the 13th inftant, I had 
the honour to inform you of my haviB^ 
accepted the fervice^ of Mr. Jarvis, a 
Surgeon of Margate. Hit great at- 
tention uas unremitting, and his con- 
d4j£t upon tbiy occaiion is highly praife* 
worthy. To Colonel 1 wifs i Jhall ever 
feel great obligation for the able aiiift- 
,ance he gave me at Dover, ii^preparing 
the neceifary inftrutnents tor deftraying 
the (luice-gates» as well as for the in- 
(Iru^ioo he was (o kind to give Lieut* 
Brownrigg for this fervice. As a feint 
to cover the operation of bringing up 
the materials, and of deflroyin^ the 
9u!ces^Capt. Popham and mylelf lent a 
fummons to the Commandant of 0()end» 
to furrender the town and its depend- 
encies to his Majcfty'fc forcts under our 
command, which had the defired efic6^. 
I have the honour to inclofc you a copy 
of the fummonsy with the Commandant's 
anfwer. By an unavoidable accident, 
the foui^ light companies of the ift 
Guards, under the command of Lieut* 
Colonels Wardc and Boone, were not 
landed in the morning ; I think u how- 
ever but juftice to declare, thnt evtr/ 
thing that brave men then could attempt 
was done at the imminent rilk of their 
lives to accompiifh it ; and I am con* 
fcious the zeal and courage they mani- 
fefted to partake in the dangers of their 
brother I'oldiers, would have made them 
ample (harerb in any honour to be ac- 
quired, or danger ro be encountered on 
more, had they been able to reach it* 
1 have fent a difpatch to Sir Ch«rki 
Grey by bis Aid-de-Camp, Captain 
^ cVifi€^C4 
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Viffchcr; aitd Capt. Williamfon, my 
Aid-dc-Camp, wjfl have the honour to 
deliver vou this. Both thcfc Gentlemen 
arc well qualified to gire yen any far- 
ther information, and I beg leave w 
recommend them to your notice utid 
prote£tion.

Major General CooCe, iii his difpatcfai 
yefterday, htdthe honour to inform yoa 
of the brilliant fuccefs of the enterprife, 
of which he had the command, as tar aa 
related to the deftruftion of the gates 
and fluices ^^ the Canal of Bruges. 
The General having be«i fpvefely 
wounded this morning, I have the pain- 
ful ta(k af detailing our unavoidable 
furrender foon after. On our return 
yefterday to the bsach at eleven o'clock, 
A.M. where we had difembarked, we 
found that, from an increafe of wiiwi 
and furf, our communication with tbe 
ftcet was nearly cut off, and that it waa> 
impoinble to re-embark the troops. Tb*: 
Geniral, well aware* of the ri(k we r4« 
in ftaying in an enemy's country, na- 
turally ex^rperated again ft us fur th,e 
damage we h^d recently done them, at- 
tempted to get otf fome companies, but 
the boat foon Bllcd with water, and 
it was with extreme difEculty the lives 
of the men were faved. It then became 
neceffary to examine carefully the 
ground we were likely to Hght upon } 
and fuch 'i choice was made as might 
have infured us fuccefs, bad any thmg 
like an equal force prefented itfclf. 
M^jor General Coote took every pre- 
caution the evening and the night af-> 
forded to make our poft among the fand 
hilU upoti the Ihore as tenable as pof- 
fible, by djrefting Lieut. Brownrigg, 
of the Royal Engineers, to make fmal 
entrenchments where it was ncceflfary^ 
and, by planting the few Held pieces 
and the howitzer we had on the mod 
favourable fpocs, to annoy the enemy 
in their approach to attack us. In mo* 
mentary expe^ation of them, we im- 
patiently looked for a favourable oppor- 
tunity to get into our boats, but unfor- 
tunately it never prefented itfclf. About 
four o'clock this morning (the wind and 
furf having increafed during the night), 
wc perceived plainly two ftrong columns 
of the enemy advancing on our front, 
and foon after we found feveral other 
columns upon our flanks. 

The a6^ion began by a canoonac^e 
from their horfc artillery, which was 
anlwered from our fietd pieces and 
howitzer with great animation. Our 
artillery was ferved admirably ; and, 
had not the eneoMy foon after turned our 
flanks, which, from their very great 
numbers, tould not be prevented, ihey 
would have paid dear indeed Cor any ad- 
vantage (heir iuperiority of numbers 
^■- give 
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gare tbein. The force they employed, 
•wt have (ince found, was aflemb!ed 
from Ghent, Bruges* -and Dunkirk; 
and General Coote and myfclf were 
very foon convinced that our cafe wat 
defperate, and that ^e had no choice 
left but to defend our poft, fuch at it 
■wai» tor the honour of hit A^ajefty't 
arnnt, as long as w« were able. We 
jnaintaioed this very fevtrc and un- 
equal con6iA for nearly two hours, iq^ 
which extreme hot fire was inter- 
changed, particularly on our left ftank, 
xvhicli, as well as our right, wasirow ' 
completely torned. Wilhing, however, 
to make one Wrong effort, Major-Cvote 
crdered Mc'jor Donkin, of the 44th 
regiment, on the left, with a company 
«f light infantry, to endeavour to turn 
ithat flank of the enemy which had 
made moft imprcilion up<>n us; and 
Colonel Campbell, with his own light 
•company of the Guards, to*, effedt the 
fame purpofe ,bv a concealed and rapid 
inarch round ihe fa«d-hilU. The un- 
common extrticns of tbefe two inva- 
luable O/Bcers, when the fignal was 
made for them to advance/ are above all 
praife : their rompanics in the attempt 
were much cut down, and Colonel- 
Campbell and Major Donkin, with one 
fubaltcrn^Capt. Du6f), were wounded. 
About this time Major-Gcneral Coote 
perceived that part' of the nth rcgi- 
%ncnt, towards our left, had given way, 
and was likely to diftref* the other parts 
of the front nearcft to it. At the mo- 
ment he was endeavouring to rally them, 
and had put himfelf at their head to 
regain the loft and advantageous ground 
JFrom which they had recreated, at that 
vnoft critical peric.d, when rooft confpi- 
cvous for gallantry and conduct, be re- 
cctivcd a very (evcre wound in his thigh ; 
an d, being unable to go on, he Cent for 
me from the right, where I was Ra- 
tioned. 

We both found that our front was 
liroken and our flanks completely 
curnedy the enemy pouring in upon us 
on all iides, and feveral valuable Officers 
and many of our heft men killed and 
wounded. It was evident we could not 
hold out for ten n^ioutes longer ; and 
therefore we thought it more our duty 
to preferve the Hves of the brave men 
we commanded, than to facrifice them 
to what, we coo<^eived, was a mifiakcn 
point of honour. Had we aded dif- 
ferently, it IS probable, that in lets time 
than what I have juft mentioned their 
fau would have btca 4ecuU4 by the 



bayonet. Major- General Coote> bf 
whofe bed I am writing, has enjoined 
me to repeat the praifes (and I am w|t- 
neis he has juitly beftowed them) ou 
the Officers and men which he had the 
honour to mention in his dffpatch of 
yefterday. And we hope, that, although 
we have not been finally fuccefsful in 
the re-embarking, our conduct and ex- 
ertions, in having effefted the object of 
the cnterprize, will be deemed honour* 
able by his Majcfty and our Countcy; 
and we rely upon his gracious accept- 
ance of our endeavours and zeal in the 
attempt to extricate the tr6bp$ cntrufted 
to our charge from difficulties both un- 
, avoidable and inrurmouniabic. 

Major-General Coote and myfcjf 
would willingly bellow praife where it 
is due ; but, among many competitors, 
it is difficult to fclca without appearing 
to overlook others well deferving. We 
have, Sir, however, the honour of men- 
tioning to you Colonel Campbell, o£ 
the 3d Guards Light Infantry, and Ma- 
jor Donkiot of the 44th, whofe con* 
du6l, if any thing could have protra^ed 
our fate, had been equal to the difficulty 
of effeding it. Capt. Walker, com- 
manding the Royal Artillery, Captains 
Wilfon and Godfrey, and Lieutenanta 
Simpfon, Hughes, and Holcroft, all of 
theiame difiinguifhed corps, after having 
done every thing which men could do, 
fpiked their guns, and threw them over 
the banks, at the moment the enemy 
were poflfffrmg ihemlelves of them. 
The latter Gentleman, Lieut. Holcroft, 
when all his men were wounded except 
one, remained at his^un, doing duty 
with it to the heft of his ability. Capt* 
Gibbs, of the nth, and Capt. Halkett, 
of the 23d Light Infantry, eminently 
dillinguiihed themfelves by their cool, 
intrepid conduct durinj^ the whole time. 
All the Gentlemen ot the Staff coa« 
dueled themfelves much to the fatis* - 
faction of Major-General Coote- and 
myfelf. To Capt. Cumberland, of the 
83d, and Cornet Nixon, of the 7th 
Light Dragoons, who flatterinely offered 
to accompany me, and whoaiSed as my 
Aidde-Camp, I am much indebted; 
their attention and aflivi^y J found of 
mod material fervice. Mr. Lowen, vo- 
lunteer, Btuchcd to the 23d Light In- 
fantry, was twice wounded, and Waa 
particularly Confpicuous, and remarked 
as a moft promifing foldier. We think 
it but junice to the enemy to fay, shat 
our wounded are treated with humanit^r : 
many of thtm arc ia the hofpiul of this 
o tonBf 
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lown, ancl are ^ell attended by their 
rurgeoos. Our nombert oil (hbre were 
aWit looo men, of which we ire 
afriiid there are frotn too to i^fi killed 
and wounded. The enemy; by aU ac. 
counts, have loft about the fattie n\im- 
ker 5 bot it h impoflible to giVe any juft 
Yetorn .if the number we have loft till 
We hear from Bruges, where the prU 
fonert were fent.

AT a meeting of the Irilh prifonert 
of war, hekl at St. Charles Priibn in 
Orleans, this 9th of July 179S, to take 
into confideration an order of the French 
Government, to feparate ttt from our 
fellow- fubjefts and prilbners of Gr^t 
Britain, by ordering the latter to be lent 
to Valenciennes, and us to Cambray, 
the following refoluttons were unani* 
mottily agreed to, via. 

1. That any attempts to promote 
jtaloufy between tis and our fellow* 
fubjefts of Great Britain, we behold 
with contempt. 

2. That attached to our gracious and 
good King, and to the gluiious and free 
conltitution we were born under, we will 
defend them on all occaiions, with our 
utmoft ability^ againlt our foreign and 
domeftic enemies. 

3. That fliuuld any man, or fet of men, 
preiume to attempt to I'uborn us, or any 
individual of u«, from chat alTe^ion and 
attachment we bear our King and coun- 
try, we pledge ourfelves to dilclofe the 
fame immediately, and to bring the 
author, or authors, to i'uch puniihment^ 
as we .can inflict . 

4. That let our fufferiogs, in fhis 
our captivity, be of whatever magnitude 
a di {appointed and inveterate enemy may 
inHjft, wc fwear never to dcfert our King 
and country. 

5. That our Kiog and country are 
entitled to our hcart-fcic gratitude for 
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the handfome provifion afforded us in 
this oar captivity. 

Refolved, Tha^ thcfc refolutions be 
iigned by each individual, and forwarded 
by the nrft conveyance to Great Britain 
and Ireland for publication* 

Signed by all the natives of Irdarid, 
prilbners of war, ^ Orleans, 

The Amftcrdam Courant, of the nth 
of Augurt contains an interelVmg article, 
in the form of a petition to the Batavian 
Dircftory, from the Nfcrchants of Am- 
ftcrdam, fetting forth tlic unprecedented 
injury done to commerce by the depre- 
dations of the French privateers fitted 
out in Dutch ports. All that efcape 
the Englifh, it is faid, fall into the hands 
of thele fyftematic plunderers. The pa- 
per throughout is couched in terms 
itrongly indicative of the feelings of the 
petitioners : 

** We had flattered ourftlv^s (fay 
they) that our Allies, who are furely not 
too Grrnt to be Juft^ would ere this have 
been occupied with an inveftigation of 
thefe abulcs, and the immediate remedy 
of them ; but this hope ft ill remains un- 
gratificd, and the evil increales. The 
illicit praftices are repeated ; . indeed, fo 
openly glaring and infolentare thefe vio- 
lations pf all Right and J ufl ice, that, to 
fay nothing of the total ruin of our na- 
vigation, the political and moral confe- 
quences refulting from them are fuch, 
she bittemefi of which not all the hve of 
9ur country mAy be akU to foften /*' 

The Mtmorialifts propofe, that in fu- 
tuiT no neutral veffcl ihall be liable to be 
taken by French or Dutch privateers, 
tvithin the limits of the Republic, undei* 
a penalty of 3000 guilders. 



IRELAND. 

John M*Cann was executed on the 
aoth of July, purfuant to his fentence. 
He behaved witn confiderable fortitude. 
In the morning he breakfattcd very 
heartily^ and acluiowledged the juftice of 



his fentence to Mr. Gregg, the gaoler. 
He delivered a paper to Mr. Sheriflf 
Paftey, which has not yet been made 
public. He declared that he forgave the 
world, as he hoped God would forgive 
him. When about to fufFcr, he rc- 
quefted the executioner to allow him ib 
much rope, as would give hini the 
greateft mock pofTible, which was ac- 
cordingly done. On the fatal board he 
audibly laid—" Now, down with it,'' 
and he was inftantly launched int# 
eternity. ' 

Michael B)Tne, of the county of Wick- 
low, was executed for High Treafon, on 
the 25th of July, purfuant to his fen- 
tence. Notwithftanding his affe^ed 
fortitude, after he was found guilty, he 
went trembling to death, flicwing great 
agitation, but declaring that he gloued 
in the confcious part* he had taken in tl^e 
daring confpiracy- 

Oliver Bond was brought to trial on 
Monday. Reynolds was the chief wit- 
nefs againft him : Bond fwore Revnolda 
an United Irifhman, and prevailed on 
him to take a command in tlic rebel 
anny. The general evidence was much 
the lame as that j^aintt M'Cann and 
Byrne. The fh-ongeft t>oint againft 
Bond was making his houfe the plate 
of meeting of the Committee of United 
Iriftimen, particularly on the T2th of 
March, when they were all apprehended, 
and their dcfigns difcldfed. The trial 
^ifhed on Tuefdav, at half paft. fevcn 
in the morning, when the Jury found* a 
verdift of Guilty. 5tntence of death wis 
immediately pronounced upon him. He 
was one ot the very principal leaders of 
the United Irifhmen, in whofe caufe he 
had been long and ftrenuoufty embarlced. 

The'preparations had been made for 
Mr. Oliver Bond's execution on Thurf- 
day July ai, and it was expected every 
moment to take place, when a reprieve 
arrived, and afterwards arefpite forfomc 
days, A meeting of the Privy Council 
had been held, and there this rcfpitc was 
decided.

LIEUTENANT Dawfon, conviacd 
of the murder of Lieutenant Miller, 
vru executed on Penncndcn heath. The 
deceaicd and Dawfon weie old friends $ 
but after dinner op the day of the mur- 
I der, when healed with wine, had fome 
' angry words. Dawfpn went a-fliorc, 
I and challenged the other, who, treating 
! the matter with levity, irritated Dawfon, 
' and produced the melancholy calaltrophe 

which enfued. 
\ August 3. About two o'clock in 
tbe morning, the French General Bai-a-

To PREVENT Smut in Wheat an0

The firft thing is to threfh out the 
grain in fuch a way as to prevent anjr 
of the grains being bruifecl. It is re- 
commended to beat out only the beft 
grains, by ftriking the {heaves three or 
four times againl^ the edge of a bencby 
and then lay them aiide to be threfhed 
out as uliial. Let this and the^vinnow. 
ing be done with the (hoes off for the 
fame reafon. Steep the feed fix hourt 
belore fowing, (kimmirtg off, the grains 
which float on the fui face, in fome liquid 
brine, Sec. and then lay it to dry, .very 
thin, for about three or four hours be- 
f6re fowing. Experience has proved in- 
cont«{tibly, that brui fed grains of corot 
and thofe only, an: the occalioa of iinut. 

To PREVENT FliE* PROM TEAZINQ 

Horses. 
Take the tops, or any tender part of 
elder, from which exprefs the juice,. and 
mix it with hog*s lard till it is of the 
Confidence of pomatum. Apply it to 
the parts the flies in general cume to, and 
they will avoid it. The utility of thif 
method has been often experienced in the 
New Forcft, againlt the Foreft fly j and 
elder boughs will keep off fmalicr flic9 
from the heads of horljes*

The 
1>urfting of a paper balloon has caufed as 
much affli^Hon to a child, as the faiiufe 
of a political cnterprize to a ifateiinan, 
and many a modern patriot (hali weep at 
the execution of a rebel, who will hear of 
thouiaods (acrificed sit the attars of 



anarchy wnd atbelfma without either 
emotion or fympathy* ^ 

• Iwas, Sir, for many years, the humbib 
friend of Chriftophcr Noddy, Efq. who, 
having at an early age embarked in bu-- 
finefs, wasj by one of thofe unaccountable 
turns of fortune which foroetiraes happen 
in the city of London, pofTcfred of fifty, 
thoui'and pdunds before the age of forty* 
He now gave over all thoughts of bufi- 
nefs } an^ refolving to make amends for 
the mental reftriAions to which his mer* 
cantile life 'had hitherto confined hitir, 
bought a houle a fftw miles from London^ 
and gave a loole to bis natural lively dif- 
pofition, with a full determination to 
become a prbfefl«d man of vrit.* T« 
Bccomplifh this great end, he proceeded 
to furnilh his library with all thofe 
writers whom he thought cculd jn any 
way aflift him. Pope, Swift, Voltairev 
La Fonaine, Boileau, Lucian, and Arif- 
tophaues, compolcd his more leriout 
ftudies j and Torn Brown, Joe Miller, 
Kiiligrew, Georee Alexander Stevens, 
Colman, Tfhomton, and all the facetious 
modern writers, down to The Merry 
Jcftcr, ComuS'*s Court, and Pills to 
purge Melancholy, contributed to the 
amulcment ct his lighter moments. 

By a Itrift attention to the objoft of 
his purfuit, he in procefs of time attained 
popularity enough to gi-atify his moft 
fanguine wifhes. Evei-) ear liftcned with 
delight to the Iprigiulinefs of his fallieif^ 
and every tongue was bufied in his 
praifes. He became the idol of all the 
clubs to which he belonged, and many a 
veteran, who had hitherto prefided'-ai 
Grand Maftcr of the Order of J<1ters> 
felt his thione totur beneath hun. It 
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^m 1 matter of furprUe to all his ac-> 
^oaintance how human ability could 
maintain fuch a fund of merciroent, and 
give birth to ^uch a number of, what 
tbev thought, impromptu^ s : but I, who 
haci an opporOinity ot being behind the 
icenes, could oblerve the ftrings and 
puliies employed to give cffeO to thofe 
panromimica) tricks which extorted fuctt 
peals of laughter from the ignorant 
fpcjflators. fiayes in The Rehear fal 
talks of taking phyfic to become a wit j 
I (annot fay that Mr. Noddy literally 
followed his praflice ; but I can venture 
to afHrm, that no courtezan ever took 
half the pains to decorate her perlbn for 
the adventures of the night, that my 
' honoured' patron did to fecure himfclf a 
confpicuoiis ieat among *' the Tons of 
ibund fcnfe and fatisfattion*" Many a 
voluminous publication have I been ob- 
liged to turn over, that I might aifift him 
in culling and fublimating a fit offering 
to be laid upon the altar of Apoijo. I 
always earned about with me a memo- 
rartdum book, to put down any good 
thing J might ighance jto hear in Ibcicty, 
and forwarded it to Mr- Hoddy, who, 
with more than gipfy roguery, dilcoloured 
it a little, and boldly ma^e it pafs for 
l^isowo. I was generally placed op his 
left hand at public tables, to be rendy 
cither to lead the laugh, or afOd his me- 
mory ; occaOonally to put the queition 
that led to the happy reply ; to Ipill the 
iaucc, whica gave occalion to the fa- 
cetious obiei*vation j to pimp for puns,. 
SLod cater fur conceits ; m ihort, conii- 
Dually to draw the converlation to the 
particular point which furniOied a lu- 
dicrous chain of images and iliqilrations. 

By theie and Similar pra£>ices, I not 
only'ingratiated myfelf with my patron 5 
but, from having no linail ihate of fuc- 
f eis myfelf in the fame line (though- 1 
never pra^lifcd in the prcfence of Mr. 
Noddy}, was filled with an ardent dcfire 
for attaining the fame fpecies of lame, 
^nd looked Tbrward with delight to the 
time when I iliould ihine forth an ac- 
knowledged leader in the regions of mirth 
and humour. 

In the Hiidft of thefe Utopian vifions 
iny patron died, from having bioken 
a blued velTel in a violent fit ot laughter 
at one of his own jokes (for he was 
always generous enough to lead the 
laugh upon thofe occaiions). My af- 
fiidion at his death was not itnmodcrate, 
for J looked forward not only tio a con- 
isderable legacy, but alfo to fuccteding 
^im i|) his mtellc^tual eminence. In the 



former of thele expectations I was qukklir 
difappointed ; for, whether I had di^^ 
gutted hitn bv a competition in trade, or 
omitted to time my laugh at one of hi« 
favourite ftories, certain it is, I found 
myfelf totally overlooked in his will, ia 
favour of an obfcure poet, whoie oalf 
merit conGfted in having addrefied aa 
Ode to Mr. Noddy, beginning " Hail.! 
happy Child of Ridicule !" It was not 
long, however, before I found myfelf 
deceived in a profpeft which intereftcd 
me much more nearly. The cultomarf 
time of fecluded forrow having elapied^ 
I made my appearance at our favourite 
club with a ludicrous lolemnity of vilage« 
which I had preconcerted, in order to 
raiie a laugh 5 but all Were as grave as 
mutes at a funeral. I was not mucli 
furprifed at this, for I imagined thejr^ 
miitook my m©ck forrow for reality, ia 
which fuppoiition I determined quickly 
to undeceive them. I rchcarfed, in mf 
belt manner, my patron's favourite ftorf 
of Lucy Willis and the Turkilh Am- 
baflador, which 1 remembered the Club, 
had, in Mr. Noddy's time, laughed at 
thirty times at Icali. To my utter 
ailonifhment not an individual finiied : 
one fhruo^ged his (houldcrs,- another cried, 
" Weil, and what then V" While a third 
faid, he reraembtred Kil N ddy to havo, 
tpld that Itory 5 bvit alas ! ad.*«i he with 
a ligh, ** We ne'er fliall look upon hit 
like again.*' I was not yet quite dif-. 
cpuraged, hu{ determined, by way q£ 
TO Ka\o*f ' to treat them with a littie 
buffoonery. For which purpofe I fwal* 
lowed a mouthful of foup Icalding hot ; 
I mixed upon my plate fyllabi^> and 
anchovy fauce ; I miltook a pie of raii«d 
cruft, manutattured by Mr. Wedgwood, 
for one fabricated by the'baker : hill the 
company prelerved the faihe provoking 
gravity. With a moft laudable difin- 
tcreitednefs, in a pretended fit of ahfence, 
I jolt led the arm of the waiter ts he wa» 
conveying a batter boat from the tabic, 
by which means I received' the contents 
upon the collar of my new coat 3 ttili, 
alas I I received no applaUfe, though I 
remembered, in my patron's life timo, 
to have excited ftiout;} of merriment bv 
fimilar feats of dexterity. In lliort, it 
was not till after repeated difap|)oint- 
ments, and feveral very plain hints, that 
I dilcoveredall my air-blovim bubbles to 
have buril, and that with my imputed 
fortune I had loft all my imputed fa- 
cetioufnefs.

rtESE Iflands^weit tajcen poflcflion 
of by §ir Sidney Smith in the year 
1795, for the purpoic of obtaining in- 
formation from France, and aflifting the 
Koyalifts ; in ^hich view they hftve been 
uieful . They are d ift^nt from the Town 
of St. Mary du Monde, in Normandy^ 
France, about 4. Englifli miles, about 7 
from the Caftl< of |^a Uogue, and 15 
from Cape Barfieur. It is fituated nearly 
in the centre of the Bay of IfH Hogue^ 
oppoijte the mouth of the Kiver Ifigncy | 
m place of confidei-able trade before thefe 
Jilands were fortified by the Englifh i 
but the trade of the whole Bay is entirely 
fdeftroved by the large boats manned from 
thefe Iflands, who deftrov ^ery enemy*9 
-veflfel attempting to (ail from the Bay. 
The Iflands are half a mile diftant from 
each other at high water. Tl^ French, 
nwarc of the confequenpc t|^^ fflandt 
were to the Englifh, alTembled a large 
armament in the port of La Hogue to 
Attack tbem. This armamjent, com- 
manded by General Mufquein, confiiling 
of 53 gun^Ycflels and flats, with from 7 
to 10,000 troops embarked. The gun- 
veflels had from S to i a pieces of cannon 
each, the flats had two pieces.

I HAD the honour, on the evening of 
tlie nth inftant, to receive from the 
llknd of the Secretary of War youriavour

and the determination I had, confoM 
myfclf with, of clofing the remnant of 
my days in my prcfent peaceful abode % 
you will therefore be at no loCs to con-< 
ceive and appreciate the fcnfations I riiuft 
have experienced, to bring my mind t4l 
any conclulion that would pledge me, ae 
fo late a period of-llfe, to leave fcenes I 
(incerely love, to enter UjK>n the bouqd« 
lefs fiekl of public aaion, ince&nt 
trouble, and high rcfponlibiUty. 

It was not poffibie for me to remaia 
ignorant of, or indifferent to, recent 
trania^ions.' The conduct of the Di« 
re5^ory of France towards our Country^, 
their infidious hoftility to its Govern* 
ment| their various pra^ices to with- 
draw the affe^ions of the people from it( 
the evident tendency of their a^s, and 
thofe of their agents, to countenance and 
invigorate oppofition j their diiregard of 
folemn treatids and the laws of N.itions ; 
their War upon ftuc dcfencekfs C<«ttr 

merce^ 
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verce ; tbeir treabnent of our Minifters 
of Peace ; and their detpands amountuigr 
to Tribute ; cduld not faii^ to excite in 
Bie correfponding f^ntiments with thole 
my countrymen have fo generally tx- 
pirffed in their afFe£iionate AddrclFes to 
you. Believe me, Sir, no one can more , 
cordially approve of the wife! and prudent 
jneafures of- your adminiftration- They 
ought to inipire univerfal confidencej and 
will, no doubt, combined with the Rate 
of things, call from CongreJs filch laws 
and me»h9 as'will enable you to meet the 
full force and extent of the crifw. 

Satisfied, therefore, that we* have 
£ncerely wfflied and endeavoured ^o avert 
war,^ and exhaulled, to the lad drop, the 
cup of reconciliation*, we can with pure 
^arts appeal to Heaven for the juftice of 
our caule $ and may confidently truft the 
£na] refult to tliaf kind Providence who 
liai heretofore^ and foofteo, fignally fa- 
voured the people of thefe United States. 

Thinking in this manner, and feeling 
lid^ incumbent it is upon every perfon> 
of every defcrlption, to contribute at all 
times to his country^s welfare, and ef- 
pecially in a moment like the prefent, 
^hcn every thing we hold dear and facred 
it fo fcrioufly threauned, I have finally 
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determined to accept the commHCop of 
Conun^nder in Chief of the Armies of 
the United States ; .with the refeii^c onlsr^ 
that I (hall not be called into the field 
vntil the army is in a fituation to require 
my prefence, or it becomes indiipeniibio 
by the urgency of circumftances. 

In making this relervation, I beg it 
to be underltood, that I do not mean tor 
withhold any afliftance to arrange and 
organize the army, which you may think 
I can atford. I take the liberty ^fo to 
menrion, that I mull decline h::^ifig my 
acceptance confidered as drawing alter it 
any immediate charges upon the public j 
or that I can receive any emclumentt 
annexed to the appointment, before en« 
tering into a fituation to incur expence. 

The Secretary of War being anxious 
to return to the feat of Government, I 
have, detained him no longer than was 
neceflary to a full communication upoa 
the feveral points he had in charge. With 
very great refpe*^ and confideration,

HAVING heard vcfterday, by mere 
accidenty that tlicre is an intentioa 
of laying before the County Meeting netu 
knacter which is not contained in our 
petition, and the coofideratioit of which 
had been deferred to a fitter time by a 
Majority of our Coinmittee in London \ 
permit me to take this method of fub- 
tnitting to you my reafons for thinking 
with our Committee* that nothing ought 
to be hafllly determined upon the fub- 
Jea. 

Our petition arofe naturally firom dif- 
trcfles which we felt, and the requelts 
which we made were in effeft nothing 
toore than that fuch things ihould be 
done in Parliament, as it was evidently 
the duty of Parliament to do. But the 
ailair which will be propofcd to you by 
^perfooof rank and ability, is an al* 
teratioM in the Conflitution of Parhament 
iifilf. It i« impoHible for you to have 
a fubjcft before you of more importance, 
and that requires a more cool and mature 
confuicration, both on its own account, 
^ for the credit of our fobricty of mind, 
who are to refolve upon it* 

The County will," in fome way or 
^her, be called upon to declare it your 
©pinion, " That the Houfe of Commons 
It not fufHciently numerous, and that the 
Ele^ions are not fufficiently frequent : 
that an hundred new knights of the /hii*e 
ought to be added $ and that we are to 
have a new ele^ion once in three years 
for cert^, and as much oftener as the 
Kingpteafts/* Such wilf be the ftate 
of ihingi, if the propofitions made Ihall 
take effia. 

All this may be ' pt-op«r ; but, as an 
hoikft man, I cannot pQlfibly giye my 
tote for it, untU I haVe confidcred it 
more fully. I will not deny that our 
Conftitution may have faults, and that, 
thofc faults, when found, oufht to lie 
^orrefted. It is not every thing which 
«PP«ars at fiiil view to be faulty, in fuch 
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a very complicated plan as our Confti- 
tution, that is to be determined to be lo 
in reality : to enable us to correft the 
Constitution, the whole Conftitution muft 
be viewed together ; and it muft be com- 
pared with the a^lual It ate of the people, 
and the circumftances of the time. For 
that which, taken fmgly and by itfclf, 
may appear to be wrong, when con- 
fidered with relation to other things, may 
be right, or fuch at leaft as ought to b« 
patiently endui-ed, as the means of pi%. 
venting fomethinz that is much woi fe s 
fo far with regard to whs^, at firft view, 
may appear a dillemper in the Conili- 
tution. 

As to the remedy of that diftemoer, an 
equal caution ought to be tifed, oecaufc 
this latter conGderation is not fml^le and 
feparate no more than the fonner. There 
are many things in Reformation which 
would DC proper to be done, if other 
things can be done with them $ but 
which, if they cannot be fo accompanied^ 
ought not to be done at all. I thertfort 
wifli, when any new matter of this deep 
nature is propofed to me, to have tho 
whole fcheme dire^lly in my view, and 
full time to confider of it. Pleafe God«. 
I will walk with caution, whenever I am 
not able clearly to fee my way before 
me. 

I am now growins old : I have from 
my very early youth been converfant io 
reading and thinking upon the fubje^s 
of our Laws and Conftitution, as well 
as upon thofe of other times and other 
countries. I have been for fit>een years 
a very laborious Member of Parliament, 
and in that time have bad great oppor- 
tunities of feeing with my own eyes the 
workiilg of the machine of our Govern- 
ment 5 of remarking where it went 
finoothly, and did its oufmefs, and where 
it checked in its movements, or where it 
damaged its work. I have alfo had^ 
and uied the opportunities of converfinf 
c witl, 
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with men of the grcateft wifdom and the 
fulieft experience tn thefe matters ; and I 
do declare to you mo(t folenmly, and 
mod truly, that on the refult of all this 
reading, thinkhig, experience, and com- 
niunication, 1 am not able to come to an 
immediate refolution in favour ofi a 
change in the ground- work of onr Con- 
ftitution $ and in particular, that in the 
prefent ftate of the country, in the prc- 
ient ftate of our reprefentation, in the 
prefent ftate of our rights and modes of 
elcfliog, in the prefent ftate of the feveral 
prevalent intcrefts, in the prefent ftale of 
the aftairs and manners ot this country, 
I am jiot able to vote, ** That the ad- 
dition of an hundred knights of the ftiire, 
and the hurrying o.n of ele^lion on 
cleflion, will be things advantageous 
either to Liberty or to geod Govern- 
ment/* 

This is the prefent condition of my 
mind, and this is my apology for not 
iroing as faft as others may chufe to go 
;• this bufinefs, I do not, by any 
means, reje^ the propofitions, much lets 
do I condemn the Gentlemen who, with 
equal good intentions, with much better 
abilities, and with infinitely greater per- 
fonal weight and confideration than mine, 
are of opmion, that this matter ought to 
be dtclaed upon tnftantly. 

I moft heartily wi(h that the deliberate 
fenfe of the kingdom on this great fub- 
je^ could be known. When it is known, 
It muft be prevalent. It would be dread« 
ful indeed, if there were any power in 
the nation capable of retifting its unani- 
mous defire, or even the defire of any 
very great and decided majority of the 
peoj)le. The people may be deceived in 
their choice of an objeft, but I can 
fcarcely conceive any choice they can 
make to be fo very mifchievous as the 
exiftence of any human force capable of 
refifting it. It will certainly be the duty 
of every man, in the fituation to whicn 
God has called him, to give his beft 
opinion and advice upon the matter. It 
will not be his duty (let him think what 
he wilt) to ul'e any violent or fraudulent 
fchemei of counterafting the general 
wi(h, or even of employing the legal arid 
coBftru6live organ of ex^refting the 
people's fenfe againft the fenfe, which 
they do adually entertain. 

In order that the real fenfe of the people 
(hould be known upon fo great an affair 
as this, it is of abfolute neceftity that 
timely notice fticuld be eiven, that the 
matter (hould be prepared in open com- 
mittees i from a choice of whichj ho clofi 



or defcription of men is to he excluded ^ 
and the fiibfequent county meetings 
ihould b& as ftdly and as well attended 
as poffiblc. Without thefe precautions 
the true fenfe of the people will ever be 
uncertain.' Sure I am that no precipi* 
tate refolution on a great change in the 
fundamental Conftitution of any country, 
can ever be called the real fenfe of the 
people. 

I truft it will not be taken amifs if^ 
as an inhabitant and freeholder of this 
county, one indeed amongft the moft in- 
confiderable, laflertmy right of diftcnting 
(as I do diifent fully and dire6tly) from 
any refolution whatloever on the fubjcft 
of any alteration in the reprefentation and 
ele^ion of the kingdom at this tinW. 
By preferving this right, and exercifing 
it with temper and moderation, I truft I 
cannot offend the noble propofer, for 
whom no man profefl*es or feels more 
refpefl and regard than I do. A con- 
currence in e*veTy thing nvbiib can he 
piopo/edy can in no fort weaken the 
energy, or diftra6t the efforts of men of 
upright intentions upon thofe points ia 
which they are agreed. Affemblies that 
are met with a refolution to be all of a 
mind, are all'emblies that can have do 
opinion at all of their own. The firft 
propofer of any meafure muft be their 
mafler^ I do not know that an amicable 
Variety of fentiments, conduflcJl with 
mutual refpe£t, and with mutual good 
wil), has any fort of refemblance to dif- 
cord ; or that it can give any advantage 
whatever to the enemies of our common 
caufe. On the contrary, a forced and 
i(6litiou8 agreement (which every unf- 
verfai agreement muft be) is not be- 
coming the caufe of freedom. If, how- 
ever, any evil ihould arife from it (which 
I confefs I do not fee), I am happy that 
thofe who have brought foiward new and 
arduous matter, when very great doubts, 
and fome diverlity of opinion muft be 
foreknown, are of authority and weight 
enough to ftand againft the confequences. 

I humbly lay thefe my fentiments be- 
fore the County. They are not taken 
up to fctVe any interefts of my own, or 
to be fubfervient to the interefts of any 
man or fet of men under Heaven. X 
could wifli to be able to attend our meet- 
Ing, or that -I had time to reaibn this 
- matter more fully by letter :' but I am 
detained here upon our bufinefs % what 
you have already put upon us is as much 
as men can do. , If we are prevented 
from going through it with any effr£f» 
1 fear it will be in part owing, not more 
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^ the refifbnce of the enemies of our 
csuie, than to our ovirn impoiing on our- 
&lves fuch talks as no human faculties^ 
employed as we are, can be equal to* 
Our worthy members have ihewn diftin- 
guiihed ability and zeal in fupport of our 
petition. I am ju(V going down to a Bill 
brought in to fruftrate a capital part of 
your defires i The Miniftcr is preparing 
to transfer the cognizance of the public 
accounts from thofe whom you and the 
Conftitution have chofe to controul them 
to unknown perfons, creatures of his 
own J for fo much he annihilates Par- 
iiament.

faculties by a fit of the gout, which fuf- 
pended the efFc^ of his paralytic com- 
plaiot. The Minil^er on this imme- 
diately waited on Lord Somniers, who, 
as foon as he came into the room, em- 
braced him, and faid, "I have jult 
heard of the work which you are en- 
gaged in, and I heartily congratulate you 
upon it. / never approved of tba T/rU 
ennial Bill^ and always conlidered it, in 
effed^, the very reverie of what it was 
intended. You have my hearty appro- 
bation in this buftnefs, and I think i( 
will be the greateft fupport poflible to 
the Liberty of the Country."— See Coxe^s

out my feeling it fo long as I have done 
many a three weeks of health i never- 
thelcfs, a man in my fituation muft lan- 
gui(h for the hour of departure ; it is 
intpoflible to exprefs the larisfa^\icn with 
which I anticipated the ftepping into my 
carriage on the wifhed-for to-morrow. 
To-morrow arrived, wlicn dreiTing my* 
ielf before the glafs, a thick ram was 
evident under my ikin : on the apothe- 
€aiy*s examination of my brealt and 
arms, he pronounced it to be the fmall- 
pox 1 my obliging frieni would noY 
i'ufftr vat in that condition to quit his 
abode } there was no help j but I will 
not pret«nd to fay that I bore my difap. 
pointment with the fortitude of a hero, 
particularly as I had perluaded mytclf I 
had bad the diforder in a favouiable 
manner at an early age. 

During the firft week of mv knee 
(oiifinennent, the lady of the houfc had a 
niece upon a viftt to her for the holidays, 
as pretty and engaging a creature as 
rver was fees ; my heart was fortified 



againft all attacks; fhe returned to \ 
fchool aboiit i7f!ain miles from her 
uncle*s, and a married lifter came in her 
place. Their abigail89 however, cor- 
refponded fecretly, as all intercourfe vvas^ 
prohibited, for rear of carrying the in-* 
fe6lion to the fchool : a child caught the 
fmailpox, and obliged the miitrefs to 
fend the girls to their refpeftive homes^ 
for fhe was ignorant of my having the 
difeafe : amongft the reft, this beautiful 
creature returned much indifpoled to her 
uncle's J fhe alighted in the court, found 
the hali door open, walked up ftairs withr.

I 
fhall loon acquire a proper degree of for- 
titude ^ but if you, my dear hfter, loved 
me for my Ielf, you will find me eflentially 
the fame, though apparently altered.** 
In my walk home I was rejoiced to kam 
this poor girl had twenty thoufand pounds 
in her own difpofal. 

The happy hour arrived of my return- 
ing to town J I wrote a few lines to my 
beloved, with whom I had conihmtly 
correi ponded, and told her I fhovild fol- 
low my rtote in the evening, having im- 
portant bu line Is with the lawyers to 
difpatch iirli. I received no anfwer^ as 
fhe was from home, but in the evening 
we met 1 ihe looked emban'a(rcd» but

enquired after erery particblar circum- 
ftmnce which regardea my health* tny 
occupations in the couotry, ■ exprefl'ed 
nucn latisfaAion at my return* but I 
know not cxaflly where (he was defeft- 
ire, but I fcit uncafy— a lover's fcnfeg 
are at ute-^the enquiries did not feem to 
mc to come from tbf very depth of her 
heart i but her lipc* I grew anxious, 
diilatisiicdy and yet I could not precilely 
fay at what. ^ On the next vifit I prefl*ed 
hit to name a day \ her reply was fo 
ibrmal that I taxed her coldnefs, when, 
to my extreme I'urprife, (he clafped her 
hands, and exclaimed, '< Thank God ! 
the tie rs not irrevocable ; for a jealous 
difpofition is the one upon earth which 
would infure mifery."

Well^ fo chagrined was your hunihle 
fcrvant, that I fwore endlcfs hatred to

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ON THE PRESENT TASTE IN MUSIC, 



MUSIC IS the favourite of the pre- 
iient day $ but, like other fa- 
Tourites, it is mifufcd by its admirers, 
and accufed without fdundaticn by its 
ietraflcrfc The fuperficial contempt of 
tbe latter terms it a lenlual plealure t 
the corrupt tafte of the former makes it 
really fuch. Thus the enemy takes ad- 
vantage of tt>c follies of the triend, and 
Kliific is itfelf condemned fcr the bad 
tzfte of its admirers. 

I grant it is not a picafure of the 
tmderftanding, nor is it one of fenfe 5 
but the fcuice of the mod exquifite de- 
light to the heart. For this realbn, 
Shakfpearc (whofe greateft merit is his 
knowledge of mankind) has fet fo black 
a fiiema on him who has not Mufic in 
bis ioul. 

The pleafnres of fenfe are nothing 
really but pleafurable ideas of fenl'ation, 
CJicited immediately by theafUon of fome 
one of the fenfes \ but thoie of Mufic are 
delightful idfas of the imagination, or 
feelings of the heart excited by means of 
f bidden connexion which they have 
^ith certain founds on the ear. Many 
reafont confirm the truth of this dii- 
Cin^ton. 1 . The pleafure of any fenfation 
mull be an integral part of the idea of 
that fenfation, unlefs we allow two ideas* 
one of pleafure, the other of uftins; or 
Iceing, to be in the mind at once. Hence 
the delight appears to be fituated in the 
Verjr feat of the lenfe. Whereas in Mu- 
fic it is otherwiie i for the moft enthu- 
iiaftic admirer of the art never felt the 
pleafure it produced on the drum of his 
ear, nor in his head, but in his mind. 
^. Another, who is not fufceptible to 
the charms of harmony, is not fuppofed 
to have any defeft in hearing ; but thofe 
who find no pleafure in any ta(te, are by 
mil confidered as deficient in one of their 
fenCes. 3. And above all the effe6ls of 
Muftc, the placid melancholy, or light 
caiety, which it excites, were never con- 
idcred as corj)oral leniktions ^ but a« 



afFeftions of the mind, of which the foal 
might be fufceptible independent of the 
body. Mufic is not therefore in itfelf a 
pleafure of lenfe, but of a far fuperior 
nature. It is one of the moft exalted 
pleafures man is fufceptible of. The 
heart and the imagination are its objects s 
the heart, the feat of every virtuous af- 
feftion ; the imagination, the mirror in 
which Praxitiles beheld his Venus ere 
fl)e was embodied into a real exiftence $ 
the hallowed mirror, where Milton ftrlt 
faw Heaven. 

It is true, the heart and the imagination 
may be depraved, but this onlv confirm* 
what I fay ; for when unfulliecl by wick- 
ednefs, and uncorr opted by art, then arc 
they moft fulceptible to the higher plea* 
fures of Mufic. 

It is the language of nature : hence 
its power has been much greater in bar- 
barous nations than among us. Their 
harmonies were fimple, perhaps fome- 
times barren, compared with the rich 
variety of modern compofition j but the/ 
were dif^ated by the heart. 

The fcald who at fome Danifli feaft 
fat in the royal tent, and fung in rough 
verfe the glories of war \ or, with fmooth 
and liquid founds, tlie foothine pains of 
love J lung what he felt, and therefore 
torched the feelings of his hearert* 
Ev^n now we are delighted with the 
mufic of the heart, with the native airs 
of Wales and Scotland. Hence alfo the 
pleafure Mr. Brydone felt, when going 
from Sicily to Malta in an open boat:— 
It was midnight— a calm— all was filence^ 
except that the diftant waves were hear4 
to dafti againfl the (liore : the failora 
marked the time with their oars, and 
fung the midnight hymn to the Virgin j 
fimple, folemn, pathetic ! 

Such Mufic was more afPefling, and 
therefore more p leafing, than a compo- 
fition more laboured, .but lefs natural. 
Nature prompted it 2 it was therefore 
fubfervicRt to her laws, to that unieen 
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W clofe Conneflion there is between 
certain modulations of found and re- 
fponfive feelings of the heart. On this 
III the power of Mufic is founded ; but 
it is ofa very curious and fubtle nature^ 
snd cannot I believe be explained, un- 
icfs from analogy with the other fine arts, 
or with other pleafures of the imagina- 
tion. In Painting, that conned) ion be- 
tween the pif^ure and the mind of the ' 
beholder, that produces all our pleafure, 
is reiemblance either to nature, or to 
ibme ideas we havtr formed. 

Many of the pleafures of the imagi- 
nation aifo are derived from the lame 
fource. Thus, when morn «« ftands 
tiptoe on the mitty mountain's top,** the 
heart and the fancy arc both gratified 5 
bat when we behold the fetting fun 
biding his diminiihed rays behind the 
weftem hilU, a placid, a delightful pen- 
^venefs fteals upon the mind ; vrc na- 
turally find ^ refemblance between the 
departing fun and our own lot : wc re- 
wl that he who but a few hours ago 
burnt in the hdivens, regent of day, a 
noment hence will be no longer fecn — 
>)o, not a vefti^e left ; and, tiu-ning on 
«nrfel?cs, we Sy, ** And where fhall I 
be a moment hence ?'* This fentiment 
is melancholy, but it is fwcetly meian- 
cboiv. 

This refemblance is the fcurce of the 
nofl refined pleafure ; and it is a con- 
nexion, of a nature fomething fimilar, 
tiiat gives us fuch exquifite delight when 
We hear MuiTc infpired by nature. 

Poetry aifo is the language of the 
heart; and hence its dole aHinity to 
Muflc. But though, to the fuperncial 
obfcrver, the connexion of Poetry with 
the imagination and heart may appear 
much clofer than that of Mufic, yet it is 
only more obvious, by no means fo im- 
mediate. Poetry fpeaks through the 
wtfdium of arbitrary figns, and its in- 
flttcncc is confined withm the boundaries 
of the language in which it is written. 
Mufic is tlie vuice of nature, ftrikes <//- 
re&iy on the heart, and is the language 
of all mankind The fupcriority mutt 
therefore be allowed to the powers of 
harmony : but when both are united, 
then we arrive at the height of perfe^ion. 
Poetry, without this union, is like a 
Venus \nfrefiO\ the form is elegant; 
the conioir^ the expredion of the outline, 
f harm the imagination ; and we oulmire 
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the artift*s flcil! ; but when fhe is in^ 
fpired by Mufic, like a finished pi6lure 
of Titian, that breathes upon the canvau^ 
/he ravifhes the heart with delirious ex- 
tacy } we forgtt the artift \ we are all 
fueling : who then \ifould divide fifter* 
fo dear, joined by nature and fuch a ten- 
der fympathy of fricndfliip ? — A modern 
connoifieur. His tafte is dilated bf 
fafhion : he admires what others do, and 
for no other reafon, but becaufe they do 
fo. At prefent he prefers inttrumentdl 
mufic \ and, if worcls be impofed upon 
him, cares not whether they be poetry or 
fenfe j the flat rhyn>e ofa modem opera« 
or the fentiment and feeling ofa Waller. 

The clofe connef^ion of Mufic and 
Poetry, though now difregarded, wa« 
felt and obfei'ved in times lels refined and 
lefs corrupted. At that period, when 
affeflation and hypccrily were in their 
infancy, nature bad her firft poets breathe 
the infpirations of pailion in the voice of 
harmony^ The Grecian Homer, the 
Northern bard, and the prophet of Ifrael^ 
in countries, in ages» and amidft man- 
ners totally different, alike accompanied 
their poems with MufK:. The dramatic 
poems of ^fchylus and his followers * 
were embellifiied with the powers of har- 
mony ; and at this day the Welfh hard, 
in his humble cot, vents his poetical 
rhapibdies to mufical numbers. Torne, 
indeed, thefe kindred arts appear xq be 
by nature fo cloJcly conne^ml, that to 
excel Homer, one mutt furpafii X^'^^^^ 
theus. 

From ail theie confiderations it appetfs 
not only that Mufic \^ not in ttielf a. 
fenfual pleafure, but that it is ofa fery 
exalted and refined nature : nevtrthdefs, 
like Painting, or any other art howevek' 
excellent, it may bij ahuied. In our 
days it is prottituted to profligacy, ft 
is always a powerful exciter of the paf- 
fions, and at prefent it is ufed to excite 
thofe only of a vicious nature. The 
compofitions at the Opera, at the EngliA 
Theatre, and ihofe mott admired and 
performed at concerts and ki private, arc 
for the moft part very effeminate, calcvi- 
lated to weaken the heart, and deprave 
the imagination. The effei^s of this <ni 
tatte ami on morals are cq^aUy per- 
nicious. 

A falfe tafte is no foofter gratified th«i| 
it is palled. Hence our almctt fickl/ 
love of variety : a few times bearing 



• Roboitel, Caf^elvetro, Oravina, and others, have fhewn that the ancient tragedies (as 
tuq/ are picafed to call them) were accooipanied with a kmd of Mufic« 
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takes awty all the charms of a favourite 
iune, and perhaps an inferior but moftu- 
firi^t compofition is the moft powerful 
actraf^ion. Like Eallern fcnfualills, we 
nightly demand new charms to gratify 
our vitiated fenfcs. 

In another point of view our taftc is 
not better. Conformity to nature, and 
fimplicity of expreflion, maybe admired 
in Archlte^lure and Painting, but in 
Mufic they are thought dull. The 
Builder reje6ls the loaded ornament of 
Gothic fretwork 5 the Painter the whif- 
Hing flutter of French drapery { but with 
the Muficiani there is no beauty but or* 
Bamcnt ; no feeling, but eifeminacy^ 

This decay of talle in Mufic, if not 
correiled now, will foon fpread its con- 
t2\gion to the other arts ; and in all, its 
t>aneful progrefs will be accelerated by 
hs pernicious effe^Vs on morality. For 
the moral fenfe is clofely connected with 
Uile, if not the very fame faculty applied 
Co another fpecies of beauty. I (hall 
therefore trace fome of its tSt^t on the 
Tirtueoftheage. 

The female mind (hould not only be 
pnconfcious of guilt, but its delicate 
imagination (hoiUd be unfullied by the 
ieaftbreath of vice: yet the ladies of 
England, who are in a great meafure 
prote^ed by the cuftoms of the world 
xrom the open attacks of wickednefs, are 
cxpofed to its filent approaches through 
the imagination. The cultivation of 
Mufic as an accpmplilhment being the 
faireli province of the empire of the 
Graces, has been judiciaufly afligned to 
the female fex ; but its prefent corrupt 
tafte threatens their pure minds with the 
moft inuninent danser. Though they 
dare not look on vice in her natural de- 
formity, yet flie may leduce the fenfibility 
^ their hearts through the illufions of 
the imagination. Ariofto's Ruggiero, 
though he overcame the monfters round 
Alcina's pahu;e, was feduced by the de- 
ceitful graces of the enchantrefs. 

This danger to female virtiie is not 
to be dreaded for iticlf only, but for its 
tffeds alfo. It takes away the greateft 
inducement to morality in men \ and, by 
deftroying this, deftroys our national 
profperity, and introduces a fecret rot 
into the very bone and nerve of the ftate. 
It has bcca obiervcd by an author, ik>t 



lefs admirable than admired, that puUi« 
incontinence is the infallible forerunner 
of public ruin 5 and hiftory, through 
every age, has pronounced his obferva- 
tion true. This, however, has been 
ncglef^cd by nu)ft modem legiflatures } 
and like many other things lels obvious 
than important, has been loft amidft the 
rubbi/h of more bulky trifles. 

When we confider thefe various and 
pernicious eife6ls of this milhken ta{l« 
m Mufic, our reafon is conlcious of the 
necciTity of a remedy adequate to tha' 
greatnefs of the cviL 

But there is another eonfideration thaf 
will mile our indignation k MuAc M^aa 
by nature fuited for much higher pur- 
pofes } not ohIj to be a pleafure (however 
refined), but to be an amiable advocate 
for virtue, and to ftduce us to our own 
real intereft. What then muft be our 
feelings, when we fee Mufic, which calU 
forth every virtuous fenfation, which 
renders Charity more amiable. Religion 
more fublime, pewerUd to the purpofea 
of vice ? Who would not bluUi to fee 
the Prieft of Holinefs turned Pander ? 
Who would not weep to fee Maria, once 
fraught with virtuous fenfibility, turned 
proftitute ? Yet fuch is the j>ure talte 
of a Chriflian country 1 the renned pica. 
fure of a philofophic age \ 

Many mav think fome of the above 
obfervationsnarfli and unfounded. BiU 
if they condemn the general end and pur- 
pofe of what I have faid, it is through 
want of eonfideration: for if they do 
but reflect that Mufic is naturally one of 
thofe few exquifite and refined enjoy. 
ments that do not fatigue, but invigorate 
the mind ; nor relax, but only foften 
the heart 5 they will think it a fubjed 
of the greateft regret, that the decay of 
our tafte ihould reduce it to a frivolous, 
moflly a vicious gratification. If they 
do but for a moment confider, that 
Mufic has the greateft influence over the 
paflTionsj that it is the regent of the 
heart} they will be alarm^ to fee it 
ufed only to enervate ftrength, to render 
virtue ft ill more wealc, and vice ftill more 
fedu^ive. The man of tafte therefore, 
and the roan of virtue, will applaud the 
defign, and, I hope, pardon the incidental 
errors of him, who warns his age and 
country of io great a calamity.

FURTHER PARTICULARS 
or • 
DK. JBMMEr BROITN, 

LATE ARCHBISHOP OP TVAIft 



IN addition to the few particulars of 
Dr. Jemmet Brown, »?en in our laft, 
another Correfpondent has fent us the 
following further account of that Prelate* 
his family, and connexions t 

The grandfather of Dr. Brown was a 
merchant of confiderable confequence, 
fettled in the city of Cork ac the time 
of the Rerolution } and, intending hit 
cldeft fon. for the fame line of bufmcfs, 
he, at an early age, lent him into Hoi- 
land, the better to qualify himfelf in all 
the branches of the mercantile profeflion. 
This was a very unufual ftyle of edu- 
cation at that time of day for a mer- 
chant (and particularly an Iriih one),

but it marked the funertor 0o6d under- 
Handing, as well as tne opulence of th« 
father, who faw how beneficial a grounded 
mercantile education would ^e to his fon^ 
and that no expence fhouki be fpared to 
accompli/h this purpofe. 

When he bad bHn three or lour years 
in Holland, the father fent for him 
home, for the doable purpofe of marry- 
ing him to a lady of very confiderable 
fortune and high accomDiifhrnentt, at 
well as to fettle him in buuneis. In the 
letter to his fon be mentioned this hit , 
determination, and at the fame time re- 
quelled he would bring over with him 
fome young Dutchman, of good beha- 
viour and mercantile JcnowTedge, ,wba 
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■ttgiif be ctpaklU of not only keeping 
Bjf accounts in the Italian manner ot 
book-keeping (a pra5^lce then jery little 
known in Irdandh but of extending the 
general line of his^bunnefs. Toe fon 
obeyed tbe Utter j^rt of hit father's 
commands with great alacrity* b^ fe- 
ieding'a young man of his particular 
acjuamtance* and highly qualified for 
this bufineiSi named Ellas Vofter* } but 
the former part* that of preparing him- 
lelf to marry a lady he never law, greatly 
chagrined'him. 

The £ither*8 letter being peremptory^ 
Toong Brown ob^ed its contenu. and 
neand his friend Vofter landed on the 
Cuftom-honie quay of Cork on a Sunday 
momingy at a tinx when the congre- 
cation were coming out of Chrift church. 
Not having ieen his native country for 
ibmeyearsy he refted his back on a poft 
oppohte the church*yard» to fee the 
people pa£i j and* in this groupe, dif- 
covered a young lady, who imniediatelv 
caught his attra^ion : he was at once io 
imitten with her, that he followed her 
home, and, turning round to Vofter who 
accompanied him, he exclaimed with a 
figh, «* Oh, Vofter ! Could this be the 
woman that my father fixed on, how 
happy ihould I b^,; but as I cannot 
hope this, there is nothing I dread 
£> much as an union with any other 
pcrfoh.*' 

When they aijived it the father*t 
houie, he got orders to prepare himfelf 
lor vifiting his intended bride next morn- 
ing, which he heavily complied with; 
but what were his tranfports, when, 
upon the introduction, he found her to 
be the very fame young lady whom he 
&w the morning before, and with whom 
the wi(h of his heart was to make her 
tis wife ( A match, formed on all 
fidet^ by fuch mutual attachments, could 
Bot long be delaved | they were mar- 
ried in the courte of the month, and 
the fitft fhiitfl of that marriaee was 
Jemmet Brawn, afterwards Aruibiftiop 
of Tuam. 



. The fiither of the Ardibilhop liv«dl 
for many years as a refpeClable merchant 
in the city of Cork^ and had many 
children by this lady t he was befide % 
mayor and alderman of that city. Mrs« 
Brown lived alinoft to the age of ninety^ 
and had the fatlsfaaion to tee her elded 
fon Biihop of Cork, and aU the reft of 
her family handfonoely provided for t 
flie lodj^ed, in her old age* on tlie north 
bde of^the city, at the hou(ic ^ Mr» 
Mainadyc (father of the late Dr. Main* 
aduc, of this town* fi> noted for his cure* 
by Magnetiiin}* i man whole memorv 
can never be mentioned bMt with refpefll 
by all thofe who knew him. He hai 
been originally bred a woollen-draper} 
but his talents were evidently throiMi 
away upon thatbufinefs* being reckmieA 
one of^the beft mathematicians of hit 
time, and in this light corrcfpondent 

Jrith the. immediate fucceflbrs of Sir 
iaac Newton in th^^t branch of philo* 
fophy, as well as the moft eminent mea 
in both kingdoms • He was befide a man 
of much general learning, great inte<4 
grity, and amiablenel's of manners.. He. 
educated his only fon* the late Dr. 
Mainaduc, in the beft manner* and un* 
der one of the beft examples in hirown 
perfbnal behaviour y but all in vain 1 
The boy rambled from him at an early 
a^* and after paffing through a number 
of adventures* at laft refted in a tnagtutu 
Do£ior\ where* if he had livedo theri 
was a probabilitjr of making his fortune* 
The father Juft lived long enough to bear 
of his fon*s eftablilhment, whidi the fai^* 
ter accompanied by a letter of repentanot 
and a handfome remittance* with a ^pro* 
mile of future aids during b^s life. 

But to return to the (ufa^ of theft 
Memoirs. Mr. Brown* bemg educated 
for the Church* was* after a proper agt» 
and paifmg through the forms of tht 
Univerfit^, ordained, and through hia 
father*s mtereft foon ^ter obtained • 
handfonne living. How long he coa« 
tinued in this fitoation is difficult to bt 
recollected at this diftanee of time i but

#f Elphin» a rich detnerv in the North 
^ Ireland* He ohtained this benefice 
through the intereft of the late Henry 
Boyle, Earl of Shannon, at that time 
Speaker of the Houfe of Common a of 
Ireland { and report ^aid, that this in- 
tcreil was firft formed by Mr. 3rown*s 
tnaking the Speaker a prefent of a fine 
iMinter. We do not Touch for the truth 
«f ^if ^ though k h very poffible that 
«n acquaintance may begin rirom fuch a 
circumftancej but we are inclined to 
think it wag the political principles- of 
Brown which at k»ift cemented this con- 
Aeaioii^ 

The politics of Ireland at that time' 
#f day ran very high i the whole king- 
4lom were divided amongft tvy nartics, 
luiown by the names of Williamttes and 
jMbiits (nearly aniWering the prin- 
<iples of our W4{ig ^nd Tory) . Brown 
was of the former, on the pureft prin- 
iciples of attachment \ and would, if 
Iwceffiiry, defend thofe principles at the 
lizard of his life. Boyle was likewiie 
n WtUiamiti up to the head and ears % 
and fo good an advocate for the caufe as 
Brown was, could not well mifs the 
•stponage of the former. Brown was 
likewife a •keen fportfman \ fo waf 
.Boyle t thus from a congeniality of 
amufements, as well as politics, an union 
1MIS formed 'between both, which- only 
terminated with the life of the Earl. 

In i743> Dr. Brown was confecrate^ 
BiAiop of Killaloe ; foon after of Dro- 
■lore I and, in 1745, Bifhop of his na- 
tive city of Cork. Here he continued 
twuity-frven ^years, and in that time had 
Che opportunity of providing haodfomely 
fcr his fons and relations j a great 
Qumber of whom were bredecclefiaiiics. 
A% VL diocefan. Dr. Brown was a great 
•^ifciplinarian j keeping his clergy t^ 
conftant refidence and punAual duties, 
and examining with great accuracy into 
•ail parochial matters at his vifitations. 
Jie «ave the example himfelf by con* 
ftaat^ attending divine •fer'Vice twice • 
4iay, and by preaching every Sunday 
evening at the leveral parifh churches 
alternately. 

In the courfe of hit refidence at Cork 
be ffot into an unlucky conteft with one 
•f'his clerey, of the name of Oo//Af, on 
. account of the latter not complying with 
the orders of his fuperior. The fa6^ 
was this t The ceremony of marriage, 
^fore the BiflK>p*s time, was equally 
^Cucmed in the privaU houfe of the 

\ 



Srties, or at church, jnft at fbey t&^pi^ 
ves fettled it : Dr. Brown iflued <nit 
general direftions at an eaiiy vifiiatSon^ 
and by the ufual o9icial notices, <• That 
no Clergyman in his diocefe, alter fock 
a day, mould nnury any couple in hit 
diocefe, but in the body of the pariAi 
church of one of the parties." Thif 
order was inadvertently broke through 
by Mr. Dallas, who was perfuaded, by 
the infiaence of his pupil (a Gentlemaa 
of confiderablc fortone}, to nurry him a( 
his private houfe. Dallas perhaps 
thought the partumlar occafiom might 
make the Bifhop overlook it \ or, at tha 
worft, a flight apology would atone for 
his tranfgrefllion : but Dr. Brown wat 
not of a temper to blink fuch a fault f 
he funmioned Dallas to appear befora 
him, and he not willing to make fuch aa 
apology as his Biihop dif^ated, a (pi* 
ritual lawfuit commenced, which, after 
travelling thronj^h all the Courts, finally 
refted in a confirmation of the Bi(hop*fl 
fentence, which was a ftfpei^n from all 
icclefiafiical duties. 

Blame was attached to both partiet 
at the time i to Dallas, for his firft 

' breaking through the pofitive orders of 
his Diocefan ; and to the Bifliop, for 
purfuing an oflTence of fo trivial a natura 

'With fuch rigid perfeverancc- Thia 
apology, however, mud be made for th$ 
Bifhop, wl;io, bciide t^^^ii]^ officially a 
fault to correal in his inferior, had tQ 
give an example to the reft of his clergy* 
who might on other occafions pleat). 
apologies for tranrgrefTing his orders* 
The iflue, however, was fatal to poor 
Dallas, wlio not only loft his ]Cturacy» 
but foon after his fchool; nor did we 
ever hear ^e was properly remunerated 
by the fami,ly for which he rifked and 
lo(f io much. 

In 1772 Dr. Brown vras removed t»- 
Eluhin, and in 1775 confecrated Arch« 
bimop of Tuam \ previous to this, hit* 
firft wife dying, he married a fecond 
time, at the advanced age oifeventy^ the 
widow of a Capuin Barry ; a lady of an 
agreeable perfon and very high accam- 
pTifhments, not much above Uie age of 
tbiriy. The inequality of this matck 
was ^commented oq in the ufual way^ 
and Qiany jokes pafled at the tea tablea^ 
and other parties, of the friends of botk 
fides \ amoneft which, the following. 
bon mot was long recorded : 

The day after «he ceremony, ieveraf 

.of the B^opt and dignified Cleii^ of 

I o kit 
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^ acquaintanee^wbo happened to be 
^ or near Dublin, agreed to go and 
compliment him on t^e occafion. The 
Arehbilhop, who was always a man of 
kigh fpirits> and which he enjoved to 
the laft, bore their raillery witn great 
^ood humour, and retaliated on them 
Jn tfaei/own way. ^ Well, but,'^ faid 
the Biihop of Derry, ** though we need 
not aflc you, my Lord, how ypu are, 
iecing you in fuch high fpirits, how 
^oet Mrs. Brown bear the hurry of her 
new fifuation ?'*—«« Oh? perfeaiy well/* 
replied the other j «* for I can aubreyou 
A« had the full dene/it of clergy /"— 
•• I am heartily forry for that," {aid 
'the Bilbop, looking very gravely \ '* at 
3rott know, my Lord, by our laws, 
j^e ' cannot bctui tbat benefit a ficond 
4imer 

^ He died in his archbifhoprlc in about 
tight years after hit marriage (1781), 
wUhoot tfRie by his laft wife, but leaving 
icTtral grandchildren, and other relations, 
behind him. His cldeft (on Edward 
died a Dean, and left fereral children. 
Hit iecond fon Thomas died early, 
Chancellor of the dioce{e» without t 
fiimily. His eldeft daughter married a 
dignified ClersymUy and hit youngeft 
tBed unmarried. 

Dr. Brown^t firft wife wat a Mifs 
Waterhoufe, iifter of the Chancellor of 
the diocefe, which office he afterwards 
conferred on hit fecond fon Thomat. 
Hit laft wife^t maiden name was Swan, 
I lifter to Bellingham Swan, Efq. and 
afterwardt married to Captain Barry, 
ion of the celebrated Sir Edward Barry, 
who, befide being an eminent phyfician, 
wrote a much efteemed Treatife *< On 
" the Wines of the Anticnts." 

The BifliopU country refidence wat 
'Ri^icrfiown^ z paternal eftate near Cork, 
which he laid out with great elegance, 
and where he lived with much nofpi- 
tality. His town refidence, called " The 
Biftiop^t Palace," had little to value 
itielf on at a building, befide its being 
roomy, and a good (ituation : the li- 
brary is a pretty good one, and one of 
the rooms i» oinamente^ with a feries 
of all the portraits of the Biftiops of 
Cork iince the Reformation. 

Amongft thefe portraits, that of Dr.* 
William Lyon, promoted to this fee 
by Queen £lizabeth in 1583, deferves 
MTticuW^ notice, firom the following 
mr^ biftory of the origiotl t 



Lyon, though a man of . tolcrabk 
education, had taken an early liking to 
the fea fervice, and by degrees role to 
the command of a frigate, where he 
fignalized himfelf (6 much undtr Sir 
Walter Rawleieh, that Qbeen Elizabeth 
promifed him tbejirfl place in ber power. 
Sooh after, the bi/hoprick of Cork be-* 
came vacant | and Lyon, relyine on her 

Sromife, without finding in himiclf any 
ifqualifications for the office, folicited 
her for the biflioprick. The Queen at 
firft excufed herlelf on account of tha 
impropriety of the requeft \ but Lyoi| 
preffing her on the words of her proinife* 
which were without any exception, anj 
which he relied on, the Queen confcnted» 
and he was confecrated biihop of that 
fee in the fpring of 1583. 

He wat Biftiop of this diocefe neav 
ihtriy five yean \ and, during all that 
time, behaved hlmfelf with great pro- 
priety at a Clergvman \ and, being % 
man of fpirit, and much attached to the 
Reformation, was rery ferviceable ii» 
the promotion and difcipline of the 
ProCeftant religion. He never attempted 
to preach but once» and that was on 
the Queen*t death, which it it fuppofed 
he lamented with great (incerity. Amongft 
other topict of difcourfe on tnit occafion 
he obferved, << Fatal as the day was for 
all true lovers of the Church and Sute^ 
ftill there were no doubts but manjr 
would be glad of it : this wifli (faid the 
honed blunt zealot) they are now fully 
gratified in \ the day is comey and the 
D— 1 do them good with it." 

By his portrait (which the writer of 
this account has often (een), he appearr 
to have been a ftout, ftiort, fwarthy- 
looking man \ his right hand extended* 
and wanting the forefinger, which wat 
fhot off in one of hit early e n gagement 
with the Spaniards. 

Dr. Brovm v^ras in hit perfoa a tall* 
manlv, well- looking figure, with t 
piercing eye, and decifive countenance* 
He was in principles a Hish Churchman* 
and executed the duties of a Bifhop witk 
that punduality which demanded obe* 
dience from his inferior. Clergy. He 
preached more fermons, perhaps, thaa 
any dignitary of his time, though we 
do not know that he printed any, or* 
that he pubiifhed any thing elfe, except 
one or two pamphlets during hit conteft 
with Dallat, whichi though writteo 
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iNPcSbly enough iH refpeCl to the fubje^ 
bore no marks of fuperior writing. 

Though poireflTed of no great eloquence. 
at a Lord of Parliament^ vet he was H 
food matter of h^ fpeaKer, and waf 
always reckoned ufefui in die Houfe» 
wnicn he reffularly attended in the bufjr 
time of Parliament. In the rece^, an4 
indeed the greateft part of the year, he 
mo^ly refid^ at Riverftowny a handfome 
ieat of his» within three miles of the 
city of Cork : here he lived (though 
abftemious himfelf ) with hofpitality and 
tnagnificence. He had a focial turn 
smongft intimates^ and particularly 
tiikbngft the ladiesy who formed moft of 
his parties ; and to whom he idwaya 
IheWed thoie particular attentions which 
form ib much the charafieriftic trait of a 
wdl-bred Irifliman. 

In the early and middle parts of life 
l^e was remarkably fond, of the diverfiont 
o( the fields and was efteemed tg have 
the beft hunters* and himfelf to be the 
beft rider in the county. He continued 
this amufement till he was , made a 
Biihop, and then very properly rclin- 
qai0icd>it. His eldeft fon had the famt 
paffion, which hip father in vain en« 
deavoured to cure ; and in one of thefe 
paternal remonftrances> the former telling 
^m <« that if he pofitively indited on it, 
lie would leave off hunting,*' the &th«r 
turned firom him with a ihiUcy and re< 
peated 

*^ Naturam cxpellas fiirca, tpnen ulque 
rtcurrit^" 

Being (6 many years Biihop of Cork» 
lie had an opportunity of providing 
handlbmely for moft of the branches of 
Ims family, and he was too good a 
Cbriftian •« to neglcft his own houfe- 
liold."* To his two fons he gave good 
Jivings, with church dignities. To hi^ 
^Idcr brother, Dr. St. John Brown, a 
living worth near loool. per year. To 
his lecond brother, who was a layman, 
the Regiftry of the City of Cork, a place 
worth then between four and five hundred 
founds per year. His nephews, bis 
coufhis, and other relations, which were 
bred to* the Church, iikewile partook of 
bit bounties i nor did he negled the in* 



ferior Clergy (though no wajr related t# 
him), who had fervices, large familiet, 
or confiderabJk merit, ta recommend 
them* 

Obftrving oae day, at a Vtfitation, a 
ftout country, or rather ploughmaiv> 
looking Parfon in the coniiftory, with a 
tattered gown and old wig, ho parti«» 
cularly examined him in rel'pc6l to tht 
ftate of his Church. The honeft Parfon* 
who felt poverty to be no dtfgrace, .told 
him he was a curate of but ^fty pounds 
per year, for which he did the duties of 
two churches j that he had eigiu cbildrtn % 
that not being able to afford a horie, he 
walked thirty miles every year up to the 
Vifitation.j and if it wa^ not for tht 
additional labour of his own handSf 
with thofe of his wife and etdeft fon,' 
they muft want the. neceflaries ci life f 

'i[*h|s artlefs florj had a vifible cfifeft 
even upon the pampered Levites around 
him. The Bifhop heard him with parr 
ticular attention, commended his con^ 
du^, and told him, he would take the 
iirft opportunity to remedy his fituation } 
which he punouallv peiformed, as la 
lefs than three mdntha he prefented him 
with a living, wi>rth betwiocn fow aa4 
fiv» hundred powtdi per jtar^ 

The poor curate, on receivinfir this 
intelligence* brought up his whole fa^ 
mUy to town, to thsmk in perfon their 
generous bene^or. The Biihop waa 
pieafed with this hondftmark of grati- 
tude, entenained them with great bof* 
picality, and difmifled them with. little 
domcftic prefents. He enjoyed this lir« 
ing for many years, and educated bis 
family with great propriety j on eveiy 
Viiitation>day he previoufly called at the 
Bifhop*s palace, to pay his refpcfts fo 
his patron ; and, as the Parfon waa 
always fond of punch, the firfl toaft he^ 
drank after dinner, from a full bowl of 
this liquor, was *« The Bifhop of Cork 
and Rots, and God biefs him !** 

Dr. BrowA died at the advanced age 
of eighty; fotnc time before his death 
feeling the force of one of Dr. Johmon's 
maxims, " That marriages* which don't 
find people equal, feidom make them 
•4o*"

I write this at the very inftant of the 
receipt of your lettre,- and of the poft's 
being on horfeback ; foe, as I can fay no 
more but that Mr. Chancellor is your 
perfc6l kind friend, and prefents his 
lervice to you, foe doe I mine.

WHEN ycrar little produaions fell 
into my hands, 1 refolvcd to rc:id 
them with that degree of candour which 
is due to the early attempts of genius ; 
yet with all that fincerity of criticifm, 
which is neceiTary to correft the wander- 
ings, and dire6^ the eiforts, of a fertile 
imagination. Priendfliip ought to fpealc 
the knguage of truth \ when it forbears 
to do fo, it is no longer friendfliip ! 

In literary purfuits, particularly, we 
often fuiFer inoft from tne indulgence of 
thoie who appear in tht; light of patrons 
and benefa^ort. Under. the auipices of 
a mifgliided friendfliip, has many a work 
been uihered into the world, which, for 
the credit oi the author, had much better 
have been configned to oblivion. The 
region of Pamaflus is hallowed ground \ 
and the judicious part of mankii^d will 
dete^ and expofe every unqualified in- 
truder thereon. I had rather read an 
honefl, fenfible, country farmer's friendly 
epiftle, ihan a pompous volume of dull 
rhymes, without intercft or without fire, 
though pufhed into public notice by all 
the artifices of piefuming pedantry. 

There is a degree of infpiration with 
which the mere mechanical rhymer is 
ii;iacquainted $ and he, who is not a re- 
cipient of that infpiration, ought never 
attempt the I'acrcd talk of pociy : 

" From Heav'n defcends 
•* The flame of genius to the human 

breaft, 
** And love, and beauty, and poetic joy, 
** And inlpiration." Akenside. 

Dr. Blair fays, <* The primary art of 
a Poet is to plcale, and to move ; and, 
therefore, it is to the imagination and 
to the paflions that he fpeaks.^* I would 
therefore recommend to you, never to 
<fr/V, unlefs yon feel. Let not the bead 
attempt any thing in which the heart is 
not interellcd. 

Do not ^ra(hly deem me a falUdious 

critic, though, in the perufal of your 

poems, I have taken the liberty to mark 

«ither word< or whole palTa^es^ which 

4 



fecmed to me to require alteration. I 
am well aware that whatever fuccels may 
attend them has been more owing to 
their real merit, than the little help I 
could give them ; yet I hope that has 
not been ufelefs. 

You firft aflc my opinion of local 
poetry : let me then firft give you my J 
ideas on this kind of writing :' 

Defcription will pleafe moft, or per- 
haps pleafe only, when either the obje^s 
of it are new, or are placed in a new and 
natural light. The lace of nature, and 
the employments, fports, and fcenes, of 
country life, have a general Ukcnefs, 
which tires in defcription, unlefs diver- 
fified with habits of the times, or man- 
ners ; and in thcfe nicer difcriminations, 
lies the art of the Poet. Look at Mil- 
ton's Allegro, and Penferoib ; then, 
much lower, to Dyer's Grongar Hill ; 
again, to Denham's Cooper's Hill, and 
Popc*s Windfor Foreft. 

Paltoral poetry, as we are more and 
more removed from the reality, is more 
and more ncglefled 5 while The Bath 
Guide, in a light, and Cowper's Taflc, 
in a fcrious way, will never want ad- 
mirers. ' t 

Local defcriptions are dways difficult* 
A place worth the notice of a Poet, 
either for its beautiful or romantic fitu- 
ation, will require fo much variety, 
richnefs, and boldnefs of imagery and 
language, to convey his idea of the fcenc 
to his readers, that no one has perhaps 
I'atisfijrd himfelf in the attempt 5 while 
the colours of times and manners may 
be more eafily hit off by tlie Poet, and 
their likencfles acknowledged by the 
reader. Believe me, it is better to be 
found fault with, than not to be read j 
and this kind of writing will hardly en- 
gage readers ei the day, much lefs will it 
bear repetition. 

In Grongar Hill and Windfor Foreft 

you find the dclcripiion too much limited 

to place J and mult fee too the difficidty 

• of fucceeding in luch a line, when you 

difcovcr faalts even in thofc j or, at laft» 

^ T mm 
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umft fed; and ewn yourfclf but weakly 
aiteita#ne$l* 

In manners, the nicer dircrlmlnat'iont 
you make the better. In delcriptive 
fctnes of general poetry, great images^ 
ilrong outliDe, and colouring, is necef- 
iaiy. In a landfiaptt a painter looks 
for fcope, light and ihade, diftance, and 
general cfFeit. In a portrait^ he will 
more attend to a quick eye^ or a ftrong 
feature, than the hue pf the cheek, or 
colour of the hair. 

I cannot indeed but acknowledge, that 
when the fcene is great and uncommon, 
the reader may be proportionably in- 
lererted in the defcription. I never read 
thofe lines in CoUins's Eclogues, but 
my mind is ftruck with grand and awful 
ideas : 

*« In filent horror, o'er the boundlefs 

wade, 
•< The driver Haflkn, with his camels, 

pad! 

• • • • • 

•* The (ultry fun had gain'd the middle 

iky; 
«« And not a tree, and not an herb was 

nigh. 
** The beads, with pain, their dufty way 

purfue, 
*' Shrill roar'd the winds, and dreary was 
the viewT* 

Here the Poet has evidently great ad- 
vantages \ but we fliould likewife have 
found ourfehret deeply afFe^ed with the 
bare account, from the mouth of any 
traveller who had been in a fimilar Htu- 
ation. 

The following lines, in a fucceeding 
Eclogue, of the fame author, I have al- 
ways confidered as peculiarly happy : 

•* And firft, review that long- extended 

plain, 
^ And yon wide groves, already pafs*<i 

with pain 5 
** Yon rugged cliff, whofe dang*rou8 

path we try'd, 
<* And laft, this lolty mountain*s weary 

fide.'' 

Here the " imitative harmony" has an 
adonifliing effe£^ \ the reader> mental 
eye wanders over the prolpe^ \ and, 
with extreme labour, he leems to climb 

•* This lofty mountain's weary fide !" 

In the laft lines of this little poem 
the icene and the ckcumftancct' are ib 



blended, we know n»t which moft to 
admire : 

*' He laid ; when loud along the vale was 

4 heard * 
** A (hriller fliriek, and newer fires ap- 
peared ; 
<* The affrighted (hepherds, thro' tht 

dews of night, 
** Wide o'er the moonlight hills renew'd 
their flight." 

I might produce numerous inftancet of 
happy deicription fi*om the above, and 
other authors j but the fubjeft mult be 
good indeed, and circumftanccs weH 
adapted, to render this kind of writing 
what I could wiih. 

But while I ath treating of rhyme in 
general, I cannot conclude without ob- 
ferviBg, that the beft models I can re- 
commend are, perhaps. Pope's EloVfa to 
Abelard, and part of Dryden's Tales. 

In Churchill's Satires you find another 
kind of rhyme, of which a celebrated 
critic has likewife fpoken highly. In 
them you will fee a deady rapidity, and 
the veries running into each other for 
feveral couplets % yet nearly as har- 
monious and flowing as thofe of Pope or 
JDryden. 

I have already plunged fo deep in 
cnticifm, that I wonder at my own rafli- 
Dels, and fear for my fafe return : iiever- 
thekfs, on perufing your lad, I find 
myielf impelled, as it were, to drop a 
few words refpe6ting blank verfe. In 
your poem, I mud think (in Phillips) 
you have let a wrong model before you, 
and this Teems to be its princinal fault* 
Miltonian verfe, through the ilavi(h ad- 
herence of imitators, too often fwells 
from the true fublime into turgid bom- 
bad, I neverthelefs agree with Dr. Blair, 
that " The boldnefs, freedom, and va- 
riety, of our blank verfe, is infinitely 
more favourable than rhyme to all kinds 
of fublime poetry." 

Milton's tafte, formed by a perfect 
knowledge of the works ot antiquity, 
let! him to imitate their dile of verfe, as 
given by their bed poets, Homer and 
Virgil, His /kill in mufic, his own good 
car; and perfcft command of language, 
gave his vcrl'e an harmonious variety and 
cadence, which Phillips is not equally 
flcilled to attain, Phillip^ makes tKe 
fame breaks in his metre, ufes many of 
the fame uncommon words, the iiune po- 
fition of his epithets, and full as many 
liberties ) but dill, hisvcrfes want much 
of the harmony of his patten)> and he 

^ » tizedbvCoooi iccra* 
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fecmt to avoid a period, at the end of a 
▼erfe, as if be was afraid of it. Now, 
-^y imitating PbiUips, you hap^e really 
Milton at iecond-band. Obfervc tbat 
Tbomfon, Akeniide, and molt of our 
minor Poets, bave cbofen a difFerent 
Avle. Tbomfon, next to Milton, it 
diflicult to imitate witb fuccefs ; and, 
indeed, be is rather too vtrbofe and dif- 
liife, to dcl'erve unlimited admiration, or 
imitation. His images are lb well and 
pleafantly fele^led, that we may fay he 
looked at nature with a poefs eye ; but 
he wrote, almoit, with a pedant's pen. 
I need not point out to you Shakfpeare 
as a pattern of perfection ; but it is a 
vain and mortifying taflc to attempt to 
imitate the inimitable. You will not 
from hence infer tbat I am fo dazzled by 
its beauties, as to deem Shakfpeare^s ftyle 
free from blemiih. 

Cowper's Taflc, nubliihed in 1786, 
would, I think, afford you great pleafure 
in the perufal ; and at once (bew vou an 
eafy and elegant (lylc of blank verlc. 

In Cowper^s works are very many 
beauties, and fome; faults. Thefe you 
win foon difcovcr x his defcriptions are 
excellent ! be firequentlv refembles Shak- 
fpeare 5 he foftens the norror of Young's 
Night Thoughts («* I fpeak with re- 
verence") into a pleading eameftnefs 01^ 
ferious points ; and the ^neral frame 
of his metre is a mixture of Shakfpeare. 
Young, and Thomfon. 

Of the other kinds of compofition 
iBUch might be (aid ; but it is to my ad- 



vantage, as well at vourt, ntlier to re* 
fer you to tbofe works which, for depth 
of judgment and juftnefs of criticiim. 
have obtained deferved celebrity $ among 
which number you will not forget Blair^t 
.Lectures, and Jobnfon*t Lives of the 
Poets $ from the former of which. I 
would ever have you keep in view this 
judicious remark 1 " The public ear is 
become refined. It will not eafily bear 
what is flovenlv and incorre^. Every 
author niuft afpire to fome merit in ez« 
preflion, at well as in fentiment, if he 
would not incur the danger of being 
neeleaed and defpifed.'* 

While they corroborate the above. 
thefe lines of fioileau, with which I con- 
clude, may check the prefumption of « 
bad author $ but they will ratner ftimu* 
late, than difcourage, the man of reall 
genius x 
« Chufe a juft ftyle. be grave without 

conflraint, 
** Great without pride, and lorvely with* 

out pahit : 
*< Write what your reader maybe pleae*d 

to hear, 
*< And for the meafure have a tuneful ear. 
*« Would you your works for ever (hould 

remam, 
" And, after ages paft, be foueht again, 
*' In all you write obicrve, with care and 

art, 
<< To move the palfions. and incline tho 

heart.''

This ingenious Phyfician's Book. 
called «« Arti au peuple fur lenr Santi^*^ 
gave birth to the incomparable book of 
Dr. Buchan's, called « Domeftic Medi- 
cine.'* Dr. TilTot was formerly a great 
prefcribeir of Whey and Tepid Baths, 
upon the principle, that in many difeafesl 
fubjefts the ferous part of the blood was 
too thick* A wag wrote over hit fine 
gardens, at Laufanne, 

" Lepettt lait ^ Us bains 
«< Ontfait fteurir ces jardim t 
" Tepid Batht and Whey 
*< For theic fine gardens pay.'*^ 
The Do^or was confulted for a hypob 
chondriacal Genoefe Nobleman. On the 
back of the prcfcripiion he wrote, ** This 
patient will never take the pains to get 
cnred s" well knowing, that in a certain 
ftate of thA diibrdsr the patient will 
make 00 tffortt* o 
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The progreft of hulbandry hat fer 
Tears paft occupied much attention in 
Denmark. The CEconomical Society 
made it a firft object to procure oerfons 
capable of undertaking and directing a 
School of Husbandry : a moft laudable 
Qodertaking, whicti was moii anruly 
provided for from the funds which Ge« 
neral Clailen devoted for the purpofe. 
Natural Philofophy* Botany, Chemiftry> 
Geometry, and Mechanics, are ftudioully 
foQght after, fo far as thefe fciences 
are of utility to Agriculture, and the 
benefits already derived from this eftab- 
liilunent are very great. Foreigners arc 
not excluded from holding , the firft de- 
partment ; but as a knowledge of the 
baoiih language is abfolutely necelfaryy 
few will be found properly qualified, 

"The fbllowing pathetic Addrefs to 
the J>eity was lound in the purfe of 
4 loify of bi»b rani, who had, on the 
ctenine previous to its date, heard that 
her only (oh was dead in India. The 
czqmfite confolationy which a habit of 
retigton infpiresy can never be proved 
mreforcibljf than in the prcfent Inftance. 
Its author died within the fortnight, and 
die following, with many others of a 
fimilar tendency, were found in her 
pocket. The amiable Nobleman, who 
regrets the lofs of fuch a wife, has 
cosfided them to a lover of her virtues.

templation J and even Inch readers as 
ht\i for entertainment only, may find 
. gratification in the perul'al of it. A wife 
andl humane policy fuggefl^ed a fcheme 
to diminifh the number of obje^s of 
public execution ; and, by Seportation, 
to afford opportunity for reviving virtue, 
or at ieaft to turn to public advantage 
the conHrained labour of incorrigible 
rice. 

Captain Collins, in a brief epiHle, 
hifcribes his Work to Lord Vilcount 
Sydney, whom he terms the Originator 
of the Plan of Colonization for New 
South Wales. The ftyle of the Dedi- 
cation is terfe, and, though fufficiently 
yefpe6\ful, IB free from that fulfome 
adulation fo frequent in firailar cafes, 
but which can only difgrace a writer 
tnd ought to difguft his patron. 

No perfon certainly can be prefumed 
to have been better qualified to record 
the Foundation and Progiefs of the vet 
infant Eftablifliment of >^w South Wales, 
than he who, having accompanied the 
llrft fettlcrs, held during nine years the 
eiHce of SecrctHry of the Colony. Of 
the Defign and Tendency of the Work 
we cannot better inform our Readers 
than in the words of fhe Author himi lUf, 
who roodcftly " trufts that it will b«^ 
found to contain much information in- 
tercfting in its naturej and that has not 



been anticipated by any former pro- 
ductions on the fame fubjeft. 

** If he fliould be thought to have beA 
fometimes too minute in his detail, he 
hopes it will be confidered, that the 
tranfa6\ions here recorded were penned 
as they occurred, with the feelings that 
at the moment they naturally excited in 
the mind j and that circum(t<inces which, 
to an indifferent reader, may appear 
trivial, to a fpe£lator and participant 
feem often of importance. To the defign 
of this Work (whkh was, fo furnifh a 
complete record of the tranfoBions of the 
Colony from Us foundation)^ accuracy^ 
and a de^rtc of minutenefs in dctaiU 
lecmed eflential j and, on reviewing his 
manufcript, the Author faw little tnat, 
confittently with his plan, he could pcr- 
fuade himfelf to fupprefs. 

«* For his labours he claims no credit 
beyond what may be due to the fbriflcfl 
fidelity in his narrative. It was not a 
romai.ce that he had to give to the world j 
nor has he gone out of the track that 
a6lual circumftanccs prepared for him, 
to furnifh food for (ickly minds, by 
fiftitious relations of adventures that 
never happened, but which are, b/ » 
certain cfei'cription of readers, per""* 
with avidity, and not unfrequently con- 
fidered as the only pafEigcs dcfcrving ot 
notice. 

'« Though to a work of this nature 
a ftyle ornamental and luxuriant wouW 
tave been evidently inapplicable, yet iw 
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Author hai not been wholly inattentive 
to this particular, but has endeavoured 
to temper the <t^ and formal manner of 
the mere journalis with fometiilne of the 
hiftorian^s eafe. Long lequcftered, how- 
ever, Irom literary Ibciety, and from 
convenient accefs to books, be had no 
other models than thofe which memory 
could fupply I and therefore does not 
prefume to think his Volume proof 
againft the rigid cenfor : but to liberal 
criticifm be (ubmits, with the confidence 
of a man confcious of having neither 
negligence nor prefumption to impute to 
himl^f. He wrote to beguile the tedium 
of many a heavy hour i and when he 
^pvrote, looked not beyond the fatisia^lion 
inrhich at Tome iiiture period might be 
aiibrded to a few friends, as well as to 
his own mind, by a review of thofe hard- 
ships, which in common with his col- 
Icagiies he had endured and overcome 5 
lianifliips which in feme degree he fup- 
pofes to be inleparable from the iirft 
cftablifliraent of any colony ; but to 
w^bich, from the peculiar circumftances 
mnd deicription of the fettiers in this 
iaftance, were attached additional diffi- 
culties. 

<* In the progrefs of his not unplcaiing 
ta(k, the Author began to think that his 
labours might prove interefting beyond 
the fmall circle of his private friends 5 
that loroe account of the gradual re- 
formation of fuch flagitious charaf^ers 
as bad by many,(and thofe not illiberal) 
perlbns in this countiy been confidcrcd as 
pad the probability of amendment, might 
be not unacceptable to the benevolent 
part of mankind, but might even tend 
to cherifli the feeds of virtu^, and to open 
new ftreams from the pure fountain of 
mercy ♦. 

•« Nor was he without hope, that 
through the humble medium of this 
Hiilory, the untutored lavage, emerging 
froTQ darknefs and barbarifm, might find 
additional friends among the better- 
informed members of civilized fociety. 



«« With thefe impreilioos, thcrcfoiv, 
he felt it a fort of duty to offer his Book 
to the world ; and fhould the objects 
alluded to be in any degree promoted by 
it, he fhall confider its publication as the 
mod fortunate circumliance of his life. 

« Occurrences fuch as he has had t9 
relate are not often prefented to the pub- 
lic I they do not, indeed, often happen* 
It is not, perhaps, once in a century that 
colonic^ are edablifhed in the moft remot^ 
parts of the habitable globe ^ and it is 
ieldom that men are found exifting per- 
fe^ly in a date of nature. When iuch 
circumftances do occur, curiofity, and 
dill more laudable ientiments, mud be 
esEcited. The gratification even of cu- 
riofity alone might have formed a fuf- 
ficient apology tor the Author j but he 
has feen too much of virttie, even amonj^ 
the vicious, to be indifferent to the 
fufFerings, or backward in promoting the 
felicities, of. human nature. 

<* A few words, he hopes, may be 
allowed hhn refpe^ing the Colony itielf, 
for which he acknowledges what, he 
truds, will be confidered as at Ictd an 
excufable partiality. He bore his diaiv 
of the diftrcfles and calamities which it 
fuffered ; a:)d at his departui^e, In the 
ninth year of its growth, with pleafure 
faw it wear an afpcft of eafe and comfort 
that feemed to bid defiance to future 
difficulties. The hardfhips which it 
fudained were certainly attributable to 
mifchance, not to mifconduft. The 
Crown was fortunate in the fcleftion of 
its Governors, not lefs with rel"pe6l to 
the witlcmcn who were lent out ex- 
prefsly in that capacity, than in thoic 
on whom the temporary adminidration 
occafionally devolved. 

«< Under Governor Hunter, who at 
prefent prefidcs there, the relources of 
the Country and the energies of the 
Colonids will affurediy be called forth* 
The intelligence, difcretion, and per- 
feverance of that officer will be zealoudy 
applied to difcover and fix every load 



• *« It often happens," fays Dr. Johnfon, " that in the loofe, and thoughtlefs, and difli- 
pated, there io a fccrct radical worth, which may (hoot out by proper culrivation ; that the 
fparkof heaven, though dimmed and obdru^led, is yet not extinguifhed, but may, by the 
lireath of counfel and exhortation, be kindled into flame. 



** Let none too hadUy conclude that all goodnefs is lod, though it may for a time be 
cloadtd and overwhelmed j for molt minds are the daves of external circumflances, and 
conform to any hand that undertakes to mould them ; roll down any torrent of cudom In 
-vvhich tbey happen to N caught j or bcAd to any hnponunity that bears hard againd them.**

** With refpeft to the refourcet of the

food. As to its utility/ befide the cir- 
cumftance of its freeing the mother 
country from the depraved branches of 
her offspring, in fome inftances reform- 
ing their dil'pofitions, and in all cales 
rendering their labour and .talents con* 
ducive to the public good.

Srintcd. In this pgurt of the Volume 
ttle novelty will be expcAed : the 
Author, however, feeros at no time to 
have been an inattentive obferver. 

On the i3tli of May 1787 the convoy 
failed from Splthead with the Mt iettlers, 
and the difficulties of the enterprize very 
foon began to. appear \ for on the aoth 
of the fame month, a defign was formed 
among the convi6ls on board the Scar* 
boroueh tranfport, to mutiny and take 
pofTefCon of the fhip » fortunatelv, how- 
ever, it was difcovered, and timely mea* 
ilires of prevention adopted. 

The occurrences during the Hay which 
the fhips made at Teneriffe, at the Bra- 
zils, and at the Cape of Good Hope, are 
well told 5 refpe^ling the two firft- 
mentioned places, in particular, we find 
much original remark, interfperfcd oc* 
cafionally with reflections that do honour 
to the heart of the writer. 

^ They were at Santa Cruz on the day 
of Corpus Chrifti, a day of great re* 
ligious obfervance and ceremony in Ca- 
tholic countries. In deference to the 
piety of the inhabitants, we find that 

** The bufinefs of watering, getting 
off wine, &c. was fufpended by Captain 
Phillip*s directions until the morrow, 
to prevent the leafl interruption being 
given by any of the people under his 
command to the ceremonies and procef- 
fions which Were to take place. Thofc 
oflicers, whofe curiofity led them to ob- 
ferve the religious proceedings of the 
day, very prudently attended uncovered, 
and knelt, wherever kneeling was re- 
quired, in the flreets, and in their 
churches; for, when it was confidered 
that the fame great Creator of the Uni- 
verfe was worfhippcd alike by ProtcHant 
and Catholic, what difficulty coukl the 
mind have in divefling their pageant of 
its tinfei, its trappings, and its cenlerr, 
and joining with lincerity in offering the 
pureft incenfe, that of a grateful heart ?" 
•-p. vii. 

«« On the fkirts of the town ; (fayit 
Capt. C), to the fouthward, we'vifited 
a workhoule, which had been originally 
dcfigned for the reception of the mendi- 
cants with which the town had been 
verv much infefted. About forty families 
haa fubfcribed.a certain fum to ereCt this 
buiidingi and to fumiih it in a manner 
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<*%ry w»y convenient and confiftent with 
fuch a defign. But we were informcil 
that the Governor had filled it with the 
daughters of the labouring poor, who 
^rc here inftru6^ed in weaving and 
rpinningy and were brought up in in- 
dufiry and cleaniincfs, remaining in the 
houic until of a marriageable age, when 
a portion equal to ten pounds fterling 
^ras jg^iven with each on the day of her 
auptials. This and the other expences 
.of the honfe were fumiflied by a fund 
produood from the labour of the young 
peopki who appeared all in the fame 
dreu, plain indeed, but cleanly and 
neat. 

*« We heard with furprife, and not 
'Without regret, that this inftitution was 
likely to fall to the ground whenever the 
Governor's departure ihould take place, 
the fubfcribers being diffatisfied with the 
plan that was then purfued,allcdgingthat 
their money had been given to get rid of 
their beggars, whofe numbers were not 
dtminiih^ j and that the children were 
only Uught what they could learn from 
their mothers at home. To us however, 
judging without {>rejudice or partiality, 
the dengn of the inftitution appeared to 
have been more eflfe£lually anlwered bv 
Ih-iking at the root of beggary, than if 
the charity had been merely confined to 
objeAs who would have been found daily 
to multiply, from the comfortable pro- 
▼ifion held out to them by that charity. 

** A whole-length pifturc of the Go- 
Tcmor was hung up in the working- 
roonu of the houfe. He was repre- 
leotcd, agreeably to the end that was at 
firft propofed br the inftitution, con 



their arms, kneeled, and fhewed the moft 
Aibmiflive marks of refpeft 5 and the 
bells of each church or convent in the 
vicinitv of their progrefs lounded a peal 
while tirey were pafiin?. 

" Everjr church, chapel, or convent, 
being under the aufpices of fome tutelary 
faint, particular 4ay8 were fet apart as 
the feftival of each, which were opened 
with public prayers, and concluded with 
procelfions, mulic, and fireworks. Tht 
church and altars of the particular faint 
whofe proteftion was to be folicited were 
decorated with all the fplendour of fij- 
perftition *, and illuminated both within 
and without. During feveral hours after 
dark, on thefe folemn feftivals^ the in- 
habitants might be feen walking to and 
from the church, drefled in their beft 
habiliments, accompanied by their 
children, and attended by their (laves and 
their carriages. 

" An inltance was related to us, of 
the delav that was thrown in the way of 
labour by this extravagant parade of 
public worlhip, and the ftrift obfervance 
of faints* days, which, though calcu- 
lated, no doubt, by the glare which fur* 
rounds the /hrine, and ('ecorates tht 
yeftureof its|)ricfts, to imprefs and keep 
in awe the minds of the lower fort of 
people, Indians and flaves, had never- 
thelefs been found to be not without its 
evil effefts :

edge, with her whole cargo, and much

In deicribing their ftay at the town of 
Rio de Janeiro, Capt. Collins makes 
the following remarks : 

** To a ftranger nothing could appear 
more^ remarkabk than the innumerable 
religious proceflions which were to be 
iecn at all hours in this town. At the 
dole of every day an image of the Virgin 
\raf borne in proceffion through the 
principal ftreets, the attendants arrayed 
]■ white furplices, and bearing in their 
hands lighted tapers; chanting at the 
fame time praifes to her in Latm. To 
this, as well as to all other religious pro- 
ceAiont, the guards turned out, grounded

<* At a comer of almoft everv ftreet 
in the town we obierved a finall altar, 
dedicated generally to the Virgin, an4 
decorated with curtains and lamps. Be- 
fore thefe altars, at the clofe of every 
evening, the negroes afFembled to clumt 



** • We were informed that they never permitted ftny bafc mctali near their alurs j all 
thra-vefl^]s,^to.beingofthepiireft(o|docftlv€r,*' ^ 
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their vcfpprs, kneeing together in long 
-ows in the ftreet. The policy of thus 
keeping the minds of fo large a bo^y, as 
that of the black people in this town, 
not only in conftant employment, but in 
awe and fubje^ion, by the almoft per- 
petual exercile of religious worfliip, was 
too obvious to need a comment. In a 
colony where the i'ervants were more nu- 
merous than the mallers> a military^ 
however excellent, ought not to be the 
only controul } to keep the mind in fub- 
jedlion rauft be as ncccflary as to provide 
a checlc on the perfonal condufl. 

*^ The tradcs-pepple of the town have 
adopted a regulation, which muft prove 
of infinite convenience to ftrangers, as 
well as to the inhabitants. We foimd 
the people of one profeflion or trade 
dwelling together in one, two, or as 
many ftreets as were neccflary for their 
numbers to occupy. Thus, tor inftance, 
the apothecaries refided in the principal 
ilrett^ or Rua Direiia, as it was named ; 
one or more ftreet s were afligned to the 
jewellers j and a whole diilri^ appeared 
to bejxcupied by the mercers. By this 
regulation, the labour of traverfing from 
one ftreet to another, in fearch of any 
article which the jpurchafer might wim 
to have a choice of, was avoided *. Moft 
of the articles were from Europe, and 
were fold at a high price. 

• ** Houfes here were built, after the 
fafhion of the mother country, with a 
fmall wou^en bs^ony over the entrance j 
but to the eye of one accuftomed to the 
chearful appearance of glal's windows, a 
ctrtain lombre caft fcemed to pervade 
even their beft and wideft ltreets,Mhe 
light being conveyed thrcugh window- 
frames ot dole lattice- work. Some of 
tkefe, indeed, being decorated on the 
putfide with paint an4 fome gliding, 
rather improved the look of the houies to 
which they belonged. 

" The winter, we were informed, was 
the only feafon in which the inhabitants 
could make excurfions into the country i 
for when the fun came to the fouthward 
of the line, the rain, as they moft ener^ 
getically aflured us, defcended for be- 
tween two and thrte months rather in feas 
than in torrepts. At this feaion they 
confined themlelves to their houies in the 
town, onlv venturing out by the un- 
icorching light of the moon, or at thofe 
intervals when the rains were moderated 
into Ihowers. But, though the fummer 
ieafon is io extremely hot, the ufe of 



the cold bath, we fioundy was whQll]^ 
unknown to the inhabitants. 

** The women of the town of Rio do 
Janeiro, being bom within the tropics* 
cculd not be expe6ted to^poftels the beft 
complexions ; but their features were 
in general expreftive-^the eye dark and 
lively, with a ftriking eye-brow. The 
hair was dark, and nature b^ favoured 
them with that ornament in uncommon 
profufion : this they moftly wore wit^ 
powder, ftrained to a hich point before, 
and tied in feveral folds behind. By 
their parents they were early bxed up to 
much ufeful knowledge, and were gene-» 
rally miftrefles of the polite accomplifti- 
ments of muftc, finging, and dancmg. 
Their converfation appeared to be lively, 
at times breaking out in fallies of mirth 
and wit, and at others difplaying judg<r 
ment and good fcnfe. In their drels lor 
makine or receiving vilits, they chiefly 
aftc£led filks and gay colours i but in 
the mornings, when employed in th^ 
neceftary duties of the houlc, a thin but 
elegant robe or mantle thrown over the 
ftioulders was the only upper garment 
worn. Both males and females wcro 
early taught to drefs as men and women 5 
and wc had many opportunities of feeing 
a hoop on a little Donna of three years 
of age, and a bag and a fword on a 
Senor of fix. This appearance was as 
. difficult to reconcile as that of the faints 
and virgins in tneir churches being de- 
corated with powdered perruques, fwords, 
laced clothes, and lull-drefi'^d fuits. 

'* Attentions to the women were per- 
haps carried farther in this place than il 
cuftomai-y in Europe. To a lady, in the 
prefen^e of a gentleman, a fervant rjever 
was fufFered to hand even ? glafs of water,. 
the gentleman (with a refpc^^l approach- 
ing to adoration) performing that oftice \ 
and thd'c gallantries appeared to be re- 
ceived as the homage doe to their fu- 
perior rank in the creation. It was faid, 
indeed, that they were not difincUned to 
intrigues, but in public the ftrifteft 
decorum and propriety of beliaviour was 
always oblerved in the women, fingic 
as well as married. At houfes whcrt 
feveral people of both kxa were met 
together, the eye, on entering the room, 
was inftantly hurt, at perceiving Ao 
-female part of the company ranged and 
feated by themfelves on one fide, and 
the gentlemen on the other, an arrange* 
ment certainly unfavourable to privateer 
particular convcrlalioiL Thefc danghteri 



* The Cune ufeful regulat^ is objfcrved at Aleppo.*' jOqIc 
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of the Sun fliould, however, neither be 
tenlbred nor wondered at» if found in- 
dulging in pleafures agatnft which .euen 
the conftitutions of colder regions are 
not proof. If frozen chaftity be not al- 
"wavf found among the children of ice 
and fnow, can (he be looked for among 
the inhabitants of climates where froft 
was never fdt ? Yet heartily (hould (he 
be welcomed wherever fhe may be found, 
and doubly prized if met with unex- 
peftcdly." — p. xvHi. 

They quitted the Brazil! on the 4th 
of September, on their paflkge to the 
Cape ; but in this part of the voyage 
nothing very remarkable happened, ex- 
cept a confpiracy on board the Alexander 
tranfport, of which the objeA was, to 
rekaie fome of the prifoners when the ihip 
Ihould arrive at the Cape. Thi8> how- 
ever,, was difcovered and checked^ and 
the Expedition reached Table Bay on the 
s^tl^ of O^ober; having croiled over 
£roai one continent to the other, a diftance 
of upwards of eleven hundred leagues, 
ia the (hort fpace of five weeks and four 
days, and fortunately without feparation, 
or any accident having happened to the 
fiect. 

** At the time of our arrival at Cape 
Town (fays the Captain) the inhabi- 
tants had fcarcely recovered from the 
Conftcmation into whi^ they had been 
thrown by one of the black people called 
Malays, with whom the place abounded } 
and who, taking offence at the Governor 
for not returning him to Batavia (where, 
ft feemed, he was of confcquence among 
his own countrymen, and whence he had 
been fent to the Cape as a punishment 
for fome offence,) worked himfelf up to 
phrepzy by the effeft of opium, and, 
arming himfelf with variety of weapons, 
rufhed forth in the dufk of the evening, 
killing or maiming indifcrimlnately all 
who were fo unfortunate as to be in his 
foute, women alone excepted. He flab- 
Bed the ccntinel at the gate of fhe Com- 
pany''8 gardens, and placed himfelf at 
bis poll, waiting fome time in cxpe^ation 
of the Governor's appearance, who nar- 
rowly efcapcd the fate intended for him, 
by its falling on another perfon acci- 
dentally paflmg that way. On being 
purfued, he f!ed with incredible fwif>ncl'8 
to the Table Mountain at the back of 
the town, whence this fmglc mifcrtant, 
Hill animated by the effeft of the opium, 
for two days refifled and defied every 
force that was fent againfl him. The 
alarm and terror into which the town 
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was thrown were inconceivable j for twd 
days none ventured from within their 
faoufes, either mailers or (laves ; for an 
order was iffued (as the moft likely 
means of deflroying hiih, ihould he ap- 
pear in the town), that whatever Malay 
was fecn in the ftreets fhould be inftantly 
killed by the foldiery. On the evening 
of the fecond day, however, he was 
taken alive on the Table Mountain, 
having done much injury to thofe who 
took him, and was immediately condgned 
to the death he merited, bemg broken 
on the wheel, and his head and members 
fbvcred after the execution, and diflri* 
buted in different parts of the country. 

** Of this man, who had killed four, 
teen of the inhabitants, and dcfperately 
wounded rfearly double that number, it 
was remarked, that in his progrefs his 
friry ftll oply on men, women paffing 
him unhurt ; and it was as extraordinary 
as it was unfortunate, that*among thole 
whom his rage dettroyed, were fome of 
the mofl deferving and promifing young 
men in the town. This, at %atavia, 
was called running a muck, or amocke, 
and frequently happened there, but was 
the firfl inflance of the kind known at 
the Cape. Since that time, every Malay, 
or other (lave, having bufinefs in the 
ftreet after a certain hour in the evening, 
is obliged to carry a fighted lantern, ort 
pain of being flopped by tlie centincl^ 
and kept in cultody until mornings 
Murder and villany are flrongly depi^eJ 
on the features ot the (laves of that na- 
tion J and fuch of them as dared to fpeak 
of this dreadful cataflrophe clearly ap- 
peared to approve the behaviour of^ their 
countryman,** — p. xxviii.

nPHE Commerce of Portugal, accord. 
jL ing to Mr. Murphy *s itatement, is 
In a very flouri(hing condition at prefent, 
comparra with what it was at the be. 
ginning of this century. The reign of 
Jofeph I. as he juftlv obferves, formed a 
new epocha, not on^ in the commerce of 
the kingdom, but in the general fyftem 
of its political economy : yet, ftrange to 
relate, though he has allotted an intire 
Chapter to << Anecdotes of the Kings of 
Portugal;** or, more properly, to an 
abridged hiftory of their refpeftiye reigns, 
beginning with Alphonfo I. the fon of the 
renowned Count Henry, grandfon of 
Robert the Firft Duke of Burgundy j 
he has thought proper, without alTigning 
any reafon lor luch an unpardonable de- 
ficiency, to conclude his work with the 
reign of John V. who died in 1750 : To 
that we are unexpe^cdly deprived of the 
moft interefting part pf -the modem 
hiftory of Portugal, and confequently of 
that important information which the 
trania6tions of a Monarch, whofe reign 
laiied twenty-feven years, and produced 
the moft beneficial regulations in the 
commercial and political aifaiis of the 
country, would afford. We throw out 
the hint in cafe of a fecond edition in 
the prefent form, or of an impi-efTion in 
octavo, at a moderate price, which we 
recommend. 

To return to the fubjeft of Commerce, 
we are informed, that fmce the epocha 
above-mentioned, " The trade of the 
Englilh with the Portuguefe has rapidly 
declined; pwing partly to the conceHions 
made by the latter to other nations, and 
partly to the impcoycni^ts they have 
made in their own commerce and manu- 
iadures. It appears, by the regiiiers 



of the Cuftom Houfe at Lifbon, that hi 
the years 1774 and 1775 the commerce 
of the Englifli with that capital alone 
exceeded double the aggregau commerce 
of all other nations. In uie year 1785, 
the difference between the Talue of the 
exports from England to Portugal, and 
the imports from that country to Eiijf- 
land, amounted to sii>*x6l* 1 8s. which 
balance was therefore againfl Portugal ) 
but of late years it is apprehended that 
the confumption of the ilaple common 
dities of England, which are^ woollen 
goods and hardware, haa diminifhed io 
confiderably, that the conunerce of the 
two nations probably would have been 
nearly on a par," if the a£lual decreafc 
of the demand for Oporto wine, owing to 
the additional duties on the importation 
of this article, had not turned the pe- 
cuniary balance again in favour of Eng- 
land. It is then an enquiry meriting the 
moft ferious attention of our merchanti, 
what are the other caufes of the deteline 
of this valuable branch of our foreign 
trade j particularly, whether our woollen 
goods, exported to tliat country, have 
not been worie in quality for the ufiiai 
prices, than they were thirty years back ; 
and whether many well-founded com- 
plaints, with refpeft to fcaoty meafure 
and deficient breadths, have not given a 
decided preference to the French manu- 
fa^ories of late years? It is ^^^1 
great misfortune when the taxes, ^^jfj 
the necefTities of the State have impoW 
on any manufa^ures, (enre as a pretext 
for fraudulent pra^ices on the part ot 
the fabricators, fuch as raifmg the pricrt 
above the ratio of the taxes laid on by 
the Government j and, in addition to 
this, making the articles of a worie 
* quality 
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^tnlit^ than the former flandard t tbefe 
are cvtU of the firtt magnitude, and the 
iame time it is extremely difficult to ap- 
ply an adequate remedy ; but the partiea 
cooccrncd in fuch ^auds may properly 
be ftylcd commercial traitors to their 
country. We fhall give one inftance 
exhibiting the nature of ihefe illicit 
trania^ions, which we are apprehendve 
arc more prevalent in the woollen, than 
any other branch of our manufaflures. 

During Lord North^s adminiliration, 
a new tax of 5 per cent, was laid on 
crvftal gJais 5 immediately the glafs- 
feflen raifed the price of bird- cage glafles 
(for feeds and water) from 6d. to 8d. an 
increaie of 15 per cent, on that aicicle, 
though the tax did not amount to an 
halfpenny. 

'* According, to the moft authentic 
accounts, the Falmouth packets brought 
from Portugal to England, in (he fpace 
of thirteen years, from 1759 ^^ '77*> 
5>3i9>9SSl. sterling in bullion and gold," 
and it is within our memory that for 
nany vears prior to 1759, Portugal coins 
^H"ere to abundant in currency at London, 
that merchants and tradefmen, having 
bills drawn upon them, and keeping c^Hi 
at their hankers, underwrote them, Pay- 
able in PartSi the bankers being ovcr- 
lh>cked with Portugal gold. The Britifh 
fubfidy to the renowned Frederick II« 
King of PruiHa, of one million annually, 
from the year 1756 to the conclufion of 
the war, carried off great part of this 
treafure ^ for his Pruilian Majefty's agents 
bought up the 3(-{hilling pieces and the 
nioidores at a^ premium, and they were 
melted down at Berlin, mixed with a 
larger portion of alloy, and re-coined into 
Pruffian ducats. 

fiut the final drain of Portuguefe coin 
from England happened during the Ame- 
rican War \ when the contraftors for 
our army in America bought up the 
remainder a»the Bank, and wherever 
they could procure them, at a imall 
premium, to be remitted to America for 
the payment of the troops. The laft 
importation of this fpecie, of which wt 
have any public account, is noticed by 
Our Author, who informs us, that in the 
year 1783 there arrived at Falmouth 
three packet boats with ioo,oool. fter- 
iing. *< This fum, however, was not 
thrown into circulation ; and, a$ it was 
brdueht fromLifbon in the prefent reign, 
notwithftanding a guard-boat has been 
appointed to reconnoitre cverv Britifh 
packet, to prevent contraband traffic,'' 
it is to be prcfumcd that To lar^e a iiira 



in Portuguefe gold coin could not have 
been exported without permi(£on frsni 
their Government ; it may therefore bs 
a queflion worth agitating by our Mer- 
chanu and by the Bank Dire^ois, whe- 
ther fome mcafures might not be c(Mt- 
certed to engage the Court of Poitu jai 
to licence the exportation of its geld 
coin to England, which might he befic* 
ficial to the nation at this crifis, wltem 
an increafcd circulation of fpecie is a 
defirable objeft ? 

In Chapter XIII. we have an accouat 
of tlie Premiums offered and adjudgeil 
by the Royal Academy of Li(bon lince 
the year 1783 \ but the diltln6iion be- 
tween the offered and tlv: adjudged is noc 
clearly pointed out, yet we are intei^cd ' 
in the declfion of the following: <' What 
are the phylical defe61s in the preparation 
of faking our fifh, whereby its preierva- 
tive and nutritive qualities are injured | 
and by what means might this impcitant 
branch of our fuftenance and commeixe 
be perfe£lcd ? — 50 mil rcis. 

/ The fifh from Newfoundland and other 
parts, brought to the different ports of 
the kingdom of Portugal by Britiih fltips 
one year with another, Mr. Murphy- 
values at 720,000,000 reis, oc xoi^^ooU 
fterling ; now, as this beneticiai article 
of commerce has declined confidci-ably 
within thefe few years, it would be 
fatisfaflory to know, if the diminulum 
is in any degree owing to the above 
premiums having been claimed, and the 
defe^ls in curing their own fiih thereby 
removed. Article XV. offers a gokl 
medal, value 30 mil reis, for recovering 
any perfon apparently drowned. This 
premium we know has been rcueatedly 
claimed, and the fuccefs attending the 
Portuguefe Humane Society has. hpen 
partly Owing io the correfpondence and 
communications of The Royal Humane 
Society of London, which merits a more 
general encouragement, and moi-e ample 
fupport, than it has hitherto met with. 

Chapter XIV. is a tranflation from 
Dominick Vandelli, LL. D. a Portu- 
guefe Author, " On the preference that 
Agriculture claims over Manufr.ftures 
in Portugal." The following oblcrva- 
tion of this fenfible Author contains, in 
Mr. Murphy*$ opinion, a bold aHertion 
to ilTiie from a Portuguefe ; but it apw 
pears in another light to the writer of 
this Review, who, trom the beit autho* 
rity, knows that very high expc'^ at iont 
are formed of the general and cxtenfjv^ 
improvements which are prepared, leadjf 
for carrying- into execuu^n, en the ac» 
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ceBion of the prefcnt Heir to the Throne 
of Portugal, if hii judicious fyftem of 
|x4itical economy is npt impeded by the 
infamous intrigues, or by the open vio- 
kitce, of the tyrannical FVench Di- 
leAory : 

** As thp kingdom is how in a ftate 
that calls for a general .refoi-mation, 
ou^ht riot a wife King and an able 
Wmifter to give a renovating impulfe to 
all departments of public ddminilttation/ 
and leave the palling age and future ge- 
nerations to avail themiclvcs of fuch a 
glorious njomentum, that one day would 
crown the h:\ppincfs of the nation."— 
yfrn^elli^'s Memoir. He likewile alfcrts, 
•* That Agricultui*c declines, becaufe 
the peafantry are continually diminilhing; 
being tempted to emigrat^n confiderablfc 
numbers every year, through extreme 
poverty, and the profpeft of getting land 
gratuitoufly to cultivate in foreign coiin- 
iries, and other encouragements that are 
withheld from them in their own ; and, 
with refpcft to Manufa^^urtfs, he ob- 
ferves, that in order to derive advantage 
from them, they muft be fold on modci^ate 
terms : but how can that be, unlefs the 
Bill Ian and fa£tor be fuppHed with the 
neceflaries of life, and the raw materials 
to work with, at a reduced price ?" 
This may apply to other countries be- 
fides Portugal ; and, moft ilTu redly, if 
the price ot the neceffaries of life, and of 
the raw materials, arc exorbitant in any 
tiation, relying for an cxtcnfive foreign 
Commerce on its manufa^ures, they will 
become too dear for foreign, markets, 
and muil confequently fall into a gradual 
decline. In fine, various caufes are 
ftlfigned why Manufaftures cannot flourifli 
in Portugal, and which demonftrate, that 
without a thorough change, it will con- 
tinue to be more advantageous to employ 
the indurtry of its inhabitants in Agri- 
culture ; for it appears, that the prelent 
National Manufactories are not on a 
footing with the Manufactures imported 
from foreign countries, though the im- 
port duty is %f per cent, and the freight 
Und commiflion amounts to 6, in all 33 
per cent. 

The following Chapter is alfo a 
franHation from Vandelli's Obfervations 
on fomc of the natural prodoftlons of 
the Portuguefe Colonies not generally 
known, or not converted to ufe. This 
Memoir is very curious, and merits a 
i^eading before The Royal Society of 
London. 

Chapter XVI. OntheConftitutionand 
Government of Portugal, Here our 



Author is too concife \ from his ctlifortr 
view of both we can coileCl but little 
information, and fotae omiiTions we are 
at a lofs to account for. The principal 
articles, however, mufs not palV unno- 
ticed J and firft, " The Sovereigns are 
abfolute, and acknowledge no fuperior 
but God J yet, though their power be 
unlimited, tliey pccafionally confult their 
tribunals and councils, the better to 
direft thfeir * dccifions and ordinances. 
Secondly, by the (tatutes 06 LamegOy 
which arc the Magnfi Cbatta pf Portu- 
gal, the Crown is hereditary j and, in 
default of male iflue, devolves on the 
female line : and by Article 6th, which 
was made by Alphonfo I. in 1145, and 
is to be oblerved for ever, *• The eldeft 
daughter of the King (hall have no other 
hufband but a Px>rtugiicft Lord, IcA'any 
foreign Prince or Lord be Sovereign of 
this kingdom. And in cafe the eldcR 
daughter of the King marry a foreign 
Prince or Lord, (he (hall never be ac- 
knowledged as Queen of this realm } in 
order that our fubjefts may n#t be ruled 
by an alien King. We have been raifed 
to the throne, without the aid of foreign- 
ers, by our fubjcfts and compatrjots, 
who have flted their blood for us ; and 
never (hall they fubmit to be governed 
by any but a Portuguefe." May this 
heroic declaration of their firft Sovereign 
be converted into a prophecy, and ferve 
as a renovating impulfe, to animate the 
prefent Portuguefe to oppofc the infolent 
encroachments of the French Govern- 
ment, which are calculated to depriyt 
them of their independence as a nation. 
The marriage of the prefent (Jueen 
with her late uncle was in confequcnce 
of the aforefaid ftatute j and it was like- 
wife fanftioned by a difpenfaiion from 
tlie Pope ; yet an artful Confeffor of the 
Order of St. Dominick, to anfwer his 
own interefted views, has made this 
pious Sovereign believe ^hat (he was 
guiltv of a heinous fin in this marriagji 
whicn flie imagines (he can never fuf- 
iicicntly atone for ; and the melancholy 
confcquence has been a religious in- 
fanity, deemed by Dr. Willis to be in- 
curable. What will be the fate of this 
unworthy Confeffor, (hould he furviv* 
his royal penitent, time alone can dif- 
clofej for the prefent he remains un- 
molefted, from the great rcfpefl and fiHa* 
tendcrnefs of the Prince of Brazil, w^J 
will not wound the feelings of his au^uft 
mother h) any violent proceedings againft 
her fpirirual lavourite. Her hulband, 
the late Don Fedro, was not pcrmittea 
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to affume ihe tlik of King till-after the 
birth of the Prince : when he appfcared 
in company with her, he always^ tooJc his 
place at her left hand 5 and he never 
wore the Royal Crown, nor is he regif- 
tcrcd in the Royal Catalogue of the 
Kings of Portugal. 

Statute I a contains a curious claufe i 
"jr, amongft other cafes in which nobility 
is forfeited, « that of concealing truth 
from the King'' is fpccificd. If this 
law was to be general in all the Courts 
of Sovereign Princes, it is to be feared 
tV ranks of Nobility would be con- 
liderably thinned. 

The law refpcftlng adultery Mr. 
Murphy muft have copied from fome 
ancient Portugneie law book, and wc 
can aflure him for a certainty, that no 
fuch punilhment has been inflifted, as 
•'committing both the man and the 
woman to the flames :" it is true, he 
mentions an exception, which is, that 
the hulband is at liberty to pardon the 
adulterefs, in which cafe the adulterer is 
pardoned by the Government. *« If a 
roan violates a lady of nobility, he (hall 
forfeit his life, and all his property (hall 
devolve on her j but if ftie be not of a 
noble family, then the violator ih^ll take 
htr to wife, whether he be a nobleman 
or a plebeian." This is certainly more 
huraane and politic than putting the 
ravilher to death; but it (hould have 
wen explained, whether the , injured 
woman has a power refervcd to rcfule to 
nwrry the brutal violator of her chaltity. 
We are further informed, ** that the 
laws adminiltcred throughout the king- 
dom arc founded upon the Roman jurif- 
prudencc : whenever an extraordinary 
cafe occurs, that is not provided for by 
^hc national code, the Judge decides it 
agreeably to the Roman law." But no- 
part of the national code is to be found 
in this work : we (hall, therefore, fupply 
this deficiency in one remarkable indance, 
which defer ves to be recorded in honour 
®f the Portuguefe civil jurifprudence.. 
No man c?n be imprifoned for debt j his 
property, to the hit penny, muft be 
|iven up to his creditors, but his perfon 
« free, together with the clothes he wore 
2t the time of his being apprehended to 
^(wcr to the interrogatories of his cre- 
ditors and his Judge: his other effefts 
^ (cized. In furveying the city of 
Lisbon, asid. other parts of the kingdom, 
it is aftonKhine that Mr. Murphy, as an 
architea, ihouTd not have obferved that 
there are no prif#ns fof debtors* 



With rcfpeft to the Naval Force of 
Portugal,, we. are told, that " thoijgh it 
is. much improved of late years, ftill it is 
greatly inferior to what it had been under 
John III. During his reign (from 1511 
to '557)> twenty men of war and fotif 
large .galleys were conftanrJy in com- 
million, to prote6l the coafts of the 
kingdom, and convoy the rich fleets from 
the colonies, exclufive of the different 
fleets that were (Rationed on the coafts.of 
India and China. When John IV. af- 
cended the throne (in 1640), fcarcely 9 
fliip of thefe efcapedi the ravages of the 
Spaniards ; indeed the marine force of 
the kingdom was in a manner annihilated^ 
and its arfenals. ftripped and demoli(hed« 
Some efforts were made to recover thit 
fatal blow $ but its progrefs was fo very 
flow, that at the beginning of the reigo 
of Jofeph I. (1750) there were h\xt fi'ys 
iaii of the line, and about the fame num- 
ber of frigates 5 moft of which were 
difmantied, and without lailors or o£» 
cers. Its marine force at prefent (about 
1790) is computed at thirteen fail of the 
line, and fifteen frigates.'* As a hearty 
well-wifher to the ancient political and 
commercial allies of Great Britain, we 
fincerely lament that this (lavement of 
their naval force, trifling as it is, had the 
ftamp of authenticity, cfpecially as our 
Author obferves, " that a kingdom fo 
advantageoufly fituated for commerce, 
and poffeflcd of luch vaft refources, with 
the impenetrable woods of Brazil at its 
command, and fo many fine ports and 
bays on hs coafts, might readily recover 
its former refpe6tability at fea." 

To what then are we to attribute the 
unpardonable neglect of the' Government 
of Portugal, fo feverely felt at this ini- 

f>ortant crifis, when all the long-eflab- 
iflied Governments of Europe are me* 
naced with fanguinary revolutions by an 
infolent and unprincipled common foe. 
This is a fubjefi of ferious. and im- 
^ portant enquiry, which admits of no 
delay, and in which many of our opulent 
Merchants, as well as our Miniftry, are 
deeply interefted. Had Portugal kept 
\ip a formidable marine force, the darin§( 
enterprizes, and the infulting terms of 
peace, of the motley Republic of France, 
could never have taken effect in the Me* 
diterranc^n, or 'at the Courts of Lifl>oii 
and Naples, and Rome ! No accurate! 
ftatement of the a^lual naval force of this 
degraded maritime -power, which wai| 
formerly fuperior to all others : wc fcac 
it has not even ^e (hipf of the line, 
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pnyprrlv maimed and armed for war, at 
Sea ! It it be want of reTcnue, it would 
kc ibvnd policy in onr mercantile people 
•D aflift them, if the ttate of our own 
■atk^nal revenues will not admit of a 
|<cttniaiy aid from Government ; at all 
events, this -once heroic nation Aiovld be 
loiiied from its letharey) not confirmed 
Ib k by ill-timed adoration. 

Chapter XXIV. On the Manners^ 
Cftf9ms, Drrfii and Di^verfiom^ will gra- 
til^ curiofity, and afford no little enter- 
taimncAt to the reader ; butr we are ob- 
1^^ to fcmarky with tt^^^Si to the two 
a%ty Mr. Murphy has taken more from

THE name of' Mai ton is not new in 
the Architeflural world. The 
pncfent candidate for fame, who, if we 
ve rightly informed, is a younger branch 
•f the family, appears to us to have made 
tfce fubje^ of the prelent Work his 
pecuKar ftudy \ and has, with a taiie 
eorgenial to' the moll poetical ideas of 
niwl fcencry and rurfic habitations, 
fcappily difcriminated between two con- 
' tni'-y opinions that had hitherto prevailed 
as to this fpecies of building. 

*• From an early and continued par- 
tiaiiry (fays he) to this fubjeft, I have 
Ibaght tor and examined many works and 
4lrawing», intitled «* On Cottage Archi- 
feflnre i*' but have never found any that 
correfponded with my idea of cottage 
conftrn^ion. Of the number I have 
looked into, feveral might, with more 
^roDfiety, be (fyled grotefque j and, 
vnckr fuch appellation, would be entitled 
•o their (bare of approbation. Others 
have compofed fanciful and fometimes 
whimficai combinations of forms, not 



always prafticable in their execution, and^ 
V hich have rather fported with the eye 
thaa fatisfied the tafte or judgment. 
Moft haVe exhibited plcafmg colleaioni 
of regular dwellings of brick or ftone, 
or both, very neat and convenient, and 
fuch as are, I had almoft faid, too fre- 
quently to be met with in the environs 
of our populous towns ; but none have, 
in my eftimation, poficlfed thofe fingular 
j>ropertic8 charaaeriftic of that fpecies of 
building diftinguifhed by the name of 
Cottage. . 

«< Many are the wrong ideas conceived 
of thefe rural fabrics ; any fmall ^^^^ 
ing, particularly if it be but covered 
with thatch, is {o denominated, though 
fheltcring only the wretched fpace in- 
clofed within four mud , walls. Such 
fhould be rather termed hovels. With 
no better claim to the title, do I ohfcrve 
thofe tafty little dwellings in Noblemen's 
and Gentlemen's pleafure-grounds, oft^ ^ 
making the porter's lodge adorned vrith 
handfome Gothic windows, and glai<J 
« _ ^ with 
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^th painted glafs. Alike diftant from 
both is the genuine Britiih Cottage, 
which equally rejects the wretched po- 
verty of the one, and the frippery de- 
corations of the other.*' 

Our Author contends againft thcdc- 
liniiions given by Dr. Watts and Dr. 
Johnfon of the term Cottage 5 the former 
calling it «« a mean houle in the coun- 
try 5" the latter, «« a mean habitation." 
Protcffing great deference to fuch high 
authorities, Mr. Malton tells us, that 
he has been led to conceive very differently 
of a cottage 5 which may, he thinks, as 
well be the habitation of a fubttantial 
ftrmer, or affluent gentleman, as the 
dwelling of a hedger or ditcher. 
, After expatiating on the foUd comfort 
to be derived from retirement, and op- 
pofmg it to the falfe glare of fafhion and 
parade, Mr. M. animadverts on the 
many inftances of want of difcemment 
in the ftylc of architefture employed in 
different fabrics, and laments that a 
clearer diltin^ion of charafter is not 
preferved in buildings intended for pur- 
poics whollydiffimilar(more particularly 
alluding to country feats and country 
churches). We fhaJl here again let our. 
Author Ipeak for himlclf : 

** Country- hoxifes on the common are 
reared like town-houfes in the flreets of 
London. The peculiars of every nation 
form a mongrel fpecies in England ; the 
rude ornaments of Indoftan fuperfede 
thofe of Greece j and the returned Na- 
bob, heated in his purfuit of wealth, 
imagbes he imports the cbaleur of the 
£a(t with its riches ; and we behold the 
ilretched awning to form the cool (hade 
in the moid clime of Britain : the new- 
fafhioned windows of Italy, opening to 
the floor, with lengthened balcony, ori- 
ginally intended to furvey the lawns, 
tbe viflas, and the groves of Claude^ in 
their fummer attire, or the canals of 
Venice, are now to be feen in every 
confined ftreet of London, that a clear 
furvey may be enjoyed of muddy Itreets, 
and to inhale the full fragrance of the 
effluvia, or dutt of the fcavengers, from 
below." 

On th« fubj^A of Country Churches 
be £iys : 

<< As is the Cottage fo is the old 
Country Church, a peculiar, beautiful, 
and piclurefque feature, in the niykl 
fcenes of England ; but this, as well as 
the former, is faft falling away, and 
fucceeded by others pofleiTmg not a fmgle 
'quality gratifying to the mind or fight j 
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for, as the gay friToUty and flat inripidity 
of their interiors do not infpire vene- 
ration, fb neither do their exteriors call 
forth regal d j or will they ^ver in the 
entire, or in the ruin, attra^ the eye, or 
engage the voluntary pencil of the dif- 
cerning artitt. 

«* Who that beholds the new-raifed 
flruflures called Churches, in many of 
our country- towns, unlefs told that they 
were Churches, but would imagir.c they 
swere Aflembly-room?, or Theatres, , 
rather than places of devotion ? So little 
is there of the fober gravity in the con- 
ftru6>ion, which is wont to infpire tfcte 
beholder vvith veneration for the pile.'* 

No,perfon poffeflTing a true taftf for 
the piflurefque will, we believe, be dif- 
poled to deny the jullice, though many 
may be iticlined to mitigate the feverity 
of thefe animadverfions. The folly# 
however, of difregarding the iitnefs of » 
things is daily (hewn in every ftreet and 
lane in town and country. What can 
more ftrikingly betray a want of rcf 
flea ion, or of a fenfe of propriety in 
drefs, than the numerous inftances that 
we fee among our females, of implicitly 
adopting a reigning faftiion, without 
adverting to its applicability or unap- 
propriatenefs to their refpettive com- 
plexions, fizes, ihapes, or ages ! 

With fome judicious remarks on this 
fubjeft our Author concludes the /w/rff- 
dudion to his Volume. He then briefly 
ftates what may be looked for in the 
following part of his Work, and r«!fo 
declares what it is that muft not be cx- 
peaed to be found in it. He confines 
his remarks entirely to the Dwelling 
houfc, not adverting to any of the ap- 
pendages of a country eftablifhment, as 
the Itable, bam, dairy, or any other de- 
fcription of ou.thoufe, obferving that 

<• When the exterior irregularity of a 
building is confidered rather a beauty 
than a deformity, opportunity is afforded 
for numerous outhoufe conveniences by 
lean-to's to the main dwelling, and at 
very inconfiderahle cxpcnce." 

There is a degree of obfcurity in the 
foregoing paragraph that leads ui to 
fufpeft lome typographical error. 
"Mr. Mahon proceeds to affign reafont 
why many perfons, who have cauied ha- 
bitations to be built for them from draw- 
,ings which they had much approved, 
have been greatly dil'appolnted when the 
ftruflure was reared, at finding that it 
did not realize the idea conceived of it 
when feen on paper* ,^ 

gitized by LiOOQi«< Three 
Bb "^ 
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<* Three caufes (fay« he) may be 
afligned for this frequent difapjpointinent. 
Firfty from the unintentional deceptiop 
cf the architefly who, to give a good 
effefb to his drawing, throws bolder 
Aiadows from the projcfVing parts of the 
intended buildirig, than their a^ual pro- 
jedures would cait from the fun's light | 
and from his giving to the receding parts 
too great a d ifparity of tint, in oiSer, as 
]>ainters exprels themfelves, to keep fuch 
parts back : thus producing an effeft 

' which the reality will not aflume from 
the light of nature, the parts being of 

^ the fame coloured materials. Such prac- 
tice ferves greatly t6 deceive, when efti- 
xnating the e0c6l of any intended ere6t ion 
from infpeftion of the drawings. 

•* A lecond reafon proceeds from the 
defign of each front ot the building being 
given feparately in geometrical, and not 
conjointly, as in perfpe^live delineation. 
Coniidered apart, each frpnt may be very 
pleafingr but extremely incongruous 
when brought into one focus ; with other 
mifconceptions-in the appearance of ele- 
vated parts, allowance in height not 
being made for the depth of Sieir re* 
cedure. And 

** A third caufe arifes from the cir- 
cumftance of the drawings being only 
miniatures of the things intended. Re- 
flexion is not made, that, when the 
features are expanded to the purpofed 
dimenfioos, their diflfevered parts aifume 
a more homely appearance, and have a 
vcfy dSffcrent eflfeft from their refem- 
blance in little. 

** To thefe three circumftances due 
attention (hould ever be paid previous to 
any intended ereXion. And I would 
moft particularly advife two, or more, 
true perfpeXive views of any infular 
ftrud^ure to be taken from ftations where 
the object is defired mod adv^ntageoufljr 



to be feen, and the de(i^ made to ac^rd 
to the wi(h, before it is attempted to be 
executed.*' 

Mr. M. illuftrates the fonceoing doc- 
trine by referring to the diflorted ap- 
pearance which the human face alTuroes 
when obferved. in a concave mirror; 
and his argdments are generally inge- 
nious, fatishi6lory, and conclufive^ 

On the fubjeft of Cottage ,^;indows he 
condenms as improper the prafticc of 
conftruXing them of a fquare or right- 
angled form } and recommends what be 
confjders as a better mode of conftrufting 
cafement windows, by making them of 
the materials of the patent tan iaibes, 
the glals to be fixed in with putty. 

Our Author then defcribes the con- 
veniences of Fourteen Defigns for Cot- 
tages (proceeding, in regular gradation, 
from a peafant*s.fimple hut to a habi- 
tation worthy of being the refidence of a 
gentleman of fortune), and concludes 
with a modelt wi(h, that his prefent effort 
may a£l as a fpur to fuperior talents and 
greater undertakings. 

Of the Deiigns, which are executed in 
AquaTinta, and exhibit (bme of the 
fineft efFeds of that art that we remember 
to have feen, we only think it neccffary 
to fay, that they perfeftly correfpond 
with the doctrines the Author has in- 
culcated, though we confider Nos, 7, h 
9, 10, 12, and 13, as fuperior to the reft. 
The Plans are neatly laid down to fcak, 
and point out every internal convcmeoec 
in the feveral ftories or each building. 

There is an originality of thought and 
ingenuity of conjefturc in the prcfent 
Work, that are extremely creditable to 
the talents of this young Artift ; and 
his Book may with confidence be recom- 
mended not only to- the profjpflional mjii* 
but to every amateur of the art.

THE Sixth Period of this Work in- 
eludes the tranfa6lions between the 
years 1734 to 1737, apd comprehends 
the llnte of foreign affairs, and of the 
complicated negotiations carried on at 
that period \ the riots at Edinburgh $ 
the murder of Captaiii Porteusi and the 



proceedings in confequence thereof; 
Sir John Bernard's fchemc for tlierc- 
duaion of intercfl ) on the licenti<Jb(beft 
of the ttage \ and the origin and progitft 
of rhc Playhoofe Bill. In this ^^!^^ 
obferve fome inaccuraciot. This is fol- 
lowed by a copioui and intcrcfting «j 
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count of the origin and progrefs of the 
nufonderftanding between the King and 
the Prince of Walee, a«d concludes with 
a circumftantial narrative of the illneli 
and death of the Queen, and anecdotcf 
relative to her. 

The Seventh Period is not the leaft 
important feries of the prefent work. It 
comprehends the events which took place 
from the death of the Qncen to the re- 
fignation of Sir Robert in '742, and in- 
cmdes a narrative of the leading circum- 
fbmces which brought on the war with 
^ain 5 debates on a propofed reduftion 
w the army 5 the prohibition of printing 
the debater } thecafeof Capt. Jenkins j 
the convention, and the debates thereon j 
the fectifion of the minority ; the oppo- 
fition of the Duke of Argyle ; an account 
of him ; the declaration of war 5 the 
divifions in the cabinet, and the offer of 
Sir Robert to refjgn in confequence. It 
alfo contains accounts of the meeting of 
parliament j of the return of the fe 
€«lers J th^ efforts 'bf oppofition ; and 
the embarraffments of Walpole 5 the ftate 
of foreign affairs ; the invaHon of Si- 
le^ } the motion for the removal of Sir 
Robert J and the conduft of William 
Shippen and others on that occafion. Of 
this celebrated patriot we have the fol- 
lowbg account : 

" The family of Shippen was fettled 
» Cheihire. His father, who was re6lor 
of Stockport, had four fons,one of whom 
^ Prelidcnt (Mr. Coxe fhould have 
faid Principal) of Brafen Nofe College, 
Oxford ; a man of diftingnifhed abilities, 
^ of the lame principles with his 
^her J and one daughter, who married 
Mr. Ley borne, a gentleman of a refpeft- 
able family in York/hire. 

"William Shippen was bom about the 
yar 1672, and received his education 
*t Stockport fchool, which was con- 
du61ed with great credit by a mafter 
jdiofe name was Dale. He firfl came 
*Wo Parliament in 1707 for Bramber, in 
SulTex, in the place of John Afgill, who 
^« expelled tor blafphemy, by the in- 
^eft of Lord Plymouth, whofe fon, 
Dixie Wi^for, was his brother-in-law. 
«e again reprefented that borough in 
>7io« In 171 3, when he was cholen for 
fialtaih, in Cornwall, probably by Go- 
''crnment interefl, but -waved his Icat in 
17 149 on being elected for .Newton in 
Lancaihire, through the intereft of Mr. 
^gk, of Lime Park, in Chefliire, whofe 



aunt. Lady Clarke, was married to his, 
brother Dr. Shippen, which place he con- 
tinued to repreient until his death *• 
His paternal eftate was very fmall, not 
exceeding 400I. a year, but he obtained 
a fortune of not lef^ than 70,006!. by 
his wife, who was daughter and co- 
heirefs of Sir Richard Stote, Knt. of the 
county of Northumberland, by whom 
he left no children. His way of living 
was in all refpefls fimpleand oeconomical. 
Before his marriage he never exceeded 
his income, and even aftei wards, hit 
expences were not proportionable to the 
largenefs of his eftate. 

*< For a fhort period he had apart* 
ments in Holland Houfe, from whence 
he dates feveral of his letters to Bifhop 
Atterbury, with whom he ma intained a ' 
conftant correfpondence during his exile. ' 
And William Morrice mentions nim in 
one of his letters as a perfon who con* 
tinued fixed to his principles, or, as he 
exprefles himifelf, as bonejH as ever. He 
ieems to have had no country refidence, 
except a hired houfe on Richmond hill» 
but made excnriions in fummer to his 
wife's relations in Northumberland. 
His ufual place of abode wiS London ; 
in the latter period of his life, in Nor- 
folk- ftreet \ and his houfe was the ren- 
dezvous for perfons of rank, learning, 
and abilities : his manner was pleafmg 
and dignified, and his converfation was 
replete with vivacity and wit. 

<< Shippen and Sir Robert Walpole had 
always a perfbnal regard for each other* 
He was frequently heard to fay, * Robin 
and I are two honeft men. He is for 
King George and I for King James | 
but thofe men with long cravats (mean- 
ing Sandys, Sir John Rufhout, Gybbon> 
and others) only defire places, either 
under King George or King James.' 

** By the accounts of thole who had 
heard him in the Houfe of Comnions, ^ 
his manner was highly energetic and 
fpirited as to fentiment and expreffion j 
but he generally fpoke in a low tone of 
voice, with too great rapidity, and held 
his gloves, before vh is mouth. His 
fpeeches ufually contained fohie pointed 
period, which peculiarly applied to the 
fubjeft in debate, and which he uttered 
with great animation. 

«* Shippen publiflied feveral pamphlets, 
the titles of which I cannot afcertain : 
he may be fuppofed to have obtained 
fome reputation as a poet by the mention 
which Sheffield, Duke of Buckingham, 



• WhicbyMr.Coxeihoukl'baYt^added, happened in the vacation 1743.— Editor.^ 
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makes hdF him in hit poeiHy < The 
£le£lion of a Laureat :* 

«* To Shippcn Apollo was cold with re* 

fpeft, 
** But faid in a greater afleipbly he fliin'd : 
•* Al plncci were things he had ever de- 
clined/' • 

•* Shippen wrote two political' poems : 
Faction difplayed, and Moderation dii- 
plaved •. In the firft he dj-aws the cha- 
racters of the great Whie Lords under 
the names qf the principal Romans who 
were engaged in Catalmc's conlniracv. 
, This &tire is fevere and cauitic, but tne 
lines are in general rough and unhar- 
monicus. The concluding paffage, which 
refers to the death of the Duke of Glou- 
ccfter, is not without merit : 

** So by the courfe of the revolving 

fphercs, 
** Whene"'er a new difocver'd ftar appears ; 
** Aftronomcrs with pleafure and amaze, 
*^ Upon the Infant luminary gaze. 
«* Tliey find tl)eir Heav'n enTai'ged, and 

wait from thence 
•* S.^me bleft. Tome mere than common 

influence ; 
<* Kilt fuddenly, alas ! the fleeting light 
** Retiring, leaves their hopes involv'd in 
cndlefs night/' 

** His wife was extremely penurious, 
and, from a peculiarity ot temper, un- 
willing to mix in ibciety. She was much 
courted b)r Queen Caroline j but, having 
iml^ibed from her haA)M)d a great inde- 
pendency of principle, oltentatioufly 
afFe6l«d to decline ali^ntercourie with the 
Court. 

** The fortune which he received writh 
his wife, and the money which he had 
iavcd, came to her on his death, in con- 
fequcnce of a compa£l that the furvivor 
ihould inherit the whole. As neither he 
nor any of his brothers left any fons, his 
paternal eftate paffed to his nephew, Dr. 
Leyborne, principal of Albion Hall, Ox- 
ford, and Mr. Ley borne, a merchant of 
the faftoryat Li(bon. Shi ppen's widow 
lived to a great age : her infirmities 
being fuch as to prevent her making a 
will ; her ample fortune ihrrefoie dc» 
volved to Jicr tiller, Mrs. Dixii Wind- 
for." 

Foreign affairs, and particularly thofc 
relating to AuHria, fucceed, and the 
period is wound tip by the circumdances 
which led to, and the mcalures which 
brought on thereii^nationof the MiniHeri 



who was created Earl of Orford xm the 
oth of February 1741, two days before 
he quitted his oflice. 

The dKminion of the Miniftcr had been 
againft the opinion of his Sovereign, and 
we accordingly find that his influence 
flill remained, and he continued to be 
confulted on mofl affairs of importance. 
The remaining part of the Work takes 
in the public tranfa<Slions from the re- 
flgnation of Sir Robert until the time of 
his death in 1745, ^^^ concludes vwith 
difquifitions on the principles of Wal- 
pole's Adminiflration ; his public cha- 
rafler ; account of his publications } his 
private chara^ier in the feveral articles 
of perfon, drefs, addrefs, temper, affa- 
bility, gaiety, converfation, manners, 
unrefervednels, confiltency, profufion, 
h6fpiiallty, difmtereftednels, love of field 
Iports, fecial qualities, negle^ of men 
of letters, and condu^ in retirement ; 
the whole ending with the following por- 
trait, drawn from the life by his friend 
Sir Charles Hanbury Williams, ift an 
epilHe to Henry Fox :

In enumerating Lord Orford's Works, 
p. 7^1, Mr. Coxe mentions ** The South 
Sea Scheme conlidered, 1720)^* a piece 
be h^ not been able to procure. That 
performance is now before us, and is 
annexed to another pamphlet, both by 
the fame writer, intitled ** An Eifay for 
discharging the Debts of the Nation by 



Equivalents, in a Letter to the Right 
Hon. Charles Earl of Sunderland/' The 
former piece is addreHed to Robert Wal- 
pole, Eilq. in terms which, if not ufed 
for the purpole of concealing tlxe Au- 
thor, may be faitl to be too flattering for 
any perlbn fpeaking of himfelf. Mr. 
Coxe's authority for afcribing thispitrc« 
to Lord Orfcrd may however be very 
fufHcleot. 

In the courfe of the Work we obferved 
many (light inadvertencies and fome 
cmilflons. Thus Mr. Coxe {peaks of 
Dr. Tyrwhitt, as afterwards Bifllop of 
London, confounding him with Biihojp 
Terrick, a different perfon. Thus w« 
expelled to have found Hume's tha- 
ra6ler of Lord Orford inferted, and thu« 
alfo we mifs exp*lanations which oii many 
occafions ought to have accompanied the 
three Volumes. 

This Work however, on the whole, 
furnifhes a great body of Englifli Hif- 
tory, affording both entertainment and 
information. Much new evidence is ad- 
duced ; many fa^ls are fet in a new 
light ; and many circumftances, whick 
hitherto have been involved in obfcurity, 
are now cleared up. The Biographer 
has alfo availed himfelf of the materials 
intruded to him with laudable iiKluflryy 
afd without any very apparent partia* 
lity. He appears not to have concealed 
any thing from prejudice, and difcover* 
little oi party bias. As he is fuller 
and more copious than the hilioriant 
who have preceded him, his work will 
be found more ufef'ul than, any of his 
predeceflbrs for the purpofe of reference, 
relating to fa^s within the period to 
which he is confined $ a period which 
every day becomes more important to be 
known by every Briton, and every Ipver 
of his country who enjoys the biclCng* 
of the prefcnt ConlUtution.

Of this elegant fcbolar few particulars 
have been tranfroitted to the Public, 
though his literary acqutfitions certainly, 
and bis virtues as reported, entitle him 
to the notice and rcfpc^ of the world. 



He was a native of Scotland, and bom 
about the year 1 716 : l\is education wai 
liberal, but whether at the Univerlityor 
not, we are not informed. In the years 
1746, 1747, and 1748, he was furgeon 
of Lienttnant General Pwltney*s regi- 
ment of foot, which he attended in Hol- 
land, and dilcharged the duties of bis 
fituation with great afliduity and fncceft. 
He afterwards took his degcee of DoAor 
of Phyfic, we believe, at Edinburgh, and 
in 1753 publifhed " Hiftoria Febris 
Anomalae Annomm 1746, 1747, i74^» 
See. Accedunt Monita Siphylica*' 8vo. 
containing the refult of his oblervattons 
'during bis attendance on the ai^iny. In 
175s his Ode to Solitude appeared in the 
Fourth Volume of Dodfiey^t Colleaion 
of Poems ^ a perfbrmance which obtained 
the character of noble from Dr. Johnfoo *«

Whatever fuccefv Dr. Grainger ob- 
tained as a phyfician) his time was not 
£0 completely employed, nor were his 
circumrtances fo imlependent, as to ex- 
cmpt him from the nccedity of adding to 
his incoaie by other means than by his 
proieffion. He accordingly availed him- 
lelf of his literary talents, and was em- 
ployed by the bookfellerii in feveral works 
to which hia name did not aopear. In 
a controverfy with Dn Smollett, he is 
indtredly charged with having compiled 
the latter part of Maitland's Hiilory of ~ 
Scotland, with being employed in The 
Biographical Dictionary, and with writ- 
ing m The Monthly Review. All thefc 
intmuations are probably true. After 
ibme time he became acquainted with 
John Bouarydn> the fon of an affluent 
Weft Indian, whofc education he under- 
"took to fuperintend, and with whom, 
we believe, he made the tour of France 
and Italy. In 1758 be pobliibed his 
Traoilaiion (which Dr. Johnfon thought 
a good one) of TibuUu^ ; begun and 
completed, as he informs his reader, 
icfecal years before, when he was in the 
army. •* A military man (he ob Jerves), 
even in the moit active' campaign, has 
many hours, of leiiure | and, as thefe 
cannqt be fpent noore rationally than in 
fome literary purluit, he employed that 
part of his time which was not devoted 
to his profc0ion in perufingtheClaffics.'' 
This Trwflation was dedicated to John 
Bourryan, Efq. whofe^progrels in every 
branch of ufeful and poliic literature he 



declarer hlmielf perfeflly tfatisiied with^ 
and whofc future (Nation iaiife he prog- 
no(lic3te9 will be attended with the hap- 
p;eft conlequences both to himfeif, and 
to the Pubile. 

Ihc Tranflation 6f Tibullus had 
/carce Ijeen puhliihed before a fcvere and^ 
fplenetic cnticifm on itj^byDi*. Smollet, 
appeared in The Critical Review of De- 
cember 17584 which, from the difpatch 
ufcd in prod'ieing it, fhewcd fomething 
of pcrfonal malice. Irritated at the.un- 
candid treatment he had experienced. 
Dr. Grainger determined to retort the 
illiberaiity on his antagonitl, and accord- 
ingly publiHied " A Letter to Tobias 
Smoliet, M. D. occafioned by his Criti- 
ciCm on a late Tranflation of TlbuUut 
by Dr. Graineer,'' 8vo.containirg much 

eTfonal abule, which was anfwered by 
r. Smoliet, in the Review for February 
i759> ^^ ^ manner no way inferior in 
fcurrility to the attack. Perhaps it 
would be difficult to point out a con* 
troverfy in which two ingenious men 
laid themfelves open to Co much cenfure* 

It muft have been fubfequent to this 
period that Dr« Grainger and hia pupil 
made the tour of Europe. For fcveral 
years afterwards we do not find any pub« 
lication by him $ but his pvpil and pa- 
tron returning to the Weft Indies, he 
was prevailed upon to accompany him, 
and lirttle at St. Chriftopher's j during 
his refidence at which place, he was not 
unmindful of his profeflional duties, nor 
inattentive to the cultivation of his 
poetical talents. In the year 17(4 he 
returned to England, and publifhed •* An 
EfTay on the more common Weft India 
Difeafes, and the Remedies which that 
Country itfelf produces. ^--To which ai*e 
added, Some Hints on the Management 
of Ncgrccs,'' 8vo. and in the fame year 
produced *< The Sugar Cane, a Poem, 
m Four Books, with Nctes," 4to. a 
produ6^iun,.thcugh ufeful, by no means 
wanting in poetical ornaments, and which 
has not o^ained the celebrity it defcrves. 

It has been faid that Dr. Grainger 
was not happy in a matiimonial alliance • 
he contraaed in the Weft Indies, nor 
altogether fortunate in his profcfllonal 
connections, A ftiort time before his 
death bis elder brother died, and left

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him 50ool.* but he did net livelong to 
enjojr it, dying at Baffc Terre, in St. 
Chnftopher'8, on the i^th Pec, 1767, 
much lamented by his friends. 
, Dr. Johnfon faid of Dr.' Grainger, that 
he w» an agreeable man ; a man who 
would do any good that was in hrs power : 
and Dr. Percy, the Bifhop of Dromcre, 
fays, " He was not only a mail of genius 
and learning, but had many -excellent 
virtues j being one of the moft generous, 
friendly, and benevolent men he ever 
knew'."* 

An anonymous writer defcribes him 
as a man of innate modetty and refcrvc } 
' and that his friends were always indebted 
/ to the infpiring juice of the grape to 
make him throw off the mauvaife bome^ 
fo prejudicial to his own merit : for, 
when warmed with the enlivening power 
of the true Falcrman, in fpite of a broad 
provincial dialect, he was extremely 
pleafmg in his converfation. The fame 
writer defcribes him as tall and of a lathy 
make; plain featured, and deeply marked 
with the fmall pox \ his eyes quick and 
keen, and his temper generous and good- 
natured. I 

fiefides the pieces already mentioned, 
he was the Author of Bryan and Pcreene> 
a Weft India Ballad, founded on a reaJ 
fa£l which happened at St. Chriflopher^s, 
and printed m Percy's ColleAion of 
Ancient Poems, Vol. i. p. 348.

^ENTLBMEN, 

IN confequence of your requcft, arifing 
from complaints of the ill ufage of 

the children at M , which h^d come 

to your knowledge from circumftances 
that had been reported to you, corro- 
borated by the evidence of T — K , 

One of the fuppoied fufferers, we dc- 
iermined, as the fcafon had become fa,- 
rourable for travelling, and nothing had 

been heard either from the Meflrs. H 

or the Manufaftory that could in the 
IbiaileA degree tend to alter your rcfo- 
Jutlon (although a connuerabfe fpace of 
time had intervened, and written appli- 
cation had been made), to proceed uoon 
our * inquiry touching the Itate and mu- 
nition 6f the faid children. We arrived 

at M in the evening of the 18th of 

April, having previouily made inquiries 
refpe^ing the chara^ers of the MelTis. 
H— s, at MafierSt at Manchefter, with 
the refuit of which we had every re^fon 
to be fatisHed. 

M , wc take this opportunity to 

inform you," Gentlemen, is a village 
which his lately rifen into feme dcgrt^e- 
of Importance from the works eftabliilud 
in it« It is (ituated at the dlilance of 



two hundred ^XiA fix milcS from Londofi« 
in the county of York, on the border of 
Lancashire. It is furrounded by moun- 
tains and moors, barren, cold, ana dreary I 
the houfes and inclofures are of ftone, 
the fields bald and rocky, and the wbolo 
face of the country has a very wild ind 
romantic appearance. 

Meflrs. H arc the pofTeflTors of fou^ 

Manufaftories at M , although neir 

ther of thefe gentlemen refide there at 
prefent } the bufinefs being condufled by 
Mr. J. H — , adiftant relation, whodoef 
not appear to have any Ihare as a principal. 

At eleven oViock in the morning of 
Tuefday the 19th, we wfcnt to the mUls, 
where we were (hewn by the faid Mr. J. 
H— > their different operations, and tbo 
children afliduouily employed. There it 
no part of the buunefs that appeared to 
us to be ^abcrious : it is divid^ intothf 
different branches of picking and pre- 
paring cotton for the machines, fpinning, 
and weaving ; nil which, except the two 
fir ft, are by the effeft of mecbanifm ren. 
dcred much eafier than the ordinary 
methods of performing them. It alio 
appeared, that the children .began thelt 
work at fix o*clock' in the morning. 
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h^ing prmoufly bretkfaded 5 tnd, with 
the allowance of one hour for^ dinner, 
concluded their diurnal taflc at fevcn in 
the evening. 

^ It now. Gentlemen, bacame neceflary, 
in purfuance of your requeft, to examine 
the chUdnn refpe^iog the treatment 
vhich thev had received j but .we nuift 
•bl'erve, that they all (except one of the 
f irJ», wh9 wa» at Mauchcfter, and whom 
coniequently we did not fee, and another 
who by fonie diforder in her ancle was 
rendered incapable of working) ieemcd 
ingood health 5 and, with refpea to their 
^>parel, not *uforfi than the geiyrality of 
labouring people, when engaged in their 
joccupatioas i indeed, three, or four of the 
boy» were without /hoes or ftockings, 
tet, as they laid, by their own choice, for 
tfcey had then) to wear. 

To ipecify particularly the anfwef s 
^t eacji of ttiem returned^ in confe- 
^uence of our intentosaticcis, would here 
be tmneceilary, as they will be found 
Subjoined to the lifts which we carried 
with us. Jt may be fufficient to ftate, 
Alt they generally declared ' that they 
were fatisficd with their fituation j thnt 
thejr fpofce much in commendation of 
their matters 5 and that they liked their 
•mployment. The only caufes ofdllTa- 
ti^teaion which they had, they faid, 
f rofe from the remote diftance at which 
they were from London, from not hearii\g 
•f their relations and friends, and from 
their not having the power, /or want </ 
€i^kcation, to corrcfpoixl with them. 

Their latter ground of complaint wilj, 
we hope, be done away i but as forae 
isbferyations upon this important point 
will be offered in the fublequent part of 
this Report, we djiall here decline entering 
Dpon the fubjea, and proceed to inform 
you, that we lei't the manufaaory, and, 
•t the dinner hour, accompanied the 
children to the boufe where they lodged 
and boarded. Their provifions fecmed 
to be coarie, a kind of ftew or porridge, 
m fort of oat- bread, which in tho(c parts 
thty call a mt^n, and potatoes, com- 
polid their bill of fare. 

Appetite Teemed to render thefe viands, 
whicn, though (as we obfcrvtd) cdarfe, 
are unqueftionabl^ wholelbme, extremely 
palatable ; and indeed, their ' food in 
general was as good as that which is 
ierved out in workhoufes, hofpitals, and 
all places where a regimen i« obfcrvcd : 
thev had fmall beer at their meals. 

After feeing them dine, we next exa- 
mined their deeping rooms and beds j the 
mpartmints of the girU were clean, their 



beds taUrabUf but without flieett. NeU 
ther th( rooms or beds in which the boys 
ilept were fo clean as thofe of the girls. 

The Sunday wardrobe of the chikiren 
became next the ohjea of our attention. 
The clothes of the boys feemed decent;, 
they have lately had new hats t and thofe 
of the girls fuperior to the drefs of othera 
in their fituation in the village \ for in 
thil refpea we were informed that Mr. 
H— — paid them particular attention { 
and this perhaps, joined to that laudable 
pride which we believe to be inherent to 
the female mind, however low the lot of 
its poifeifor may be, may lead them to be, 
more obfervant of perfonal appearance 
than males of the fame clafs and age. 

Having an opportunity, during their 
dinner- hour, to fpeak to feveml of thcfe 
young perfons, unf>bfer*ved by their Over* 
fiCTf we defired them to come to us at 
the inn in the evening, meaning then t^ 
quettion them more clofely. On our re- 
turn, we called at tb,e houfe of the Rev. 

Mr. B , who was from home, being 

engaged for the day ; and alio on Mr. 
H^— , who was expeAed the next mohi* 
ing at the mill. 

The news of our arrival, and con- 
jeaures upon tbefuppoied purport of our 
vifit, had, as you may well believe. Gen- 
tlemen, rapialy circulated through the 

village of M and its environs ; and^ 

as we had eS<:aed what we wifliedt 
namely, the making ou'rfelves acquainted 
with the proceedings at the mills, with- 
out giving the pcrlbns concerned any 
previous intimation, there was no oc- 
cafion for furtiier Itcrecy or concealment ; 
nor indeed was a concealment of our in- 
tention any longer poflible. We therefore 
acquainted our landlord at the inn, Mr. 

D , with the caulis of our joumcyi 

and quettioned him, and feveral other 
perfons, refpeaing their opinicui of the 
manner in which the children had been 
treated. 

They all in general, and the former in 
particular, wiere very open and unfeferved 
in their communications x they all agreed, 
that previous to the repreientation of 
K — to the Workhoufe Board, much un- 
deferved fcvcrity had, by their Ovcrfeer, 
been ufcd toward the children t but that 
fmce that event had been communicated 
to the principal, and much talked of in 
the country, a conlidcrable relaxation of 
difciplinc had taken place 5 and that thc^ 
did not believe, that in i*efpea to thetf 
treatment the faid children had now 9SIJ 
reafon to complain. 

la the evening the cbiklren| whom «* 
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W apMinted to attend ui, came ta the 
. inn : they hid now an opportuntty to 
ipeik their Icotunents without awe or 
relenrei yet they (tiil perSfted in the 
fame that they had before cxprcfled, 
■Mmely, «« That they liked their employ- 
ment, had luttcient food and clothes, and 
Had no complaint againit their matter.' * 
"When urged to be more explicit, they 
mentioned the fcverity of the Manager, 
and lamented that they had no time al- 
lowed them, nor any means, by which 
ihey might learn to read and write ; a 
branch of knowledge which, from the 
experience of the preftnt moment, they 
had caule to regret the want of. 

Of the complainant^K , we to*lc 

this opportunity to inquire the character, 
but even from hU fonner companions 
beard notbins to his advantage. They 
all reprelcDted htm as an idle and diflblutc 
boy, ambone whofe information was not 
to be depended upon. 

After we had individually examined 
thefe young perfons, and had liftened 
attentively to all the objections that they 
made ta their fituation ; though, we muft 
re-obfervc, that it was only by three or 
four that any objections were offered 5 
We were, upon taking a retrolpeftive 
▼iew of the cafe, fatisfied that thtir ccm- 
plaints, excepting thofe general ones re- 
lating to their education, and to the 
formtr feverity of their Overfecr, were 
frivolous • j we therefore difmifled them 
with a Imall gratuity to each, aqd a 
ftroDg injunction to perfevere in the line 
they hpl hitherto purfued, of honefty, 
Miiftry, and obedience to their Maimers. 
They proroiicd a ttrid adherence both to 
their relieious and moral duties, and de- 
parted highly fat isHed. 

The next morning, after we had again 

called upon the Rev. Mr. B , that 

Gentleman came to the inn. To him 
We made a folemn, Itrong, and, we hope, 
4n effectual reprelentation of the incon- 
venience, and indeed mental and moral 
depravity, to which thofe children which 
you had apprenticed might be fubjVCt in 
their future purluits, from being fuflFered, 
through the negligence of their l^^al 
protectors, to remain in a ftate of ig- 
norance, arifing hom a total want of 
education. How much their intellectual 
Unities had wandered irom thofe points 
. to which, under our guardianship, ihey 
had been turned : how their genius had 
heen deprefied, and the (inall portion of 
karoingi of which they were poflefTed 



before they left the workhoulc, fuiTeKdl 
to be diffipated, for want of a proper 
perfon to direCt their attention, and if 
neceflary to coer<;e them, to ftudy. We 
further informed him that Mr, H— — » 
at th^ time that lie agreed to take th» 
faid children as apprentices, Wquivo* 
caily and poGttvely /roasi/^^, that a fuf- 
ficient portion of time ihould be fpaixil 
from their other avocations for them to 
be inftruCted, and kept in the praCtice of 
reading and writing. We mentioned, aa 
a recent and obvioua conltquence •of this 
promise being broken or negkCted, that 
many of theie young pcribnt, now aU 
moit arrived at years of maturity, liad to 
us lamented their inability to fend a line 
to their friends ; and that they had there* 
fore, for themfelves in particular, and for 
their companions in general, dcfired aa 
to ufe- our influence either with Mr* 
H^— -, or himfelf, in order to procuie 
them time for that education, which the 

Srefent occafion fhewed them, in the 
rongeft light, how incanvenient it waa 
to be deficient in. 

We muft do Mr. B— - the juftice te 
ftate, that he fccmed Itruck with our «• 
prefentatfon ) andy although be fpoke ia 
the moit favourable terms of the MefTrs. 
H——, and faid that "they had paitt* 
cularly defired him to exercife his fo/- 
ritual authority over the chiidiep, with 
refpe<5t to their regular attendance at 
chapel, yet he at the lame time act^now- 
ledged, that the moral obligation which 
Mr. H— — had, in the promife alluded 
to, laid upon himfelf, bad not bctn f^r^ 
formed " he however added, ** That ha 
would have ibme Icrious converlatioii 
with him upon the fubjeCt 5 and if he 
could, of which he had no doubt, induce 
him to allow the children the neceiLry 
time, he would take upon himlelf the 
charge of their education gratis,^* 

He furt'ner (tated, "That withrefpeCt 
to their diet and clothing, the children 
fared as well as his own :** (he has five) 
and, from our obiervation, we l>elieve 
him in this alfertion to be correCt : he 
alfo faid, that " when they were under 
the care of the former matron, her huf- 
band nfed to inftruft them 5 but that 
(ince the prcfent, Mrs. W — , had taken 
her fituation, that inftruCtion had cealiedy 
perhaps from the inability of the huft>and 
of the faid per ion to continue it ; but ha 
agreed that there was every reaibn re- 
ligious and moral, every realon regarding 



f There were, ibme other complaints, which it U anncce0*ary to Itatt . 
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tbetr preftnt hipptnefs and future welfar^y 
why it ihouki be renewed.'* 

At dinner-tiine the children were again 
Tilitecl. Thi^ was a day on which meat 
was allowed. They had, each of them, 
tf targe porringer ot foup» a Aifiiciently 
large portion of fine boiled beef, and a 

2uantity of mailied potatoes : fhofe that 
^ id not chufe foup, had a large dumpiin t 
in ihort, no fauU was to be tound, either 
with their portions, or the quality of 
their provifions | nor did there feem to 
be any want of appetite among chofe that 
partook of them, who were indeed fuf- 
itred to eat until they were fatisiied. . 

Mr. H— , who generally canoe to the 
Manufactory everv Wednefday, was, 
from fome caufe which it is impolTible 
for us to guefs, detained at M ■ r 

this day j and as we waited for him till 
Jiear four o'clock, although the clerk, 
and ifidecd all of whom we inquired, (aid, 
that if he did not arrive by two, at 
fartheil, it was not very probable that 
lie would come in the courfe of the week : 
we therefore confidertng that his prefence 
was by no means neccl&ry, as, it we had 
any thing to lay, any objection Co make, 
we coukleafily communicate them to the 

g-incipal, who reiides near London, re- 
Wed to take leave of M ; though 

^we cannot difinifs the fubjefi without 
onegeneral obfenration. 

Xne country in which tho(e Manu- 
fsL^oncs are (ituated, Gentlemen, is, 
ftlthoueh a wild and unfertile part of 
Yorkfliire, exceedingly populous. We 
law with con£derable Ibrprize, in the 
courie of our journey from Mancheiier to 
M— — , even during the working hours, 
m great number of children, whom we 
Ihouki have fuppofed, as is the cafe at 
Birmingham, Wolverhampton, and other 
manufa£luring towns, might have been 
made ufeful, at play, or totally unem- 
ployed. The iame, in a iiill greater 
degree, was to be obferved at M— — 5 
where, out of fome hundreds of chlMren, 

in the iervice of the MeiTrs. H and 

at other mills, very few indeed are taken 
from among the natives of the place, or 
even county. Thefe few work by the 
/iecCf or itftik: all that >are either ar- 
ticled, or apprentice, are, without ex- 
ception, from parities in London, Weft- 
mifiller, and places adjacent. 

^ruck with the pridelt^ion of thofe 
who carry on thefe manufactories in fa- 
vour of Jnuiigerst it was natural fsr us 
to inquire from what caule it had arifen ? 
Which fome of the perfont concerned 
9wiied at length to be this t 



" If,'* laid they, " weiArcrefoetnploJr 
the children of peiions in the neighbovr- 
hood, we ftiould have their parents con- 
tinually complaining of their being kept 
too many hours at work, of their tbod, 
their clothing, and many other matters 
of much lefs importance : indeed nothing, 
however frivolous, would be fuflfered to 
paff, without an appeal to us. They 
would always have a train of relatiosi 
after them ; they would by them be led 
to wiih for indulgencies incompatible 
with our fyften), and the refuGng of 
which would be a fource of di^ontent, 
and a continual realan for murmuring, 
and inveighing againft us. All thclc 
difagreeable confequences are prevented 
or obviated by having apprentices from 
a remote diftance, and by taking them 
from perfons who confign them $nurely 
to our management and direftion/* 

This fyttnm of thinking and of afting, 
it may be politically right in the Manu- 
fa^urers ^o- adopt, and where they pro- 
fccute it in the manner that will here* 
after be Ihewn, it \% an honour to them- 
felves, a bleOing to the objeds of their 
attention, and a happinefs to thofe that 
have been concemtd in the placing them 
out : but at the fame time thefe opulent 
men not chuiing to take children that 
may be in fome degree uiyiler the pco- 
te^lion of the Guardians of the Po<h:, of 
their parents or relations, will unquef* 
tionably exhibit /» thffe parijbes, in their 
caution, a model for their future condoft 
with refpe^t to thofe infajits, of whom 
the deceafe, or indigence of their fricnd$, 
have made tliem the Ugal protestors. 
It will lerve to (hew to all perfons in 
our fituations, to whom this is commu- 
nicated, the neceflity of a ftrift inquiry, 
not only into the refponfibility of thole 
maflers who offer to uke their helpkls 
and innocent wards, but alfo into their 
morifis, tempers, and difpoiitions ; and 
even if they are fati^fied in thefe im- 
portant particulars, it may perhaps ferve 
to render them fliU difftdemt how they 
truft a number of imbecile individuals io 
the power of perfons at fuch a vaft dif- 
tance, withput laying thefe perfons under 
much Ibonger obligations than thofe 
which parochial indentures at pceieot 
impofe. 

There are, Gentlemen, many thiags 
which to the fuflierers may. perhaps, from 
^^uent repetition, appear hard an4 
grating, which it is not very eafy to bring 
forward and Aibftantiate as a cliargr or 
cruelty. We know that among all large 
and fuboixiiaate bodies, diicipllne muft 
be 
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be Hied. We know that bojrs and girls, 
who hare generally more TiTictty than 
prudence, will frequently deierve, and 
oraft receive €orre£lion ; and it it not 
perhaps verv eafy theoretically' to de- 
termine witn precifion the qtiOMtam of 
challiicnient neccffiu-y* In the caie of 
our children, it is by all parties allowed 
that comffiom was formerly carried to 
cxcefs. The perfon who treated them 
fi> harflily has, as we have been informed, 
been reprimanded bv his principal, and 
execrated by the Tillage : the chUdren 
allow that their treatment, even from him, 
has latterly been much nnore mild and 
gentle \ therefore we, upon confideration, 
agreed that it was better to let pafs un- ' 
noticed a complaint, the ground of which 
ieems entirely to be removed, and even 
the ronembrance of which has long lain 



dortnant j but if ^Mem of fever ity 
ihould be renewed, a Gratleman on the 
ipot, who has already conununicated 
UMbe of thefe particulars, will inform the 
Workhoufe Board of it, who will un* 
queftionabiy take proper roeafures to 
meliorate the condition of the fufferers. 

'We have, Gentlemen, nothing further 
to add refpefting the children at M — » 
excepting that we are aflfured that when 
the periods of their apprenticeihips ex* 
pire, the gjrls will be able to earn firom 
eight to twelve ihUUngs per week, the 
boys twenty.four (hillings, and probably 
much more, as there is a mat want of 
weavers in the country, and many orders 
are obliged to be fufpended upon this 
account.

I HAVfi the honour to acquaint 
your Grace, that it being reported that 
the mountains of Wicklow were a re- 
ceptacle for bodies* of rebel fugitives, I 
dire^d Lieutenant- General Lake to 
■iov« different columns, in various di* 
re£bons, to clear that part of the coun- 
try. He returned to-day to Dublin, 
and reporu, that he was not able to find 
any body whatever ailsmbled in any 
parr of that^diftria. 

The Lieutenant-Genenl gives tha 
hi^beH credit to the perfeverance and 
%irit of the troops during very lon^ 
juid difficult marches through a country' 
aknoft inaccoAibItt for troc^ 

On Monday laft the Rebels, wbich 
\fA been in the moumains, pafled o^r 
to the Bog of Allen. On Wednefday. 
they attacked^ with a body of above 
1500, tha town of Clon,, where they 
were repulfcd, with the lofs of fixty 
«en» b^ Colonel Blake, who marched 
from MuUtngar, and attacked th«m with 
ahovtiCi^ itfaatry, apd aa many yco* 
»eA cavalry. This bo4y of Rebflh 
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after their defeat, proceeded towards 
KUcock, and were purfued till niehe 
by a detachment under Brigadier-Ue« 
neral Meyrick. The rebel army ad- 
vanced to Dunboyne, and on Friday 
moved to Garriftown-hill, whither I 
ordered Major-Geoeral Myers, with % 
detachment of the Royal Buckingham* 
(hire militia and yeomanry from the 
^rrifon of Dublin, to purfue them* 
The Rebels, however, went off for th«* 
Boyne, and paffed it ; but were checked 
near Stackallcn by cavalry detached 
from two columns commanded by Ma- 
jor* General Wemyfs and Brigadier- 
General Meyrick, who had affembled 
on the road to Slane. And I have the 
honour to tranfmit to your Grace a 
copy of a letter received ny my military 
fecretarv. Captain Taylor, from Major- 
General Wemyfs, giving an account of 
the a^i'on. 

' I have the further farisfa^ion to ac- 
quaint your Grace, that laft nieht, 
about feven o'clock. Captain Gordon^ 
of the Dumfries Fencibles, with a de- 
tachment of infantry and cavalry, fell 
in with that part of the Rebels which 
had returned acrofs the Boyne near 
Garriftown, killed twenty of them, and 
took 100 horfes.

fide of the Boyne road to Ardee, ai^d 
(ftiX back for a reinforcement of Ca- 
talryl I ordered Colonel Maxwell* 
with the Dumfries, with General Mey- 
Ack to m^ove on* and they found tne 
Itr^eU very firongly pofted behind a 
^file between two bogs, the p^fs only 
jukwmg Them to pafi^ by fours* 7^e 
Cavalry drove in their advanced poft* 
and coar^ed with great fpirit \ but from 
rhe pohtion of the enemy* Colonel 
Itffaxwetl thought it better to wait till 
fhif In^ntry came up, which I <tid with 
the Sutherland Htgnlanderi in a very 
^ort time, and advanced with my bat- 
talion gun«. Whenever the Rebels 
berceived us, I faw them get into con- 
f ufion* and they itnmediaetly broke in 
all dirc£iions.

The 
Highlander! got into the Bog* and 
killed all that were in it. Tbofe who 
;ot out on the oppofite fide* were met 
\j the Cavalry. From the manner ia 
which they dtfperfcd* I cannot give an 
exaa account of the killed. We to^ 
a great quantity of pikes, piftols*rwords, 
mo&ets, &c. and two ftandards. Ge- 
neral Meyrick ^t one prifoner who 
gave him fom$ information* and pro* 
mifed him £bme more. He took htm 
with hini to Navan* Co that 1 cannot 
report any thing with accuracy about 
him. 

The troops behaved with great fpi* 
rttf and bore a great dea( of fatiffoc, 
particularly General Meyrick's divi£on» 
with a reinforcement from this of the 
Dumfries, and my light company haa 
been out three nights. I am particu- 
larly 4ndeb^d to the Gentlemen Yeo- 
nanry/ and to Mr. Trettu Duhelu» 
who fenred me as a guide. A body of 
Rebels left went on towards Ardee. 
A great inany got round the hill on our 
right, and came back to Slane* where 
they alTembled near it* crofled the 
BoynCf and went back towards Garri- 
ffown, where I hope General Myera 
will fall in witti them.

The French Nation, 

tbe Ottoman rorte, awl the opprtfTed 

people of thofe cowntrie^;, have at length 

tband avenpTis. This memorable event 

was for a- long time tn the contemplation 

of a few nifen, to whon ideas gloriottfly 

uieful are femiliaf. It was generally re- 

garded as ti chimerital projeft ; hot it 

wat refer ved for the French R^ublic to 

raJtze this new prodigy. The caufes 

wliich have prepared, and which have 

conlecrated this futcefs, are now to be 

retraced. For a period of nfcar forty 

yearty the Beya and their Mamalukes, 

tbclc flaylfh iordt of Egypt, loaded with 

the moft odious vexatlotis the French 

wlio had fettled in thofe cotintri^ on the 

ftith of mir treaties with the Porte. It 

k frmn tbe dominion of Ali Bey, in the 

year 17^0, that we particularly date the 

tmuCt 6f thofe ve3tation«. This aadsi- 

cioat iffurper, after having (haken off the 

^oke of the Grand $eignior, and driving 

ignominioiifly away his Pach^, refufisig 

his tribn^, and claiming to himi^lF tHe 

right of coJi^Ag money, laviflied every 

kmilt on oor confals, threatened our 

interpreters ^ith the vileft chattifement, 

Jud loaded ow merchants with opprefTions 

cot of iHiniber. His fucceflfonif ICralil 

Bey Mtd Mohifned Bey> merit i^me of 

tfaefe reproachcf . Sometimes they were 

fefsiounederatein their oppre<!ion« ; but 

lAoatsd Bey and Ibrabira Bey, >rho 

reisiied aiier them, the former in parti. 

cuJar> Ibi»paf1ed all their predeceflors in 

robMry. The OtAmian Portc« refettting 

the condti^ of tbefe oppreAbrsi, in 1786 

mppearedrD^Ariih toexercife its vengeance. 

By the aid of the forces under the comr- 

mand of Haflan Pacha, the Porte com- 

pelled them to uke to flight, and afligned 

them a fueceflbr ; but ttot knowing ho^ 

jwpoper i y to refume its a\ithority, thefe 

two Beyt, in tbe year 1791, on the deadi 

of Ifinael Bey^ who had filled their place, 

recovered withoot obfbcle, and of courie 

drengthened their fbnner dominion.

ft was calfy^h ^1«s f6"recogm«e the ini. 
fluence and the rage of. the Britifti~Ca- 
binet. Injuries of aTl kinds were multi- 
pliedj even ^ithont the pretext of ne* 
ceffity, and every appeal agiinll them 
was itiflcd. In the Iccond Vc3^r of the 
Republic^ the French ConibI wiThed ftV 
make a juft repiefehtation to Mourad 
Bey, on tot fnbjeft oF the cxn^lions on 
the Fi^enchmLTchants ordeitd by thib 
tifurpcr. 'J'licKy, inftead of ciilpofmij 
himfclf to accjtucicc in thrs requclt, or- 
dered an amitd force to the houle of the 
Conful, thtfre to remain until the producb 
of this odious exaftion had been entirely 
levied. TowaWs the ycnd of the ihmb 
year, thefe oppreflions arrived at fuch titi 
height, that the French rcfiding at Cairo 
Were induced to place ihetr peribns and 
the remains of their fortunes out of this 
imminent danger, and refolded on' re- 
moving their dlablifliments to AlcXan* 
dria. But Mourad Bey fcli this pro- 
ceeding as an omrage. He otdered rhit 
they ihould be puifued in their flight, 
that thev fhould be brought back as the 
Vileft of criminals, and redoubled his 
fary againft them all, on learning that a 
brother of one of the fngitives was a 
Member of the Natidtiaf Conventiort, 
againft which he direftcd tlie ftrongclt 
inveftives. From thaf tinte his tyranny- 
knew no bounds, aftd the French found 
themfelves fo many prifoners in Egypt. 
The Bey, fearing every infant that lome 
of <henr may attempt to deceive his \U 
gilanccu' dared to fay to our Conful, that 
if but one Frenchman made an effort to 
efcape, he, the Conful, (hbuld pay foi" the 
attempt with his head I So much of bold, 
nefs and fury are fcarcely to be conceived 
even on the- part of a tyrant, particularly 
as there exifted between him and tlie 
French merchants fo many connect ioh$ 
of rntcreft. He foon perceived that thit 
txcti'i of tyranny could not lon^ be pro- 
fitable 5 he rertortd, therefore, at the in* 
ftance of Alt Grand Vizier, not the furaa 
which he hid extorted, but their liberty 
to the French, and even then, as the price 
of what he reckoned a fiivour, he extorted 
new pecuniary facrifices. The French 
w^re therefore empowered, in the thini 
year, to fettle themfelves at Alexandria j 
but there, as well as at Rofetta, and the 
other places on the borders of the Medi- 
terrailean» they wtre conflantly fubje6l«l 
to the rapacity of ali the Aibaltem agents. 
Thefe agentt ctf the Bey, more vile and 
even more extorting than himfelf, pof- 
feflcd themfelves by violence of the French 
mcrghandixr, 

£€ 
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mcrchandizty immcdUtclyotithflraitifal 
in port. Tbey thcmfelvet fixed the pric^ 
and lettlcd the mode of payment. If the 
fm^Ueft or moft lawful rtfiftance wmi 
made, it was terminated by the armed 
ioice. It was then that« at Ro(etta» the 
doort of our Vice- Conful were broken 
down, his windows deftroyed, and a 

tiece of artillery levelled at the houfey 
ecaufe be would not fubmit to a contrt*- 
bution» from which Mourad Bey had 
himielf ordered that the F^nch fhould be 
exempt. Notwithftanding the order of 
the Bey, the Conful wai$bliged to fub- 
mit to this violence. In fine, on the aift 
Nivofe, in the 6th year, Corain, Col- 
lector of the Cuftoms for Af ourad Bey at 
Alexandria, aiTembled before him all the 
interpreters, and declared to them, that 
the ilightefl in^ingement on what he 
called the rights of his mafler, Ihoold be 
puniihed with 500 •blows of a cudfel^ 
without any refpeCl eveh for the cha- 
t^er of the Conful. A few days after, 
he t|ireatened an interpreter, that he 
ihould cut off his head, and fend it to. his 
Conful. Thus all the rights of nations 
were violated in the perfons of the French 
with the moft ihamelefs audacity. All 
our treaties with the Porte were defpifed 
hy the Beys, aod by the loweft of their 
agents, under the pretext that the former 
had not concurred in their violation. 
The chara^er of our Conful was defpifed 
and outraged. The liberties and lives 
of the French were every moment com- 
mitted, and their fortunes expoicd to 
plunder. The French Republic could 
no lorger fuffer thofe numerous injuries, 
obvioufiy fuggefted by the Englifh, to 
cafs with impunity. Their patience had 
been extreme, but it ferved only to in- 
cieafe the audacity of the opprelTors. 
Wnat then remained to the French Go- 
vernment to obtain reparation for Co 
much jnjuilice ? They had often, through 
their Ambaflador, addreflcd their com- 
plaints to the Porte j but, excepting the 
e)£pedition of Haflan Pacha m 1786, 
which /truck only at the two Beys, gjive 
no redrefs tor what was paft, and made 
no piovifion for the future: all that the 
Porte did in our favour was, to authorize 
the Grand Vizier to write Ibme letters to 
the Pacha of Egy pt, wh j could do no- 
thing, and to ihe two Beys, who, doing 
every thinj^, were determined to grant to 
this recommendation only a delufivere- 
fpedt. It WPS thus that, in the 4th year, 
the French Ambafiador at Conftantinople 
having fcnt an agent into Egypt, pro- 
vided with letter* from the Grand Vizier^ 



this agent obttined not repintios . or 
reflitution of the fuins extorted from tht 
French, but a decifive ftipulation for re* 
dating the duties on certain merchan- 
dises, conformably to ancient agreements. 
But no foqner was this agent departed^ 
than Mourad Bev gave ordcri, which 
were punflually obeyed, that tfae£e duties 
ihould be replaced at the very rate to 
which, before the arrival of our agtnt> 
they had improperly been raifed.^ The 
interference of the Ottoman Empire for 
the prote6iion of the French was there- 
fore evidently without force or energy* 
No durable efk&. could, iiy fa^, hate 
been produced in our favour, when it was 
in iuch a ftatethat if could not proteft 
itfelf againft the Beys $ when it was con- 
pelled to fuffer three millions of Egyp* 
tians, whom it called its fubjeds, to be- 
come the miierable viAimt of a fbrwga 
yoke ; when its Pacha was treated in 
Egypt as the loweft of flavea s when the 
Grand Seignior was infeniibly delbotJed 
of the rights which he held In the laad } 
and, in nne, when the contributions were 
withheld which had been paid from the 
time of the conqneft of Egypt by Selim IL 
Efery thing demonftratcd that the lo- 
vcreignty held by the Porte over tbeie 
countries was nothing more than a vain 
title ; and, after all our iruitlefs efforts 
and trials, it would have been idle to 
expert from the Porte an effeftual in- 
terference for us, when it did not dare to 
interfere even for its own interefts* 
There remained nothing, therefore, but 
for us to do ourfelves juUice, and, by our 
own arms, to make thofe vile ufurpers, 
hired by the Cabinet of St. James's, ex- 
piate the crimes- which they had com- 
mitted afainft us. The French army 
prefented itfclf on the ift of July. It 
was received at Alexandria and Roletta, 
and on the a3d of the fame month it 
entered.Cairo. Thus theie odious ufoip* 
^s will no longer defile this ancient and 
fruitful Urritory, which time has not 
exhauftedy which every year grows young 
again by a fort of miracle { where v^e- 
tation has, a fpontaneons and almoft in- 
credible aaivity, and where there grwr 
at. the (ame tune the ricb«ft produMions 
of the four Quarters of the globe, ti^ 
it not be faid that this expedition was 
not preceded by any declaration of war.

Such an aa* 
tliorlty neither coukl dor ought to be 
recognized. We chaliife robbert» but 
wc do not decJare war againft them. 
Therefore, in attacking the Beyt, it was 
England, in faft, which we really went 
to combat, 'libe Republic had therefore 
a furplufajge of right in putting herfelf 
in- a pofition promptly to obtain the im- 
mense repiuations which were due to her 
from the ufurpers of Egypt. But fhe 
doea not wiih to conquer for herfelf. 
Egypt wat oppreffed by robbers | the 
Egyptians ihaH be avenged, and the cul- 
tivators of tfaefe fruitful countries ihall 
enjoy the fruit of their labours, which 
was ravi(hed firom them by the moft 
ftupid barbari^. The authority of the 
Porte was entirely defpifed. The Porte 
will recover, through the triumphant 
arms of the French, the immenie ad- 
vantages of which it has been fo long 
deprived. In fine, for the well being of 
thp whole world, Egypt Oiall become the 
country moft rich in its produce— the 
c^ter of an immenfe commerce j and, 
above all, the nioft formidable poft 
againft the odious power of the Englifli 
in India, and their ufurping conunerce.

By the Report of the 
Secret Committee of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, brought up by Lord Caitiereagh, 
it appears, from the examinations of Dr. 
M'Nevin, Mr. Arthur O'Connofi Mr> 
Meil(bn, and Counfellor Emmet, that an 
Bxecutive Dire^ory of the Iriih Union 
was inftituted at an early period of the 
difcontents (1791}, of which Lord Ed- 
ward FitzgeraJd, Dr. M'Nevin, Arthur 
0*Coanor, and Mr. En^met, were mem- 
bers j^ that in the vear 179^ Lord Ed- 
ward Fitzgerald and Mr. Arthur OXon- 
nor fet out for Paris, in order to negociate 
with the Executive pireAory of France 
ior the invafion of Ireland by a French 
font i but that, fearful of a difcovery of 
their intention, tbev proceeded no farther 
than the Rhine, wnere they met General 
Hoche, to whom they communicated the 
obje£k of their miilion ; that that officer 
fcrmed arrangeiDent^ with the Executive 
Pireftory $ uiat a fleet, with General 
Roche and a formidable army on board, 
-am. In confequence of thofe arrange- 
inents, lent to Ireland in the month of 
December following ; but not being ex- 



peaed by the Diredory of the Union till 
thefpringof 17971 the people were not 
prepared to receive the enemy when they 
arrrved at Bantry Bay. That Dr. 
M*Nevin afterwards went to France on a 
fimilarmifllon, and fucceeded in obtaining 
a promife from the Dire6tory, that an* 
other :ittt?mpt fliould be made j that a 
fleet was accordingly fitted out in the 
Texel, and f^rcral thaui'and men em^ 
barktri m boiili ot it, for the purpof^ 
of invading If eland i tlint the troops^ 
after rcmaiaing (bme time on board, 
were diltmbiH&cd j that ttie fleet, which 
was under the command of Admiral De^ 
Winter, put to fea without the troops 
\ (probably for the purpofe of giving 
battle to the Britiih fquadron, and with 
the hope of clearing the way for the 
tranfports to come out) j and that the 
refult was, the glorious victory atchieved 
by Admiral Duncan on the memorable 
nth of Oftober. It appears alfo fix>m 
the Report, that the real obje£l of the 
Union has all along been the ace^m^UJbm 
nunt of a RcvoltttioHf and the /eparaticm 
9f Ireland from GrecU Briiaini^ that Par- 
aamentary Reform and Cs^tholic Eman- 
cipation have been ufed as mere delutive 
veils to cover thetr defigns^; tfiat the 
French Dire6lory, between whom and the 
Directory of the Union a regular cor* 
refpondence was for fome time kept up, 
on being applied to for a loan to enable 
the promoters of the Rebellion to effeft 
the propofed Revolution, refufed to com* 
ply with the requeft, unlefs they were 
permitt^ to fend an army of fufBcient 
force to take pofleifion of the country ai 
a conqueft to their arms ; and, finally, 
that there is at this moment an agent 
from the United Iriflimen refiding in 
Paris. Thefe are the leading points of 
the Report of the Secret Committee, and 
which now leaves no doubt of the real 
defims of .the chief aAors concerned in 
the late Rebellion. 

The following is a Proclamation ifTued 
by the French General Humbert, upon 
his advancinjr to Caftlebar. By it will 
be ieen, that a Provifional Government 
for the Province of Connaught was 
formed after the model of the French 
Generals, in their conduct to the con* 
quered Provinces of Italy. This Proi 
clamation was iifued on the 31ft of 
Aueult. A man, named John Moore, 
of Caftlebar, was nominated PreGdent of 
a Provifional Municipality, and was for- 
mally indu6led into his ofiice. He en-

THE power of renius Is not to be 
reftraiiied : it Tarmounts all impe- 
dittieilts ; it te^^Is all obftru6lions. To 
its omnipotence difficulties apparently 
too fbrnaidabJe for refiftance ^ive way | 
and to it, in the conteft for pre eininence, 
the prize muft always ultimately be de- 
creed. It enabled Shaklpeare to reach 
the fummit of excellence at a fmgle ftep, 
to eliabiifli a fame never to be (haken in 
defiance of the rules of art, in contempt 
of all difcouragements> and' without any 
aid firom learning. It has railed ro ce* 
lebrity thofe who feemed deftined by 
fortune to indigence and obfcurity. lb 
'the prefcnt times its triumphs are daily 
felt and acknowledeed j and of the force 
of genius the Gentleman, whofe Portrait 
^ornaments the prelent Magazine^ is a 
'ftriking and memorable example. 

John Opie is a native df Cornwall, 
and derives none of the refpefl attached 
to his name from his parentage. As 
little can be claimed for him from the 
advantages of education $ but he was 
%lei(td, by th^t Power which confers 
diftin^ion, with a tafte for the art of 
drawing ; and, untaught and unafiiited« 
commenced a Painter before he poifefled 
the necefllary materials with which to 
pra^life the art. He is (kid to have been 
doomed to an inferior fituation in life* 
that of a Carpenter, to which trade he 
wax actually bound apprentice } but his 
natural propenlitics foon taught him to 
know that he pofleflcd powers fuperior to 
the ftate in which fortune had placed 
liim, Uii Infure houn were cntirtij 



devoted (o drawing and paSntiftg, and» 
luckily for him, he attraaed the notice 
of one who was both able and willing to 
aifift his ftrurgles in riling to that ele- 
vation to which he~felt himfelF entitled. 
This Gentleman was the celebrated Mr. 
or Dr. Woolcott, better known by the 
names of Peter Pindar ; one, who under* 
ftocd fomerhing of the art of painting 
himfelf, and icon diilins>ii(hed the talents 
of his young iriend. By this Gentleman 
he was encouraged to pioceed in the cuU 
tivation of the art, was fupplied with 
the means to profecute his frudies, an)l 
iat Jength was brought to London, the 
place in which merit wat moft likely tb 
niect its due reward. 

This event took place about the year 
17S1 5 the ruftic Painter foon obtam^ 
emplovment, and his afficluity in hSa 
profedion enfured him fuccefs in it. He 
took apartments in Orange- court, Leice f- 
ter- fields ; and, at the Exhibition of the 
Royal Academy in lySiy he producetl 
five pi£lures: an Old Man*s Head, U 
Country Boy and Girl, a Boy and Do^^ 
an Old Woman, and a Beggar. There 
pictures dtfplayed both genius in the ar^^ 
and abHities which time and induftrjr 
would ripen to perfe^on. The next 
year he removed to Great Queen- ftreet^ 
Lincoln*! Inn-fiekls, and continued) fbr 
fevcralTjicceflive years, to exhibit por- 
traits ot various perfons, moft of them 
pofleffiiig much merit. In 17S6 his firft 
exhibition in the higher walk of painting 
appeared, in the pi^^vr^ of James the 
Fim of Scotland aflaffinated by Grah^t 
9r the inftigacioB of hii uAcle tbc Puke 
• Ff» * - o W 
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ef Alhol ) and the next vear we 6nd him 
KoyaFAcademrcian Eleft, andexhibitinr 
liis picture of the Ai&flinatlon of David 
Kizzio. In 17S8 he was clewed a Mem- 
f>er of the Royal Academy > and from 
this pcriodi with one or two exceptions, 
each year^dnfimiefl to^gAtifrlhepuhiic 
at the ttimia] Exhibitiomr m^the Aca* 
demy, of which he had become a Mem- 
]>er* 

When the liberal encourager of the 
art of painting, Aldei^an Bovdcll, en- 
gaged m the gftat tindertaktng of a 
xnagnilicent Edition of Shakfpearei with 
prints engraved from paintings , uken 
i'rom pi6luit| by thcmoft eminent artiftt 
€>f the timet » Mr. Opie was employed to 
i>aint feveraly which nave contributed to 
the fuccefs of the undertaking, as well 
as to the extenAon of the artift*8 own 
fame. Of the pi^lures produced by this 
fioble fcheme for the advancement of the 
>rts, thofe by Mr. Opie wi)l not be 
'(iteemed the leaft meritorious. 

The wvl^i of Mr,. Ppie ibew the 



powers of a vigorous mind, variooit 
bold, and inventive, ftri^tly confonning 
to the laws of nature, and feldom de- 
viating from the rules of art. He paints 
the turbulent paflions with ereat eflfed^ 
and fele^ls with judgmefit fuch fituationt 
and circumftances U are bcfl calculated 
to ihike the imagination. He has been 
faid to have lefs grace than force of ex- 
prefiion, and his females are lefs capti- 
vating than the admirers of beauty will 
readily forgive. His colouring is good, 
lind the diftribution of his groups well 
defiened... His old people in particular 
merit great praife. The dreues of bis 
figures are generally correal, and the 
tout enfimbU fuch as produce a degree 
of (atisfaAion to the fpeflator, which 
piflures were defigned to afford, and 
. which fometimes artifts of the fuperior 
order fail in eflfe£ling. 

Mr. Opie is of middle age, and bs^ 
lately married Mifs Alderfon, a lady of 
Norwich, not unknowp in the Uter«y 
world. 



MEMOIRS 
GENERAL FICHEGRU. 



CENERAL PICHEGRU virasbom 
at Arboisin 1761. This town is 
in that part of Franche-Compt^, which 
was formerly named the Bailiwick of 
Aval, and which at prefent makes great 
part of the Department of Jura. He is 
about five feet five inches in height i 
large and athletic in his form, but with- 
cut being incumbered with fiefli. His 
conftitution is robuft < in a word, he is 
calculated for the fatigues of war. There 
is fomething of auftcrity in the f^ppear- 
ance of this General ) but in conver- 
sation, his countenance and manners are 
fnlivened, and beget confidence. He has 
none of that politencfs which is the re- 
sult of duplicity, or of a frivolous dif- 
pofition i but he is obliging without 
a^eflation, and from a natural difpo. 
iition to benefit others. We have not 
been able to learn in what ftation his 
parents were *, but hp himfelf declares 
they were neither noble nor opulent. 

Picbegru received the rudimoits of 
leiiming at the college of Arbois 1 he 
'afterwards ftudied und^ the care of an 

fTfior q{ m»k% lA that towa 1 wli 



having difplayed a great capacity for the 
higher fcienccs, he was appointed by tUoi^ 
monks to teach philofophy and the ma- 
thematics in a collejge belonging to their 
order in the town ot Brienne : but Picbe- 
gru never became a monk himfelf ; 'jjj 
report only arofe from his being employed 
as we mentioned above. 

He afterwards cnHfted himfelf in^ ?»• 
firlt rcflfiment of artillery j and, being 
foon diftinguiihcd in his profeflion, owing 
to his thorough knowledge of thcmatbc- 
matics, he was raifed to the rank of a 
feijeant $ it is well known that this was 
formerly thought a high fta^o^/^^'T? 
perfon of mean birth, a^nd that it fo^nw 
the greateft advancement to which iucli 
perfons could arrive under the old Go- 
vernment. But the Revolution followed | 
?md picbegru, wbofe obfcure birth was 
pow no longer to hide hia fliining ^^^^ 
rofe, from flep to ftep, to the cotpinan^ 
of three great armies, 

A number of traits will give «• » 
Idea of his charaaer. While he com- 
manded the armies of the Low Countricff 
U rrfuftd to execute the horrible d^ 
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^Kich ordered that all the Engliih pri- 
ibaersy whom the fortune of war had put 
into- the hands of the French troops, 
Ihould be put to death. A great num. 
ber of emigrants are indebted to him for 
their lives. He prote£ted from the atro- 
city of the revolutionary laws all thofe 
whom he had the power to fave. He was 
mafier of the effc^ls of the Stadtholder, 
«nd he prefer ved them for him : he might 
have taken them 'away, inftead of per- 
mitting them to be embarked. In nne, 
of all the men who have figured on the 
ftage of Revolution, it is he who has 
prelerved the moft eftimable charafter. 

After fcrving the Republic at the head 
of her armies, and gaining repeated vic- 
tories, Pichegru was recalled to Paris, 
and made Prefident of the Council of 
Five Hundred, a fpecies of triumph not 
lefs ibittering or honourable to him than 
the many victories he gained upon the 
field of battle. At the moment that his 
Damie was announced, '^and that he was 
proclaimed Prefident, his coUea^^ues and 
the whole of the tribunes ijiofttanecufly 
arofc, partly through refpe6l, and partly 
through curiofity, to fee the great man, 
Bvery eye at once was eageily dire^ed 
in the iearch of him alone 4 and when . 
they obferved him more eager to hide 
than expoie the glory of one of the 
greateft Generals in Europe j modeft and 
imai£e6ted, without any mark of dif- 
tinflion, not even hit military habit, 
involuntary plaudits burft from every 
part of the aiTembly, and continued till 
he gained the tribune, where be returned 
his thanks in a dignified manner for the 
honour they had juiV done him. He 
frankly avowed his want of knowledge 
in political alfemblies, and claimed an 
indulgence which he proved he dki not 
ftand much in need of, as he prefided 
with ^reat dignity and prefence of mind 5, 
recalling the cuftom too iong in difufe, 
but whkh it was neceflary to put in full 
vigour, of colle6ling with perfpicuity, 
luul in ftw words, the different opinions, 
and placinj^ them before the aflfembly in 
every poinble point of view for their 
coniidtration and decifion. 

There were certain forms with which 
picheeru was fti|l unacquainted ; but 
Vaublanct ^ho ftood befide him in quality 
of fecretary» politely pointed them o^t 
to him. Pithegru received .thefc in- 
ftru6iions with much pleafure, and with- 
out the leaft embarraffment, becaufe he 
.1^ feoiihlethat he who had beat Brunf. 
IfM^i Cobour|pj je(. Sf9. and forced tl^em 



to acknowledge hit ^rtueSf his dl(in« 
tereftednefs, and his wifdom, and whom 
his country had aifociated with the names 
of Scipio artd Turcnnc, it was not to be 
expelled that, without blulhing, he could 
go througjh, for the firft time, the fomm 
of a deliberative aflembly. But Picbe« 

fru prefided with the greateft propriety, 
[is voice is clear and fonoroiui his 
expreiTion pure and natural, with a mind 
accurate and cultivated. 

In Auguft 1796 he again returned to 
the army for a (hort time. At this pe- 
riod he became discontented with the 
governing powers, who in return wiibed 
to get rid of him : a plot therefore 
was hatched, to which he fell a viftim. 

In Auguft 1797 a plan was alTerted to 
have been laid for reiloring Royalty In 
France ; and in this Pichegru was to 
have been a principal agent. He is re-' 
prefentcd as having been bribed by thfc 
Prince of Cond£ to place Louis XVIII. 
on the throne ; and ne, in return, was to 
be made Marihal of France and Govsrnor 
of Aliace ; to have the figniorfhip, widi 
its park ; a million of Tivres in ready 
money, and a penfion of two hundred, 
thouiand livres a year, with the cf(ate 
called the Terre d* Arbolst which was to 
take his name. 

A curious paper was pretended to be 
found in the ^ort feuillc of M. D*An- 
traigues, and opened in prefence of tho 
Commander in Chief, Buonaparte: it 
contained Pichegru*6 plan of reftoring 
Royalty to France, in oppofitioA to that 
of the Prince of Condc : ** My aninr 
(fays Pichegru) is compo%l of honeft 
men and rogues. It is neceHary to le« 
parate the one from the other, and fo far 
engagje the former by a great meafure 
that they may be no longer able to re- 
treat, and fee no fafety but i|i the fuc- 
ccfs of the undertaking. To attain it, 
I offer to crofs the. Rhine in any part 
pointed out, the day and hour fixed on, 
and with the number of foldiers of dif- 
ferent kinds that ,may be required. I 
fliall previoufly place in all the forts 
officers to be relied on, whofe fentimentt 
Agree with mine. I ihali remove the 
fcoundrels, and place them in fituatiOns 
in which they can do no injury, and 
which will render it impoifibic for them 
to unite. When this is done, I Oiall go> 
to the oth^ fide of the Rhine, and pro- 
claim the Kine. I (ball hoift the white . 
ftandard, and the amiy of Cond^ and the 
Emperor will unite with us. I will im« 
m^at^l/ ^I'odl the RhinCi and reenter 
c Fraacc* 
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FfMce. The forCrefles (h»ll be <kliyere4 
up and gsrrlfoned in the name of the 
King by the Imperial troops. United 
with Condt*8 army, I (halt march irnme- 
ckiately forward. My refotirces will then 
efery where develope thcmreive^, and 
we Aall march to FarU. We (hall be 
there in fourteen days. But it is necef* 
.Ihry you ihoald know that Royalty will 
SK>t be very agreeable to the French 
troops. To maike them cry yive U Rot, 
it will b« necefl'ary to^givc them fome 
^ne, and a crown in each man*s hand. 
KoiUng flu)uld be fpared in the £rtt 
Bioment.'* 

Eftry thing reauired of the Prince of 
Conde was to yield to thefe offers. He 
knew what Pichegru hail offered^ what 
Jk had abandoned, and what were his 
talents. His plan ftood in farther proof 
of his good faith. By paiEug the Rhine» 
Jbh army ftood between tbofe of Wunnfer 
and the Prince of Cond^. Defertion'wat 
therefore impoifible* and, it the enter- 
fria^ £ulcd| Pichegru was himfelf an 
cm^rant. This claim, however, loft 
the Monarchy, as it h^ frequently done 
before. The Prince of Cond£, on read- 
ing the plan, rejcAed it altogether. It 
was aecdSary, to enfurc it» fuccefs, that 
it ihould be communicated to the Auf- 
triaast this Pichegru abfolntelv re* 
qwcd. The Prince of Condt was 
.^inft it f bf wifbed to have alone the 
coMy of briqguig about a Counter* 
Atvolutioit. 

But the PireAory had the earlieft 
intelligence of what was going forward. 
During the night of the 4th of Septem- 
ber, tlte Comaiiilion of Infpe^ois, with 
iinreral Members of both Councils, had 
.aftembled in the hall of the Five Hundred* 
at the Thtttlleries. At midnight GenerU 
JJottlin appeared at the gate of the Ponc- 
toumant, which leads into the garden of 
the Thuilleries from the Square of the 
Kevoiution, at the head of a confiderabie 
detachment, and demanded admittance^ 
which vras refufed him by Ramel, Com- 
mander of the Guard of the Legiftative 
Body. But, upon the General's order- 
ing two pieces of cannoa to advance, 
and the grenadiers at the fame time de- 
claring againft their Commander, the 
rate was opened, and Ramel arreftcd. 
The GoReral then prcceeded to the Ma- 
nege, where the Members vi^re delibe- 
rating, and found there Rovere, Bourdon 
^ roilc, Picbegiu, ViUot, and ieveral 



others, all of whom he immeinatdy ar« 
refted. Pichegru and Villot made fomc 
refiftance, but were immediately feixed 
and difarmedj Pichegru was wounded* 
At the fame time BarthekiDV wu ar- 
retted at the Dire^ory ; but Caraot had 
contrived to make his efcape. 

Before the execution of this blow, the 
Dire5^ory had taken care to have all tbt 
bridges, the Square of the Revolution^ 
and the avenues leading to the Thuil- 
leries, and the moft contiderable pofts of 
the city, occupied by ftrong detachmentt 
of troops, with cannon* In the mean 
while Ueneral Angereau repaired to the 
barracks, where the grenadiers of the 
Legidative Body were quartered, and^ 
having aifembled them, alkcd them if 
they would follow him ? to which they 
all anfwered, with one voice. Yes. They 
then demanded to iee their ci-deveaU 
Conunander Ramel, and degraded him* 
by pulling off his epaulets, and then 
marched to offer their fer vices to the 
DircRory. The walls were covered with 
diSerent papers pofted up by order of the 
Dire£lory. At feven the arretted De* 
puties were conve]fed in fix or (even caiv 
riages to the Temple. At twehre, in 
confequence of an adverti(ement poftecl 
on the doors of both Councils, tbeC|nui- 
cil of Five Hundred ailembled at the 
Odeon, the ancient French Theatre, near 
the Direaotxs and the Elders, at the 
School of Surgery, not far from thence. 
During the whole dav the bridges and 
chief potts were guarded by the troops ) 
the ftreets, efpecially about the Dire^orv 
anid the Councils, were crouded with 
incredible numbers of inquifitive per- 
fons, who feemed to be euided by no 
other motive than curiobty. Not the 
leaft outrage was committed, and the 
utmoft order and tranquillity reigned in 
every Quarter of the city. 

In this manner a Revolution was ef- 
fe^^ed, of which we have given already a 
full detail in our Magaeine for Odober 
1797. It ia unneccttary to add, that the 
plpt was a mere pretence of the DireAory> 
m confequence of which they were re- 
leated from a formidable oppofition to 
their meafiuxs. Pichegru and the reft 
arrived at Cayenne, from whence iorn^ ef 
them made their efcape. The General 
is now iaid to be in Eng^land t what his 
future deftiny may be is in the womb 
of time«

her Court. The Princefs (aw hinv read- 
ing it, and aiked h'lm what he thought 
of it?

T3AT like caufes ihould produce 
the fanae or like effefls, is a rule 
with refpe£l to men as well as things. 
Thofe favourites', who have rilcn to the 
Ible direflion of £ngli(h Courts by mere 
^int of addrefs, and thofe arts which 
are unknown to men of real abilities, 
have been always fatal to the nation j 
vrhereas public affairs have never been 
more happily conduced than when under 
the direction of a perfon regularly bred 
to bufmefs, and who, before his arrival 
at the helm of Government, had pa/fed 
through fuch intermediate offices as both 
furntAied him with experience, and gave 
him an opportunity of difplaying by de- 
grees his great and various talents. In 
this manner rofe, in the time of Henry 
VII, thofe great ftatcfmen Chancellor 
Morton, Sir Edward Poynings, &c. who 
were admired and even dreaded through- 
out Europe. So, in his fon''s leign, ro(e 
the Chancellor Audley \ in his grand- 
<}aughter Elizabeth" s the great Burleigh, 
and in ftili later reigns Clarendon, So- 
iners, and Godolphin } none of whom 
cfcaped envy when living, or fuffcr any 
thing by its efforts now they are dead. ^ 

This is fufHctent to fupport a man of 
true refolution, in his endeavours for the 
fervice of the Nation, even when he fees 
thofe endeavours treated as fo many at. 
tempts to bring on public ruin. This 
bath alwayt fupported that jIONOUR- 
ABLE Person who" hath been for many 
years the objeft of faflious hate ; and 
this infpires his friends with a iuft zeal 
in defence of a reputation, which they 
know will one day fhmd in need of no 
^fcnce, even in refpe6t to thofe, who

now, for the fake of private interefl, / 
affea to be thought his enemies. Th» 
more they confider all things, the more 
they are convinced of his worth, and of 
the merit of that caufe in which thev are 
embarked. If they caft their eyes oaclp 
even beyond the time of his firit appear- 
ancej in bufinefs, they find him defended 
of a family, the antiquity of whica 
needed not titles to make it honourable { 
they behold him diftinguifhed at fchooV 
in the univerfity, and in themoft flouriih- 
ing of our inns of court, as a ridng ge« 
niUs, promifing in its dawn thkt glory, 
to which, by a graceful and proper 
motion, it long ago arrived. They view 
him in Parliament from a natural, and, \£ 
I may be allowed the expreflion, from an 
hereditary right to his country's afTcCtion* 
and acting there in fuch a manner as to 
fix that love to his perfon, which as yet' 
was borne him for the fake of his axi« 
Ceftors. 

In thofe davs men a£led fteadi)/ firora 
principle ) ana this Honourable Man, at 
he fet out on principles of liberty, fo he 
maintained them in all feafons ; and at 
he was never vain of them when in, to 
he was never afharaed of them when oi^C 
of fafhion. He did not proftitute either 
his parts, or his eloquence, to mean or 
flavifh purpofes. His merit rendered 
him conliderable in the eyes of ihofe who 
made this Nation more confiderable than 
ihe ever was } and as they honoured him. 
with their favour in the day of their 
power, fo, with emial courage and gra* 
titude, he defended their honor;- in the 
day of diflrefs. He did more, he (harea 
in their diltrefs i he was afhamed to be 
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at eafc, while hU country CnfFertd ) and 
the vigour with which he exalted himfelf 
againlt thofe to whom it owed . its fuf- 
^ ferings, brought on his own. On this 
occahon he dcmon(liated that innocence 
might be too hard for authority, and the 
virtue of a Hngie man capable of com- 
bating Che whole force of a triumphant 
fa6lion. He fell with greater glory than 
t^ey conquered ; and the voice of the 
people immediately reverfed their ill- 
grounded votes. 

In the c6ur(e of employments worthy 
t>f his birth, and due to his integrity, 
he acquired a thorough knowledge of the 
bufinefs of the Nation, and of that part 
pf its bufmefs which he hath fmce con- 
dtiiled with fo much addrefs. His (kill 
in the finances was not a (kill like that 
which fome others have boaAed of; m 
framing great proje£ts, talking of vaft 
improvements, and pretending to pay 
debts without money,. No ! it was a 
ikill equally folid and ufeful, whereby 
he corre6^ed the en'ors of his predeceflbrs, 
and brought things into fuch c»rder, as 
prevented fome, who had afterwards the 
management of them, from throwing all 
into confuHon again. Thefe were his 
employments in the beginning of the late 
reign, when both King and People were 
'fo well ifatisfied as to his parts and pro- 
'bitv, that after the fatal year 1710, the 
Hm dawn of comfort arofe from the 
bringing him back from his retirement 
to the direflion of public affairs. 

This alone is futticient to demonftrate 
,how unjuft thofe malicious reproaches 
are, which the tools of party have been 
fcattering ever Cncc. Whatever there 
was well intended in the fcheme for 
bringing within compafs the nation*s 
debt, had his countenance and aififtance 
to the utmoft. But when wicked and 
deGgning men had converted the remedy- 
into a poifon, he was one of the firft who 
difcovered it, and he oppofed it with a 
warmth fuitablc to the occafion. Thole 
who have been (ince moft forward to 
, blacken his chara6^<:r, wtre then^lie pro- 
fefTcd admirers of his condufV ; and what 
fecnis to be a little extraordinary, the 
fame people «laily ohjc«5l now to that 
condud, which th<iy then fo much ap- 
plauded. Their mutability, however, 
fervcs only to do honour to the Ileadlncfs 
of his virtue j for after doing all that 
was in his power to prefelve his country 
from misfortunes, he was not afliamed to 
return' to her fcrvice, when (lie (locd in 
need of his afliftance, or to contribute to 
fhe repairing thofe faulu which had been 



committed by hit enemies, though he 
well knew that no fooner tfaey were fare, 
than they would revile him. 

The popular opinion at prefent it, 
that the public debts have been very 
>. little thought of, at leaft with a view to 
payment ; and yet nothing is more. cer- 
tain, than that the only rational fchenM 
for paying them; was the fcheme of this 
Honourable Perfon : a fcheme neither 
difficult nor intricate ! a fcheme which 
exoerience hath demonftrated to be pcr- 
feclly prafticable ! a fcheme indeed which 
his enemies have defeated by repeating 
their fchemes for embroiling the Public, 
till it became lieceffary for him to fufFer 
his own fcheme to give way, foregoing 
reputation willingly, when it was to <avt 
the nation t 

* We have feen the enemies of this 
Honourable Perfon piquing themlelvef 
upon their (kill in politics, and magnify- 
ing their own great wifdom (hewn in 
volumes of journals, diflertations, and 
occafional writers. But what were all 
thefe ? Were thcv at all calculated for 
the real fcrvice of the nation ? Would 
they either pay debts, or take off taxes f 
No 5 that would not have anfwcred their 
authors purpofes, who fought not to 
cafe the people, but to make them reftlefs 
under a load which therofclves had mad« 
necclTary . The fchemes of this Honour- 
able Perfon have been quite the reverfe. 
If he promoted a projeft for increafmg 
the revenue, it was becaufe he thought it 
for the advantage of the public. If he 
has countei|anced any feverity towards 
finugglers, it was purely out of regard 
to the fair trader. His private character 
hith eftabliftied his humanity beyond 
the reach of prejudice ; his very enemies 
are fo many witnelfes of his clemency, 
and their unpuniihed, nay, unthought of 
libels, the ftrongelt panegyrics. 

That he hath mamtained his power fo 
miny years, againft an oppofition equally ' 
violent and malicious, will in all times 
appear ftrang^ to the maayf and eafy to 
the /<rw. For that the Minifter, who 
made it his bufmefs to promote unani- 
mity amongft all his Majcfty's fubjefls, 
by treating fuch as any way defcrved it 
with the grcateft kindnefs, and the moft 
outrageous offenders with the utmoft 
lenity, had impotent enemies and power- 
ful friends, can furely appear no miracle I 
That a Minifter, who in refpefl of fprciga 
affairs a6tcd altogether on maxims of 
equity, never believed it juftifiable to 
make war when occaiion offered, or to 
declare agaioft peace, when it was fought 
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Ibr on juft and honourable tern^t, (hould 
be eftecmed in foreign Courts, will ap- 
pear a natural confequence of his condun ! 
That a Minifter» eafy of aecefs, whofe 
ears were always open to propofals, and 
whofe thoughts were always bent on the 
encouragement of a national and ex- 
tttifive trade, ihould have the good wi(hes 
of the moft eminent traders, though not 
the applaufe of the retainers to trade, 
will be accounted in ail times, no more 
than what might have been expe^ed ! 
But that the foes of fuch a Minifter, who 
in mere oppolition to his fchemes, pro- 
moted domeftic confufion, a foreign war, 
and a total interruption of trade, that 
' thejr might have the pleafure of com- 
plaining of it I that fuch men as theie 
fliould be honoured with the name of 
patriots, even by the dregs of the people, 
will ftrike fucceedinfi" ages with wonder, 
^Md pafs, I am afraid, for a full juiHii« 
cation of thoTe outcries againft corruption 
which come weekly from the moft cor- 
rupt mouths in the nation, whom nothing 
but corruption ever did advance to power, 
and who are now endeavouring to cor- 
rupt the common fcnfe, as they formerly 
did the honcfty of the people ! 

It will by no means appear aftoniihing 
to any man of prudence and penetration, 
that fchemes 10 juft and equitable in 
themfelves (hould not in all refpe6l8 be 
attended with fuccefs. That would be 
fuppofing human wifdom fuperior to the 
divine. How ihould the fchemes of a 
good Minifter be carried into execution 
abfolutely and with eafe, while the world 
is full of miichievous, defigning, and 
ielf-interefted men } and while, perhaps, 
the majority of the reft may be deluded 
by a frothy eloquence and plaufible pre- 
text f Betides, the great principle on 
which the Honourable Perfon hath a^ed, 
viz. the reftoring and maintaining Li- 
berty, hath been, and muft be ever fatal 
to his other views. For wherever there 
is Liberty, there will be men who will 
make a bad ufe of it} and wherever 
thefe men are, they will trefpafs without 
fear againft the laws of God, of Nature, 
and their Country. They will feeth the 
kid in its motner*s milk $ that is to 
iay,.they will make ufe of -benefits in 
poflei&oo againft thofe by whom they 
were beftowed. They will fct them- 
ielves up for the fole lovers of liberty, 
and under that notion they will under- 
mine, I mean in popular opinion, thofe 
who maintain that liberty which they 
abule. By arts like thele, they may 
keep the beft MiniDcr at bay> prevent 
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the moft public- fpirfted defiffns from 
being put in execution, and then, wi^ 
that effrontery which is natural to falfe 
patriots, reproach him for not doi^g 
what they will not fufter to be done. 
Thefe things, as I -laid at firft, may pals 
upon the many, but they will , not pais 
upon the frw. When time hath weeded 
out prejudice, and pofterity calmly re- 
views thofe fcenes ot which our pailiopt 
will not fuifer us to judge, right will be 
done to all parties, and true greatnefs of 
foul will be diftinguiftied from reftleftinefs 
of fpirit. 

I ftiall clofe this difcourfe with ob* 
fervin^, that as in the morning of his 
days this Great Man triumphed over the 
malice of his enemies when in power, 
fo he has again triumphed over their 
envy in the meridian ot his glory. He 
hath ftiewn himfelf alike infenlible of 
their injuries and their reproaches ; and 
as he was conftant to his fentiments in 
(pite of all they could do, fo he ftill keeps 
fteadily to his purpofe, notwithftanding 
all they can fay. He began the world 
with confidering things as they really 
are in nature, and not as mankind are 
pleafed to reprefcnt them ; he has always 
gone on in the fame track, and time has 
conftantly juftified th^ re6litude of hi^ 
conceptions. The prefent is, without 
doubt, a moft critical conjuncture, and 
as fuch, worthy of his courage and con- 
duct i neither is it to be doubted, that 
he will bring himfelf and his country 
with as much honour out of war, as 
heretofore he maintained her trade and 
lafety, during the long continuance of 
peace. Thole who are enemies to both, 
as they really wifli, fo they affc£l to think 
oiherwife ; but time, the difdofer of 
fecrcts, will, I hope ere long, reveal to 
their difappointment thofe honours which 
yet remain to crown that Adminiftration, 
which, like the Government of Pericles, 
may boaft of being unftained with the 
blood of citizens, and having done more 
good to foes, than was done by former 
Adminiftrations to their friends«

Though this great Painter, as Dr. 

Rawky lays ot his godlike patron Lord 
Sacon, was no great plodder upop books, 
yet, from the convtrlation of other pcr- 
Ibns, from his own well dire6>ed rtadine, 
•Dd from the natural iagacity of his 
mind, he -had collected togetheV fuch a 
variety of materials on moft lubjc^ls, that 
his writings and converfation tc'tmed with 
general pofitions, and with abltra6i pro- 
pofiticns, that refembled very much the 
aphcrifms of Lord Verulam himidf. To 
the in^enicns Mr. Malone the world is 
much indebted for printing, in his • Life 
of Sir Jo(hua% ibme of his MS. obfcrva- 
ttons on his own profefHon, *< in which 
one particularly fees that power of ge- 
neralization, the concomitant of genius, 
and the attendant upon great and forcible 
minds.*' Sir Jofliua fays, with that in- 
genuoufnefs in owning his defe^ls which 
a mind coniicious of fuperiority only will 
exhibit, ** hot having the advantage of 
an early academical education, I never 
poflclled that facility of drawing the 



naked figure which an aitifl ougfitf* 
havc.^ It appeared to me too late, when 
I went to Italy, and began to feel nty 
own deficiencies, to endeavour t<> acquire 
that readinefs of invention which I ob- 
ferved others to poflefs.

youth an improvifitore •. . • • I con- 
fidered myielf as playing- a great game 
in art,'' adds Sir Jottiua, " and inf^cad 
of beginning to fave money, I laid it 
out falter than, I got it, in purchafmg 
the be(l examples of art that could be 
procured j for I even borrowed money 
for this purpole. . The pofTefTing por- 
traits by Titian,Vandyke, and Rembiant, 
I confidered as the bill kind of wealth* 
By iludying carefully the works of the 
great mailers, this advanuge is obtained ) 
we find that certain nici;tie«-of exprefTion 
arc capable of bting executed, which 
otherwife we might liippofe beyond the 
reach of art. This gives us a confidence' 
in-ourfclves, and we are thus incited, not 
only to endeavour at the fanoe happineTs 
of execution, but alfo at other congenial 
excellencies. S/Kt/y, indeed, coniifts in 
learning to fee nature*, and may be called 
the art of ufing other men's minds f. 
By this kind of contemplation and 
exertion we arc taught to think in their 
way, and fometimcs to attain to their 
excellencies. Thus, for initance, if I 
had never feen any of the works of 
Corregio, X ihould perhaps have never

Thit great hiftorian thus defcribes (he 
nuinners of his countrymen, the Spaniards 
oi his time.

Under Don Ro- 
derigo, lays he, nothing can be conceived 
more dilTolute than the manners of the 
Spaniards, nor was there ever ft nation 
more abandoned to all manner of plea-

panion, luxury* That high courage and 
prowelk that had formerly atchievcd fuch 
great things, was now enervated bv vice^ 
which at the iametime totally untiinged 
the difcipline of the army. The Portu - 
guele feem to have lolt their ardour for 
military atchievements, and that love for 
the honour of their country, on a late 
occaiion, which ufed to diitinguilh them 
in the fourteenth century, and to have 
d^ferved that farcafm upon them, which 
fays, " Strip a Spaniard of all his g9od 

Dualities, an^ he makes ^a complete 
'ortuguefe." Qu^rvedo, in his vifions 
of the infernal regions, places the Portu- 
guefc in the DeviPs necelfary-houfe *•

has faid; that an unfortunate and an im- 
prudent peri'on are, in general, fynoni- 
mous terms. The great John De Wit 



went farther, and faid, that fortune wat 
an idle and an empty name, the bood- 
fervant to induftry and virtue* 

POLYBIUS. 

This ereat Hiftorian thus defcribet 
the fall of ancient Rome. The circum- 
ftances he mentions may perhaps apply 
to other countries : «« The body ot the 
people give the final blow, and complete 
their own ruin, for when they imagine 
themfelves oppreffed by the avarice of 
their rulers on one hand, and arc Battered 
and enflamed by interefted and ambitious 
leaders on the other, they then confult 
nothing but their paflions, throw off all 
regard to authority, will no longer eo* 
dure their magiftrates, but take all, eveo 
the molt material parts of power, into 
their own hands. The Government is 
then called by the prettied of all names, 
• Liberty anci Democracy,^ but which in 
fad is the want of all things. Ochlo- 
cracy, or the Government of the Mob." 

For the democracy or power of the 
people quickly turns into violence and 
manual outrage. The afiembled muhi- 
tude bani/h one great man, murder an- 
other, confifcate eitates, and makedivifion 
of public lands, unti][ exafperated with 
Its own cruelties, it fends out a defpot 
and an abfolute lord, to whom it fub« 
mitf.

M. Atigout> one of the tranflators of 
Vitnivius into French, and an excellent 
archite£^» told Dr. Lifter, " that Inigo 
Jones was the firft £ndi(hm|n who un- 
derftood bnilding ; and that, in bis opi- 
nion, the Banqueting-houfe * at White- 
hall was preferable to all the buildings 
he had feen on this fide the Alps." The 
tribane of the Popifli Chapel at Somerfet 
H-mfe, built for Henrietta Maria, Queen 
of Charles the Firft, by that architeA, 
was converted into a green- houfe at 
Whitton, the feat of the late Sir William 
Chambers, and ftill exhibits much of that 
grandeur of decoration which pervades 
everv defign of Inigo Jones. There has, 
I believe, been no view of it engraven.

to Travellers' by the prel'ent venerable 
Dean of Glouceiter II, he would then be 
<• omnibus num^is ab/biutuf,^^ armed at 
all points, furnifhed with every inftru- 
mcnt for turning his peregrinarions to 
their proper ace- unt, the improvement 
of his own mind, and the inltrudion of 
others.

This elegant and accoropliftied Noble- 
Qian addrefled a letter to his fon-in-law, 
Roger, Earl of Rutland, written with 
all the ufual elegance and fagacity that 
diftinguiflied every thing that came from 
hi* pen. It is entitled *An Excellent 
Letter concerning Travel.' " Health of 
.mind," fays he truly, ** coniifteth in an 
unmoveable conftancy and freedom from 
paflions, which are indeed the fickneffe 
of the mind f : ftrength of mind is that 
a£live power which makcth us perform 
good and great things, as well as health 
and even temper of mind keepeth us from 
evil and bafe things." 

" To attaine to the health of the 
niind," adds he, ** we muft ufe the fame 
meanes which we do for the health of our 
bodies ; that is, to make obfervauce what 
difeafes we are apt to fail into, and to 
provide againft them ; for phyikke hath 
not more remedy againft the difcaie of 
the body, than reafon hath prefervatives 
againft the paflions of the mind."

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JESSAY ON HAPPINESS. 



THERE U not any topic, in the re- 
fearch and difcuHTion of which the 
learned ot evei*y age and plimate have 
more frequently exerted their abilitie|» 
than in that ot Happiness; Themean^ 
of attaining, and meihuds of perpetu- 
ating, the enjoyments of |}uman life, has 
been ever a lirft labour of the philofopher 
and poet : it is at this hour the fubjc6l 
of much difputation and enquiry, hcing- 
indeed a theme of everlafting and uni* 
▼erlgl importance. It is in itielf lb 
comprehenfive as to admit of various 
fpeculation. Notwithitanding fuch a 
number of difquifitors, there is yet no 
invariable .ftandaid propofed; for (like 
the philofophcr*s (lone) though it is 
iirequeiitly fought aiter» it is feldom 
found. 

pur ipoft eftecmcd and elegant writers 
•n the fubie^ defcribe it to be a. fituation 
of interna] content, an health of body 
.and of mipd, an heaven of foul, and an 
iiarmony of heart j others, in writing 
and in life fuppofe its conftituent prin- 
ciples are dignity of rank and beauty of 
form i Iplendor of parts, or fublimity of 
thought ; keennefs of intellefl, or vacuity 
of ignorance j pppuUr prailc, or obfcure 
^bftra^ion. yhis imaginjis it to glitter 
ip the eiiieties of a Court ; and that, to 
repofc beneath the Ihadc. 'The Novelilt 
places this blelhng in the Toft pffufions 
of two l^ender hearts \ the Bard aflTures 
]us, in a language Hill more perfuafive, 
that it is to be fouiid gliding in the 
pimples of the ftream, and blooming in 
the bioflbms of the flower } glowing iq 
the funbeam, and warbling the note of 
liature a^ong the branches 1— While the 
Man of Virtu declares, it is incruftec) 
yrith the ruft of the 'venerable Medal. 
The Sage, who hangs intent over tjic 
pageof jintiquity, and he who fits watch- 
ing the midnight progrefs of the Aars, 
ifneers at fuch idle unphilofophic grati- 
fications, and pronounces, with pompous 
folly, that nothing is cither nt or happy 
beneath the fpheres." On the other hand, 
the witty and the frolickfome break out 
ilito burfts of pdiciiic at their dignified 
llupidity, and, equally miilaken though 
equally confident, aflirm, that the ulti- 
matum of life is enterprife> women» and 
Vrine. 

Of Happinefs, fuch have been, ftill 
jpe> and ever will be, the general opinions* 



This fubjefl, amongft authors (like moA 
others), has been carried too far ; tor the 
in6nite variety of treatifes upon it, each 
contradictory to the other j the fentimentt 
of one writer fo claihing with the nuxims 
of another; and the perplexities of one 
fo involved in the fubtleties of another ; 
that the united labour of many pens are 
rendered one entire n^afs of patch-work 
and confufion. 

At the fame time it is not my intention 
to infmuate that we are deftitute of found 
obferyations on (his head : the infinv- 
ation would be equally dilingenuous and 
unjuft. I think, however, that many 
good opinions are clouded, and oflen 
wholly eclipfed, by an argumentative 
heat of thinking, and an affected verbq/e- 
nefs of expreflion. 

In my private judgmei^t, it is the mod 
perfpicuous and rational difquiiitioti that 
. was ever difcuflcd, however wit may have 
concurred with folly to involve: it in 
necdlefs intricacy. It is a flower of ce« 
ledial extras ion, fet by the hand of di< 
vinity itfelf, in the centre of his earthly 
garden, which branches thence, by a 
million ramiflcations, over the whole $ 
the blalfom of which may be enjoyed bjr 
every inhabitant who has either tne (kill 
or prudence to crop it, without wounding 
the root. 

It is numifeit, that real Happinefs 
conAfts in the filent and facred applaufe 
of an approving confcience^ and that, 
however differently confidered or purfued, 
is only attainable by a decency of con- 
dufl, and a delicacy of mind • 

It is, however, methinks, no idle fpe- 
^^lation to oblerve how mankind differ 
in the means by which they attain the 
fame general end, and efpecially this 
iipportant point. From the moment in 
which the eye opens on the light of 
heaven, to tnat m which it dofes iti 
death, the univerfal aim is to feek fe- 
licity : to enjoy and procure which, every 
paffion and perception, every faculty and 
icnlc, every corporal and moral power, is 
aroufed to their higheft tone or a^ivity 
and exertion. Yet \t is amazing to ob- 
fcrve, that every man varies in the pur- 
fuit^ though ieeking a fimilar enjoyment, 
and endowed with the fame capacities. 
Jt appears ^hen to mf v^ry plainly, that 
every man has an object of blils fuited 
to his fraine of mind, and congenial to 
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BIS complexion; and which, in fome 

BrticVilar, differs from the favourite oh. 
\ of another. I am almoil bold enough 
to extend this remark over the natural 
world alio ; for it is furely not incon- 
gruous or romantic to fuppofc, that every 
■torn on the Icale of lite tbrm$ to iifelf 
ibm'c peculiar fenfation of its peculiar 
bappintffsy agreeable to the force of in* 
fiin^y and its ftrength of compreheniion ; 
and we majwith the fame propriety con- 
je^iure, that thofc favourite feufations 
cflcntiaUy differ from thole of any other 
reptiifc ur inlcft in the fame rank of exift- 
^ncc. The lealt confideration will con- 
vince bf, how neceflary it is that it 
ihouki be thul ordered; for to what 
other end or purpolc could he who pre- 
partth sill thines fo luxuriantly beftow, 
fcvcn upon his loweft order of Aibje6^8, 
fuch fingular powers of choofmg and 
tiding, of preferring and avoiding } 

^ And if Happincfs admits fuch endlefs 
diverfity, and loch variety of modification, 
it will be found to derive all its fpirit, 
and ail Sti exqUifite poignancy of plea- 
fore, from that Power who has to fur- 
priiingly accommodated fevery particular 
being with particular faculties, to enjoy 
%hat is amiable, to repel difalter^ and to 
fcek fecurityi In a ftibjea at once fb 
fimple, yet lo important, it H not necef- 
iary to ran into metaphyfic pompofitjr 
or pedantic parade $ what Happinefs i^, 
and what it is not, every one is told by 
every fenlfe apd principle within him. 
He whoi by a timely effort of benevo- 
lence, preltrves an afflicted family from 
wretchcdnefs and ruin ; or he whofe in- 
terpoling gcncrofity baffle* the threat of 
atithority, or the arrogance of power | 
lie who> in the hour of public trial, 
kindles into play every patriot principle } 
he who preferves in profperity hi^ humi. 
lity, and his fortitude in anguifti $ fed 
at their hearts an honeft animation, a 
elorious glowing, which they know to 
be the reward of exerted virtues, and ire 
convinced that it muft be Happinefs ; 
while, on the other hand, thole who 
meanly temporife with their nrincipleiy 
or facrilice their fmcerity to their avarice, 
the impious, and irreligious, are as fully 
certain that the horrors which haunt 
their minds are the in^iAings of an in- 
cignant and affronted confcience, in con- 
leqtience of obftinate iniquity. 

Happinefs, like wit, may be divided 
Into that which is fantaftical and that 
which is real $ or, like gold, into the 
fteiling and the counterfeit. M6ch of 
yrhat the world conltntt to dignify with 
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the proud title of felicity is the mere 
JU«ury of imagination, and, ftill more, 
is the abfurdity of tolly. I think we 
may arrange under thefe heads the pi ide 
of anccltry and thfc iorcc of grandc:ur> 
the apparatus of itation and the inlblence 
of birth. 

There is alfo another fncties of falfe 
Happinefs, which is molt incidental to 
the youthful, I mean their allowing a 
too ready credit to the romantic de- 
fcriptions of rural fimplicity, and the 
cxtatic eulogiums of a ftudious ccuntry 
life J a life (as they are told), into the 
calm of which no forrow fhall ever ob- 
trude, nor difaller at any time diftrefs | 
but on which the rofcs of health and 
nature are ever in bloom* and where the 
verdure of unfading fpring (hall frefhen 
on the eye without end. This is the 
poetical paradife of an aftual emhudaft. 
Thofe who have been fome teafons re- 
fident in the country, though they have 
prcbably found many things to admire, 
have found at leaft an egual number 
which have excited their difcuff. The 
rufticity of the clown, and the little 
fcandal that circulates through the parifh 
in an houri counterbalances the pleafufa 
or the profit we receive from the fweet- 
nefs of^the violet and the falubrity of the 
air. 

Let as expcO from a (ituation nd 
More than it naturally has to beflow } 
for to form an unrfcafonable expectation 
of any thinff is voluntarily to abforb our 
fcnfes in a dream of vifionary enjoyment^ 
and which virjll aroufe us to a more fen^ 
fible cunviAion of the anguifh of diiap* 
pointment when we awake. 

It is undoubtedly true that mankind 
would be lefs unhappy if they would 
conlhintly remember that they are only- 
beings placed in a world, which (like 
themfelves) is in continual decay ^ and 
the univerfal flux of human thmgs is 
fufficient to inform us, that every ftate 
muff inevitably feel the miferiet intailed 
upoil ita nature, and pay down a pro- 
portionate tax to the laws of moitality* 
To the account of fi^itious Happinefs £ 
(hall not hefitate to place Ma the rage of 
conqueft, in gallantry, and in war, tba 
ardour of oppofition, for the (ake of un- 
generous triumph | with the phrensy of 
appetite $ and likewife the contraoled 
enjoyments of avarice and prodi^ity. 
Of all the delnfions to which the foul it 
led in its ptirfuit of pleafure, however^ 
the gratificationi of ftvenge are at once 
the moft diftinguifhed and unmanly* 
The (atisfa€tion$ of a fanguinc mind are 
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indeed dreadful ! and a good one cannot 
ealily conceive any wickednefs fo diabo- 
lic;! as (hould incline a man to rejoice at 
the dcftruftionor diflbiution of another. 

Yet it is certain that the murderer^ 
from the removal of a rival, or the death 
of an enemy, imagines he fliall purchafe 
that vifhich feems wanting to his wiOics j 
and wifiies may not improperly be termed 
the wings of the foul. A man intent on 
revenge feels an initant and horrid refo- 
Imion on his end, without regarding the 
means, or attending to the improprieties, 
by which it is to be brought about j and 
while the dreadful bufmefs U carrying 
on in his bofom, he gees on from one 
enormity to another, till he has quite 
favaged his nature, and till he a6^ually 
'poflefles an avarice of blood. Such are 
inflances of that fallacious Happinefs, 
which caufes fo much confufion and 
-diforder in the world. I have before de- 
lineated the features of true felicity j 
but to: hofe above mentioned may be 
added thofe prccceding from innocency 
of life, or or amufement; with fuch as 
we derive frtsm the pleafures of genius> 
from the fublimities of art and natpre, 
from intellectual, perfonal, and moral ex- 
cellence, from plain honefty of heart, 
from public loyalty and private endear- 
'inent ; and, above all, from the finer re- 
ciprocated joys of fecial converfe, friend - 
Alp, and love. In refpeft of Happinefs, 
none evince a greater contrariety of 
opinion concerning it, than thofe who 
are jufl entering into life, and thofe who 
are jult retiring from it. There are 
indeed few things in which the fentiments 
of the young and the old agree : from 
which dilTuntlarity arifcs the general ani- 
molltfcs between them. In age the ulti- 
matum is gain, if not avarice j in youth 
it is liberality, if not profufion : an old 
man is tenacious of every thing, and 
when the leaft capable of enjoying any 

Eart, grafps the gbbe in his wifhes : 
e has a fatisfaflion in the moft trifling 
poifenions, not becaufe ihcy are ufefuf, 
but becaufe they are fo much added to 
the main fl^ock : though his organs are 
dim, and his taile dilrelifhing, even of 
delicacies, yet he feems to feel frcfh vi- 
gour, and his blood to thaw, as he re- 
counts, with tedious exa£tnefs, his fro- 
licks while yet a boy, and his atchieve- 
ments in manhood. Remembrance and 
narration are the crutches of a^e, at 
they certainly conftitute the chief plea- 
fures of lenefcence 5 but we cannot 
afford a more complete or complimentary 
enjoyment to bim whom time has made 



venerable, than by leading the confer- 
fation into fuch a channel as may giv« 
him an opportunity to recount the won- 
ders of his youth, and the miraculous 
times in which he lived, while you po- 
litely lilten to the prolixities of his 
tale. 

The young man, on the contrary, ne^- 
le6ling the pail, in the morning of hit 
days, full of ardour and fpirit, preflea 
on to the future, animated with hope» 
and pufhed forwaixis by curioiity. He 
derives little confolaiion from what ia 
gone before, but from what is to come, 
and is therefore impatient to Hart into 
aClion. His foul is all aClivity, and hia 
body all vigour. He pants with ex- 
peClation, and begins nis career with 
intrepidity and afmrance : he goes on 
with perfeverance $ he is neither deterred 
by danger, nor deprefled by difappoint* 
ment j health of heart, flrength of con- 
ftitution, and vivacity of buoyant fpirita» 
aid him to combat and to conquer tha 
iicklineffes of nature 5 and a powerful, 
irrefiifible defire of diftin£lion and know, 
ledge, with a ftrong love of novelty, eiw 
ables him to familiarize difficulty, en- 
counter peril, and defy alarm, in hra 
progrefs through life the flripling feea 
fit obje£ls . to excite and to engage every 
paflion, and every palTion has, by turna> 
Its portion of enjoyment. He commonly 
finds that the pliability of his nature 
inclines him to give a firfl attention to 
the impreflions of love j and the hero 
foon refigns his afFe6lions and his heart 
to beauty and to virtue $ and then it is 
his principal vigilance to evince the 
re^itude of his honour and the pene* 
t ration of his parts ; and in a (hort time 
his entire faculties of mind and perfon 
are dedicated to the mofl elegant of all 
human pafTions. When he yields up hia 
foul to the enchantments of female ex- 
cellence, he becomes Iblicitous to form 
friendfhips, and contra^ regards, upon 
the fame principles with his love : at 
length he attains the foft confent of tlie 
maid whom his addrefs and chara^er 
has fubdued. The ceremony is palf, 
and he becomes, about the noon of h!a 
being, a ffationary character. He re- 
mits then of his curiofity, and become^ 
kfs folicitous to examine life, but mere 
fo to enjoy it. His reflections, hopes, 
and aims, have hitherto been defultcjy, 
fugitive, and dilTufe: but at length 
marriage has turned the tide ; he colled a 
his ideas, calls home his thoughts, mar- 
fbals his powers, and reduces that koow- 
ledge, wAich he has gained by a pjblic 
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commerce with mankind, to the pra£lical 
utility of private life. The thirft of 

ftory ami applaufe now gives way to 
omeftic carca j a tender partner and a 
riling offspring inl'pire the moft ferious 
^ind. pleafing folicitude, ai.d his higheil 
ar.d belt an;ibition is now, in what manner 
to educate his children, and Itation them 
to advantage in the yvorlJ. 

To the vigilance and afTiduIty of the 
hu/band, and the anxicus tendernefs of 
the parent, fuccecds the love of cafe, and 
a wi/li to i"ctiie from all the obtrufions 
of the world. This is the evening of 
hie life, and the declining man /uon longs 
camertly for a retreat, which may rtpcl 
the attacks of folly and vexation : and 
folitude has now all the charms, in which 
his fancy (in a gayer lealon) arra)cd 
iccicty. 

Security from interruption, a warm 
fire, and an elbow chair, prove more 
agreeable to him than all the late be- 
witching delufions of jollity and frolic. 
Memory is now called in to alTift him, 
and is the purveyor of his entertainment j 
to her he refers bimfelf to difpiay her 
recorded treafures, and to recapitulate 
the paft : prefently his views all con- 
center to a point, and the delights of his 
jrouth are totally fubverted j for he who 
in the dawn of his exiftcnce delighted 
only in the happinels of others, will, 
when its fun is about to fet, find a 
ftronger propenfity to afford comfort to 
him/elf than to others : he now gives 
up himfelf to the power infenfibility and 
ilcep ) and an irregular and flagging 
pulfe announces the hour to be nigh, 
when the bell (hall feelingly indicate that 
it is total midnight, and that the veteran 
has finidied his career. 

Thus have I endeavoured to follow a 
fellow- creature from the dawn of infancy 
to the verge of death, and thereby in- 
tended to fliew, that every ftagc of life 
enjoys its peculiar comforts ; and that 
cur opinions of felicity vary in pro- 
portion as our years increafe, till the 
curtain of cxlftence falls, and we can 
change no more. 

Happinefs is, methinks, too bold a 
tepn iorany fublunary fatisfa^^ions, and 
therefore the Moralilts have concurred 
ixk dircdling us tg the rcHd^nce of Con- 



tent. And Content is indeed all that wt 
can wifti, fince it includes in its import- 
ant meaning every thing which can juftly 
excite either emulation or hope. Content 
i^ the offspring of Temperance and 
Health, was rocked in Elyfaim by the 
hand of Humility, and led forth into life 
by Rc(^itpde and Virtue. In my idea, 
themofl intxhaulHve fources of Happinefs 
are derived from the more honourable 
attachmc'nts of love and friendlhip, fince 
the very anxieties of thofe have in them a 
fort of delicious and foothing foftnefs. 

To propoie, however, any fet forma» 
or to point out any invariable modes of 
felicity, would be equally ridiculous and 
vague ; efpecially in a life which is for 
ever fliifting from objeft to objeft^ from 
palTion to palfion, and migrating from 
one afTcftion and pkafurc to another* 
Ob ler vat ions on the moft probable me- 
thods of attaining general Happinefs 
may be gathered ijom what 1 have fatd 
U])on the occafiun, and are lindecd to be 
found every where j but far the molt 
firiking and pathetic lefTons on this en- 
gaging liibjed are difplayed foruniverlini 
perufal in the copious volume of naiurct 
and in the book of life. 

The works of our divine author are 
to be read in every ray of the fun, in 
every blolTc m of the tree, and in every 
flower cf the field. In bis ample page» 
are ccmpolcd a fyftcm of dignintd bene- 
volence, that at once pleafes and infpires : 
we fhall there perceive an operating Pro- 
vidence, induftricus for the well-bein^ 
of its creatures; we fhall oblerve it< 
care, beginning at the utmoft length of 
the line, in animalcula j thence gradually 
afcending to beings of greater conle- 
quence, till it ends with Man, that grand 
link in the chain of created nature. 

He who refle5ls on fuch illimitable 
mercy cannot forbear to jprolirate, in 
humble adoration, his pafuons and -his 
powers. He who cafts an eye of enquiry 
around him, will find felicity cuurting 
his acc|;ptance. Life is pregnant with 
the feeds of blifs ; and (various as are 
the capacities of the foul and icnfes) 
there are fufficient objects to gi-atify 
them all, nor need any man be entirely 
nuferable, but by his own fault.

A ^ I^flTwan Oglou hat of late ac- 
jTa. quired Tome celebrity^ tbe follow- 
ing partkulars of hit Life and Cbara6ler 
way not appear uniDtcrefting t 

PafTwaa Oglou was born at Wlddtn t 
ht it a Greek by birth, but in hit early 
vouth he became a Mufl\tirrany and got 
himfelf enrolled amongft the Jahnifl&uriet, 
in which c^rpt he obtained rapid ad- 
vancementt. He hat the reputation of 
deep a:id various information : his cha- 
ra^Ur is marktd with great and uncom- 
mon features, but efpecially bv inflexible 
firmreft in aU his rcloives ; hit finnnert> 
however, it highly tcmntjed withjuftice 
and humanity. He emini^ntly diflin- 
guiflitid himfelf, in the ditftrcnt poitt 
which he held at Coniiantlnople and at 
Widdin, by an extreme frnplicity in hit 
manner of living, an^l by as ftrong an 
averfion for rmnptuouibels and often- 
tation. In a word, he is dcfcribcd at a 
philofophd I r lowed with all the great 
qualities wlich arc required of thofc 
who are calial to cmlixnt (ituations. 
He is not as yet forty ycar^ of age. 

Dining his campaign, which lafted 
time or ten months, he experienced the 
extremes of good and ill fwrtune, and he 



comported himfelf in both wit<i dif- 
cretioo. There it every realbn to be- 
lieve that his revolt wat not at firft 
dire^ed againft the Grand Seignior, but 
againft fome neighbouring Pachas \ and 
that, in order to fwell the number of hit 
adherentt, he pretended to aflcrt and de- 
fend the rightt of the Janniflaries, but 
ended in proclaiming himfelf the Pro*- 
teftor of the Liberties of the Greeks. 

There can be little doubt, if Paffwan 
OglOu had been able to maintain himielf 
for any length of time in Macedonia, be 
would have brought about a Revolution 
in that Province, and alfo in Albania 
and the Morca. He has, however, fince 
made his peace with the Grand Seignior^ 
and probably may be appointed as the 
military antagonift of Buonaparte. Thut 
we may fee two men oppofcd to one an- 
other, though bom at different ends of 
the world, yet fimilar in their talents and 
fortunes; Doth men of ftrong natural 
parts 5 both endued with a fpirit of 
revolutionizing J both hitherto fucceft<- 
ful 5 and both at a point of fame rarely 
the lot of men of their ages. For Buo- 
naparte -to meet with fuch a rival, after 
fuch a ihipwreck., bodes him no good*

U^itb their ObjeQs, and Finahfermi nations • 
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£ do not mean in this (ketch to 
give kn account of all the hofti- 
)itiet which pafled between the powerful 
Septs of that Nation and the Britiih 
Coloniet fettled rliere from the firft con- 
qveft of Ireland. They are toQ nu- 
merous, and would be too unimportant 
to the prelent deiign : we (hall therefore 
begin with the Rebellion of Thomat 
Fitzgerald Lord OfftUty, eldeft fon and 
heir of the Earl of KJUUrc> in the reign 
of Henry the Eighth* 



That Nobleman, beiD|r 
m^r 



then Chief 
Governor of Ireland under the Kingf 
broke out into an open rebellion, re- 
nounced hit allegiance to the Kinff, and 
fet himfelf up at an independent rrinct. 
After feverai conflict, he and hit ad- 
herentt were reduced } himiclf, with fite 
of hit uncles, were taken prifonert, fent 
into England, and there were hanged and 
quartered at traitors, at Tvbum. The 
Earl hit father died of grief at a prifoner 
in tli» Tower of London, and the wkoie 

family 
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family eftate wat confifcated^ Thus the 
illuftrious race of the Fitz^ra)d$ would 
have been for ever extingui(be4» h^ oot 
Queen Mary, out of compaflfioa to th^ 
fortunes of that Houie> afterwards re- 
ftored the only (hoot which remained of 
this ancient trunk to the family honours 
and eftate. 

In the reign of Queen £Iizabeth> the 
Earl of Defmond^ a NobJtman originally 
of Engltlh blood, and whoiie dominions 
extended almoft all over Munfter, entered 
Into a league with the then powerful 
Monarchy of Spa^n, for frvering Ireland 
from EHglandy and rendering it inde* 
pendemi. He was joined by almoft the 
whole Iriih nation, then bigotted Roman 
Catholics (the few Englim colonies at* 
tached to the Queen being of the fame 
perluafion), and was fupported by the 
Spaniards with great fup plies of troops 
and military Acres: yet the fuperior 
power of England foon crufhed him and 
nis adherents, and his head was (luck up 
as the head of a traitor on London 
Bridge. 

The Earl of Tyrone, an able Iri(h 
Chieftain, both as to courage, influence, 
and ability, and who had .been trained in' 
arms under Elizabeth herfelf, next raifed 
a rebellion in Ireland, on the fame ground 
of independence and ftpmation from 
England, He was alfo afli(fcd by Spainy 
who, beiide other fuppiies, fent him fix 
thoufand 8pani(h infantry, famous for 
their fupenor difcipline over all other 
Europeans. He was joined by the whole 
body of what was then called the Jrijb 
pation ; that is to (ay, the Irilh Catho. 
lies, who were forty to one in number 
over the Englifh colonics i yet he and 
his followers were in a few campaigns 
jcompletely fubdued ^nd conquered by the 
power of* England; and the confequences 
of t h if -i rebellion and fuppreiTion were—- 
the fliughter, or difpcrlion into foreign 
countries, of all the In(h Chiettains who 
ierved under him, and of the greater part 
of the inhabiunts of fix whole counties 
in the northern parts of Ireland. 

The calamities brought upon the Iri(h 
Romanics by this uni'uccefisful rebellion 
(lays Morrilbn and other cotemporary 
writers) can only be equallcJ by thole 
of the Jews, at the time of the deltru6lion 
of Jerul'alem by the Romans. 

The next rebellion in xhtcaufe of fe- 
paration from England was that which 
commenced in the year 1641. The IriOi 
Komanids at that time, encouraged by 
the diftra£led (late of affairs in England, 
and abetted by the Kcpublics^i of thi^ 



country (as in part they have been on m 
late occaAon), broke out into an oj^n 
rebellion for the purpofes of feparatioa 
and independence* The Iri(h Romaniifs, 
at th^ breaking out of this rebellion, 
vere, according to Sir William Petty, 
fi*ve qnd a half to one in comparifon to 
the \r\(\fi Protedants, and we are told by 
the lam^ author, that they murdered 
tli/r/jfjgven tboufand PtottJiantSf in ths 
firft' year of this rebellion, in cold blood. 
The £ngli(h army in Ireland did not 
amount at that time to four tboufand 
men, ill paid, and ill clothed, andf the 
Iri(h Romaniiis fuddenly pofTefled tliem* 
felves of nine tenth-parts of the kingdom. 
As foon, however, as their^^rr^/ abettora 
(the £nffli(h Republicans) had done their 
own bufinef^ here, they would not fuflPer 
Ireland to remain in an independent ftate : 
they fent over Cromwell with a powerful 
army to reduce their Iriih aifociates in 
rebellion and murder; and he, in two 
(hort campaigns, eife^ed a complete 
conqueft of Ireland, by putting the two 
firft garrifon towns which refitted to the 
fword, and a threat of ferving the whole 
of the country, under (imilar circ\un- 
ftances, in the lame manner. 

Of the leaders executed upon this oc- 
ca(ion, we (hall only mention two of 
eminent turpitude : Lord Maguire,hanged 
and quartered at Tyburn, and his head 
fixed on London Bridge { and Sir Phelim 
O^Neile, hanged and quartered at Ste- 
phen's Grren, and his head fixed on 
Newgate, in Dublin.- They confifcated 
all their ellates, and beftowed them upon 
the £ngli(h foldiers j and finally, Crom- 
well united Ireland to England, caufing 
thirty Members to fit as Reprefentatives 
of Ireland in the Britilh Parliament. 

The next rebellion of the Iri(h Ro. 
manifts againft the Crown of England 
was that which commenced in \be reign 
of King William and Queen Mafjr; ' At 
this period the Romaniiis, by the agency 
of Lord Tyrconnel (appointed Lord 
Lieutenant of the Kingdom by Janoet 
the Second), were in po&iFion of almoft 
all employments of tiiift and confequence 
in the nation. Many of the Irifh No- 
bility and Gentry of that day were Ro- 
manids, and many of the Irim as well as 
Englilh Protellants were difafFe£Ved to 
the revolution and government of King 
William. The Irifli Romanitts, aUnoft 
to a man, efpoufed the caufe of the abdi- 
catcd Monarch, partly out of affe£Uon 
to him, but principally with the hopes 
of obtaining independence. The event 
of that rebellion is too well known to 
3 need 
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iwfd a very particular recital here : it is 
fufBclent to ihy, that a fmaii body of 
Iri<h Proteftants, only in the northern 
|wrt$ of that kingdom, boldly took vip 
anns to ftcm this torrent j but they 
would have been foon fwalloWed upi had 
iwt they received fpeedy and ample fuc- 
cours from England, which in three 
campaigns (the firft headed by the King 
himlelf) made a complete conqueft over 
the Irifli rebels and their French auxi- 
liaries, and drove fuch as efcaped the 
fword as miferable exiles intov foreign 
countries. 

That the great principle of this re- 
bellion was the ihakingoff the dependence 
of Ireland on England, may be colle^^ed 
from twocircumttances little noticed by 
the hiiVorians of thofc times. The firft 
was, when James the Second alTembled 
what he called a Parliament in Dublin : 
one of the firft mcafures of this Parlia- 
tnent was the preparation of a Bill, de- 
claring ** the independence of the King- 
<k>m of Ireland on the Crown of Eng- 
land." When this Bill was tendered to 
Tames, for the royal aflfent, he hclitated : 
he had ftiJI hopes of remounting the 
throne of England, and he feared that 
his aflenting to fuch a Bill would difguft 
amd alienate his Englifh friends, and 
impair his own authority j but that 
Parliament told him plainly, " That if 
heretiifcd his affcnt to th^Bill, they had 
BO further occafion for him ; that he 
might go about his bufmefs, and that 
they would eftablifti a government with- 
out hina.'* 

The other was — This fame pretended 



Parliament attainted by Bill feveral 
thoufand IriOi Proteftams, including in 
it by the lump all men of that perfuauos, 
of rank, confequence, or property \ wd 
pafTed another, tor depriving the Proteft- 
ant Clergy of almoft the whole of their 
tithes, and for rendering the recovery of 
the remainder impracticable. 

The late rebellion was, by the attfjifd 
promulgation of the evidence of thofe 
principally concerned in that rebellion, 
evidently entered into for the purpofe of 
frparation^ and throiving off all conneSian 
with England j and not, as has been 
chmoroufly and obftinatcly aflerted by' 
the Heads of Oppofition in that country 
and here,/«?r Kef$rm and Catholic Eman* 
ci pal ion. We truft and hope, that the 
latter meant no more than what they faid 
in their reiterated and turbulent har- 
rangues j but when the mafs of the 
people have a lift of y»/'/'a/5r^ grievances 
and oppi^flions ftated to them in ftrong 
energetic language, and are then told, 
*« That they are by no means to poftpone 
the confideration of their fortunes //// 
after the war, that they /hould nou; be 
free, and nozu greatly emancipate'* •, we 
^o not wonder at their fetting up a phy- 
jital f^ce againft the laivs and conjii- 
tution of tbfir countty. It is in vain for 
thefe popular oi-ator« and writers to ex- 
plain themfeives by laying ** they meant 
no fuch confequences." They ought 
previoufly to have had prudence euougn to 
know, that fuch confequences were likely 
to refult from luch Ipeeches ; and that 
when once a fire is begun, there is n« 
telling where the conflagration wiii ted.

IN the reifi;n of Q^ieen Anne, in the 
burffb of Innerkuthen, in Scotland, 
the M^ier of Burleigh (fo the eldeft fon 
of a Lord or Vifcount is called, while 
his father is living) fell in love with a 
voung woman in his father's family ; 
but could not prevail with her either to 
marry him, or to facrlfice 4ier virtue* to 
bim : which being known. Am was fent 
away, and he perfuaded to travel. How- 
ever, before his departure, he declared 
ike (hould be his wife at his return \ and 
that if any one elfe ifaould marry her in 
his ab fence, he would murder him. This 
palTed without much notice, and the 
young woman was foon afterwards mar- 
ried to a fchoolmafter in the town.-— The 
Gentleman returned, and, underihmdinr 
who was her hu(band, went to his houie 
at noon* day, pulled out a piftol, and fliot 
bim dead on tne fpot, making his efcape 
unraolefted. But a proclamation being 
afterwards iflued, witn a reward of 20ol. 
for apprehending |iim, he was at laft 
tal^ca and trica at Edinburgh by the 



Lords of the Judiciary, and Condemned 
to have his head cut off. Great inter- 
ceflion was made to the Qween for his 
pardon, which proving inehFeAual, he 
found means to make bis efcape out of 
the Tolbooth of Edinburgh, dilguil'ed in 
his (ifter^s clothes, the night before he 
was to have been executed*

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SOME MEMOIRS 

or THB LATK 

RErEREND fHOMAS ALCOCK. 



THE Subjcft of thefe Memoirs, though 
not in hit life-time much known 
beyond the vicinity of his own pari(h, 
wa« yet a character fufficientlv marked 
by confiderable talents as well as great 
fingularity, to merit fome record beiides 
the perifliable remembrance of his friends 
and tcquaintance. 

The late Rev. Thomas Alcock was 
the third foB of David Alcock, by his 
^niible and virtuous wife (to ofe his 
o%m exprefljon •) Mary Breck, and vras 

• born foinewhene about the year 1708 or 
1709, at Runcorn, in Cheihire. After 
the ncceflary fcboql education, he entered 
himlelf a ftudcnt in Brazen Nofe College, 
Oxford} whence, in 173 1, he came into 

. I>evon(hire, and was ordained at Exeter 
by the then Bifhop of that dioccfe, Dr. 
iJavington, who recommended hiiri to the 
curacy of Stonchonfe, near Plymouth. 
Here, however, be did not long continue, 
but was prcfented, in the year 1731, to 
the (mail living of St. Budeaux, in the 
fame ncighbouihood, in which parifli he 
boarded and lodged at a farm-houfe, 

' poffefling little or nothing befides the 
profits of his living. 

Fortune, however, fmiled upon hlfiy 
and a matrimonial connection he made a 
few vears after, gave him a houfe and 

food cftate in the fame parifli, in which 
e lived till within a lew years of his 
deceafe. 

With great natural abilities, a found 
judsmenty a good cooititution, and habits 
of the doftfl application, it is not to be 
wondered at that he poflefled a larger 
ftore of leai'ning and knowledffe than is 
to be found in moft men : indeed there 
were few fubje£ts of which he was not 
mailer, and few points upon which hit 
opinion was not the belt that could be 
obtained. He was therefore well cal- 
culated to have cut a figure in the world, 
kad he chofen to mix with it $ but either 
an unambitious mind, or a difmc/ination 
to the expence of fociety, kept him all 
his life-time little known or noticed^ 
beyond the limiu of » few friends* 



In the pulpit he was lidcned to with 
attention, though his difcourfes were 
out of the common form, and rather ex- 
ceeded the length to which modem 
church-goers at ieaH are accuflonoed. 
They abounded with Latin and Greek 
quotations : paflTages from the Knglifh 
poe'8, and even the treafures of private 
epirtolary correfpondence, were often 
opened for the purpofc of inftru6ting his 
congnt^r.fion. He particularly delighted 
in iubjecls appropriate to the time or 
conjuncture in v. hich his femions were 
delivered. His annual Journeys int^ 
Chefhiie gave him opportunities of ex* 
patiating on the great' journey that we 
are all taking through li:e ; and the va- 
rieties he met with on the road, and 
which he ufed to detail from the pulj^t 
with familiar minutenels, fuggeltedmany 
an appoiite reflection upon the dorms and 
funfliine, the up-hill and down-hill, the 
good and bad fare of the Chriltian 
traveller. 

In general he preached extempore^ or 
from mort notes \ and his fermons were 
longer in the delivery from the lone and 
frequent pauies which he made. Being 
once rail led upon a rifitation fermon, that 
Jailed one hour and forty minutes, he 
defended himfelf by faying, 'an anceftor 
of his had once preached for two hours 
and forty, minutes ; adding, that un- 
happily the word of God was lefs cf- 
teemed than the eloquence of a Member 
of Parliament, which would command 
attention for feveral hours at a time^ 
while the former grew fatiguing in a 
quarter of an hour only. 

Among many other fingularities whieh 
occurred in his preachine^ it ihould not 
be omitted that he delivered his own 
wife*s ftmeral fermon \ and once, in the 
feafon of Lent, adverting to the cuftom 
of the Roman Catholics eating fi(h on 
faAdays, he took upon him molt feverely 
to reprobate it $ faying, that << in fkCt 
fifli was the greatelt ftimulant to con- 
cupifcence, elpecially if eaten with rich 
fauces ; and, to prove his affertion, in- 
ftanccd the fuperior foecundity of the 



• la the « Life of Or. Ilathn Alcock/' his brother, which he t>«bliaicd. 
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lemalet In (ea-poit townty where a 
greater proportion of that nutritive diet 
was ufed than elfewh^e.** His long 
paufes were on this occafion unufually 
provoking: they gave his auditory full 
time to digeft every period. The ladies 
were aU driven behind their fans for 
ihelter, and no one could imagine how 
far their worthy preacher was going 5 
while he, with the utmoft fang ffoidy 
proceeded with his fubjefl, wholly un- 
■ confcious of having difturbed a (ingle 
nufcle of his congpregation. 

Having (ludicd medicine while at Ox- 
ford with his brother> who was a very 
eminent phyHcian in his day, he was 
ever ready to impart the benefit of that 
^refill fcience to fuch as poverty, or a 
preference of his advice, brought to him $ 
and though this excited fome ill will in 
the faculty around him> yet many in- 
^ances could be adduced of the good 
confe^uences refulting from his pre- 
fcriptions e and though fometimes per- 
liaps they failed> yet let it be remem- 
T>ercd how often the regular praftitioner 
himfelf is but the immediate forerunner 
cf the undertaker* 

With his firft wife, who died in the 
year 1 778, he obtained, as has been al- 
ready faid, a handforae fortune, which he 
managed with the ftri^eft attention to 
the maxims of a too rigid prudences 
indeed it muft not be concealed that this 
was his predominant, if -not his only 
^ling, and it unfortunately threw a 
ihade over the brighter parts of his ch^* 
ra^er, which nothing could difpel. A 
dtfinclination to expence confined him to 
a fociety, which, while unable to appre* 
ciate his real merits, ipade no oppoiition 
to hit Angularities, and contraned not 
the mode pf )ife he had adopted. 

The homelineft of his dwelling no 
defcription can exceed t every article of 
modem convenience was excluded t his 
drawing' room was a miferable bed- 
' chamber, with walls that once were 
white- vi^aihed, and where nothing ap- 
peared in oppoiition to their fimpTicity. 
Here he boiled his coffee, toafted his 
cakes, and entertained his guefts at the 
' Aune time, who forgot, in the charms of 
Ihi ^gpvcrftMoD, Ui? wretched apartment 



they were in, the yellow time-worn bed, 
on which fome of them were perhaps 
obliged to fit inftead of a fopha. 

That time-worn bed was however 
deftined to be preifed by a fecond wife, 
which he took unto him at the age of 78. 
Some curious circumftances attendin£[ tl^e 
introduction of this lady to hit houib in 
Devonihire, are better perhaps fuffered to 
^xclte the fmiles of nis fiends when 
they recollcft them, than be given to the 
public. 

It is probable a defire of laying his 
bones among thofe of his anceftors, in- 
duced him to fell his property in Devon- 
fbir^ and retire, in the year 17941 to his 
native parifli of Runcorn, where he alfo 
poiTelled a valuable living, and other pro- 
perty, which devolved to him on the 
death of his brother. Dr. Nathan Al- 
cock. 

He was certainly much affcfted at 
quitting St. Budeaux, where he had 
lived iixty-two years, the oracle of his 
parifh; and where he had realized an 
ample fortune. ** O ! tu Budei 'venc' 
randa ecclefia fanffi^ forte mi hi pjfi oac 
non adeunduf <uaU /'* was the farewell 
that burfl; from him as he took a laft 
view of fcenes fo long known and loved. 

As a writer, the few works he pub- 
li(hed evince much genius. In addition 
to thofe enumerated in the laft Month's 
Obituary, are to be mentioned a Sermon 
In Vindication of the Chara^^er of Efaa, 
and Some Memoirs of the Life of Dr» 
Natlian Alcock j the laft of which is an 
admirable piece of biography. He had 
alfo no inconfiderable talent for poetry, 
fome fpecimens of which may hereafter 
be prelented to the public. 

In perfon he was tall, upright, and 
well made, with a fine countenance of 
the Roman contoui*, and a fmall lively 
eye. His manners were un^ceful, and 
even uncouth, ovving nothing to arti- 
ficial breeding, and had continued un- 
improved during his whole life. 

Such was Mr. Alcock, who paid the 
great debt to nature on the a 3d of Scp- 
tcmbw 179?> at the vlvanccd age of 8$.

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OF the Firft Volume of this Publi- 
cation we gave an account in our 
Magazine for November Jaft j and what 
^e there obfcrved of the tendency, fpirit, 
und authenticity of the Anecdotes then 
prefcntcd to the public notice, we may 
repeat on the present occafion without 
any alteration. The fame defire to pal- 
liate enormities, the fame alacrity to 
calumniate innocence, and the fame eager- 
ncfs to mifreprefent fafts when they prcfs 
on the monfters of democracy, arc ap- 
parent in th^ prefent Volume as in the 
preceding. The prefent Volume, how- 
ever, has not the merit of the former : 
the heroes now before us are, with a 
few exceptions, the refufe of the Revo- 
lution ; names which excite no intereft, 
' tnd gratify no curiofity ; in /hort, the 
iiferior agents, the under fiends, who, 
hiving executed their taflc of infamy, 
sut eonfigned to oblivion, without a wi(h 
to be acquainted with either their lives 
or their cfeftiny. 

The Friends of Religion arc uniformly 
^fcribed as the victims of Superftition, 
Of the abettors of Prieftcraftt and the 
Atheiftical Reformers are as uniformly 
piaifed : thus Volney (as he has been 
pioperly charaAerized), « the apoftle of 
ncnfenkr, blafphemy, folly, and — the 
rights of mankind, which the French 
prver fail to introduce when they have 
l^d them all prottrat^, civil, moral, and 
nental,** is ipoictn of In the following 
tirms ; <* Thu is a name formidable to 
ftieftcraft, tyranny, ^ fuperftition j 
t'cr all thefe have been unveiled, and laid 
fpen by him, not with a lude and ig- 
^VkXim^iat Aftt tlwy could hav^ m- 



vived — but with a fkilful and fctentific 
hand ; which, like the heroes of Homer, 
has inflicted the deadly blow in the prt- 
cife fpot where it was molt likely to 
prove mortal.*' 

Of Hcnriot, whofe chara6^er may he 
read in the mild ai d raot'.eft Mifs Wil- 
liams's Letter^, we are told : This Goth 
is however thought to have been hi^hfy 
fcrviceabU to tin ReffubUc* During the 
reign of terror, when fo many atrocious 
meafures were mcfjfary to carry on tlvc 
revolutionary government, a brutal man 
like Henriot was admirably calculated to 
beat down oppofition, and eni'ure obe- 
dience. Had he not been General of the 
National Guards at that time, it is a moot 
quetiion, << whether any other individual 
could have executed the laws refpei5ting 
the compulfory paper, the maximum, tlui 
requifiiions, the domiciliary vifrtf, and 
the guillotine ambulant e.^" What a pity 
fo ufeful a Republican (hould liave beea 
cut (hort in his career ! 

The candour of the Author to the 
Eccleiiaftics, and the decency of his ac- 
count of them, may be' eftimated from 
the following pafiage : <^ Young CotbtM 
was bred an advocate \ his name perhaps 
would have been more liiitable to the 
ftation of a fat and lazy friar, unable f 
waddU beyond the conventual ftye, and 
Vf allowing in the filth of his own beaftly 
excefs I but as the French, of all nations 
in the world, have ever been the moft 
exquifitely aflre£led by a jell, this of it- 
felt would have afforded a reafon para- 
mount to every other confideration what- 
ever, and deterred finom any thing like a 
oU tQ the cccldbftlcal ftatc.^* 

Sp^akini 
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Speaking of La Vendee, he fays :— 
■*• Alarmed inftead of being animated at 
the cry of Liberty, the very n^nc of 
which they were taught to dread as a 
peltili^nce, the pealantiy of the weOern 
cicpaitment« flew to arms, in behalf of 
tlic Clergy, who kept their mindt in^ 
tlu-aUom, and of their Sfignrursy in 
who/e eyes they were not confidered at 
men bot vaHalft, or, in other words, 
ilaves. Such \» the empire of prejudice ; 
IJtfch are the triumphs of fuperftition V* 
A more fatisfaflory proof of the calumny 
employed againtt the Clergy and tlic 
Sitgneurs (as the men of property are 
btre called), or a more convincing re- 
futation of the rigours imputed to them, 
is unneceiTary to be produced. 

With an intrepid defiance of truth be 
more than hints that the guilt of the 
amiable and mild Louis was proved ^ 
though the criminality of fome of the 
heroes of the Revolution, the infamous 
Gobel in particular, was more than 
dcubtfol.^ Again he with great energy 
condenms' the diabolical arts ufed to m- 
fkime the people to vengeance againft 
Kuiand ^ forgetting the diabolicaV prac- 
tices of the lame founder of the K(^ublic 
to excite the vengeance of thfr^people 
againll their innocent King. Partiality 
of. this ibrt abounds in almoft every 
page : the effrontery of the Author even 
extends lb far as to c^iify the cowardly 
traitorous afEifiin. .'ILord Edward Fitz- 
gerald with' the epithets of brav^ and 
UHjvrtKnaie, 

The account of Louvct is taken from 
that founder'* pamphlet ; and that of 
BriiTot is laid to be drawn up by an 
Englilh Gentleman. The Author ex- 
piclfcs fonie doubts as to his accuracy 
al^out dates and points of fa6U, in Which 
his prudence is to be commended. The 
miltakes in both are very .numerous. 

As a fpccimen of the Author's abi« 
lities, which, as on the former occafion, 
wtr are willing to fpeak better of than 
«f his tern j>er and fpirit,'we (hall fele^t 
the following acc<Mint of Mercier ; an 
Buthor who appears to have contributed 
to the Revolution, and, like a man of 
principle, to have become forry for the 
fuccel's of his own efforts s 

" The name of this worthy man de- 
ferves (o be as celebrated in the annals 
of the French Revolution, as it was, 

{)reviouny to it, in the empire of phi* 
ofophy and belles-lettres. 

« He is a native of Compeigne, a fmajl 
tcrwn in the Iflc dc Francei cighuea 



leagues from Paris, much celebrated in 
the hiftory of the middle ages for having 
been the ulual refidence of the Mero- 
vingian Kings, and knovm in modem 
times as a favourite country feat of the 
Capetian race. 

<< Mercier was foon difcorered to be 
a man of fenle and feeling, being in 
poffellion of a mafculine underftanding 
and a refined tafte. He was one of the 
iirft French dramatist who introduced 
on their national ffage a tafte for the 
EnfflKb compoiitions, which they technU 
cally term Comidifs Larmoyantes* 

«< His plays, fuch as Le Difertewt 
Fran^ois^ Le FabrUant jingloiSi Vlndi' 
g<nt^ and others, are acknowledged to 
be all excellent produff Ions of their kind* 
But this fpeciesof theatrical performance 
was never heartily reii(hed by the French 
nation at large : < It is very odd,^ (aid 
the critics of that day, < that we ihould 
adept the Englifh melancholy on <Mir 
Itage, while the Englifh themfelves do 
their utmolt to introduce the French 
gaiety and mirth upon theirs.* 

«* Mercier enjoyed the efteon ofVol« 
taire, the French Sophocles. If the 
Author of this Article remembers aright 
(for the quotation is from memory}> 
among the familiar letters of this un- 
mortal writer, there is an epilile addrefled 
to Mercier, in which he approves highly 
of his exertions, and concludes with one 
of the humourous phrafes lb congenial 
to him t * ]^ous fommes ious lei eirfan% 
tTAliollon. In domo patris mei roan- 
fiones multae funt. Vous iCcies pas md 
ioge i mais que fait re maraud dr. Frena 
qui ejl dam la cave V 

** In the progrefs of his literary career^ 
Mercier, about the year 1775, publilhed 
his moft voluminous work, intitled Lt 
Tableau de Paris* This was intended 
as a pifbire of the licentious manners of 
the Court of Verfaiiles, the profligate 
diffipation of the Nobility of both fexes* 
and the revolting diftrels to which all 
|)errons were condemnedy who were not 
i'upported by a powei*ful prote^ion at 
Court. 

<< M. Mercier has perhai>s ezagrt* 
rated fomething, owing to his feel ngt 
for the miferies of human nature, whim 
ffruggling under the rod of dcfpotifin. 
But every honeft mind ihuddered at the 
many real horrora depi^ed ia the Tab* 
leau. 

« The veteran elEccra of the nyal 
array, who had devoted the whok of 
their youth to the ferviee of their KMg» 
were not lich csough to ko^ a maidor 

cipp^oy 
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tfkiplov VL latrndreffl. On the contrary » 
they tnemfelves were actually accuftomed 
to iheak out under cover of night, in 
order to fetch water from the neighbour- 
ing pumps, and to carry it home on their 
own ihoulders, that they might thus 
enable their wives to wafti their linen. 
The young officers were sfllb condemned 
to lead an unmoral life. In confeqaence 
of povtrtv and negle£(, and were induced 
h^ diftreu either to become gamefters or 
jiuteneurs •, a French name for no v&y 
Jionourable profeiTion. 

** This work rendered the nime of 
Mercier illuftrious throughout £uro^« 
It was confidered as the production of a 
iSnifible, fixling, and virtuous man, in> 
dignant at the evils and corruptions of 
civH ibciety ; of a philofopher verfed ia 
morals^ civil law, and political economy. 
It proved, however, exceedingly difaftrous 
t6 htm in his native country 3 for a de* 
cree of the Parliament of Paris was 
ifiied for his appreheniion, and he would 
liaive certainly ended his life in the Baf- 
t3e, had he not been lucky enough to 
effieft his eicape from the dominions of 
Fiance. 

"Having retired to Switzerland, he 
continued his Uterary purfuits in the 
£uDe line of poetical, moral, and political 
dertions. It was there he published 
ioaut more of his comedies, and alfo Mon 
Bonnet He Nutt^ in 2 vol. 8 vo. his FiSions 
MmaUsy 3 vol. in 8vo. and his Songes et 
Ftf^nsy 2 vol. in iiroo. 

•* The bel^, however, 'of his works 
printed in that country, and which tn« 
deed achieved his reputation, was VAn 
2440, in 3 vol. i2mo. It is political 
fi^ion, according to which a Frenchman 
who bod lived about the middle of the 
eighteenth century, is fuppoied to return 
back from the other world, to contem- 
plate the ftate of his native country, after 
a laple of four hundred and fif^y years. 
He meets with neither priefts, nor ma« 
giftnites, nor nobles, nor financiers ; no 
one eftabliihment produced by avarice, 
▼anity, or oftentation : all thefe are an- 
nihilated ! « Je vois Verfaillcs,'* fays the 
author of this truly prophetical work j 
• Je vois Verfaillcs, je n'y trouve que 
des ruines. Ou eft done ce cabinet qui 
fai/aii trembler l*Zuropc f 

" Great attention was paid to it at the 
beginning of the Revolution, when fo 
f&aoy c^the author*s predidlions were

fiiUy accomplifhed. Mcrcler was cer^ 
tainly a good prophet, but his revela- 
tions were fulfilled more than four cen- 
turies before the time allotted for Uietr 
completion. 

*« To the eternal glory of die Membert 
of ^ the Conftituent Afltmbly it will aW 
ways be recorded, that no fooncr wi^vc 
they emancipated from the infltience of. 
the Court, than they iignalized their 
career by an a^ of public gratitude to- 
wards thole illulirious men who bad 
contributed to-the attainment of libertjf' 
by the differaination of liberal principle* 
even in the worlt times of the Monarchy* 
Tliey repealed all laws, edi^s, and <^- 
crees, for the exile and conAnement cf 
the philofophers, and Raynal, Linguet, 
Mercier, &c. were allowed once more to 
repair to Paris, and ei^oy the fruits of 
that Freedom for which they had endured 
fo many perfecutions. Merctcr alfo re- 
turned thither, and continued his literary 
purfuits. 

** The firft labours of M. Mercier, after 
the Revolution, connived of a periodical 
publication, entitled Les Annodes Pa^ 
triotiaues et LiiUraires f , intended for 
the rurther propagation of thofe prin- 
ciples of patriotiiin and liberty, profeiled 
in his preceding books. His fuperior 
abilities, added to thele new exertions, 
obtained him an honourable appointment,' 
that of deputv fiom his native province, 
known, in the new French Geography, 
by the name of the Depot iement de^eint 
ei Oife. 

** He did not, however, a6l a confi- 
derable part in the Convention, and he 
foon afforded a decided pi oof, that the 
literary charafter is not always adapted 
for a popular aflembly. His virtue and 
juftice, however, expoled him to the rage 
of the Mountaineers : being one of the 
73 deputies who (igned the hunous pro- . 
ted agrainft the imprifonment of the 
Girondifts, he was arretted, along with 
his unhappy colleagues, and would cer- 
tainly have been fent to the guillotine, 
if Robefpierre had but lived a little 
longer. To get rid of him, the tyrant 
was ufed to (ay, ' II faut que le jury de 
Topinion publique fe prononce contre 
lui.' 

" The fentiments exprefled by Mercier 
in the Convention, loon after his de- 
liverance, are worthy of record : * Thir- 
teen months of a fevere confinement,^' 
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fiiid he, < fer from having overcome my 
Conftancy and coorafe in behalf of the 
^w% and of juftke» have tended only to 
itdouble them in favour of true liberty, 
^ich 1 have fo long ftudied, and (hall 
•ever forfidce/ 

** Mercier, after this, once more dt- 
▼oted his time and labours to the fervice 
^f his native Country in his ufual track 
•f literary and philoTophical efforts. 

" In January 1795 he undertook an- 
other periodical work, entitled * La 
Tribune des Hommes Libres,' and chofe 
for his colleague, in the political part, 
the Citizen Defodoards, known in the 
Ittcrai^ world by his * Continuation dc 
TAbreg^ Chronologique du Pr^fident 
H^nauc* 

•* VAme du LeSfeur,"^ fays Mercier in 
the profpe^us of the work, " fubjuguee 
par le tableau d'une (i ctonnante icvo- 
lutfon, la conipare ^ a ces iocroyables 
ph^nomenes qui changerent autrefois la 
configuration phyfique du globe que nous 
liabitons. ••.... L'Europe, attentive 
aux moindres particutarites dun mouve- 
ment coloffal, dont on ne Irouve aucun 
modele dans ies annales du monde, fe 
partage cntre la crainte et refi?£rance/' 

'* The then fituation of public affairs 
proved highly favourable to this new 
publication. It was the time of the 
Theremidorcan reaf^ion, and one of the 
priricipal fubjefls of conteft was the re- 
Ibration of the freedom of religious 
worlhip. M. Mercier became the cham- 
pion of this freedom, and the fubfequent 
numbers of his work contained admirable 
flticlures on ihe various religions pro- 
feffed by mankind. 

** When we have been once inflruded 
by, experience," faid he, «« we are no 
longer permitted to dreani with philo* 
1i}\itiy» It is not in our power to eieate 
•nation of well informed men, and amonj^ 
the multitude of citizens there ^ili all 
ways be found a numerous chUs irre- 
vocably condemned to ignorance, the 
Mother of all vices and all crimes. There 
ji therefore but one fmgte way to teach 
duties to thofe who are precluded from 
better information. Such v ere the prin- 
ciples of Zoroafter, Numa, Minos, &c. 

*<Mtre Dflifip is nothing more than 
«D opinion s . an opinion rdates to the 
n'nderftanding alone. Religion is a fim- 
thnent { it ought to fpeak to the imagt- 
lotion and to the heart.'* 

" It was a pity thatfuch a deputy as 
Mercier fliould have lb Utile prepondc- 



ranee in the Affembiy* His coll^gaet 
thought^ at one time to render him of 
fome weight, without Mrlfhdrawing him 
from hisjphilofophical wid literary pur- 
fuits. They accerdingly appointed Eim 
a Member of the Committee of Public 
Inftruftion. . 

« The faa is, however, that even iqrns 
capacity the part perfornied by Mercier 
was infignificant. Although te evinced 
as much affiduity and zeal ad any of his 
colleagues, he never took the trouble to 
make a fiogle fpeech in tlie Committe^ 
or a report in the Convention^ He fuf- 
fered every thing to be conduced by 
Gregoire, Lakanal, and, what is worfe, 
by MalHeu and Baraillon, perfons of bx 
inferior capacity. 

« In the fpring of 1 795 this oppi^nor 
of Monarchy was fufpefted to be a Kojr- 
alifl, and he had indeed given rife to 
fufpicions of this kind by fpme of hii . 
periodical publications. He was there- 
tore expofed to the revilings of the Ja* 
cobinjournalifts, wfcoiatirically obfer^edi 
* that Mercier, having been a Republican 
under the Monarchy, ought to be per- 
mitted to become a Ko^alid under theKe- 
public* He at that tmie took no notice 
whatever of this farcafm, but he after- 
wards made fome complaints on the fub* 
jeft to one of his colleagues in the Com* 
mittee. * I never was a Royalift,' faid 
he, ^ nor fhall I ever become one. My 
opinion, as a rcprefentative of the people* 
was always in favoiur of a Republican 
form of Government. Nothing, how- 
ever, can prevent me from aflcrtin|;in 
my writings, that the exigence of a King 
is not utterly inconfi&ent with liberty 
and patriotifm.* 

«« At the beginning of the vear 179^ 
Mercier was appointed a member of toe 
National Inftitute, and after the revo- 
lution of the i8th Fru£tidor, he became 
the chief conductor of a journal* intitled 
Le Bien Informix a paper in the interefl 
of the prelent Government \ it is pregnant 
with thofe philofo;»hical fentimcnts which 
chara6leri(c all the writings of the author. 
He is an enthufialiic admirer of Buona- 
parte, becaufe this General, fays he, does 
mucbt and talks littU, This is perhaps 
alio a defcrlption of his own charadler. 

** Merc it r is about (ixty vears of agr» 
of m tall and majeftic iize, a lerlous couo- 
tenancc, and a prepoffeiling look. Ht is 
civil in convcrlation, but not very talk- 
ative." '

WHOEVER docs not fee and feel 
the high importance of moral 
rdence in the prefent crifis of human 
affairs, muft either be deplorably ignorant 
of our real fituation, or (hamefully cal- 
lous to the beft interefts of fociety. 
"When every day is ppodu^ive of fomc 
new revolution, not merely in the exterior 
form of political eftablifliments, proftrated 
or tottering around us, but in our opi- 
nioBS, habits, fentiments, and manners | 
the broad and deep foundations on which 
focial order, under whatever fond, has 
hitherto b^n upheld in the civilized 
world — when prmciples, that have for 
ages been venerated by the wile and good 
as eflcntial to the chief purpofes or our 
being, are vilified as miichievous and idle 
prejudices, and new do£lrines are propa- 
gated, abetted, and praftically enforced, 
which profefs to accomplifh the fame 
ends by a, totally oppofite procefs, and 
through the utter deftru^^ion of all the 
means which have ever been employed to 
attain them — furely we cannot be more 
ttfefullv engaged than in a careful review 
of both thefe plans, in an accurate re- 
iearch into the true grounds and reafons 
of that moral regimen to which mankind 
liave hitherto' iubmitted, and a fevere 
examination of the nature and pi^tenHons 
of that new dilcipline to which it is 

fropofed to configii us for the future, 
t is under this impreffion that we have 
beftowed our very ferious attention on 
the Traa before us. 

The Author of this powerful attack 
on the New Syflem of Morals has by no 
means refted his caufe on an appeal to 
the common fenle and common feelings 
of mankind againil the conftqiunces of 
this fyAem, as they ftand expofed in the 
theory and pra6lice of its advocates ; 
he has judicioufly applied himfelf at once 
to the root of tne evil, and levelled his 
JLeen and well tempered axe at the original 
Jloi.k from which all thefe confequences 
have fprung. This ftock he finds in 
that grand principle to which the phi- 
loiopkers ot the new feft are perpetually 
treforting as a fundamental axiom, and 
deprived of which, their whole, fyftem 
crumbles into du((-^the perfuafion, that 
the only ratk>nal diliinaion in human 
ftfUons is their tendency to promote or

thwart the general good 5 and that it is 
folely from his feparate fpeculations oa 
this tendency, abtlra6)ed from all per* 
fonal domeftic and local partialities what- 
ever^ that each individual ought to efti* 
mate the anions of others, and regulatt 
his own. The entire contexture of tht 
New Syftem of Morals, as that fyilem is 
^lly and with great force exhibited in 
Mr. Godwin^s Political Juftice, he 
clearly (hews to be deduced from this 
fmgle principle \ admitting which, ho 
confelTes that all the confequences in- 
ferred from it by the moft wild and def. 
t>erate of the fchool, are clear, conca* 
tenated, and of irrefiftible convi^ion. 

In difcuffine the validity of this prin- 
ciple, which has been eoually counte- 
nanced by Hume and Helvetius on the 
one hand, and by Brown and Paley oa 
the other, and dealing imperceptibly inta 
general credit is now implicitly adopted 
by thofe the leaft difpofed in favour of 
its certain confequences, he inoputes its 
currency to a plaufible though fallaciousr 
fophifm. That becaufe the end of the 
obfervance of moral dillin^llon is, as it 
undoubtedly is, tlie general good ; that 
it is its tendency to this'end which does, 
or which ought to determine us to mako 
this diftinftion, and to obferve it. The 
futility of this concluOon he evidently 
fhews, from the uniform pra^ice of na- 
ture in every analogous mftance, whoy. 
though Ale prompts us to various pur- 
pofes by various motives, all which pur- 
pofes concur in the fame grand ervd of 
the general good, does in no one cafe 
befides exhibit that end as our incitement 
to purfue it, but invariably applies fcm? 
immediate and prefTing ftimulus which» 
unconfcioufly on our part, impels to its 
attainment t from the concurrent, fenfe 
of mankind, who do in reality never . 
ground their moral approbation or blame 
on anv reference whatever to that end— 
an indifputable and mo(^ dec; five fa6l : 
and, laftly, from its utter incompetency, 
as a principle, to furnifh us with any 
determinate rule of action itfclf, at ihe 
fame time that it unfettlcs every other, 
rule of a^^ion, profcribes as felnfh and 
blind ialtin6ls all our natural paifions, 
explodes as prejudices all their morai. 
correctives, and leaves usj without im« 
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pulfey guide» or obje6^y the reftlefs aei- 
* tators of endkfii fpcculationf, or the od- 
iequiout dupes ot vifionary projectors* 
He here draws, with ii mafterly pencil 
«nd in glowing colours, what thofe con- 
verfant with this fchool will know to be 
no overchiu'ged reprelenution of their 
itUghtild projeCV, as at length fully and 
kapjiily cftabliflied. «« Grant them,*' 
feys our Author, «< all they wifli. Give 
tliem their hearts content. Allow them 
to have formed a race of beings precifely 
to their notions $ difciples who, by dint 
ti( long meditation and (lout effort, had 
effe^ally fubducd in themfelvcs every 
tifeftion wharever*; and who, on all oc- 
caiions, zBtd only for the general good. 
What fort of characters would they 
ibrm? Place them in imagination be- 
fore yoo. Conceive of them as neigh- 
bours, fellow citizens, a/Tociates, friends. 
What fliculd we think of an animal in 
Bay of thefe fiiapes, or in the ihape of 
man, whom no intimacy could endear, 
no kindnefs attach, no milery move, no 
injtarres provoke, no beauty charm, no 
wit eithirarate j whofe cold heart no for- 
tows could thaw, no fcftivity v»rannj 
^ut who j)urfued with one fixed, fteady, 
Mnd inflexible defign, A.mc abttra6l idea 
cf the general gocd 5 dead to the glow 
of virtue ; desS to the (hamc of vice | 
and calculating the degrees of reflitude, 
of pofthumous advantage over prefcnt 
Mftrif.g, by Df Motvre upon Chances. 
Tarffes may diflfer : but to my percep- 
tions It is digicult to figure any being 
more tnbroughly hideous and difguflful j 
iBore difqualified for the enjoyment or 
diffufion of any kind of happir.ci's ; or 
jaore readvto perpetrate what the human 
li«art recoils at. Now though wc might 
aot, as we certainly ihould not, be able 
to attain !n full perfe^ion this unnar 
ttmd .and monftrous perverfion of all 
fentimeat ; though we ihould never be- 
come, under this difcipline, as perfeftly 
wretched and detcfbble as it fo anxioufly 
Jibonrs to make us ^ though we Ihould 
never dive fo deep in this dough of 
defpond* as entirely to deaden all fenil- 
bility to every thing which can intereft 
Ittd engage the human heart, ^and kindle 
a. feverilh zeal for an obje^ Ih remote 
smd abAhia that it baffles fpeculation i « 
wc m^ht render ourfelves, by unrelent- 
ingc^trt, as odious and roiferable <ts our 
eonflilultions would a^low* And for 
what f For the general good ? £ut 
general g^ood, after all, is but an aggre- 
gate of individual good j • and our ca- 
pacity to fttfo and enjoy remains pre« 



cifely at it was. Mr. Godwin fumiihea 
us wilk no fixth fenle j hp opens no new 
inlet to gratification, s be dilcovers na 
Serra su^ralis of delight, phyGcal 0^ 
mora], prelcnt or to come. . All thi|)gs 
ftand exa£\Iy as they were ; exeept, that 
inftead of each man*s providing lor hinw 
felf, he is to purvey for others j every 
body is to buly him'(clf in every body's 
bufinefs but his own j eyery biody is to 
meddle in every thiiig but whaf he is 
competent to manage i all are to eatery 
and none to confume \ and in the mortis 
fication, confufion, perplexitv, difimfty 
and defpair, of eacn individual, is to 
confilt univerfal confidence, peace, plenty* 
fecurity, and happinefs.** 

Having th\is refuted the prirtclplfi 
and expoled the confequences of^ the New 
Philoibphy of Morals, our Author nra* 
ceeds, as a preparatory ilep to the eftab* 
li/hment of^ the only true tlieory on that 
fubje^, to point out the original cfror 
from which all the delufions of this 
ivftem— and, if it be indeed an error, the 
delufions of many other fyftems he might 
have added — have flowed • This funda- 
mental miftake he places in the en- 
deavouring to acccunt for moral di^ 
tin^ion on the prcfumption ot its being 
a difference in anions difceniible fokly 
hy our reafon ; whereas it is in truth a 
difference felt without aiiy intervention 
of that faculty. To maintain this point 
he advances a do^rine which we con- 
ceive to be peric6\ly original, and iraught 
with moft extenfive aiS important co»- 
fequcnccs j That the object of reafoB 
being fimply truth and falfehood, vni 
ail the effefl which truth or falfehood can 
poffibly produce upon the-^mind being 
merely afient or diflTent, wherever tkc 
mind is affe^ed on any occafion htffotA 
this, that effca muft arife from fome 
caufe entirely independent of the powers 
of reafon ; and that aflent or dilient being 
affc^lions of the mind, which terminate 
in themfelves, without producing auy 
farther confequences, reafon can never 
operate as a principle of a£^ion irfdU 
though by being frequently traployed <m 
objeiTs which have that power, it may 
fometimes, by a natuial delufjon, fecw 
to do fo. The application is obvious. 
Thofe fentiment^ of approbatian v)i 
difapprobation by which we are. led tp 
make all moral diftinftion, and ,wiihont 
which fuch adiftin^Uon wQuld'he nottuJUjE 
more than an empty fpecu|ation and 
dead letter, beiag attentions of. t^ miod 
entirely difiinA from belief or diiheli^ 
and having the force of pciaciples of 
4. ^ o a^«« 
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BAkm in producliig a pofitive ttfkSk on 
iHrann condu^) cannot polTibly originate 
in rcttToOj or be Mcounted U>r from any 
^i^crimioations of th»t faculty. It being 
€qualty impoflible that thefe ientimencs 
wpnld be derived from any general fen- 
tiraent in favour of their ultimate end, 
the general good, at particular ideas 
muft neceffaniy have preceded general 
adeat, and cannot be deduced from them, 
the coftclufion follow^, <• That the fen- 
timents through whieh we diftinguiih 
i^ioDS aa virtuoua or vicious^ are inune^^ 
ciiatcly excited in the mind by the objefts 
•f tliit dilHnaion. 

•* If youaDt mebow^*'' lays our Author, 
•* I do not befitate to refer you to the 
account of thefe fentimentt by Adam 
ioilth} not as adopting all his infe- 
rences with unqualified tSSent, but from 
s Btm aad rooted convi^ion that he has 
opened and explored the only quarry 
from which any folid conclufion on the 
isibjca will ever be deduced. PalFmg 
over all fpeculations on the relative 
fsopmies, or ultimate tendency of moral 
qoaiitiesy as totally incompetent to form 
Moch impreflions, and di^aining the« 
chimf/ artifice of a moral fenfe peculiarly 
adafKed to rectivr then, he ha» looked 
for our moral lentimciits in the acknow- 
fedgkd properties of the objeds were^. 
gard as moral or immoral a^ing on the 
acknowledged properties of the mind of 
nan ^- and he hM found tliem there. 
Mothinr can be better founded than the 
priaciple of his theory, or more natural 
aad fiutsfadory than the folution it af-. 
fords. It places the ground of our 
moral approbation and our blame, not 
in the confequences of anions, which we 
vardy regard, and wl^jch it is an effort 
to purfue, but in the fentimtmts and. 
pAjfians from whence they fpring, which 
tooch vs by an involuntary fympathy, 
and find an echo in every brealt. We 
enter into the feelings of thofe around 
OS— without this their conduct could 
affeft us no otherwife than if they were 
mere automata. Wc enter thus into 
their feelings, bccairie, as fufbeptibie of 
the fame impreflions ourlelves, the oc* 
cafion immediafeiy &fgefts how we 
fhould feel io circumftanced. If on /^-^ 
nara aaJiy mifiris {Hccnrrerf difco^ is the 
language of poetry and truth, and appli- 
cable to every fympathv as weil as to 
companion. When thewelingt of others 
at^ toond on this ftiggcftion io concord 
with our own, they touch u« with de» 
MgU, *and excite oar approbation 3 



when otherwife, they af{a£l nt with diP< 
guft, and provoke our cenfure. Had 
we been fa conflituted accordingly as to 
feel for others as they feel for them- 
felves, our approbation wouki have htta 
indifcriminate, all condufl would kava 
affeaed us alike, and no fuch confe*- 
quence as moral difiin£Uon could polfibhr 
have refblted. As we are naturally dii- 
poAxI, however, to enter into fhme afv 
feftions and paiTions noore readiljr than 
into others— mto thofe which diredly 
let upon the mind, as joy or grief, than 
thofe which refult from Ibme phyfical 
difpoTition of the bodv, as hunger or 
dehre^into thefe whicn are common . to 
all ages and temperaments, as cmulatioBf 
tkan thofe which ate peculiar to fbaM^ 
as love*-into thofe which generate othcia 
congenial to themfelves, as gvatitudtji 
than thofe which generate the rtverie, ^ 
refeatment^aad into none, unkfs we ant 
equally a^ed upon by the fame common 
caufe in a degree equal to that of cbt 
perfon principally aflfeaed— fb, to pro- 
cure that ^rfeft fympathy which con- 
ciliates approbation, two different efforta 
are required, giving rife to two differeit 
fets of virtues, emmable and valuabb 
fiike every thinp^ el fe) according to the 
delight they afiSrd, and the dinculty of 
their attainment : ift. That of the f]pet« 
tator, to enter into the fieelings of^ tht 
perfdn principally affeaed, firom whence 
we derive all the amiable virtues which 
turn on fenfibility % and sdly. That <t 
the perfon principally concerned, to re- 
duce his ieeUngs to the ftandard of the 
fpe^ator^s fvmpathy, from whence ori- 
ginate all the refpeaable vurtues whM 
turn on felf command : iato which tvw> 
defcriptions of coaduft, thus modifying 
the original pafEons of our nature, fub* 
mitting the more felfifh to the more e«*> 
laised, reftraining the unfocial, and fti- 
mulatins the benevolent, whatever baa 
obtained amongft raankitKi the praife of 
virtue is refolvable \ and inrefcrence eo 
which we approve or condema whatever 
is the obje£^ of moral fentiment»^*

flopped to criticife its merits or4efcte 
as a compoiitton-^we have not atteO^ 
to them.

01 its contents. From the fird dawning 
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of that moral revolution, which now 
threatens to overwhelm us, we hate 
Begleftcd no occaiion of entering our 
decided proteft againft the moft iubtle, 
the moft feduAive) the moft pcmkioiic 
fpeculotion that evcf deluded the iitiagi. 
aatioDs, and vexed the repofe of man- 



kind. It IS our prider afid our boaft tm 
have thus a£led : and we think we ftiaU- 
continue to a6i i#perfe£l confoimity to 
thia rpirit, when wt^ameftly reeommend 
the pamphlet before us to the puhiie 
attention.

There accompanies this a negotiation 
for marriage between Count Calltl, a 
Kobleman of 'high rank, and Amelia, 
the daughter of the Baron, who is at 
the fame time in love with Arnaud, the 
Baron*s Chaplain.

As we have hinted a de/criptSon of the 
country that furrounds M— , it would 
be injuftice to this beautiful part of Not- 
tinghamfhire, did we not endeavour to 
imprefs upon your minds (bme faint idea 
o^' the local (ituation in which thelb 
children are placed, which indeed fecmed 
to us as much foperior ta that which 
circumscribes the Cotton Mills at M— ', 
as, upon infpe^Vion, we found every other 
circumftance, to be* 

The village of Cuckney is (ituated in 
an avenue leading crofs the country from 
Mansfield, by Workfop Manor, to the 
great Nocchem road, which it joins be- 
twixt J^oncaHer and Newark; When we 
left York and Derbyihire, we leemed 
alfo to have taken leave of barren roc)cs, 
black moors, and ftone hedges. ^ We now 
entered a country, fnnling with culti- 
vation ; every part of which leemed to 
nromife the moft luxuriant fertility. 
The approach to the demefnes of MelTrs. 

J*..^ JUKI T is delightful s a fmall 

Church, (ituated upon a rifing ground, 
rears its 4iumble fpire amidft fnrrounding 
^oves of majeftic Elm and Oak. At a 
ihort diftance from the Church are fitu- 
ated their Manufa^ories, and alfo fimilar 
works of diffitrent proprietors, inter- 
mingled with^ cottars and plantations* 
The eye, glancing from theie, traces tbe

courfe of a rapid ftresm, which, running 
under an arch, has its contents colleAed 
into a large Iheet of water, whoiib banks^ 
rirmgwith a gentle acclivity, are cloathei 
with trees* Near this fpot ftands the 
elegant houfe of Mr. T— 5 from which, ' 
in every point of view, the vicinity ex- 
hibits fcenes beautifully pifluiefaue^ 

though not like thofe at M , wiidlr 

romantic* 

Meflrs. J— and T — are, as we ihoulfl 
before have ftated, the proprietors of two 
large Mills (for the fpinning of woolleti 
yam from ihort wool) at this place, 
which is feven miles from Mansfield. 
Mr* J-* manages the bufinefs in London. 
Mr. T — , fen. whom we faw, refides at 
the former town, and his two fons con* 
duft the affairs of the ManufaAory. It 
is hardly neceflary (informed as you are 
of their charaders) to ftate, that everr 
perfon of whom we inquired fpoke of 
thefe Gentlemen in temu of the higheft 
reipeft. 

We arrived at Cucknqr Mills at 
twelve o'clock on Friday the lad of 
April : the children employed in them 
had juft left their work, and were goin? 
to dinner* Tlieir firft appearance gan? 
us great pleafure, as> in addition to the 
glow of health that feemed to animate 
uieir features, and the plurapnefs pf their 
figures, they derived a peculiar advantage 
from the uniformity ot their drefs* That 
of the boys confifted of a coat of brown 
mixed cloth, a green waiftcoat, leather 
breeches, and good hats, Qioes, and 
ftockings. The girls were apparelled in 
gowns of blue and white Mancheffer 
cneck, blue petticoats, and white beaver 
or felt hau, black ftockings, and very 
good (hoes. Thev were all, notwit!^- 
Itanding their onpioyment, verj cUan \ 
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the girlsi in particular, remarkably fof 
and they feemed, as far as we could 
judee from feeine them pafS) very or- 
derhr and well behaved. 

We now entered the Manufa£lory, to 
enquire for Mr. T— , [and there faw 
fkrenA of the boys taking parts of the 
machines to pieces with great dexterity, 
in order to apply oil where it was 
want^ : by them wc were directed to 
the houfe of Mr. T— f who, when wc 
met him, feemed pleafed that we had 
called to infpeA^'into the manner in 
which the children were treated, although 
he apologized for being taken at fome 
difaclvantage, it being the latter end of 
the week 5 an apology, which botly our 
previous and fubfequent obfervation con- 
vinced us that there was no necefTity fon. 
Wc went firft to the houfe in which the 
, girls boarded and lodged 2 the apartment 
in which they had juit eat their dinner, 
fumiOied witn tables and forms, was as 
clean and neat as it is poilible to imagine. 
T^hey had had meat pies, and fuct pud- 
dings, the latter of which we tafted and 
found excellent. Their brca4 was loaves 
of the brown houfhold, extremely good 
in their kind, and indeed fuch as are 
generally eaten by the better lort of 
people in thofe parts. 

Mr. T— next conducted us into the 
larder, where there wa» a very large 
quantity of the finett beef in fait j every 
culinary utenfil was arranged in the 
tieateft order, and feveral of the elder 
girls were' employed in cleaning thofe 
things that had been ufed at dinner* 

We now vifited the bed-chambers, af- 
cending by llairs as white as if juft 
iccured ; and. Gentlemen, it is no ex- 
aggeration to (late, that it is not pof- 
llble, in any of your houfes, for tnefe 
apartments to be kept neater: evei'y bed 
was furnilhed with a coloured cotton 
quilt, perfeHly clean, and alfo Jbeetn 
the floors, the walls, and in (hort, every 
part was diftinguilhed by the fame at- 
tention to cleanlinels | every article of 
furniture fecmcd to be methodically ar- 
ranged, there was no litter to be dif- 
covered, and we left the houfe highly 
pleafed with our vifit, and extremely 
gratified in having had ocular demon- 
ttration of the happy fituation in which 
a number of females, whofe fate, had 
they continued in London, might have 
been exceedingly the reverfe, was now 
placed. 

It it certainly a well confidered and 
well ordered arrang^meat, smd indic^ites 



eonfiderable attention in the imindl of 
the benevolent Proprietors of thefe Ma- 
nufiiAories to the morals of the children 
entrufted to their care, to have the habi- 
tations of the boys and girls totally 
diftinft and feparate, as it renders both 
much more liable to obfervation than 
tbey would otherwifc be, and prevents 
thofe early connexions which would 
perhaps, in their maturer years, ex^nd 
into viciou« habits, and lead to feriout 
confequcnces. 

The houle in which the boys refide is 
at fome diftance from that ot the girls s 
they have other fuperiutendants, and are, 
in every rcfpefl, a dillin^l eftabliihmcnt. 
To delcribe minutely their domeftic ar- 
rangement would be fuperfluous, as it 
was exaXiy the counterpart of that which 
we have juft mentioned. Th» fame 
neatnefs and order were confpicuous in 
the eatine room 5 their food was the fame 5 
their beds, ftieets, &c. alike \ and their 
chambers equally clean. 

Mr. T", with an attention and po- 
Htenefs that certainly do him great cre« 
dit, now iliewed ii» the Manufadory : 
the employment of the children feemed 
light and eafy. He ftated, that the boys 
Were divided into two clafles, day and 
night workers \ for that, except upon 
Sundays and holidays, the machines 
were kept in conftant operation. 

We aiked him. If he did not think 
that working hy nigbt was injuridus to 
the health of the children \ «< So far 
from it," he replied, « that thofe thas 
employed were as healthy as any in the 
faaory ; that men, who had prated it 
all their lives, have lived to a verv inrat 
age ; that the children were fond (^ it, 
becauie they worked two hours le(k than 
tlie others \ fo that, when the place of a 
night worker fell, they had many candi- 
dates for it, and beftowed it as a kind of 
reward for day 4iligenceJ"' 

We now, Oentlanco, deiired to fee the 
cliildren individually, of whom we only 
before had had a curfory view. They 
were immediately called up to ut, ain 
their appearance confirmed us in the 
good opinion which wc had before enters 
tained of the manner in which they werr 
treated. We faw and fpoke to twelvif 
which are all the girls t «ne only it 
fiightly indifpofed, and it coi^iequefltly 
under the care of a nurfe and a gentleman 
of the faculty, who is appointed to at- 
tend the eftablifliment ; the others feemed 
to poflefs even a redundance of hellth. 
The fame obitf vation will apply to the 
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fcoyi, one only excepted, who ha«, from 
his birth, bccrt affliaed with fiu j and 
Mr. T. 18 fearful, that fliould he be 
taken while at work, his malady may 
render him liable to' great perfoncd dan- 
ger, amone fuch a quantity of complI« 
cated machinery. Befides him, we law 
and fpokc to fix and twenty : the re- 
maining fourteen of the boys being em- 
ployed at nicht workers, we would not 
nave them called up, having every reafon 
tobe fatistied that they were in as good 
condition as the reft. 

It gave us, Gentlemen, great pleafure 
to find in this, which may be juftly 
tcnned a Jiapoy afylum for thofe children 
who have cither been abandoned by, or 
have diflblute parents, that they are not 
oply withdrawn from thofe temptations 
to vice, to which young perfons of each 
itx are expofed in populous cities, but 
that an equal care is taken of their health, 
their education^ and their morals. Mr. 
T— informal us that they had in thefe 
Manufa^ories, from the Foundling 
Houfc and other Charities, four bnndred 
young peribns under their care, yet but 
one irregular connexion had taken place ; 
and that the further fpreading of fuch a 
vicious example had probably been 
topped, by; their obliging the youth to 
inany the girl whom he had feduced. 

With relpcft to the children in general 
he further laid, that they regularly at- 
tended at church, oxr^ on a Sunday, and 
that fome hours of that day were fet 
gpart to ioftru6l, and keep them in the 
praHice of reading and writing \ that 
the girls,, by turns, were taught to do 
houlhold work, fo that many of them 
became food fervants ; and that there 
was befides employment in the Manu- 
&6lory for a number of women in framing 
the wcbb, by a machine which we faw, 
and feme engaged in that avocation. 
The boys, he informed us, were, when 
they grew too large for the employment 
of the Mills, turned oyer chiefly to wool- 
pombers and machlne-fmlths., for either 
of which profeiTions the habits of induftry 
which they had acquired, and their being 
ufed to the handling of wool and ma- 
chinery, rendered then) peculiarly adapt * 
^ \ fo that they were fure to be delirable 
obje^s to t!ic beft maftefs ^ to be foon 
piade perfect in their bufinefs ; and to be 
^t a certainty, when the pcf io^is of tlieif 
apprtottceihips were expired, of earning 
/rom twenty to tbicty ihillings per week ; 
perhaps, if the prefent fcarcity of nunu* 



Mr. T faid that they had taken 

one, a fteady and truft^r youth, into the 
counting>houfe, by whicn means he ha4 
become acquainted with extenfive^ com- 
mercial concerns, and confequently, was. 
qualified to move in a higher fohere 
than, from his former habits of lite he 
could have had any idea of 1 another had 
chofen to become his fenrant ; and, in 
^/hort, that if the children continued in 
thofe habits of induftry which they had 
acquired, and he knew no inftance of 
any material deviation from them, there 
was not the leaft doubt but that when 
they arrived at years of maturity, they 
would be able to obtain a comfortable 
livelihood. 

Thefe, Gentlemen, are the moft re* 
maikable circumftances that have oc- 
curred to our obfcrvation in our vifits to 
thofe Manu6i6tories at which our children 
are apprenticed. When you compare the 
Situation of thofe at M— - with that of 
thefe which we have juft defcribed, it 
will appear to you, with the fame con- 
cern it did to us, that the pi6lure which 
we have drawn of them exhibits a ftriking 
contraft. It will, from the defer iption 
that we have given> occur to you, as it 
did to us in reality, that the children 
under the direftion of the MelTrs, H— — » 
arc not fo well attended to, as thofe that 
haye the happinefs, for fure that epithet 
may here be applied, to be placed under 
the care of Mdfrs. J— and T— . 

The moft material points in which 
they deviate from each other, are what 
all muft allow to be material indeed, yiz. 
that the latter Gentlemen feem more at« 
tentive to their cloathing, their cleanl|<» 
nefs, and their education, than the for* 
iner. Order and regularity have often 
been found to have a ftronger and mor? 
Jafting influence upon juvenile difpo« 
fitions than coercion and feveritj j tney 
have therefore, by moralifts, been faid to 
be nearly allied to virtue 1 as, on the 
contrary, the human mind, if fuffered to 
continue in ignorance, is too frequently 
fubie^l to a vicious expanfion, which ia 
with us an additional reafon why w^ 
regret that the education of the formed 
children has been fo much negleded { 
for although it is with us only conjecture, 
yet we thmk there is a great piobability, 
from the attention oi x\\k d/J^crent marur* 
of the latter to fomething more Ux^vk 
merely making them labour for tbeir 
emolument, that thefe young peribns will 
enter upon the Ibge of \\xk with far 
greater advantage! t

The brutal ferocity, the (avage cni- 
city, and low del}ai]cheiyy which for- 
inerly reigned in moft numufaflin^ towns 
and couDtiet during the periodical re- 
laxations frofti labour^ apd which we fear 
are not totally eradicated 9 had their 
fonrce in the fyftem which Tonne mailers . 
liave purfuedy of keeping their appren- 

- tices and fenrants in laborious ignorance. 
The Sunday fchools, and the attention of 
many benevolent individuals in the higher 
dailes of fociety, have in fome degree 
reformed thofe evils which difgraced our 
national chara6ler, and with the moderate 
ihare of Jeaming which they dilpenfe, 
have Opened a door for the admiiGon of 
a better fyftem of morals • We flncerely 
hope that the children to whom we firft 
attra£led your notice, will foon cxpe^ 
tience the advantage of fuch an'eftablKh- 
itient ; Co that, when the periods of the 
lenritude of thefc young perfons expire, 
• they may enter the world at leaft upon 
a far with their neighbours : we fay 
that we fmccrely hope this, becaufe, 
Ikaving In another place made what we 
&ink a proper reprcfcntation of the 
^evances under which they labour, we 
alfo think, that at preftnt it would be 
wrong to take a more adive part, or 
indeed to interfere any farther 5 for 
although we may be convinced that they 
have undergone fome hardfliips, yet we 
are equally certain that they were not of 
fnch a -nature as to require the inter- 
ference of the Magifirntct or to go the 
length of diflblving the obligation which 
they are at pre(ent under. We have 
Chereforc, we repeat, the moft fanguinc 
hope that the vifit which vee have juft 
msbde to them will not be without its 
cfe6l, as they were, from having been fo 
long neglefted, ccnfidered by the neigh- 
bourfao^, by -themfdves, and perhaps 
by their mafters, as totally cut off from^ 
and abandoned by ai/ their parochial con- 
Hellions. We rejoice that thofe con- 
nexions are now renewed, as we have 
no doubt but that you,. Gentlemen, will 
continue your attention to thefe Children 
of the Puolic \ as your countenance and 
brote6iion will, howeVer diftant your 

. situation may be, continue a' confiderablt 
curb to the fc verity of their mafters, 
fhould any undeferved feverity be the 
f«bje£k of future complaint \ and (ectue 
to them that kind ot treatment wblch 



they have, fince this matter has by yoU 
been noticed, experienced. 

Having thus fully ftated both our 
obiervations' and opinions, we only beff 
leave to »ld, that another very ufeful 
refle£lion will, we conceive, anfe from 
the Report which we have now the 
honour of fubmitting to you, and this 
is, that the parochial children who are 
fent to fuch remote diftances as thofe, 
for inftance; at the ManufaXory at M^, 
are, from this circumftance alone, placed 
too far beyond the limits of general 
obfervation$ nor can they be properly 
attended to without conndcrabfe incon« 
venience and €xpence\ they aie confe- 
quently left much more in the power of 
their mafters than thoie of whom we 
may figuratively fay, " their cries may 
be heard,^' and who are, in reality, 
nearer home. 

This cpniideratlon, if we from obfer* 
vation may prefame to advife, ought to 
make you, Gentlemen, particularly cau- 
tious with refpeX to the characters of 
thofe Manufa6lurers that in future ap- 
ply for the children to whom, though 
not naturally, you legally are the Pa- 
RENTS} for althougH, in the courfeof 
our inquiry, no particular matter ap- 
peared, on which we could fubltantiate 
a complaint fuflicient to warrant an ap- 
peal to the'KCagiftrate, yet we have, by 
a comparifon betwixt the fyftem of go- 
vernment eftabUflied at the two Manu- 
ia6lories, feen that the maiters of the 
former might treat them better. And 
we are of opinion that 'frich treatment 
would contribute as much to the credit 
and advantage of thoie mafters, as it 
would to the bajppinefs of the youn|^ 
perfons under their protedion. 

We (hall. Gentlemen, after apologizing 
for having detained you fo lon^, conclude 
by recoQuneoding the ManutaAory near 
Mansfield to your attention, fhould you, 
at fome future period, be inclined' to 
place thofe children, of whom chance and 
indigence have nutde you the guardians 
and protestors, in a btuation which we 
have already fbted we conceive to be the 
beft that can be provided' for thenvj as 
Cuckney Mills, befides thofe advantaeet 
which we have before enumerated, powft 
alfo what we think a very eftential one, 
in being eighty- five mjles nearer to the 
metropolis u«b the other« ^ 
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BUONAPARTE'S EXPEDITION IN EGYPT. 



CONSTANTINOPLE, AUG. ao. 

WITHIN thcfc few days the Pro- 
clamation has been made p\ihHc, 
which Buonaparte ifliicd in the Arabic 
Janguage, on his landing in Egypt. The 
following it a faithful tranOation of it : 

** IN the name of God, gracious and 
merciful.— There is no God but God } 
he has no fon or atfociatein his kingdom. 
^ " The prtfent moment, which is def- 
tined for the punifhment of the Beys, has 
been long anxioufly cxpeftcd. The Beys, 
Coming from the mountains of Georgia 
ind Bajars, have defolated this beautiful 
country, long infulted and treated with 
contempt the French Nation, and opprcfled 
ker Merchants in various ways. Buoila- 
fsrtty the General of the French Rc- 
]^iiblic» according to the principles of 
l-iberty, is now arrived; and the AU 
BJighty* the Lord of both Worlds, has 
iealed the deftruaion of the Beys. 

•* Inhabitants of Egypt ! When the 
Beys tell you the French are come to 
deftroy your religion, believe them not t 
it is ap abfolute ialfeKood . Aufwer thofe 
deceivers, that they are only come to rel- 
cve the rights of the poor from the hands 
•f their tyrants, and that the French 
adore the Supreme Being, an<) honour the 
IVophet and his holy lG>ran. 
. '< All men are equal in the eyes of 
God I uoderftanding, ingenuity, and 
Icience, alone make a difference between 
tbem i as the Beys, therefore, do not 
poflefs anyof thefe qualities, they caimot 
be worthy to govern the country. 

•« Vet are they the only poflcflbrs of 
^xtenfive trafts of land, b^utiful female 
Haves, excellent horfes, magniilcent pa- 
laces ! Have they then received an ex- 
clufive privilege troin the Almighty ? If 
lb, let them produce it. But the Su- 
preme Beings who is juft and merciful 
towards all nnankind, wills that in fiiture 
none of the inhabitants of Egypt /hall 
bo prevented from attaining to the firft 
cmplovnients and the higheft honours.-*- 
The Adminiftration, which (hall be coii- 
db^ed by perfons of intelligence, talents, 
And fbrehght, will be produ^ive of hap- 
|>fnefs and fecurity. The tynomy and 
■avarice of the Bejs have laid wafle 
Bgypt, which was tbrmcrly fo populoti^ 
vid well caftivated. 

«< The Prenek are the MufToImen. Not 
l^i>g f^ Uwy maKtod t^ Ronoe> aod 



overthrew the Throne of the Pope, wh« 
excited the Chriftians againft the pro« 
feflbrs of Iflamil'm (the Mahometan Re* 
Itgion). Afterward? they dire6led their 
courfe to Ma|ta, and drove out the un« 
believers, who imagined they were ap^ 
pointed by God to make; war on the 
MuiFulmen. The French have at all 
times been the true and fmcere friends of 
the Ottoman flmpcrors, and the cnemiet 
of their enemies. Mliy the Empire of 
the Sultan therefore be eternal ; but may 
the Beys of Egypt, our cppofert, whofe 
infatiaole avarice has continually excited 
difobedience and infubordination, be 
trodden in the duft, and annihilated I 

*« Our friendlhip Ihall be extended to 
thofe of the inhabitants of Egypt who 
ihall join us, as alfo to thofe who ihall 
remain in their dwelluigs, and obferve a* 
0ri6i neutrality j and when they have 
fcen our conduct with their own eyes, 
haften to fubmit to us ; but the dreadful 
punifhment of death awaits thofe who 
ihall take up arms fof the Beys, and 
againft us. For then thefe ihall be no 
deliverance, nor ihall any trace of them 
remain. 

<«Art.i. All places which ihall bd 
three leagues diflant from the route of 
the French army, ihall fend one of theiv 
principal inhabiunts to the French Ge- 
neral, to declare thSt they lubmit, and 
will hoift the French flag, which is blue» 
white, and red.

♦« Art. A. The Sheiks and principal 
perfons of each town and village ihall 
feal up the houies and eiFe£ls of the 
Beys, and tike care that not the ixnalleft 
article ihall be toil. 

<«Art.5. The Sheiks, Cadis, and 
Imans, ihall continue to exercife their 
' refpe^ive'^un^Hons 5 and put up theif 
prayers, and perform the exerciie of re- 
ligious worihip in the mof<jues and houies 
of prayer, A 11 the inhabitants of Egypt 
fmt offer up thanks to the Suorem^ 
Being, a])d put up public prayerf tor the 
dcilru6tion of the Beys.

EXTRACTS FROM AUTHENTIC LET- 
TERS FkOM ALEXANDMlAy DATEP 
ilUG. 4. 

•« THE triumphal entry of Baona- 
parte into Alexandria, Rofetta, and 
C^iro, is known i but the details are 
noti and it is neceflary they fhould now 
be given. It was on the i ft of July that 
our fleet arrived in the Road of Alex- 
andria, and the difcmbarkation took 
place the fame night. Buonaparte was 
conveyed on (hore in a galley after the 
troops were landed, 

*' On the »d, preparations were made 
for attacking Alexandria, even without 
artillery. It was carried by fcaling, 
indwithbayooets^twoor three hundred 
men were killed and wounded. The 
idiviiions which attacked the city were 
commanded by Menon and Kleber i the 
latur was woun^ded in the head, and the 
former, in mounting the wail in the 
aflault, threw down fome Clones, which 
wounded his thigh* As foon as Alex- 
andria was taken polfeifion of, the 
' people were difarmed, without any vio- 
lence. Tbe,8cherif was continued in 
his fun€iions, and decorated with the 
fri-coloured fcarf. 

<< Buonaparte ordered the Chiefs of 
the Arabs to afiemble,, and made a 
(reacy with them ; but cit^hcr the rati- 
fication of it was not foon enough known^ 
or elfe it was violated ; for on the aift 
of July they murdered nine Tailors be- 
longing to the Tonant. On the fame 
day, 30 or 35 of the Arabs were put to 

gieces by our cavalry in the neighbour* 
ood of Alexandria, 
** Rofetta opened her gates and fent 
a Deputation.. The army advanced 
along the Nile to Cairo. Buonaparte 
commanded the attack upon Cairo in 

5erfon» aififted by Generals Vial and 
Ion. The capture of a very important 
fort determined the Commandfer of the 
city to furrender on the 93d of July ; it 
contains about 400, ooq inhabitants. 
Admiral Brueys publifhed an addrefs tQ 
. the fleet, dated the 28th July, in whiph 
he Hates that the Beys had placed the 
whole of their hopes in the defence of 
Cairo, That io,ooq Maroelu);e| on 
borfeback attapked our troops with 
impetuoiity, but they were repulfec) 

wit^ i^^ I06 of 9b9v% ioo9i wbo were 



cut in pieces, and fcvera! were drowned. 
The reft fled in the greattft conftema- 
tion. We took their baggage and 300 
camels laden, and more than 300 horfes 
richly harneifed. 

*' It was by his » proclamations and 
his accounts of battles, written in the 
flyle of Csefary that Buonaparte was firft, 
known to the world. His genius s^d 
his policy will be difplayed with equ4. 
eclat in a country where, fince the 
difafter of the fleet, he is in a manner 
abandoned to his own refourceg.*'

againft our 13. 

"Our brave Teamen, however, made 
a vigorous reiiflance; and, after one 
bour*s fighting, the Admiral was killed 
)>y a canuou-^lL' Vidory, faithful to 
•ur troops on land, has deferted our 
iailors ; but they fhall be avenged. The 
lois of the enemy already conloles their 
tears. We arc.affured that the Engliik 
Admiral is'alfo killed. Five or &. of 
their vefl*els are difmafted, and two 
others are much damaged. 

<*'rhe foldiers of the re^ment of 
Malta were on (hore with the victorious 
legions of Buonaparte. The galley was 
in the port with the convoy, which has 
fuffered no injury ; and the two demi- 
^alleys of Civita Vecchia, manned by 
lomc Maltefc, protect the waterings 
place at the mouth of the Nile, and have 
not been attacked.

The following Narrative of the abote 
Glorious Action was drawn up 
by a Gentleman who has had an op- 
portunity of collefting much in- 
formation refpcding it. 

" THE reafon of Nclfon's roiiBng 
the French fleet originally was the falfc 
intelligence given to him By a neutral 
vefl*cl, or, perhaps, one fcnt on purpoff 
to deceive him. He was told tnat ib^ 
French fleet had left Malta three dayi 
earlier than the truth 5 and therefore, 
fuppottng them to be far advanced, be 
made a dire8 cut to^lexandria, whim 
Buonaparte went round by Candia. 

«* Leaving Sicily the Jtcond time, he 

touched at the Morea (Greece) } andj 

learning that' the enemy had paflcd 

Candia abaut 33 days before, and had 

o ttoud 
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Hood from thence to the South-Eaft, he . 
■jgaia (leered a dirc6t courfe fat Alfcx- 
andria, though in little hope' of findin|; 
thorn. He looked into that p6t\, and' 
faw it crowded with Ffcnch fhips, but 
no Admiral or capiul Ihip. His defpanr 
wa« now at its heighty when tfcc entfniy*s 
fleet was dtfcried from the tnaft-Hcad, 
a few leagues diftant to th^ Eaftward^ 
in the Bay or Road of Aboukcir. He 
rnftantly directed his courfa toward* 
them, and found them at anchor^ in m 
Itne extending from N* W. to S. E. 
They were ^Xjfngle anchor, withj^fiVf^^ 
on their cables, and ridiftg bead xo toindt 
which was from the Ifortb-WeJI* To 
approach them It was neceflary to fail 
round an ifland, and a reef whkh pro- 
je^ed from it| to the diftance of feveral 
miles from the point on which the fmall 
fort of Abotikeir ♦ ftands. The winj 
was perfeftly fair both for this and foif 
approaching the fleet j but, unfortu- 
nately» in roundinj? the reef, the CuU 
foden,' the leading mip, comrtanded by 
the galisint Trowbridge, ran aground, 
and couM not be got at all into action. 
After this accident Nclfon found him- 
felf with ten fhips only (three having 
Jfallen feveral leagues aftern f) to fight 
thirteeii of the enemy, and frvtral of 
thefe of fuperior force to any of his.* 

• " The illand alfo, fortified with two 
mortars and fome heavy guns, was- to 
foe pa/Tcd within (hot ; yet he deter- 
mfned on an immediate attacki and 
tnade the fignal to attack the van and 
centre of the enemy. It was near (ix 
in the evening when he clofed with 
them. About half of his (hips got be- 
tween the enemy and the ihore, either 
"by cutting through their line or by failing 
round the head of it, and the reft at- 
raciced on the outfidc. All dropped 
their anchors, {<i as to place themfclves 
oppofite and clofe to their opponents ; 
land* it is faid >that one of the Ihips, in 
pafling, beat the carved work off the 
enemy's ftcrn. By this difpofition fome 
of the enemy were doubted on, and all 
'that were engaged on the land fide were 
taken nnprepared-y for the Zealous fired 
three broadfides before a gun was re- 
turned from that fide. 

• «* The enemy began firing as foon as 
our fiiips came within (hot, but I believe 
the fire was not returned till we clofed 
with them. The Zealous difmafted the 
Guerrier (beadmoft ihip of the enemy's 



line) in three broadfides^ and flie wat 
completely heaten in five mmnres. 
Their fix headmoft ihtps were fstken 
jSoffefTion of the firft night (remaining' 
ftill at anchor), ai^d L'Oricilt blew up. 
Next morning, at day -light, the aftioa 
re-comnrenced, • and other fliips were 
taken or' deftroyed j nor did- the battle 
end till the forenoon of the third day 
(Auguft 3), when the enemy's rear 
was compelled either to furrcnder or 
rdn. Two ihips of the line and t^o 
frigates, by' their being Icfs difablcd la 
their mails and rigging th^n our fliips» 
cfcaped, although purfued. M\ the 
captured ibipt were difmafted. Tho 
Timoleon (bared the fate of L'Orient^ 
and thofe of her crew who fwam to the 
fhbre were faid to be maiTacred by the 
Arabs. The advantages held oat ra 
Nelfon by the French Admiral were 
great indeed \ fo that we may hope thac 
the Almighty hath confounded the 
councils of the enemy, both in the ex-t 
pedition itfelf and in the manner of con- 
ducting it. If the French Admiral 
could not have made fuch a difpofitioii 
of his fleet at anchor as to command the 
Bay of Aboukcir, he (hould have got 
his fleet undn fitii^ fo ijiat every fliip 
might have had a chance of coming into 
a6(ion. As il was, his line was fo dif- 
pofedas to lie> in the direSint fffibr 
vfikdy whilft Nelfon had the option of 
attacking the line to windward^ aady of 
Courfe, of throibing out of tbt a£lion all 
the leeward ihips, which) heinr tied 
down at anchor by their faulty dii^po-< 
iition, could not come up to the aluft^ 
ance of thofe which were attacked ; ib 
that the different parts of their line 
were beaten infuccejjion \ and on this 

MATTER THE DECISIVE NATVRK OF 

THE VICTORY TURKBD. Had they 
been cafi loofe, in all prob^^biiity many 
would have efcaped \ nor could Nelfon 
have ventured to attack them with his 
ten ihips that evening. 

« It may be added, that had Nelfoii 
fallen in with the enemy on their way 
from Malta to Alexandria, the utmoft 
he could have done was to beat or de- 
ftroy x.\i%\T Jbifis of ivOr} but the tran- 
fports, &c. would have efcaped back 
to France and Italy ; for not one of 
them could in all probability have beea 
taken, as our fleet would have had 
work enough of a difcrent kind. As 
the matter now is, the Trench army is

MY LORD, 

WHEN I wrote to your Grace on 
the 5th» I -had every reafon to beliere, 
from the enemy *s movement to Druma- 
haul, that it was their intention to march 
to the North \ and it was natural to 
fnppofe that they might hope that a 
French force would get into fome of the 
Bays in that p«rtof the country, with- 
out a fuccour of which kind every point 
of dtre^on for their march feemed 
equally dcfpcrate. 

I received, however, very early in 
the morning of the 7th, account* from 
Lieutenant General Lake, that they 
bad turned to their right, to Drumkeirn, 
and that be had reafon to believe that it 
was their intention #0 ^o to Boyle, or 
Cairick, or Shannon ; in confequcnce 
of which I haftcned the march of the 
" tropps under my immediate command, 
in order to arrive before the enemy at 
Carrick, and directed Major^General 
Moore, who was at Tubbercurry, to be 
prepared in the event of the enemy's 
movpment to Boyle. 

On my Arrival at Carrick, I found 
that the enemy had paffed the Shannon, 
at Ballintra, where they attempted to 
^ deftrby the bridge \ burLicut. General 
Lake followed them fo clofcly, that 
they were not able to cffcd it. 

Under thefe circumftances I felt 
pretty confident that one more march 
would bring this difagree^ble warfare 
to a concluiion \ and having obtained 
fati^fadtory information that ihe enemy 
had halrtd for the night at Cloone, I 
moved with the troops at Carrick, at 
10 o'clock on the night of the 7th, to 
7VIoh.II, and directed Lieut. General 
Lake to proceed at the fame time to 
CJoone, which is about three miles from 
Mohi!', by which movement I fliould 
be abl j cither to join with Lieutenant'* 



General Lake in the attack of the cne* 
my« if they (hould remain at Cioone,or 
to intercept their retreat, if they ihould 
(as it was moft probable) retire on the 
approach of our army. 

On my arrival at Mohill, fooa after 
day-brealc, I found that the enemy had 
begun to move towards Granani; I 
therefore proceeded with all poflible 
eipedition to this place, through which 
I was aflured, on account of a broken 
bridge, that the enemy mull paft io 
their way to Granard, and direded 
Lieutenant-General Lake to attack the 
enemy's rear, and impede their march 
as much as pofl]ble» without briogiac 
the whole of his corpa into adion* 
Lieut. General Lake performed this 
fervice wjth his ufuitKattention and abi- 
lity ; and the inclofed letter, which I 
have juft received from him, will ex* 
plain the circumftances which produced 
the immediate fur render of the enemy^ 
army. 

The copy of my orders, which I en* 
clofe, will (hew how much reafon I 
have to be latisfied with the exertioM 
of the troops ; and I requeft that yoiir 
Grace wiU be pleafed to inform his 
Majefty that I have received the greateft 
adiftance from th6 General and Staff 
Officers who bare ferved with the army*

I HAVE the honour to acquaint 
you, for the information of his Excel- 
lency the Lord Lieutenant, that Ending 
upon my arrival at Ballaghy, that the 
French army had paffed that place from 
Caftlebar, I immediately followed them 
to watch their motions. Lieuten&of- 
c Colonel 
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Colonel Cvtv/fuvi, vtho commattded 
my adranced corpt| compofed of detach- 
snentt of Hompefch't and the firft fen- 
cible cavalry, by mat vigiiance and 
adivity, hung (b cTofe upoo tlieir rear» 
chat they could not efcape from me, 
although they drove the country, and 
carried with them all the horfes. 

After four days and nights raoft fe. 
▼ere Qiarching, my column, confiding 
ef the carabineers, detachments of the 
s^d light dragoons, the firft fencible 
light dragoons, and the Roxburgh fen- 
cible dragoons, under the command of 
Colonel sir Thomas Chapman, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Maxwell, Earl of Roden, 
and Captain Kerr; the 3d battalion of 
light infantry, the Armagh, and part 
ot the Kerry milttia, the Reay, Nor- 
thampton, and Prince of Wales*s fen- 
cible regiments of infantry, under the 
cotamand of Lientenant-Colonel Innes, 
of the 64th regiment, Lord Vifconot 
Gosfordy Earl otGlaadore, Major Ro(s, 
LicLUt. Colonel Bulkeley, and Lieut. 
Colooel Macartney, arrived at Cloone 
about feven o'clock this morning, where, 
having received diredions to follow the 
enemy on the fame line, whilft his Ex- 
cellency moved by the lower /oad to 
intercept them, I advanced, having 
previooiiy detached the Monaghan ligtit 
company, mounted behind dragoons, to 
baraft their rear* 

Lieutenant-Colonel Crawfurd, on 
coming up with the French rear guard, 
fommoned them to furrender ; but as 
they did not attend to his fummons, he 
attacked them, upon which upwards of 
200 French infantry threw down their 
arms* Under the idea that the reft of 
the corpt would do the fame thing. 
Captain Packenham, Lieut. General of 
Ordnance, and Major-General Cradock, 
rode up to them. ' The enemy, how- 
ever, inftantly commenced a fire of can- 
non and muiketryy which wounded 
General Cradock ; upon which, I or- 
dered up the third battalion of light 
infantry, under the command of Lieu- 
tenant- Colonel Innes, and commenced 
the attack upon the enemy's pofuion* 
The a£tion lafted upwards of half an 
hour, when the remainder: of the column 
making its appearance, the French fur- 
rendered at difcretion. The Rebels, 
who fled in all directions, fufl*ered fe- 
vercly. 

The condu6t of the cavalrv was 
highly confpicuous. The third light 
battalion, and part of the Armagh 
militia (the only infantry that were 



ennged), behared moft gallantly, and 
deferve my warmeftpraife.' Lieutenant- 
Colonel Inoes^s fpirit and judgment* 
contributed much to our fuccefs* 

To Brigadier-General Taylor I have 
to return my moft fincere thanks for hit 
ereat exertions and afliftance, particu- 
larly on this day ; alfo to Lord Roden^ 
Sir Thomas Chapman, Major Kerr, and 
Capt. Fergufon, whofe example contri- 
buted much to animate the troops. I 
ought not to omit mentioning Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Maxwell,Major Packen- 
ham, lind Captain Kerr, whofe conduft 
was equally meritorious ; and I feel 
infinitely tnankful to all the command- 
ing officers of corps, who, during fo 
fatiguing a march, encoun^ed their 
men to bear it with unremitting par* 
feverance. . 

To Captain Packenham, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Clinton (who came to me with 
orders from Lord Cornwallis), and 
Major- General Cradock (who joined 
me in the morning), 1 am highly in- 
debted for their fpirited fupport; the 
latter, though early woufaded, would 
not retire from the field during the 
a^ion. 

I acknowledge with gratitude the 
zeal and activity difplaved on all occa* 
lions by Lieutenant- Cfolonel Meade^ 
Major Hardy, Alfiftaot Quarter-Matter 
General, Captains Taylor and Euftace 
of the Engineen, Captain Nicholfon^ 
and my other aides de camp* 

I cannot conclude my letter without 
expreiling how much our fuccefi is to 
be attributed te the fpirit and a^ivity 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Crawfurd, and 
I beg leave to recommend him as a moft 
deferving officer.

IT is with the greateft pleafure I 
have the honotjr to inform your Lord* 
ihip, that yellerday morning, at nine 
o'clock, Carthagena bearing N. 79 W« 
diftant 19 leagues, I had the good for- 
tune to fall in with a fquadron of 8pa« 
nifli frigates, as per margin *, and that^ 
after having brought them to dole 
a6tion, . about a quarter pad eleven, 
o'clock^ which lafted with great warmth 
till ten minutes pad one P. M. the 
enemy was totally defeated and put to 
flight, leaving the Dorothea to her fate, 
having hoiAed an Englifli eniign with 
the union downwards ; and as I con- 
fidered her in the greateft diftrtfs, i 
loft not a moment in taking poffLirioiit 
which was done in the face of the three 
remaining frigates, diCldnt about two 
miles on my weather-bow. 

In detailing tbe partitulars of the , 
above affdir, 1 have to inform your 
Lordfhip, that at tHc hour the frigate* 
were defcried in tbe S. E. quarte^^ihe 
Lion was Peering Eaft with a crot^d of 
fail, the wind moderate at W. S. W. ; 
and as I foon diicovered, by their fignalt 
and other manoeuvres they were cre- 
mics, 1 imrnediatcly cleared ihip for 
attion, which bcin^ cifcded in the 
Ihcrted time I ever rccolleft to have 
feen, I acquainted the officers and (hip't 
company with my intention of imme- 
diately bringing the frigates to the 
clofcft a6tion polTihlcj and obfcrving 
the chearfulncfs with which it was re- 
ceived, I determined not to lofc a mo- 
ment to profit thereby, and accordingly 
took in fiuddipg fails and firft reef» of 
the top fails, lu order to fecure the

Juuled up towarJi the frigates which 
were fleering for the Lion* Having 
lecured the weather gage, I bore down 
cm the enemy, who wat forming iti m 
clofe order of battle on the larboard Hoe 
of bearing : the third frigate from the 
▼an had loft her fore top-maft. It im- 
mediately occurred to me that the 
crippled fiiip was my objed^, in order 
to (ecure a general aAion ; fuppofing 
that a Spaniard (from the noblenefi of 
kitcharafier) would never with fo fu- 
perior a force forfake a friend in dif* 
trefs. In this I fortunately fucceeded ; 
and fteering for and cloHng with the 
crippled ihip, which wa;i now become 
the fterniuoft in the line of battle, the 
other three frigates tacked in fucceflion, 
and paiTed the Lion very gallantly 
within mufquct ihoc : but as their line 
after tacking was by no means a clofe 
one, they each received a well dire6^ed 
broadfide from the Lion ; the good 
efcCt of which was very vifible by their 
landing a confiderable time on that 
tack. I ft ill continued to /leer for the 
crippled ihip» who nearly failing as well 
as the Lion» galled her very conhderably 
in the rigging by her fttrn chaccrs* 

The three frigates made a fecond 
clofe attempt, but not fo clofe as the 
fosmer^ to (upport her, and were each 
fully repaid by an exchanee of broad - 
fides. At length we doled with the 
crippled (hip^ and poured in a de« 
flru^ive firCf the yard-arms being juft 
clear of each other j he neverthelefs 
did not ftrike for fome time after. At 
this ffcriod 1 found the Lion totally un- 
ffovernabley having all her braces, 
bowlings, clue earnets, &c. ihot away, 
the forefail nearly rendered ufelefsyand 
the other fails much torn* 

The three frigates a third tim< made 
a diftant and feeble effort to pniieft and 
•over the diftreffed frigate, but in vain ; 
they did not dare to approach within 
the diftahce to do fo, and by great 
exertions being enabled to wear round 
on the fame tack with the frigate that 
had now ftruck her colours, and fubfti* 
luted the Engliih enfign in its place, I 
clofed with and took poITeifion of her 
as before related. 

During the remainder of the day we 
were lying to, fully employed in re- 
pairing the rigging, bending hew canvai, 
and fecuring the prize, in order to en- 
able me, if potfTible, to go in purfuit of 
tht three frigates, which were making 
i^Fciofe by the wind to the N. W. 
Now^ my Lord, it is with the greaccft 



and moft heartfelt pltafurt to me tbH 
this fervice has been effected with the 
probable lofs of only one poor roan, 
who has had his thigh amputated, aa 
likewife Mr. Patey, midftiiproan# 
(lightly wounded in the ihoulder : this 
youth did not quit his quarters in cod« 
fequence of the wound, and was, froni 
BrA to lad, particularly active : but, my 
Lord, there have been feveral miracu« 
lous recoveries in the Lion, owing to 
the great ability and humane attention 
of the furgeon, Mr. Young ; I there^ 
fore never defpair of a maxi while thera 
is life. 

I have now the (atisfa^iion of de- 
claring to your Lordibip, that nothing 
CQuld exceed the cool and coUe^td 
braverv and determined refolution of 
every Individual in the Lion. I have 
taken the Dorothea in tow, as (be has 
her mizen-maft and fore top-maft car* 
rted away, and fails and rigging cut to 
pieces, her rudder and main-^maft much 
damaged, as well as on account of tha 
neceifarj attendance of the furgeon to 
the relief of the wounded men on n 
board, the furgeon of the Dorothea 
being an inexperienced man, and with* 
out the neceflary inftruments. 

I can get, my Lord, but an imperfeft 
account of the killed on board the 
Dorothea; their complement V the 
commencement of the a£lion was called 
three hundred and fifty, and now there 
are vi^ualled on board the Lion three 
hundred and fifty-one; many volunteers 
embarked on board at Carthagena 5 the 
Captain and officers fuppofe there mighr 
be from twenty to forty killed in the 
a6tion, and the wounded now on board 
the Lion are thirty-two.

paid no further attention, and kept

us. We brought our broadfide to bear, 
and, thinking his force too great to be 
trifled with, gave it to him with its full 
effect, and he returned it ) but on our 
ihopting a-head, and tacking to give 
him . the other, he again cried put^ 
•« beting us not to fiie again, that he 
was Djdly wounded, but would obey 
my orders irai.'»ediately j" and, on his 
lowering his fails, all firing ceafed about 
eleven P. M, The veflcl is called the 
Liguria, Don Franc, de Orfo, Com- 
mander, a Dutch frigate fold to the 
Genoefe, and mounting 11 eighteen- 
pounders, 4 twelve-pounders, 10 fix- 
sunders, 12 long wall pieces, and 4 
Cwivels, with 120 men on board, of all 
nations. 

It would give me infinite pleafure if I 
could clofe this, without having ttf in- 
form your Lord (hip, that in the firft 
hour of the action I loft my maftcr^ 
Mr. Soullby j a lofs I felt m«re fc- 
verely, for he was brave with the 
greateft coolnefs, and knew his duty 
well. I had fix men wounded, two 
badly $ the Liguria had fcven killed, 
and fourteen wounded $ among thent 
the boatfwain was killed, and the fir(t 
captain very dangeroufly wounded. 

No panegyric of mine can dojuftice 
to either warrant- officers or men $ for 
the great difparity ^between the vefiela 
(hews that, had it not been for their 
fpirited exertions, we muft have fallen 
a facrifice to thefe pirates, or whatever 
elfc they may be. The fervicc is much 
indebted to the fpirited condu£^ of 
Captain Brown, of the 28th regiments 
who happened to be on board, by his 
animation infpiring all around, and by 
his attention to the guns ; nor would I 
dojuftice if I did not beg leave, in the 
(trongeft terms, to recommend to your 
Lordfiiip^s notice Mr. Hemphill, the^ 
pucfer, who with mv leave came up 
from below, where ne was ftationedf 
and by his a(nduity in attending the 
guns, faved me much, as after the lofa 
of the mafter, my attention was more 
particularly required in manoeuvring 
the helm and fails.

Happy. The day correfpondent to the 
Sunday, before the aoth Finiftidor, was 
that ot the infurre^ion, which took place 
after vefpers, by fignal from a tocfm, and 
two pieces of cannon, at the old city. 
Wc have not yet any news from tnc 
hundred men in garrifon at the iflc of 
Gozo, nor from the hundred in the old 
city, but we fear they have all fallen.

Alexander Aubert, Efq. is a native 
of the city of London, and was bom in 
A«ilin Friafs od the iitb^f May 1710. 
He received the early part of his edu* 
cation at the fchool of Mr. Sanxay, at 
Cheam, in the county of Surry, a fe- 
Htinary of gveat reputation in its day, 
and which derived much credit froin 



many eminent perfons who proceeded 
from thence. After fome time he wat 
removed to a public fchool at Geneva* 
where he remamed fix or feven years» 
during which P^i<>d he acquired the 
Ffench and Italian bneuaget to great 
perfeflion* It was white retadent at this 
itminary tliat the Comet, in the ye* ^ 
1 744, made its appearance in the hemi» ' 
(phere, and dire£^ed our young fcholar*t 
ftrft attention to the ftudy of Aftronomy, 
in which he has fince become a complete 
maftcr* ^ 

Being deftined to a mercantile life* 
he was firft placed in the counting-houfo 
of an eminent Merchant in the above chy, 
where, a^er he had continued a ihort 
period^ he was fimt to L^hom, and 
remained fome time in the ^rvice of a 
Merchant there. He then removed to 
Genoa, after which he made the tour 
of Italy, and was at Rome at the ceit- 
bratipn of the Jubilee in the year 17 5#. 
He reflded three 'years in Italy, and re- 
turned to England through France and 
Switzerland; m which coumries he made 
i'amt Aay both in the provinces and in 
the capital. At length, in the year 
1751, his rambles cealed, and in 175s 
be was taken into partnerihip in the houife 
of his father in London. 

His attintioa to bufmefs could not 
pafs UBobferved, and did not pafs with« 
out reward. In 17 c} he was elected 
a Dire^or of the Corporation of the 
London AiTurance, and lome years after* 
wards, hit knowledge and afliauity point* 
ed him out as the moil proper perfon 

J" P » r^ T ^ 
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to be the cpaHant qittcndinff pire£tor» 
and he foon after was made Governor of 
the Corporation. 

In 177a he WW eUft' da Fellow of the 
Kcyal Sccl|fty j ^nd, inihe yt?r lyH*^^ 
alfo btcaipe a Fellow pi t^e Antiquarian 
Society. In 1793 he received a dipl ma, 
appoint}!.^ him a Mcpiber of the Im- 
perial Academy of Sciences of peterf- 
burgh. 

His favourite ftudy, we have already 
mcnrici-td, was that of Aftronomy j in 
the indulgence of which, be fpared no 
ex^rtiun nor ejcpencfc. In 1771 he huilt 
an Obicrvatcry at Loampit^iil, Dcpf- 
ford, and furnilhed it with the beft in- 
itrumcmf ot Short, Biid, Doltond, 
Jlamfden, and the moft emii'cnt vvojJc- 
mcn t'f the tiroes. In gratitude for the 
favoprs received from him, Mr. Bird, 
at his death,left him and the late Ad- 
miral Campbell refiduary legatees. In 
37^8 he quitted Loampit h ill ^ and pu(*- 
cbaled his piefent bpauuful cUate at 
Highbury, vcherc he has built another 
Oblejvatcry on an enlaiged icale, fupe- 
•rior to that ot any private individual in 
tlic |ci. gdom. Thin alfo is furnifhed in 
the lame manner us tht- iormer, with the 
.addition of a valuable coIle£^ion of bopks 
in various arts and fcicnces, and in 
various hnguu fs. 

The knowledge in* Mechanicks which 
Mr. Aubert had acquired recommended 
-kirn as a proper peri on to be one of the 
Truftees for the completing ot Ramfgate 
harbour, and he exerted fmgular dili- 
gence in performing the duties of the 

• office. In 1787, in* confeq\icncc of Mr. 
liarker''s death, he was unanimouily re* 
queued to uke the Chair j ** which 
having done,*' fays Mr. Snieaton,'* the

jrequefted Mr. Aubert to take the lead 
lA the managemeilt and dire6^ion of th^ 
bufm^fs and affairs jclative thereto j to 
which requeft Mr. ^ubert politely af- 
fented ; at the fame time requeftinj the 
Gentlemen to aflift and fupport bim in ■ 
tvtry meafure tending to the benefit and 
public utility of the harbour •." 

From this tjme the works at Ramfgate 
harbour were carried on viith unabated 
diligence. Mr. Smeaton's alTiftance was 
■ called ip, and he and Mr. Aubert at one 
time descended in the diving bcll.to tljf 
bottom of the fca, to examine the fotm- 
dations of the pier. They liaid there 
three quarters of an hour, and fatisBed 
thprplelves in every particular in which 
Ihcy wanted information +. Bjr th«f 
joint efforts the Harbour has arrived at 
its prelcnt ftatp of perfection, and ha« 
been tne means of faving many lives ii»d 
much property, wtiich would otherwifc 
been loth 

To a man of Mr. Aubert's known 
* loyalty and Ijpirit, a ftate of inadivity in 
times like the prefent could hardly be 
expected j and accordingly we fiod> on 
the earlieft movement towards mealores 
for the defence of the country againft a 
gafconading toe, he was one of the firft 
to call the attention of his neighbours 
to prepare to oppofe the enemy. ' ^ 
1 792 he was Chair-man of the Affcciation 
to reprefs fedition, and foon after he re- 
comnnended the inhabitants of Iflingtcin 
to form themlelvet into a miiiiary aflb- 
ciation. On the execution of this plan 
he was ele^ed the chief officer, and has 
fmce been appointed, by his Majefty** 
commilTion, Lieutenant* Colonel Com- 
rnandant of the Loyal Iflington Volun- 
teers, which *h»vc fiiKe very much i$' 
crealed itx number aikl refpeaibiiity«

IT U from ^it fovereign City, which» 
built with brickl, and without either 
elegance or dignity', pointt to the Thames 
and its fapcrfo Bridge, and feemt to lav t 
'^To what daire you compare me? Let 
the ocean, let loorUs hring bttber their 
tributes \ it is from this city that I write 
to you in hafte, my eyes diftraf^ed by a 
croud of object t ; my mind occ«l)!>icd 
with a thoufand painful fdlieitudes Bbout 
the prei^nt and the f\iturc ; but my Whut 
and my imagination fiill full of you* 

Our voyage would fcrvc for a romance : 
Tou arc acquainted with one part of the 
^ncoDVtniercffS that preceded our de- 
'parture ; you have undoubtedly expe- 
rienced at Paris the fame weather wc 
met with on the road $ but of our pafTage 
yoQ am form no idea^ until you have been 
in a tempcft. Twice were we on the 
point of periftiing : once by the tble force 
of- wind and waves, which made our 
weak bark crack agahn ; and once, at the 
entrance of the Adder, that is, at we 
were off tlie port, in tacking about, a 
fniftake in the matiagement of the helm 
had nearly funk us \ the wa^er was knee 
'deep in ^he hold. The Captain, a moft 
intrepid failor, gave up himlelf for loft, 
and would not, he declared, outlive his 
' ^ip. Happily, my poor friend was in 
that horrible ftau, calted Tea ficknefs, tlie 
moral efe^ of whkh is a careleffinef? 
gbout every thing, except about th« hope 
that the fea will fwallow up both the 
puniflimenf »nd tlie piuii/hed. I> who 
never am fea-fick, vomited blood,, and 
ray nerves have not yet regained their

Divine Providence), a French Ladf« 
whom tlt^ IrifiiQian bad itol^n from bar 
fan^ily by l^e ri|;ht th^t ever^ Iri(hmaa 
has to appropriate to lumfelf a rich 
beireis 1 and with ^n. Ei^lifh Clergy^ 
noan, a mild, moderate, and very well 
informed maa. W« let off poit, I iayi 
not from any rprioctple of prioe, but 
ail the faihion M Kngfand, and the bril<r 
liant part of the Court, being at Bright* 
clmftone, where ^he Prince of Wales 
wa^ drinking tl\e waters, there was not » 
fvng^ Diligence in which we ct)uld pro* 
cure places ; beCdes, polts, which are 
excellent, and furniih coaches comparable 
to our Gentlemen's cairiages, are fcarceiy' 
fo dear as in France, though much longer 
and pafl<:4 ^^'ith three times the fpccd* 
It refulted, however* from this mode c^ 
tiavelliHg, that in i'plte of the economical 
talent& and Iriih induftry of our com- 
panion, whcia I created Quarter Maftcr 
General ot the expedition, our journer 
coft us thrice what it ought to have cov 
us, con£dering that the packet boat not 
failing till thiee dnys alter our arrivai* 
and the difficulties about a palTport b^.

It was a fcaft for the fickt, a chann for 
tM mtiidt which it is iivpoflibk lo 
exaggerate. 

The approaches to London are through 
« countrV for which HoUand affords no-' 
parallel (I ihould compare to it Tome of 
the vaiUet of Switaeriand) for, dnd thU 
remarkable obiervationfejzes immediately 
mm experienced mind» this fo\^retgn 
people are, above ztl, farmers in the 
Doiom of theU* idand : and that is what 
kas ib long faved' it xvem its own con- 
iralfions.

Several 
cantons in Fra^nce, even in the pooreft 
provinces, and riJ Normandy, vJhich I 
nave juft viiited, are finer by nature than 
chefe fields. Here we find tn this place, 
mnd that pUcCy. but every where in our 
country, nne edifices, proud buildtngs, 
great public works, tne trace*- of the 
inoft wonderftil works of man } and yet 
this contents me more than thofe tl]ings 
ftftonifii me. ItMS that nature is here 
nmeitonited and not forced j that >he 
narrow but excellent roads recall not to 
fny mind the perfons liable to the Cor«- 
Teesy except to mourn over the countries 
where thry are known ; that the hi^h 
Ihtteof cultivation here announces the 
refpeft for property $ that this care ami 
vniverfal neatnefs is a livingr fyKem of 
Well being) that all this rural wealth is 
in nature, by nature, accordingto naturr,

All me cities are alike, nnlefs 
you grant to this the advantage of tha^ 
admirable pi^priety wrhidi is extended to

MY LOltDS AMD GENTLEMEN^ 

THE events which have taken place 
in the courfe of tbe preft nt year, 
mad the fignal fucceiles which, under the 
bkfling of Providence, have attended 
tdj Arms, hate been prodtiAivc of the 
liapiiieft cdnfeqiiences,andhave el&nttally 
promoted the pfofperity and i^ory of the 
•ountry. The unexampled Icries of our 
iiavil triumphs has received frefh fpien- 
4ii>ur ffom the memorable and decifive 
Aflion foufl^ht by a detachment of my 
Fleet, unfer the command of Rear* 
Admiral Lord NelloB, which attacked 
^cbA aknoft totally deftroycd a fleet of the 
enemy, fuperier in force, aad (hrengthened 
by^ every advantage^f fttuation. By thil 
great and brtllsant viAory, an enterprize, 
tbe injoltice, perfidy, and extravagance 
of which had fixed the attention of the 
world, and pcculiarlv dire^ed againft 
forae of the moft valuable interefts of 
tbe Brittih Empire, has, in the £Ht 
niftance, been turned to the confuiion of 
Its authors, and the blow thus given to 
tW power of France has afforded an 
cpcmng ndiicht wifely improved by other 



powers, may lead to the general 4e- 
live/ance of £arope. 

The wifdom and magnanimity of the 
Emperor of Ruflia, tbe deciHon and vi- 
gour of the Ottoman Porte, have fkfmm. 
that thefe Powers are imprefled with a

render, and the armaments fines defined 
to the fame purpofe have, by the vigi«. 
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Udcc and aftUrlty of my. fouadronty been 
either captured or difperled. The views 
and principles of thole who had long 
planned, in concert with our inveterlte 
•nemies> tp fubvert the Laws and Con* 
Aitution of the Country* have been de- 
tected and ezpofed, and their defigns 
made manifeft to the world. Thofe vtrho 
have been miiled or (educed are now 
awakened to a fenfe of their duty, while 
the horrors and calamities with which 
thefe traitorous attempts have been at. 
companied, muft imprei's upon the minds 
of my faithful fubje^s the neccflity of 
repelling with fifronefs every attack on 
the Laws and eftablifl)^ Government of 
the Country. 

GENTLEUEN OF THE HOUSE OP 
COMMONS, 

Under the tmavoidable prefTurc of pro- 
traced War, I have the fatisfaaion to 
inform you that the produce of the per- 
manent revenue is iuliy adequate to our 
ibcrealcd expenditure ; the national credit 
has been maintained and improved, and 
the commerce and indul^ry of my fub- 
jeflshave fiouxiihed to a degree hitherto 
unknown. The prelent fituation of af- 
fairs unhappily renders heavy expenses 
indifpeniible^ but the ilate of our re^ 



fources, joined to the good fenft and 
fpirit of the nation, I hope will eaabk 
you to provide the neceUary fupplief 
without any ellential inconvenience to 
my people, and with at little addition a<.

I rely with the utmoft confidence on 
the continuance of your efforts to enable 
me to conduct the contell in which we 
are engaged to a fafe and honourable 
concluhon. We have furmoonted many 
and gr^t difficulties $ oar perfevera{\^ 
ih a jult cauie has been rewarded with 
diiiinguifhed fucccCs } and our (ittiation^ 
compared with that of other countries^ 
hat proved that in a period of general 
danger and calamity, the fecurity and 
happinefs of the Biitiih Nation have^ 
tinder the blelling of Providence, de- 
pended on its own conftaneyy k$ energy^ 
and its virtue.

MR. Gilpin oblerves, that " large 
Bams were the common append- 
ages of Abbeys, and the veltiges of feme 
of them ftiU remain. There is a grand 
building of this kind at Battle Abbey, 
ih Sdflex; tfiough I fhould think it 
more ornamented than was roquifite for' 
a barn. There is another very Ijurge 
one at Ceme in DoWetfhire. But the 
largefl, I believe, in England, under' the 
denomination of a Bam, is to be feen at 
Chottliey, in BerkAure, about two miles 
from Wallingford.

Our 
great Lexico^pher pronounces it ^* of 
iiacertain derivation f * whilfl a late in- 

fenious Author refers its origin to the 
rench dangtreux, and this toDangerofe^ 
the name of a beautiful damfel of the 
province of Maine, who lived in the 
^ntificate of Hugh, the 37th BiAiop of 
Mana. No^> thc^gh the ftory of *< La 
^lle Fiiie*' is highly intere((ing and 
well told, the etymological eonje^ure of 
the relatcr is entirely void of foundation. 
Before I explain the true etymology, I 
mui i^remile that the word ^Aofp*^ is the 
parent root, and danger$ms its derivative 
cnly, or oiTsprinff. I ihall now ihew 
that tfiis root had been tranfplanted into 
an Enffliih foil long before the aera 
aligned to it by K&« Andrews^ ^nd

Your readers, Mr. Editor, nmt af 
fome period Or other of t^ir lives have 
read ef the Trojan War, and conle- 
quently are well acquainted with the 
wooden borfi. Left any of them» how- 
ever, ihould not pofle/a tbat advantage, 
ox ihould have forgotten fo valuable a 
part of their education,' I beg leave (d 
obierve, that the wooden bone was a 
mere ffaraugem of the Greeks > after i 
ten years ii^ge, to gain poilefton of thj 
town. To this end they made a feint of 
railing the fiege, and retired to xVJt 
i^ips, leaving on the ihore this ftupendous 
machine ; and fo contrived matters that 
SInon, one of their number, remsiacd 
behind for the fole puriiotc of being talcrn' 
prilboer by the Trojans, and carried 
into the town. At firft the Trojans 
beliuted about admitting the woodca 
nionfter within theit ^aU^, appreheafif c 
ot foroe fecret miichief» Laocoon ap* 
poled it with all bis might ; but (us 
caution was overruled, and it was drawn 
into the town in ffrtat triumph. In the 
middle of the night the artful Sinon 
unlocked its huge fides, and out rulhcd 
a band of Greeks, with Olylla at theif 
bead. They furpriied the guards, pat 
them to death, and opened the gates to 
the whole Givcian army, wlK> reduced 
the town to aflicsi and cruelly butchcreii 
the inhabitants. Among the few wh# 
eicaped were Antenor and JEneas ,* the 
former withdrew to Venice) the latt^, 
after a variety of adventures* arrivsdsj 
Latium, wheie he was kindly recdw* 
by Latinus the King, and his daughter 
LavinJa. A tale of martial diltnifs, 
from tht lip» of a youar warrior, hand- 
fome and brave, more elpedally ^^^^ ^ 
himielf is the hero o* the advent we, 
never fuila to excite tender emotion* JJJ 
the tiemale boibm. A>eas recounted the 
Gteciin perfidy, and his own Ihwj ^ 
the toils and perils of the fi^e, with fw 
pathos and energy, that *« &e loved W 
tor the dangers be had paflcd^ wA ^ 
feved her for pitybg them.*' It U un- 
Veceflary to add, that Latinus p^^ 
hi^ daughter m marriaffo, and ne an^* 
vrards lucceeded to his kingdoaa. 

The tale tegularly defcended, ^roag» 
a long ract of L4ti«»yriiittia «> Kai>^ 
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IMt lUmtiSu {lie t)^in fottnderi of Rome i 
l yflh ig dn m»m~thenee along the line of 
tHe feVen Kings, and quite through the 
Republk^ It arrivedf with foine embel- 
li|hnkmtt, to the Emperort. It was the 
ftafiding topic of converfation among the 
fN>ets at Auguftus*8 table, where (aided 

rhap« by the EmperorH Falcrnian) it 
inflamed the imagination of Virgil, 
tiMt in lefs than fix Months he produced 
lia adotirabk poem of " The ^neis,** 
in eommemoration of the Trojan hero. 
Me potfrtmyed the Grecian per^ in 
fuch glowing colourt, t|)at the ftreets of 
Kone refounded with the btftered exe- 
cntiont } and every mouth was full of 
tb« prophetic ethortation of Laocooo,

^ Such an impre6Son had Virgirs bean- 
tiful defcription made on their minclsy 
that upon ahnoft every occafion of fuA 
pefted guile, or fecfet diftruft, it became 
ufoal to exclaim Dohms gmt f — Are 
tbtte any Greiks iii it f An expreffion 
plainJj alluding to the ftory of the 
wooden hoHe, £id equivalent to Am Jii 
prriimHf^U there any danger ? The 
metaphor became idiomatic, and by de- 
gnes was naturalized amtmg the feveral 
Mtions whom the Romans kindly tnught 
topbiit the Tree of Liberty on the fuins 
^ their Cooftitution. It appears to have 
been adopted in this covxixrf at a very 
early period, though hMorfans differ 
coBccmiitt the time and manner of its 
iatrahiaMm. Geoffrey of Monmouth 
afcribes it to Brotuev the grandfbn of 
Mmm%i whilff William ofNewbwy, 
snd Giraldus CambrenHs refer it t6 a 
much later date \ nay, they go fo far as 
to deny that Brutus ever hn£d in Eng. 
land at all: be that as it may, we have 
the atkhortty of Matthew Faris for af- 
ierting that the expreflbn had, by fome 
Means or other (which he does not at- 
tempt to account for), found its way 
mmong us even prior to the Roman Con- 
qtieft. That learned Monk, defcribing 
the partlcubrs of Boadicea's fupper at 
Vcrulam the evening befoie her fatal 
battle with Soetonios, relates a circum« 
fiance that places the ntatter beyond all 
^ttbt. He informs us that, upon one

infmu^ting^t fsijrt the hiftorian, her dread 
of that poifon, by means of whith fhe 
ihortly afterwards p^t an ettd to ht^ 
exigence. A cSrcumffanee foroewhat 
fimil^ is rehted by venereble Bede of 
King Ethelbert; at the meeting between 
kirn and St. Anftin in the Ifle of Thanec: 
And we meet with inffsncet in Roger 
Hoveden, and William of Maimlbury^ 
of jthe ufe of the term in1En|knd under 
the fucceilive domlnionis of the Romany 
the Saxons^ the Danes, and the Normans* 
During the piratical incurfions of the 
Danes it was lometimes confounded with 
DoM^'geitf an error which is fiiid to hava 
arifen frdm a jocular application of tb« 
term, by a monk of Glaflonbury, to a 
coUeAor of that odious tax, who was 
pafCng (he abbey gate with a largt 
leathern wallet hanging at his back* 

Having thus d^ly fliewn the origin 
and meaninjg of the term DtmMs gtrit^ 
aiid provecT firom linqueflionable au» 
thoritV its currency among us at varioiaa 
periods of our hiftory, I truft jrour read* 
ers yriXi agree with me in cfmoludtiif 
that the word Danger is a mere, con* 
traAion of Dauaps gerif» produced by 41 
jundion of the two initial fyllables. 
Every bodv knows thtt fhmi the timt 
when Britain firft became a Roman pro* 
vince, down to the period of the Re^ 
fbrmation, a knowMge of the Latia 
tongue in our tountry was almoft en* 
tirety enffroflcd bv die clergy* Some* 
times indeed the laity» either from aft* 
fetation or in derifion, wou]d venturf 
to fport fcraps df Latin, picked up a( 
mafs, or over a bottle with the pneftt 
and moAks | but whenever they at* 
tempted it, they were fure to coounit tli4 
groflefl blunders. An inftance of thi« 
kind we have in the l eg erdem a in cant 
ifocks pocut \ an evident conniption of thf 
Aar ejl corpus meum of the Romifh rituaU 
But we need not recur to thole davs for 
examples of the capricious cottvernon of 
Latin words into Engliffi ones i th^ 
learned pro&ffioos abound with themt 
particularly the law. Can there be % 
Ihronger proof of the depravity of man^ 
ners among us than the great number of 
£9il' frits * that are tried at the Old Bailey 
in the courie of a year P And howmaaj

SIR, 

I AM one of thofe beings whom the 
world calls men of iniatiabic curio- 
fity, and am equally Airprized and vexed 
ttt the want of refpefl manifciled for our 
Ingenious fraternity. If it be confefled 
that all knowledge muft make its way 
through the mtnltum of the fenfts, it 
follows by a necelTary inference, that the 
man who moft employs his lenfes in in- 
jrcrtigation, muft become a man of fui 
perior wildom ; and, undoubtedly, thsit 
defererce which wifdom never tails to 
produce ought to be beftowed upon him. 
But whether it be that the world is 
difguiltxl by a too eaeer competition in 
the race, or whether thofe men who pro- 
fecute their refearches with Indifcriminate 
^agernefs, injure the caufe of wifdom by 
too numite and frivolous a purfuit of itf 
certain it is that perfons under the above 
denomination are obje6l$ rather of ridi- 
cule than homage, and are generally faid 
to wafle the ttream of fcience in lazy 
meanders, or prattling rivulets, indead 
of confining its luxuriance, anddire^ing 
its courfe, to the improvement and fer- 
tilization of theVorlo. 



I have too good an opinion of voi^ 
difcemment, to fuppofe tnat I could dc* 
ceive you by empty parade, or loft^ 
apologies, and tlieiefore (hall not de-- 
termine whether I am to be placed among 
the improvers or exhaufters of fcience s 
but fhall content myfelf with " a round 
unvamifhed tale,** related with as mucli 
impartiality as felf- biography will per* 
mit. , » 

Being placed by the advantages oC 
fortune above the labour of a proteffiouy 
I have full liberty to follow my incli'r 
nations from morning to night, and my 
inclmations generally take a turn towarda 
literature: not that lofty abftrufe kind 
of learning which wafles the midnight 
oil of the laborious ftudent in paimul 
refearches ; nor that humble fort which 
a perufal of newfpapers affords i but 
fomething between both, which neither 
aims at the fublimity of the one, nor 
affefls the fecond-rate importance oif the 
otlier 'f fuch as daily occurrences demand 
and daily obfervation fupplies. In fhort. 
Sir, I am an afliduous frequenter of 
booklisllers* fhops and bookfeliers* ftalls | 
and, not being deterred by iaflidious 
delicacy from << cheapening old authors

Ctiet*t. Often have I ftudied Buflfbn*t 
Natural Hiftorv under Exeter change, 
while rural vijitors were admiring tht 
living models, and gaping in fympafhjr 
at the bears, monkeys, and oran-outanflrf 
above. I have read with iati«fa6^ion tn« 
i^dventnres of UlylTes and Ctrce under 
the piazzas of Covent Garden, maintained 
a dialogue with Lucian, not indeed in 
the infernal (hades, but in their apt 
reprefentattve Duke's Place, and occa- 
fionally foiaped myTelf with i^odem 
Madrigals gently fluttering on the Park 
rails, or the wall in ParJiament-ftreet. 
Great men, it is laid, are beft known in 
retirement ^ thus Pope, commenting upon 
his illuftrious vifitors, exclaims ** I mun 
their zenith, court theu* mild decline.** 
The fame may with equal truth be af- 
icrted of great books. It is not in the 
ipaiioos Aiop of the Bond-ftreet, Strand, 
•r Piccadilly bookfeller, elegantly bound 
and oftentatioufly held up to public view, 
that their merits can be properlv c^. 
mated } it is when the blase has fubfided, 
and they are handed to inferior agcnts» 
that their beauties and defeats can be 
^accurately known. To this proceis I 
liave been a frequent witnefs t many a 
Kfetaphyfical DilquHition, or Unitarian 
DifcourVef have I obferved take its de- 
parture from St. Paul's Church- yard to 
Afiddle Row } from Middle Row to 
^kckiriars Road % and thence, in regular 
gadation, to the Tallow Chandla* or 
Trunk Maker ; and this I have parti- 
cularly obferved to be the cale with 
** Thoughts on the prefent Pofture of 
Affairs," Letters to Mr. Pitt or Mr. 
Fox, « Sclea Poems," Sonneta by a 
Ladv," &c. &c. This, however, may 
be the fubjeft of future narration. 

In 9Ht of my perambulations, a few 
days ago, I cbuiced to wander farther 
than utual ; and, before I well knew 
Inhere I was, found myfelf in that once 
iacred haunt of the Mufes, Qnib-ftreet* 
I (hall not attempt to defcribe the ve* 
ncration with which I looked upon this 
tomb of departed greatnefs. This is 
the fpot, thought I, on which the jour- 
nalifts of the Uft age made a long and 
in feme meal'ure fuccefsful ftand againft 
the united endeavours of Po|m;, Swift, 
Add! Ion, and the rcll of that formidable 
tribe, O Grub ilreet ! I exclaimed with 
a fervency which I could no longer re« 
' pti, ''haw da I bemoan tjbeeT* Onoe 



the celebrated habitation of men who 
fat like the porcupme with a quill 
pointed at every opponent I Where now 
IS Dennis, that great dotid- compelling 
oritic? whole. pen could awe the bdd 
flights of Dryden, ridicule the chiTical 
conftruflion ot Addifon*s Cato, pro.oke 
the fatire of Swift, and excite ilic anger 
of Pope. Surely, Grub-ftreet I thou, 
whofe font are immortalized in that 
mat chiefs poem The Dune lad, ought not 
to be deferted in thine old age, and left 
a prey to the barbarous inundation of 
Butchers^ Tallow Chandlers, Salefmen, 
and Venders of rufty iron. But alas 1 
thy fons, like all the fons of men, have 
had their time to " ilrut a;id fret theif 
hour upon the flage 5'* and now, moulder- 
ing in the grave, are doonied to*ba 
** heard no more of." 

Imprefled with thefe fentlhients, I de- 
termined to enter every habitation in thi^ 
venerable fireet, and by dint of tnterro- 
gatiMi, aided by other perfuafives, drfw 
cover the haunts of departed genius, and 
feaft upon the lucubrations of the anti- 
quary, the nicditationsof thephilofopher, 
and the flights of the- poet. But it was 
not long betcre I found myfelf completely 
difappointed in the objeft of my relearch. 
Some cf the inhabitants anlwered my 
inquiries with fuUennefs and indifference 9 
others pcnnitted me to enter ; but, after 
endangering my neck by "ftory-climb- 
ing," I found few traces to gratify cu- 
riofity, though I examined every clofet 
and cupboard, hoping to find fome fpot 
where the " whlte-waflicd wall" might

I was about to return home as wife as I 
came (by no means an uncommon cafe 
with me), when chance conduced my* 
eves to a bundle of mouldering papers in 
the comer of a lumber clofet. My prize 
proved, upon infpe£lion, to be a long 
and indeed dull rhapfody on the ad« 
vantages of living in a garret, exempli- 
fied by various quotations from Homer» 
Pythagoras, Lucretius, and TibuUus.

Creation feems to 
(biicit the influence of filence and deep, 
and in a (hort time the paflions are 
Toothed into a calm, while an over- 
whelming laliiliide prepares us for (lum- 
ber. Yet it has ever been elieen)ed the 
nod propitious ieafon for virtuous con- 
femplation, when the public Voice is 
enchained in deep, and every im|>etuous 
inclination is at peace. In the hour of 
wniverfal, 'tranquillity the undi^unted 
Chriftlah, fupported by faiith, and ani. 
mated by prayer, indulges his virtuous 
reflexions, and pays his no^irnal vilit 
to the Moon. It liiVely might contro- 
vert every principle of the Iceptic, and 
convince his ambiguities, if he reflected 
on the (!upendou8 works 'of him, who 
^* caufed the nlght,'^ and' on tl)e "tender 
vigilance of his lupcrintendance oyer the 
weary world in thisTolemn fcene. 

While the fenfes' of man arc locked up 
in oblivion, and his'hiad reclines upon 
his pillow, With what unremitting af- 
feXion docs he direct the courfe of the 
Moon, and reguUle the rotation of the 
planets ? How does liis liilutary dewi 
h\\ frefhning upon the earth, rd chear 
the fpirit ot vegetation } Vhilc he ex- 
tends his guardian eye over the habital>1e 
globe : and, without diilCirbing even the 
ineanett of his creatures^ with , what 



amazing art does he concluft th* Mooif 
through her circuit, drawing (bade abovr 
(h^dle, till all the fpheres ^le enveloped in 
a nnidnigkt ^loom } then gradoally with- 
drawing the veil, he comaiaods the va- 
pours to vam(h, and the fliadows to re- 
cede, and every being awakes to renovated 
Hfpy rejoicing ifv (he reviiitation of light 
and fpirits. 

An oblerving eye will receive' deuble 
Ihtisfadioa from an evening furvey of the 
world: in thoij? tranouii motr^eQtt.tbe 
foul is ccrtainW beft di(pofed to revewKC 
Its Maker, and to ackniwlcd^ the mercy 
of its origin. Religion hervlf is eaa- 
moured of this Ouidy tranquiUavi asd* 
ftealing from the tunuit of lu^ afi4 
madneis of man, walft** under the coo- 
fteilations with an bwniliated heart. |t 
if indeed difiicult for the miiyi to difine- 
gard its mighty obligations to \fAwX% 
beneficence in any fccnc of life | hut in 
this, whereiiv the fenles muft natiiraljy 
fall into the moft ferious meditations* it 
is almoft impofTiblc to avoid feeling a 
rhaplbdv of piety aiid pleafure : fince 
tvtty object appears to join filenily in 
adoring the bounty of the Lord of nature 
and of night. 

There is not, I think, any feafon 
wherein a good man can (b gi«riou(ly 
pTitify his benevolent feelings as the 
(ealbn of darkneis, or ratbcr the Ica^ 0( 
the Moony when warm^ confcjousi. ^ 
infpu-ed, be beholds tber hemilpbcre a 
filver blaze about him, and confidsa that 
his fellow, creatures, whether fatigued 
with pleafure, or wearied by ^il» *" 
requiting their fpirits under the indul- 
gences ot (leep and the prote^ioa of Gof/. 
His mind enlaiges, his heart diUtes, and

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'^be nlgtit is i)n(i^oat]^ly the hoot 
tooft adapted to htted contemplation s 
the radiance of the ftars^ and the ibftneft 
of the ail*, the filente of the fcene, and 
the (blemuitv of the feaibn, eertainly c6n- 
fnirt to fite^ten owr ideas^ and cxak 
inc heart to itich Tede£lion< as are moil 
Agreeablfe to iM dignity. In thefe hours 
or fober and renoiii<retirement frort folly 
and tethptltion, we fliallfind ourfeives 
tnoft abte to begin the great taflc of re^ 
^onnarion> and to purlue the bufineft df 
|i^itenct and prayer.

LETTER IL 

Grejbam Colhdge^ 
LondftHy June 24, 1675. 

SIR, 

I RECIEVED your kind letter of 
February a4th, for which I heartily » 
thanke you, but goeiog into the country 
had not the opportunity to returne an- 
fwcr till lately. Sir William Petty ac. 

Rri -^ knovvledgc4 
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kAowledged hirtlfelfe highly obliged to 
vou : and would not be denyed the 
letter you fent me 5 by the copy whereof 
I now make this anfwer upon my returne. 
Two dayes uga I was with him, and he 
defiret to be very kindly remembered to 
you, and alwaiet alkes for you with much 
affeaion. Sir W. Pettie*« howfe it in 
that ftrtet where darindon howft and 
Burlington howfc, &c. 

Mr. Hooke remembers him very lundly 
to vou, and tbankes you for vour lore 
to nim : and approves very well of your 
reafons, and I know that he has been as 
.much abufed by Dr. Wallis as any one ; 
he makes it his trade to be a comon 
ipye, fteales from every ingeniofe perfons 
aiiconrie, and prints it, viz. from Sir 
Chriliophcr Wren^ God knows how 
often m>m Mr. Hooke. He is a moft 
ill-natured man, an egregious 4yer and 
back-biter, a flatterer and fawner on my 
Lord Brottncker and his Mifs, that my 
Lord may kcepe up his reputation. 
When Mr. Oughtred\ Clavia Matbero. 
was printed at Oxford, Dr. Wallis had 
the care of the impreffion. In the pre- 
face, Mr. Oughtred makes honourable 
mentiiohs of feverall ingeniofe perfons, 
atid amongft others Dr. Wallis, of whom 
he faydi •< Vir insenui pii induftrii in 
omni fecordatione literatura verfatiflimi 
in rebus Mathematicis perfpicacis.** 
This the good old Gent thought very 
i^lfe^ if not too much ; but the DoAor 
thought it not enough, but adds, *' £t 
in enodatione expHcationeque fcriptorum 
intricaciflimis Zepherarum involucris oc 
« cultatorum (quod ingenii fubtiliflimi ar- 
gumentum ei>) ad miraculum feliciis.** 
This iihpudence of hu extremily dif- 
obliged Mr. Oughtred, of which he has 
often complayned to the Biihop of Sarum 
and others that I know. Dr. Holder 
(now fubdeane of the King's chapel I } 



writt a booke of the Elements of Speecli, 
and taught a Gentleman's fon that wis 
deafe ai^ dumbe to fpetke, who after- 
wards was a little while (upon Dr. 
Holder's preferment to Ely) a icholar of 
Dr. Wallis, under whom he forgott what 
he learnt before, the child not enduring 
his morofe pedantioue humour. Not 
lone fince, in one ot the Tranfaftiont 
(which are alfo in Latin, the Sileiian 
Ephemerides), is entered a Ions moun- 
tibanking panegyrique of the l)oftor*f 
prayfe for doeing fo ftrange a thiiw» tod 
never makes any mention of Dr. Bolder 
at all. Dr. H. queftioning Oldenbuigh 
(who writes them about it § I happened 
then to be prefent), Mr. 0]denbiir{;b 
(though a great friend of Dr. Walla) 
acknowledged that the DoAor hiinfeHe 
penned it every word. He wae qucftioncd 
for this at the Royal Society, and *tis 
ordered that acknowledgn^ent muft be 
made in the Traniaftions for t))is abuie. 
Mr. Mercator has been feveraf timet 
abuied by him» and will (hordy lett him 
out to the life in print. Sir Chirks 
Scarborough prefents his humble fervke 
to you, am ionga to fee your tranilation 
of the Iliids* and commanded me to tell 
you that he verv much admires that of 
the Odyflcs. If I may ferve you, be 
pleafed to fend to Mr. Hookers lodgings 
at Grefham colledge. Sir, I wiih you 
all happineffes, and thus, with my heartte 
thankes to you for all your favours, I

yBt«rton*s " Anatomy of Melancholy" 
bat been of late in much rrqueft j of 
which Dr. Ferriar's deteaion of Sterne's 
plagiarilms from it has not been the Icaft 
caule. Dr. JobisfofCs aflcrtion, " that 
BttriotCs Anatomy was the only book 
which kept him up at nights 10 perufe 
k,** hat been an addition to its popu- 
larity. That Jobnfon (hould be fo very 
partial to it, I am now no longer fur- 
pnzed.' Independent of its intrinfic 
merit, am^ the great learning difplayed 
in it, xYit fttbje^ was to him fafcinating. 
Suffering fo much from morbid melan- 
choly, he read it with the avidity that a 
Jockey would fome excellent Treatile on 
Horfemanfiiip, or a Politician Adam 
Smith on " The Wealth of Nations/' 
How very fimilar is this fentence of 
Burton^ s to JohnfoiCi ftyle i " By ig- 
jiorance vm know not things neceUary ; 
by error we know them fallely : ig- 
norance is a privation ; error a fq/ttive 
<?/^/' Burton's rhyming tranflations are 
perhaps the moft contemptible that were 
<ver written by a man of great learning. 
Even Cicero^s « O ! fortunatam natam'' 
muft yield to them. 

From whom can an author borrow 
with more propriety than from himfelf ? 
Waller i in his *« Addrefs to the Duchefs, 
on preienting bis fiook," fays 

<* Lines not compolcd, as heretofore, in 

hafte, 
<« PoliihM like marble, (hall like marble 

laft." 



80, in his << Prologue to the Maid*;i 
Tragedy," altered by him : 

<* Our lines reformed, and not composM 

in hafte, 
««PolHh"d like marble, would like 

marble laft." 

In the ^ Epilogue'* to the fame : 
*« By the loud tnmiptt, which our 

courage aids, 
«' We learrt that found M well z%ftnfc 
perfifadcs." 

Thefe arc alfo verbatim in his «* Verfcs 
on Lord Rofcommon's Iranflation of 
Horace's Art of Poetry." 

S/eine * in his '* Koran," FieUin^ln 
'• Tom Jones," and Mclmnth in *^ Fitz- 
ofbome^s Letters," all ufe the comparifon 
<< like a Ghoft, that never fpeaks till 
fpoken to." 

** With Tarquin*s ravillung^»7V/<rj," &c. 
Davies, in his «* Dramatic Mifcellanics/' 
wiflies to read ** fides." He fays, ** The 
fides of a man, in our langu.ij^c, like the 
latent or hum<rri of the Latins, riijnify 
his power and ability.*' This I very 
much doubt. The brrid, indeed, often 
implies the whole man j as in Horace, 

«* Quis dcfiderio lit pudor aut modus 
<* Tarn chari capitis T" &lc. 

The only quotation he adduces, in fup- 
port of his argument, is net, I conceive, 
in point : 

—- ^** There is no woman's fides 
•* Can bide the beating of fo lirong a 

palfion 
•* As love doth give my heart." 

Have thefe any thing to do with power 
and ability f I may -be deceived ; hut 
I think nineteen readers out of twenty 
would give the preference to <* firides \* 
and Vope art'uredly has not fo much merit 
in his alterations, that we need rob him 
of this.

GENTLBMBN, 

THE advcrtifement relative to the 
publication of Mr. Sm Eaton's Works 
recalls to my mind a reqneft made from 
you, through Mr. Brooke, ** that his 
daughters would adlft in furnidiing any 
anecdotes illuitrative of his life and cha> 
racier." And this recolleftion calls 
upon me to apologize for the apparent 
neglc£l, as well as to account vihy an 
oftice lb pleafant could be delayed ior a 
moment. The faft is. Gentlemen, that, 
however immediate the impuli'e was to 
let aboyt it, I foon found, in lb doing, 
the ta/k at once difficult and delicate. 

The public ear, I am afraid, is fatiated 
and faftidious ; and the plain anecdotes 
of a plain man, like him, though in- 
terelHng to individuals, coul^ awaken 

, little public curiofity, or perhaps, give 
Hill leis fatisfaf^ion when awakened. 
And, extraordinaiy as it may feem, his 
family, probably lefs than others, are 
in piHt^lJion oK anecdotes concerning 
him ', for, though communicative on all 
fubje^s, and ttored with ample and 
liberal obTervations on others, of biwfelf 
he never Ipoke. In nothing does he 
fcem to Wave 'Hoed more frngle, than in 
being devoid of that egotifm, which, 

. ipofe or kls, jrfFeftS the world. It re- 
quired fome addrefs, even in his family, 
to draw him into omverlation dire^ly 
relative, to bimlelf, his purfuits, or his 
luccefs. .Self-Opinion, fclf^iatereil, and 
feU-imluigejMev iiaemcd ;iJike tempered 
in him by a modefty infeparable from 
merit^>^a moderation in pecuniary ami- 
bitiun,--jL habit of intcuic application. 



and a temperance MB. beyond the tcm^ 
mon ftandard. And it is owh)g, per- 
haps, to this regulation, that throoch t 
courfe of inceiluit fatigue and incredible 
exertion, from J!x yean old to fixijt 
the multiplicity of bufmefs, and preflure 
of cares, never had power to dqulen his 
alTeflions, or injure his tem|>er. 

I fay **fiM-y€ar4 §ki toJSjttyi*^ becaefe, 
while in pettieoats, he was continually 
dividing circles and iouares.; sdl his 
playthings were models of machines 
whuih dellroyed the filh in the ponds, 
by raifing water out -of one into another^ 
At fchool ; — his exercifes, in the law, 
to him not an agreeable deftinationj 
his dry, though ufeful attainments, oc- 
cupied him through the day ;.— but me- 
chanics, and his favourite ttudies, eo* 
rrcffed the chief of every night. So 
that his mind appears to have cndfired 
an incellant exertion thcough that pe- 
riod. 

It was his maxtm, <' that the ahilities 
of the individual were a d^^ due to the 
common Hock of public happineis, or 
accommodation !*• This appears to hwe 
governed his afllons through life j for 
the claim of fociety (thus become fa^ 
cred) his time was devoted to the cul- 
tivation of talents, by which he might 
benefit mankind ; and thenceafter, to 
the unwearied application of them* 

Indefatigable in the porfuits they led 
to, tlie public are in polTeifion of all 
which Nature intiuircd to him^ or the 
mcal'ure of life allowed. 

His friends know well how to ipprc- 
ciate the honeH man, who valued tneml 
And what he was in his family» every 
member of it could fpeak, if «l^cd 
upon, with equal gratitude, pride, and 
pleafure t 

The arrangement of his) time wai 
governed by a method as invariable as 
inviolable t for profeiitonal (Indies weie 
never broken in upon by any one i and 
thefe (with the exception of ftated agro- 
nomical observations) wholly ingrolTed 
the forenoon. His meals were tcm- 
paate, and for many yiars rcftrifled, 
on account of health, to r/^/V/ abftincnce, 
from which he derived great benefit. 
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^ Hts afteimoont were regularly occu- 
pied bv praftical experiments, or fome 
other branch of mechanics. And not 
n^wc entirely was his mind devoted to 
Ills profeiTioQin onedivUionof his time* 
than abftraded from it, in another. 
Himfflf devoted to his family with an 
afTe^ion fo livelyt a manner at once To 
<cheai:&l ^nd ferene^ that it is impoflible 
to fay, whetho' the charm of conver- 
iation, the fimplicity of inftru^lions, or 
the gentknefs with which they were 
fconveyed, moft endeared his home. A 
home, in which firom infancy we cannot 
recollefl to have ften a trace of diflatis- 
iaf^ion^ or a word of alferity to any 
one. Ytt with all this he was abfolute ! 
And it is for cafuillry in education, or 
ntle, Co explain his authority ; it was 
an authority, as impoflible to difpute as 
to define. 

The command of his feelings, and 
fubmiiTion of a temper, naturally warm, 
to reaibn and benevolence, were ih-ongly 
illnftrated by a circurolhince (in my 
recoliefiion} peculiarly trying to him. 
It arofe froni the condu£l of a man for- 
merly employed as a clerk, in whom 
having the higheft confidence and efteem, 
he procured him a firaiiar, though more 
lucrative, fituation in a public office ; 
where be ferved with a fidelity which 
in time promoted him to a liation of 
hi^h trutt and rcfponCbility (my father 
being bound, jointly with another eentle- 
man, for his condu£V, in a coniiderable 
fum). It were needlefs to fay by what 
degrees in error this man fell ; it fufiices, 
that at laft he forged a falfe ftateinent, to 
meet the deficiency \ that he was de- 
tefted, and given up to julHce. The 
{ame poft brought news of the melan- 
choly trania6tion ; of the man*s com- 
punSions and danger j of the claim of 
the bond forfeited ; and of the refuiiail 
of the other peribn to pay the moiety ! 
—Being prefent when he read his let- 
ters, which arrived at a period of Mrs. 
SMEATOif*s declining health, fo en- 
tirely did the command of himl'elf fecond 
his anxious attention to her, that no 
emotion was vifible on their perufal ; 
nor, till all wai put into the belt train 
poiTible, did a word or look betray the 
exquilfl« diftrefs it occasioned him.' In 
the interim, all which could foothe the 
remorfe of a prifoncr, every means which 
could fave (which did, at lead from 
publi<; execution), were exerted for hiin, 



with a chara£teri(lic benevolence, ** a£live 
and unobtruftve.** 

The diiinterefted moderation of htS 
pecuniary ambition, every tranla^iori iu 
private life evinced ; his public ones 
ix>re the fame ftamp : and after his 
health had withdrawn him from the 
labours of his profeflion, many inliances 
may be inftanced by thofe whofc con- 
cerns induced them to ptT*fs importu- 
nately for a refamption or it i and when 
fome of them feemed difpofed to enforce 
their entreaties by further profpe^s of 
lucrative recompence, his reply was 
ftrongly chara6leriftic of his fimple man* 
ners and moderation. He infitidaced the 
old woman who took care oi his chambers 
in Grays Inny and (hewing ber^ aflerted 
<* that her attendance fufficed ibr all 
his waots.** The in&rence was indif- 
putable, *< for money coukl no^ tempt* 
that man to forego his eafe, lei lure, or 
independence, whofe requilites of ac- 
commodation were comprelTcd witUiii 
fuch limits!** 

Before this, the Princefs De Askoff 
made an ant comment upon this trait of 
his character ; when, after vainly ufing 
every perfuafion to induce him to accept 
a carte blanche from the Empress of 
Russia (as a recompence for dire«5ling 
th^ vaft projefls in that khigdom), fhc 
obfervid, ** Sir, you are a grrcit man, 
and I honour you I You may have an 
equal in abilities, perhaps 5 but in cha* 
raQer you ftand fuigle. The Englijb 
miniftcr. Sir Robert Walpole, was 
niiftaken, and my Ibvcreign has the mis* 
fortune to find one man who has not his 
price!" 

Early in life he attracted the notice 
of the late Duke and Duchess of 
QuEENSBURY, Irocl a ftiong reli^m- 
biance to their favourite Gay, tlw poet. 
The commencement of this acquaint- 
ance was fmgular, but the continuance 
of their etlcem and partiality latbed 
through life.— Their firft meeting was 
at Ranelagb, where, walking with Mrs. 
Smeaton, he obferved an elderly lady 
and gentleman fix an evident and marked 
attention on him. After fome turns 
they at laft Hopped him, and^ the 
Duchess (of eccentric memory) faid, 
** Sir, I dont know who you arc, or 
what you arc, but fo ttrongly do you 
refemble my }»cor dear Gay, we mufi 
be acquainted ^ you (hall ^o home and 
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fup with us ; and if the minds of the 
two men accord, as* do the countenance, 
yon will find two chearful old folks, 
who can love you loell \ and I think. 
(or yov are an hypocrite) you can as 
'K.'eH dcitrve it."— *Th« invitation Was 
accepted, and, as long as the Duke and 
Durheis lived, the fiiendfliip was as 
ccrdial as uninterrupted \ indeed, their 
Icciety had fo ontkn of the pUky which 
ftnnine wit and goodnefs know how to 
comhine, it proved to be aimmg the moft 
agreeable relaxations of his life. A fort 
^i amicable and pleafant hoftility wm* 
lenewtd, v#he«fl?cr they met, of talent 
and good humour j in the cou/ie of 
which, he effe^cd the abolition of that 
ir.conliderate indifcriminate play amongft 
people cf fuperior rank or fortune, 
which compels every one to join, and at 
their own itake too. My father detefted 
cards, and his attention never following 
the game, played like a boy. The game 
was Fope Joan j the general run of it 
was high, and thelbke in •« P(?^tf'' had 
accidentally accumulated to a fum more 
•lian I'erious. It was my father's turn, 
by the deal,' to double it^ when, rcgardlefs 
of his cards, he bufily made minutes on 
a fciap of paper, and put it on the board. 
The Duchels eagerly aflced him what it 
was ? and he as coolly replied j " Your 
Grace will recolleft the field in which 
my houfe (lands may be about five acres, 
three roods, and fcven perches, which, at 
thirty years purchafe, will be juft my 
Hake; and, if your Grace will make a 
Duke of mf% I prefume the winner will 
net d ill ike my mortgage.'^ The Joke 
and the Ictfon had alike their weight ; 
thev never atter played but for the mereil 
trifie. 

The manly fimpHcity of deportment 
lo his fnperiors, hoywcver, was alike 
iree Ircm pretcnfion and lervility \ and 
an invariable confideration and kindnels 
to his interiors, produced a lingular 
lentuncnt of veneration in thole who 
ierved him.

In the interlfn (fix weeks) all faculties, 
and every, affe^ion, were as clear and 
animated, as at any period of his life. 
His, mei^iory was tenacious, and his 
ingenuity as a£live ta relieve the incon* 
veniences of his then fituation, as fucb 
fituation gave what he tenncdy t^oiAIe 
to th9fe about him* 

He exprefied a narticular dcfoiaad 
pl«afuie in feeing the ufual occupations 
refumed \ and reading, drawing, muf^ 
and converfation, excited the laroe in- 
tereft, the fame chearful and judiciook' 
obfervations asever. 

He would fometimes €ompkuo^kS% 
own (lownefs (as he called ^^)^ ^PP^i 
benfion, and then would ezcule ^ witl> 
a fmile, faying, << It could not be othcI^ 
wife, the (hadow muft lengthenf as Uu) 
fun went down !*' There was no Jlrw* 
ne/s in fa6^ to lament $ for he was as; 
ready at calculations, and as |ierfpic«ou« 
in explanation, as at any foraier period/ 
Some phenomena ftfpecling titf moon 
, were aiked him one eveninjg;, when i^ 
accidentally (hone bright, rail into his 
room. When he had fpokc fuUy on 
them, his eyes remaimd fiswd uppn it 
witji a moli animated attc»tiM» to us

The 
iumrocr is n^oftly fine: its longefl day is 
eighteen hours and an baif\ and in the 
twilight of its beautiful nights \t is eafjr 
to read and write at eleven o'clock.*' 

Sc^ion in. gives an account of the 
Commerce of Ruffia, which, as in moft 
mher countries, confids of three branches t 
exports, imports, and exchanges. The 
annual amount of the imports at Pe- 
terlhurgh for ten vears, from 1780 to 
1790} a rpecification of the articles it 
^ated from the cuftom houfe books, and 
the confiderable increafe of its foreign 
commerce it properly noticed. With 
rr(^^ to the domeftic trade of the Ca- 
pi^, the reader will find anecdotes of a 
tnoft extraordinary and interefting kind 
relative to jewellers, milliners, niylort, 
Ihoemakers, carpenters, dancing mailers, 
soad hawkers, at Peterlburgh \ many of 
whom make large fortunes, keep car- 
ria^» and give balls and concerts at 
thctr houfes. 

One inftance of the luxury of the table 
M Peter fburgh, and of the profits of 

fird^ners, islmgularly curious : ** Prince 
otcmkin dining one day with Count 
.Chcaslchcfy an experimental greenfeller 
aui^LfUnced himfelf with five cocumbersy 
whid) at that time of the year (earlv in 
the fpring) were extremely rare j and the 
Prince being known to be particularly 
ibnd of them, the houfe ftewand took 
them of the man, and prefented them to 
bis m:iltera who was fitting at table with 
the Prince. The cucumbers were de- 
voured \i\ a trice, and the Count ordered 
.too mbies to be given to the owner, at 
a prcfeot for the agreeable furprife 5 but 
the boor^ who had already learned that 
his goods were irrevocably gone, re« 
jeded the prefent, and demanded the 
payment of 500 rubles, about 62 poundt 
JUrfing, and was with great difficulty 
' perfundcd to be contented with a fmaller 
ibm.'* This Seftion cloibs with an 
account of the Weights and Meafures 
• which are fixed by tlie Government', and 
arc exactly the fame all over the Empire j 
a regulation much wanted in Kngland.

of the Emprefs EUaabeth . Of thefe, the 
moft material for tttiOifng a Jlil lcnd#i 
ledge of the remote cau(et which led tci 
the dethronement and faial cataftrophf 
l>f the anfertunate Peter lit. are th* 
details of the vntriguet of the ambttioui 
and taithlefs touniert of that t>rinceft{ 
to whofe guidance (he weakly' and imf 
plicitly fubmitted t to this ip/ixrtnH caufti 
more ^ than ta Kit own faittngs, *we art 
to afbribe hit mtn. He wai the onlv 
ion of Anna Petrowna, eldeft daugfita* 
of Peter the Great, marrJed to^ GhkHe^ 
3?wderick, ©uke of HoUf^i* Oottdrp, 
who died in t/^f ; fo that Pdleri in the 
i^th year of %is^e, was Ditkeof Got- 
torp: in 174.1 he was re^ealM toPe- 
terfburgh by hit aunr, in order to ^\ip 
publickly if^larcd her heik^and fbeceflbr 
to the Imperial throne 3 land it tf ver^ 
reniarkable, that nearly at the fame time, 
on the dcttiife of another aunt (Olrrc 
Eleonora, Queen of Sweden), he ' was 
elej^ed King of Sweden, and a folefnn 
embafly was fcut by the States f q noti^ 
his ele^^ion, which happened t^AIy tvjo 
days after he had been folemnly pro- 
claimed at Mofcow Grand DdKeof Kt«n|i, 
and fucceflfbr to the EmprtliTltHtabeth. 

In 1743 the Empfefs refolyedtQ pro- 
vide hrm" a wifei aiitf, bemg then on 
friendly terms with the great FrtOeric^, 
King of Pruffia, (he propoTcd ^o mtfrry 
him to one of the King's filters j bpt 
Frederick decfincd the oflfer, and in hit 
turn amicably recommended the Mncci't 
Sophia, of Anhalt ^rbft, a dit^ant re- 
lation of the Gi^nd Duke*t, and this 
propolvl was highly' approved by the 
Emprefs 1 thus the King of Pjniffia 
paved the way to the throne of Rulfia 
for Catharine (the name given to her on 
her embracing the Greek religion,^ t© 
qualify herfclf to be Grand* Duchefs). 
She was accompanied to Peteriburgh . J)y 
her mother, the Dowager Princeft of 
Anhalt Zerbft, a woman of an imrigtiing 
difpofition, who eould not fail in the 
end of exciting the jealous feaft of the 
Emprefs ; though at firft (he received 
her with every mark of tender affe^idn, 
owing to her fond remembianee of her 
brother, whom ftte loved to excef^, and 
to whom (he was on the point of being 
married, Vvhen ttmt Priirtcc **^* talcen ill 
and died. Peter 'it tliis ffSjic '^as well 
made, of a vcry^ pood figure, ^VOA 'the 
attachment 'betiirfii the ybanjg'fotfnle 
foon became recrpr-cal; ^i^Mtfont 
were ^htfcfore-ntade fbr tbf 'c^leUratjbn 
of the '>idf>i(Wls'*Wifb a mamficeilce 
wdrthVW thtficiYxtf fucBWEroftriT;

the ntioft ^ruel marks of it ; the coraeli- 
nefs of his ^countenance being toully 
loft, and his features htdeotmy dis- 
<igur«dt On his reeoveryi notwith- 
|buidiM every {urecautioo, the young 
Jpriu^^ could not f^vifit him without 
Acting a fecret horror j in his preicnce> 
bowe^efa (he fiijiprefied her omotioMft and 
fmlH79e4.,him with ^1 tha tolums of 
iincenjoyi but no ibonef had flie reached 
})er ow^.tpftftmentSy than (he fell into a 

!wo%Q», and remained inleniible for time 
(ours* The nuptials^ however, wen 
iblea»nized ^ but the mutva) MIeftion 
thqrhfi^Aewa for each other from the 
^ft moroent of their meetings w9s not 
of long dumtioni nor wat the akeratkm 
in hcif i^Mibfrnd^s face, the fole caufe i a

Hese then was laid the foundation of 
the fucfceffive misfortunes that attended 
|he future years of this UUfated Prince. 
As foon as the coklnefs between him and 
bis Wftfe became vifible to all the Court, 
partiea were formed, political and gallant 
Intrigues ooounencedf and tlie dtlparity 
of the Prince and his conl'ort became the 
topi^ of converfation. Catharine added 
to the beauty^ and to the quicknefs of 
vnderllfmding, ' which flie had received 
from natuft, a very extenliye knowledge $ 
, ft facility of expremng herii^lf with ele* 
gance in f^yeral languages : an affable 
difpofition, and a graceful deportment, 
i^cter had good leaie, but his education 
bad been totally negle^ed ; he had an 
ficeUcoSt hfgrt, but he wanted politends^ 
be wnn of a good ilature» but ugly and 
almoft deformed* He had then but little 
cbai^ to fltabliih a powerful influence 
with the women of the Court, while (he 
bad every charm to attraft th^ notice, 
and infuN the intereft of the men. 

i/htt%.circum&anced, it it no wonder 
^hat the weal^ mind of Elixabeth was 
«i&ly«wnf|tf(tupoaiby artful fourti^s, 
who difoovfre^ that the E^m^efs began

We 
muft acknowledge with him, that the 
tranflation of this perfornfance is both 
inelegant and dete^live ) and, labouring 
under fuch diliidvintages, it'dannot be 
cxpe6led to make a very favourable im- 
preflion on the minds ot people differing 
in cuioms, language, and religion* ft 
is not indeeil diredly poetry, but it 
abounds, we are tokl, with poetical 
paflagei and moral reflexions) but of 
thele icarct a veftige remains. But 
' what a wretched appearance would the 
fathers of clallic poetry exhibit, if they 
were rendered into vulgar prole, attd 
their moA ornamental panages luppref&d! 
The incredibility of its ftorle* is an- 
other principal caule of its being held 
in comempl : but our Author obkrves, 
tluc rbe lame kind of probability is pre- 
iervccl in thefe tale»> as the Greeks at* 
tached to tha fi^iojk mira^ala of their 
poets 3 and ourfelves, to thevnlgfur^- 
perltitit>ns of oor own country. To 
luch dclufioAs as are derived frote hoary 
antiquity, and are fan^ioded by popular 
beUtf» the fancy eaiity allenta^ and we 
willingly fufpeud the opcrationa of le« 
yercr rcafon. 

The Arabs had a Cf^tm of po^ar 
mythology, equally inuitfting to them 
as ours is to u» j more lb probablv, as 

Dcinf 
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being more generally believed. . Tl^e 
charafierB al^ of tlieir ideal beinrs are 
Its fcrupuloufly preftnred and dilciimr* 
itated as of thofe who people the regri6nf 
of Englifh poetry. The G^nhy oj rarher 
the Ginn, of the Arab*, and the Peri's 
of the Perfians, are the Elvus and Fairies 
of England. Thej country inhabited by 
tbenj is called GJnn/Ji(in, and correfponds 
to our Fairy Land. When thele Gcni! 
mre defcrlbcd as of a more ti-emendous 
nature, rebellious to Alia and his prophet 
Soliipan, tl)ey arp then probably the 
Titans in Grecian mythology, artd the 
XHvl't in thai of Pcrha ; between whom 
imd the Peri'i, as between the good and 
«yi>" Gptn\ df the Arabians, and the 
Boors and Aflbors of India, perpetual 
war is iuppofed to exift. 

The Altitude in thefe tales 1« worthy 
notice. The former were thpughr to be 
ffood 3hd bcnerolent beings j the others 
inimical to mankind, of gigantic fhiture, 
"fmd poflefled of fupernatural powers. A 
iublmitfpaffege, giving an account of 
the conffitt between tlrem, t'ranflated from 
« facred poem of the Hindoos, written 
many centuries ago, is to be fotir;d in 
thfc Bbaguat Griia, rendered into Eng- 
Kfli from the original Sanlcrit by Mr. 
Cha. Wilkms. It relembles leveral 
pafTagfS in Hcficd's Thefgonia, and 
more ftrikingly the battle Ct angels in 
Milton. 

Mr. H. in his enquiry into the foun- 
dations of thefe Eaftern Entertainments, 
has confined himfclf ch efly to a fmgle 
ikory, the Voyages of Sindbad, which 
he elegantly denominates the Arabian 
Odyfl'ey \ as bearing the fame refemblance 
to that poem that an Oriental Mofch 
does to a Grecian Temple. 

In Sindbad's firft voyage be is caft on a 
^ild artd uncilltivated ifland, where he is 
TTOt a little furprifcd at obicrving a mare 
tied to a ftake j and, while he is con- 
templating this unaccountatrtc phccno- 
ihenon, he hears with no lefs attonifliment 
#hc voices of men under ground. He is 
foon relieved from his terror by their 
appearance at thfe mouth of a cave. They 
inform htm that they were grooms be- 
kilging to a King Michrage j and that 
It was their cuftom to efcort thither an- 
nually Ibmfc of hiiB mares, who regularly, 
St peculiar ftafons, received the attentions 
of a Jiorfc which came to them from the 
fef 5 that after this intercourfe, he would 
irfelHHydetnotirtiie Inte dbjtC^* of his 
jiflfe^lions, if ^they themf<^vcs did not 
fuddcDly 'app^,* and coftipel him by 



loud Qiouts to retire an(I take refuge la 
ffic ocean i and that the offspring oftheft 
ftmours were prelcr?ed' for the King's 
life, and denominated iea«^rfesv< 

This pafla^e perhaps frgnifies that 
Michrage, a prudent Priiioe, was^ in the 
habit of fending his mares amtually to 
another country, beyond (ea, to knprove 
the breed of hor(es in hit owij. Wf 
may afcertam in idea the identical %ot. 
Wolf, in his account of Ce^km, lavi 
that there are three iilands in its neigh- 
l>ourhood| called lilTas de Cavaios, from 
thft wild horfes with whicli they 'aboun J- 
ed ; that the Dutch merchants, ^ aar- 
ticular times, fent their mares^ilRfr, 
for the fitke of breeding frxnn th^, and 
commonly fold the foals at a ooufidenbk 
price. \ ' 

6indbad is nerw introduced ta this 
Monarch, who commtieratei bis iais- 
fortunes, and treats bim wtth lundaefs 
and hofpit^lity. He meets theCaptam 
of the veflel, who left hiovAoati^on 
the oceans and who reftores ta-Kinr the 
property which he had left on (bkiboard, 
and its accumulated profits, findbad 
traffics with the peopK: of the ctfantrv, 
and carries away with-, hinr* wood of 
aloes, landers, eamphire»ntitmegs»vloveS9 
pepper, and gingef. 

In this part of the narrative there ii 
nothing fabnlous. In the atcoaot of 
India and China by two Mabetneicdan 
travellers, in the ninth century, * wt find 
a deicription of the ifland of Lavage, 
which agrees in many refpe^s witithis 
in Sindbad *s ftory. -It is oppofitr to 
China, and a month*s iail diffiaat there- 
trom by feasor lefs, if the wi<di>efcir. 
The King of this country is caikd 
Mehrege j they fay that it is 900 Icagoes 
in circumference, and that this ICing ii 
mafler of many iflands, which lie mood 
about Rahmi, produftive of red wood 
and camphire j and Cala, tokagnes in 
circumference, whither mcrcfaanis bon- 
A^airtly brought wood aloes of ftttnl 
forts, camphire, fandaUwood, ivory, 
ebony, red - wood, and every kind of 
fpice. Here we find all Smdbad** com- 
modities. 

With regard to his monitrs of the 
deep, ited or too cubits long> we* may 
find in'Pfiny,' and in* Soiinys after hmi* 
that theeel/of the <&anffca air not We- 
rior to Ws prodigious fihesi degtMAS 
ad' frienos fedtt ion^m tditca* • Cmkgfft 
The OanjTS, ftowerer, prodaeet *bi» of 
this fcmd*«pT^ent ; hi!ti6»<erpeiits of 

• :■ ^ ^ ' > I great 
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freat numbers on the Malabar coafl, 
Dear wkich Sindbad muit have paflcd in 
his way homeward. 

In his .recond vqyag^i bcins Jef^ on an 
ifiand by his, iaithkls companions, fonie* 
thing white attraiBs his notice. j and, on 
appri]^hin£ to examire it, he perceives 
it to be « huge round bowl, about fifty 
pace* in circumference, with a finooia 
and poliflicd furtace. Thc.Iky fuddenly 
grew daak^ as it' covered with a thick 
cloudy, the fun being now read^ to iet, 
and >oiir tiaveller perceived the obfcurity 
io proceed ijram . the /hadow of a iiu- 
Pcndotia bird directing her Bight towaids 
aim. . this was the winged monIler» of 
Whick he had tieard failors talk, called 
the Roc, and the huge white bowl was 
its qg^« Sindbad fattens him felf to one 
of the bird's legs with the lihen doth 
which, was wrapped round his turban. 
In mc mornings agreeably to his hopes« 
the ji^oc iakes her flight, and, foaiing 
above.the clouds,. conveys him to a diitant 
quarter «£ the globe. 

JLtL Bochart*s .Hierozoiccn« there is a 
more etoavagaot account of this bird, 
extr&i6h»l from Arabian authors. Marco 
Fauiad^ ^^eaetOyja cflflbrated traveller 
in the thirteenth eeBtuiy^ has a whole 
chapter de nzaxintu jave Rtub* He fays, 
that, this bird was occaiiionally found in 
iflaafU. difficult of accefs j that people 
Yfho had iecu it aifirmed that the wing 
fcstEecs were twelve paces in length, and 
all ths other. parts correrpon4erit to them. 
Thcie birds, he adds. Would ibmetimes 
fdze and fty, away with -an citephant, on 
whofe fieih Ihey uluaily fed -, and that 
he acquired his informlktoii from an 
officer -6* the great Khan, %ht> 'had been 
confined 9aaay years Ia one of thoie 
iflaiids. 

Though this account of ihis ^officer 
^'f^ exaggerated, it was probably butlc 
oji forae immdation of trudi..- Pizaiiua 
meat ions, that he had hear^ there were 
fowls' of fttch ftrength and magnitude 
jsear 'the Gulf of China* as itb be cmMc 
of .carrVing large animals through the 
air : and that a bird of (lupendous Aze 
eaifls in the fouthern parts of the Indian ' 
Oecan Appears from the teftimony of an 
£ngJi|h navigator, wbofe veracity .is ,as 
um^ueitioned as hi^ abilities^ It is men* 
tkmsd in Dr. Kippis's JLife of Cook, 
that ht found in an iiland, not far from " 
^ewHol^aLod* a bird's .Ik^ft built with 
ftickanpoo the gcouDd> and was no lefs 
than ax and (wcntyfeet m circumference* 
iU)d two iect eight inches ii) height. Our 
riraders muft agree with us in thinlcing, 
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that Mr. H. has :ijd^ed ill this laft 
author! t3^ a very pleafmg and. fatisfaflorjr 
evidence for the gfeneial credibility o^ 
thofe narratives, on ^hich Sindbad^t 
voyages are founded. 

Having diJengaged himfelf tiotti the 
Roc, our traveller finds hhtifelf in ;i deep 
vailey,, furrounded by inacceiTible pi%4 
tipices, (Irevved with diaihbndi of ai^ 
immenle fize and exquifit^ beauty., Itit 
now recollects having hedrd of a valiev 
6f diamonds -, and of its beihg the cuU 
torn, at the fcalbn whe)^ eagks breed in 
the furrounding mountains, to throw vaU 
joints of meat into the valley j and tht 
diamonds, on whcfe points the meat fell, 
would adhere t6 it. On , the fight of 
fuch unufual dainties, thefe eagles vvould 
defcen'<i from their lofty ftations, in hopet 
of conveying the prey to their nefts on 
ttie rocky lummits. Whilft they were 
thus employed, the merchantSi by ex- 
treme ■ yociferalion, compelled th^m 
through fear to drop their precious niur- 
/els. Sindbad, luholdlng ma^y i^rgc 
pieces of frerti raLrit tumblUig dawn the 
precipices, begin- latnttruin jbnic hu!*M 
of cicaping. ^ci^oriUngly he fiU^ nla 
pouch with the iiijlt vafuabk diamonds^ 
and ties himfelf with the cloth of hit 
turban to the largeft piece of meac he 
could find, placing himfelf beneath it. 
A huge eagle d>;fcends, ahd having feize^ 
on the meat and its appendage, Ihe de> 
poGt^ them near her neft. The .aier- 
chants advance with loud fliouts> whicli 
cauie her to fly away, ^lA Sindbad, to 
'their no fmall furpriie^ makes hi# ap« 
pearance. 

However wild this n;a'rative may 
fcem, it.i?* countenanced by writers of a 
different caft from our Aotnor,. 

We (hall tranflate, for thfc gratification 
of the generality of our.xeaders, two 
pafiages quoted by Mr. Hole^ the firft 
from Jipiphanius, the ether from Marca 
Paul<^. 

*' The Hyacinth is nearly of the colour 
of fire, and is found among the bar- 
iDRrians in the interior parts of Scythia. 
There, jn the dcliii t regions ot that 
country, a valley i& tbund, fufiQur*dtfd 
'byttccp4no\intains,dec-pj and iji;icceilib1e 
to *the human fpecies. Ctrr^m criminals 
mre condemned by il^c Puncfs of the 
i]eighbouring diftri^* la rcfnk in tkh 
foUtude, who caft bmb^^ ivlich thty 
have fiid killed and fLlnned, into tjie 
depths, below. The pr^cbui ft.oncs 
c«ifily fix themfelves In llie (oft icfh. 
Eagles in the mean whiW wbtcht breed 
on the fummits ofedtliiJfQpgdi^ring 
muunuii^f 
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noiintainsy being «ttnk&od b? the fniell 
of the carcafciy fly down and carry oflf 
Mht lambfty to which the precious (Tones 
have adhered. But while they feed upon 
the fitfkt they are watched by the per- 
font condemned to this employment, who 
run to the fpot, and fecure the glittering 

U Scythia, fays Mr. H. (hoold be 
thouebt too remote for our traveller's 
aerial excuriion 9 Marco Paulo will fur- 
nifli us with a Talley of the fame kind 
in another part of the globe^ and in the 
yery ti^ck which the Arabians followed 
in their voyage to China. 

•* Beyond the kingdom of Malabar, 
about a thoufand miles, is the land of 
Murfitiuf. In fome mountains of this 
territory diamonds are found. In the 
timeoffummer the inhabitants of the 
Jieighbouring diftri^s afcend thefe moun- 
tains with great difficulty, on account of 
the fervor of the folar beams 5 they ex- 
pofe themfelves alfo to great danger from 
the immenfe ferpents which are there In 
prodigious multitudes. (Sindbad alfo 
was annoyed, as we read in his narrative, 
hy the fame monftrous and dreadful foes.) 
'The obje6i o^ their fearch are diannonds, 
vhich are found in the valleys and the 
declivities of the mountains, fometimes 
in great abundance. Thcle they obtain 
In the following manner : The mountains 
are inl^bited by white eagles, which feed 
on tlie ierpents before- mentioned ; and 
as the oeople ^ho frequent thefe heights 
are often unable, on account of t^e 
abruptnefs of the precipices, to arrive at 
the Valleys bdlow, they Qtfi into them 
pieces of fr^ flefh, and thefe, being 
carried off by the eagles, retain fome of 
the diamonds adhering to their foft parts, 
inrhich the men obtain by watching the 
foots where the eagles alight, and driving 
them away." 

This appears to be the fame valley of 
which the Arabian author, as well as 
th« Vcnetiah traveller, had heard $ and 
the tale docs not appear to have been 
wholly imaginary. The kingdom of 
GolcMKSa will agree with the kingdom 
of Murfilius, as the Daifage is rendered 
by Purchas. He obfcrves, in his ab« 
i^raa of thefe Travels, «< Murfili or 
Monfuli Is northward from Malabar 500 
miles I and nearly at that diftance, the 
richeft mines of Golconda lie among the 
rocks and mountains that intexfe&t the 
country," 

The defcription by Sindbad of the 
mode in which Camphire is produced in 
the iile of Kohaj ii that of a pl^ln hoD«tt 



traveller 5 and the account of the ihi- 
ncceros, and its combat with the etc* 
phant, agrees in the main wiiK what is 
faid by -«lian, Pliny, and Diodofus 
Siculus. <* That which is aRonifbing 
{adds our adventurer), after they hafe 
killed each other, the Rcc comes and 
carries them both avray in her claws, to 
be meat for her young oiies.** Anrf^ 
what is no lefs attcnifhinff, Marco Paulo 
and Father Martini, in his Chincfc At- 
las, corroborate this account of Sindbad. 

Mr. H. fubjoins a note, to fhcw far- 
ther the prevailing opinion in the Eaft, 
that this is a favourite quarry d thii 
Immenfe animat, from the cover of a 
Periian MS. belonging to Sir Joftph 
Banks, where a Roc is exhibited aunong 
a variety of other figures, in inbid co- 
lours, in the a6^ of^hawking at an ele- 
phant. 

We are now arrived at the third 
voyage of Sindbad, in which thentyi- 
gators are obliged to put into a hatboiir, 
the coafis of which are inhabited by 
fi'ightful favages, whofe bodies were 
covered with red hair, whofe height ex- 
ceeded not two feet, and wfaoft Unguage 
was unknown. 

It appears from Bochart, that the 
Arabians bdlcved in the exif^ence of 1 
'diminutivefpecies of human beings, and 
an account of them it given in the 
Hlerczoicon. This opinion might in- 
deed be borrowed from the Greek and 
Roman fabuiifts, or from thofe of lodw* 
In that counfrv, the general Idea of 
beings of a dimSntftive fbture apowrs tt 
have originated. MUtoti places hts 

Pigmsean race . 

I J i ■i)cyond the Indian mount ; 

and in that neighbourhood PliBT P^ 
the Pifw^i S/itbama, Co called from 
being but a cubit or three fpaw J" 
height. Thefe were the niemorable 
«* light infimtry warred on by ciane* r 
and probabhr of the fame family as the 
bomuncuU of Sindbad. 

The little aflaUants having fpolW o«J 
travellci^ of ali theur property, convey" 
the veflel to another ifland j wandcrii^ 
about which, they perceive an i«"5J^" 
building, which they approach. Tney 
open a gate of ebony, enter into a cotirf» 



and behold a vaft apartment j — ■ - 
fide of which was piled a large heap or 
human bones, and on the other ^V^ 
number of " toafiing fpits.*' ^^\ 
they have power to recover thcwfel^e 
from their terror, the gate of the ap"^ ^ 
tticnt ppcna with a hideout **'^V^J^ 
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lieformed gigantic negro, as high as a 
tall palm tree, advances towards them. 
A (ingle eye glares, in the mitldle of his 
forehead, whofc brightncl's emulated that 
6f a burnings coal. 

It is evident that this ftory \i copied 
from the 9th hook of thfc OdylTey. Po- 
lyphemus was the profco*ypt of the 
Indian Giant, and UlyfTes of Sindbad. 
Some additional clrcuml^anc-s in the 
Arabian tik, though wild and grotefque, 
heighten tlie hoiror and ititcreii of iht 



ftory* It may be obfervad, that a Giant 
in Arabic cr Perfian fabWs is as com- 
monly a Negro or infidel Indian, as he 
is, in our old rom nccs. a Saracen 
Paynim, a vctary of Mahound and Ter- 
magavint. *^ VVere the Negroes au- 
thors,*' fays Mr. H. very acutely, " they 
would probably chara^uife their Giants 
by whillcers and turbans ; ,orby hats, 
wigs, and a pale complexion,"

lift ant and imperfe(5lly explored 
,nd when*it is confidered, that 



THE Voyage from England was com- 
pleted in eight months and a week 5 
«« a voyage (ftiys Captain Coilins) which, 
before it was undertaken, ^he mind 
haidly dared venture to contemplate, and 
on which it was imppfliblo to iefle»fl 
without fome apprehenfions as to its 
teiTBinatlon. This for-unate completion 
of it, however, afl'arded even to ourfclves 
as much matter i^f fnrprife as 6f gencial 
iiilsfa^ion ; for in tlic above f}>ace of 
time we had failed five thouland and 
twenty- one leagues j had touched at the 
American and African Continents \ and 
had at lati r^ed within a few days fail 
of the antipodes of our native country, 
without meeting any accident in a fleet 
of eleven fail, nine of which verc mer- 
chantmen that had never before failed 
in that di 
' ocean ; and 

there was on board a large body of con- 
vicls, many of whom were tmbark«d in 
a very fickly ftate, we might be deemed 
peculiaily iortunate, that of the whole 
number of all defcriptions of. pcrfons 
CQming to form the new Icttlement, only 
thirty-two had died fince their leaving 
England, among whom were to be in- 
cluded one or two deaths by accidents j 
although previous to our departure it 
was geneially conjectured, that before 
We fliould havtf been a month at fea one 
of the rranfports would have been cor-- 
rerted into an hofpital fliip. But it for- , 
Innately happened otherwife ; the high 
health which was apparent in every 
countenance was to be attribut«d not 
only to the refirelhments we met with at 
Rio de Janeiro and the Cape of Good 
Hope, but to the excellent quality of the 
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provilions with which we were (upplied 
by Mr. Richards, junior, the contradorj 
and the fpirits vifible in every eye were 
to be afcribed to the general joy and 
fatisfa^ion which immediately took place 
on finding ourfelves arrived at that port 
which had been fo much and fo long the 
fuhjcol of our moll feiious reflexions, 
the cuiiltant theme of our converiUtions."" 

It was focn determined to fix th« 
Settlement at Port Jackibn ; but the 
day before that ttn which they were to 
remove fiom Botany B:'y, incy wtre 
furprized by the appearance of two 
flrange fail in the oth' g, which turned 
out to be the BouflTole and Altrolabc, 
under the French Commodore Peyroulc, 
then on a Voyage of Difcovery. . ** M, 
de la Peyronie,'' lays our Author, 
" failed into the harb ur by Capt. Cook'« 
Chart of Botany Bay, which lay before 
him on the binnacle ; and We hid the. 
pleafure oF hearirg liim more thnn once 
pay a tribute to our great circuimiavir 
gator's memory, by acknowledging the 
accuracy of his nautical obfervations." 

On the evening of the 25th of Ja- 
nuary 1782?, the Governor, with a party 
of marir.es and fomfe artificers, Iclecled 
from among the leamen of the c^liius, and 
the conviJis, arrived at Port Jackibn, 
and anchored off the mouth of the cove 
intended for the Settlement j and iu the 
courle of the .following day fufficient 
gfound was cleared for encamping the 
officer's ^uard and the convi6ls. 

** The .fpot chofen for this purpofe 
was at the head of the cove, near the run 
of frefh water, which ftolc fdently along 
through a very thick wood, the llilkieiu 
of which had then, for the flrft time fince 

the 
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the creation, been interrupted by the 
rude found of the labourer's axe, and the 
downfal of its ancient inhabitants j — a 
ftillnefs and tranquillity -which from that 
day were to give place to the Toice cf 
labour, the confufion of camps and towns, 
and < the bufy hum of its new pofleflbrs.' 
That thefc did not bring vAtU thcin 

* Minds not to be changed by time or 
place,' 

was fervently to have been wUhed 5 and 
if it were poffible, that on taking ppf- 
feiTion of Nature, as we had thus done, 
in her ilmplel^, pureft garb, we might 
net fully that purity by the introduf^ion 
of vice, profanenels, and immorality. 
But this, though much to be wiflied, 
was little to be expelled ; the habits of 
youth axe not eafilv laid aJfide, and the 
utmoft we could hope in our prefcnt 
fituation was to oppofe the foft harmo- 
nifing arts of peace and civilization to 
the baneful influence of vice and immo- 
rality. 

** In the evening of this day the whole 
of the party that came round in the Sup- 
ply were aHcmbled at the point where 
they had f.rll landtd in the moming, and 
on which a flag-ltalT had been purpoidy 
erefled and nn union jack dilplaycd, 
when the marines fired ftvcral vcUies j 
bctwten which the Governor and the 
officers who nccompftnled him drank the 
healths of his Majcfty and the Royal 
Family, ajid liicccfs to the new Colony. 
The day7 which had been imcommonly 
ime, corcludai with the fafc anival of 
the Sirius and the convoy from Botany 
B^y,— tlius terminating the voyage with 
the fame gocd fortune that had trom its 
<?ommenccment been fo conlpicuou/ly 
their friend and conjpanion. ' 

'• The dilcmbarkation of the trcops 
and convifts took place from the follow- 
ing day until the whole were* landed. 
The confufion that cnfued will not be 
wondered at, when it is confidered that 
every man Hepped from the boat literaily 
into a wood. Parties of jJeople were 
every where heard and feen varioufly 
employed 5 fome in clearing ground for 
the different encampments j others in 
pitching tents, or bringing up fuch ftor^s 
as were more immediately wanted 5 and 
the fpot which had fo lately been the 
abode of fl^ence and tranquillity was 
now changed to that of noiie, clamour, 
jind confuiion : but after a- time order 
gradually pitvailed every where. As 
the woods were opened atid the ground 
deared, the various cncampmentt were 



extended, and all wore the appearance of ~ 
regularity. 

• «* A portable canvas houfe, bronght 
over for the Governor, was ere^ed on 
the Baft fide of the cove (which was 
named Sydney, in compliment to the 
principal fccretary of ttate fcr the home 
department), where alfo a fmall body 
of convifts was put under tents. The 
detachment of marines was encamped at 
the head of the cove near the ftream, and 
on the Weft fide was phced the main 
body of the convi6ls. The women did 
notiifembark until the 6ih of February 5 
when, every Bcrfon belonging to the 
fettlemcnt being landed, the numbers 
amounted to 1030 perfons. The tents 
for the fick were placed on ilie Weft iide, 
and it was obferved with concern that 
their numbers were faft increafing. The 
fcui-vy, that had not appeared during the 
paflage, now broke out, which, aided by 
a dvientery, began to fill the holpital^ 
and feveral died. In addition to the 
medicines that were adminiftered, every 
Ipccies of efculent plants that could be 
found in tl»e country wei^ procured for 
them ; wild celery, fpinach, and parfley, 
fortunately grew in abundance about the 
i'ettlement 5 thofe who were in health, 
as well as ihp iick, were very glad to 
introtluce thtm into their mcfTes, and 
found them a pleafant as well as whole- 
fome addition to the ration of (alt pro- 
vifions. * 

" The public ftcck, confifting of one 
bull, four covfs, one bull- calf, one 
fiallion, three mares, and three colts (one 
of which was a ftonc-colt), were landed 
on the Eart point ol^the cove, where 
fhey remained until they had ci*opped the 
little paiiui^ge it afl'cfrded 5 and were 
then removed to a fpot at the head of 
the adjoining cove, that was cleared for 
a.imall farm, intended to be placed un- 
der the direction of a perlon brought 
cut by the Governor. 

*< Some ground having been ]^pared 
near his Excellency's houi^ on the Eafl 
fide, the plants from Rio dc Janeiro and 
the Cape of Good Hoj^ were fafcly 
brought on fhore in a tew days ; and 
we foon had the fatisfa^ion of feeing the 
grape, the figi the orange, the pear, and 
•the apple, the delicious fruit* of the 
Old, tadcijQg root ^nd eftablilhing tbem«^ 
felvfcs in our New Wcrld. 

<< As foon as the hurry aiKl tumult 
necefTarily attending the cTifeinbaikatioa 
had a little fubfidcdythe Governor cau fed 
his Majefly's^ commidion, appointing him 
to be his Captahi- General and Governor 
3 in 
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in Chkf in and over the territory of 
New South Wales and Us dependencies, 
to be publicly read, together with the 
]cttt:r$ patent for cihibliftiing the courts 
of civil and criminal judicature in the 
territory j the extent of which, until this 
publication of it, was but little known 
even among ourfclves. It was now found 
to^ extend from Cape York (the extre- 
mity of the coaft to the northward), in 
the latitude of ao deg. 37 min. South, 
to the South Cape (the fouthern extre- 
mity of the coaft ),^ in the latitude of 4^ 
deg. 39 nnin. South f and inland to the 
wdtward,. as iar as 135 dezrees of Eaft 
longitude, comprehending all the iilands 
adjacent In the Pacific Ocean, within the 
latitudes of the above- mentioned capes. 

** By this definition of our boundaries 
it will be feen that we were confined 
along the coatt of ttjis continent to fuch 
parts of it folcly as wcie navigated by 
Captain Cook, without infringing on 
what might be chinked by other nations 
from the right of difcovery. Of that 
right, however, no other ration has 
choJen to avail itfelf. Whether the 
weftern coaft is unpromifing in its ap- 
pearance, or whether the want of a re- 
turn proportioned to the expence whith 
tlic mother-country mult fultain in fup- 
porting a fettlement formed nearly at the 
fartheft part of the globe, may have de- 
terred them, is n«t known j but Great 
Britain alone has followed up the dif- 
coveries (he had made in this country, 
by at once eftablifhing in it a regular 
colonjr and civil government. 
^ ** The ceremony of reading the fe pub- 
lic inflrumtnts having been performed 
by the Judge -Advocate, the Governor, 
addrefling himiclf to the convifls, af- 
I'ured them, among other things, that 
♦ he fhouid ever be rcaily to fhew appro- 
bation and encouragement to thofe who 
proved tnemfelves worthy of them by 
good conduct and attention to oiders ; 
while, on the other hand, fuch as were" 
determined to aft in oppofition to pro- 
priety, and oblirrve a contrary condu^, 
would inev itabiy meet with the punifh- 
incnt which they deferved.' He remarked 
how nnich it wa* their intereft to forget 
the habits of vice and indolence in which 
too many of them had hitherto lived j 
and exhorted then\ to be honeft among 
therafdves, obedient to their overfeers, 
and attentive to the feveral works in 
which they Were about to be employed. 
At the conclufion of this addrels three 
vollies were fired by the troops, wha» 
thereupon returned to their paradci where 
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the Governor, attended by Capt. Hunter 
and the principal officers of the fettle- 
ment, paflcd along the front of the de- 
tachment, gnd received the honours due 
to a Captain- General 5 after which he 
entertained all the ofiicers and gentlemen 
of the fettlement at dinner, under a 
large tent pitched for the purpofe at the 
bead of the marine encampment/* 

The thefts and other enormities com- 
mitted by the convi6ls almoft imme- 
diately on their being landed, foon fhewed 
a necefTity for eftablifliing courts of ju- 
dicature 5 the conftitutions and funflions 
of which are particularly defcribed by 
our Author, who held the appointment 
of Judge Advocate of the fettlement, and 
had, alio a warrant from the Admiralty 
conftiiuting him Judge Advocate to the 
marine detachment. 

About the middle of February Lieut. 
Kine, of the Sirius, was fent off to 
Norfolk Ifland, where a fettlement v«r» 
to be formed, of which he was appointed 
Supcrintendant and Commandant. 

<< Norfolk Ifland is fitualed in the la- 
titude of 19 deg. South, and in longitude 
168 deg, 10 nvin, Kaft of Greenwich, 
at}d was fettled with^ view to the cul- 
tivatioa of the flax plant, which at the 
time when the ifland was difcoverdd by 
Captain Cook was found growing jnoft 
luxuriantly where he landed ; and from 
the fpecimens taken to England of the 
New Zealand fiax (o{ which Ibrt is that 
growing at Norfolk inand}i it was hoped 
lome advantages to the mother countiy 
might be derived from cultivating and 
manufa^uring it,** 

The conviHs at Sydney were now 
a6\ively employed (by tafk-wcrk) in 
clearing ground, and creiUng buildings 
of- various deiciiptiiHis, and for fundry 
ufes, among which >Kra.H an obfervatoi7, 

** The latitude of the oblervatory was 
33 dec. 52 min. 30 fee. S. 

** The longitude, from Grcenwichi 
151 deg, 19 min. 30 fee. K. 

«* Governor Phillips, having been very 
much preffed for time when he firft vifited 
this harbour, had not thoroughly exa- 
mined it. The completion of tliat nccef- 
ihry hufinefs was left (o Captain Hunter, 
who, with the fint lieutenant of, th« 
Sirius, early in the month of February, 
made an accurate furvey of it. It was 
then foimd to he far more cxtcnfive to the 
weftward than was at firil imugined, 
and Captain Hunter defcribtd the coun- 
try as wearing a much more favourable 
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countenance toward the head or upper 
part, than it did imirediatciv aSout the 
iettlement. He law fevcral parties of the 
natives, and; treatirg them contlantly 
vrith good humour, thc3r*aiways letV him 
with friendly imprcfiions 

** It was natural to Tuppofe that the 
currorit)r of thde people would be at- 
tracted by obferving, that, inftead of 
quitting, we were occupied in works 
that indicated an intention of remaining 
in their counUy ; but during the lirlt 
fix v/eeks we received only one vifit, t,wo 
men j*^rolIing into the camp one evening, 
and remaining in it for about half an 
hour. They appeared to admire v^hat- 
ever they faw, and, after receiving each 
a hatchet (of the uie of which ihe eldell 
inftantjy and curioufly Hiewed his know, 
ledge, by turning up his foot, and 
iharpening a pijfec of wood on the fole 
with the hatcnet), took their leave, ap- 
parenth' well plcafed with their reception. 
The nfliing boats alfo fieqnently re- 
ported their haying been vifited by many 
of thefe people when haufinj^ the feine, 
at which labour they often affifttd with 
chearfulnefs, and in netqm were generally 
rewarded with part of the fifli taken 

*' Every precaution was ufed to guard 
againft a breach of this friendly and 
defirablc intercourfe, by (lri6^ly prohi- 
biting every perfon from depriving them 
of their ipears, fizgigs, gum, cr other 
articles, which we focn perceived they 
"Were accuftomed to leave linder the icckr>, 
or loofe anij Scattered about upon the 
)}eachcs. We had however great reafon 
to believe that theJe'pi*ecautions were 
£rft rendered fruitlrfs by the ill copduft 
of a boat*8 crew belonging to one of the 
tranfports, whb,we weie told afterwards, 
attempted to land' in one of the coves at 
the lower part of the haiboiu*, but were 
prevented, and driven off with ftoncs 
py the natives. A party of them, con- 
fiding of fixteen or eighteen perlons, feme 
time after landed on the illaiid • where 
the people of the Sirius were prc|>aring 
a garden, and with much artifice, watch- 
ing their opportunity, carried off a 
/hovel, a fpade, and a pickaxe. On 
their being fired at, and hit On the legs 
by one of the people with fmall fliot, the 
pick axe was dropped, but they carried 
off the other tools. 

♦* To luph circumftances as thefe muft 
be Attributed the termination of that 
§ood underttandlng which had hitheito 
iubfifted between us and them, and which 



Gfovernor Phillips laboured to hnprore 
whenever he had ah opportunity. But 
it might have been forcfccn that this 
would unavoidably happen : the con- 
viCis were every wnere JtragglV.e about, 
collefling animals and gum to i\n\ to the 
people gf the tranfports, who at the 
fame time were procuring fpears, (hielda, 
fwords, fiihing lines,, and other articles, 
from the natives, to carry to Europe j 
the lofs of which mull have been attended 
with many inconveniences to the owners, 
as it was loon evident that they were the 
only means \' hereby they obtained or 
could procure their daily fubfiftencej 
^nd although fome of thefe people had 
been punilhed for purchafing articles cf 
the convif^s, the pradlce was carried on 
fecrttly, and atte»idtd with all the. bad 
efFe6>8 which were to be expedlcd from it. 
We alio had the mortification to Jearn, 
that M. Dc la Pey route had been com- 
pelled to fire upon the natives at Botany 
Bay, where they frequently annoyed his 
people who weie employed on ftiore. 
This ciicumftance materially aff^^led us, 
as thoJe who had rendered this violence 
necelTary could not difcriminate betweeo 
us and them. We were however per- 
fe(5lly convinced that nothing fhort of ihe i 

greatell necelr.ty could have ind>jced M. 
De la Peyroufe to take iuch a Ittp, as 
we hrtird him dcclart, that it was among 
the particular inftru6lions that he re- i 
ccived from his lovereign, to endeavour 
by evci-y pofiiblc means to acquire and 
cultivate the'fiiendfliip of the natives^ot 
fuch places a$ he mi^bt dlfc»iver or vilitj 
and ti> avoid cxercvting any a6> of holii- 
lify upon them. In obedience to this 
humane command, th^re was no dou-Jt 
but he forbore ufing force until fcr- 
bcarnnce would 'have been dangerous ; 
and he had been taught a lefll n at Ma- 
ouna, one of the I lies des Navigateurs, j 

that the tempers of favages were not to | 

bctruflfd too far j for wc were infjrmcdi t 
that on the very day and hour of their j 
departure frcm that ifland, the boats ot ^ 
the ivio fliips, which were fei*t lor a Ian. 1 
lead of water, were att5cl:ed by the j 
rntii'es with ftones and clubs, and M. - 
T)e[\'\r.glc, (he Captain of the Aftj-olabe, 1 

with eleven officers and men, were p^«' f 
to death 5 thole who were fo^ fortunate f 
as to get off in the fmall bcaTs that at- y 
terdcd on the watering launcli<.!> C"^^^^ i 
were dtlhoyed) cIcAptd with manv J 
wounds and contufions, fome ot whjpn / 
we:e not liealed at the time of their f^'J^ 



** • Since known by the name cf Garden Ifland.' 
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laling to us this unfortunate circum- 
ftai^ce. It was conjeflured, that fome 
ore of the fcamen. unknown to the of- 
iiccrs, muft have occafioned this outrage, 
for which ther</ was no other probable 
rcalbn' to aflicn, as the natives, during 
the time the mips were at the ifland, iiad 
lived with the otHccrs And people on 
terms of the grcateft h^rmonj^. And 
this was rot the fiift misfortune that 
thofe (hips had met with during their 
voyage 5 for on the North -Weft Ccalt 
of America they \o\\ two boats with 
their crews, and feveral young men of 
family, in a furf. 

** Notwithltandmg the prclTure of the 
iraf>oriant buijnefs we had- upon our 
hands after our lai^ding, the difcharge of 
our religious duties was never omitted, 
divine lervice bcipg performed every 
Sund^.y thai the weaUier would permit: 
at which time the detachment of marines 
paraded with their arms, the whole body 
of conviiJls attended, and were obfervcd 
to conduct thcmfelves in general with 
the refpedl antl attention due to the cc- 
cafion on which they were.ancmbled. 

** It was foon obfcrved with fatif- 
fa^ion, that fcvcral couj)les were an- 
nounced for man lag'; J but on ftri»5\^y 
ferutlnizing into the motive, it was found 
in i'everal iuftances to originate in an 
idea, that flie married people would meet 
with various little comfojis and priu- 
Icges that were denied to thole in a fingic 
Hate; and tjii\i:, on not findmg thoJe 
txpc^ations realifed, relented, vvifhcd 
ai.d a6iu«lly applied to be rtftorui to 
Ihcir termer fituations ; fa ignoiant and 
thcuchtlels were they in general. It 
was however to be wiflied, that matri- 
manial conne<Sliors fiiculd b«* picmoJcd 
I aiaorg them j ai^d m ne who appli..d 
were ever rejc^led, except when it v as 
[ clearly ur.dcrftccd that either of the 
parties hatl a wife cr hn(bar.d living at 
« the time of their leaving England.'* 

Having thus feen our countr\men 

fairly fettled in their new ci mail., we 

\hall, in the remainder of our account cf 

ic prf lent VcUime, ntcrely nrlicc a lew 

the mofi remaikable tranlh^ior.a. The

The mod ftriklng parts df the Nar 

.Vrative fcr Ibme time are com poled of 

/ coDtefts with the natives, in which many 

of the convifts were wounded, aiKl fome 

loft their Jives \ but the Captain fccms 
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to be of opinion that the provocation was 
generally given by our people. The 
Ircquent offences and punilhmcnt of the 
conviiiU aljo ocoupy much of the Nar- 
rative. 

" The fettlement at Sydney Cove was 
for fome time amuled witi: an account of 
the exiftencc and difcovei7 of a geld 
mine ; a-^.d the impoftor had ingenuity 
enough to impofe a fabricated tale on 
feveral of the. ofiifcers ior truth. He 
pretended to have i'oijnd it at fome 
dillance down the harbour ^ and, offering 
to conduct an officer to the fput, a b >at 
was provided j but immediately on laiul- 
ipff, having prcvioutly prevailed on tljc 
oHicer to lend away the boat, to prevent 
his diicoxery being made public to more 
than one perfon, he made a pretence tp 
- leave him, and, reaching the fettlement 
fome hours before the officer, reported 
tint he had been fent up by hira for z. 
guard. The fell )w knpw too well the 
ccnli;quences tliat wduM "follow on tlie 
officer's ai rival to wait for that, and 
therefore Jci oft' diieftly into the wocds, 
whc:ice he returned the day following, 
when he was puniftied with fifty. laOiea 
fV r his i.npofition Still, however, per- 
filting that hc^had difcovered a metal; a 
fpecinien of which he prviduccd, \\\c 
Governor, who was ablent from the 
lettltn^nt at the Opening of the bulinefs, 
but had now r^^nirned, oidercd him to be 
taken again down the harbour, with 
direct ins to hi:» adjutant to land him on 
the pl.ice the uian fiioidd point out, and 
keep him in his fight \ but» on being 
affured by thst clhccr, that if he at- 
tempted to deceive him he w^^uld pur 
him to death, the n)an favcd him tiic 
tro'iM'j ot £'/i:'g iar with him, aatl con- 
feflld tha:: his Itory of having dIlcoVi:rcd 
a goM i^.iir.c was a Ibllchood wliich he 
had pro;.u^^ated in the hope of impofing 
on the I c\ pie beloiging to the Fifhbum 
and Gi-ldcU Orove, irom wh^m, being 
ahcut fo prepare for Europe, hecxpe^^ed 
to procure cicMhing ami other article* 
in return itr his promifcd gold-duft 5 
and that \\c iiad fahritated the I'pccimens 
of the mttil which h.c hnd exhibited, 
from a guir.ea and a bral's buckle 9 ^h» 
remains of.vvhich lie then producs:d. 

*' For this impoiiure he was afterwards 
ordered, by the magillrates before whom 
he was examined, to receive a hundred 
hlhes, and to wear a canvas frock, with 
the letter R cut and fhvn upon it, to 
dillinguiih him more particularly from 
others as a rogue. 

«* Among the people of his own de- 
fcriptioff, 
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ktlpttonf there were many who believedi 
notwithftanding his confcmon and pirniAi- 
maa, that he had aftually made the 
ilHcofery be pretended, and wa& induced 
t» fifcjr it wa4 a. febrication merely to 
ifcure it t© himfcif, to make tife of at 
a future opportunity. So eafy in it to 
kftpofe on the minds of the lower dafs 
•f people V* 

In November a new iktlemcnt wat 
eftabliihed at the head ot* the harbour of 
Port Jack(bn> and named Kofe-hiU. 

" On the 24th of March lySg^theSup- 

Cy returned from Norfolk lOand, and 
t)«fi;ht from Lieut. King, the Com- 
mandamti infornyation of the following 
chimerical fi:heme s The captuit of the 
iOandy and the fubfequent cfcape of the 
captorti was to commence by the feizure 
€» Mr. King*s perfon, which was in- 
tended to be eflfefted on the firil Saturday 
lifter the arrival of any (hip in the bay, 
except the Siriua. They had chclVn that 
particular day in the week, as it had 
oeen for fomc time Mr. King's cuPiom 
€M Saturdays to go to a farm whicii he 
had eftabliflied at {bme little diUance 
from the fettlen^ent, and the military 
generally chofe that day to bring in t}.c 
cabbage palm from the wcodB. Mr. 
King wa« to be iecured in hit way to 
kis taiTn. A mcfiage, in the Command- 
■nt'a name, was th^in to be fcnt to Mr. 
Jamiibn, the furgeon, who was to be 
leiaed as foon aS Tic got into the woods j* 
and the Icrjeant and the party were to be 
treated In the &me manner. Tlicie bifing 
all properly taken care of, a iignal was 
.to be made to the fliip in the bay to fend 
her boat on fliore, the crew of which 
y^rt to be made prifonexs on their land- 
ings and'two or three of the infurgcnts 
wore to go off in a boat belonging to the 
ifland, and inform the comraandmg officer' 
that the (hip'k boat had been Itove on 
the beachy and that the Commandant 
re^uefted another might be fcnt a Oiojc j 
this was alfo to be captujred : and iheii, 
^ tho hit aft of this abfurd i'chcme, the 
<hip was to be taken» with which they 
-were to proceed toOtaheite, and there 
eftabliOi a fettlement. They chariubiy 
ii^nded to leave fome prcvliions for the 
Commandant and his ofHcefs, and for 
fu^E of th» people as did not accompany 
them in their^ efcape. This was their 
fcheme. ,NoJ one difficulty in the exe- 
cution of it ever occurred to their ima- 
gination : all was to happen with as 
much facility as it was planned 5 and, 
naJ it not been foitttnately Fevcaledto a 



ieaman beldnginc tb the Sirius, who 
lived with Mr. King as a gardener, bv 
a female convift who cohabited with 
him, there was no doubt but that all 
thefe impVobabilities would have been 
attempted. 

*' On being made acquainted with 
thefe circumlhinces, the Commandant 
todk fuch meafures as appeared to him 
ncceffary to dcfieat them } and fcveral who 
ivere concerned in the fcheme conteficd 
the fhare which they were to have had 
irt the execution of it. Mr. King had 
hitherto, from the peculiarity of bis fitu- 
ation,— •fecluded from fociety, and con- 
fined to a fmall fpcck in the vaft ocean, 
with but a handful of people, — drawn 
them round him, and treated them with 
the kind attentions which a good family 
n\vrcts with at the hands of a humane 
niaftcrj but he now faw them in their 
true colours, and one of his £r(tfteps, 
when peace was rciloftd, was to ckar 
the ground as far as pollibk round the 
Jcttlcmc^nt, tiiai future villainy might 
n<»r find a flielter in tl\c woods for its 
I ran '/anions. To this truly providential 
circuml^ance, peihaps, many of the eo- 
lonifls attci-viaids were indebted tor their 
lives." 

To a large bay on the North lKore> 
contiguofM* to Sydney Covtr, Governor 
Philifps gave the name cf Neutral Bay. 

•» Early in the month* of April 17S9, 
and' throughout its c^Muinuance, the 
people whole bufinefs called them down 
l!^e harbour daily reported, that they 
found, cither in excavations of the rock, 
or lyir.s^ upon the beaches and points of 
t!ic diticrcnt coves which they had been 
in, the bodies of many of the wretched 
natives of this country. The caufc of 
this mortality remained unknown until a 
family was brought up, and the diforder 

f renounced to have been t!ie fmall pox. 
t,was not a dehrable circumftance to 
introduce a diforder into the colony which 
was raging with fuch Ibtal violence 
among the natives of the country ; hut 
the faving the lives of any of thelc people 
Wza an objeft of no fmall importance, 
as the knowledge of our humanity, and 
the benefits which v^c might render them, 
"wculd, it was hoped, do away the evil 
impreillons they had received of us. 
Two elderly men, a boy, and « girl, 
were broueht up, and phced in a feparate 
hut at the liofpital. The men v^erc too 
far overcome by the difeafc to get the 
better of it j but the children did well 
from the mooo^nt of their coming among 
o m. 
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tt^ From the natiTcwho itfided with 
IIS wc underftood that many families had 
been fwrcpt off by this fcourge, and that 
others, to ivdid it, had fied into die in* 
terior parts of the cofintry. Whetlicr it 
had ever appeared among ihcm i««forc 
could not be difcovered, either from liim 
or from tW children ; but it vf^i certatti 
that they gave it a name (gal-^Ma) 5 
a ctrcumftance which feemed to indicate 
a pre-acquaintance with ittf*** 

Of the native boy and girl who had 
been recovered from the fmall-pox, the 
latter was taken to live will* the Clergy- 
maji's wjfe» and thp boy with Mr. White, 
the ivrgeon, to whom» for bis attention 
during the cure, he feemed to be muck 
attacl^. 

« While the eruptions of this diforder 
continued upon the children, a feaman 
belonging to the Supply, a native of 
Morth Anierica, having been to fee^hem, 
was ieited with it, and ibon after died ; 
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but its ' baneful effe6U wtre not ex^ 
rienced by any white perfon of the (ettk?» 
roent, although there were feveral very 
young childreti in it at the time. 

** From the fitik hour of the intro- 
du^ion, of the boy and girl into tbt 
fettlement, it was feared that the native 
who had been £0 inft^rumcntal iti bringing 
them in, and ^whofe attention to tiiem 
during their illnefs excited the admi- 
ration of every one that witneflcd it, 
^uld be attacked Ijy the fame diforder | 
as on his perfon were found none cff tho(^ ' 
traces of its ravages which are fueouentlf 
left behind; It happened as the tears of 
every one prodifted ; he fell a vi^im t» 
the difeafe in eight days sfter he wat 
ictzed with it, to the great regret of 
every one who had witr^flid how little 
of the fava^ was found in his manaer* 
and how (|uKkiy be was febfiitutlng in 
its place a decile, afifable, and truty 
amiable deportment.*'

BUONAPARTE'S EXPEDITION TO EGYPT. 
( Continued from Page 176.)

Head Qnarters, 6th Thermidor, 
6tH Year, »4J;h July, 

CITIZENS DIRECTORS, 

ON the 19th Meifidor the army fet out 
for Alexandria. — It arrived' at De* 
menhour on the lotb, having fuffered 
greatly in traverfing this defart, from 
excedivt heat and the want of water. 
BATTLE OF RHAMANIE. 

On the »id we met the Nile, atRha* 
manie, and joined thedivifion of General 
Dugua, who had proceeded to Rofetu, 
by torced marches. The diviiion of Ge- 
neral Deialx was attacked by a body of 
icven or eight hundred Mamelukes, who, 
after a briik cannonade, and the lofs of 
ibtnemen, retired. 

BATTLE OF CHEBREISSA. 

In the ihean time I learnt that Murat 
Bey, at the head of his army, compoied 
of a confiderable fjrcc of cavalry, with 
eiglit or ten large cannon, and feveral bat- 
teries v|>on tht Nile, was advancing. 
We waited near the village of Che- 
brei/Ia. On the evening of the a4th we 
began to march towards it. The 25th, 
at day*break, we arrived there. 

We had only 100 cavahy, wearied 
and haraffed. The Mamelukes had a 
magnificent body of cavalry, covered 
with gold and hlver arms of the beft 
kind i carbines, piftols, of tlie manu* 
ia^^ure of London, the beft fabres of the 
£a((, and mounted on the beft horles on 
the Continent. 

The army was ranged, each diviGon 
forming a battalion four deep, their bag- 
gage in the centre, and the artillery in 
the fbacet between the battalions. The 
battalions were ranked, the ad and 4th 
divifioos behind ;the ift and 3d. The 
hvt diviiions of the army were placed en 
ecbelonst (in the manner of fteps) flank- 
ing each other, and flanked by two vil- 
lages which we occupied. 

Citizen Perree, Chief of the Diviflon 
of Marine, with three armed floops, a 
chebeck, and a galley, proceeded to the 
atuck of theenemv's flotilla. The bat- 
tie was extremely obftinate* Perree, 
Chief of Divifion* was wounded in hia 
arm by a cannon ball j but, by his good 
difpoutions and his intrepidity, regained 
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pofleflion of three (loops and a galley 
which the Mamelukes had taken, and 
fet fire to their Admiral's fliip. Citizena 
Monge and BerthoUet, who were in the 
chebeck, evinced at the moft difficult 
moment the utmoft courage. General 
Andi-eoifi, who commanded the troops^ 
condu6ted himfclf perfe6tly to my fatis- 
fa£lion. 

The cavalry of the Mamelukes foon 
inundated all the plain, furrounded all 
the win?s of our army, and prefled us 
on all fides, in flank and in the rear ; 
but they every where found our line was 
equally formidable, and oppofed them 
with a double fire firom the flank and 
front. Thejr many times endeavoured 
to charge, out without determination* 
Some more bold (kirmilhed with us, but 
they were received by the balls of the^ 
carabineers placed before the battalions* 
In fine, after having remained a part of 
the day at about half cannon fliot dif- 
tance, they commenced their retreat and 
d ifappeared. We may eftimate their lofa 
at about 300 men killed and wounded. 

We hsul marched, during eight days, 
in want of every thing i and in one of 
the hotteft climates in the world. On 
the morning of the «d Thermidor, we 
perceived the Pyramids. The evening 
of the ad, we found ourfelves within fix 
miles of Cairo} and I learnt that the 
twenty.three Beys, widi all their forces, 
were entrenched at Lambabe \ that the^ 
had covered their entrenchments with 
more than fixty pieces of cannon. 
BATTLE OF THE PYRAMIDS. 

On the 3d, atdav-break, we met their 
advanced guard, wnich we purfued from 
village to village. At two in the after- 
noon, we found ourfelves at the enemy*s 
entrenchments. I ordered the divifiona 
of Generals Defaix and Reynier to take 
a pofition to the right, between Gixah 
and Lambabe, in onler to cut off the 
communication of the enemy with higher 
Egypt, their natural retreat. The army 
was ran^ in the iarae manner as at the 
battle ot Chebi^i/Ta. 

The inltant that Murat Bey perceived 
the movement of General Deiaix, he re- 
folved to charge. He fent one of the 
bra veil of his Ikys with a chofen body of 
troops, who charged our troops with the 
rapidity of lightning. We let them i^* 
proach within ^fty paccsi when we over« 
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whelmed them with a Ihower of balls, 
which made vaK numbers fall on the field 
of* battle. They threw themfclves be- 
tween the fpaces which formed the two 
divifions, where they were received by a 
double fire, which hnifhed their retreat. 
I feized the moment, Snd ordered the 
divifion of General Bon, who wai upon 
the Nile, to proceed to the attack of the 
entrenchment fi ; and General ViaJ, who 
commanded the divifion of General Me- 
nou, to proceed between the body of 
troops which had charged him and the 
entrenchments, in order to accojnplifh 
this triple -objeft — 

To prevent the body of troops from 
re-entering the entrenchments : 

To cut off the retreat of thofe who 
occupied them : 

And, laftly, if itihouldbe neceffary to 
attack the entrenchments on the left. 

The inftant Generals Vial and Bon 
advanced, they ordered ihef5rft and third 
divifions of each battalion to range in 
columns for the attack, while the lecond 
and third preferved the fame pofition, 
forming always a battalion four deep, 
and advanced to maintain the colunms 
©f attack. 

The columns of attack of General 
Bon, commanded by the brave Genera! 
Kampon, threw themfelves into the en- 
trenchments with their ulual impetuofity, 
notwithflanding the fire of a great Quan- 
tity of artillery when the Mamalukes 
charged them. They went out of their 
entrenchmehts at full gallop. Our co- 
lumns had time to halt, and to form a 
front to oppofe them on all fides, and 
receive them with a bayonet and fhower of 
balls. At the fame inl^ant, the field of 
, battle was ftrewed with the (lain. Our 
troops foon carried the entrenchments. 
The Mamelukes, in their flight, precipi- 
tated themfelves in crowds on our left, 
but General Vial was pofted to receive 
them. A battalion of carabineers, under 
whofe fire they are obliged to pafs, made 
a dreadful flaughter of them* A great 
number threw themfelves into the Nile 
and fwam off. 

More than 400 camels, loaded with 
baggage, and 50 pieces of artillery, fell 
into our power. I eflimate the lofs of 
the Mamelukes at 2000 men, the choice 
©f their cavalry. 

Great part of the Beys were killed or 
mounded Marat Bey was wounded in 
the cheek. Our lofs amounts to 20 or 
30 killed, and no wounded. During 
the night the city of Cairo was evacuat- 
ed. All th«ijr aimed iloops^ corvcttesi 



brigs, and even a frigate, were burnt. 
On the 4.th our troops enttred Cairo. In 
the night the populace burnt the hourci 
of the Beys, and comoiittcd many ex- 
cefTes. Cairo, which contains more 
than 300,000 Inhabitants, has the motf 
abandone<l populace in the world. 

After the great number of battles 
which the troops I command had gained 
over fupertor forces, I thought it jufl to 
praife their continence 2Lnd/aftg froid on 
this occafion j for truly this new kind of 
warfare recjoi red, on their part, a degree 
of patience, forming a ftrong conti^ 
with French impetuofity.. If they had 
abandoned themfelves to their fuli ar- 
dour, they would not have gained a vic- 
tory, which was only to be obtained by 
the greateft coolncfs and pltience. The 
cavalry of the Mamelukes fhewcd grtat 
bravery. They defended their fortunes; 
for there was not one of them on whom 
our foldiers did not find three, four, and 
five hundred Louis d'Ors. 

All the luxury of thefe people confided 
in their horlcs and arms. Their, houles 
are wretched, it is difficult to find a 
country more fertile, or a people mors 
miferable, more ignorant, and more Itupid. 
They prefer a button of our foldiers to a 
crown of fix francs value. In the vil- 
lages they do not'even knovv the ufe of 
a pair of fcilTars. They hav'e no move, 
ables but a flraw mat, and two or thrte 
earthen pots. Jn general they eat but 
few things. They do not know the ufe 
of windmills, fo that we have conftantly 
immenfe quantities of grain without any 
flour. The fmall quantity of grain 
which they convert to flour, they bruile 
with flones ; and in fome of the large 
villages they have mills, which are turn- 
ed by oxen. 

We have been continually harafTed by 
the Arabs, who are the greateft robbers 
and the greateft villains on earth, afTafii- 
nating the Turks as well as the French, 
and ail who fall into their hands The 
General of Brigade, Mureur, and fcveral 
other Aides dc camp, and officers of the 
Ftat-Major, have been aflaflinated by 
thtffe wretches. Concealed behind ditches^ 
or in trenches, upon their excel hrnt little 
horfes, unfortunate it is for him whd 
ftrays 100 paces from the columns. Ge- 
neral Mureur, notwithftanding the re- 
prefentations of the great precaution ne- 
ceflary to bcoblerved, by a fatality which 
I have often remarked to accompany men 
arrived at their laft hour, was defirous to 
afcend alone a little eminence, about aoo 
pacet fjfom the camp. Behind it wext 
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tbree Bedcuin«r >^ho aflaflinated him^ 
the Republic has in him fuftained a real 
lof» 5 he was one of the braved General* 
I ever knew. There is in this c6untry 
▼ery little raoney^ a g^tit deal of corn, 
rice, vegetables, and cattle. The Re- 
public could not . have a colony of more 
commercial importance^ or of richer foil. 
The climate is very healthy » owing to 
the freflinefs of the nights. Notwith- 
ilanding 15 days of marching* fatigues 
of every kind, tlie abfolute want of wine, 
sjnd every thing elfc to alleviate fatigup, 
we have had no ficknefs. The foldiers 
have found great refources in a kind of 
water-melons, which are in great abun- 
dance.

CITIZENS DIRECTORS, 

On the 6th of July I wrote to the Ad- 
■liral to enter the port of Alexandria in 
24 hours ; and, if that was not pra6li- 
cable, to land immediately ail the artil- 
lery and ttores belonging to the army, 
and return tp Corfu . I then Ipft Alex- 
andria, in the fiiU alTurance that, is three 
days, one of thcfc meafures would have 
been adopted. From that to the 24.th of 
July I received no intelligence whatever, 
either from Rofetta or Alexandria. A 
multitude of Arabs, coUefling from all 
parts of the defert, kept conftantly with- 
» in 500 toifcs of the camp. 

On the a 7th, at length, the report of 
oar victories, and different pofitions, 
opened our communications. I received 
Several letters from the Admiral, when I 
learned, with aftoniftimeni, that he re- 
ivained ftill at Aboukir. I then wrotp 
to him again, that he mud not lofe an 
^onr, but either enter the port of Alex- 
andria or retiirn to Corfu. The Admiral 
bad written to me on the 20th of July, 
ihat fevcA-al Eng^iih frigates were come 
to reconnoitre,' and that he was fortify- 
ing himfelf in expectation of this enemy 
at Aboukir. This ftrange refolution 
£lled me with the moft lively alarms ; 
but the time was loft $ for the letter of 
(he zoth did not reach me until the 30th 
of the iame month. I difpatched Citizen 
Julien, my Aide-de-Camp, with orders 
pot to lea» ;: Aboukir until he had feeu the 
/quadron under fail. On the 26th the 
Admiral wrote to me that the Englilh had 
retired ; which meafure he attributed to 
want of provilions. I received this letter 
^he 30th, by the fame courier. The 
^^th h^ wrojt( to me^ that be had 4t 
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length heand of the viflorjr of ihc Pyra- 
mids, and the taking of Cairo, and found 
a paflage for entering the port of Alex*, 
andria : that letter I received the 5th of 
Auguft. . On the night of the iftof Ati- 
guft the Engliih attacked him. On the 
moment he perceived the Engliih fqua- 
dron he difpatched an officer to apprile 
me of his dilpoHtion and plans : this of^ 
ficer periHied on the road. It Teemed to 
rue that Admiral Bruyes was unwilling 
to return to Corfu before he had afcer- 
tained the praflicability of entering the 
port of Alexandria, and that the army, 
of which he had received no intelligence 
for a long time, was in a polition in 
which it would not be obliged to retreat. 
If in this calamitous event he was to 
blame, he has expiated his faults by 9, 
glorious death. The deftinies have been 
defirous to prove on this occafion, as on 
fo many others, that, if they grant us a 
^reat preponderance on the continent^ 
they have given the empire of the feas to 
our rivals j but however great this rc- 
verfe, it is not to be attributed to the 
iicklenefs of fortune. She has not yet 
abandoned us. Far from it; (he has 
favoured us in the whole expedition in a 
degree furpafling all lier former efforts. 
When I arrived before Alexandria, and 
Jearncd that the Englifli had been there a 
few days before, notwithftanding th^ 
tempclluoufncrs of the weather, I threw 
myielf on fhorc at the rifk of beipg wreck- 
ed! I remember, at the moment when 
preparations were making for landings 
there was a fignal in the offing of an 
enemy's fail, fit was the Juftice coming 
from Malta.) I exclaimed, *« Fortune, 
would you abandon me ? Only five days ! '• 
I marched all night : at break of cUy I 
attacked Alexandria with 3000 haralfed 
men, without cinnon, and nearly with- 
out cartridges j and in five days I became 
mailer of Koiptta, of Dcmcnhour; that 
is to iay, I viras alieady eftabliflipd in 
Egypt. 

For thefe five days was the fqyadron 
Sheltered from the enemy, however great 
Plight be their number? Fw from it^ 
it remained expo fed during the remainder 
of the month of July, Jt received from 
Kofetta, about the apth of that months 
a fupply of rice for two months. The 
Engli(h were for tpn days in thcfe parts. 
On the 29th of July it received intelli- 
gence of <>ur entire poflcffionol Egypt, and 
our entry intp Cairo ; and it was only af- 
ter fortune law that all her favours were 
become of no further ufe, that fhc aban- 
doned our fleet to itsdcftiny. I ialute you.

IT is notorious, that the peace and 
good harmony which fmce time imme- 
morial have cziftA between the Sublime 

Porte 
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Porte and the Court of France, have 
never been interrupted by enmity and 
mifunderftanding j but that on the con- 
trary, until this period, the Sublime' 
Porte has made it her uniform and con- 
Aant ftudy fcrupuloufly to maintain the 
treatief, to fulfil the duties of amity 
with care, and upon every occafion to 
give proofs of her iincerity and friend- 
2iip. 

At the time when the Revolution firft 
broke out in France fix years ago, when 
tacik of the Powers of Europe confe- 
<)erated agjainft that country, the Sublime 
Porte, although a witnefs to the im- 
proper proceedings of thofe who held 
the reins of Government by ufurpatiosi, 
chofe rather, in ohfervance of her ancient 
amity with the French nation, to remain 
neutral : and though Ihe had been feveral 
time* invited by the Allied Courts to 
join with them, and to break with Fiance ^ 
although the troubles of that country 
liad become more and more violent, at 
that particular period wlien an army had 
reached near Paris ; whilft ibon after the 
fortrefles of Valenciennes, Conde, and 
Quefnoy, the keys of France, on the 
Northern fide, were taken by the Auf- 
uian anxjs ; Toulon, the only arfenai 
of the French in the Mediterranean, had 
fallen into the hands of the Engliih, with 
the fliips of war which were in it, and by 
an increafed party of Royalifts in their

In the beginning of the war with the 
other Powers, the Fi^nch Government 
had declared that their intention was not 
to acquire new territory* but, on the 
contnuy, to reftore every fuch conqueft 
as might have been matfe by their arms 
daring the contcft ; contrary to which, 
they not only liave kept poffeffion of 
various extenfive Provinces, Ihatched by 
them from the Belligerent Powers ; but 
not content with this, profiting of the 
changes which had prevailed among the 
Allied Courts through their intrigues, 
have put off the maik entirely, and , de- 
veloping their ftcret views without 
reafoQ or juftice* have fallen upon feveral 
froe and independent Republics and States 
who had held thcmfelves neutral like the 
Sublime Porte ; invading their territories 
when leaft provided with the means of 
defence, and fubjefting them to their 
will by open force and hoftility. Thus, 
no one ijeing left to controul ihcm, they 
tore the veil off all decorum at once j 
and, unmindful of the obligations of 
treaties, and to convince the world that 
IriendAiip and enmity are the fame thing 



tical lenfe, be converted into enmity ; 
that the Ottoman Empire would not luf- 
fcr the lofs of a handful of fand of the 
Egyptian territory j that the whole Ot- 
toman Seft would fet itlclf in motion 
for the deliverance of thofe bleffcd lands ; 
and that if the chaftifement of the Beys 
of Egypt was ncccflary, it behoved the 
Sublime Porte to inHi*5l it on them as 
her dependents j that the interference of 
the French in this bufinefs was incon- 
fiftent with the rights of Nations ; that 
the Court of Great Britain being the 
dearcft friend of the Ottoman Empire, 
the Sublime Porte would never confent to 
the paffage of French troops through her 
territory to aft againft their fettlemcnts j 
that, in Ihort, Ihould even their expedition 
to Egypt have no other objeft but this, 
it v/ould be equally conftrued into a 
Declaration of War; of all which he 
was charged to make the earlieft com- 
munication to the Direftory in this very 
language. Difuatches bearing inftruft ions 
to the lame effeft, were at the fame time 
written to Aali Effendi, the Sublime 
Porters Ambaffador at Paris, who was 
moreover direfted to demand officially an 
explanation of the matter upon the fpot. 
Belbre the communications lent by Ruffia 
to the Directory, and* the difpatches 
tr^linitted 
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tranfmitted by the Sublime Porte to her 
Ambaflkclor before named, a letter of an 
old date was received by the iaid KufEoy 
cxpreiTmg that Buonaparte** expedition 
to Egypt was true, but that the objeA 
was to fecure fome commercial ad- 
Yantages, bv bringing the Beys to an 
account, and tohuit Great Britain ; that 
an AmbaiTador had been appointed to 
prefer fcveral proportions favourable to 
the interefts ot the Ottoman Porte, and 
to adjuft the affair in queition ; with this 
further ridiculous hint, that were the 
Porte to declare war for this againft the 
Kepublic, both Courts would lay them* 
Iclves open to an attack on the part of 
the Emperor ; all this the faid Charge 
^d*Affaires delivered officially, and he alfo 
prefented a copy of that letter. . Upon 
thev other hand, m the ftnfwer received 
« meanwhile from the Ottoman^ Ambaf* 
iador above-mentioned, it was ftated, 
that, in conformity to his inftru£lions, 
be had had an interview with Talleyrand 
Perigord, the Minifler of External Re. 
lations, in which he had produced his 
difpatches, explained their purport, and 
demanded officiallv a categorical anfwer x 
That the faid Mmifter (torgetting, as it 
is to be fuppofed, the tenor of the letter 
which had been written to Ruffin fome 
time before) pofitively difa vowed the Ex- 
pedition againft Egypt, and faid that 
Buonaparte^s comnumon had no other 
objefl but the conqueft of Malta j that 
the abolition of the Order there being a 
meafure conducive to the benefit of all 
the Turlcs, the Sublime Porte ought to 
feel even obliged by it; that the Di- 
re6lory had nothing more at heart than 
to maintain the Peace exifting with the 
Porte fmce time immemorial, and more 
and more to ftrengthen the iame ) thus 
barefacedly exhibiting a farce of the moik 
artful duplicity. Tl^ wide contradiAion 
between the above two communications 
being vifibly a fre(h artifice by which to 
roiflead the Ottoman Porte with her eyes 
open,, and to gain time until intelligeooe 
could be procured refpeiSling the «0air 
of Egypt i the refuit of winch had Hot 
then come to their knowledge ; mull not 
this moft extraordinary event be taken 
as a palpable demonltration, that the 
Dire^ors of the French Government, to 
fecond their own ambition and arrogance, 
have a^ually loft all recoiledion of thole 
laws obferved and maintained in every 
regular Government, and that no faith 
whatever was to be placed in their words 
and profefTions ? From the tenor of their 
' arbiuary proceedings and d^fpotk Con«

ditGtf as too well witntffcd from firft Co 
Izfk, it is clear that their projea is do 
other but to baniih every orckrly In^* 
tution from the face of the woddj to 
overfet human (bcictyt and, by an al- 
Urnate play of fecret intrigue or opei> 
hoftility, as beft fuits their end, to de- 
range the Conftitution of every efbb« 
liflied independent State, by creating (at 
they have done in Italy) a nunmr of 
imall Republics, of which the French is 
to be the Parent Mother, and thus to 
fway and to condu^ every thiag a£ter 
their own will every where. Now Egypt 
being the portal of the two- venerabla 
cities (Mecca and Medina), and the pre* 
fent operations in that quarter beiag of 
a nature affefling all the Mahomedaa 
ft£k at large, the SubliflK Porte, con- 
iiftently with her exprefs declarations to 
the above French Charge d* Affaires, and 
through her Ambal&dor to the DircAory 
at Paris, feels conipelled, by every law» 
to refift the fudden and unprovoked as* 
grefTions and hoftilities committed by me 
t rench as above, and with a full con<* 
iidence in the affiftance of the Omnipo- 
TENT God, to fct about repeUing and 
deftroying the enemy by fea and land. 
Thus to wage war againft France, is 
become a precept of religion incumbent 
upon all MulTulmen. In confequencc 
whereof, the afore-named Charge d*Af* 
faires, together with the officers of that

BY letters from Switxerland, of the 
iSrh September, it appears, that on the 
Sth and 9th of that month the troops pf 
the Canton of Underwalden were, after 
a moft obftinate refinance, totally dt« 
featcd by the French army. 

The mod horrid carnage enfued. 
Stanz, the principal town of the Can- 
ton, has been reduced to alhes, and^ld 
men, wometi, and children, put to the 
fword without mercy. The French 
had to contend with 1600 of the inha* 
bitants of Undcrwaldcn, who were 
joined by a few hundred volunteers 
from the neighbouring Cantons. A 
fmall body of peafants from SchWeitz 
performed prodigies of vahour, and was 
the means of faving the. colours of the 
Canton. The wretched remains of this 
unfortunate army have taken refuge in 
the mountains.

In foroe part» 
of the country, particularly at Wew 
York, individuals have offered theict 
perfonal fervicc, gratis, for the ion- 
ftru£tion of batteries. The fum apbro^ 
|)riated to this obje6t by Congre(s, ia 
four hundred and thirty thoufand \i<»l* 
lars: and an A£t 'has been pafTed,^ 
that when any individttal State, that 
happens to be indebted to the General 
Union, (hall, with the approbation of 
the Prefide^t, complete any fortifica* 
tion already begun, or ereft ftny ad» 
dhional works, the money thus applied 
(hall be placed to the credit of that 
State. 

The three frigates ordered by Con- 

grefs to be completed and equipped, the 
nited States, of forty-f(*ur guns, the 
Conftitutroo, of fortf-fo'uc> .and t^e 
•Cunficyation, of lhirty-fi» guns, have 
j f«iuad 
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found no difficulty in procuring their 
full complement of men, although the 
#iionthly pay> feventeen dollars to able- 
bodied feamcn, and ten dollars to or- 
dinary feamen, is much inferior to tlve 
wages given at prtfcnt by the Captains 
•f merchant vefleU. 

A conHderable addition to the num- 
icr of thefc large frigates is likely to' 
be made by voluntary fubfcription j th^ 
merchants of Fhiladelphia have under- 
taken to conftru£t one of f<^ty.foqr 
suns : At Bofton upwards of one 
hundred ' thoufand dollars have been 
fubfcribed for a toilar purpofc: At 
Baltimore, one hundred thoufand : At 
New York, Alexandria, Norfolk, Rich- 
mond, Charleftown, and almoft all the 
confiderable towns of the Union, pro- 
portionate fums have been generouily 
cootrtboted. 

The Congrcfs havje authori/cd the 
P.refi6ent to Eurtd a confiderable number 
of veiTcU of inferior fizc: — Six of thirty- 
two guhs', twelve of f^om twenty to 
iweniy-iwo guns, fix of eighteen guns, 
and ten gallics. The number of Re- 
tenue cmtei-^, which carry from eight 
to fourteen' guns each, are alfo to b^ 
mulripifed along the coafts ; and the 
Frefident is empowered to increafc tlicir 
eoRYplcment of men to the number of 
fevenry« ThcTe tcffcls have been au- 
thorifed by Ad of Congrcfs to take 
til French arm^d veflels, and to re-take 
inch American veljels as have been 
captured. The exertions of the ofEctris 
ana crews have been encouraged by 
a law fccuring to them 9, certain ihare 
in the value of the prizes they may 
make. The French privateer lately 
brought in by the American ftoop oi 
war the Delaware, has been regularly 
libelled, and condemned in the Court 
of Admiralty here. The crews have 
been conlidered as prifooers of war^ and 
are to be confined m Lancb&cr JaiU 

Gongrefv has further ordefed the 
formation of a corps of Marines to con- 
fill of five hundred men, under the di- 
rections of a Major and a proper number 
of Subaltern Omcers;^ atid it appears 
th^t it IS likely to be raifed without 
di^culty. - 

Much time has been fpcnt in Con- 
grcfs on a plan for better organizing and 
difciplining the Militia. The Prefident 
has been authorifed to purchafe thirty 
tboofaad (land of fmall arms for the u(e 
of thofe bodies ef Militia that are moft ' 
in want of them, which are to be de- 
^ofitedin convenient fituatLons» and to 



be either lent to the different corps, or 
fold to them at prime coft. 

The regular army of the Unite<l 
States is alfo to receive Come increafe ^ 
Congrefs has authorifed the railing ot' 
twelv<f new regiments of infantry, and 
Hx troops of light dragoons (which, 
with the two troops already cxifling, 
will form a regiment), in addition ti» 
the Provifional Army of ten thoufand 
nun which the Prefident has it in his 
power to levy, in cafe of a threatened 
invafion. By this means the regular- 
army will amount upon the whole to^ 
between twelve and thirteen thoufand 
men, exclufive of the provifional onf 
juH mentioned. 

The Volunteer Corps proceed with 
very great fucccfs. 'J*he fpirit of en- 
liftment has been in feme degree in- 
creafed by a plan, adopted by Congrefs, 
empowering the Volunteers to form 
themfclves into a Legion $ that is t^ 
fay, as it is underftood here, into Corps 
conipofcd of infantry, cavalry, and ar- 
tillery, 

A body of this kind has very fud- 
denly acquired numbers and rcfpc^Va* 
bility ; and is Hkeiy foon to have the 
full complement of two thoufand Ji.ciu* 
It IS tepefied that ihofe volunteers whc^ 
may offer their ferv^cc, in the whole 
extent of the United States, may, m 
the end, amount to froia ninety to a 
hundred thoufand men»

Both on this ccc^fiun, and during the 
aOion of the J2ih,the Ofticers, Seamen, 
and MarincSjof hisMajefty's (hip under 
my command, difp'.aycd the utmoft de- 
gree of zeal, alacrity, and gallant fpirtt ; 
Mr. Martin (ihc Fit ft Lieutenant, an 
old and good Ofticer), with Lieutenants 
Price, EHifon,and Hole, ot the Marines^ 
conduced themfclves much to my fa is- 
faction ; and I experienced very great 
alfirtance from the fte^dy goqd conduct 
of Mr. Emery, the Matter.

TONE, FOR HIGH TREASON. 

Dublifiy Nov. 10. 
About half paft tleven o'clock the 
Court Martial met, and was compofed of 
the following perfons, viz.

Major Armftrong, Captain Corry. 

. Mr. Tone having been brought in, and 
the charge of High Tfeatbn read by the 
Judge Advocate, the ufual interrogation 
was then put to thePrifoner, who replied 
that it wa« not hit intention to give the 
Court the trouble of adducing proof to 
the charge preferred againft him : hh ad- 
mitted the fafls, as he difdained having 
jrecourfe . to any fpecies of fubterfuge. 
He hoped, if that was the proper ftage, 
4k> bo. indulged in reading to the Court a 
paper ^hich contained tl^ motives of his 
a^ion, and he trufted that this indulgence 
«tmld be the readier granted, as he had 
endeavoured to prelerve the utraoft mo- 
deration of language which his (ituation 
admitted of; nor would the paper advert 
to any thing that was not already to be 
found in the Report of the Legiilature of 
the country. 

Prefident— " Perhaps the paper may 
.coDtaia matter improper for the Court to 
bear.- 

. Mr. Tone—" The Court will, no 
doubt, referve to itfelf the power of (bop- 
ping me, if that (hould be the cafe j but 
J repeat that I have taken care to be as 
moderate as pofllble in my exprcflions, 
and if any ihali be found too ftrong, not- 
withitanding my caution, I will not he- 
iitatc to adopt luch as (hall be more con- 
fonant to the feelings of my auditors."

After fome ihort and whifpered con- 
verlation bctwetn the Members* pennif- 
fion being given, Mr. Tone read the 
paper, to the contents of which the fol- 
lowing report by no means renders ade- 
quate juftice : ' 

'< Mr. Prefideot, and Gentlemen of 
the Court — It is not my intention to give 
vou any trouble refpe^ing proof of w)»t 
has been here advanced againft mes my 
admilTion of the charge prevents a pro- 
longation of thofe forms, which could not 
poflibly prove more irkfome to you than 
they would to me. What I have done 
has been from principle, and a convldiom 
of its reflitucles I feek not mercy ^ I 
hope I am not an obje6l of pity ^ I anti- 
cipate the confcquence of my capture* 
and am prepared for the event. The 
great objeft of my life has been the in« 
dependence of my country, and to that 
objcft I have made every lacriHce. Plac- 
ed in honourable poverty, . the love of li- 
berty was implanted by nature and by 
education in my heait $ , no fcdu^ion» 
no terror could baniih them from thence 
(and fedudlion and terror have not been 
fpared againft me){ and to impart the 
ineftimable blefting to the land of my 
birth, I braved difticiilties, bondage, and 
death. After an honourable comoat, in 
which I ftrove to emulate the bravery of 
my gallant comrades, I was made cap- 
tive, aqd dragged in irons through the 
country, not 4o much to my diigr^ce, as 
that of the perfoiis by whom fuch unge- 
nerous and unmanly orders were given. 
What I have written and (aid on the 
ftate of Ireland, I here reiterate. The 
conne<^ion with England I have ever coo- 
fidered the bane of Ireland t and have 
flonc every thing in my power to break 
it, and to raiie three millions of my 
.countrymen to the rank of citizens"— • 
. Prchdent— « The Court cannot liften 
to this." 

A XTemb^r — *« To nje It appeals as if 
this paper was read for the purpofc of 
tending abroad impreHions of ^ dangerous 
nature, through the jneans of peribns 
who may be attending here for the pur- 

Prefident— *< I think there cannot be

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Judge Advocate— •« If what is to fol- 
low be of a iimilar nature with that 
which you have read, I rather think, 
Mr. Tone, that it muft operate to your 
prejudice.** 

Mr. Tone*-** What iramcdiately fol- 
lows mav be deemed exceptionable by the 
Court, but I think (houid not ; it is but 
the exprellion of my thanks to the Ro- 
man Catholics of Ireland, a body of men 
whon) I had once the honour to I'erve." 

Prefident— " We fliall take care not to 
introduce any thihg that does not apply 
to the cafe before us — what you fpeak of 
it not at all relatiye j we cannot hear it." 

Ptiibncr— *' I have not faid any thing,' 
I do not wifli by this paper to fay any ' 
thing that has not already been mention- 
ed by both Houfes of Parliament, where 
my name has been fo often quoted, and 
not always with the temper and decency 
befitting grave deliberation. I wifli to 
know whether I am permitted to pro- 
ceed?*' 

Preiident — <* You muft confine your- 
felf to fuch matter as the Couit can hear. 
You may proceed, Mr. Tone.'" 

Here Mr. T. rcfumed as follows— 
" Having confidered die refources of this 
country, and being convinced that flie 
waf too weak to cSeft her independence 
without alfiftance, I fought that afiilt- 
ancc in France, and without any Intrigue, 
but adthg in' the open hoiietty of rhy 
principles, and that love of freedom which* 
nas diftinguifhed me, I have been adoptea 
bv the French Republic ; and, in the ac- 
tive difcharge of my duty as a foldier, 
have acquired what is to me invaluable, • 
and whir I wlil never relinauifh — the 
friemMhip of fome of the bed men in 
France, and approbation and efteem of 
my brave comrades in arms. It is not 
the fentence of any Couitthat can weaken 
the force or alter the nature of thofeprin- 
ciples on which I have a6le(), and Truth 
will outlive the hoftility of thofe preju- 
dices which ru|e for (lie day j to her I 
leave the vjndicatioa of my lame, and t 
tnift pofterity will not liften to her advo« 
cation without being inftru^ed. ^ i^ 
Qow more than four year# fmce perf^cution 
forced me from this country, and I n^ed 
hardly fay tbat perfonally { cannot b^ in* 
volved in any thing whip h has happene4 
in my ab(ence« In my effort^ to apcom- 
pli/h the fieedom of Ireland, I would 
nev^r have had re^ourie to any other than 
open apd manly war : there have been 
atrocities committed on both fides, which 
I lament $ and if ^he generous fpiri^ 
w^ich I havKalGfted to raile in the breafts 



of Irilhmen has degenerated into a fyf « 
tern of airaffination, I believe that all 
who have had any knowledge of me from 
my infancy to the prefent hour, will be 
readv to admit, that no man in exigence 
would mote heartily regret that anv ty- 
ranny of circumilance or policy ihould • 
fo pervert ^he natural difpofuions of my 
countrymen. I have little more to fay. 
Succeis is all in this life, and unfavoured 
by her, Virtue becomes vicious in the 
ephemeral eftimation of thofe who attach 
every merit to profperity. In the glorious 
race of patriotifm, I have purliied the 
path which Waihington has trod in Ame- 
rica, and Kolciuiko in Poland. Like 
the latter, I have failed to eifcft the free- 
dom of my country j and unlike both, 
have forfeited my life. I have done my 
dutv, and I have no doubt the Court 
will do theirs j and I have only to add, 
that a mao, who has thought and a£led as 
I have done, Ihould be armed againft 
death/* 

Mr. Tone having here ended from the 
written paper, the Judge Advocate alked 
him if there was any thing elfe which 
he wirtied to (zy ? to which the prifoner 
replied, that if^ he was not to be brought 
up again, previous to the determination 
of the Court, he would take the prefent 
opportunity of o&ring a few words 
more. 

The Preiident de(ired him to proceed. 

Mr. Tone.—." I. believe that I ftand 
un'ler the fame circumftances of our 
Emigres in Fi-ancc, and I only wiih to 
experience that indulgence which the' 
fympathy of honourable fedine, and the 
magnanihnity of the French Jiepublic, 
granted to Charette and Sombrueil, - in 
allowing them the death of a foldier. 
In requefting to be (hot, I yield to no 
perfonal feeling, and am only direfled by 
a refpe^l for the uniform which I wear, 
and the brave ^my in which I had the 
honour to ferve. From the papers which 
I yefteiday delivered to the Brigade 
Major, it will be feen that I am as re- 
Ij^ulaily brevetted an officer in the French 
iervice, as any who now hear me have 
bfen in the Britilh fervice i and it wiU 
alfo be feen that I have not fought or 
obtained my ^onfiminion as a prote^ion 
againft the ponfequences of coming to 
this country in an noftile chara£le^.'* 

Judge Advocate. — " The acceptance 
of a commiflipn in the French Service 
amounts to a pofitive proof of tbe charge 
i^ind you \ but I fuppofe its produ6tioa 
i^ merely intended to %tyi \h3tf, you are^ 
an officer of France,'*

name of Snnith ; and, on ponying in 
France, he was neccffiiriJIy rcgiftcred by 
that name ; indeed, he laid, it was very 
common with French foldiers to have 
what they term a nam du guerre, *< I 
know (faid Mr. Tone) that I reap no 
jproteftion from producing niy coromif- 
sion» and as I can have no doubt of the 
decifion of the Court, the fooner the 
J[^rd Lieutenant^s approbation of the 
fentence can be obtamed the better.

was bom at Rotherfa'Khe> where hit ' 
fotherwasa refpe^ble but not aifiucnt 
fradefman. Beingof the Roman Catholic 
^urch, he officiated when a boy^ as one 
of the Ac^fmhiftt It the Sardinian Am- 
baflador*s Chapel, 'and. alio C\\f\f in the 
choir, ' His Totce v^s- art that time })ar- 
ticularlyodmirtd'bywthe frequenters of 
the Chapel for its melody and power j 
and Mr. Webb, a Gentleman well known 
to the mufical world, remark^ ' his ta* 
lents, and gave him inltru6)ions. Mr. 
Dtgnum, however, entertained no idea at 
that time of making muHc h^ pnriuit s 
he wiflied rather to dedicate himfelf to 
*e ferVice of religion, and importuned 
his father to fend him to the college at- 
Doiiay, to complete his education, and 
'§t him for taking holy orders. This 
fUtn wat however relinqui(hed, and 
young Dignum was placed on trial un- 
der the car* of -a carver and gilder named 
Egglefoe, who was at the head of thfit 
branch in the houfeof Meifrs. Seddons. 
Thdttgh this fituation was by no means. 
luited to Ms genius, he remniaed nine 
Aietitht in it, and was on the poine of 
becoming a t-egular apprentice, wheh a 
quarrel between his father and Egglefoe 
difiblved the tonneftion. Thus it oi^cn 
happens that ' the moft trivial ctrcUm-' 
Ihinces change -the biftory -of a man^s 
li^e t had 'Mr. Dignum purfued the oc- 
enpation of Egglefoe, l^ :might have 
Hved in ' obfciirity, and died unknown 
beyond the ^circle of his own family.

and, whilft he was dubiout what occu* 
pation to follow, he was introduced to 
the acquaintance of the cefebrated Mr. 
Linley. That great mafter of vocal ^nd 
inftrumental roufic readily perceived tlic 
talents of voung Dignum, and gave him. 
the moft wittering hopes that he would' 
one day l>e%ihie an eminent acquifitioa. 
to the Mi. Thus encouraged, and 
cpnfcious^f his own natural pcwers»* 
Mr. Dignum articled himfelf to Linley. 
for fevco years* During the two firft 
years of this period, the mafter beftowed 
the moft indefatigable attentions on his 
pupil, and would not permit him to fiog 
in public tHl his 'judgment was difcri- 
minating and correal. * 

Mr. Dignum made his dehut at Drury 
Lane Theatre in 6ftcrtjer 1783/ in the 
chara^er of Young Meadows, in tfce 
comic opera of Love in a Villagf . Hit' 
figure was indeed rather unfavourable for 
the 'part he reprefented ; but his volctf 
was fo clear and full toned, and his nmn-*' 
ner of (tngiag fo judicious and mafterly^' 
that he wa« received with the warroeli 
applaii/e.

F/y may fig- 
mfy a wioged infe^l, or part of a 7^i* 
jacJk itTelfis foraetimes a roatter of meat, 
and atv others a contra^ion of John, a 
i/tave, a Japan mug^ or an infirument to 
^raw offboois^ AQuls ufed for killing 
jnice, and for keeping toaft warm. 
Buff(M may denote a natural pbflofipbeff 
JL Mary Atuirenu<t or a lady*s *vcil\ while 
the word Ut figniiies both to binder and 
puffer \ and tnce may be fpund alike in 
a ro5ral palace, or a blackfmithU (hop t 
wit^ a hundred other examples that might 
be cited. Now, Sir, mark the inference 
I draw from the above obfeiTations : In 
makkijg the letters ROW fignify a 
'coHeZ&H of boujes or^ otber bodies • ad' 
jwtimg eacb others the 4orld has often 
been completely miO;iken ; as I affirm^ 
that in numberiefs plac(;s it means row^ 
alias confufion \ of which I will give you 
a few indances :

The rapidity of Buonaparte*f 
vfi£^riet, and the uncommon eccentricity 
of Jiixmind^ hare brought him before the 
pnfolic eye as an obje£b of much ad- 
miration { fome, no doubt, led to this by 
the blase of his general chara^er, and 
otheni partly from the CMt/e he efpoufes j 
Ml in this enthufiafm of feeling, they 
wm be fatisfied with no lefs a man to 
compare him to, than Alexander the 
Greai. 

Byt thejr muft be little . acquainted 
Wtdi the charaAcr drawn of the Grecian 
hero by all his biographers, as well at 
VeryTegardlcfs of tlS principal and recent 
Clients of Buonaparte's life, to degrade 
the former by fuch a comparifoni pcr- 
baps there is no feature m their cha- 
raaers wiU affimilate^ fave ambition <« 
bat ^ Alexander's ambition was founded 
upon heroic pundf^ies, Buonaparte^s un- 
on Jtt/nguet dtj^ulatm^ ingratituae, 
and ferjifial vamity, 

. The followiflg exhibition of the leading 
traitis of both Charaacrs wiU beft fup- 
port this opinion: 

ALEXANDER. 
fidelity and gratitude were firongjy 
toarked in Alexander. . He riot only re- 
warded thofe virtues in' his own fubjcAs, 
but pra^i&d thtm towards captive kings> 
often accompanied with a iiberaiity that 
rendered their dominions more extenfive 
than they were before.

BVONAPAKTBf 

Though an of&cer of ibme rank^ M 
conftantly had the words honour and 
delicacy in his mouth, married, inth«% 
prime of life, the caft-qf ndfirefi tj/* 
BarreUi apparently upon no other prin*' 
ciple but that bale and fordid one» of 
£aining promotion at the expence of hit 
honour. 

ALEXANDER. 

In the career of Alexander's vi^oriet, 
he held out no promifes which, he did not 
fulfil ; nor opprefled the conquo^ after 
defeat, except attended with vci7 partir 
cular and ^ggravatiog circumllances* 
Whpn he took Pcrus pril'oner, after m 
hard fought battle, on the banks of the 
Hydafpes, he afked him how he liked 
to be treated ? «* Like a King !'• replie4 
Porus. — "And haft thou nothing e^e 
to demand ?" . iaid Alexander. — " No j 
in the word King every thing is fom(>m* 
hend^/* Alexander, fo far from being 
offended withthis franknefs, fuifertd him 
to govern his own kingdom as his Lieu^ 
tenant, and added to it feveral provinces^ 
with a confideiable number of villagea. ^ 

BUONArARTE, 

Though called by his partisans the 
Conqueror of luly, may truly^ be calkd 
«* The Bctrayerand Plunderer of Italy ;*• 
fo far from rcfpcfline Kings, the very 
name was an obje6l ot abufe and exter- 
mination. Through all the fiatcs which 
he patTed, Liberty, Alliance, or an Amo- 
lioration of their former Govemmcnte, 
was the language of his Declarations and 
Maniief^oes: but no fooner were the 
people frduccd by thofc high roundinfr 
phrales, ihin their Governments becanae 
fubjc6l to the military dcfpotifin of hit 
army, and their exchequer $ feixed to-carry 
on the fyflem ol further RcvolutkMUuy 
Syflcrae. 
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ALEXANDER. 
Amongft the vai-iout prifoners of war 
taken by thi$ vi6lorioiis Prince, ijodc, 
have been more the objcfls of hiftory, 
cor hat fet his chara^er in a n>ore 
amiable light, tlian bis condti^ to the 
unhappy Darlut, and the femaJes of hit 
unfortunate family. When he firft heard 
pf the captivity of the latter, he imme- 
diately difpatched one of his principal 
officers ** to tell them Darius was not 
ticad, and that they need not fear any 
111 ufage from Alexander j on the coil- 
ti-ary, that they fliould find themfelves 
at Well provided as ever fhev were in 
Darius*smoft flourifhing condition, when 
his empire was entire." He was as good 
ps jiis wc rd } he treated thefe illuftrious 
prffoners according to their rank, their 
Tcx, and vlrtfi'es ; ' gave them liberty to 
"bury whom they plealed of the Perfians 'j 
allotted them what g^ments and furni- 
ture they thought proper, and 'allowed 
them larger pen lions for their maintenance 
'than ever they had before. He wculd 
not fuffemhem to hear, or receive, or 
tytn fo much as to apprehend auy thing 
Indecent, or to the prejudice of their 
"honour 5 *< fo that they feemed rather 
lodged in fonc holy temple, where they 
Wijoyed their privacy facred and unin- 
terrupted, than in the camp of an enemy." 
Vpon the capture and death of Darius, 
he behaved with the fame dignity and 
'Aumanity, taking off his own coat to 
cover the dead body, and afterwards em- 
4»alming it, that it may be fent to hU 
mother with all the pomp and ceremony 
iuitable to his high quality, 

' BUONAPARTE. 

• What has been the corduft of Buo- 
naparte to his late illuftrious captive the 
<Popc ? When he fii*ft entered the Roman 
dominions, he addrefled that unfortuntffe 
Pontiff, both in his letters and mani- 
4clkoes, with all the appearance of a 
.xealot warmly attached to the caufe of 
religion, and the iacred chara^ler . of the 
llead of the CKiirch. Having lulled him 
With this vile hypocrifyt he proceeded 
.tinmolefted to Rome $ where, under his 
^ire6lion,and by thofe immediately under 
.his command, the whole civil Govern- 
ment oi the Capitol was overturned, by 
creating mock Confuls, -a Senate, &c. 
competed of French Republicans, under 
xolour oi reftoring to the un|)appy Ro- 
-Bnns the Jong loft privileges of their 
lOnginahMiceftors. This mockery was 
^caccely dlabliihed> when he began by 
failing heavy contributions on the iii- 
hfbitmt^ of the w|^e ff evince, then by 



baniAiing the Cardinals, and feizlpg upon 
their cffeds 5 and finally giving notice to 
,tbe ^opc, that he muft quit his chair and 
dignity, with all his temporalities, in , 
thicc days time. The very advanced 
age and t)lgm^ier» Utie qf this Pontiff, 
added 10 the very high rtCotA paid by 
all Europe, for the fpacc ot aboye fc|«,- 
tecn centuries, to his facred office, one 
would think would arrcft the Ofdinarj 
plunderer (for a few years, perhaps for 
a few months,) from fuch gfofs and un- 
manly infult. 1^0 J a Government c^ 
terror and plunder was to be carried on^ 
a.J Br.oi.aparte, by his Generals, fell no 
difhcuity in the execution. This ve- 
nerable old man, dignified by the titl« 
of a temporal Pririce and Head of llw 
Catholic^Church, at the a^e of 8», and 
in the mid ft of winter, was not only 
ftripned of his all (even to the ring of 
St. reter which he wore on his finger as 
the fymbol of his office), but obliged to 
make forced journles, to get out of his 
dominions as faft as poffible. 

ALEXANDER. ^ 

Though no one knew the dimity cjf 
his high fituation better than Alexander^ 
in the midft of his love of glory, and il^ > 
purfuit of it, he ihewed a lolidity <;|f 
judgment, ij\A iemfurance of expiejfionf 
which highly redounded to his honoui^* 
He gave no disparaging accotmi of his 
enemies^ anticif^ated no *Vi Tories, net 
fpoke of bimfelf in bi^b founding horn* 
bafiical language I If we except his 
calling himldf the fon of Jdpiter (which 
perhaps was more on a political than « 
vain glorious principle), there are many 
traits of humility in his charaQer very 
confpicuous , fuch as his reply to Dio- 
genes the cyme, and the reproofs be 
fubmitted to from his Generals anfl 
confidants. 

BtrONAPARTE 

' Has been the bombaflical herald of f 
bombajlical Government \ anticipating 
viftories which he ntver obtained, or 
tried to obtain ; now calling his armie^ 
the Armies of the Occan^ the Army ^ 
England^ the jirmy of Ireland^ ^c. c^c^ 
ainiics which he never led in perfon^ 
and to the only phce where others have 
dared to lead them, they have met with 
difgnice and final overtnrow. Even in 
his laft difpatches (perhaps the laft that 
may be ever itrceived from this braggart), 
and after one of the moft decifive dtfta^ 
which any General ever experienced, ijp 
Tauntingly exclaims ** That fortune only 
changed, bccaufc he had np further o«« 
cafion for her femcc*.** 

JOgle ^^^' 
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Always kept up the ccrcnloniit of the 
rtHglon Ke was brcdin'wUh pun^ualiiy' 
^d iincerity himfelf, and made it re- 
ipe^«d by tne whole of his armies. 
BUONAPARTE 
* Has a very . convenient religion and' 
morairty, ftiited to all (ttuations and- 
purpofes. When he wanted to deceive 
She Pope> he was a good Ca/bo/tCt and a 
refpeQer of perfohs : when he had* him 
in his power, he w^s a heretic and a 
plunderer: and now that he wants to 
deceive the Egyf^ians, he is a good 
MuffitlmaHi and is as pioufly engaged in 
celebrating their fetes as he was in cele- 
brating maffes in Italy. In (hort, he is. 
Ill a corniptcd fcnfe, ** All things to all* 
iQef :*' nioneyi and power, and do- 
minion, are to be obtained ; and if they 
ctwnot be obtained without frauds n/io- 
lencCf and apoftacy^ Buonaparte is n6t at 
all fcrupulous about the means. 

ALEXANDER. 

This vi£l,orious Prince's expedition to 
India was principally with a view to 
extend the commerce of his dominions. 
I^rom the wonderful efforts of theTyrians 
in their own defence, when left without 
ahy ally or protestor, he conceived an 
high opinion of the reiburces of maritime 
power, and of the wkalth to be derived" 
from commerce, cfpecially that with! 
India, which he found engrolfed by the 
citizens of Tyre. With a view to fc- 
cure this commerce; and to eftablifh a' 
fiation for it, preferable in many refpefts 
to that of Tyre, as foon as he completed 
the conqueft of Egypt, he founded a city" 
liear one of the mouths of the Nile, which 
lie honoured with his own name ; and 
^ith fuch admirable difccrn^ment was the 
iitaatioh of it chofen, that Alexandria 
foon became the greateft trading cicy in' 
llie ancient world; and, notwithllandihe 
ihany revolutions in empire, ^ontinuenV 
during eighteen centuries, to be the chief 
fiat of Commerce with India. As he 
pu died' forward into the country, though* 
^tten^d with a fleet and army which 
ivere invincible, he protected the rights 
:tnd properties of the vanquiihed, fecured 
tile rights of fovcreignty to moft.of the 
Princes, and* only drfew from this bold 
and magnificent defign that extenfion of 
^iommcrce wKich he thought ncceffary 
fbx the fupp6rt and aggrandilemetit of hir 
other dominions. 

ruoi^Al»ARrB. 

The original objeft of Buonaptrrte's 
c3fpedtdon to^^ypit, afftfuUim^edefigA 
#n Jod^i was founded on Jraud and 



ifrjujtiee } indeed fo rtmch, that even the' 
Violent ar^d rapacious chara6ter of thfe 
Executive I)irei^ofy of France, with hif^ 
WellJcnown difpofitions as the>engine of 
(«ch a Government, fbuhd it neceflary to 
conceal this defign under the malk of hy- 
pocrify.^ He therefore gave out, that 
the fofe object of this expedition, was to 
chaftife the fie/s of Egypt, -who were 
alike inimical to their Sovereign the 
Grand ^ercnior, and the French Govern- 
ment 5 and, under the ^reateft profeffions 
of friendfhip and ancient faith to the 
former, endeavoured to cajole him into 
a pafTive reliance on his promtfes. Oa» « 
his landing, his hypocrify went Itill fur- 
ther 5 he bowed to the religion of Ma- 
Ifomed^ and he and his troops aflifled in' 
the ceremonies of that i^hurch. But the* 
Grand Seignior was too well acquainted' 
With the charafter of Buonaparte before,' 
to fuffcr fo good-natured a friend to put 
his country to fuch an immenfe expence,* 
and pal's over fuch a traft of ocean, to^ 
chaftife his enemies for him by proxy.* 
He claimed that office, when he tWought ■ 
proper, for himfelf. He therefore haa-* 
formed alliances of the ftrongeft kind, 
put his troops in motion, and called' 
upon all his fubjeas to aflift him in 
repelling fo faithlefs and daring an in- 
vader.

BUONAPARTE 

Had fcancely landed In Eeypt, Wheri' 
his fleet, o'ne of the greatelt and mof^ 
powerful that perhaps was ever fitted' 
oHt of France in the meridian gbry of 
its Monarchy, was, by the conimandlng^ 
fpJrit, the vigilance, and dexterity, ot 
Admiral Nelfon, and the brave men and' 
oflicers under his commahd, entirely de- 
ftroyed, and fcarce a man left to report' 
the difgraceful tidin|fS of thfeir dtrcat. 
As t6 Biionapai^e, inftead of finding st* 
friend in the Grand Seignior, he nicety 
him as his profefled and detlared eii'emy/ 
An-foxindied by a ntofl powerful alliance,* 
whilft he himfelf is in total ,want of |iU 
thole fupportsi which he nad no lefs 
ejftravsi^ntly than fnmduiently expeAed 
firom fiejb dupes and tbt Jptrif of rkto 
intrigues.

cellars in Fienna are more curious than 
their grandeft and higheft apartments : 
ipme houfes have abiotutely four, one 
under the other, arched, with one or two 
pair of ftairSf and tubes from the ftreet, 
to convejr air into them. Voy wOuld be 
highly diverted here, my dear Countefs, 
in the winter fealbn, when the difFcient 
branches ot the Danube arc froien over, 
and the ground is covered with fnow :

einity» 

He therefore turned hi? thought!^ to«^ 
ward MeCbpotamia, the country in which 
he had formerly lived, and towards a^ 
virgin^ in the praife of whofe virtue. and, 
piety hxsit had been luud in her reports ^ 
VVlio was alfo of bis own family : name- 
ly} towards Rebekah, the daughter off 
^ethuel, who was deibended from Nanor 
hts; brother, who at that time refided in, 
thehpufe of her father; and hoeaule, aa^ 
the patriarch was now a widower,. aodp 
at the Hply Scripture expreffes it, ** welF 
iirjcken in years,** and confequentlyf

made fo advantageous a report. ^ . \.,» 

tie, in confequencc of this reltiil^n^j 
ddegated tbis important truf^ to Elien^^ 
a man who was his elder fervaou wno^ 
governed his houAiold Whh an a(ithui1t|r 
and power bat Ihtie inferior tb hts, owiiy.

He accordingly, with an eauipage fuit-

Even in thofe early ages, in Mefopo* 
tamia, and other parts of 8yria and 
Arabia, piety and cnarity had combing 
to caufe the ereAion of conduits in every 
iltuatton favourable to the attempt whicn 
thofe parched and fandy deiarts afforded, 
many augiift veftiees of which are ftill 
to be feen, particularly in the vicinity of 
ibme of (he ruined and dilapidated cities^ 
of which thofe regions afford, alas 1 too 
iHany jpecimens. At one of thele con* 
duits Eliezar flopped ; knowing that he

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him : he therefore took a golden ear-ring

latter upon her wriftt, interrbgktecfheir, 
faying* •? Whofe daughter art thou ?^' 
And what ^ with grttft tnodcfty in* 
formed him that fbe waa the daughth* 
of BethueU the fon of MUcah, wlii^h 
&e bore «nto Nahor, the man bowed hia 
head to the earth, and ejaeufoted hia 
/ervent thanks to the Almighty, that 
the purport of his errand wai accom* 
pliflied. 

It will in the coorfe of this thort ftory 
be obfenred, that there Is an artiefs in- 
noccnce ia the charafler of Kebekah, 
which venders her highly intereftlne and 
trulv amiable. Her hd^itality is alfo . 
no fefs eonfpicoous 1 for, uncomc?ous of 
the reafon which indoeed him to pani* 
cularly to inquire concerning her, Ac 
invited him to her father's liouib, io*

Tug account which you have pub- 
lifkd rcfpc^ing the death of my h\i(band» 
founded on foaie dilcourfe which you 
Itatc to have heard at an inn, has given 
pie ]^ft ^uie of aifli^ioq. That death 
la at this moment, and will ^^ontinue 
tfhile I live, ^cQi in my memory j and 
I am ftiil able to deYcribe ali the circum* 
Ranees which attended it. But before I 
proceed farther, you muft receive from 
the widow ot your friend the double re- 
proach of having too lone forgotten her, 
and of not comulting her before you 
mote concerning him. 



On the day of my hufbaoMdU deatV* 
which was not the id but the |d of July. 
1778, he rofe at his u£ual hour i but be 
did not go out that morning. He in* 
tended, however, to go to give a leOuii 
of muiic, for the firft time, to the elder 
Mifs Girardin. With this intention he 
made myfelf, or the fervant, get ready the 
different articles ncceflary ibr dreifing 
himfelf. We fat down to breakfaft \ biit 
he would eat nothing. He had dined on 
the preceding evening at the caftle of 
Erm^nonviilc, and, whether it wac owing 
to overloading hit Itomach or not, he 
felt himlelt imiil'pofed on his return. Aft 
foon as breakfatt was over, he told ma 
that the lock-lmith, who bad put the 
doors of our place in a ierv iceable ibte, 
had demanded payment. J went out to 
carry his money to him \ I returned be- 
fore ten, and was afcending the flain« 
when I heard the plaintive criea of my 
hyiband. I ruflied into the room, wha^e 
I found him lying on the floor* I called 
aloud (or aflltance, but he dcfired me to 
refraioi fty>ng> that as I had returned 
myfelf, he had no occafion for any other 
perfon. fie then begged me to fhut the 
door, and, to open the windows. Having; 
done fo, I auii^ed wjth all my ftreng^h 
to put him to bed. 1 caufcd him to take 
a few drops of /Va» (U Carmc$* It wa^ 
himfelf that pou^ i>ut the drops. I 
then propofed that he iho^ take a 
clyf^er ; he at firft refufed | but on my 
infiiHng a little, he cave hit afTcnt. f 
adminurered it according to the beil of 
my s(!btlity. Mphen it began to operate, 
he came out of bed without my aQHance,^ 
and went into the waur*clolet. I went 
afte^ him. bowevor^ und took M^ *' 
4. o *K 
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his hacdi. At t!\c moment whgj I 
thought him fuflicicntly relieved, he felJ 
■forwards on the floor with fuch force at 
<o throw mc down. I rofc up, and cried- 
loudly for help ; the door wa» flnit, . M. 
de <itraniin (not Madame Girardin), 
who had a pals key for our apartmeot> 
entered. I was covered over with the 
blood which flowed from the wound in 
tny Uufhand's forthead. He expired 
with my bands clafpcd in Ivis, and with- 
out fpeaklng a word, 

I foiemnly declare to you, to my fel- 
low-citizens, and to poltcrity, that my 
hufband died in the manner which I 
tiaye now defcribed. He did not take 
poifon in a cup of coffee 5 nor did be 
ihoot himfelf through the bead with 1 
piftoL 

A Fcry (hort tim^ after my hun>and's 
removal to EnnenonviUe, he began to 
cnt^rtaip. fe^irs from bis continuing to 
relide there j and communicated them to 

• me, in order to convince me of the nc« 
ceflity of our returning to Paris. Ground. 
Jefs as tiiey appeared to mc, I (hall never 
torgivc myltJt for my obltinate perftftance 
in lemaining at Ermenonville. . Tears 
fli'eam fronr^ my eyes at the remembrance 
of it. The earned intreaties of M. de 
<»iiardjn, who often begged on his knees 
that I wouki not conient to his return 
to Paris, and the neceflity of paying oTer 
•gain the enormous expcnce which at- 
tended our remoTali have appeared to 
me but feeble excules fmce his death. 

No fooner was myhulband dead, than, 
forgettul of all he had faid to roe, I 
abandoned myfelf to the dire^ion of 
the man [M. Girardin] who earneftiy 
lequetted the management of my affairs, 
J gave him all the r^ady money in rl»e 
houle. I permitted him to take pof- 
i'effion of his roanufcripts on Botany, 
his muflcal pieces, ;tnd every article of 

• our property. 

^ With the rapidity pf an eagle in its 
ilighr, this man hadftened to Qenev^, and, 
without ever confulting me» without al- 
lowing me time to recover myle|f, dif- 
pofcd of all my etfe&i for bills of ext 
change, which were never paid to m«» 
Dut' which I hav« fince negotiated for 
tn annuity for life. 

I ought not to omit informing you> 
f bat ;lie money which I ^ve hup> 00 



condition of maintaining me lor the re- 
mainder of my life, has been repaid to 
me in aflignats. 

To the vtridow of your friend— -tbe 
^MfoW of Jean Jacques Rouflcau— there 
remains no othei; fource of fubfiftence, 
than a fmall lift- rent from foroe private 
perfons at Geneva, which is but ill- peid» 
and a penfion of tsoo^ktrrH, granted tnf 
tbe nation, bttt which is iwe year* in 
arrear, and Ss now placed in tfie I'tH of 
the penfions and annuities of the great 
book. She lives in a cottage, deftitute 
of almoft every thing. 

I conclude with requeuing thnt you 
will remember mc to your fpoufe.

IN the various circtet of fociety which 
nsen ircqoent for the mirpofe of mu* 
tual information and amuiement, no topic 
is more generally difcuiTed than the plea- 
iinies aM pains of a country life. It is 
allowed on ail hands, that paftoral life 
ciifls not among us at pr^Ient^ as de- 
Icribed by Tiieocritus and Virgil : 
princeTles do not now recline on beds of 
violets, tending (heep with a crook in 
their hand ; nor iSt the fons t>f Kings 
keep c<iws» though that is a kind of daty 
to which fonne modem philofophers 
woukl confine them* But there is (lill 
sai opinion generally prevalent, which 
mal^eS- the country the ibat of innocence • 
and honefty, while the oppofite qualities 
of knavery and profligaey> vanity, and 
avarice, are uaiverially aicribed to large 
cities* 

Being in a remote part of the country 
about nve months in every year, I have 
an oppoitunity of. viewing both fides of 
the queftion j and, whetlier it proceed 
from partiality or convi^ion, certain it 
is, I could never bring myfelf to adopt 
the reigning opinion j but have thought, 
thatiq the balanct> of viitues and vices, 
the country at It^ift comes in for its 
ihare* In the Imall villages I do not 
find the ladies lefs given to fcandal than 
they aiie in the metropolis: the rural 
ploughman may vie in obftinacy and 
brutality with the carman of London : 
many an intr/gue have I noticed on a 
village green " that might have done 
honoui: to a London Lovelace ; and ,the 
honerty of the horfe- dealer in Smithfield 
is at Jeaft upon a par with that of the 
farmer who difpol'es of his cattle at a 
iJatute fair. It cannot be denied, that 
-Ihece aw certain failings which arife 
entirely from circumftances, and which 
confeqaently appear either in town or 
coyntryy as occaiion calls th^m forth s 



thua m»ny a fbbcf yo«4h>falp€t frtnf 
the ruinous habit of betting on race- 
horfes, becaulii there is no race ground 
in his neighbourhood ; Servants do not 
ruin themielves by in Airing In the lot« 
tenr, becaufe they have no lottery t^ 
infare in $ and A> on« Bttt I maft con- 
tend, that where there is room for their 
operation, vices and follies figure away 
as fuccefsfuHy in the country as in Jjon» 
don i and, among others, vsmity holds a 
very confpicnous place. 

Vanity indeed feems in &>nit (brt in- 
feparable from the country, which nnoy 
be accounted for in various ways. In 
the firft placej the rui*al coxcomb is not, 
as in London, mortified and excelled^ by 
numerous competitors. His naerit (in 
whatever it confifts), If it at all riles 
above the level of his boorifh neighbours, 
is at once conspicuous j the rough an-' 
gles and afperitics of his chfflrafifer are' 
both obvious and obtrufive ; whilft, oft 
the other hand, the nwm w^ fireqoents 
polifhed circles learns both tto bear and 
forbear; to check his apnlatift of what 
he thinks excellent, and difguife his de- 
tcftation of what he confiders ridiculous. 
Every man who is in the habit of mixin|f 
with the vrorld, muft occaiionally have 
met with thefe Dictators from the FIbtigh, 
who feem determined to remain *« the 
fame rough ions of Nature that Nature 
left them,", who expre'fc sni ideot wonder 
at every objeft that is not exa£llv parallel 
to the plane of their compfthennon j an<f 
who, making ridicule the tett of wit» 
have no other method of ihewing their 
wit than by making themfelves ridi« 
culous.' 

I have been led into this train of re« 
fll^£lion by a vifit I latelv itceived from 
my friend Clement Atall, whom (my 
readers may not recoiled) I introduced 
to their acquaintance in li fomier number*

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He now, with ludicrous earncflners, la- 
mented to mc his misforttine in being 
peftcred by the Tulgar afliduitict of two 
linngc damfels, ^Kho do him the honour 
to call him coufin, which ii a term of 
general ufc in the country, and indifcri* 
minately applied to every ome whofe im- 
mediate relationfhip cannot beafcertained. 
Mr. Atsdl, it feems, was a few nights 
•go gallanting a young lady of fa£ion 
in a front box at Drury Lane Thaatre i 
be might at the moment be playing with 
lier fany commenting in his free manner 
upon the merits of the performers » 
fuixzing his neighbourst and in (hort 
confidering himieif a gentleman of no . 
inconfiderable im'portance in the fifhion- 
«bJe world ; when, on a fadden, his tytt 
were at trailed by two females in the 
pit, arrayed in fcarlet i]pencers and iky- 
oluc bats, who no fooner " caught his 
«ye" (to ulc a parliamentary exprcfTion), 
ihan they both at one moment exclaimed, 
•* Laud I if there ifc'nt our coufm Cle- 
ment '/' with a flkrillnels only to be 
equalled by the repugnance with which 
it was received. Poor Clement, who 
would as willingljr have witneflird " the 
refurrefli^n of his father to difinherit 
him,** wa^ obliged to recognize them, 
mnd much gracious nodding aikl fmiiing^, 
paflcd on both fides t nor was this all ; 
not content with talking loader than the 
nAorSy the young ladies infilled upon 
their uAial ceremonial oijhaking bands^ 
which could.not be accompliHied without 
much ftretching on both fides, to the 
vnfpeakable mortification of Mr. Atall» 
suui the infinite diverfion of a large pari 
of th0 audience. The ^izzer was now 
Misaud in his |tum : the ^oun^ lady by 
fus fide complinKnted him with great 
gravity upon his generofity in ftretching 
iorth his hand to two damlels in diftrefs, 
and an allafion to the fable of the Fox 
iad the Goat contributed to heighten 
Bis coninfion.

Tbefe talents have gained hini 
ib muchapplaufe in the country* that, 
availing himfelf of a contcfted -eleftionj 
he determined to take a peep at LoodoD^ 
that fo much genius might not be loft to 
the worki- Arator £owever» in the 
hurry of vanity, Jid not i'tfle^, that in 
London drinking, fmoking, and imi- 
tating the creaking of a door (though 
undoubtcdiv great efforts of genius), arc 
not the only lUps to emintoc*. In a 
mixed party, at a friend* s houfe, I occa- 
iionally Aumble upon this unpolilhcd 
diamond, and am fometimes diverted and 
ibmetimcs ^veafd at the oCcentricity of 
his condu6^. It feems, the iexton and 
bkcklauthof his village are at varl^ncc^ 
in conlequence of which we are rtgularlj . 
enteruined with a particular account or 
the origin and progrtfs of the 4ifpute, 
related with as much pomp as the nifto- 
rian would recount the battles of the 
Hou fes of York a^d Lincafter. Wheii 
vve have' fufficiently wondered at the 
broils of thefe worthy Gentlemen, we 
are entertained witb anecdotes of the^. 
Club at the Red Lion, their method of 
repairing the vircithcrcock, the quarrel 
between Mrs. Paitin and Mrs. Cflog^it 
in the Grocer's ihop, with other topics 
of equal importance. But it feems thii 
young Gentleman is not the only grtzi 
man of the village; be divides the throne 
with one Humphrey Barnes, ainotber 
great man, whbfe father keeps the afore- 
Mid Ked Lion. I have always thought 
it quite fufhcicnt when one of thefe littla 
great men is in company j but When they 
both happen to meet, adieu to all con- 
vcrlatipn, favc what jtends to tire ele- 
vation of their mighty fclves. Their 
adventures, like thole of^neas, are al« 
vvays prefaced with •* Qaorum par* 
magna fui.^* It is alfo obfervable, that, 
in any feat of village greatnefs Humphrey 
is iure to appeal to Arator for a con- 
firmation of ic i and when Arator is en- 
tangled in his own greatnefs, he refers 
to Humphrey for affiftance : thus, like 
two fwindling tradelmen, each diaws a 
bill of applaulc, which the other finds il 
his inttrtft to accept.

Knaptons have ever iince 
printed thefe Sermons without inter- 
ruption, and no attempts have been made 
to pirate upon them till verv lately, 
when Mr. Knapton received inrormatton 
that certain book fellers in Scotland in- 
tended to print an imprefllon of Dr. 
darkey's Sermons. 

Meflrs. Knaptons, being acquainted 
with theitf perfonsf wrote ^to them apon 
the fubjeO, and reprefented how great a 
pr^'udice fuch an infringement upon their 
property would be to them. 

In anfwer thereto, the bookiellers in 
Scotland rely upon it, that authors and 
bookfeilers have no property^ in copies 
but what is gives them by the a£t 8 Ann. 
c. ji9« and the time given thereby for the 
continuance • of property beinc; expired, 
the copy becomes the right of the public, 
tad evei7 one, After that time, is at li« 



berty to print any book or copy, as he 
pieafes. 

MeflVs. Knaptons would willingly 
maintain their property, if they ca6 do 
ib by law } but arc unwilling to engage 
in a fuit, unlefs there is a reafonablo 
profpeA that they may finally /utcced. 

N. B. Before the a6^ S Ann. c. 19. it 
was a received doArtne among book- 
fellers, that they had a perpetual pro- 
perty in their copies, whether bought of 
the author^ or of one another, fo that Cht 
title to fuch their property was entered 
in the reglttcr book of the Stationer*f 
Company 5 and this copy 6f Dr. Clarke'a 
Sermons viras duly entered in the Com^ 
pany^s regifter before pnbMution. 

Your opinion therefore is defu^. 
Whether Meffirs. Knaptons, under the 
aft of 8 Ann. c. 19. orotherwiie, havie 
now any> and 'what right or property in 
the copy of Dr. Clarke*s Sermons ) and 
if vhe bookfellers in Scotland fliould print 
them, whether Meflfrs. Knaptons eaa 
any ways, and how, prevent them tbere^ 
in, or obtain, a' fatisiaAion far their 
doing fo. 

I AM of opinion that the property of 
authors, and confcqucntly of thofe de- 
riving under them, is not given, but 
better fecured By the t Queen Ann. c. 19.' 
for a limited term. Upon this principle 
the Court of Chancery grants injunctions 
whether the bouk bs entered or not, 
^ and 
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and the ttrm Kittited in the a6t be expired, 
of which there are fcveral inftancet ; thit 
they have pafled without great liti- 
gation. 

I think the law muft be the fame in 
Scotland, and^ the Court of SeflTion ha» 
the fame equiuMc jurifdi^ion in this 
matter which the Court of Chancery 
cxercife»here.

THE Literature of Germany feems 
for fome time to have taken the 
fead among the nations of Europe $ and, 
while the ftudiet and ferenity of her 
powerful, neighbour are interrupted by 
the din of arms and the capricioufnefs of 
defpotirm, (he feems likely to maintain 
her fwpcriority. The French indeed 
have always exhibited too vain and 
volatile a chamber, to be expe^ed to 
make any eonfiderable progrels in the 
ievertr labours of ikt mind $ and. even 
in works of mere fancy and invention, 
riieir ccmpofitions have been more ge* 
nenilly marked by vivacity and gaiety, 
than by Ibuml lenfe and ufeful know* 
ledge. In this, as well as in originality 
of thought, the Germans have commonly 
furpafHd them ; and while La Fontaine 
and Voltaire excite a momentary amiife- 
menc, we perufe the pages of Gcftocr and 
of Klopftock with repeated delight and 
veneration. 

Under thefe circumftances, a judicious 
fclettion from the works of German 
Authors mull always be an acceptable 



prefent to the Englifli reader. Nor haa 
this fruitful field lain uncultivated v 
Poem9, Romances, Letters, Hiflories,- 
written in the German Language, have 
aflumed, and are every day a(fuming, M 
Englifli drefs ; nor does our diligence 
confine itielf to modern compontion^ 
only ; the ihelves of the learned arc 
ranfacked for the difcoverie.* of former 
days ; and Levenhock, that celebrated 
Naturaliit, fb long and ib juftly admired 
for bi» microfcopic difcoveries, but hi- 
therto hardly known as a writer beyond 
the limits of his own country, is Ibortly 
to be introdueed by the tafte and learning 
of Mr. Samuel Hoole, to embcUifli ana 
improve our Englifli libraries. 

The Work we are now eonlidering ia 
only a trief fpeciiiie*! of what is farther 
intended, if this IhouJd prove acceptably 
to the public. It is prefaced by a mo- 
defl advertilement, in which theTranfla*- 
tor juftly obferves, that if the pieces 
have merit, it will fpcak for itfetf | if 
they have none, it is vain' to fpeak for 
tbetn. He premifes only> tha^fuppofing 
o the 
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the patent feicRion to be favounibly re- 
ceived, he hae a fufficiept ftore of original 
pi«cet by him, to fumiih feveral volumes 
of the fame entertainment. 

The Compofitions coatained in the 
Book befoie us, which is a thin o<5l»vo, 
are a kind of drama, .called The Indians 
in Er^^land, by Prefident Kotzcbue:— 
The Nutfliell, a talc, from MtilTucr ;— 
Sketches i - In what Language ftiould an 
Author ^rite:^and Bianca Capello, a 
dramatic narrative, both from the fame 
Work :— The Hiftory of Lambcrg :— 
and The German Theatre at Venice, a 
true anecdote. 

With refpeft to the drama, though it 
contains a great deal of good fenfc and 
moral obfervation, and might, for ought 
^re know, be very delightful to a German 
auditory, it muft appear very improbable 
and iDCorre^ to a Britifh reader or fpec- 
tator. The Author blunders, not for 
want of general knowledge of the work- 
ings of the human mind, but from an 
in|udicious choice of the fcene in which 
lie has cholen to difplay his chara^crs. 
)f indeed he has ever been in this coun- 
try, he has only viewed it with the eyes 
ot a foreigner : he has even adventured 
to pourtray an Engli(h failor ; a cha- 
rafter fo original, and at the fame time 
fo fleeting in lits nicer peculiarities, that 
eveu the immortal Congreve*s mafterly 
•delineation of it is thought too coarfe a 
'drawing for the .archetype, as it appears 
in modern times. As to the reft, that 
the exiled Nabob of My fore (houid live 
unknown and unfufpe^ed in a lea-port 
town, and ihould be willing to ouit the 
faith of his forefathers, when he w^s 
4ip longer young, for the iake of Lydia, 
.the beautiful daughter of a decayed 
•merchant ; and that Gurli, bis daughter, 
• however ftorcd with good fcnfe, mould' 
be' able, in the extreme iimplicity of 
youth, to afTume the 'vi;v,acity and liberty 
acquired by an European education ; 
that Stuff and jStruiTely two notaries, 
ihould fail to (iitkutls upon tlie (iage 
(throwing off their Mts and wigs) about 
,the priority of .right todiaw up a mar- 
riage ^ontraft ; and that Samuel, a i'ur- 
Teyor of the cultoms, ihould, from ex- 
treme caution, employ two lawyers to 
make this contraft^ without allowing 
them any communication with each other; 
are improbabilities which will hardly be 
reliflied either on the ftage, or in the 
^olct. The charafter of Lady Smith, 
the proud wife of .Sir John, of German 
-cxtraftion, is however delineated with 
accuracy and animation, Mr. Kotacbue 
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had probably many originals Wore his 
eyes in his own country, from which his 
copy might he taken $ and he has availed 
himfdf flcilfully of the advantage. 

The Nutfhell is an agreeable tale, in 
the manner of fome of thofe (hort O^ories, 
which have been told with fuch fuccefs 
in The Spe6^ator, The Guardian, The 
JRambler, and The Adventurer. It is 
longer than our ufual limits will admit, 
and we (hall only mutilate it by extracts. 
Perhaps it may be capable of fuch an 
abridgement as will exhibit all the more 
interefting fafls without intrenching upon 
our -elUblifhed pra6^ice. 

Thb Nutshell. 

SHght and almoft infinitely Hender are 
the threads of the fpidcr, or the web of 
the fdk worm ; but infinitely more (len- 
der are thofe threads by which the fates 
of mankind are coimefted and entangled. 
This. truth was long overlooked by our 
writers of novels and romances $ and 
«ven now it cannot be fupcrftuous to re- 
Jate the ftory of a young man, who was 
brought to infamy and ruin by a nut* 
fliell. 

fiemdorf was a youth of ardour and 
fenfibility, with the pureft principles of 
religion and probity ; the molt honour, 
able of men towards his friend, and 
towards his miltrefs 5 for both of whom 
he would have fa^rificed, upon a proper 
occafion, both his fortune and his lifir. 

He was returned from the iJniverfity 
of Gottingen, with a head ftrll of phi- 
lofophy, and a heart ftill fuller of en- 
thuiialro for all that wras fair and good. 
.In^ town fuch as D— ^, tor the embcU 
lt(hment of which Nature had produced 
fo many charming girls, it was impoffible 
for a heart fo tender as Bemdorfs to 
remain long unfubdued. Two nymphs 
ftrove for its dominion, and be hefitated 
a confiderabje time between them. Ame* 
lia Miklau, fair, gentle, young, ami 
rich, with faultleis manners and un- 
blemi(hed reputation, contended for the 
prize with Julia Hilmer, equal in fortune^ 
much fairer, but lefs amiable, mild, and 
good. The one allured by her Iweetnefs 
and fen(n>ility ; the other datzled by the 
power of her wit. The quiet ana re- 
tirement of axotmtry life appeared to be 
fitted for the temper of Amelia, whue 
that of Julia would have Aitted a me< 
tropolis. 

£emdorf was long undetermined; like 

the Falilaff of Shakfpeare, he would 

willingly have taken both j the one for 

Sundays and fcftiTals, tbe other for the 

D d d a c «Tvy* 
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CTcrv-day comforts of life i but hit bet- 
ter lenie at length declared for Amelia. 
He firft fued for, and obtained her friend- 
ihip; then went a flep farther, and ie- 
cored her love ; fo that he was now 
looked upon as her acknowledged bride- 
groom ; and nothing was wanting to the 
union, but the death of his predeceflbr in 
ofHce, and his owp advancement to fill 
the poft. Though he was daily ad- 
vancing in her good graces, he ft ill 
thought his progrefs was too flow j till 
at lait, after one of his colleagues had 
l>een fo obliging as to make way for him, 
he had the extatic felicity of hearing 
Amelia, his Amelia^s own lips, Bx the 
month following as the time of their 
union. 
^ Once on a fuUry afternoon in fummer, 
tired with the drudgery and formalities 
of bufjncfs, he hurried for rcfrefhment to 
the fociety of his beloved, and found her 
Quite alone at an open window, where 
ine was employed with a book, and at 
intervals with opening fome hazel nutt 
that lay before her. She received hin^ 
in the tendered manner $ be fat long, 
leaning on her arm, talking of his paf- 
fion, of her merit, and her charms, of a 
thoufand feelings known only to them- 
selves, of a thoufand profpe^U and pro- 
jc5ls for futurity, and of all thofe pleafmg 
.recollections, wnich were connefltd with 
the beginning of their acquaintance. 

Wholly engrolTed with his own feel- 
ings, and with fuch favourite topics of 
dilcourfe, he fnatched up, without know- 
ing wherefore, a handful of nutfhclls, 
and threw them out of the window. 

** What are you doing, Bemdorf ?'• 
cried Amelia inftantly ; ** you, have 
thrown them upon fomcbody's head."

Meanwhile fulia*t father 
came into the room, and mtreated htm 
to ftay dinner j and though Bemdorf 
oflfcred to excufc himfelf as wifliing to 
take leave of Amelia, who was going tQ 
fee a fick aunt in the country, Julia em- 
ployed fo many intreaties, and fo much 
raillery on the fcrupulous punAualttv of 
the tender fwain, tnat at laft he yiefdect 
and ftaid. 

More guefts foon 'made tlieir appear* 
ance ; the entertainment was fplendid ; 
the wines excellent $ and Bemdorf feated 
puppofely next to Julia. She had already 
laid down a very artful plan j and by a 
mixture of true and falfe wit, continued 
to dazzle the eyes of every one with a 
fplendour unufual even to her. At laft, 
though very late in the afternoon, dinner 
was ended, and they rofe from table. 
Bemdorf again recolle^ed Amelia ; and, 
though preflcd to a ftiort walk after 
o thci^. 
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their coffee, politely though firmly de- 
frJined the invitation. 

He 5^88 fcarcely got into the open air»

Bemdorf halfcns out of the houfc, 
greatly mortiHed j and, vihile pafling 
along over the bridge, f:ills in with a 
company of well dreffcd^ women, who 
prove to be the dinner party he had juft 
hft» His rcfentment at the late conduft 
of Amelia arrayed Julia in double 
charms : fhe, though already provided 
with an attendant, fecured him on her 
other hand, and her whole difcourfe was 
again dire^ed to him. While they were 
thus converiing and walking along, a 
carriage drove up behind them ; they 
looked up, and Julia exclaimed, ** There 
IS your Mifs Mildau ! quick, off with 
your hat, Nfr. Celadon.** It was indeed 
but too fiirely Amelia. She had taken 
up a female friend, and loitered a few 
minutes with her : her ' road then lay 
acrofs the bridge 5 (he knew Bemdorf at 
^ confiderable diftance, and, putting on 
one of the moft fcofnful glances her mild 
countenance could aflfume, leaned out of 
the carriage, and faid to him as (he drove 
paft, • • I am glad to fee you in Aich 
good company j I will keep the promife 
4 made you at parting."** 

•* Does every thing then confpire for 
my deftruftion >** exclaimed Bemdorf, 
forgetting where he v/as. ** For your 
dc(n-uilicn !" alked Julia haftlly ; ♦« how 
can that be, my dear friend ? Have you 
had. any quarrel with Amelia ? Not I 
hope on my account !** 

By degrees the fprightlinefs and wit 

of ms companion difpelled the clouds 

that iurrounded \^\n\ -, he fell into that 

extravagant vivacity which is commonly 

I 



adopted to conceal rexatlon, and en-> 
couraged JuHa to employ every faculty 
for the recovery of the tugitive. 

She invited nim at parting to attend 
her the next day to the theatre. Bem- 
dorf was but too fenfible of the new 
paffion that was fpringing up in his 
nofom, and honeft enough to a^Know^ 
ledge that it was his duty to check it in 
the bud J neverthclcfs, his inward diffa- 
tisfaflion, his refpcft for the rules of 
pdlitenefs, and his own inclination, got 
the better. On leaving the theatre, he 
was again alked, as if wholly by chance^ 
to be of the party to-morrow for an 
airing i he maae Julia half a promife to 
come : and, after walking up and dowa 
in his chamber for two hours in hcfi- 
tation, faid'at laft to himfclf, '* Only fcT 
this once ;** and fo continued to play the 
fame part, with a few llight variations, 
for fix or (even days. 

Yet Bcrndorf often refle£led with 
anxiety on Amelia, "Jind the means of 
appeahng her refentment. One word of 
favour from her would have brought the 
wanderer back to the right vr^y j but 
alas! /he ftill rcfufed to utter itj and, 
fince the laft adventure upon the bridge, 
refolved to perfiil in keeping him at a 
diftance. 

Julia's attraftions, on the other hand, 
became daily moi-e dangerous ; and he 
was juft on the point of alTuming couraeo 
to fpeak, when he heard that Ameua 
was returned to town. His good angel 
now intcrpofed ; he flew to ner habi- 
tation, but was not admitted j thrice he 
repeated his application, and thrice was 
he repulfed from the door. The plague 
of human life, the unlucky race of tSe- 
bearers, interfered in thh matteif and 
added to Amelia's refentment by a thon- 
fand ftories concerning the number of 
times, and the precife circumftances, in 
which Bemdorf and Julia had been feca 
together.

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HE truth, tlie whde tmHi> and 
iOthing but the truth,"*' toncern- 
pafblic and private tranfadione 
chara6lcr^ of the Sovereign* abd 
Minifters of great Nations, can hardly 
be expefted from the pens of cotemporarT 
writers; btafled either by party zeaf, 
perfonal Attachment, views of promotionp 
l>y adulating the ruling powers ; or in- 
Duenced by pecuniary rewards, none but 
partial ana imperfect narratives^ of Aich 
important events as great Kevolutions 
appear from the prcfs, at the time, or fooo 
after thty have taken place. 

To verify this remark, we have only 
to compare the accounts publiihed of 
4he extraordinary Revolution which placed 
the Emprefs Catharine II. on the throne 
of Ruflia, and of the charafter and con- 
<luft of the unfortunate Peter III. dunng 
|he iirft and fecond years of her reign, 
with the Hiftory now before us, publiihed 
after a lapfe of thirty- fix years, and the 
demife or the principal parties ading, or 
interefted in that memorable event. 

The biographical portrait of the much 
injured Peter III. is exhibited in a new 
^ight, and it now appears well authentir 
jcated, that he pofl'efled many virtues^, 
which it was by no means the intereft of 
lis cruel oppreflbrs to acknowledge, 
when they wew compdfling his dethrone- 
ynent and lubiequcnt afladination : we 
fmd him held forth to the world, at tha^t 
period, as the rnoft imbecile Prince that 
ever afcended the throne of a vaft empire, 
and adding to his mental incapacity, 
eVcry vice that could degrade the regal 
office. According lo thofe annals, he 
was a drunkard, revengeful, cruel, irre- 
ligious, a (lave to his pafiions, a dctefter 
ot his own fubjeils, and a zealous patron 
of foreigners. 

But we have now original documents 
«o prove that he was ot a humane and 
generous difpotitionj that the Ruffians 
are indebted to him for fome excellent 
Vegulations, which are the more highly 
to be valued, as they were made in the 
Very fliort fpace of time in which he en- 
5oyed the powcj* of doing good ; and that 
liis principal misfortune appears to have 
been a want of judgment to difcriminate 
t^e proper time and circumitaikce« for 
iatrd hieing great innovations and sefornia 



in the |;overniTient of \iU empire, and in 
the manners and cufloms of liis iubjefls. 
That neither the circumltancet ui^er 
which he afcended the throne, nor tlie 
time when he attempted them, were fa- 
vourable for fuch alteraliunt as he me- 
ditated, muft be evident to every im- 
partial reader of the plots that were 
tcimed again ft him by different parties^ 
as foon a« they difcovered, from their 
own diffentions, the imprafticability of 
•excluding him from the fuccefiion. The 
party, headed by the Grand Chancellor 
Beftucheff, adhered fteadily, after hi» 
diferace and exile, to the plan he had 
chalked out for them j and their cabals 
tended, on the approaching death of 
Elizabeth, to place Catharine on the 
throne, who had declared to her intimate 
friends, that the title of Mother of the 
Emperor (he (bould always think pre- 
ferable to that of Wife of the Emperor. 
In this arrangement therefore it wa;s 
propofed that the infant Paul (the prefent 
£inperor) fhould be proclaimed Sovcreigp 
of Ruflia, under the regency of Catharine* 
Another party, which defended the right 
of Peter III. to the fucceflion, had t<v 
their leader the Senator Woroiizoff, bro- 
ther to the new Chancellor i and a third* 
which vigoroufly oppofed the other two, 
was patronised by Count Panin, pre- 
ceptor to the young Prince. This No* 
bleman was Ijkewile devoted to Catha- 
tine, but with a cautious referve, to 
fecure his own fafety, in cale of hex 
failure in an .enterprize attended with 
fo much danger. Fearful that (he might 
be fuddcnly liurled from the throne an4 
the bed of the Emperor j .and that her 
fon, his popil, would partake in her 
fall, he hit upon an expedient to avojd 
this misfortune, whidi was to eng^cthe 
two oppofite parties in a coalition, there- 
by to pave the way for Peter to be feated 
on the throne ; " and in order that he 
might be prcclakned Emperor, not by 
the troops {as ufuat), but by the Senate* 
who would limit his power, and iecure 
the authority to his wife and his fon.** 
But Catharine, not being early appriz^ 
of the whole extent of this projed, it 
failed in the end \ and as this important 
negociation points out in the cleareft 
manner, the intricate fituation of the 
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£mperor on his acceiHont and ferves as 
a cfue to euide us to the real caufes of 
his melancholy cataftrophe, we ihall re- 
fete the particulars which were not 
known out of Ru(fia at the time, and ave 
now firft made public in this Work. 

««^ The Grand Duke, havmg granted 
an audience to Panin, he addrefled him 
to the following ekeSi : It >s on the 
£rft tlep you (hall take on afeending the 
throne, that the profpcrity of your reign, 
>nd the glory you will merit, chiefly de- 
pend. There are two methods^ my 
rrince, of invefting yourfclf with the 
Ibvereign power; the firft, by caufing 
yourfelf to be proclaimed Emperor by 
the array ; the lecond, by receiving the 
crown at the hands of the Senate. The 
former is fnore prompt ; the latter more 
fure. You know how frequent revo- 
iutions liave been in this empire > you 
know with what facility a leduced or 
mutinous foldiery have crowned or de- 
throned their Monarchs. The method 
that I propofc is the only one adapted to 
the prevention of dangerous machina- 
tions. The Senate, having once ele^ed 
YOU, will ^1 itfelf intercfted in fupport- 
ing the work of its hands i and the 
people, regarding your oerfon more fa- 
cned, will ajways be arcfent in your de- 
l«nce.'' 

The Grand Duke was moved j he 
^as yielding to the impreifion, when 
fuddenly two of his courtiers entered. 
He communicated to them the propolal of 
Panin, and afked their opinion. One of 
them, who prcfently perceived the in- 
sidious nature of the meafure, advifed 
bim to fubmit hi^decilTon to the judg- 
aient of the old Prince Trubetfkoi, whofe 
lonc^ experience and confummate wi£dom 
rendered him a proper guide. Prince 
Trubetikoi had oeen witncfs of fcveral 
revolutions, and was a perfe6t mafter of 
the ufages and cuftoms of his country. 
He was fent for. The Grand Duke re- 
peated to him all that he had jutt been 
hearing from the mouth of Panin, and 
did not conceal his inclination to follow 
the advice of the Count. But Tru- 
betikoi expreffed himfclf of a different 
opinion, and delivered it with all the 
boldnefs of a veteran Ibtdier, jealous of 
the honour of his ibveseign. 

♦* My Prince," laid he, ** the ftep you 
are adviled to take is not only attended 
with far greater danger than that you 
are told to dread, but in dirtH oppofitioa 



to the cul^oms of the eovpire* The 
Ruffian Conflitution is purely miliury ^ 
and the Senate has never pretended to 
interfere in the eleflion ot the Czars. ' 
And what is that imaginary glory in, 
preferring to be crowntu l?y a juridical, 
affembly rather than by a vi6loriou» 
army ? The true, the only glory of a 
Monarch is to reign worthily. Make it 
your endeavour then to merit that glory^ 
without difquieting yourfelf about a vaift 
forn^Utv', and putting yourfelf under 
the tutelage of an ambitious Senate, wlio 
wUlfoon make you repent the confidence 
jou have repofed in it. But if unhap* 
pily your throne fhould ihake, will that 
Senate have the force to ellablifh it f 
And if you fhould fet out with rendering 
the army diflatisfied by difdaining t<> 
follow tneir ancient ufage, will you not» 
fooner or later> have res^on to repent 

it r* 

Thisfpeech caufed the Grand Dul^a 
to waver m his refolution. He was fiat* 
tered by the brilliant novelty of the 
counfels of Panin $ but the ^iread of 
affronting the army deprived him of 
courage to follow them. In this per« 
plextty of mind, not knowing what de- 
termination he ought to adopt, he dif^ 
)>atched one of his chamberlains to con* 
fult the Grand Duchcfs Catharine, who 
had been employed for fome days ia 
framing the form of the Proctamation, aa 
well as of the oaths to be tal^ by the 
troops, who plumed herfelf on writing 
in a ftyle of peculiar elegatice, and who 
imagined that thefe two pieces would be 
received with admiration by the ptopie 
at large, forefaw that her hibour would 
be loft if the Prince ihould caufe iumfelf 
to be ele£ted by the Senate, and therefore 
returned an abrupt anfwer, <^ that be 
ought to conform to eflabliihed cuftom.** 
Almofl at the moment he received this 
anfwer, word was brought him, that hi» 
aunt the Emprel's Elizabeth << comntamied 
bim to live long *.'* In other words* 
that fhe was dead. 

No fooner had the Emprefs elofed her 
eyes, than the courtiers prefTed in crowds 
to the Grand Duke, who, laying afide 
his weaknefs and .IndecifiGn, accofled 
them with, dignity, and received the oaths 
of the ofiicers or his guard* In abcut 
an hour he got on horfeback, and tra- 
icerfed the ftreets of Peterfburgh, diftri- 
buting nioney to the multitude* As he 
pafied, the loldiers fiocked about him«

aU clalTct and oondltons of the people* 

^ crying^ 
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crying, " tf thou take care of us, we 
^11 wrt thee at ^hfully ti tire l^rved 
onr good Hmptds;'* >Thc people mixed 
their fticutt o^ juy with the accKrtnations 
tti -the ibldkr»» and, though his enemies 
liad Jong iiice ruceecded in their attempts 
to bring odium and contempt npdn Iiim^ 
Jtt hh accriTion tor' the throne ^vzs not 
attended with the Icali umik of difcon- 
lent or iH will, on the part of the people. 
Bv&in the palace the cafe was widely 
di^reoti^alt tcnrnpers feesned oMt of tune ; 
the Emperor neither found nor felt any 
VKce afiie^ion in the larger circle of his 
Courts* than in the fmaller one of his 
i«aiily. The different parties, who had 
Apparently coalcfccd to promote thtir 
<>wn ticws, law themfehres dil^ppointtd. 
Thofe.who wanted to deprive hira of 
the fuccefiion, once moro caft their eyes 
•a hisconibrti and the faihire of Panin's 
khemc kaving her without any hope of 
having the^ govermnent placed in her 

'told* at regent to her foti, flie fecretly 
encouraged tlieirdefigns againit her hul. 
band^ fticm whom ihe expelled no favour. 
Another chfs of opponents induflrioufly 
propagated reports, that the new Monarch 
wanted entirely to change the whole 
fyftem of GoTcmment, and to put every 
tbtog upon a German eftabfiAiment ^ 
and Hnally, that he meant to detach him* 
felf from his iamily, imd to fecure the 
fucceifton to a paternal relation. Un- 
Ibrtunately^ the Manifefto, by which he 
^Jiroclairaed hi« accefiion to the whole 
empire* mode no. mention of Catharine, 
or her (on (of whofe legitimacy he-feemed 
to eatertaiir ibme doubts) . Interpreters 
were not wanting, who clearly perceived 
in this omiiRon, the overthrow ot the here- 

' ditary fucceflion . But inliead of entering 
itfore minutely into the intrigues that 
wiKre can ied on again ft him, let us for 
a moment diveO: otirrdves of the preju- 
dices conceived againft him, and form a 
cpnjefhu^ concerning his future condnB, 
from the firft aSis of his reign, if he 
had not iaifam a victim to the ambition, 
jealoufyf and. revenge of his wife ; they 
are thus delineated by our impartial 
Hii^orian s 

To fay that he revenged himielf on no 
one, though he very wdl knew who had 
injut^ him ^th tteloteEmprefs, would 
be hut dtght commcndatioii incomparifcn 
of the a^isot bercftcerce aiKl julf ke with 
which 4iq Iignali76d his<^rft acceflion to 
the fupreuK command, to the a^nifti- 
ment of tho^'Who kn«w him only by his 
vices. The trans format ion appeared as 
jpomplete as itwasfuddco. Cicntienefs 



and humanity took the plaee of viol^cef 
and refleflion fuccecded to paiTion. The 
Grand Duke had been inconfiftent, fnrv* 
pchious, and wild, Pttcr III. now'fhcwetl 
hlmfclf equitable, pafient, and enlight- 
ened. Heexercifed kindncfs towards lit 
who had been attached to the late Em - 
prefs : he continued in their pofts almoft 
all the great Officers of State- He par- 
doned his enemies, he even left in his 
place Alexey RazumofHky, the favourite 
of Elizabeth, and her Grand- F'eneuTf 
though he had formal^ injured him fo 
much with that Em pre Is, that one day 
he fent him an axe upon a red fatiin 
cufliton, as a hint of tlie cataftrophe he 
was to expcft j but whcnfeatedcn the 
throne, he difdained every idea of ^re- 
venge. 

One of his firft public cares vras ta 
recall that multitude of flaic prifoncrs^ 
with whom the fufpicious temper of Eli- 
zabeth, and the jealoufies of her fa- 
vourites and minifters, had peopled the 
defarts of Siberia. It is faid that Pe- 
ter III. recalled nolefs than 17000 exiles. 
Among thefe unfortunate wretches were 
the famous Count flrrM,-and Marfba! 
Munich^ at the age of %%\ upon wliich 
one of his fons, and tbirty-t'u/o of his 
grand -children and great grand-children, 
went to meet him, on his approach to the 
fuburbs of Peteriborgh. The uld foldicr 
prefented himfelf before- the Erilperor, 
with his numerous family, dreflcd m the 
fame (heep-fkin pelice which he ^ad worn 
in Siberia j but Peter haftily reitored him 
the badges of the Order of St. Andrew^ 
together with his rank of FieW-Marfhal,' 
and faid to him in a friendly tone of^ 
voice, *< I hope that notwithftanding 
your advanced age, you may ftill ferve 
me.'* Munich replijed, ** Since* your 
Majefty has brought me from darknefa 
to light, and called me from the deoths 
of a cavern to admit me to the foot of the 
throne, yoo will -find me fever ready to 
expofe my life in your fervice. "Neither 
a tedious exile, nor the fcverity cf » 
Siberian climate, have been able to cx- 
tinguifli, or even to damp, the ardour T 
have formerly (hewn fbr the interef^s 'of 
Ruffia, and the glory of its Monarc!i*.*^ 
He (hrvived hi? benevolent Soven:t|m 
about three years. 

Left ok, who had phntted ^lic revo- 
lution of i74i> which placed Hr^abeth 
upon the throne, which thaffUtgrkttttl^ 
Princefs not ohly forgot, but bauffVied' 
and detained him in prifon till fW died^ 
was likewii'e rcftorcd to fiberjy : anSCdtt 
daily letura of fome of tlicviRikbr of 
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die feref^ing reign* madt the whole tm^ 
pirc rcfoond with the pnifet of the new 
eoveitign : and it it impo^le to de- 
fcribe the tnnrportt of joy occafioned by 
hit going in ftate to the Senate, and 
leading a declaration^ by which he per-^ 
uitted the Nobility either to bear arms 
or not* at their own difcretion, and to 
travel abroad, a liberty not allowed 
them' before. He affiranchiied them at 
the fiune time firom the fervitude in which 
they had been held by hie predeceflbrs. 
The NobilitVy in the exeefs of their era- 
titnde, would do no left than ere£t to him 
a ftatue of gold j but this cnthufiafm 
lafted not lonff. 

But a benefit ftill moreefl^tial, which 
Ruffia owef to the unfortunate Peter III. 
it the aboliihment of that Inquifition, 
that terrible tribunal called the fecret 
Chaacery Inautfition, a perfecutinr Court 
that ihunned the lij^t, in which erery 
cruelty of indefinite accuiation, and an 
examination without judicial fbrms» pre- 
vailed ; and which had perpetrated fo 
nanjr homort during the reign of the 
ihrDiciout and timia Elifabeth. Our 
Hiftorian further aCures us» that he had 
undertaken to correA the' numerous 
•bufefl that had erept into the admi- 
nifbration of juftice } and that Commerce, 
the Sciences, and the Arts, were equally 
the objelts of his attention. He after- 
wards gives a moft affecting account of 
the Emperor^s priTate vifit to the 
wretched Prince Ivan, who had been a 
Aate priibner to Elizabeth from his in- 
ftncy, and who was cruelly aflaffinated, 
in toe reign of Catharine, in confequence 
of a pretended confpiracy to fet him at 
liberty, and to raife him to the throne. 
Whether Peter III. really intended to 
adopt this Prince or not, remains unde- 
cided i but ceruin it is, that he was the 
lawful Sovereign of Ruffia, proclaimed 
and rece i v e d as fuch when in ms cradle, 
and his mother the Princefs Aime ap- 
pointed Regent in 1741, before the revo- 
lution that placed Elitabeth on the 
throne $ and it is very remarkably that 
he was cut off at a crifis when great 
di&fledton prevuled at Mofcow and 
other parts of the Empire, fo that little 
doubt can be entertahied by whofe dark 
iattriguee he was facnfioed. 

Tae humane attention and compaffion 
of the Emperor, who ordcccd new com- 
nwdious apartments to be erefted for 
him ia the fbrtrefs, where he had been 
coafiaed in little better than a dungeon, 
«vaa cooftmed by the eauffitfiea of Ca*

tharine into a defign to dedixt hnn hfi 
fucceflbr, to difown his fon Paul Petro- 
witz, the prcfent Emperor, and to fhut 
her up for life in thefe new apaCrtments* 
But we may fairljr infer, from the con- 
duct of the reignmg hfonarch, that a^ 
thefe reports were the political artiflcet 
of the late Emprefs, to render her huC* 
band odious to the Ruffians } for it it 
inconceivable that Paul I. (hould order 
the remains of his father to be taken up, 
and fuch funeral honours to' be paid to 
them ; or that he fhould have mvited 
his wife*8 favourite Poniatowfky, the late 
King of Poland, to Peterfburgh, where 
lie lived in regal ftate j if he bad given 
credit to any plan of Peter to deprive 
him of the fucceffion, on the ground of 
illegitimacy. However it (ervedthe pur* 
pofe of the confpirators to propagate the 
report, and it was circulated with greac 
indufhy. In the mean time, the ftcret 
manoeuvres of Catharine, by fome 
treachery on the part of her confidants, 
reached the ears of the King of Pruffia, 
who cautioned him to be on his guard, 
and efpecially, for his perfdnal Security, 
to go and be crowned at Mofco, with all 
the cuflomary pomp and ceremony ; and 
his neglefling this advice was a prin- 
cipal caufe of his ruin, for the people 
of Mofco, throuehout the long retgn of 
Catharine, (hewed themfelves upon va- 
rious occafions diflatisfied with the revo- 
lution, and abhorrent of the aflaffinationa 
of the Emperor and of Prince Ivan. 

For a variety of interefting circum* 
fhmces and anecdotes reipe^ing the pre*, 
parations for, and the nnal accompliih* 
ment of this extraordinary Revolution, 
we refer the curious to the Firft Vohime 
of this Work I and (hall only remark, 
that in many particulars our Author 
differs confiderably from the accounts 
inferted in our Annual Regifler, and in 
Other periodical publications, at the time 
of Catharine^s acceffion. . 

But we cannot pafs over the narrative 
of the aflaffination of the dethroned 
Monarch, at the fhort interval of ont 
week after that event. « A Chief of 
the Confpirators, accompanied by an 
Officer, eamc to him with the news of 
his fpcedy deliverance, and afked per- 
miffion to dine with him. According 
to the coflom of the country, wioe 
glafTes and brandy were brought previous 
to dinner } and, while the Officer amufed 
the Emperor with fiome trifling difcourfe, 
his Chief filled the j^laflcs, and poured a 
poUbMoa mixtttct mta that iatcDded for 
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flbe Prtoce, wh«» hating no diftrttib, 
iWalio^i*^ the potiotiy en wliich he pre- 
ifcntly experienced tlie moft f i"uel pains, 
and rctult;d a Iccond gbls offered to him 
under pretext al' giTiog.him relief. He 
called aioitd for milky but the two 
.monlUrs ofi'errd him poifon again, and 
pirifed him to take it. A French valet* 
,de>chambre, greatly attached to him, 
now ran in : Peter threw himftlf into his 
ajms, faying in a faint tone of voice, 
• It was not enough then to prevent me 
4"cigning in Sweden, and to deprive me of 
.the Crown of Ruflia! I mull alfo be put 
to death !' The vaJet interceded for his 
jailer, b\}t the two milcreants forced 
him out of the room. A third perfon 
now cmi^ in, and joined the.otlier tw^. 
One thicw down the Lmpercr, and re- 
i>e.itedly (Iruck upon his breail with both 
nis knees, firmly griping his threat with 
Jus hand. The nnhiappy Monarch now 
iliuggling with that ilrengih which 
ajaitts from deipalr, the two other afi'af* 
yins threw a napkin rorinu his neck, and 
put an tnd to his life by fuB'ocation. 
tJuch is the ace Hint of the death of 
jPctcr in. v/hich has never been contra* 
di^ied J *' but,'' a<,ld* cur Author, ** the 
real manner in wliich he came by bis 
death Is, after all, one of thofe events 
ov^J: which, it is probable, there wiJl for 
ever be a veil impenetrable to human 
eyes.'* But there caniiot be a doubt left 
that the perpetrators of it were the three 
Oilcfta, brothers, to whole cuUody he 
ytas committed from the iiril by the Em- 
piefs^j and as Gregory OrlcfF had been 
f.er lavouWtc in fecret fjcm the time of 
J^;-jjLr'« accciuon, anvl after his death be- 
ijime ppblicly lo, and was promoted to 
the hi;,hcit rank and cnices in her Ccurt, 
>(: \i» hauliy pclfibic to' cJe:ir her from the 
bnputatjcn of being tiie director oi tliis 
atrocicus crimen which was to fecurc her 
|ivm all appiehenfior.s of a counter- 
revolution in his favour j for which, part 
ot the ai'iuy, and a great part of her new 
fii'bjefU, Icemed dilpofcd, efpcciully the 
inhabitants of Mofcv^w/' (Sec the fub- 
ilance of a paper delivered by Catharine 
bt^riUf to tiie Priuccris DufukoiF, ex- 
(iaj,tul irom the Haua.cnt ^iven of the 
mijrdcr, bj" M. de Boif.cgiu, p. 346.) 

it is i-vidciu, however, tiuit ni.ne of 
the Sovereigns .ot Kurcpe wue ignorant 
9f the means by wliich tiiis vxtraurdinary 
W.oman ^fcended the throne^ but they, 
made no hchtaiion in ackno\^(Ud^ing her 
title : feme of them even tetUfied their 
joy ^ th« o^oafwa, md the King of 



PruiTia alone lamented tbc fvttf of Peter* 
Her fir it concern was to fccnre peace 
with the fonrign potentates ; and* to the 
great difappointment of Maria Therefa* 
the reigning Empreft of Genotny> ihc 
confirmed the tneaty with the King of 
pruOia, which had been lately concluded 
by her unibrtunatc baft>aad ) her next 
ohje^t was to maintain traoifuiiltty at 
heme, for (he had much oiore to fear 
from her own i'ubje^ls than from aay 
foreign power. She tbeneipre alternately 
employed art and feverity. The Court 
prefently aflumed a new face s every thing 
there was fubmiflivc to the fecret pleafure ,

humiliating and irritating the other 
courtiers, who ardently dehred his fall : 
fome of them ventured loudly to com* 
plain of this infolent favourite, and a 
reiblution to remove theqa was the inmtit- 
diate confequence. Aware that it 'was 
indifpenfably neceflVry to be crowned 
without delay at Mofcosivy . Ouf appointed 
Alexey Orloff; the favoufite's brother^ 
to be Governor of Peteribuigh,.aBd then 
fet out on her journey, attended by Gre. ^ 
gory, the old Chancellor Beftucheff> tod& 
of the iu>b*lity who were entirely devoted 
to her, and the chief of thofe whom 0ie 
dreaded to leave at Peteribifrgh during 
her abfence. Above all* ihe n^lefkd 
not to take with her tiie young Grand 
Duke Paul Petrowitz* and the principal 
ladies of the Court. *< This numerodt 
cavalcade made its entrance with .great 
pomp into Mofcow ; but, notwithftand- 
m^ the money that had been previoufly 
diltrihuted, it was received without any 
tokens of public welcome, withput ac- 
clamation. Catharine too ealily perceived 
by this folituiie ar^ filence, that her 
prefcpce was difagiceahle tq the people j 
die neverthelefs lepaiwed to tl;e chapei cf 
the Caars, where fl^claviflied her flaiterits 
on the Archbiih9p$ and the Popes (tlic 
parilh prieUs), and (he was crqwoed in 
the pieience of the foldifiry and tlie at.

Remarks on the Arabian Nights' Entertainments, in which the Origin of Sindhad** 
Voyages, and other Oriental FiiVions, is particularly confidered. By Richard 
Hole, L.L. B. London : T. Cadcll, jun. and W, Davies, Strand. 1757.

OUR Traveller, in his Fourth Voyage, 
is thrown upon a coatt that proves 
ttepiorably inhofpitable. His companions 
and hirafdf are liirrounded on their land- 
ing by a crowd of negrots, who leparate 
ihem from each other. Sindbad and five 
more, after arriving at their place of 
dcdination, are ordered to fit down and 
cat of a certain herb provided for them, 
^ich he alone avoids, on oblerving that 
cone of the negroes taffed it. The con- 
iequence of indulging in this vegetable 
repaft is a total deprivation orfenfe. 
His companions afterwards devour gree- 
dily fuch food as the negroes provide} 
in order, at it appears by the fequcl, to 
fatten them for their own banquet. 
Within a ihort time all are killed for 
that purpofe, except Sindbad : his fpare 
diet and terrifying apprehenfions render 
him a meagre and ineligible obje^. At 
length ho embraces a fortunate oppor- 
tunity of elcaping, and within eight days 
arrives at the lea-fhore, where he finds 
ftnne white people gathering pepper. 
They take him under their protection, 
and cari-y him to their own ifiand. 
' The Mohammedan traveller in the 9th 
eentury fays, that in the Ibaof Andaman, 
that is, the Bay of Bengal, through 
which Sindbad appears to have been 
fleering his conrfc, the people eat human 
fleA quite raw; their complexion is 
black, their 'hair frizzled, their counte- 
nance an8 their eyes frightful. Modern 
travellers likewife reprdbnt many iflands 
in this Bay as inhabited by cannibals, 
partUaku'ly thofe which IKII retain the 
iMHue of Andaman. 

It is obfenraWe, that in theft ifles the 
c^npibaU arc alfo negroes. Mr, Ha- 



milton concludes his account of ♦h^^or. 
nicobar Illands, in Volume the fecond of 
the Afiatic Refearches, with mentioning 
that it was commonly fuppofed that a 
Portugucfe veffVl, having a large number 
of Mozambique flaves on board, was 
wrecked on the Andaman s, Coon alter the 
pafl'age to India was dilcovered round 
the Cape of Good Hope j and that from 
them their prefent inhabitants were de- 
feended. But, without faving a word 
of Sindbad^s teltimony, the Mohammedan 
traveller aiTerts that they were inhabited 
by cannibal negroes in times of much 
greater antiquity. Lieutenant Wilford 
obfcrves, in the third Volume of the 
Afiatic Refearches, page 355, that various 
hordes of etnigrants from Indii were 
negroes ; and that fuch a race, with 
curled hair, exifted in that part of the 
globe at an early period, may be inferred 
from that particularity being obfervablc 
\x\ their ancient idols. There is there- 
fore no neceffity of deriving this race of 
people from Africa. 

The account of vefl^ls being wrecked 
by the attractive power of a magnetic 
rock, appears to have been a long eftab- 
lifhed opinion in the Eaftcrn world. In 
the hiftory of the third Calcndftr we meet 
with a mountain of adamant, pofTefling- 
the fame properties : and Aboulfoueris, 
the Sindbad of the PerfianTales,iswrecke<i 
by means of a magnetic rock ; for that 
muft be intended by a mountain which 
refembled polHhed ftecl, and which, by 
virtue of a taliiman, rendered every velTel 
that approached it ibtionary and im- 
moveable. 

Serapion, " an Author,'* fays Brown 
in his Vulgar Errors^ •* of good cfteem 
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-mA nafimabie ntiqaitg^'' aflUtt that 
^' the fluiie of diit ftone* the magwt, «$ 
in the ica eoaft of India, whereto^ when

^ la Jiamaraye (Sumatra V*iayt Man- 
dcv]lle» *'is a curfed cuftom ; for thai 
eaten more gladly manners flciche than 
tiny other fiefchei and ait it in that 
conttwhabuadant of flciche, of fUche, 
of comes, of cold and fylver, and of all

Pepper is the common prodoft of tlia 
Sunda Iflands, and more pecaliai^ Jh 
of Sumatra^ It was an early ob|s& of 
conunerce to the Arabians ; who, at tlia 
fuppoicd period of Sindbod^s eaiieaca, 
chiefly fupplied Europe with thsa aad all 
other Baft Indian conunodcties. Dnring: 
his flight he fupports himfeM^ on oocaa 
nuts, which iervcd him, aa they have 
done many others, for meat and driak § 
and the^ likewiie, it ia well known, 
abound in Sumatnk 

The King of the Ifland to wbkk 
Sindbad ia conveyed, receivea him wiiAi 
great hoTpiUlity, infifts on bisaiarryii^y 
and iettling for life in his country* Prom 
thiacircumftanceaa evilreiuks, of whick 
he is not aware } aa immemorial coHom 
having prevailed in the liland, '* for tbe 
living hufl>and to be interred withtka 
dead wife, and the living wile with the 
dead hufliand.** Sindbad*s viHfe diea,ami 
notwithitandinff all his argumenta aad 
fupplications, he is buried alive witk 
her. 

Some diftant refemblance of this fap* 
poicd cuAom of the huiband accompany* 
mg his decealed wife to be iaterved ia 
the fame grave, occurs ia St* TeMm-t 
** The Scythians bury thoie aliva who 
were beloved by their wtvea along with 
the bones of the deceaied.** MandavUk 
alfo fays, that in *< the contree of 9dm 
lombe* aif the women dye before tha 
huflMAde, men breaaea him witk hSre.^

l«ems» coniiftxnt wttk UiL Atiy i^- 
chwitt iiqvor will famMnt in twenty- 
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fe«r hottrs in a rery hot clifnate. ^nd- 
bftd's gaicfy ttmpts the old man to par- 
take of fo delicious a beverage. Our 
traveller wflUrgly afients, and his tor- 
mentor plies t!ie calehafh with fuch pcr- 
ilterance, that he becomes completely 
intoxicated, and relaxed his hold. Sind- 
bad at length (hakes off -his living bur- 
fheny and with a ft one daOies out' his 
brains. 

The crew of a veflfel, who land on the 
iftnd to take in water, and to rcfrefh 
tlUmfelvts, inform him that the perfon 
be had dettroYcd was known by the name 
of the Old Man of the Sea, who had 
Fendered the coaft famous by the number 
<rf persons whom he had ftrangled. 

The Arabians had their Mermen and 
Mermaidsy the idea of which they pro. 
btbly derived from the Tritons and 
Nereids of the Greeks j or more imme- 
dNately from India, their common 
ofiffin.

body fpeckJed like a frog^s, a flcin lilc* 
an ox, and about the fize of a. calf. He 
intr^uces amfther under the defignation 
of bowo atjuaiicus. •* Sometimes an ar*!- 
raai of this kind," fays lie, *< is fcen 
in the fea of Damafcus, with the ihapc 
of a man and a hoary beard, which is 
called the Old Man ot the Sea ^ and faia 
appearance denotes great abundance of 
grain." 

Having made this groond, as it ap- 
pears to us fufficiently' tenable, our 
Author quits it on a faddcn, and ima- 
gines that the Author 6f Sindbad'a 
adventures might rather have reference 
in his mind to theOurargOutang,w;bich 
may have fbmc time furprized and (uf- 
focated an unwary ftraneer. But furcly 
there fecms no cccafion for fuch a fuppo- 
fition. And if, for the purpofc of ren- 
dering it probable, we muft be forced to 
believe t at the phrafe of the Sea, in 
Sindbad's flory, was foifted in by the 
tranflator, we cannot but rejeft it as X 
forced interpretation.

mance now before us, has materially de- 
viated from the text of the author, in 
order that he may not be conTidered as 
the fervile copviil of Mr. Hoare, what 
had the (tart ot him in bringing his tran- 
ilation forward fome weeks unce.with 
confiderable cclai at the other Theatre. 
We fliall not attempt to make any invi- 
dious comparifon between the two pieces % 
each poireiTes a fufficient fliarc of intereft 
to anfwer the purpofe of tlie ^gt, and 
both will long continue to be neld in 
high eflimation by the public. The at- 
traflion of Albert and Adelaide confifts 
not merely in the intereft of its fcencS| 
or the literary exertions of its author; 
the Manager, by a judicious exertion of 
his wonted liberality in the decorative 
department, has rendered it' a fplendi3 
fpeftacle, as well as an interefting dr?.ma ; 
and, although the whole is rather of too 
iorious a caft for an afterpiece, curtaiU 
ment has contributed to enfure it the 
moft ample fuccefs.

^npHIS day the Houfe met for the 
X difpatch of buHnefs { about three 
oVlock his M^jcity came in his ul'ual 
4atc, and being robed, and feated upon 
the throne, Sir Francis Molyneux, the 
Black Rod, was fent to require the at- 
tendance of the Commons : on bis return 
to the Bar with the Speaker and a few 
Membersi the King opened the fe/Uon 
with a moft gracious fpecch \ for which 
ice our laft Magazine, page 295t 

Lord Darnley rofe to move an Addrefs* 
His Lordfhip referred at feme length to 
the various points in the fpeech, and 
ieemcd to dwell with particular force on 
the advantages derived by our naval fuc* 
ce(les, and the Ruflians and Turks beinr 
at lei3|^h induced to take up arms againS 
our ' inveterate enemy. His Loraihip 
then moved the Addrefs^ which was |i 
mere complimentary echo of the fpeecb« 

Lord Craven felt himfelf ftrongly in. 
duced to fecond the Addrefs, becaufe it 
went to ezprcfs the high fenfe their Lord- 
ihips muft feel of the great and glorious 
T ivories obtained by our ^aval Con)- 
mai^ders, who, again(( a fuperior force» 
had almoft totallv annihilated the naval 
power of our implacable enemy j a vic- 
tory that muft even copyince that enemy 



of the ftrength of this kingdomy wbich 
when thriiatened with bonle invalion 
from abroad, and the feeds of rebellioa 
were indultricufly fowing athome, couia 
even then be able to aittack them fk«m 
the Banks of the Thames to the Moo^ 
of the Nile. 

The Marquis of Lanidowne thouglM 
the two Noble Lords, in ib highly c«« 
tolling the braverv of our Navy^ had 
merely done their auty \ but there waa 
another duty incumbent on that HovfCf 
namely, to be caretul that every ad van* 
tage was made bv our Minifters of that 
bravery and of their fuccefs. Fketin|^ 
victories would foon pais away, and it 
was only ^ hy prodwUng It ptonaneat 
peace that thefe vi^ories could be of any 
real utility | it was» therefort^ that ije 
felt no fmall concern that the fpeech nve 
not the moft diftant hope of that whicii 
was fo very defirable to the natioiw-St 
breathed indeed nothing but war«^or» 
inftead of hinting at negotiatipnfi It 
talked of foreign alliances* H^tlwught 
th^t the various changes in the fire ycara 
war were fuffici^nt to have convince^ 
Minifterj* that very little wjis |o be 4e» 
rived from thenu The cpnduft of the 
French had certainly been futh as tg 
make every wlic and hoaeft man abhor

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%nA irtsA them» and wt(h to check their 
ffcfh-u^ivc career ; but be did not think 
harfh language or violent epithets cither 
t>nident or ncccflary — it would widen a 
brea^ hi pririte lifC) and could not be 
calculated to conciliate nations.

peace to France ; and that if peace was 
sound to be unattainable, we fhould con- 
iine ourfelves to a defcnfive war, to be 
conduced on the moft ccononaical prin- 
ciples. 

L.rd*Mulgravc began by giving a due 
and fplendid panegyric on the talents and 
bravery of Lord Nelfon. He was far 
from thinking that the prefent was the 
moment to fue for, or, as it wsis termed^ 
to propofe a peace to France. Our po- 
fition was by no means the lame as when 
the war began. The two Great Nations 
then began the conteft upon even ground j 
at prefent, whether we confidered the rc- 
btive force, the refourccs, or the fpirit 
of the refpe^live countries, we occupied in 
every point of view ♦* the Vantae^e 
ground." Why then, when we had it in 
our power to refcue Europe from bond- 
age, Oiould we truft for a precatious fe- 
curity to the moderation ot France ? 

Lord Grenville faid, that after the 
able fpeech of his Nobk Friend, he 
fliould not hare tliou&;ht.it ncceiTary to 
ipeak } but being called up by a Noble. 
Lord, he did not wifli to decline the 
challenge* On the contrary, he rofe to 
inviu the Noble Lord to detail and fpe- 
ci^ the dates and faAs, and to (hew when 
a rair oppcrtunity for eflfe^tins; a peace 
liad been overlooked by the Britifli Ca- 
binet. • In his opinion, it would be more 
cafy for that Noble Lord to (hew that 
the^ opportunities, fuch as they were, 
had' ever been cultivated too fan He 
had .ieen the time when, with deep re- 
gret, he had con(ented to abandon the 
other Powers of Europe to their fate, 
but it -was not until thofe Powers had 
abandoned themfelves. It was at the 
time when the fame arguments which 
their Lordftiips had heard this day from 
a certain quarter-— when felBlh confide- 
rationa vntre unhappily lifiened to, and 
produced a paralynng effeft on other 
countries. He had ever condemned the 
felfKb argument—" let ds (hift for our- 
felvea'*— *•* let ut obtain a temporary 
refpite." The policy which he ever had 
in vmW was. to prevent France from be« 
cooling midrefs of the Continent. If he 



wifhed the influence of Britain to prevail 
it<vras no^ for inflammatory, but for 
conciliatory purpofes. 

The Addrefs was read, and carried 
without a dlvifion. 

WEDNESDAY, NOV. ai. 

Lord Sp^nc«;r moved, ** That the 
Thanks of this Ho^ic be given to the 
Right Hon. Lord Nelfon, for his very 
meritorious conduct in the fignal vi6lory 
obtained by him over the French Fleet in 
the Mediterranean ; and that theThanka 
of that Houfe be alio given to the 0£. 
cers. Sailors, and Marines, who /ervjiJ 
under his Lordlhip upon that f^Hip^ 
occafion." ^*^ ' 

The queftion was put, and the motiom 
unanimoudy agreed to. 

Lord Spencer, after ftating his high 
(enfe of the fervices performed off the 
coalt of Ireland, made a limilar motion^ 
" That the Thanks of this Houfe be 
given to Sir John Borlafe Warren, and 
to the Officers, Sailors, and Marines, 
ferving under him, for their condu6i in 
defeating the French Fleet off the coalt 
of Ireland j"* which alfo paded unanl- 
moufly.

Lord Grenville prel'ented a Meflage 
from his Majefty on tne fubjeft of Lord 
Nelfon's Annuity, precilely fimilar to 
that recently fent to the Houle of Com* 
mons. 

His Majefty^s MeHagc btfing then read 
from the Woolfack, 

Lord Grenville obfcrved, that it was 
obvioufly unnecefTary that he (hould take 
up the time of their Lord(hips in en« 
larging upon the tranfcendcnt profefllonal 
merits of the Noble Admiral in queiliony 
or upon the incalculable fervices he had 
rendered : he would therefore only move,

Lord Granville Levifon Gower role to

MwK)'.. He commenced with an apo- 
A§y to th« Houfe for offering himfeU to 
their attention on the ccca/5on; which 
lie confidered the more neceffary, as he 
was convinced that no degree of elo- 
quence, not even that which had hitherto 
diftinguKhed the proceedings of that 
Aflcmbly, was capable of doing Juftice 
to the great and important topics of the 
fpeech which they had Juft heard read. 
Whatever the objeflions of fome GentJe- 
men might have been to the principles 
upon which the war was commenced, 
and however their opinions might hitherto 
have differed from thofe of his Majefty's 
Minifters, with refpeft to the necemty 
of continuing the conteft, he hoped there 
would that night be found but one fen- 
timent and one feeling upon the fubje6l : 
ail, he- trufted, would now agree as to 
the expediency of proceeding in thccaufe 
in which we were emBarked, until It 
ihould be brought to a fafe and happy 
iffue. Two attempts to negociate nad 
been made by his Majefty, in hopes of

terms . The reiult of each , however, fu f- 
ficiently proved how much Minirfers 
were miftaken in the opinion which they 
had formed of the . intentions of the 
enemy. 

Sir Henry St. John Mildmay feconded 
the Addrefs, He was convinced that it 
was only by a vigorous perfevcrance in 
the fame line of condufl that had raifed 
Us to our prefent enviable condition, that 
we could hope to attain the ultimate ob- 
je£l of our exertions, a fafe and honour- 
able peace. 

* Sir Francis Burdett faid, that he would 
endeavour to give the fuUeft extent of his 
approbation to every expreflion of ap- 
plaufe with which the Nobte Lord 
(Gower) had diftinguiilied and extolled 



the naval viftory. He beheld, In com- 
mon with every £ngli(hman, the briU 
liancv of that glorious day, and partici- 
pateil with them the triuniph of our fleets 
and armies. That viaory had Un- 
doubtedly put us on high, and enabled 
us to fpeak on advantageous terms to 
the enemy. The conditions were now 
in our power, and Minifters (hould be 
cautious in proportion as they were on 
that day fortunate.

CommiOioners ihould have an authority 
to examine the party iuijp(;ftcd on hi« 
oath, to fcnitinize his books, and.to io* 
terrogorate his clerks \ and in all, calks 
where the offending perty cofpipittM per- 
jury, that the law, as ij^ iv^ Cifiet^ 
ilu)uld be put in force.

the Emerald and Terpfichure £rigates» 
and ia 3onne Citoyenne (loop of war. 
Nothing material occurred to the fqua* 
dron from the day it (ailed from Gibral- 
tar, which was on thfe ^th of May, till 
the lad, wheB> beinff in the Gulph of 
Lyonnf at two A. M* a moft violent 
fquall of wind took the Vanguard,, which 
carried away her topmaftc, and at laft 
her foremaft. The other (hips expe- 
rienecid the fury of the gale* but not in 
the fame degree at the Vanguard, a 
ftroQger vein vf the tcmpeft hayins taken 
that ihip. The three line of battle ihipt 
Joft fight of the frigates on the fame day $ 
and at the moment of the misfortune 
which befel the Vanguard, the BritiOi 
fquadron was not many leagues dikant 
from the French flwt under iuonap.-i'te, 
which had on that very d^y fet iaii irom 
Touten. The fquadron bore up for Sar- 
dinia, the Alexander taking the Vaj^- 
guard in tow^ and the Orion koking out 
a-head to endeavour to get a pilot for the 
purpoiie of gaining St. Pierre's Road. 

On the 14th, with very great difficul. 

ty, we reached that anchorage, where 

we were in great hopes of meeting with 

a friendly reception, which our diftrelTes 

feemcd to demand from a neutral power.

with top'tfallant yards acrofa*- It 1$ 
proper to obAMrve here, that although %htt 
Governor of St. Pierrt^ in ^u>nicquieiict 
of peremptory orders from the Flrench« 

denied us Republic reception, he yet pri^ 
vatety aftcd in a friendly manner, giving 
ns, in an underhand way, every aififU 
ance in his power. The AdmiraU «agcr 
to execute the orders which he had re* 
ceived, did not think of failing to Na- 
ples, or any other port where he could 
have received the molt open friendly a(Iift« 
ance in getting the ftiip properly refitted, 
which her condition leemcd to require, 
but imnnediately iteered for his appointed 
rendezvous; nor did he ever ea^prefs the 
fmalleft intention of (hifting his flag ta 
either of the other fhips, which to many 
ofBcers tlte peculiar circumllanees of hts 
own (hip might have leemed to render 
defirable. The Admiral and ofBeert of 
the Vanguand, indeed, had the happt* 
nefs to 6ml that the ihip failed and 
worked as ^^eli as the other ibips,' not- 
withjUnding her apparently crippled 
condition. 

The fquadron reached the rendravooi 
on the 4th -of J ne, and on the following 
day vn.% joined by la Mutine, Cappia 
Hardy, who w^s charc^ with orders t* 
the Admiral, and who brought the highly 
acceptable intelligence that Camain 
^ Trowbridge had been detached with ten 
fail of the line and a fiffy gun ihip tors- 
infbrcc us* This inteiligcncc was re* 
ceived -ith univerfal joy throughout our 
little iquadronj and the Admiral ob* 
ferved to Captain Berry, that he would 
then be a match for any hoftik fleet in 
th^ Mediterranean, ard hit ^u\y defirr- 
would be to encounter one. . 

June 6th. The fquadron wat fpxtad, 
anxioufly looking out for the expeded 
reinforcement. By a veflcl fpoke with 
on that day, we were infbnned that fc» 
veral f^l then in d^ht were Spaniih fliipt 
richly laden t but prize mottey vroa not 
the objea of the Admiral) all fd&Oi 
confideration vras ablbrbed in bis great 
mtnd by that of the»hooour and tntereft 
of bi« ^vntryj ?ia4 hi» attention and 
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•nxicty were folcly en^roffed by hit de- 
iire to meet his proihiled reinforcement, 
that he might purfue the enemy , of the 
failing of whom from Toulon he had 
cevtiin uitdligence. The Alexander 
bcng on the look out, ilopped ©ne of 
tfcefe ihipf 1 finding ftie had on board 
eighty or ninety Pricfts, driven by the 
French perfecutions and crueltiet firom^ 
Komty he thought it would be an aA of 
humanity to permit the ihip to purfue 
her voyage 5 and he accordingly rtleafed 
htt atid rejoined (he Admiral, bringing 
with him a few volunteers from the 
Spapiih vcffei, chiefly Gcnoefe, who were 
cMrotis of the honour of ferving in the 
Britiih fleet, exprcffing at the fame time 
their deteftation and reftntment at the ill 
vdgt which they had experienced from 
the French. 

On the Sth, at noon, we had the hap- 
pinefs to difcover from the maft-hcad ten 
Ail, and it was not long before^we re- 
cogniied them to be Britiih fliips of war, 
ihinding upon a wind in clofe line of 
bottle, with all fails fet. Private fignals 
were exchanged, and before fun-let the 
Co much vialhcd for jun5Vion was formed, 
an event which was certainly facilitated 
by the great profeflional ability, judg- 
nivnt, and teal of Capt. Trowbridge. 
The Admiral had received no inftru^ions 
what courfe he was now to fleer, and no 
cirrtain information reipe^ing the defti- 
nation ef the enemy^s fleet ; he wa^ left, 
therefore, entirely to his own judgment. 
Ue had the happinefs, however, to And, 
that to the Captains of his fquadron he 
bad no neceffity to give directions for 
being in conflant readincfs for battle. 
dn this point their zeal anticipated his 
utmofl wifbes ; for the decks of all the 
ibipswere kept perfectly clear night and 
<iay, and every man was ready to Itart to 
liis poft at a moment*s notice* It was a 
great fatisfi6tion to him, likewife, to 
perceire that the men of all the fliips 
were daily exercifed at the grett guns and 
fmall arms, And that every thing was in 
the bcft flate of preparation for a£lual 
&rvice. The Admiral knew that the 
enemy had failed with a N. W. wind, 
which naturally led him to conclude that 
their courfewas up the Mediterranean. 
He fent la Mutine toCivita Vecchii, and 
along the Roman coaiV, to gain intelli-*- 
geqcej and fleered with the fleet to Cor* 
ttca, which he reached on the tztb of 
Jane. Several velfels had been fpoken 
with on the pafliige thitber, but no in- 
Ulligence whater^r ba4 b«$ft obt^nncd 



from them* He continued his courfe on 
the 1 3th betvsreen Corfica and Elba, and 
between Pianola and Elba, through the 
latter of which paflage large fliips or 
fleets had net been accuflomed to paft. 
We made the Roman cooft, mad >Mere 
rejoined •by la Mutine, without gaining 
any intelligence, notwithftandinff the ac« 
tive exertions of Capt. Hardy! The 
Admiral now determined to fteertowarda 
Naples, in the hope of forae fatisfa^lory 
information. It had been reported iHt 
the plundering Algiers was the objefF of 
the French armament ; but this account 
was too vague to warrant the Admiral in 
implicitly adopting it. We faw Mount 
Vefuvius on the i6rti, and detached Capt. 
Trowbridge, in la Mutine, t6 obtain 
what information he could from Sir Wil. 
Ham Hamilton. - Hfe returned with a 
report only, that the enemy were gone 
towards Malta. The Admhrd now b-* 
mentcd that even a day "had been loft by 
vifiting the Bjiy of Naples^ and deter« 
mined^ by the fliortcit cut, to make the 
Faro di Meflina, which the fleet, pafl^ 
through on the loth, with a fair wihd. 
The joy with which the Sicilians hailed 
our fquadron, when it was difcovered by 
them to be Britifli, gave the moft flncere 
fatisfa^^fon to every one on board of it* 
A vafl number of boats came oflT, and 
rowed round it with the loudeft Congra- 
tulations, and the flncerefl exultatioti, a$ 
they had been apprehenfive that the . 
French fleet was deftined to a£i againft 
them, after the capture of Malta. Here 
we gained intelligence from the Britiih 
ContuI that Malta, had a6tuaHy furren* 
dered. We had now hopes of being' 
able to attack the enemy *s fleet at Goza, 
where it was reported they were an- 
chored, and the Admiral immediately 
formed a plan fof that purpofe. We 
weie now fleering with a prels of fail for 
Malta, with a frefli broeze at N. W. On 
the 1 2d of June, la Mutine, at day-light 
in the morning, fpoke a Gcnoefe brig^ 
from Malta, which gave intelligence that 
the French had failed from thence on the 
i8th> v^ith a frefli gale at N. W. The 
Admiral was not long in determining 
what courie he flioukl take, and made the 
fignal to bear up and flver to the $. E. 
with alt poflfible fail. At this tlmt we 
had no certain means of af<^rtaining that 
the enemy were not bottnd up the Adri- 
atic. From the day we bore tip titl the 
29th of June, only three veflcls'^ere 
fpoken with, two of which had come from 
Aleximctrta} and had not &cn any thimr 
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cf the enemy's -fleet ; the other had come 
from the Archipelago^ and had l.kewUs < 
fi:en nothing of them. This day we faw 
the Pharoa Tower of Alexandria, and 
continued nearing the land with a prel'a 
of fail, till we had a diltinft view of 
both haihcitr* ; ar.il, to cur pcriCral I'ur- 

r^iic and diiappuintineat, wc liaw not a 
leiich iliip In eitlier. La Mutine com> 
niunicated with the Governor of Aieic* 
andria, who was ad much furpriicd at 
ieeing a Britilh fquadron there, as he 
wa» at the inteUi^ence that a French 
fleet was probably on its parage thither. 
It uow becavne a fubjcft of deep and 
'anxious deliberation with the Admiral 
^irhat could poOlWiy haA'e been the courle 
of the enemy, and what their ultimate 
iSdiination. His anxious and adive 
mind, howe\'er, would^ not permit him 
to re^ a moment in the lame place j he 
therefore ihaped bts courie t^ the north- 
ward » for the coaft of CarauKmea, to 
reach as i^uickly as poflfible fome quarter 
where iniormation could mod prwbably 
be obtained, as well as to fupply his 
Ihips with water^ of Which they began 
^ to run ihort. 

On the 4.(kcf Jul]jr we made the coaft 
of Caramenea 3 Itecring along the South 
fide of Card'.a, carrying a prefs ot' iail 
both nighi and day with a ^ntrary. 
wind, on the iSth we faw the ifland of 
Sicily, when the Adnoiral determined to 
enter the port oi Syracule. With thi« 
harbom* no peribn in the iieet was ac- 
qnainredj but by the ikill and judgment 
of the oihcera, every ihip fafely got in, 
and immediately proceeded to get in 
water» &c. with all pcCTible expedition. 
This was the Biii opportunity that the 
Vanguard had had or receiving water on 
board ircjm the 6th of May, lb that not 
only tlie ftock of tl#t diip, bnt of i^evcrai 
others ot the (buaciron* was teiy rearly 
exjiauiM. Although there was no pro- 
per «r regular watering place, yet the 
great extitions of ihe officers and men 
enabled us to complete this neceOfary 
iervice in five days, and on the ^fth the 
fqvadron again put to fea, W«:l^cceived 
T^ue accounts while at Syracule, that 
the enemy *s fieet had not beeh feen in 
the Archipelago,, ikm* the Adriatic, nof 
hHd tliey g&me dowii the Mediterranean i 
the eonclufion then icemed to be, that 
the cqaft of £g>'pt was (iiU the obj^ of 
fheir deftio^iiou ; t)ierf foiT, neither our 
icnner difappointment, nor the hardAiips 
we had endured from tlw he^t of the 
(limue^ though we wore Uili t« i^ow 



an uncertain pui-fuit, c^uhl deter tift 
Admiral from fleering to that point 
where there was a chance of meeting the 
enen»y. No\v th^ it is atccrtained by 
event!* that Alexandria was the objeft ot 
the enemy, it may feem fti*ange that they 
n^ould have been milTcd by us both is 
our pait'age thither, and our return ti> 
Syractife ; hut it appears that the Frcnck 
ihrercd a dire6l couric for Candia, by 
which they made an angular pajlage 
towards Alexandria, whilft we ftecred a 
direct cburfc tcr that place, without 
making Candia at all, by which we of 
courie very confiderably'^hortened tlie 
ditiance. The fmallnefs of our fquadroo 
made it neceiTary to fail in cJoic ordei^ 
and therefore the fpace which it covered 
was very limited ; and as the Admiral 
had no frigates that he might have de<*, 
tached upon the look ou^ added to the 
conftant naze of the atmofphere in that 
climate, our chance of defcrying th« 
enemy was very much circumfcribed* 
The diftance likewife between Candia 
and the Bairbary coaft, about 35 leagoesy 
leaves very futhcient fpace for more than 
two of the largcft fleets to pafs withoilt 
mutual oblervation, particularly under 
the circumttances dcfcribed. On o\ur 
ret\irn to Syracuie, the circumfUlice of 
our fteering up to the Northward, wbiJ0 
the enemy kept a Southern coaft for 
Alexandria, makes it obvious that our 
chance of falling in with them was ^iU 
lefs than before. 

On the 25th of July we left Syracil(e« 
ftill without any pofitire infornnation re* 
foeding the enemy ^ but It occurred t* 
the Admiral that foine authentic intellt* 
gence might be obtained in the Morea« 
We fteer^ for that coaft, and made tho 
Guiph of Coron on the x8th. Captain 
Trowbrid^ was again employed on that 
imponaat fcrvice of obtainmg intelU* 
gence, and was dtfpatched in the CuU 
loden into Coron, oft which plaee, by the 
great exertions of that able oflker^ tb» 
fleet was not detained above three hours* 
He returned with intelligence from tb^ 
Turkifti Governor, ttwt the enemy had 
" been feea ftcering to the S. £. fronr 
Candia, about four weeks before. C«pt» 
Trowbridge had had the fatisfa^lion of 
obierving, during his very hurried vifit 
to Coron, that the inhabitantt there en* 
tertained the mt»ft ferious apprehenfion^ 
from the French armament^ and the rtuglft 
perfc^^ deteftatioti againft that peopk^ 
Upon the itiformation obtained by C4tt« 
Trowbridge, tl^ Admiral dmr^iuM 
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_iin to vl/it AkxandhrU» and carried all 
iaii fteering for that place* which wt hsid 
the pleaTurc to delcry on the firft of 
Aeuguft at noon i but not as before, it 
fi«w- apfiearing full of vefl^is of various 
kinds, and we foon had the fatisiiiftion 
- of perceiving the French flajj flying on 
board fome of the Oiips. The utmoi^ 
joy feemed to animate eveiV breaft on 
board the l<)aadron at fight of (he enemy j 
asd the pleafure which the Admiral him- 
ieif felt was perhaps more heightened 
than that of any other man, as he had 
119W , a certainty by which he could re- 
gulate hisfuture operations. 

The Admiral had, and it appeared 
moft juftly, thehigheft opinion oi, and 
placed the firmed reliance on,* the valour 
mad condu6l of every Captain in his 
fquadron. It had been hir pra6lic'e 
during the whole of his cruize, whenever 
the weather and circmniiances would 
permit, to have his Captains on board 
the Vanguard, where he would fully de- 
felope to them his own ideas of the 
different and beft modes of attack, and 
fnch plans as ^e propofcd to execute 
i^n fallingjn with the enemy, whatever 
their poTition or iiruation might be, by 
night or by day. There was no poiHble 
pofition in which they could be found 
that he did not take into his caleulation, 
and for the mod advantageous attack of 
which he had not digefhn and arranged 
the btik poflible difpufition of the force 
which he commanded. With the mal- 
terly ideas of their Admiral, therefor^, 
oil the fubjcft of Kaval Tallies, every 
one of the Captains of his fquadron was 
moft thoroughly acquainted ; and upon 
furveyine the Htuation of the enemy, 
they could afccrtain with precifion what 
%i^ere the ideas and intentions of their 
Commander, without the aid of any fur- 
ther inffru6lions ; by which . means fig- 
nals became almoft unneceffary, much 
time WIS fared, and the attention of 
eVtry Captain could almolt undiltraftediy 
be paid to the conduft of his own par- 
ticular fliip, a civcumltance from which. 
Upon this occafion, the advantages to the 
^neral (ervi^ce were almod incalculable. 

It cannot here be thought irrelevant to 
give fome idea of what were the plans 
which Admiral Nclfon had formed, and 
which he explained to bis Captains with 
fuch perfpicuicy, as to render his ideas 
completely their own. To the naval 
fervice at le^tl they muft prove not only 
intefcftin^, but uletul. 

Had he iailep in with the Fieuch jbct 



a^^, that he migfct make the beft iro- 
preflioA qpon any part of it that might 
appear the molt vulnerable, oo- the molt 
eligible for attack, he divided his force 
into three ^b'fqxiadrons, vix. 

Vanguard, Orion, Cullodcn^ 

Minotaur, Goliath, Thcfeus, 

Leander, Majeilic, Alexander, 

Audacious, B«iierophoiu Switiiuit. 
Defence, 
Zealous. 

Two of ihefc fub-fquadrom ware to 
attack the (hips of war, while the tbiid 
was to purfue the tranfports, and to fink 
and deftroy as many as it could. 

The deftination of the Firench arm* 
ment was involved in 4oubt and «ttcer« ' 
taintv 'y but it forcibly truck the Ad<w 
roirai, that, as it ^as commonded by the 
man whom the French had -dignified with 
the title of the Conqueror cf half , and as 
he had with him a very large body of 
troops, an expedition had bevn pkmned, 
which the land force might tjxccuee 
without the aid of their fleet,. Aonld the 
tranfports be permitted, to make their 
efcape, and reach in faftfty their place of 
rendczvous $ it therefore became a ma> 
terial confideration with the Admiral, To 
to arrange his force, as at once to engage ' 
the whole attention of their fhips of war, 
and at the fame time materially to annoy 
and injure their convoys It will be linii?- 
admitted, from the fubfequent tnforma- 
tion which has been received upon the 
fubjeft, that the ideas of the Adtnirsl^ 
upon this occafion were perfectly jiiii, 
and that the plan which he had arranfjed 
was the moft likely to irujJrate the dc- 
figns of the enemy. 

It is ahnoft unnecefTary to efcphin his 
projected mode, of attack' at anchor, a< 
that was minutely and precifcly executed 
in the aftion which we now come to de- 
fcribc. Thefe plans, however, were 
formed two months before an opportunity 
prelented iilclf of executing any of thens, 
and the advantage now was, that tfier 
were faihiliar to the underitandtng df 
every Captain in the fleet* 

It has been already mentioned, that we 
faw the Pharos of Alexandria at nooa 
on the i(t of Auguft. The Alexandor 
and Swifefure had been detached a- head 
on the preceding evening to reconnoitre 
the ports of Alexandria, while the main 
body of the fquadron kept in the ofHng, 
The enemy's fleet was firft dilcovered by 
the Zealous, Capt. Hood, who imme<* 
diately communicated/ by iignal, the 

number. 
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number of (bipt, (ixtecii» laying at andior 
in line of battle^ in a bay upon the lar- 
board bow, which we arterward« found 
to be Aboukir Bay. 'The Admiral 
baulcd his wind that infant, a.inoveinent 
which wa» immediately obfcrvcd and 
followed by the whole iquadron ; and at 
the fame time he recalled the Alexander 
and SwiftfurCfc The wind was at this 
time N. N. W. aud blew what feamen 
cail a top-gallant breeze. It was ne- 
ceHary to take in the royals when v/t 
luuied upon a wind. 

The Admiral made the iignal to pre- 
pare for battle, and that it was his in. 
tention to attack the enemy *s van and 
centre as they lay at anchor, Nand ac- 
cording to the plan before developed. 
His idea in this diipofitton of his force 
was, firft, to'fecure the vi^ory^ and then 
to make the moll of it, as circumllances 
might permit. A bower cable of each 
ftip was immediately got out abaft, and 
bent forward. We continued carrying 
fail, and ftanding in for the enemy's fleet 
ia a cloie line of battle. As ail the 
officers of our fquadron were totally un- 
acquainted with Abouknr Bay, eacn (hip 
kept founding as /he floud^n. 

The enemy appeared to be moored in 
m ftrong and compa6l line ot battle, dole 
in with the Diore, their line dcfcribing an 
•btufe angle in its f^rm, flanked by nu- 
merous gun- boats, four frigates, and a 
battery of guns and mortars on an illand 
in their van. This fituation of the 
enemy feemed to fee u re to them the moft 
decided advantages, as they had nothing 
to attend to but their artillery, in their 
fuperior flcill in the ufe of which the 
French io much pride themfelves, and to 
which indeed their fplendid feries of land 
vi^or ies wat in general chiefly to be 
impute^. 

The poiition of the enemy prefented 
the moft formidable obflacles : but the 
Admiral viewed thefc with the eye of a 
ieaman detbrmined on attach: ^ and 
it inftantly ftruck his eager and pene- 
trating mind, that where there was room 
for an efiemy*s Jbip ia fwingy there was 
room for one of ours to anchor* No fur- 
ther Hgnai was neceflary than thofe which 
bad already been made. The AdmiraPs 
^figiu were at fully known to bis whole 



fquadron, as was hit dctermbation iM 
CONQUER., or periih in the attempt* 

Th^ Goliath and Zealous had thff 
hoBOur to lead iftftde, and to receive the 
flrfl from the van (hips of the enemy, at 
well as from tlie b^ttCLies and gun boats 
'with which their van was flrengthened. 
Thefc two fliips, with the Orion, AuicU. 
ciouj, and Tbcfeus, took ihcir flatioAa 
infide the enemy's line, and v9fx^ imniM . 
diately in clofe a^ipn. The VaogtHOd* 
anchored the ^rli on the outer fide of the 
cnertiy, and was oppoied witbio h^f 
piflol (hot to Le Spartiate, the third in 
the enemy^s line. In fiaoding in, our 
leading fliips were unavoidably obliged** 
to receive into their bows the whole nrc 
of the broadlides of the French linc) un- 
til they could take their relpe^ive fla- 
tions \ and i^ is but juflice to obfenre, 
that the enemy receiyed us with great 
firmnels and deliberation, no cglourt 
having been hoilted on either fide, nor a 
gun flred, till our van Aiips were withlou 
half gun fliot. . . 

At this time the necefTajry number of 
ouf men were employed aloft in furling 
fails, and on deck, in hauling the bracesy. 
&c. prepaiatory to our calting anchor* 
As foon as this took place, a moft ani- 
mated fire was opened from the Vanguard^ 
which fliip covered the approach oi thcHc 
in the rear, which were toUowing in 'a. 
clofe line. The Minotaur, Defence, 
Bellerophon, Majcftic, Swiftfui-e, and 
Alexander, came up in fucceflion, and» ' 
paflTmg within hail of the Vanguatd^ 
took their refpeflive flations oppofcd to 
the enemy *s line. All our (hips an- 
chored by the ftern, by which meant, 
the Britifli line became inverted from 
van to rear. 

Captain Thompfon, of the Leander^i 
of 50 guns, with a degree of Judgnaent 
highly honourable to his proftfuooal cha- 
radcr, advanced towards the encmy>. 
line on the outflde, and mofl judicwpjly 
dropped his anchor athwart havf^ of j 
Le Franklin^ raking her with great fjic* 
cefs \ the fhot from the Leander*f broad* 
fide, which pafTed that fhip, aU ^k\i 
L'Orient, the fla^ ihip of the 
Commandsr in Chief.

PROM the dlfabled ftate of hit 
Majefty't Ihip under my command in 
the a^ion of the t3th infUnt, and the 
wind remaining to the S. W. I was 
unavoidably feparated from the fquadron 
tinder the command of Sir John Borlafe ' 
Warren, Bart. K. B. and. drove con* 
fiderably to the N. W.of Ireland. 

I have great fatisfa^ion in informing 
y6ar Lord (Kip, that on the iSth, at 
daylight in the morning, I difcovered ft 
large ihip to leeward) fortunately for 
mej with the lofs of her fore and main 
top-maflt (the Aufon being by no 
meant in a iituation to chafe), her 
mizen maft gonct main ^ard and main 
croftfrees \ the bowfprit and foreyard 
flkot throu£h in feveral places. 

I immediately bore upi and got along- 
€d« of her ; after an action of one hour 
a«d quarter^ moft gallantly difputed, 
which does the higheft honour to cicizen 
Joi^ph Andrien Segone, her com- 
mander, die ftruck j proved to be La 
Loire, one of the hrgeft and fineft 
frigates belonging to the Republic, pre* 
f^nted by the city of Naniz> quite new, 
and never before at fea, pierced for fifty 
ftin«, mounting forty-fix (eighteen 
pounders) having on board fix hundred 
and fixty.four men (troopt included), 
among whom are anumberof Aniilery, 
Btat-Major for three regiments. La 
Loire had forty^eieht men killed and 
feventy* five wounded, was one of the 
fbur frigates which the An foil engaged 
the 13th, and was making her.&cape 
froqn tha cqait.

avoid recommending to yoor Lordfhip'i 
notice my firft lieutenant Mr. Joha 
Hinton, whofe conduft not only upon 
this occaiion but many others^ has met 
with my fuUefl approbation ; not de« 
rogaiing from the behaviour of Lieu* 
tenants Meager, MaAderfon, and Mr* 
William Chriihop, the matter. 

I have alfo to acknowledge the fer« 
vices of Lieutenants Bell and Derring^ 
of the marines, who commanded the 
carronades : as to my ihip*s company^ 
they have been my faithful companiona 
during four years in pretty a^ive fer* 
vice, and whofe condu^ upon all occa* 
fions merits my warm approbation. 

Having fallen in, the night before the 
adion, with his Majefty*s brig Kan- 
garoo, I ordered Captain Brace, from 
the Anfon^s difabled ftate, to continue 
in company* and am much indebted to 
him for the fervices he has rendered me 
in uking poCcflion of La Loire.

IT is with extreme pain I have to 
relate to you the capture ofhis Majcfty's 
fliip Leander, late under my command, 
by a French 74 gun (hip, after a clofe 
action of (ix hours and a half. On the 
iSth of Auguft laft» being within tive 
or fix milef of the Weft end of Goza, 
near the Idand of Candia»\ve difcovered 
at day. break a large fiil on the S. £^ 
quarter, ftanding dire^ly for the Le- 
ander ; we were then becalmed, but 
the ftiranger bringing up a fine breeze 
from the fouthward, wefoon made him 
to be a large (hip of the line. As the 
Leandcr was in officers and men up- 
wards of eighty Ihort of complement, 
and had on board a number which were 
wounded on the ift, I did not conlider 
mj^felf juftiBed in feeking an a£tion 
with a (hii) that appeared of fuch con- 
fiderable (uperiority in point of fize } I 
therefore too^ tvery means in my power 
to avoid it : I however foon found that 
our inferiority of failing made it in- 
evitable 5 and I therefore, with all fail 
fet, (leered the Leander a courfe which 
I judgid* would receive our adverfary 
to the beft advantage, ihould he bring 
OS to battle. At eight o'clock the 
ftraage (hip (dill continuing to have 
the good fortune of the wind) had ap« 
pr.oached us within a long random (hoi, 
an# had Neapolitan tolours hoifted, 
which he now chaagtd co Turki(h ; 
but this deception was of ao avail, ^s X 
plainly made him to be French. At 
nin.e he had ranged up within a half 
gun-(hot of our weather quarters I 
therefore hauled the Leander up luf- 
£cicntly to bring the broadfido to bear, 
and immediately commenced a vigorous 
caononade on him, which he inllantky 
r^urncd. The (hips continued neahng 
each other until half paft ten, keeping 
Qp a conftant and heavy firing. At 
this time I perceived the epcmy in- 
tendiog to run us on board; and 'the 
Leandcr being very much cut up m 
rigging, fails, and yards, 1 was unable, 
with the light air that blew, to prevent 
it. He ran us on bbard on the larboard 
bow, and continued along(id6 us for 
fotoe.time* A moft fpirked and well 
dii'cfted fire, however, from our fmall 
party of marines (commanded by the 



Serjeant) on the poop and from the 

?[uarter-deck, prevented the enemf 
rom taking advantage of his jg;ood for- 
tune, and he was rcpulfed m ail bit 
efforts to make an impreflion on us« 
Tlie firing from the great guns was all 
thiS' time kept up with the fame vi« 
gour ; and a light breeze giving the 
(hips way, I was enabled to fteer clear 
of the enemy, and (bon afterwards had , 
the fatibfadtion to luff under his ftern^ . 
and, palling him within ten yards, dif- 
tin^ly dilcharged every gun from the 
Leander into him. 

As front hoaceforward wa« DOthing ' 
but a continued ferics of heavy firing 
withiii plftol (hot, without any wind, 
and the fea as fmooth as glafs, I feel it 
unneceffary to give you the detail of the 
effects of every (hot, whick tnuil be 
obrious from oar fituation \ I (ball 
therefore content myfclf with aflariitg 
you, that a moft vigorous cannonade 
was kept up from the Leander, wkhout* 
the fmalleft hitermiffion, until half padt 
three in the afternoon. At this time, 
the enemy having paded our bows with 
a Hghi breeze, and brought himfelf oa 
oar ttarboard (kie, we found that our 
guns on that fide were nearly all dif- 
abled by the wreck of our o^vn (^rs, 
that h^d all fallen on this fide. Thi« 
produced a cefifation of our fire, and the 
enemv took this time w:) a(k us, if we 
htd inrreadered } The Leander wa* 
now totally ungovernable, not having' a 
thmg (fnndtng but the fkattefcd remain* 
of the fore and main-matt and the bow- 
fprit, her hull cut to pieces, and her 
deckt full of killed and wounded) and 
perceiving the* enemy, who had only 
loft his mizen top-maft, approaching to 
place himfelf athwart our ftern ; ia- 
this defencelcfs fituation, I alked Capt. 
Berry if he thought we co'ild do more \ 
he coinciding with me that further re- 
(iftance was vain and impracticable, and 
irtdeed all hope of fucceft having for 
fome time vanifhed, I therefore noir 
dlre^ed an anfwer to be given in the 
a4Hrmative, and the enemy foon after 
took poITellion of his Majcfty's ihip. 

I cannot conclude this account with« 
oul ^ffuring you how much advantage 
his Mjijcfty's fervrce derived during this 
aftion from the gallantry and activity 
of Captain Berry of the Vanguard } I 
ihould alfo be wanting in jufttce, if I 
did ndt bear teflimony to the (Icadj^ 
bravery of the ©(licers and fcamen of the 
Ltaader in th'v^htird contcfti whkb» 
^ though 
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tbooEb UDracceftfuT m its terminatioii. 
Will ft)Il» I truft» entitle them ro the 
approhaiion of their country. Tke 
tt^ctny proved to be the Oenereux, of 
^4 guns/ commanded by M. Lijoiltt, 
Che? de DiviBon, who bad eiotped 
from the s^ion of the s ft of Auguft^ 
miKly- being the rrarmoft of the French 
liiirt hod recctred littk or no ibarc of it, 
liaving on board 900 men, about 100 of 
whom we found liad been lulled in the 
pre£(nt ^onteft, and iSS wounded* I 
Mclo£s a lift of the lofs io killed and 
Wounded in the Leandcrt and have the 
luxioar cobe, &c..

J SHOULD have difpatched the 
Smerald to you on the td inftant, 
agreeably to your orders, but knowing 
the French had poiTeffion of Ddmifftta, 
alfo having information thty had foma 
▼eflels likely to fail from thence, I di- 
rected Capt. Hupe^ in the Alcmene, to 
proceed offthe place with the Fonune 
rolacre, and endeavour to dcftroy any 
TelTels he might fall in with that were 
belonging to, or a£fting the enemy* 

On the 2d inft. his Majefty*s flitpa 
ftaborfe and Emerald chafed m (bore, 
ivhefc. Ihe anchtfrad near the town of 



the Arabs, the French gnn-boit (avifo) 
L'Ademone, commanded by ftn^gne 
de Vaiflcau Garboo, of four guju and 
(ixty^two men, having on board Gem 
Camin and Citoyen Valette, aide-de* 
camp to General Buonaparte, with drf* 
parcnei from Toulon, which place they 
left the a7th Julyt and Malta the a6ch 
AugUft* On the appaoach of the boata

Captains Tboanplbn and Berry no 
fooner arrived^ on board Le Genereux, 
than they were plundered of every (ingle 
article belonging to them, five ihecloihet 
on their backs. Capt. B- vainly t%- 
poftulated with the French C^pts^jn on 
this ungenerous treatrntnt, and bade then* 
compare the fituation of the French of* 
ficers made priloneis by ^^dmiral Hel- 
fon, with that of the oiRccrs and crew 
belonging to the Ltander. The French 
Captain cooUy rcpfied, " J*en fuis fachi 
mais le fait eft, que les Francois font 
bons au pillage,** (I am ibrry for it, 
but tha faa it, Fi^Qichmen are good at 
plander). 

Capt. B. exprefled a wifh to have a 
pair of piftois returned to hiitb of which- 
he had been plundered. They were pro- 
duced by the man who ftole t'nem, and 
immediately Secured by the Fwnch Cap- 
tain himlclr } ha at the finae time toild 
Capt. B. that he would give him a pair 
of French plftoh to proteft him on hia 
journey home; but this promife waa 
never performed. 

After ibe glonouf ^G^ico of the 14th 
of February 1757, Lord Nelfon, %% a 
mark of his frien4(hip ajcid approbadon 
of Capt. Berry'* cui\dua on thai duv, 
made him a pre lent of a fword that ne 
had taken frum one of the Spaniih Cap- 
tains. Capt* B. ]aflly elictnied thit 
prefeat as inviliuible.

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Francois font bont tn pillage/* Left it 
piould be fappofed that the Captain had 
not the powtr to reftrain hit banditti, be 
it known (we fpeak from unquenionable 
' authority), that, notwithftanding the 
boafted I'yftem of Liberty and Equality, 
the Freneh fcamen on board Le Gcne- 
re\ixwefe treats with a degree of har/h- 
nefa and cruelty unknown in the Briti(K 
fervice. On the flighteft offences the 
ftick >^as ufed in fuch a manner as no 
Btltifti Teaman would have borne. Should 
this faft be doubted, Uko Captain B.'s^ 
OW11 words. ^'.I faw a poor French 
feaman, who had been wounded in the 
lejg. The Surgeon infifted on an imme- 
diate amputation, the man vainly ob- 
je€lcd, *but at kngth, feeing, men ap- 
proach him, by thcdire£lion of the Sur- 
feon, in order to lafh him down, he in- 
antly plunged vito the fea, and I faw 
hlmfink.'* ' 

The Surgeon of the Leanderwas plun- 
dered of bis inllruments during the very 
moment 'that he was performing tlic 
chirurgical opei'ations; and what is no 
■ lefi true thait appears incredible, the 
Surgeon was fp' forcibly withheld from 
attending Captain Thompfon, that that 
sallaot officer was very near ioiing his 
Timb in coufequence*

Tandj 
and Blackwell were afterwards relievQa 
from their irons mt the inftance of tbt 
French Minilter, who has fent to his 
Court for mftruftions. Sir J. Crawfurd 
has likewife fent home for •rders hoW 
to proceed in the affaif.— The Ham- 
burghers, to free themfelves from the 
embarraflment this affair yvas likely to 
involve them in, have referred the claims 
of the two Minifters to the decifion of 
'the King of Pruflia^ as umpire in the 
bufmefs. 



Fever in America.— At BoHoii, 
on the a 3d of Of^obcr laft, the fever had 
entirely difappeared, and the citizens had 
for the moft part returned to their dweU 
lings. During the time the Harlequin 
J)acket lay at New York, it was computed 
that upwards of 5000 perfons fell vic- 
tims to the yellow fever. It has lui 
fortunately happened, however, that the 
eagernefs of the inhabitants of the large 
cities to return to their homes, has \n 
ibme in()ances occafioncd an increase cf 
the malady at the time when its malig- 
nant influence ieemed about to ccaie. 
Several of the mott iefpe6Vablc of the 
phyficians have fallen a lacrifice to the 
fever ; among whom are, Dr. Cooper, 
of Philadelphia j Doctors Siiitth, Ding- 
ley, Jones, and Hicks, of New York. 
A nvr.nber of the Gazettes are flopped, 
in cci ic(]ueuce of the licknefs among 
the v.\>jkintfn, and the deaths of thctf 
Editor.;. Among the latt;:r are, Ben- 
jamin Fi an kiln C:.c(te, £uitor of Tite 
Aurora, and T. Gieeulcaf, £4itai- of - 
The Ar^us, of New Y< ik, two le^ing 
papers Ir. op^)oruion ta^lie Governm^n^: 
and Mr. J- Fenno,Kdii r ot The Uiiitcd 
States' G;j2ette, anij Mr. "M*I*€o4, a£ 
Tile Nc:^ Yolk 'Gazette, two papera of 
the contiaiy paity. The coiu^>li:xftin'o£ 
the large towns is Hated to be 'gloomy 
indeed.

TONE, wbofe catnftrophe U men- 
tioneci p. 5 56, died.— The inflam- 
mation arUlng from the wound extended 
itfcU' to the lungfs, and i» faid» to have 
been the immediate caufe of his deaths 
He was boried in the i'sune vault with his 
brother.

of the ft ream, forced under one of the

bridge, nghting and ftruggling for their 
Jives, till one in the morning. The poor 
fellow, in his endeavours, had entangled 
his legs in the reins, but from them he 
extricated hinifelf with a knife, when 
fortunately coming nearly in conta£l witii 
a dyer's nat, he, by an aftoni(bing ef- 
fort, jumped from the box upon th^ 
fame, where he lay feveral minutes in a 
ftate of infenfibility. The hor^es, aft^ 
fwimming about the river fome time, 
followed their mafter to the flat, and 
attempted to raife their fore feet upon it 1 
the poor man, with the little ftrength he 
had left, held up the head of one of the 
creaturc^s till with a convulfive sroan it 
expired. From the aAive adlttance of 
feverai perfons, attraf^ed- by the pries of 
ffae coachman, they h;id fo far fuccecdcd 
In refcuin^ the other horfe, as to extri- 
cate him trom the reins, and bad nearly 
got him out of the river, whcn^ owing to 
the tempeftuouincl's of the night, he 
flipped from their holds, and ^tgatn 
plunged in, after which nothing iBort 
Vi^« le^n of him, 



Happy would it have been had the 
calamity ended here : — cqriofity (ca^y. 
on the morning following) called crowa< 
of people together, to fee the bodies of 
the horfes ffaating; amongft other«« t* 
groupe of nine or ten women and chikken . 
got together on a dyer^s ftage, hanging 
over the river near the New Bridge,^ wbefli» . 
(hocking to relate, the bottom of the 
ftaee gave way, and they were all in aa^ 
inftant precipitated into the river & three 
were recovered before life was gone ^. the • 
ftrength of the current rendered every 
, endeavour to fave the reft ineffrftual, and 
they were all fwept away. The inCem 
curity of .thefe ftaees, from the number 
of years they have been ere6ted, renders 
it a matter of aftoniftiment that even an 
individual will truft his peribn thereon.
